NOTES  AND  ERRATA. 


At  page  82  we  state  the  Kelso  Assessment  for  poor  rale  to  be 
Is.  8d.  per  £ — this  is  the  total  rate,  lOd.  being  paid  by  the 
proprietor  and  lOd.  by  the  occupier  In  all  the  other  parishes 
we  give  the  half-rate,  or  that  payable  by  the  individual,  except 
in  the  case  of  Jedburgh  (p.  254),which  has  a  peculiar  method  of 
rating. 

These  rate  entries  have  been  objected  to  as  an  instance  of 
over  much  attention  to  minutiae  in  the  Register.  They  are  so, 
perhaps,  to  numerous  individuals  ;  but  take  the  ca-e  of  a  farmer 
wishing  to  settle  in  a  parish,  for  him  to  know  that  a  poor  rate  of 
lOd.  (or  nothing  sx  p.  587)  will  be  exacted  for  each  pound  of  his 
rent  becomes  an  important  matter,  and  will  enter  accordingly 
into  his  calculations  when  he  offers  for  a  lease.  What  we  have 
said  of  the  poor  rates,  we  think,  will  hold  good  with  the  other 


minutiae— they  will  be  important  or  not  according  to  the  lielit 
in  which  they  are  viewed. 

At  page  547  we  should  have  made  the  date  of  Mr.  Broughton's 
purchase  of  Rowchester,  1858— it  should  have  been  1856.

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TO  OUE  SUBSCRIBERS. 


Ten  years  ago  we  published  our  first  issue  of  the  "  Southern  Counties'  Eegistee — a  Supplement  to  the 
Almanacs,"  in  a  shape  suitable  for  binding  up  with  Oliver  &  Boyd's  Edinburgh  Almanac.  But  although 
of  use  for  official  purposes,  and  of  interest  to  country  gentlemen,  we  found,  after  its  second  issue,  that  it 
was  of  little  value  for  commercial  purposes ;  and  our  object  ever  since  has  been  to  compile  a  publication 
which  might  interest,  and  be  of  use  to,  all  classes  of  the  community.  This  object  we  expected  to  have 
carried  out  in  1863,  and  had  accumulated,  and  to  some  extent  arranged,  materials  for  that  purpose,  when 
circumstances  compelled  us,  for  the  time  being,  to  relinquish  the  publication — a  delay  which  rendered  our 
materials  of  too  old  a  date  to  be  of  much  use,  and  caused  us  a  heavy  expense  in  renewing  and  re-arranging 
type,  which,  from  the  same  circumstances,  had  become  necessary.  These  disadvantages,  however,  had  the 
good  effect  of  bringing  some  unknown  matters  to  the  surface,  and  causing  our  thorough  investigation  of 
others,  which  might  otherwise  have  been  superficially  passed  over. 

Although  the  work  has  been  in  hand  for  four  years,  the  matter  which  we  now  issue  has  been  all 
investigated  and  got  up  since  the  spring  of  1864  ;*  and  by  far  the  greatest  part  of  it  has  been  printed 
within  the  last  twelve  months.  When  we  began  in  earnest  the  compilation  of  the  work  for  publication, 
we  had  little  idea  of  the  labour  it  would  entail  before  it  could  be  carried  out,  and  when  we  quoted  600 
columns  in  our  circulars  as  the  probable  number,  we  thought  we  were  over-stating  the  matter.  Instead 
of  600,  it  will  be  observed  they  foot-up  to  798,  and  this  despite  of  close  packing  and  exclusive  of  ad- 
vertisements.f  This  extension,  with  the  fact  of  the  compiler's  health  having  given  way  for  three  months, 
explains  our  delay  in  publishing  so  long  beyond  the  time  anticipated. 

While  we  take  credit  to  ourselves  for  much  labour  bestowed  on  the  compilation,  we  have  to  acknowledge

the  assistance  received  by  us  with,  the  returns,  without  which  our  own  labour  would  have  been  purposless. 
We  have  especially  to  specify  the  returns  connected  with  the  Hawick  and  Melrose  lists,  the  introductory 
matter  of  Galashiels,  Castleton,  and  Ettrick;  and  generally  of  Whitsome,  Ashkirk,  Cockburnspath,  and 
Coldingham  parishes,  as  having  been  supplied  to  us  with  more  than  ordinary  completeness,  in  each 
case  through  the  interest  of  one  individual.  From  the  Ordnance  Survey  officials,  both  at  Edinburgh  and 
Southampton,  we  received  very  important  and  prompt  assistance.  By  their  aid  the  parochial  areas  in 
land,  water,  roads,  &c,  are  inserted,  and  the  parochial  geography  of  Selkirkshire  (next  to  Cromarty 
the  most  scattered  county  in  Scotland)  has  been  accurately  described.  We  are  indebted  to  the  friendship 
of  the  Rev.  R.  0.  Bromfield,  Sprouston,  to  the  Editor  of  "  Tounger's  Eiver  Angling  "  [Mr.  James  Smail, 
banker,  Earlston]  and  to  T.  T.  Stoddart,  Esq.,  Kelso,  for  the  Calendars  and  Tweed  Fishery  Information. 
At  page  697  we  have  acknowledged  our  obligations  to  the  Fishery  Board  for  Scotland. 

While  acknowledging  the  assistance  received  with  the  parochial  and  county  lists,  we  beg  also  to 
tender  thanks  for  the  kindly  courtesy  of  our  county  family  subscribers  in  sending  us  returns. 

In  compiling  the  Register,  we  found  that  the  publication  would  be  incomplete  without  a  handy-sized 
and  accurate  Map  of  the  District.  This  led  us  to  correspond  with  Mr.  Bartholomew,  F.R.G.S., 
Edinburgh,  and  arranging  with  him  for  the  preparation  (from  the  Ordnance  plans),  and  the  engraving  of  a 
suitable  map.  This  map,  in  different  stages  of  completion,  has  now  been  in  use  by  the  public  for  six 
months,  and  its  accuracy  is  every  where  admitted.  It  does  not  contain  every  name  or  place  ;  but  the 
omissions  are  of  little  importance.  To  ensure  its  accuracy  we  transmitted  copies  for  revisal  to  nearly 
every  parish  in  the  district.  It  will  be  observed  we  have  also  inserted  a  Map  shewing  the  position  of  the 
District  with  its  Railway  System,  etc. 

Our  printed  edition  is  1300  copies.  Of  these  there  have  been  already  subscribed,  in  anticipation  of  pub- 
lication, nearly  1000.*  If  an  extra  issue  be  required,  we  may  state  that  except  the  bringing  up  of  some 
directory  and  list  matters,  and  the  correction  of  errors  (mostly  clerical  errors,  we  hope,  which  were,  under 
the  circumstances,  scarcely  avoidable),  and  an  improvement  in  the  arrangement,  little  or  no  alteration  can 
be  made  in  the  present  issue.t     After  the  publication  of  the  census  for  1871  (which  will  not  be  till

1873)  an  edition  thoroughly  revised  will  be  published,  in  which  the  introductory  accounts  of  the  different 
towns  and  parishes  will  have  to  be  conformed  to  the  new  data ;  but  even  then  the  fresh  edition  will  be 
founded  on  the  present  one. 

To  facilitate  reference  we  have  printed  the  Indexes  on  tinted  paper ;  and  connected  therewith  we 
beg  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  reader  to  the  following  matter,  which  may  be  of  importance  : — When 
searching  for  information,  on  any  subject,  do  not  be  satisfied  with  its  details  in  its  own  parish,  or  under  its 
own  heading,  but  turn  to  the  Index,  where  different  references  to  the  subject  may  be  found,  as  we  fre- 
quently, in  our  investigations  of  one  parish,  discovered  matter  connected  with  the  information  in  another, 
already  printed  off.

PROSPECTUS 

OF 

THE    BORDER    ALMANAC. 


POR  four  years — 1862-65 — we  published  what  we  called  our  Household  Almanac,  a  compilation,  the 
Calendar  sheet  of  which  was  printed  in  London,  and  supplied  to  any  bookseller  or  printer  who  might 
require  it  for  use  in  a  local  publication,  or  for  issuing  separately  under  his  own  name.  This  Calendar  sheet, 
useful  as  it  was  in  many  ways,  and  full  of  instruction  and  moral  sentiment,  was  purposely  somewhat  inane  ; 
and  any  local  interest  possessed  by  our  Almanac  was  secured  by  extra  sheets  tagged  on  before  and  behind. 
We  had  thus  a  very  heterogeneous  affair,  and,  while  admitted,  as  a  whole,  to  be  amusing,  not  represent- 
ing the  district  sufficiently. 

Owing  to  the  necessity  of  our  having  to  push  through  the  Register,  we  were  unable  to  produce  an 
Almanac  of  any  kind  for  the  current  year;  but  with  1867  we  hope  to  renew  the  Annual  under  the  title 
of  The  Border  Almanac — to  contain  the  usual  Calendar  Information  (compiled  and  printed  by  ourselves), 
and,  as  formerly,  some  sheets  of  information  and  amusement,  but  all  to  have  a  District  or  domestic  interest 
— whether  a  proverb,  such  as  "  Worse  and  worse  like  the  elders  of  Maxton,"  with  an  account  of  its  origin, 
another  extract  from  our  Journal  or  that  of  "  any  other  man,"  the  publication  of  an  unedited  or  nearly 
forgotten  ballad,  a  reminiscence  of  an  old  event,  or  the  true  account  of  a  matter  now  traditionary. 

For  these,  and  such  as  these,  the  pages  of  our  Almanac  will  be  a  receptacle  ;  and  we  hope  it  will  be 
the  means  of  saving  something  of  value  from  oblivion.  In  our  investigations  for  the  Register  we  came  on 
many  suitable  materials  for  such  a  publication,  but  which,  in  the  Register  itself,  would  have  been  out  of 
place.  These  we  intend  to  use  up ;  and  we  shall  also  be  glad  to  receive  contributions.*  Anything  of 
real  interest  connected  with  the  Scotch  Border  or  Northumberland  cannot  come  amiss. 

At  or  before  Christmas  of  this  year  we  hope  to  send  out  our  first  of  the  new  issue.

In  the  district  the  old  Scotch  Whitsunday  term  (May  26)  is  that 
when  houses  are  changed,  leases  of  farms  are  entered  upon,  and  hinds 
and  shepherds  change  their  service  ;  unmarried  ploughmen,  and  do- 
mestic servants  change  places  at  both  the  Whitsunday  and  Martin- 
mas old  Scotch  terms.  The  new  Scotch  terms  of  Whitsunday  and 
Martinmas  prevail  in  some  of  the  gentlemen's  houses,  and  are  the 
rule  on  the  English  Border.  The  quarterly  terms  of  Candlemas  and 
Lammas  are  seldom  used  ;  the  rule  in  hiring  servants  being  by  the 
year  and  half-year,  and  of  houses  and  farms  by  the  year  or  a  longer 
period.     The  English,  terms  are  practically  unknown  in  the  district. 
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GARDENING  MEMORANDA. 

Good  cultivation  is  essential  in  a  garden  kept  either  for  pleasure  or 
profit.  The  soil  should  be  well  and  deeply  dug ;  if  it  be  naturally 
shallow  let  a  little  fresh  sub-soil  be  brought  up  to  the  surface  every 
year,  and  in  the  course  of  time  a  shallow  soil  will  become  a  deep  one. 
Where  the  soil  is  naturally  deep  and  good,  trenching  it  occasionally 
will  be  of  great  service. 

"Weeds  should  never  be  allowed  to  go  to  seed,  for  "one  year's 
seeding  is  seven  years'  weeding."  If  persevering  efforts  are  made  to 
keep  them  down,  a  garden  may  be  got  almost  entirely  rid  of  them. 
Hand-picking  is  far  more  effective  than  hoeing,  and  cheaper  in  the 
long  run. 

All  edgings  of  walks  and  borders  should  be  tidily  kept ;  nothing 
is  more  unsightly  than  tall  straggling  box  ;  it  should  not  be  higher 
than  from  two  to  four  inches  in  the  common  run  of  gardens. 

Fruit  trees  and  bushes  should  be  kept  within  limits.  Large  stan- 
dards are  not  suited  to  small  gardens :  dwarfs  are  more  manageable, 
can  be  cultivated  in  greater  variety,  produce  the  finest  fruit,  and  are 
not  easily  shaken  by  high  winds.  These  remarks  are  especially  true 
of  the  apple,  which  may  be  abundantly  produced  in  this  climate,  aud 
is  one  of  the  most  healthful  and  serviceable  fruits  which  we  possess. 

In  gardening  all  overcrowding  sbould  be  carefully  avoided.  Trees, 
Bushes,  Vegetables,  and  almost  all  Plants,  require  light  and  air,  and 
the  more  they  get  of  these  the  better ;  they  must  have  room  also  for 
then'  roots  to  grow  and  feed  in.  With  sufficient  room  there  will  be 
the  greater  produce. 

Examples  : 

Peas  should  be  thinly  sown  in  the  drill :  planting  the  seed  is  pre- 
ferable to  sowing  it:  and  two  drills  should  never  be  placed  alongside 
of  each  other.  It  is  best  to  keep  each  drill  entirely  by  itself,  occupy- 
ing the  intervals  with  other  crops.  In  this  way  peas  yield  a  great 
deal  more  than  when  crowded ;  and  room,  trouble,  staking,  and  ex- 
pense are  saved.    The  same  treatment  should  also  be  given  to  beans. 

Onions,  Carrots,  and  Turnips,  should  be  thinned  very  early  to  a 
proper  distance  ;  the  Onions  grown  in  rows  one  foot  apart,  and  from 
four  to  six  inches  asunder,  if  it  be  wished  to  have  them  large  :  the 
Carrots,  early  sorts,  in  rows  nine  inches  apart,  and  plants  from  four 
to  six  inches  ;  the  larger  kinds  in  rows  of  15  or  IS  inches  apart,  and 
plants  six  or  eight  inches  :  early  Turnips,  in  rows  two  feet  apart,  and 
plants  thinned  from  six  to  nine  inches  according  to  sorts. 

For  growing  Carrots  and  Onions  the  ground  should  be  dug  and  ma- 
nured in  autumn.  These  crops  are  liable  to  be  attacked  by  maggot; 
where  this  is  the  case  a  good  topdressing  of  soot  laid  on  in  the  autumn, 
to  He  on  the  surface  during  winter,  and  pointed  in  at  spring  time,  has 
been  found  to  be  beneficial ;  also  a  good  watering  of  soft  soap  and 
water,  the  mixture  being  made  at  the  rate  of  about  one  pound  of 


soap  to  a  tub  of  water,  and  applied  as  soon  as  the  plants  are  fairly 
above  ground.  The  liquid  from  a  cow  byre  or  dung  heap,  diluted 
with  its  own  bulk  of  water,  is  excellent  manure  for  young  carrots,  and 
will  often  secure  a  large  crop ;  it  may  be  applied  frequently  at  inter- 
vals of  a  few  days. 

To  make  sure  of  a  good  plant  of  Onions,  the  seed  may  be  sown  in 
the  end  of  February  or  early  in  March,  in  a  pot  or  box  placed  either 
in  a  hot-bed  or  window;  the  young  plants  should  be  gradually  ex- 
posed to  the  open  air,  and  planted  out  as  soon  in  April  as  possible,  in 
rows  one  foot  apart,  and  four  or  six  inches  asunder ;  in  this  way  fine 
large  bulbs  are  got,  the  young  plants  are  not  so  liable  to  be  attacked 
by  maggot,  and  this  plan  is  at  least  as  easy  as  sowing  and  thinning. 

All  vegetables  like  good  manure,  and  should  have  it.  Potatoes  may 
be  excepted,  for  though  the  produce  of  potatoes  is  less  without  manure 
than  with  it,  the  quality  is  better,  and  there  is  less  liability  to  disease. 
The  truth,  however,  is  all  but  universal,  that  vegetables  can  only  be 
produced  in  perfection  on  rich  soil.  Autumn  planted  Cabbages  benefit 
from  manure  water  or  guano  water  applied  to  their  roots  once  or 
twice  in  the  spring. 

The  same  ground  should  not  be  planted  twice  in  immediate  suc- 
cession with  the  same  crop  if  it  can  be  avoided :  a  variety  should  be 
studied. 

The  planting  and  pruning  of  Fruit  Trees  and  Bushes  should  be 
gone  about  in  fresh  weather  and  not  in  frost,  and  be  all  over  by  the 
end  of  November,  if  possible  :  it  should  be  remembered  that  a  cut  is 
a  wound,  and  that  when  it  is  exposed  to  frost,  the  plant  is  thereby 
liable  to  injury.  The  object  of  pruning  is  to  remove  superfluous 
wood,  to  force  the  branch  to  make  fruit  spurs,  and  thereby  secure 
greater  fertility,  and  to  give  air  and  light  to  eveiy  part  of  the  tree  or 
bush .  Gooseberry  and  Currant  Bushes  arebenefited  by  having  the  ends 
of  the  young  shoots  taken  ofFduringthegrowingperiod,  as  this  disposes 
the  bush  to  form  and  mature  fruit  buds.  Vegetables  should  not  be 
grown  too  close  to  fruit  trees  or  bushes.  Trees  on  walls  are  often 
choked  in  this  way,  and  their  roots  robbed  of  moisture  and  food : 
good  fruit,  and  a  good  crop  of  it,  cannot  be  expected  with  such  treat- 
ment. 

To  keep  away  caterpillars,  soot  may  be  laid  pretty  thickly  around 
the  roots  of  bushes  in  the  autumn.  Some  people  have  tried,  with  ap- 
parent success,  tobacco  liquor  diluted  with  water  to  the  colour  of  port 
wine,  and  sprinkled  with  a  brush  on  the  bushes,  when  in  bloom.  Some 
recommend  tanner's  bark  to  be  laid  under  the  bushes  in  the  autumn, 
to  remain  on  the  ground  ;  and  others  pour  liquid  from  the  cow  byre 
over  the  bushes  and  roots  during  the  winter. 

When  bushes  are  seized  with  caterpillar,  they  should  either  be 
carefully  hand-picked,  without  loss  of  time,  or  have  dusted  over 
them,  when  wet  with  dew,  or  rain,  or  by  a  watering  pan,  powder  of 
hellebore,  which  will  kill  the  caterpillars  ;  after  this  the  fruit  should 
not  be  eaten  till  the  bushes  are  washed  clean,  as  the  powder  is  poi- 
sonous. 

As  Potatoes  grown  in  gardens  are  now  so  liable  to  disease,  it  will 
be  prudent  to  plant  there  only  First  Early  kinds ;  such  sorts  have 
the  advantage  of  being  ripe  usually  before  the  disease  becomes  pre- 
valent. Some  of  the  Round  First  Earlies  are  as  productive  as  the 
later  sorts,  and  nearly  as  soon  usable  as  the  Ash-leaf,  and  much  better. 
Proper  attention  should  be  given  to  have  a  constant  succession  of 
vegetables,  and  a  good  variety :  potatoes  have  largely  usurped  the 
place  of  all  other  vegetables. 
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JANUARY.  * 

Digging,  planting-,  and  pruning,  not  done  in  autumn,  should  be 
completed  without  delay. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  month,  if  not  done  before,  take  cuttings  of 
Pears  and  Apples  for  grafting  in  April,  and  insert  them  two-thirds  of 
their  length  in  the  ground,  out  of  the  sun,  until  they  are  required. 

Beans.— In  favourable  weather  Early  Mazagan  Beans  may  be  plant- 
ed three  or  four  inches  apart  in  the  rows,  and  rows  at  least  2£  feet 
asunder.     Single  rows  are  however  most  prolific. 

Cabbage. — In  warm  situations  Cabbage  may  be  planted  in  open 
weather  in  the  end  of  this  month,  and  blanks  in  the  autumn  planted, 
filled  up. 

Peas. — Plant  one  or  more  early  sorts  about  the  third  week  of  this 
month:  DilUugatone's Early,  Sangster's No.  l(Syn. Daniel O'Rourke), 
Early  Emperor,  may  all  be  sown  at  the  same  time  and  will  form  a 
good  succession.  The  above  directions  can  only  be  carried  out  when 
the  season  is  open  and  the  ground  sufficiently  dry  to  allow  the 
operations. 

In  this  month,  if  the  Calendar  be  followed,  there  ought  to  be  found 
in  gardens  a  supply  of  Savoys,  Brussels  Sprouts,  Coleworts,  Curled 
Greens,  Delaware  Greens,  Asparagus  Kale,  Cottager's  Kale,  and 
Fearnought  Cabbage,  which  may  be  cut  the  whole  winter.  Asparagus 
Kale  is  a  tender  and  delicious  green,  and  after  the  head  is  cut,  will 
afford  many  successive  growths  of  young  shoots,  which  may  either 
be  cooked  as  greens,  or  stripped  and  treated  as  Asparagus.  Cot- 
tager's Kale  is  a  new  vegetable,  which  sends  out  tufts  of  growth 
from  the  base  of  its  leaves;  the  tufts  are  stripped  off  and  used  as 
greens. 

If  early  Rhubarb  or  Seakale  be  desired,  place  pots  or  boxes  over  the 
plants,  and  cover  with  leaves  or  stable  litter. 

Though  little  can,  or  should,  be  done  in  a  garden  dui-ing  this  month, 
it  ought  to  be  kept  clean  and  orderly,  for  a  garden  well  kept  is  plea- 
sant at  every  season ;  many  gardens  lie  in  ruins  all  the  winter. 

FEBRUARY. 

Beans.— Plant  for  a  main  crop  such  as  Early  Longpod,  Mackie's 
Monarch  (called  also  Sangster's  Wonderful  Longpod),  Marshall's 
Dwarf  Prolific,  a  dwarf  sort  of  about  one  foot  in  height,  a  great 
bearer,  and  suitable  for  small  gardens.  In  gardens  much  shaded,  or 
moist  and  growth  y,  beans,  when  they  have  flowered  enough,  should 
have  their  tops  nipped  off  to  force  them  to  fill  their  pods. 

Cabbage. — Plant  out  Cabbage  to  succeed  the  more  advanced. 

Carrots. — In  the  end  of  the  month  sow  on  soil  prepared  in  the 
autumn,  French  Early  Horn  Carrots  :  this  sort  is  smaller  than  the 
common  Early  Horn,  and  considerably  earlier :  it  is  a  distinct,  hand- 
some, and  most  useful  and  excellent  variety. 

Chives. — Plant  Chives  in  any  out  of  the  way  place :  they  are  used 
in  spring  in  various  ways  in  the  place  of  onions  when  the  latter  are 
scarce  or  done. 

Peas. — Sow  early  sorts,  same  as  for  last  month,  with  the  addition 


*  As  the  Calendar  is  adapted  to  the  neighbourhood  of  Kelso,  its  direc- 
tions for  the  spring  months  should  be  followed  a  little  later  in  colder  and 
later  districts,  and  in  the  autumn  months  a  little  earlier. 


of  the  Ringwood,  a  good  sized  melting  pea  of  better  quality  than  the 
first  earlies. 

Planting  and  pruning  of  fruit  trees  and  shrubs  are  often  done  at 
this  season  and  even  later  ;  but  it  is  much  better  to  have  the  work 
all  over  before  Christmas,  or  in  November,  where  it  is  practicable  ; 
excepting,  however,  the  Peach,  Nectaiine,  and  Apricot,  which  may 
now  be  pruned  and  nailed. 

Rose  Bushes  may  be  pruned  to  one  or  two  eyes :  Climbing  and 
China  Roses  should  be  little  cut. 

Where  the  soil  is  dry  and  fine,  and  the  weather  open,  box  and 
other  edgings  may  be  made,  which  will  so  far  further  the  work  of 
the  garden ;  but  on  wet  or  stiff  cold  soils  it  is  better  to  delay  this  till 
the  ground  work  quite  freely. 

A  garden  should  at  this  period  supply  Savoys,  Fearnought  Cab- 
bage, Brussels  Sprouts,  Coleworts,  Kale  of  sorts,  Asparagus  Kale, 
Cottager's  Kale,  and  sometimes  Brocoli,  according  to  the  season  and 
situation,  at  least  towards  the  latter  end  of  the  month. 

MARCH. 

This  month,  when  weather  permits,  ought  to  be  a  busy  time  in  the 
garden,  as  many  principal  crops  must  now  be  sown  or  planted. 

Asparagus. — This  is  one  of  the  best  of  Vegetables,  and  indeed 
esteemed  by  many  asthe  very  best.  On  the  dry,  light,  gravelly  soil  of  the 
valley  of  the  Tweed,  it  grows  with  great  luxuriance,  and  almost  with- 
out trouble  after  the  beds  are  in  working  order.  A  small  space  of 
ground  will  afford  a  constant  succession  of  heads  and  as  much  as  a 
moderate  family  will  require,  from  early  in  April,  in  the  average  of 
seasons,  to  the  middle  of  June  or  later.  Light  soil  needs  no  previous 
preparation  for  Asparagus,  but  stiff  and  retentive  soil  should  be  made 
porous  by  having  fine  gravel  and  sand  dug  into  it.  There  has  been  a 
great  deal  of  the  "  much-a-do  about  nothing"  said  and  written  on  the 
growing  of  Asparagus,  and  this  may  be  one  reason  why  the  cultivation 
of  this  plant  is  almost  restricted  to  what  are  called  gentlemen'sgardens. 

Any  person  who  has  a  patch  of  ground,  of  five  or  six  yards  each  way, 
to  devote  to  this  vegetable,  may  enjoy  a  fair  supply  of  it.  The  beds 
may  be  laid  off  four  feet  wide,  with  one  foot  alleys  ;  each  bed  should 
contain  two  rows  of  plants,  the  rows  being  respectivly  one  foot  from 
the  edge,  and  two  feet  apart  in  the  bed.  Sowing  the  seed  is  the  most 
certain  way  to  obtain  a  proper  cover  of  plants.  Sow  in  rows,  already 
described :  when  the  young  plants  are  about  two  inches  high,  thin 
thern  out  to  one  foot  apart  in  the  rows,  water  now  and  then  with 
guano  water  not  too  strong,  or  with  water  in  which  a  little  salt  has 
been  dissolved,  every  week  or  fortnight.  Treated  in  this  way  the 
young  plants  will  make  great  progress  during  the  first  summer.  In 
February  following,  give  a  top-dressing  of  guano,  and  rake  it  in  :  and 
when  the  ground  is  dry  the  beds  may  be  watered  in  spring  and  sum- 
mer. In  the  spring  of  the  third  year,  or  two  years  from  the  time  of 
sowing,  the  beds  will  begin  to  yield  their  produce  :  they  should  be 
moderately  cut  at  first.  When  the  beds  come  to  be  cut  it  is  best 
to  apply  guano  or  liquid  manure  after  cutting  is  over,  and  not  before, 
as  otherwise  a  bad  flavour  might  be  communicated.  Covering  the 
beds  with  litter  in  the  winter,  and  forking  in  the  spring,  is  objection- 
able for  the  same  reason,  and  besides  may  rot  the  plants  or  destroy 
the  crowns.  Asparagus  beds  require  no  protection  at  all  from  frost 
in  this  district,  and  should  just  be  let  alone.  Salt  is  an  excellent  top- 
dressing  for  Asparagus  :  it  may  be  laid  on  in  spring  without  harm 
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and  beneficially,  or  it  may  be  applied  after  cutting  and  when  the 
plants  are  making  their  summer  growth.  This  is  the  most  suitable 
period  for  the  application  of  any  manure. 

Beans. — Plant  further  crops  as  desired. 

Brocoli. — Sow  early  sorts  for  autumn  use ;  such  as  Purple  Sprout- 
ing, &c. 

Cabbage. — A  good  time  for  planting  main  crops  of  all  sorts  of 
Cabbage,  Early,  Red,  and  Late,  or  Drumhead,  from  the  autumn  sown 
beds.  Sow  about  third  week  seed  of  early  and  second  early  sorts  :  of 
the  latter  the  Pomeranian  is  a  handsome,  distinct,  and  excellent 
sort,  and  will  be  m  use  about  September  and  later.  Indeed,  it  is 
advisable  always  to  have  a  few  Cabbage  plants  ready,  as  there  may 
be  at  times  spots  of  ground  capable  of  receiving  them,  which  other- 
wise might  lie  waste.  Cabbages  not  required  for  family  use  may  be 
given  to  a  pig  or  cow.  Cabbages  after  being  cut  are  often  allowed  to 
sprout,  with  a  view  of  forming  young  heads  :  this,  it  is  said,  saves  the 
trouble  of  making  fresh  plantations.  It  is  certain,  however,  that  such 
heads  cannot  be  so  tender  as  those  first  cut,  for  the  plant  will  most 
likely  have  taken  up,  for  the  first  growth,  the  best  and  the  greatest 
part  of  its  food :  it  is  preferable  to  dig,  dung,  and  plant  afresh,  and 
the  garden  looks  better. 

Carrots. — Sow  Early  Horn  as  soon  as  possible,  to  come  into  use 
after  the  first  crop  of  French  Horn  is  over.  Though  the  Ehrly  Horn  is 
commonly  used  in  summer,  yet  when  thinned,  as  previously  directed, 
it  grows  to  a  good  size,  and  may  be  stored  for  winter  use.  In  the 
end  of  the  month  the  intermediate  and  larger  sorts  may  be  sown  if 
the  ground  and  weather  be  suitable. 

Cauliflower. — In  the  end  of  the  month  plant  out  the  autumn 
sown,  and  sow  seed  in  choice  situations. 

Celery. — Sow  in  a  pot  or  box,  under  protection,  for  early  planting. 

Leeks.— -Sow  early  and  thinly,  in  a  warm  situation,  and  rich  soil. 

Lettuce.— Sow  seed,  and  plant  out  such  plants  as  may  have  been 
under  cover. 

Onions.— Sow  about  the  middle  of  the  month,  on  ground  prepared 
in  the  autumn.  Where  large  bulbs  are  desired,  sow  in  rows  one  foot 
apart,  and  thin  quickly,  to  four  or  six  inches.  If  smaller  bulbs  be 
preferred,  sow  broadcast,  and  cover  the  beds  with  a  little  soil  out  of 
the  alleys.  Previous  to  sowing,  the  beds  are  all  the  better  of  being 
well  beaten  and  firmed  with  the  back  of  the  spade,  or  even  trampled 
fairly  over  :  this  should  not  be  done  if  the  ground  be  wet ;  the  less 
working  of  ground,  of  any  sort,  and  in  any  way,  in  such  condition, 
the  better.  Or  sow  seed  in  a  box  or  pot :  gradually  expose  the  plants 
to  the  air,  and  in  the  first  week  in  April,  if  the  weather  and  ground 
will  allow,  plant  out  in  wide  rows,  as  already  directed.  The  young 
plants  though  not  larger  than  stout  darning  needles  will  be  found 
quite  hardy  and  prove  a  safe  crop,  and  ripen  earlier  and  better  than 
if  sown  in  open  ground  :  the  practice  of  sowing  in  boxes  will  be  found 
further  to  be  a  great  saving  of  seed.  Danger's  Early  bulbs  quickly, 
and  is  much  sooner  fit  for  use  than  the  common  sorts.  The  main 
crop,  whether  sown  or  planted,  may  consist  of  White  Globe,  Deptford, 
and  James'  Keeping.  For  pickling,  sow  broadcast  Small  Silver  Skin 
and  White  Small  Nocera. 

Parsley. — Sow  either  as  edging  in  the  quarters,  or  in  rows,  IS 
inches  apart,  and  thin  afterwards. 

Parsnips.— Sow  early  in  the  month,  in  drills  at  least  one  foot  wide, 
and  thin  to  six  or  eight  inches. 

pEAS>_Make  sowings  of  Second  Earlies :  Harrison's  Glory,  Harri- 


son's Perfection,  Napoleon  or  Climax,  are  good  peas,  with  plenty  of 
pods  though  not  well  filled  :  MacLean's  Advancer  is  earlier  than  the 
above  and  a  good  bearer;  Hair's  Mammoth,  Lord  Raglan,  Veitch's 
Perfection  are  large  melting  peas,  the  last  perhaps  the  largest  grown  : 
the  three  last  mentioned  are  much  of  the  same  kind,  and  all  the 
above  have  the  merit  of  being  only  from  two  to  three  feet  in  height. 
Where  there  is  but  little  room  for  peas,  and  where  stakes  are  scarce. 
Burbidge's  Eclipse  will  be  found  the  most  useful  pea  which  can  be 
grown :  it  is  in  height  from  one-and-a-half  to  two  feet ;  may  be  sown 
in  drills  two  feet  apart,  requires  a  few  short  stakes;  maybe  sown 
on  from  the  beginning  of  this  month  up  to  the  tenth  of  June,  and  will 
fruit  till  checked  by  frost ;  for  Scotch  broth  it  may  be  used  all  the 
winter,  and  if  sowings  are  made  for  this  object  the  peas  should  be- 
taken up  in  September  early,  dried  and  kept  in  the  haulms,  which 
may  be  tied  up  in  bundles  and  hung  over  a  rope  in  any  outhouse,  and 
brought  in  as  required. 

Potatoes. — Plant  early  sorts  in  the  end  of  the  month.  Cuttings  of 
large  potatoes  answer  better  for  sets  than  those  taken  from  smaller 
sizes.  For  it  may  be  held  to  be  a  rule,  that  well-developed  seed,  of 
whatever  sort,  is  always  to  be  preferred  either  for  sowing  or  planting. 
Kidneys  are  most  safe  when  planted  whole.  When  the  young  shoots 
first  appear  above  ground,  they  may  be  earthed  over,  and  this  may 
be  done  two  or  three  times,  to  secure  them  from  late  spring  frosts. 

Radish. — Sow  in  the  beginning  of  the  month. 

Shalots. — Plant  as  soon  as  the  ground  will  permit  working,  in 
rows  about  eight  inches  wide,  and  the  bulbs  six  inches  apart  in  the 
rows.  The  Shalot  is  a  small  mild  onion,  which  grows  like  the  potato 
onion,  and  may  be  used  in  June,  and  before  either  the  autumn  or 
spring  sown  ones. 

Spinach. — Sow  once  or  twice  in  succession. 

Turnips. — At  the  end  of  the  month  a  sowing  may  be  made  in  warm, 
sheltered  ground.  Crops  sown  at  tins  time  sometimes  succeed,  and 
are  always  worthy  of  atrial. 

A  garden  should  at  this  season  still  supply  some  Brussels  Sprouts, 
Fearnought  Cabbage,  Savoys,  Coleworts,  Kale  of  sorts,  Delawares. 
Asparagus  Kale,  Cottager's  Kale ;  and  Brocoli,  in  forward  seasons, 
will  be  more  plentiful.  Leeks  are  to  be  found  in  every  garden  in  this 
district,  and  are  usable  throughout  the  winter  and  spring :  they  an.* 
particularly  useful  now,  as  in  many  gardens  other  vegetables  will  be 
scarce. 

APRIL 

Beans. — Continue  to  plant  if  required. 

Brocoli  and  Brussels  Sprouts. — Sow  in  the  beginning  of  the 
month. 

Cabbage. — Sow  a  little  seed  :  plant  out  autumn  plants  if  not  done 
earlier. 

Carrots. — Sow  in  the  beginning  of  the  month  the  main  crop  of 
large  sorts,  such  as  Altringham,  Long  Red  Surrey,  Intermediate. 
James's  Scarlet :  the  last  is  very  fine  and  beautiful.  Sow  in  drills  15 
or  18  inches  wide,  and  thin  to  six  inches. 

Cauliflower. — Sow  seed  and  plant  out  protected  plants  if  not  done 
last  month. 

Celery  — Sow  under  a  hand-glass,  or  in  a  hot-bed  or  pot,  for  the 
main  crop. 

Kale. — Common  Curled  and  German,  Cottager's  Kale,  Chou  de 
Milan,  to  be  used  like  the  last. 
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Cress  and  Mustard. — Sow  for  Salad. 

Kidney  Beans. — Plant  towards  the  end  of  the  month  :  the  Newing- 
bon  Wonder  is  an  excellent  cropper. 

Lettuce. — Sow  for  a  succession. 

Peas. — Plant  for  a  succession. 

Potatoes. — Plant  Second  Earlies  and  common  varieties  in  the 
beginning  of  this  month  :  it  is  advisable  to  plant  the  sets  before  the 
eyes  have  sprung  much,  as  the  first  shoots  are  the  best.  Cuttings 
from  large  potatoes  are  always  to  be  preferred  when  cuttings  are 
made.  Kidneys,  of  almost  all  sorts,  do  not  bear  cutting  well,  and 
medium-sized  tubers  may  be  planted  whole.  Perhaps  it  may  be 
worth  while  to  try  large  whole  Kidneys  as  sets,  planted  well  off  each 
other,  say  fifteen  or  eighteen  inches  in  the  drill.  Potatoes,  accord- 
ing to  their  kinds,  have  their  proper  season  of  use.  After  the  First 
Earlies  there  come  in  a  succession,  the  Lapstone  Kidney  about  the 
middle  of  August ;  this  is  a  particularly  fine  sort,  but  very  tender 
and  liable  to  disease :  and  about  the  same  time,  Rilott's  Flour  Ball, 
a  small  cropper,  but  of  first-rate  quality,  and  a  very  desirable  variety. 
American  Earlies  may  succeed  the  Flour  Ball,  and  be  used  till  the 
end  of  the  year :  Harold's  American  is  of  the  very  highest  quality  : 
York  Regents  follow  on  through  the  winter  and  spring,  and  Reds 
may  be  used  till  young  potatoes  make  their  appearance.  The  Fluke, 
where  it  can  be  grown,  is  a  most  useful  potatoe,  as  it  can  be  used 
for  a  long  time,  and  is  a  late  keeper. 

Couve  Tronchpda. — Sow  seed  for  planting  out  when  ready:  it  may 
be  used  just  like  Cabbage,  and  is  excellent  in  November.  If  seed  of 
the  curled  variety  can  be  sown  at  the  same  time,  it  will  be  in  use  till 
February. 

Grafting. — This  is  a  good  time  for  the  grafting  of  fruit  trees :  it  is 
easily  done,  and  it  is  quite  as  well  to  have  good  sorts  of  fruit  as  bad. 

Hardy  Annuals. — Sow  in  the  beginning  of  the  month. 

Radishes. — Sow  for  succession. 

Savoys  and  Scotch  Greens. — Sow  for  planting  for  succession. 

Scarlet  Runners. — Plant  seed. 

Sea- Kale. — Sow  seed  and  plant  out  year-old  plants. 

Spinach. — Sow  if  desired. 

Turnips. — Sow  about  third  week,  sorts. 

Vegetable  Marrow. — Sow  in  a  pot  for  turning  out  in  the  end  of 
May.  The  New  Custard  Marrow  is  the  best,  but  appears  to  require 
more  heat  than  the  common  sorts. 

Gardens  should  now  give  a  fair  supply  of  Brocoli,  some  Asparagus, 
Lettuce,  and  Early  Cabbage  towards  the  latter  part  of  the  month ; 
also,  Radishes,  Rhubarb,  and  Sea-Kale  from  the  open  ground. 

MAT. 

Beans. — Plant  if  desired :  late  crops  come  handily  in  when  peas  are 
1  >ecoming  scarce. 

Beet.— Sow  seed  about  the  Sth  or  10th  of  the  month:  it  is  usual 
enough  to  do  this  in  April,  but  when  early  sown  the  plants  are  apt  to 
run  :  the  early  part  of  May  will  be  found  to  be  a  safe  season. 

Cabbage. — Sow  in  the  middle  of  the  month  for  autumn  cutting. 

Cauliflower. — Sow  in  the  middle  of  the  month  for  autumn  use, 
and  plant  out  the  spring  sown  when  ready. 

Celery. — Prick  out  plants  from  pots  or  boxes,  to  harden  and  pre- 
pare for  the  trench. 

Kale — Sow  Asparagus  Kale. 

Kidney  Beans. — Plant  for  a  main  crop  in  drills  two  feet  wide :  the 


seeds  may  be  put  in  every  two  inches  to  secure  a  full  plant,  and  thinned 
to  six  inches  apart.  It  will  be  found  that  plenty  of  room  affords  the 
largest  crops. 

Lettuce. — Sow  for  succession. 

Mangold  Wurzel.—  Though  this  be  properly  a  plantforfield  culture, 
yet  where  there  is  room  in  a  garden,  and  a  cow  is  kept,  it  may  be  sown, 
as  it  is  invaluable  for  cow-feeding.  Sow  the  Long  Red  or  Globe  Oiange 
about  the  eighth  or  tenth  of  the  month :  the  latter  is  very  rich,  and  a 
good  cropper :  the  former  keeps  a  long  time.  Should  any  plants  run, 
cut  out  the  shoot  and  they  will  still  form  bulbs.  Mangold  should  be 
taken  up  and  stored  out  of  the  reach  of  frost  before  the  middle  of 
October.  The  leaves  should  be  cut  at  about  an  inch  from  the  crown 
of  the  bulb,  and  the  roots  be  left  on  uncut  and  unbroken:  it  will 
keep  in  store  for  a  long  time :  the  leaves  are  excellent  for  milch 
cows,  and  should  be  given  fresh.  It  is  advisable  to  lift  the  plants 
just  as  the  leaves  can  be  consumed.  The  bulbs  should  be  stored  in 
pits  like  turnips,  only  they  should  be  completely  protected  from  frost. 

Peas. — Sow  for  succession ;  also,  about  the  middle  of  the  month 
sow  Knight's  Dwarf  Green  Marrow  :  it  is  the  latest  pea  grown,  and 
will  be  useful  when  other  sorts  are  done. 

Radishes. — Sow  if  desired. 

Scarlet  Runners.  —Sow  as  before. 

Turnips. — Sow  in  the  middle  of  the  month. 

Salsafy  and  Scorzonera. — Sow  in  rows  fifteen  inches  wide,  and 
thin  to  six  inches :  the  long  tap  root  of  Scorzonera  is  scraped,  washed, 
and  boiled,  and  served  with  butter  or  white  sauce :  it  comes  in  in 
September,  and  is  usable  two  or  three  months.  Salsafy  is  sometimes 
called  Vegetable  Oyster :  it  is  used  with  boiled  fowl  or  turkey,  and 
may  be  taken  up  and  stored  Uke  beet,  and  kept  during  the  winter. 

Gardens  should  now  supply  Asparagus,  Brocoli,  Early  Cabbage, 
Lettuce,  Radishes  and  Salad  Herbs,and  Sea-Kale :  Leeks  will  still  be 
usable. 

JUNE. 

Brocoli. — Plant  out  when  ready. 

Brussels  Sprouts. — Plant  out  in  the  latter  part  of  the  month. 

Cabbage. — Sow  a  pinch  of  seed. 

Celery. — Plant  in  the  first  week  the  young  plants  previously  prick- 
ed out  and  prepared :  plant  also  at  intervals  during  the  month,  and 
give  plenty  of  water. 

French  Horn  Carrots  may  be  sown  in  the  beginning  and  middle 
of  the  month,  and  also  throughout  next  month ;  in  this  way  what 
are  called  young  carrots  may  be  had  all  the  summer,  and  the  latest 
sown  may  be  left  for  use  in  spring. 

Kale. — Plant  Asparagus  Kale,  Cottager's,  Curled,  Cliou  de  Milan, 
and  Couve  Tronchuda,  if  not  done  before. 

Kidney  Beans. — Plant  for  the  latest  crop  in  the  beginning  of  the 
month. 

Leeks. — Leeks  should  be  got  in  without  delay,  and  whenever  they 
are  fit  to  remove  from  the  seed-bed,  plant  a  good  breadth,  as  they  are 
very  useful :  the  rows  should  be  eighteen  inches  wide,  and  plants 
nine  inches  apart. 

Peas. — Sow  a  good  breadth,  about  the  10th,  of  Burbidge's  Eclipse, 
or  some  middle  sort :  crops  seldom  do  much  good  when  planted  later, 
but  may  be  tried  on  to  the  end  of  the  month. 

Savoys  and  Scotch  Greens. — Plant  a  few  about  the  end  of  the  month. 

Strawberries. — Where  young  plants  are  required  for  fresh  plan- 
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tations,  the  runners  should  be  encouraged  to  root :  this  may  be  done 
by  laying  a  stone  on  them  before  a  joint,  and  pinching  ofl'  all  after 
growths. 

Turnips. — Sow  for  succession  at  intervals  during  the  month,  and 
always  thin  well  and  soon. 

Gardens  should  supply  in  this  month  late  Brocoli  in  the  early  part 
of  it,  and  Asparagus,  Cabbage,  Lettuce,  Radishes,  and  Salad  Herbs 
throughout ;  also  the  French  Horn  Carrot,  and  in  a  fair  season  Peas 
and  Early  Cauliflower  about  the  20th. 

JULY. 

Asparagus  Kale  and  Delaware  Greens,  &c. — Plant  out  if  not  pre- 
viously done,  or  if  done  make  new  plantations.  4 

Brocoli. — Plant  the  main  crop  early  in  the  month. 

Brussels  Sprouts. — Plant  the  main  crop  early. 

Cabbage. — The  first  sowings  of  early  cabbage  for  the  nest  spring 
may  be  sown  about  the  20th  of  the  month.  There  are  many  names 
of  sorts  of  early  cabbage  ;  but  according  to  a  comparative  experiment 
made  at  the  Royal  Horticultural  Society's  Garden  at  Chiswick,  in  the 
year  1S62,  it  is  shown  that  there  are  very  few  distinct  varieties.  In 
the  report  of  the  experiment,  Dr.  Hogg  says,  "Of  the  61  varieties  of 
cabbages  examined,  the  following  were  the  only  distinct  sorts  : — Ful- 
ham,  or  Early  Battersea,  Aitken's  Matchless,  Sugar  Loaf,  Early  Plaw, 
and  Early  York."  The  following  are  given  in  the  report  as  being  the 
same  as  the  Fulham,  viz.  :  Blenheim,  Carter's  Matchless,  Cox's  Early 
London,  CattelTs  Reliance,  Early  Champion,  Early  Emperor,  Early 
Monarch,  Early  Paradise,  Early  Paragon,  Early  Lancashire,  East 
Ham,  Heale's  imperial,  Jacob's  Early,  King  of  the  Cabbages,  May's 
Paragon,  Mitchell's  Prince  Albert,  Myatt's  Eclipse,  Paragon,  Pear- 
son's Early  Conqueror,  Prince  of  Wales,  Sealey's  Victoria,  Shilling's 
Queen,  Superfine  Early  Dwarf,  Sutton's  Imperial,  "Wheeler's  Imperial, 
Wellington,  West  Ham  ;  all  the  above  are  held  to  be  "more  or  less 
pure  stocks"  of  the  Fulham.  The  Enfield  Market  is  very  like  the 
Fulham  but  has  more  leaves  and  is  a  little  later.  The  Nonpareil  is 
believed  to  have  been  obtained  from  the  Fulham,  but  comes  in  more 
early  and  is  smaller.  Aitken's  Matchless  is  held  to  be  a  small  form 
of  the  Fulham.  Wheeler's  Imperial,  Improved  Nonpareil,  Enfield 
Market,  and  Aitken's  Matchless  will  give  an  abundant  variety  of  the 
large  early  cabbages  ;  and  the  smaller  sorts,  Macewen's,  Vanack,  and 
Little  Pixie  will  be  enough  for  first  cutting  ;  and  for  Winter  cabbage 
sow  Drumhead  and  Glen  Dwarf  Dnrmhead. 

Plant  out  in  this  month  on  the  potatoe  ground  the  June  sowing 
for  autumn  use. 

Celery. — Plant  for  late  spring  use. 

Cauliflower. — Plant  beginning  of  the  month. 

Coleworts. — Sow  seed  in  the  beginning  of  the  month. 

Radishes. — Sow  Turnip  Radish ;  the  new  Chinese,  a  scarlet  sort,  is 
very  good :  it  will  be  in  use  from  the  autumn,  through  the  winter, 
till  February. 

Savoys  and  Scotch:  Kale. — Plant  in  the  beginning  of  the  month. 

Spinach. — Sow  winter  Spinach. 

Turnips. — Make  a  last  sowing  second  week. 

As  vegetables  will  now  be  abundant,  th  e  Asparagus  shouldbe  allowed 
to  grow  :  it  might  still  be  cut,  and  often  is  cut,  a  pai-t  of  this  month, 
but  when  Peas  come  in  the  Asparagus  shoidd  be  let  alone. 

Budding  of  Fruit  Trees  and  Roses  may  be  begun  about  the  middle  of 
the  month  if  the  bark  rise  freely,  and  may  be  continued  for  some  time. 


AUGUST. 

Cabbage.  — Sow  seed  first  week  for  a  second  plantation  in  the  autum  n , 

Cauliflower. — Sow  about  the  20th,  to  be  protected  during  win- 
ter for  planting  in  April. 

Coleworts". — Plant  out  if  ready  on  any  vacant  ground — plant  about 
nine  inches  apart  each  way :  they  will  be  serviceable  in  winter  as 
greens. 

Lettuce.  —Sow  Brown  Dutch  Cabbage  and  Hammersmith  Hardy 
Green  for  standing  over  the  winter. 

Onions. — Sow  first  week  to  transplant  in  spring  or  autumn. 

Radishes.— Sow  some  Turnip  Radishes  fii'stweek. 

Spinach.  —Sow  main  crop  of  winter  Spinach  first  week. 

Strawberries. — If  the  runners  have  been  properly  attended  to, 
and  the  young  plants  are  strong  and  well  rooted,  they  may  be  planted 
beginning  of  this  month ;  unless,  however,  they  be  in  a  condition  to 
get  properly  established  they  will  be  better  planted  in  the  spring. 

SEPTEMBER. 

Cabbage. — Plant  out  for  spring  use ;  also  plantations  may  be  made 
in  rows  one  foot  apart,  and  plants  about  eight  inches  in  the  row  to  be 
cut  during  the  winter  for  use,  as  Coleworts  or  Greens. 

Carrots.  —Store  as  they  ripen  :  when  left  too  long  in  the  ground 
they  form  fresh  roots,  and  when  the  ground  becomes  wet  are  liable  to 
be  worm-eaten. 

Celery. — Earth  up  very  gradually, 

Onions. — Gather  and  dry  as  they  ripen  ;  where  the  tops  would  re- 
main standing  they  should  be  bent  down  at  the  neck. 

Potatoes. — Potatoes  should  be  early  lifted,  especially  when  the 
haulm  begins  to  decay,  as  the  disease  appears  first  in  the  haulm,  and 
quickly  finds  its  way  to  the  tuber ;  when  early  taken  up  they  should 
be  speedily  covered,  as  the  light  is  apt  to  spoil  their  colour. 

Fecit. — Gather  and  stoi-e  as  varieties  ripen.  Apples  may  be  packed 
in  layers,  in  jars  and  boxes,  in  pure  dry  sand,  sufficient  to  keep  the 
layers  separate ;  or  they  may  be  packed  in  boxes,  in  layers,  amongst 
clean  fresh  moss,  its  external  moisture  being  dried,  and  will  keep  re- 
markably fresh,  as  the  natural  moisture  of  the  apple  is  by  this  means 
retained.  Before  being  used  they  should  be  washed  and  dried  and 
exposed  to  the  air  for  a  little.  Keep  in  a  dark  and  cool  place  out  of 
the  reach  of  frost,  Pears  do  not  appear  to  agree  with  cold  treat- 
ment, as  they  are  apt,  in  consequence,  to  lose  in  quality  :  they  may 
be  kept  in  a  moderate  temperature,  covered  say  with  cotton  cloth, 
or  wadding,  which  is  better,  and  light  and  air  carefully  excluded. 
When  sufficiently  ripe  they  should  be  brought  into  a  warm  place  for 
a  day  or  two  before  using,  which  will  much  improve  them :  when 
fruit  is  cold  the  flavour  cannot  be  properly  discerned  by  the  palate. 

OCTOBER. 

Beet. — Beet  may  now  be  storod  :  m  open  seasons  this  will  do  next 
month 

Cabbage. — Plant  still  for  spring  use  ;  also  prick  out  plants  in  vacant 
ground  three  or  four  inches  apart,  to  stand  over  the  winter  for  spring 
planting. 

Carrots. — Store  the  large  sorts :  they  should  not  be  left  in  the 
ground  to  make  a  second  root  growth. 

Celery. — Attend  to  the  earthing  up. 
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Frtjit. — Continue  to  store  as  directed  last  month  :  fruit  is  not  im- 
proved by  being  allowed  to  bang  in  frost. 

Parsnips. — Store. 

Vacant  ground  may  now  be  dug  rough,  or  thrown  up  in  ridges. 
Where  the  soil  is  stiff  dung  may  be  dug  in  with  the  winter  furrow, 
but  in  all  light  or  gravelly  soils  dung  laid  on  in  autumn  is  almost  lost, 
as  its  particles  are  carried  down  by  the  rains  to  a  depth  where  plants 
cannot  find  them. 

Edgings  of  Box,  &c.,  maynow  belaid.  About  the  end  of  the  month 
Gooseberry  bushes  may  be  pruned,  and  cuttings  prepared  for  young 
plants.  Where  the  wood  is  ripe,  Apple  and  Pear  trees  may  be  pruned  : 
this  may  always  be  done  when  the  leaf  is  fading  and  drops,  or  is  ready 
to  fall.     Prime  Currants  of  all  sorts. 

Gardens  should  at  this  season  afford  some  Cauliflower,  Cabbage, 
Sprouting,  Brocoli,  Salsafy  and  Scorzonera,  Lettuce,  Radishes,  and 
Salad  Herbs ;  also  Kidney  Bean  s  and  Scarlet  Runners  if  frost  be  absent. 

NOVEMBER. 

Beans  and  Peas. — A  planting  of  Early  Mazagan  Bean,  and  of  some 
sort  of  Early  Pea,  or  Second  Early,  such  as  Dickson's  Early  Favourite, 
may  be  made  :  when  planted  at  this  season  they  are  only  a  chance 
crop,  but  they  may  be  risked. 

Beet. — Take  up  and  store  :  cut  off  the  leaves  about  an  inch  from 
the  crown,  and  don't  damage  or  break  the  skin,  nor  cut  the  roots : 
they  may  be  stored  away  in  dry  sand. 

Salsafy  and  Scorzonera. — Take  up  and  store  like  Beet :  they  may 
be  kept  and  used  all  the  winter. 

Edgings  may  still  be  made  of  Box,  &c. 

Remove  fallen  leaves,  dead  leaves  of  winter  stock,  and  whatever 
might  render  the  garden  unsightly. 

Pruning  and  Planting  should  be  finished,  if  possible,  this  month. 

In  the  pruning  of  gooseberry  bushes  it  is  essential  that  the  bearing 
stems  should  not  cross  nor  interfere  with  one  another,  and  that  they 
should  be  at  such  distances  respectively  as  will  allow  air  and  light  to 
reach  them  properly,  as  well  as  afford  room  for  the  hand  to  pass  freely 
all  round  to  gather  the  fruit :  the  forms  of  bushes  are  of  less  impor- 
tance. Some  varieties  make  fruit  spurs  quite  readily  on  their  leading 
branches,  and  such  may  have  the  young  wood  closely  cut :  others  are 
less  manageable  in  this  respect,  having  the  habit  of  making  then-  blos- 
som buds  principally  on  the  young  wood :  these  should  have  the 
young  side  shoots  shortened  back  to  one  or  two  eyes  from  the 
main  stem.  From  inattention  to  the  different  habits  of  different 
varieties,  it  often  happens  that  the  bearing  wood  is  almost  all  cut  off, 
and  that  is  one  reason  why  gooseberry  bushes  are  frequently  seen 
with  great  lengths  of  their  branches  bare  and  unproductive.  The 
points  of  the  main  stems  should  also  be  shortened  back  to  three  or  four 
eyes.  If  the  points  of  the  shoots  have  been  taken  off  in  summer 
there  will  be  a  greater  likebhood  of  the  formation  of  fruit  buds  on  the 
leading  steins,  and  also  at  the  base  of  the  shoots,  which  will  allow 
closer  pruning,  and  make  the  bush  more  sightly. 

Young  bushes  grow  the  largest  fruit,  and  older  ones  fruit  of  the 
best  quality.  Where  large  fruit  is  desired  it  should  be  early  thinned, 
single  fruit  for  show  should  be  grown  about  four  inches  apart,  and 
from  bushes  not  more  than  six  years  old. 

Cuttings  for  planting  should  have  all  the  buds  rubbed  or  cut  care- 
fully off,  except  two  or  three  at  the  top. 


Red  and  White  Currants  should  be  close  pruned,  care  being  taken 
to  leave  a  sufficiency  of  fruit  buds. 

Black  Currants  should  have  the  young  wood  thinned  out,  and  what 
young  shoots  are  required  to  remain  may  be  left  uncut. 

Standard  pear  and  apple  trees  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be  pruned 
as  carefully  as  espaliers  or  wall  trees ;  the  saw  is  often  required  to 
thin  and  clear  out  cross  branches. 

Large  standards  are  totally  unfitted  to  small  gardens,  and  it  is  very 
questionable  whether  they  ever  should  be  grown  in  large  ones.  Gar- 
dens are  sometimes  so  cumbered  with  them  that  nothing  can  be  grown 
well.  Dwarf  apple  trees  are  most  convenient,  when  properly  pruned, 
can  scarcely  be  shaken,  and  usually  afford  better  and  riper  fruit  than 
large  standards.  They  should  be  made  to  spring  as  nearly  as  possible 
from  the  ground  ;  if  they  can  be  obtained  with  stems  not  more  than 
six  inches  high,  or  under,  so  much  the  better.  Dwarf  apple  trees  are 
often  planted  in  the  form  of  half  standards,  as  they  are  called  ;  that 
is,  the  heads  spring  from  stems  two  or  four  feet  in  height.  This  is  no 
advantage  at  all,  but  the  contrary  ;  for  the  nearer  the  ground  they  can 
be  got  to  bear,  there  will  just  be  the  greater  certainty  of  fruit,  and 
that,  too,  of  superior  quality. 

Dwarf  standards  may  be  trained  either  as  bushes  or  pyramids  :  in 
the  latter  case  one  main  central  stem  is  preserved,  from  which  side 
branches  are  allowed  or  encouraged  to  proceed  at  regular  intervals, 
and  clear  spaces.  When  trained  as  bushes,  several  stems  are  allowed 
to  spring  from  near  the  ground.  In  either  case  the  leading  stems 
and  branches  should  have  all  the  young  side  shoots  closely  cut  off  them 
at  pruning  time,  and  the  leaders  cut  back  to  from  two  to  six  eyes,  ac- 
cording to  the  age,  growth,  vigour,  and  habits  of  the  tree  or  variety: 
if  the  leaders  be  cut  too  long  some  of  the  eyes  remain  dormant ;  if  too 
close  cut  the  eyes  become  young  shoots :  if  cut  at  a  suitable  length 
the  eyes  will  become  fruit  spurs,  and  that  is  what  is  wanted,  and  what 
the  cultivator  must  aim  to  effect.  The  undermost  branches  should 
come  furthest  out,  and  the  trees  and  bushes  (for  many  dwarf  trees 
are  mere  bushes)  should  be  more  or  less  of  a  conical  form  ;  this  allows 
all  the  parts  of  the  tree  to  get  out  to  the  light  and  air ;  they  are  often 
allowed  to  grow  in  an  entirely  opposite  form,  in  which  case  the  lower 
branches  are  overshadowed  and  rendered  useless :  if  treated  as  di- 
rected, however,  they  will  bear  throughout,  from  the  main  stem,  if 
they  have  but  one,  to  the  extremities,  and  from  their  tops  down  to 
the  very  ground,  where  perfect  fruit  may  be  expected.  Every  branch 
should  be  quite  clear  of  its  neighbour,  and  light  and  air  be  allowed  to 
pass  freely  all  through  a  fruit  tree,  and  all  around  its  branches.  With 
such  a  mode  of  cultivation  the  fruit  is  properly  exposed,  and  ripens 
and  colours,  and  the  fruit  buds  become  healthily  developed  for  another 
season,  and  are  in  better  condition  for  resisting  winter's  frost,  and 
doing  their  work  properly  in  spring. 

Dwarftreesoughtto  be  properly  manured  in  the  autumn  :  or  ifthey 
set  their  fruit  well  and  promise  a  large  crop,  the  surface  of  the  soil  over 
their  roots  may  be  scraped  off,  to  the  depth  of  two  inches,  and  some 
good  cow  dung  or  rich  manure  laid  on,  and  the  soil  replaced  on  the 
dung  :  this  will  assist  the  tree  to  carry  a  large  crop  fully  out.  Nothing 
should  ever  be  allowed  to  grow  over  the  roots  of  dwarf  trees,  nor  any 
tall  crops  be  planted  near  or  amongst  them. 

Trees  on  walls  are  often  seriously  hurt  by  the  heavy  cropping  of 
the  borders  r  the  trees  being  thereby  cheated  out  of  food  and  moisture, 
and  the  ground  is  kept  colder  than  it  would  be  if  the  direct  rays  of  the 
sun  were  allowed  to  penetrate  it.     It  ought  to  be  studied  only  to  grow 
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on  fruit  borders  such  vegetables  as  are  required  early,  and  which 
niay  be  soon  cleared  away,  which  will  allow  a  portion  of  the  summer's 
heat  to  warm  the  ground,  and  by  benefiting  the  roots  of  the  trees 
assist  the  proper  ripening  both  of  the  fruit  and  wood. 

Dwarf  trees  may  be  forced  into  bearing  either  by  root-pruning,  or, 
what  is  better,  by  taking  them  out  of  the  ground,  cutting  a  little  off 
the  ends  of  the  roots,  and  replanting ;  this  must  be  very  carefully 
done,  especially  on  light  dry  gravelly  soil.  Large  trees  are  often 
benefited  by  having  their  roots  cut  at  a  proportionable  distance  from 
their  boles  :  a  trench  should  be  dug  all  round,  and  the  roots  cut,  and 
when  the  trench  is  refilled  it  should  be  manured  :  this  will  encourage 
the  tree  to  make  fresh  roots,  and  add  to  its  vitality  and  productiveness. 

When  young  trees  are  planted  the  ground  ought  to  be  dry,  not 
wet,  and  the  roots  should  be  spread  well  out  on  all  sides  :  where  roots 
are  growing  on  one  side  the  tree  is  apt  to  become  one-sided,  and  thus 
become  deformed.  Whether  a  tree  be  planted  for  the  first  time,  or 
re-planted  after  lifting,  it  ought  not  then  to  be  cut  or  pruned  :  allow 
it  to  get  itself  established  (which  it  probably  will  do  the  first  year, 
which  will  be  shewn  by  the  growth  it  makes),  and  then  cut  it  into 
the  shape  desired.  It  is  desirable  that  the  cuts  should  get  healed 
over,  which  can  only  be  done  where  there  is  a  healthy  root  action : 
for  a  cut  or  wound,  when  large,  especially  if  not  covered  by  new 
wood,  may,  through  exposure  to  rain  and  drought,  become  crooked 
and  carry  death  down  the  branch  ;  this  must  be  kept  in  mind  with 
dwarf  trees,  where  the  root  action  is  less  vigorous  than  in  trees  grown 
on  crab  or  free  stocks.  Therefore  where  a  dwarf  tree  has  become  too 
large,  and  it  is  determined  to  cut  it  back  say  into  wood  of  two  or 
three  years  old,  it  will  be  safest  to  cut  it  a  year  before  lifting  and  re- 
planting, or  root-pruning.  If  trees  be  properly  managed,  however, 
they  will  not  require  such  severe  discipline.  It  is  customary  to  ad- 
vertise young  trees  as  well  set  with  blossom  buds,  and  capable  of 
giving  fruit  the  first  year  after  planting.  This  is  no  advantage  at  all, 
though  it  pleases  inexperienced  persons.  It  would  be  much  better 
to  begin  with  a  young  tree  which  had  no  blossom  buds  ;  train  it  into 
proper  shape  from  the  beginning,  and  wait  two  or  three  years  for 
fruit,  which  by  that  time  is  sure  to  be  produced  by  a  dwarf  tree. 
Large  trees  are  sometimes  cut  over  to  be  grafted  with  better  sorts  : 
in  small  gardens  it  would  be  better  to  take  them  out  and  re-plant 
the  ground  with  young  dwarfs.  Where  a  good  number  of  trees  can 
be  grown,  it  is  an  advantage  to  plant  a  considerable  variety  ;  for  as 
trees  have  different  seasons  of  blooming,  there  is  a  better  chance  of 
at  least  some  of  those  grown  being  favoured  with  suitable  weather 
for  blooming  and  setting  fruit  even  in  unfavourable  springs. 

If  Seakale  or  Rhubarb  be  desired  very  early,  they  should  be  covered 
in  the  beginning  of  the  month,  or  even  sooner,  with  leaves  or  stable 
litter,  or  a  mixture  of  both  :  if  pots  or  boxes  cannot  be  got  to  cover 
the  plants,  take  willow  or  hazel  sticks,  or  even  short  pea  stakes :  stake 
them  all  round  the  plant,  bringing  them  to  a  point  at  the  top  :  cover 
all  over  with  protecting  material,  and  in  ordinary  seasons  Seakale  and 
Rhubarb  may  be  had  at  Christmas. 

A  garden  should  at  tins  season  supply  Brussels  Sprouts,  Couve 
Tronchuda,  Scotch  Greens  after  frost,  Drumhead  Cabbage,  Lettuce, 
and  Savoys. 

DECEMBER. 

Work  suitable  for  last  month,  and  not  overtaken,  should  be  done : 
dead  plants  removed  and  all  rubbish :  digging,  ridging,  and  trenching 


effected  in  favourable  weather,  and  the  garden  kept  trim  :  it  should 
afford  such  vegetables  as  are  mentioned  for  last  month,  which  will 
constitute  an  agreeable  and  healthful  variety  at  such  a  season,  with 
the  addition  of  Rhubarb  at  Christmas,  if  the  forcing  of  it  has  been 
attended  to. 

If  the  work  of  the  garden  be  now  properly  done,  it  will  not  look  the 
dead,  cheerless,  desolate  waste  which  so  many  gardens  are  at  this 
season  ;  but  ready,  waiting,  and  hopeful  for  the  joyous  spring,  when 
the  earth,  rested  and  refreshed,  shall  put  forth  new  life,  the  flowers 
once  more  appear,  the  blossoms  burst  on  the  tree,  and  nature  shall 
have  risen  again  out  of  the  death  of  winter.

CALENDAK  OF  THE  WOODS  AND  FIELDS. 


JANUARY. 

January  sometimes  presents  a  mild,  spring-like  season,  some- 
times it  is  rough  and  blustering,  and  it  sometimes  also  gives  us 
a  glimpse  of  what  "we  understand  the  Arctic  regions  present. 
When  it  presents  the  first  or  the  last  of  these  phases,  any  one  in 
health  may  enjoy  an  outdoor  ramble :  but  when  rough  "bluster- 
ing sleet  and  rain  dash  over  the  streets  and  fields,  every  one  tries 
as  much  as  possible  to  make  it  an  in-door  January.  When  mild 
and  open,  old  meadow  lands  and  the  grass-fringes  along  our 
river  margins,  spotted  here  and  there  with  the  daisy  that  "  never 
dies,"  look  fresh  and  pretty  under  the  noon-day  sun ;  and  life  be- 
gins to  move  early  weeds  and  flowers  under  sheltered  hedge- 
rows; for  whenever  the  winter  is  mild  in  January,  the  first 
leaves  of  the  creeping  cinquefoil  (a  common  hedge  creeper  through- 
out most  of  the  country)  may  always  be  seen.  The  red  dead- 
nettle  too  shews  its  pretty  little  flowers ;  and  the  lover  of  black 
currants  may  in  such  a  season,  by  pressing  the  leaves  of  the 
ground-ivy,  have  the  scent  at  least  of  this  fruit ;  for  the  scent  of 
the  leaves  of  ground-ivy  strongly  reminds  almost  every  one  of 
the  pleasant  odour  that  comes  from  the  black  currant  fruit  when 
pressed  in  the  hand.     Chickweed  and  groundsel  also  show  their 
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tiny  flowers ;  and  in  the  woods,  hanging  gracefully  on  brush- 
wood and  trees,  stately  and  small,  the  wild  honeysuckle  shews 
its  tender  spring  petals,  which  almost  every  spring  are  repeat- 
edly nipt  and  killed  by  frost ;  for  whenever  a  few  weeks  of  mild 
weather  come,  even  in  midwinter,  this  climber  is  sure  to  put 
forth  leaves.  In  the  fields  the  most  lifeful  sight  is  the  ploughmen 
and  their  teams,  followed  often  by  large  numbers  of  rooks,  and 
occasionally  a  number  of  black-headed  and  a  few  brown-backed 
gulls.  House  sparrows  also  begin  to  chatter  and  gossip,  and  the 
dainty  wren  will  occasionally  lift  up  her  voice,  and  a  pretty 
voice  and  a  merry  song  she  has.  Chaffinches  begin  to  jink, 
and  sometimes  they  get  half  way  through  their  short  song  and 
abruptly  stop.  If  mild,  by  the  end  of  February  we  sometimes 
hear  the  whole  song— "see  see  see,  a  wee  wee  wee  wee  drunken 
sooie  ! "  But  when  winter  rules  with  icy  hand,  the  coming  or 
partly  come  greenness  is  unseen,  birds  are  mute,  and  the  plough- 
boy's  whistle  can  be  heard  only  in  the  farm-yard,  or  by  the 
side  of  his  noisy  cart.  The  bracing  air  and  the  clear  grey  sky, 
however,  make  it  a  pleasure  to  tramp  over  either  field  or  road ; 
and  the  fact  that  frost  and  snow  are  the  natural  accompaniments 
of  the  month,  makes  their  presence  seasonable  and  agreeable 
withal. 

What  though  his  locks  with  icicles  be  hung ; 

What  though  his  breath  go  up  to  heaven  like  smoke, 
Shall  there  no  joyous  song  for  him  be  sung? 

Shall  not  for  him  the  bardic  strain  be  woke? 
Ay,  for  a  fresh  career  before  us  lies, 
And  hope's  sunlighted  wings  are  glittering  in  the  skies. 


FEBRUARY. 

During  this  month  the  year  begins  to  open,  and  spring-feelings 
begin  to  stir  in  the  breast  of  every  lover  of  nature.  The  early 
leafing  trees  begin  to  open,  and  "the  buds  of  the  general  forest 
begin  visibly  to  swell :  while  underneath,  the  young  leaves  of 
the  coming  primroses  point  skyward,  and  the  anemone,  a  com- 
mon flower  in  our  sheltered  and  loamy  woods,  is  now  spreading 
its  gracefully  shaped  leaves  over  the  young  thin  grass  or  moss, 
where  it  generally  blooms.  In  one  of  the  woods  on  the  Jed  we 
have  seen  the  anemone  grow  so  luxuriantly  that  the  ground 
seemed  white  when  it  was  in  blossom.  The  snowdrop  now  lights 
up  the  woodlands  in  many  of  our  Border  districts';  and  the 
sunny  dandelion  begins  to  blink  here  and  there  along  our  as  yet 
prosy  highways;  and  where  the  grass  is  prevalent  and  the 
mould  fine,  by  lanes  and  waysides,  the  early  leaves  of  the  speed- 
well may  be  seen.  This  very  pretty  flower  is  often,  but  errone- 
ously, called  the  forget-me-not,  in  the  Borders.  The  leaves  of 
the  speedwell  are  somewhat  round  in  shape,  and  they  grow  in 
twos,  one  on  each  side  of  the  stem;  whereas  the  leaves  of  the 


forget-me-not  are  comparatively  long  and  narrow,  and  they 
grow  singly— each  leaf  by  itself — on  the  stem.  By  noting  this, 
any  one  may  know  the  one  plant  from  the  other.  Like  a  huge 
rosebloom-bud,  looking  through  the  sand  on  the  edges  of  our 
rivers,  the  coltsfoot  may  be  seen  by  the  end  of  the  month;  and 
in  sheltered  corners,  neck-deep  in  water,  the  bright  marsh  mari- 
gold may  now  be  seen;  and  ragweed  and  hemlocks  begin  to 
top  the  soil.  The  bird  family  are  now  in  a  state  of  excitement ; 
and  from  this  to  the  time  when  their  nest-eggs  require  a  sitter, 
they  sing,  and  fight,  and  love  in  a  somewhat  Hibernian  style. 
In  the  old  pea  sticks  in  a  quiet  corner  in  a  garden,  the  thrush 
will  now  even  build  and  lay,  if  the  weather  be  mild.  By  the 
end  of  the  month,  in  open  weather,  thrushes,  blackbirds,  finches, 
hedge-sparrows,  and  wrens  sing:  and  the  bat  may  now  be 
seen  on  a  mild  evening  on  its  wavering  rounds,  darting  and 
wheeling  as  if  for  amusement,  but  in  reality  trying  to  satisfy  its 
newly  awakened  digestive  organs  on  any  early  gnats  it  can 
pick  up.  We  have  often  noticed  that  in  frosty  weather  in  this 
month,  and  with  snow  covering  the  soil,  if  a  blink  of  sunshine 
come,  finches,  robins,  and  titmice  chatter  and  sing.  The  raven 
nests  by  the  end  of  the  month ;  and  skylarks  and  linnets  con- 
gregate. Badgers  leave  their  holes,  and  begin  to  wander  about 
at  nightfall;  and  as  the  spring  advances,  they  extend  their 
wanderings  sometimes  a  few  miles  from  home.  These  quad- 
rupeds have  been  on  the  increase  of  late  years.  They  breed  in 
early  summer.  By  the  end  of  the  month  some  hares  get  paired; 
and  some  very  early  rabbits  bring  forth  young,  which  sit  at 
hole-mouths,  about  the  size  of  rats.  Early  spawned  fish  leave 
the  rivers  for  the  sea. 

MARCH. 

Lambs  now  add  beauty  to  the  grass  lands,  and  if  the  month  has 
shewn  a  predominance  of  the  peacock's  tail,  the  white  sheeted 
sower  will  now  be  seen  stalking  over  the  red  land  with  a  will. 
The  deep  green  of  the  autumn  sown  wheat  also  adds  variety  to 
the  shades  that  as  yet  but  slightly  diversify  the  landscape.  In 
the  woods  the  poplar  now  fairly  shews  its  leafage,  and  from  the 
yellow  tinge  of  the  leaves,  a  clump  of  poplars  at  this  season 
brings  autumn  into  remembrance.  The  resinous  buds  of  the 
horse  chestnut  open,  and  push  out  a  thick  and  beautiful  mass  of 
leaves.  Violets,  anemones,  and  primroses  now  deck  the  wood- 
lands, and  daffodils  and  daisies  the  lawns  and  meadows.  The 
black  thorn  also  shews  its  snowy  blossom,  and  drooping  catkins 
hang  on  the  hazels, 

And  downy  palm-buds  glisten  hi  the  sun. 

Gnats  come  out  by  old   sheltering  hedge-sides  and  decayed 
walls;  and  honey  bees  now  begin,  often  on  languid  wing,  to 
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seek  the  flowering  gooseberry  bushes,  and  other  early  flowers ; 
and  the  large  humble-bee  gloats  during  the  sunny  noon  on  the 
swelling  flower  of  the  coltsfoot.  The  primrose  or  sulphur- 
butterfly  also  comes  out.  Crows  begin  to  repair  their  old 
nests,  and  jackdaws  and  rooks  also  become  busy,  and  are  con- 
stantly on  the  move,  carrying  the  lath  and  flooring  of  their 
nests.  Tremendous  battles  the  rooks  have  over  disputed  nests, 
but  no  sooner  does  a  matron  rook  drop  an  egg  in  her  disputed 
abode,  than  all  clamour  ceases,  and  she  is  left  to  repose.  Par- 
tridges and  red  grouse  now  pair,  and  blackcocks  ( the  male  birds) 
on  the  upper  fells  and  table-land  of  Upper  Coquetdale,  Redes- 
dale,  and  in  the  high  lands  in  the  vicinity  of  Keilder,  may  be 
seen  early  in  the  month  in  very  large  flocks — soon  to  be  broken 
up,  for  the  pairing  season  is  at  hand.  The  voices  of  the  feathered 
tribes  may  now  be  heard  at  all  hours  in  fine  weather.  The  ring- 
dove coos  this  month ;  but  from  this  bird's  destructiveuess  to  the 
green  crops  of  the  farmer,  a  deadly  war  is  now  waging  against 
it  in  Border  districts.  It  is  a  beautiful  bird,  and  has  a  sweet, 
and  to  many  a  romantic  cry;  but  poetry  aside,  no  alderman  has 
a  more  insatiable  stomach.  The  black-headed  gull  comes  to 
our  marshes  to  breed,  and  the  curlew  or  whaup  may  now  be 
heard  giving  forth  the  prolonged  "wheefle."  The  yellow  bun- 
ting sings,  and  also  the  golden  crested  wren.  The  latter  is 
yearly  becoming  more  plentiful.  The  song  of  the  gold-crest  is 
low  and  abrupt,  but  pleasing :  it  is,  however,  much  inferior  to 
the  merry  and  clear  song  of  the  dainty  dipping  kitty.  Wagtails 
— pied,  yellow,  and  grey,  arrive.  We  have  seen  the  pied  wagtail 
sometimes  in  February,  in  Berwickshire.  The  otter  now  breeds, 
and  it  continues  to  breed  till  near  the  end  of  the  year.  This 
animal  has  increased  in  the  Borders  within  the  last  twenty  years. 
Pike  and  perch  spawn. 

APRIL. 

Hearts  again  are  stirred  to  pleasure 

By  the  coming  of  the  spring ; 
Stirred  to  meet  and  greet  the  sweetness 

April  showers  and  sunshine  bring. 

This  is  perhaps  the  most  stirring  and  lifeful  month  in  the  year. 
In  field  and  garden  there  is  full  work  this  month,  if  there  ever 
is  full  work.  And  among  our  fellow  bipeds  of  the  feathered 
tribes  there  is  work  from  dawn  to  twilight ;  for  younglings  must 
be  fed,  and  food  at  this  senson  is  sometimes  scarce;  for  when 
coldness  prevails,  earth  worms  and  slugs  keep  snugly  in  their 
houses,  and  live  at  home  at  ease.  In  the  fields  and  woods  rosy- 
faced  merry  younglings  of  the  human  family  may  be  seen  on 
pleasant  days,  lifefully  moving  from  spot  to  spot  where  primroses 
and  daisies  abound.     Lambs  too,  madlv  run  and  frisk  on  the 


leas.  And  over  this  scene  of  toil  and  pleasure,  the  fine,  though 
fitful,  streaming  sunshine  falls,  while  bright  and  fleecy  clouds 
keep  ever  sailing  athwart  the  sky  :  these  combined  making 

The  eai-th  enjoyable, 
For  beautiful  it  is,  and  hamiony 
Unites  the  sunshine  and  the  laughing  sky 
With  earth's  sweet  greenery. 

Here  and  there,  early  leafing  trees  spot  the  woodlands;  and 
larches  are  arrayed  in  garments  of  delicate  green,  some  of  them 
graced  with  tasseled  lilac-coloured  flowers.  The  speedwell  family 
now  show  their  bright  blue  eyes  almost  everywhere,  but  ever 
most  numerously  by  green  lanes  and  on  sunny  grassy  banks, 
— and  the  wild  hyacinth  begins  to  raise  its  head  on  rich  and 
sometimes  damp  meadows.  This  plant  flowers  with  us  in  May 
and  June.  In  the  woods  the  pretty  delicate  woodsorrel,  Scot- 
land's sensitive  plant,  begins  to  show  its  pencilled  cup,  streaked 
and  faintly  marked  like  the  eggs  of  some  of  our  song-birds.  The 
summer  visitors  of  the  bird  family  have  by  the  end  of  the  month 
mostly  all  arrived.  To  our  Border  counties  we  have  the  arrival 
this  month  of  the  whitethroat,  garden  warbler,  whinchat,  red- 
start, and  some  of  the  larger  wrens ;  also  the  swallow  and  the 
cuckoo.  The  redstart  is  a  rare  bird,  but  it  frequents  some  of 
the  sheltered  wood-banks  in  Roxburghshire.  The  cuckoo  is 
seldom  heard  about  Kelso,  but  in  the  higher  and  wilder  portions 
of  the  county,  especially  where  young  fir  plantations  exist,  it 
is  often  heard.  In  wild  moorlands  a  solitary  plantation  of  this 
kind  is  the  favourite  resort  of  this  bird.  The  insect  world  has 
yet  little  show  in  the  upper  element,  for  the  alternating  sunshine 
and  shower  of  April  scarcely  suit  the  winged  portion  of  this 
numberless  family.  Bees  are  abroad  however,  and  the  copper, 
wall,  and  cabbage  butterflies  may  be  occasionally  seen  sporting 
in  the  noon-day  sunshine.  Of  the  creeping  things  now  to  be 
seen,  the  small  common  garden  snail  is  one,  newly  aroused,  for 
the  sweet  tender  plants  on  which  it  feeds  are  in  leaf.  Its  very 
pretty,  though  loathed  brother,  the  banded  or  snake  snail,  gene- 
rally remains  torpid  to  the  end  of  the  month.  The  most  amo- 
rous of  the  frogs  begin  thus  early  to  strike  up  their  love  songs 
in  the  marshes.  Eels  begin  to  appear,  some  of  them  coming 
from  the  sand  and  mud-banks,  and  some  from  the  mouth  of  the 
Tweed ;  and  by  the  end  of  May,  they  are  clinging  in  large  num- 
bers to  the  rocks  at  the  bottom  of  our  rivers.  They  may  now 
be  taken,  for  they  are  in  season  for  the  table. 

MAT. 

Away  into  the  woodland  paths 
And  jield  this  heart  of  thine. 

May  is  generally  looked  on  as  the  first  month  of  summer,  al- 
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t  hough  in  late  seasons  the  scarcely  opened  buds  on  oaks  and 
ashes,  and  the  half-grown  leaves  of  the  other  common  trees,  give 
it  more  the  look  of  a  spring  month.  In  ordinary  seasons,  how- 
ever, the  general  forest  presents  a  pretty  full  leafage  in  May ; 
and  in  the  woods  and  fields  of  our  district  the  flush  of  wild 
flowers  is  immense.  By  the  end  of  the  month,  if  the  season  is 
early,  tangled  glens  and  old  half-deserted  roadsides  are  rendered 
bright  by  the  bloom  of  wild  roses ;  and  although  we  have  fewer 
mazy  patches  of  the  wild  rose  now  than  hitherto,  owing  to  the 
spread  of  soil-culture,  the  wanderer  never  requires  to  look  long 
for  these  beautiful  flowers.  By  the  time  the  wild-briar  begins 
to  blossom,  a  spot  of  snowy  or  creamy  hawthorn  may  generally 
be  seen  here  and  there  along  our  field  or  roadsides,  often  in  close 
proximity  to  the  "  roses,  white  and  red."  Both  hawthorn  and 
briar,  however,  attain  their  full  bloom  in  the  succeeding  month. 
On  the  walls  of  old  abbeys  and  keeps,  the  yellow  wallflower 
may  now  be  seen,  adding  beauty  to  the  grey  ruins  on  which  it 
lives.  This  is  also  a  most  stirring  and  lifeful  month.  At  day- 
light— if  a  very  fresh  morning,  before  daybreak— the  feathered 
tribes,  from  the  wren  to  the  heron,  lift  up  their  united  voices, 
and  their  utterances  only  cease  with  the  down-going  of  the  sun. 
And  for  the  sake  of  enjoying  such  music,  and  the  green  earth 
and  pleasant  sunshine,  wanderers  leave  their  houses  and  roam 
by  wood  and  field,  to  their  heart's  delight.  Anglers  too, 
tempted  by  the  pleasant  waters  and  the  rising  trout,  hunt  up 
their  favourite  casts;  and  naturalists  and  lovers  of  nature  begin 
to  look  for  their  favourite  insects,  plants,  and  birds  and  their 
nests : 

And  all  the  earth  is  gay ; 

Land  and  sea 
Give  themselves  up  to  jollity. 
And  with  the  heart  of  May 
Doth  every  beast  keep  holiday. 

The  simple  enumerating  of  the  flowers  of  this  month  would 
alone  take  up  our  space.  It  is  common  to  note  the  woodland 
strawberry  flower  as  belonging  to  May ;  but  over  the  most  of 
Roxburghshire  and  Berwickshire,  we  have  found  this  wild  plant 
in  flower  in  February  and  March :  and  we  have  seen  it  in  Janu- 
ary. Forget-me-not  is  this  month  in  its  glory ;  and  we  know 
of  no  finer  wild-flower  sight  than  this  flower  yields  in  the  woods 
of  Springwood  Park.  There  we  have  found  forget-me-not  in 
distinct  shades  of  pink,  white,  and  blue;  and  it  fringes  the 
woodland  walks  by  the  river  side  so  luxuriantly,  that,  in  place 
of  thinking  it  wild,  which  it  is,  many  would  think  it  had  been 
planted  and  trained.  For  both  anglers  and  the  general  public 
river  sides  are  now  very  pleasant.  The  last  of  the  salmon  family 
that  on  the  previous  autumn  or  winter  ascended  to  breed,  now 
drop  seawards ;  and  during  April  and  May  immense  numbers 


of  their  young  also  drop  seawards  with  every  flood.  Few  clean 
tish  are  in  the  river  this  month ;  but  the  common  fresh  water 
trout  are  now  a  treat  on  the  table  ;  and  are  captured  with  fly 
and  creeper. 

JUNE. 

Briskly  rhis  the  caller  stream, 
Blithe  the  siller  troots  are  loupin ; 
Saft  the  dew  wi'  diamond  gleam, 
Frae  the  infant  harebell 's  coupin. 

There  is  more  flower  blossom  this  month  than  even  in  May. 
Woods  and  fields  shew  a  deeper  green,  and  leafage  is  quite  full 
and  matured  as  to  growth.  It  is  now  full  summer ;  for  May  can 
seldom  swell  the  forest  leaves  to  completion,  and  in  this  light 
may  pass  as  a  spring  month.  There  is  no  month  like  June  for 
the  enjoyment  of  delightful  mornings  and  evenings.  Either  by 
wood  or  field  at  such  times  there  is  a  richness,  a  freshness  so 
palpable,  that  every  one  may  feel  its  power.  In  the  woods  the 
honeysuckle  now  sheds  its  fragrance,  roadsides  are  rendered 
sweet  by  the  blooming  hedgerows,  half-neglected  waysides  and 
tangled  banks  are  rich  with  the  flush  of  wild  roses,  and  the 
moorlands  and  uplands  are  a-blaze  with  whin-blossom.  The 
tall  and  stately  foxglove,  too,  decks  the  rocky  shallow-soiled 
hillside,  as  well  as  the  woodland.  The  surface  of  the  stream 
now  shews  the  pretty  white  crowfoot  and  the  pondweed ;  and 
the  yellow  iris  shews  its  bright  head  by  the  quiet  waters. 
In  the  corn  fields  the  pretty  convolvulus  now  shews  its  head, 
supported  on  the  corn  stalk  on  which  it  climbs,  and  poppies  be- 
gin to  flower.  Little  music  is  now  heard  during  the  day  from 
the  feathered  tribes,  but  at  evening  and  morning  the  thrush 
keeps  fluting,  and  the  blackbird  whistles ;  but  the  solitary  stone- 
chat  ceases  to  sing.  Most  birds  have  young  to  rear  now ;  and 
young  rooks  are  on  the  wing  by  the  end  of  the  month,  but'they 
still  require  feeding.  Hawks,  magpies,  and  jackdaws  have  very 
tender  families  on  hand,  being  a  little  later  than  the  rook  in 
breeding.  Ravens  with  us  are  now  scarce,  the  only  place  we 
know  where  they  now  nest  being  Henhole  in  the  great  Cheviot. 
Rooks  and  daws  however  are  yearly  increasing,  especially  the 
latter.  Wild  bees  are  busy  this  month  with  nesting  operations. 
The  drone  yellow  wasp  may  be  found  beginning  her  nest;  and 
she  is  often  so  found  when  the  nest  is  not  larger  than  a  large 
gooseberry.  There  are,  it  is  stated,  forty  distinct  species  of 
humble  bees  in  Britain,  but  as  these  insects  change  often  in  out- 
ward appearance  from  age  and  otherwise,  individuals  of  the  same 
species  may  have  been  wrongly  classed.  We  have  anyhow  not 
a  tithe  of  the  number  in  the  Border  counties.  The  large  and 
beautiful  lamprey  leaves  the  sea  this  month  and  spawns  in  the 
Tweed.    The  spawn  bed  is  made  deeper  than  that  of  the  salmon, 
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and  in  places  similar  to  where  the  salmon  deposit  their  ova. 
Minnows  also  begin  to  spawn  this  month ;  and  the  heron,  when 
he  happens  to  alight  among  a  body  of  spawning  minnows — 
"streamers"  as  boys  call  them — gobbles  large  quantities  of  them. 
Herons,  by  the  way,  are  on  the  increase  all  over  the  Borders. 
The  fox  breeds. 

JULY. 

Balmy  freshness  fills  the  woods, 
In  the  ear  the  corn  is  swelling. 

This  is  a  month  of  full  leafage,  and  a  number  of  fruit  trees 
(lower  or  blossom.  The  lime,  with  its  creamy,  scented  flowers 
is  now  in  its  glory ;  and  all  over  it  there  is  a  perpetual  hum- 
ming from  dawrn  to  sunset  of  garden  and  humble-bees.  By  the 
end  of  the  month  the  moorland  and  heathlands  begin  to  assume 
a  purple  shade ;  and  on  cliffs  and  dry  hillsides  the  wild  thyme 
is  in  flower ;  and  this  pretty  sweetly-scented  plant  is  common 
over  all  the  Border  counties.  "  The  Scottish  blue  belis  "  also 
reach  their  full  blossom,  and  they  grow  numerously  both  by 
hedgerows  and  on  dry  bare  banks  and  ridges.  Thistles  also 
blossom,  and  the  ragweed  opens  its  broad  yellow  heading  to 
the  sun.  But  the  grandest  display  of  wild  blossom  that  this 
month  brings  forth,  is  that  of  the  broom.  Cultivation  has 
cleared  many  of  our  hillsides  and  glens  of  the  '■  bonnie  bonnie 
broom,''  but  we  know  many  such  places  where  it  is  still  allowed 
to  remain,  and  where  it  may  now  be  seen  in  its  greatest  beauty. 
Most  of  the  June  flowers  are  still  in  blossom;  but  the  sunshine 
is  so  strong  now  that  we  instinctively  wander  from  the  fields  to 
the  cool  river-sides.  Here  we  find  in  the  shaded  wood-banks 
the_  raggedrobin ;  and  we  have  both  kinds,  white  and  red.  The 
white,  or  rather  the  cream-coloured  specimen  of  this  flower  has 
a  scent  scarcely  differing  from  the  primrose.  The  water-cress, 
in  half-hidden  springs  of  running  water,  is  also  in  bloom,  its 
cross-shaped  flowers  standing  a  few  inches  above  the  water.  The 
pheasant,  partridge,  and  grouse  now  have  young ;  and  keepers 
employ  their  time  in  looking  after  the  young  game,  and  in  tra- 
versing the  woods  for  the  purpose  of  shooting  down  the  young  of 
carrion  crows,  magpies,  and  hawks.  A  number  of  our  song-birds 
have  now  a  second  brood  on  hand ;  and  unless  at  daybreak  the 
songsters  of  the  grove  are  mute,  and  some  of  the  finches  now  cease 
to  sing  for  the  season.  The  lizard  lies  in  the  sun;  and  by  river- 
sides and  over  marsh  lands  the  gaudy  dragonfly,  erroneously  pro- 
nounced by  the  youth  of  the  Border  the  "  fleein  stangin-ether," 
sports  on  wavering  wing.  Beetles  now  become  numerous ;  and 
the  catterpillars  of  some  of  the  early  butterflies  now  begin  to 
shelter  themselves  against  their  approaching  change  to  a  crysalis 
or  pupa  state.    In  shallow  river  pools  the  toad  now  breeds    We 


have  seen  toad-spawn  in  May  in  the  Borders,  but  much  more  of 
it  in  June  and  July.  The  spawn  consists  of  a  long  chain  of 
transparent  gluten,  "four  or  five  feet  in  length,  and  the  ova  is 
encased  in  this,  in  a  double  row,  like  black  beads  thinly  strung. 
Frog  spawn  consists  of  the  same  material,  but  it  is  in  a  compact 
body,  like  a  dish  of  boiled  sago.  Corn  fields  now  stand  filled  to 
the  hedges ;  and  soft  winds  play  over  the  land,  and  gently  surge 
and  sway  the  lusty  grain,  making  it  look  not  unlike  a  rippling 
sea. 

AUGUST. 

The  scarlet  pimpernell  creeps  here  and  there, 
Amid  the  corn  the  crimson  poppies  blush ; 
Still  on  the  brooks  gleam  water-lilies  rare, 
And  purple  loosestrife  and  the  flowering  rush. 

August  with  its  ripening  fruit  and  grain,  has  a  plenteous  as- 
pect; and  with  the  yellowing  corn-fields,  the  fine  dark-green 
of  the  spreading  turnip  plants  ;  the  purple  heath-lands  and  the 
green  uplands,  the  country  is  beautiful.  And  the  air  is  filled 
with  the  ceaseless  hum  of  countless  insects.  Moths  dance  and 
waver  over  tall  grass  tufts  on  meadows,  and  round  oaks  and 
limes.  Cattle  stand  in  the  rivers  and  switch  their  pliant  tails, 
glad  of  the  cool  water  to  stand  in,  and  of  its  effect,  frum  the  cold- 
ness of  the  temperature  over  its  surface,  in  keeping  off  the  flies 
by  which  they  are  at  this  season  so  much  annoyed.  Farmers 
secure  their  hay,  and  prepare  for  the  harvest,  which  by  the  end 
of  the  month  is  common  in  the  low  lands.  About  the  beginning 
of  the  month  sportsmen  begin  to  exercise  their  dogs  and  their 
own  limbs  against  the  coming  Twelfth.  By  the  end  of  the  month, 
about  nightfall,  the  wild  sad  winds,  the  precursors  of  autumn, 
rise  and  sweep  along  upland  woods  and  ridges.  In  the  woods 
blaeberries  may  be  gathered ;  and  some  of  the  creeping  pea- 
plants  now  flower,  and  depend  from  the  branches  of  hazel 
and  hawthorn.  The  yellow-fringed  ladies'-bed-straw,  and  ladies' 
mantle,  with  a  similar  blossom,  deck  dry  sandy  road  and  river- 
sides. The  latter  flower  gets  its  name  from  the  peculiarity 
of  the  shape  of  its  leaves,  which  much  resemble  the  cloaks  or 
mantles  which  were  in  fashion  a  few  years  ago,  and  which  must 
of  course  have  been  in  fashion  centuries  ago.  The  white  campa- 
nula is  common  in  the  Border  counties,  but  to  see  it  in  perfec- 
tion the  valley  of  the  Jed  must  be  visited.  The  rich  soil  in  the 
lower  portion  of  this  valley,  and  the  fine  sheltered  nooks  and 
spots  which  it  here  and  there  contains,  are  the  means  of  produc- 
ing a  large  and  varied  crop  of  wild  flowers.  We  have  here  seen 
the  campanula  fully  six  feet  in  length.  Ferns  are  now  to  be 
gathered  in  great  variety;  and  the  satin-threaded  flowers  of  the 
bramble  are  open.  And  the  grain  fields  in  some  low  districts 
are  now  purple  with  the  flowers  of  the  wild  poppy.    The  bird 
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family  is  comparatively  quiet :  rooks  caw,  but  no  song  is  heard, 
unless  from  a  few  dawn-singers:  and  autumn  is  advancing.  The 
curlew  has  left  our  inland  heights  and  moors ;  the  yellow  wag- 
tail departs,  and  swallows  begin  to  congregate,  and  to  hold 
converse,  perhaps  about  the  "dangers  of  the  seas."  Great  num- 
bers of  wild-ducks  now  nightly  feed  in  the  barley  fields,  on  the 
grain.  A  large  number  of  butterflies  now  haunt  the  moorlands, 
most  of  them  v^ry  small,  but  decked  in  every  variety  of  colour ; 
and  glow-"worms  may  be  seen  about  their  haunts  in  the  early 
part  of  the  month.  They  appear  about  mid-June  and  disappear 
in  August.  This  light-giving  insect  is  the  wingless  female  of  a 
beetle.  It  is  not  so  common  now  as  it  was  some  twenty  or  thirty 
years  ago.  A  few  summers  ago  we  saw  a  number  on  the  road- 
side by  the  Tweed,  between  Ashiesteel  and  Ettrick  foot.  Mossy 
banks  are  the  places  where  these  insects  are  generally  found. 


SEPTEMBER. 

Under  the  pointed  knives  of  the  reaping  machine,  and  the  scythe 
of  the  mower  the  ripe  grain  is  falling ;  and  the  face  of  the  field 
is  gradually  becoming  changed.  The  wind  no  longer  passes 
softly,  as  if  whispering  through  the  tree  leaves,  for  their  fibre  is 
hardened,  and  a  rustling  is  now  heard  in  place  of  a  whispering  or 
hushing  sound.  On  the  inner  or  small  trunk-branches  of  the 
elm  may  now  also  be  seen  leaves  faded  into  a  pretty  bright  yel- 
low: and  young  limes  in  parks  and  by  waysides  are  yellow 
all  over.  Flowers,  though  still  pretty  numerous,  are  percep- 
tibly lessening  in  number.  The  summer  blossoms  are  mostly 
decayed,  though  a  few  of  the  prettiest  still  remain,  the  foremost 
and  finest  being  the  harebell.  The  gaudy  golden  ragweed  or 
ragwort  is  still  bright  and  pretty,  and  with  good  weather  will 
keep  up  its  head  till  the  close  of  the  month.  Autumn  has  mas- 
tered summer  however,  for 

The  orchard  fruits  hang  mellow, 
Mute  are  the  tuneful  throng. 
Save  Robin,  happy  fellow, 
Who  sings  the  whole  day  long 
In  bowers  of  elm  leaves  yellow. 

Hazel  nuts  may  be  gathered,  and  haws  and  hips  hang  in 
ruddy  clusters  by  the  waysides.  The  fleabane  is  now  common 
on  dampish  lands;  and  by  the  sea  a  number  of  autumn  flowers 
may  be  gathered.  The  fields  are  again  recovering  their  green- 
ness, for  the  after-grass  is  growing  where  the  hay  was  cut  down ; 
and  clover  foggage  is  fresh  and  green  in  the  barley  stubbles.  The 
goatsucker,  the  first  of  the  swallows,  and  the  whitethroat  depart ; 
and  large  numbers  of  lapwings  occasionally  assemble  about 
night-fall  on  newly-broken  land.     The  first  fresh  water  trout 


begin  to  spawn  :  and  a  second  supply  of  trout  flies  come  to  the 
surface  of  the  running  streams.  These  flies,  it  is  believed,  are 
from  the  eggs  dropped  by  some  of  the  insects  that  appeared  in 
the  spring.  The  insect  world  is  still  busy.  Ants  swarm  at  this 
season :  and  there  is  scarcely  a  dry  grassy  meadow  or  hillside 
in  our  district  but  there  colonies  of  these  busy  insects  may  be 
found.  It  has  occurred  to  us  several  times  that  ant  hillocks  are 
old  mole  hillocks,  grass-covered.  They  are  the  same  in  shape 
as  mole  hillocks,  and  are  of  the  same  lightness  as  to  density. 
But  we  have  occasionally  seen  ant  hillocks  much  larger 
than  any  mole  hillocks  we  ever  saw.  Wasps  also  swarm  this 
month;  and  this  is  the  reason  why  our  grocers'  shops  are  so  in- 
fested with  them  at  this  season,  the  scent  of  the  sugar,  etc., 
being  the  cause  of  bringing  them  thence.  On  the  moorlands  gay 
vested  butterflies  yet  flit  about  in  the  sunshine.  We  may  here 
note  that  a  number  of  our  butterflies  present  us  with  two  broods 
during  the  summer,  the  first  in  May  or  June  and  the  second  in 
August  or  September.  The  evenings  during  this  month,  under 
the  softened  light  of  the  moon,  are  the  finest  of  the  year;  and 
mostly  all  lovers  of  out-door  nature  who  have  health  love  in 
such  nights  to 

Linger  mid  the  chequered  light, 
The  dreamy  light  and  shadow. 

OCTOBER. 

The  wind  is  sadly  sighing. 
The  passage  birds  are  fled, 
The  forest  leaves  are  dying, 
The  summer  flowers  are  dead. 

This  is  the  month  that  crowns  the  woods  with  their  fullest 
beauty ;  and  but  for  the  somewhat  pensive  reflections  it  calls  up, 
would  be  welcomed  with  as  much  delight  as  May.  The  colour- 
ing along  the  woodland  slopes,  if  the  trees  are  of  various  kinds, 
is  generally  very  beautiful,  especially  when  brightened  up  by 
the  mellow  sunlight.  In  the  mornings  now  the  dew  lies  heavy ; 
and  it  is  a  very  fine  sight  to  see  the  numberless  dew-covered 
webs  of  the  gossamer  spider  at  such  a  time.  Before  the  sun 
breaks  the  dew,  these  beautiful  fabrics  may  be  seen  covering 
almost  every  inch  of  land  in  grass  and  stubble  fields;  and  hedge- 
rows and  whin  clumps  are  literally  covered  by  them.  We  once 
saw  in  Berwickshire  a  row  of  tall  spruces  so  covered  that  they 
looked  like  ship  masts  clad  in  outre  sails ;  for  the  slender  net- 
work was  so  heavily  laden  with  dew  that  the  trees  in  place  of 
appearing  green  were  of  cloud-like  grey.  Flowers  are  now  few. 
Solitary  harebells  may  still  be  seen  under  some  shady  hedge  or 
bush,  and  a  sprinkling  of  daisies  now  dot  the  old  pastures,  which 
still  look  pretty  and  green,  as  also  do  the  hills.    Mosses  are 
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at  their  prettiest;  and  in  the  Borders  we  have  a  fine  variety. 
At  this  season  the  colouring  in  some  of  the  mosses  is  rich  and 
fine ;  and  under  the  shelter  of  these  interwoven  plants  millions 
of  insects  cosily  nestle  both  at  this  season  and  during  most  of 
the  year.  In  "the  insect  world  there  is  now  considerable  agita- 
tion. Caterpillars  are  creeping  everywhere  in  search  of  proper 
shelter  against  the  coming  winter.  Some  fasten  to  old  posts, 
some  creep  under  the  bark  of  trees,  some  seek  shelter  under  the 
eaves  of  our  hottses,  and  many  inside  our  country  houses ;  and 
millions  die.  They  get  into  the  pupa  state  very  soon  after  they 
get  into  proper  quarters.  The  beetle  tribe  is  also  fast  disappear- 
ing :  some  seek  protection  beneath  stones  and  beds  of  moss,  some 
bore  into  soft  and  some  into  hard  wood,  and  some  under  the 
bark;  others  delve  into  the  earth  or  mud,  and  some  live  under 
water.  All  our  birds  that  come  as  summer  visitors  are  now  de- 
parted ;  and  redwings  arrive,  and  snipes  increase  in  number,  for 
they  come  southward.  Salmon  and  sea-trout  leave  the  sea  in 
great  numbers  to  spawn  in  our  rivers.  Rats  now  leave  their 
summer  residences  in  the  corn-fields  and  ditches,  and  take  up 
their  winter  quarters  in  our  homesteads  and  houses. 


NOVEMBER. 

A  dull  brown  shade  is  creeping 
Over  mead  aud  mound  and  hill ; 
The  drooping  fern  is  weeping 
Above  the  murmuring  rill ; 
And  red  the  brook  is  sweeping 
Where  it  erst  was  clear  and  still. 

The  beauty  of  October  is  now  gone,  and  dreary  dark  November 
reicns ;  but  if  the  month  is  mild  we  would  recommend  the  lover 
of  "  trees  and  buds  and  flowers  "  to  wander  away  into  the  cosy 
woodland  nooks  in  which  he  plucked  the  early  spring  flowers, 
and  there  push  aside  the  protecting  covering  of  dead  leaves,  and 
he  will  find — what  ?  He  will  find  that  even  in  winter  the  flowers 
that  deck  the  woodland  are  not  asleep,  but  green  and  fresh  and 
growing.  There  he  may  at  this  season  see  the  tips  of  the  spring 
leaves  of  the  lovely  primrose,  and  the  strawberry  flower;  and  a. 
number  of  small  delicate  stems  of  humble  spring  creepers ;  and 
overhanging  these  he  will  find  the  woodbine  putting  forth  rich 
green  spring  leaves;  and  he  will  also  see  the  green  buds  shining 
at  the  old  leaf  roots  of  early  opening  trees :  these'combined  bring- 
ing him  strongly  in  mind  of  spring.  We  have  many  a  time  de- 
rived much  pleasure  from  excursions  of  this  sort,  which  often 
carried  our  thoughts  from  November  to 

"Whispering  leaves,  and  freshening  dewdrops  lying 
On  infant  flowers. 


Several  of  our  resident  birds  now  move  about  in  flocks ;   and 

The  merry  robin, 
How  he  frisks  about ! 
Spoi-ting  round  the  dog-house, 
Hopping  in  and  out. 
How  his  dark  eyes  twinkle 
In  the  sunny  light 
As  with  joy  he  warbles. 
Giving  us  delight. 

Even  late  though  it  is,  a  few  moths  may  still  be  seen  on  the 
wing  in  the  noonday  sun  ;  but  we  sometimes  witness  the  month 
pass  without  getting  a  single  glimpse  of  the  orb  of  day.  And 
when  the  wild  wind  comes  it  sweeps  through  the  leafless  trees 
with  a  dreary  sough.  There  is  no  soft  music  now  in  the  voice  of 
brook  or  river;  and  after  nightfall,  as  the  wind  sweeps  over 
them,  it  bears  aloft  and  over  the  plains  the  now  wild  or  mourn- 
ful sound  of  their  rushing  waters.  The  landscape  is  gloomy ; 
but  if  the  weather  be  mild  the  sportsman  enjoys  the  month 
greatly.  He  may  either  give  chase  to  the  fox  or  hare,  or  bring 
out  his  fowling-piece  against  grouse,  black-game,  or  partridge. 

DECEMBER. 

The  time  of  frost  is  the  time  for  me ! 
When  the  gay  blood  spins  through  the  heart  with  glee. 
When  the  voice  leaps  out  with  a  chiming  sound, 
And  the  footstep  rings  on  the  musical  ground. 

Should  frost  and  snow  come  this  month  (and  when  could  they 
be  more  seasonable?),  and  cover  up  our  flush  of  late  daisies, 
our  opening  chickweed,  and  groundsel,  and  ivy-blossom,  and  the 
green  meadows  and  hills,  and  the  fresh  green  fields  of  Autumn- 
sown  wheat,  it  is  a  comfort  to  know  that  much  enjoyment  comes 
with  them — enjoyment  all  the  more  welcomed,  because  of  a  kind 
that  comes  seldom.  Either  by  day  or  in  moonlight,  there  is 
much  that  is  beautiful  to  be  noted  when  snow  covers  the  soil  and 
frost  prevails : 

Morning!  each  pane  is  a  garden  of  frost, 
Full  of  delicate  flowers,  soou  raised,  soon  lost. 

Before  the  wind  dismantles  the  snow-covered  trees  each  indi- 
vidual tree  appears  as  if  from  fairy  land,  so  beautiful  and  often 
grotesque  are  they ;  and  many  pleasant  mornings  have  we  had  in 
tracing  the  plants,  forests,  lakes,  and  castles  on  the  frozen  win- 
dow glass.  In  the  moonlight  when  the  frost  is  very  keen  the 
snow  shines  and  twinkles  with  countless  crystals,  beautiful  as 
diamonds;  and  the  very  crunch  it  makes  below  the  feet  at  such 
a  time  rings  with  music.  Watch  the  radiant  faces  of  the  youths 
as  they  slide :  what  enjoyment '. 
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Here  the  hobnailed  brog  is  the  aristocrat, 
The  weak  soled  boot  must  give  way  to  that. 

Now  is  the  time  when  our  gentlemen  and  tradesmen  leave  their 
homes  and  join  heartily  in  the  "roaring  game."  Then  the 
skaters— 

Away !  hurrah !  the  lake  is  like  glass  i 
Buckle  and  strap  on  the  iron  grass ! 
Off  we  shoot  and  poise  and  wheel, 
And  swiftly  turn  on  the  scoring  heel ; 
And  our  flying  sandals  chirp  and  sing, 
Like  a  flock  of  swallows  upon  the  wing. 

This  is  a  time  when  our  poor  birds  suffer  considerably  from  a 
want  of  food.  Snipe  and  wild  duck  may  now  be  easily  reached 
at  the  fresh  springs,  where  they  find  their  food;  and  wood- 
pigeons  seek  turnip  leaves  and  seakale ;  rooks,  the  stackyard ; 
and  finches  live  on  forest  and  garden  buds.  The  soft  billed 
birds  suffer  most;  for  blackbirds,  robins,  titmice,  and  hedge- 
sparrows  are  often  found  dead  in  severe  frosts.  Let  us  then 
spread  our  window-sills  with  food  daily.  We  shall  have  music 
for  our  outlay  in  spring.  The  thrush  will  now  sing  sometimes, 
the  robin  often.  We  have  one  true  winter  songster,  a  bird  that 
sings  in  the  severest  frosts.  We  have  heard  it  many  a  time  at 
the  dawn,  when  snow  was  deep  and  our  blood  almost  freezing. 
It  sings  chiefly  at  morn  and  eve;  and  its  song  is  very  low  and 
particularly  sweet  and  charming.  This  bird  is  the  dipper,  com- 
monly called  in  the  Borders,  the  "water  craw."  Many  people 
have  never  heard  it  sing ;  but  its  song  is  so  low  that  unless  when 
the  surroundings  are  in  a  state  of  quiet,  it  almost  requires  one  to 
listen  in  order  to  hear  it.  Perched  on  the  top  of  an  ice-bound 
stone  in  the  river,  it  will  in  the  gloaming  sing  for  a  quarter  of 
an  hour  sometimes,  with  very  few  breaks.  In  midwinter  it 
dives  as  briskly  as  in  summer ;  and  when  under  water  it  picks 
up  its  food  from  the  stones,  which  consists  in  the  winter  season 
almost  entirely  of  water  insects.  The  last  lingering  leaves  have 
fallen,  the  year  is  closed,  and  we  end  our  notes. 

Man  cannot  stand  beneath  a  loftier  dome 

Than  the  cerulean  canopy  of  light — 

The  Eternal's  vast,  immeasurable  home, 

Lovely  by  day,  and  wonderful  by  night ! 

Than  the  enamelled  earth,  so  greenly  bright. 

A  richer  pavement  man  hath  never  trod. 

He  cannot  gaze  upon  a  lovelier  sight. 

Than  fleeting  cloud,  fresh  wave,  and  fruitful  sod — 

Leaves  of  the  boundless  Book,  writ  by  the  hand  of  God ! 


ANGLERS'  CALENDAR. 


JANUARY. 
In  this  month  the  true  angler  never  thinks  of  casting  a 
line.  The  trouts  are  thin  and  watery  in  the  flesh ;  and  they 
can  only  betaken  with  worm — roe-angling  being  now  prohibited 
— and  in  flooded  or  "  falling-in  "  waters,  —  a  sort  of  fishing 
that  requires  no  skill  in  casting,  and  by  which  a  novice  could 
capture  almost  as  many  trouts  as  a  practised  angler,  provided 
he  were  properly  placed  on  the  water.  He  may  purchase  his 
gut  this  month,  however,  as  tackle-makers  generally  have 
their  new  stock  supplied  by  mid- winter;  and  by  purchasing 
early,  finer  gut  may  be  had. 

FEBRUARY. 

Though  this  is  a  month  of  something  more  than  promise  to 
the  salmon  angler,  it  is  of  little  value  to  the  trout  angler.  Unless 
in  a  very  mild  and  sunny  season  (and  February  seldom  wit- 
nesses such),  no  trout  flies  come  into  existence;  so  that  angling 
with  the  fly  would  yield  no  sport.  The  trouts  are  however 
beginning  to  get  into  better  condition ;  because  the  grubs  on 
which  they  feed — which  they  get  below  the  pebbles,  and  from 
which  the  water  or  trout  flies  emerge  —  are  many  of  them 
well  advanced  in  growth  by  the  end  of  the  month,  and  thereby 
yield  more  feeding  substance.  In  this  month  it  is  generally 
very  cold  work  to  fish  for  salmon,  but  on  the  same  days  it  is 
doubly  cold  to  fish  for  trout. 

MARCH. 

The  angler  may  now  have  his  March  Browns,  the  largest 
size,  ready  for  the  Tweed  or  Teviot ;  and  for  the  smaller  streams 
(few  of  which  yield  much  sport  in  March),  he  may  bring  out 
smaller  March  Browns,  or  spiders.  In  early  spring,  on  the 
Leader  and  Gala,  for  instance,  spiders  dressed  from  the  inner 
small  feathers  of  the  shoulder  of  the  woodcock-wing  are  kill- 
ing hooks ;  and  they  are  often  used  along  with  black  spiders. 
On  mostly  all  small  streams  spiders  are  deadly.  During  this 
month  the  angler  should  ply  his  art  at  the  necks  of  pools,  and 
where  the  streams  are  easy,  for  trouts  cannot  as  yet  keep  ground 
in  rough  water.  When  the  day  is  mild  and  sunny  a  fair  basket 
may  be  made  in  March.  The  best  time  of  the  day  for  the 
angler  is  from  about  eleven  to  one  o'clock.  Bull-trouts  are  often 
taken  with  trout  flies  in  this  and  the  succeeding  month  in 
Tweed  and  Teviot. 
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APRIL. 

Tlie  Tweed  angler,  at  least  on  the  lower  portions  of  the  river, 
generally  looks  on  this  as  the  prince  of  fly-fishing  months; 
and  on  the  smaller  waters  it  is  also  a  good  month  for  fly-fishing, 
especially  from  about  the  middle,  at  least  if  the  season  be  mild. 
The  same  flies  are  used  in  this  as  in  last  month,  but  the  angler 
should  hive  two  sizes  on  his  line,  large  and  small.  Trouts  are 
now  creeping  more  and  more  into  the  streams,  so  that  these, 
when  they  are  not  very  rapid  or  heavy,  should  have  the  angler's 
attention.  When  the  stream  continues  to  ripple  the  pool  down 
its  centre  for  some  distance,  the  angler  should  cast  over  the 
ripple,  as  trouts  are  generally  plentiful  in  such  places,  especially 
in  the  opening  of  the  year.  The  best  time  to  angle  is  from  ten 
to  four  o'clock. 

MAY. 

The  Hare's-lug-and-Woodcock-wing  fly  is  a  general  favourite 
during  this  month — indeed  it  is  a  good  hook  for  almost  any 
"  fly  "  month :  the  Pale  Yellow  Dun  is  another  good  fly  for  the 
same  season.  The  trouts  are  now  still  more  spread  in  the 
streams,  and  are  strong  enough  many  of  them  to  lie  in  pretty 
rough  water.  This  the  learner  should  note.  The  best  time 
for  fly-fishing  in  this  month  is  from  about  eight  to  four  or  five 
o'clock.  Earlier  in  the  morning  the  Creeper  is  a  deadly  bait 
about  the  beginning  of  this  month  ;  and  by  the  end  of  it,  it  is 
deadly  in  the  forenoons.  It  is  only  successfully  angled  with  in 
roughish  and  clear  water.  Should  the  river  swell  an  inch  or 
two,  and  even  remain  clear,  it  is  an  unsuccessful  lure.  Worm  is 
also  deadly  this  month  in  the  early  morning,  but  principally  in 
and  about  the  edges  of  mild  streams.  In  a  rising  or  falling 
river  the  minnow  also  becomes  a  good  bait  in  May.  We  may 
note  here  concerning  minnow  fishing,  that  in  June  and  July  it 
is  a  deadly  bait  both  in  rising  and  falling  waters,  but  especially 
the  latter.  It  is  also  a  good  bait  in  clear  water  during  these  two 
months,  to  the  angler  who  can  throw  a  long  line  and  work  it 
skilfully.  Par-tail  is  also  a  good  bait  after  a  flood,  and  on 
gloomy  days,  or  at  nightfall.  Very  large  trouts  are  taken  by 
both  of  these  lures,  and  they  are  deadliest  in  streams.  The 
angler  should  also  know  that  worm  is  often  very  deadly  after 
summer  floods,  and  before  the  water  loses  its  muddiness ;  and 
fly  also  is  generally  a  successful  lure  after  early  summer  floods. 

JUNE. 
Creeper  fishing  gets  to  its  height  in  this  month;  and  all 
througli  the  day,  especially  if  very  sunny,  it  is  an  excessively 
deadly  bait,  till  about  the  middle  of  the  month,  when  it  becomes 
scarce,  and  Stone-flies  become  plentiful.  The  Stone-fly  is  a  very 
sure  lure  after  a  flood,  both  in  stream  and  pool,  but  most  so  in 


the  former.  It  is  not  so  good  a  bait  in  clear  water.  Worm 
fishing  is  now  pleasant  work ;  and  on  sunny  days  the  angler 
may,  with  either  creeper  or  worm,  or  both,  have  little  difficulty 
in  making  a  good  basket  on  any  stream  where  trouts  are  plenti- 
ful ;  and  trouts  are  now  in  their  prime,  and  are  scattered  over 
all  the  streams,  as  well  as  all  parts  of  the  streams,  be  they  deep 
or  shallow ;  and  wherever  the  water  is  running,  and  is  of  suffi- 
cient depth  to  cover  their  backs,  they  may  be  captured.  Creepers 
are  bred  at  the  edges  of  the  river,  and  as  hungry  trouts  are  often 
prowling  near  them,  the  angler  should  often  cast  to  the  very 
edge  of  the  water.  Fly-fishers  have  not  such  good  sport  in 
June  as  in  May,  and  the  flies  used  in  this  month  should  be  made 
up  in  a  lighter  manner  than  in  May,  and  should  also  be  dressed 
on  smaller  wires.  On  the  small  waters  a  blae  midge-fly,  of  small- 
ish size,  is  often  a  good  killer  in  June,  and  in  Tweed  both  in 
June  and  July,  a  good  basket  is  occasionally  made  with  the  blae 
midge-fly  dressed  on  the  very  smallest  wires  made.  Some  good 
sport  is  had  by  fishing  with  fly  during  this  season  in  the  gloam- 
ing, and  even  after  nightfall.  In  this  month  the  angler  may  fish 
early  or  late,  and  all  through  the  day  if  he  choose. 

JULY. 

This  is  chiefly  a  month  for  worm  fishing.  The  waters  are 
generally  very  low,  rendering  fly-fishing  almost  useless ;  but 
worm  is  so  sure  a  lure  during  this  month,  especially  in  the  smal- 
ler waters,  that  the  angler  need  not  regret  having  to  use  the 
same  bait  for  a  succession  of  weeks.  It  is  a  month  when  worms 
seem  to  be  the  main  food  of  the  trouts,  most  of  the  water  grubs 
on  which  thej'  feed  having  become  flies.  The  worms  are  plenti- 
ful however,  and  by  watching  from  a  bank  the  angler  may  notice 
a  trout  now  and  then  nosing  round  and  round  some  of  the  flat- 
ish  ipebbles  near  the  shore :  this  is  to  obtain  worms — for  the 
black-headed  water-worms  are  very  plentiful  in  midsummer  be- 
low the  pebbles  in  all  rivers.  The  angler  should  therefore  cast 
his  bait  into  all  sorts  of  river  corners  and  shallows,  as  well  as  the 
main  stream,  and  he  may  be  repaid  for  doing  so.  By  throwing 
a  very  long  line,  trouts  may  be  often  got  with  worm  in  the  pools 
in  July.  They  take  it  as  it  falls,  as  they  take  fly.  It  requires 
fine  light  casting,  of  course,  but  almost  any  angler  may  soon 
learn  to  throw  both  a  long  and  soft  line.  Trouts  take  best  dur- 
ing this  month  from  about  eight  to  four  o'clock,  or  so. 

AUGUST. 

This  is  generally  a  sort  of  angle-with-everything-and-get- 
little  month,  a  month  for  which  there  is  no  particular  or  sure 
lure,  especially  on  large  waters  like  Tweed  and  Teviot.  It  is  a 
better  month  for  the  upland  streams,  or  burns,  and  among  these 
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the  worm  is  generally  a  very  good  bait  at  this  season.  From  the 
larger  rivers,  by  dint  of  perseverance,  we  can  generally  produce  a 
dish  of  respectable  appearance,  but  at  same  time  we  can  hardly 
say  we  ever  had  the  trouts  "  taking"  freely  during  August,  and 
we  have  often  tried  them  with  fly,  minnow,  and  worm.  Those 
in  the  large  rivers  are  now  falling  back  in  condition,  and  are 
consequently  leaving  the  strongest  parts  of  the  streams.  If  the 
weather  be  sunny,  the  middle  of  the  day  is  the  best  time  to  fish 
in  August. 

SEPTEMBER. 

The  first  of  the  trouts  now  begin  to  spawn  in  the  large  rivers ; 
but  those  not  so  far  advanced  are  still  palatable,  though  not  by 
any  means  like  what  they  were  in  June.  Fly  and  worm  are  both 
about  equal  as  lures  at  this  season,  the  former  perhaps  best  in 
larger  waters,  but  the  latter  the  preferable  in  the  upland  streams. 
By  the  end  of  this  month  trout  angling  may  be  looked  upon  as 
resembling  the  season — approaching  the  "  sere  and  yellow  leaf." 
The  day  may  be  delightful,  the  river  side  charming,  but  the  lifey 
",bir  and  whir"  no  longer  stirs  the  soul  of  the  angler.  The  time 
to  fish  now  should  be  from  about  ten  till  four  or  five  o'clock. 
Summer  and  spring  flies  may  both  be  used  with  tolerable  suc- 
cess. 

OCTOBER. 

Fly-fishing  is  better,  in  general,  during  the  early  part  of  this 
month  than  in  September,  in  small  waters  at  least;  and  the  flies 
used  should  be  those  made  use  of  in  spring.  Trouts  numerously 
ascend  the  small  waters  for  spawning  purposes,  and  in  October, 
with  spring  flies,  we  have,  in  our  earlier  years,  had  many  a  suc- 
cessful day's  sport  in  these  small  streams,  and  generally  got 
pretty  large  trouts  too;  and  the  time  when  they  seized  the  flies 
most  readily  was  generally  a  short  time  before  nightfall,  when 
the  waters  were  clearing  from  a  flood ;  the  place — a  mild  stream 
falling  into  a  feeding  pool. 

NOVEMBER. 

Now  that  roe-fishing  is  prohibited,  this  may  be  looked  upon 
as  a  dead  month  for  the  trout  angler,  and  few  of  those  anglers  we 
daresay  who  love  to  wield  a  deft  wand  and  a  light  line  over  the 
clear  sunny  waters  in  summer  will  regret  that  roe-angling  is 
among  the  things  that  were.  It  afforded  sport,  however,  to  a 
pretty  large  number  of  people  who,  during  the  summer  months, 
generally  found  it  difficult  to  secure  trouts  even  in  small  num- 
bers ;  but  these  anglers  may,  if  they  will  only  exercise  a  little 
patience  and  practice,  have  the  higher  pleasure  of  running  down 
their  game  when  it  is  in  season,  for  any  one  may  learn  to  angle 
so  as  to  be  able  to  ensure  moderate  success.     Many  years  ago 


we  had  the  curiosity  to  try  worm-fishing  in  clear  water  and  in 
frosty  weather  in  November,  and  we  captured  eleven  large  trouts 
in  one  pool.  We  might  have  got  more,  but  from  numbness  we 
could  not  bait  the  hook.     This  was  in  Leader  Water. 

DECEMBER. 

Fishing  nil.,  we  shall  add  a  few  memoranda. 

In  the  foregoing  notes  we  do  not  attempt  to  give  a  complete 
set  of  hints  on  angling ;  we  have  simply,  in  the  space  allotted 
to  us,  given  a  few  notes  that  we  hope  may  prove  useful  to  novices 
and  some  who  can  scarcely  be  called  beginners,  who  angle  with 
little  success  from  year  to  year,  without  paying  attention  to  the 
little  odds  and  ends  that  all  successful  anglers  have  to  put  into 
practice. 

A  well-balanced  rod  should  be  used,  and  a  pirn  line  and  cast- 
ing line  that  each  taper  toward  the  hooks,  and  fine  stained  gut ; 
and  in  order  to  cast  well,  the  learner  should  throw  out  the  arm 
with  vigour,  but  give  the  line  plenty  time  to  play  round  the  head 
before  casting. 

Fish  up  stream  with  everything  but  minnow.  If  this  cannot 
be  done  in  large  rivers,  throw  straight  across. 

Keep  well  back  from  the  place  you  cast  into.  No  trout  that 
sees  you  will  take  your  lure.  Never  make  more  than  a  cast  or 
two  over  the  same  water;  by  moving  on,  new  trouts  are  con- 
stantly getting  tempted  with  the  fly  or  bait. 

Fish  mostly  in  streams.  The  pools  yield  most  sport  imme- 
diately after  floods. 

Ail  our  remarks  in  the  foregoing  notes  refer  to  fishing  in  clear 
v:ater,  unless  where  the  reverse  is  stated. 


RIVER  TWEED  FISHERIES.

ing comprehends  both  sides  of  it, — the  Husband  of  every  Proprietrix 
or  Liferentrix,  one  guardian  of  each  minor,  one  trustee  of  every  es- 
tate, one  member  of  each  corporation  or  associated  body  holding, 
enjoying,  or  possessing  such  a  Salmon  Fishing  of  the  annual  value  or 
extent  aforesaid.

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ANALYSIS  OF  THE  TWEED  FISHERY  ACT. 


The  Tweed  Salmon  Fishings  are  regulated  by  the  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment, 20°  &  21°  Victoria,  cap.  cxhdii,  and  the  Amendment 
Act,  22°  &  23°  Victoria,  cap.  lxx. 

These  measures  are  the  result  of  enquiries  made  in  1S57  and  1859, 
before  Committees  of  the  Lower  and  Upper  Houses,  into  the  exist- 
ing state  of  the  Fishings.  In  the  course  of  this  investigation  the 
fact  of  a  gradual  decrease  in  the  produce  of  the  river  was  established, 
beyond  dispute,  by  the  Tables  of  the  Berwick  Shipping  Company, 
who,  as  proprietors  and  tacksmen,  for  a  number  of  years  back,  have 
occupied  the  largest  proportion  of  the  netting  stations.  Of  the 
causes  assigned  for  this  decrease,  one  of  the  most  prominent  was  the 
employment  of  stell  and  other  fixed  nets  at  the  entrance  of  the 
river.  In  the  Acts  of  Parliament  above  recited,  these,  as  well  as 
cairn-nets,  which,  on  the  occasion  of  a  flood  or  spate,  were  numer- 
ously made  use  of  along  the  entire  course  of  Tweed,  are  declared 
illegal.  The  stake  or  bag-nets  also,  placed  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
river's  mouth  have  been  made  subject  to  a  weekly  close-time  and 
other  salutary  regulations.  In  regard  to  the  wear  shot  net,  it  is  held 
unlawful  in  future  to  use  meshes  of  less  than  seven  inches  round,  or 
extending  an  inch  and  three-quarters  from  knot  to  knot. 

The  Acts  in  question  are  also  armed  with  provisions  which  greatly 
alter  the  terms  of  the  Annual  and  Weekly  Close-times,  as  these  were 
formerly  observed.  According  to  Section  vi ,  in  the  Amendment  Act 
of  1859,  "  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  Person  to  fish  for,  or  take, 
or  aid  'or  assist  in  fishing  for,  or  taking,  any  Salmon  in  or  from  the 
River  at  any  time  between  the  fourteenth  day  of  September  m  any 
Year  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  February  in  the  Year  following,  ex- 
cept'by  means  of  the  Rod  and  Line,  with  the  Artificial  Fly  only, 
nor  with  the  Rod  and  Line  at  any  time  between  the  thirtieth  day 
of  November  in  any  year,  and  the  first  day  of  February  in  the  Year 
following  and  which  respective  Periods  above  defined  shall  be,  and 
be  held  to  be  the  'Annual  Close-times,'  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Recited  Act,  and  this  Act ;  provided  that  the  Commissioners,  or  any 
five  of  their  number  may,  by  writing  under  their  hands,  or  under  the 
hand  of  their  Clerk,  authorize  any  Persons  appointed  by  them  to  fish 
for  and  take  Salmon  in  and  from  the  River,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Owner  of  the  Fishery  from  which  Salmon  are  taken,  during  the 
Annual  Close-times,  for  the  purpose  of  Artificial  Propagation." 

By  the  clause  which  regulates  the  Weekly  Close-time,  it  is  made 
unlawful  for  any  person,  between  the  fifteenth  of  February,  and  the 
fourteenth  of  September,  to  fish  for,  or  assist  in  fishing  for  Salmon  m 
or  from  the  river,  at  any  time,  or  in  any  way  whatsoever,  except  by 
means  of  the  Rod  and  Line,  or  by  means  of  Stake-nets  and  Bag-nets 
as  after-provided,  betwixt  6  p.m.  on  Saturday,  and  6  a.m.  on  the 
Monday  following.  The  Weekly  Close-time  for  the  Stake  and  Bag- 
nets  falls  to  be  regulated  under  the  same  Section,  by  the  state  of  the 
tide  on  the  Monday  morning.  The  penalties  incurred  by  infringement 
of  these  provisions  in  the  Amendment  Act,  are  properly  severe. 


Under  the  Statutes  above  recited,  the  slaying  of  Salmon  by  means 
of  the  leister  is  made  illegal.  A  clause  also,  in  the  Act  of  1859,  ren- 
ders obligatory  the  restoration  of  all  kelts  and  foul  fish  to  the  river, 
whether  taken  by  the  Net  or  by  the  Rod  and  Line.  To  this  obliga- 
tion, so  far  as  the  angler  is  concerned,  an  exception  has  been  made 
in  the  recent  Amendment  Act,  permitting  the  retention  of  Sea-trout, 
although  foul  or  unseasonable  ;  it  being  supposed  that  the  presence 
of  these  fish  in  the  river  imperils  the  security  of  the  fry  and  ova  of 
the  true  salmon,  and  otherwise  interferes  with  their  increase. 

In  landing  salmon  the  angler  is  restricted  betwixt  the  15th  of  Sep- 
tember and  the  1st  of  May  in  the  year  following,  to  the  use  of  the 
Landing  Net ;  the  Cleek  or  Gaff-Hook,  which  was  formerly  employed 
for  that  purpose,  being  prohibited  during  the  period  specified. 

To  the  trout  fishers  on  Tweed  and  its  tributaries,  clause  lxxv.  has 
a  peculiar  interest.' 

It  is  worded  as  follows  : — 

"  Every  person  who  wilfully  kills  any  smolt,  fry,  or  young  brood  of 
salmon  by  the  rod  and  line,  between  the  first  day  of  April  and  the  first 
day  of  June  in  each  year,  or  has  in  his  possession  any  smolt,  fry,  or 
young  brood  of  salmon  taken  by  means  of  the  rod  and  line  during  the 
said  period,  shall,  for  every  such  first  offence,  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
sixpence,  and  shall  for  every  second  or  subsequent  offence  be  liable 
to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  two  pounds,  and  an  additional  penalty  of 
two  shillings,  for  each  of  the  smolts,  fry,  or  young  brood  of  salmon  so 
killed,  or  found  in  his  possession  ;  and  the  rod  and  line  whereby  the 
same  hava  been  killed,  and  the  baskets  or  packages  in  which  the 
same  may  be  found,  may  in  the  case  of  every  such  second  or  subse- 
quent offence,  be  seized  or  forfeited." 

The,interests  of  the  angling  community  have  plainly  been  con- 
sulted in  this  provision  of  the  statute.  A  modified  penalty,  compared 
with  what  was  formerly  imposed,  has  been  affixed  in  the  case  at" 
a  first  offence ;  and  the  leniency  shewn  to  trout-fishers  is  further 
exemplified  by  the  limitation  of  the  period,  during  whioh  it  is  held 
unlawful  to  kill  salmon-fry,  to  two  months. 

It  is  not  to  be  inferred,  however,  that  salmon-fry  are  not  in  the 
river,  or  in  taking  humour,  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  angling 
season.  As  pars  or  finger-lings  they  abound ;  and  it  rests  with  every 
conscientious  angler,  not  to  make  abuse  of  the  forbearance  which 
refrains  from  making  their  capture,  while  in  this  state,  the  subject 
of  a  penalty.

These  Tables  show  that,  whereas  37,333  adult  salmon  were  taken 
in  the  River  Tweed  in  the  year  1S0S,  a  number  exceeded  in  some 
subsequent  years,  the  take  had  dwindled  down  by  irregular,  though 
certain  steps,  to  48S5  adult  salmon  in  1S56.  Again,  in  turning  to  the 
rentals,  there  will  be  found  a  gradual  decline  from  £12,061  in  1S11  to 
£4859  in  1S56,  and  this  notwithstanding  an  increase  in  the  value  of 
what  may  bo  called  Snorting  Fisheries,  and  the  greater  facilities  af- 
forded by  railways  for  the  transmission  of  the  produce  of  the  Com- 
mercial Fisheries  to  more  numerous  markets. 

In  1807  the  rents  of  the  Salmon  Fishings  on  Tweed  amounted  to 
£15,766,  and  the  number  of  boxes  of  salmon  sent  to  London,  each 
box  containing  8  stone  weight,  was  no  less  than  S445.  The  present 
rents  of  the  river  do  not  greatly  exceed  £4000  [this  statement  was 
published  in  December  1S5S].

AGRICULTUEE    OF   BERWICKSHIRE    AND 
ROXBURGHSHIRE*. 


SOILS. 

Born  counties  have  a  great  diversity  of  soils.  These  consist  of 
clay,  loam,  sand,  peat,  and  I  add,  as  distinguished  from  all  these, 
friable  mnuld.  In  general,  each  description  of  soil  is  in  consider- 
able patches,  and  less  broken  than  in  many  counties.  There  are, 
doubtless,  farms  which  consist  of  every  variety  of  soil  named, 
but  these  are  exceptional,  and  one  kind  of  soil  generally  extends 
over  large  tracts  of  land. 

Clay  prevails  in  the  Merse,  where  it  is  very  retentive.  It  is, 
however,  of  a  fertile  character,  which  is  at  once  apparent  from 
its  black  colour.  It  has  here  also  a  considerable  surface-depth, 
and  is  much  more  productive  than  the  Roxburgh  clays. 

Loam  in  its  best  character  prevails  on  the  banks  of  the  Leader, 
to  the  north  of  Lauder,  of  Whitadder,  and  Blackadiier,  in  Lower 
Teviotdale,  and  all  along  the  banks  of  the  Tweed,  from  Dry- 
burgh  to  Berwick.  It  forms,  indeed,  all  the  peninsula  between 
Tweed  and  Teviot,  extending  from  Nisbet  on  the  one  side  to 
Rutherford  on  the  other,  to  the  junction  of  these  rivers,  and 
which  peninsula  constitutes  the  most  fertile  soil  in  Roxburgh. 


of  March.  This  misapprehension  was  rectified  by  the  Tweed  Amend- 
ment Act  of  1S59,  by  which  the  Annual  Close-tinie  for  Rod  Angling 
was  restricted,  commencing  on  the  1st  of  December  and  ending  on 
the  1st  February.  This  will  sufficiently  account  for  the  comparative 
small  number  of  Salmon  taken  by  the  rod  in  1S5S.  Rod  fishing  has 
since  greatly  improved,  both  as  regards  the  quantity  and  the  size  of 
the  fish  caught. 

We  here  add  a  quotation  from  the  "Quarterly  Review"  of  April 
1863,  in  reference  to  the  new  Act : — "  The  experience  of  the  Tweed, 
we  venture  to  maintain,  though  still  imperfect,  shews  that  the  decay 
of  the  river  has  been  arrested,  and  that  large  Salmon  of  some  age — 
the  best  and  surest  breeders — now  abound  in  its  waters,  and  the  re- 
sult is,  in  the  main,  to  be  attributable  to  improved  legislation." 

The  Rental  of  the  River  from  a  sum  not  greatly  exceeding  £4000 
in  1S5S  had  increased  to  £7052,  7s.  at  7th  September  1S63.

Peat,  like  the  mountain-ranges,  is  most  abundant  in  the  out- 
skirts of  the  counties,  and  is  rarely  met  with  in  the  interior, 
with  the  exception  of  some  patches  in  the  parishes  of  Gordon 
and  Greenlaw.  This  soil  is  chiefly  confined  to  the  pastoral  dis- 
tricts. It  partially  extends  along  the  southern  base  of  the  Lam- 
mermuirs,  slightly  intersperses  the  Hawick  range,  and  is  singu- 
larly interstratified  with  clay  in  Liddesdale.  Zieep  peat-  moss  is 
not  prevalent. 

Sand  covers  a  comparatively  small  area,  In  the  valley  of 
Upper  Teviot  the  soil  is  partly  sand  and  partly  gravel.  In  the 
parish  of  Westruther  there  is  a  considerable  portion  of  black 
sand,  which  has  the  appearance  of  peat.  In  the  Merse,  sand  of 
a  similar  character  is  to  be  met  with,  but  the  area  it  covers  is 
not  large. 

Friable  Earth. — This  description  of  soil  covers  a  large  area, 
and  is  what  is  generally  designated  a  barley  soil.  The  upland 
slopes  of  Leader,  of  Ellem,  and  Rule  are  of  this  character  of  soil. 

SIMILARITY    OF    THE   TWO    COUNTIES. 

Although  Roxburgh  and  Berwick  in  some  respects  differ,  yet, 
on  the  whole,  no  two  counties  could  be  named  which  have  such 
a  similarity  of  soil  and  farming.  With  respect  to  minor  matters 
there  is  doubtless  some  variance.  Roxburgh  is  more  highly 
favoured  than  Berwick  for  markets ;  has,  on  the  whole,  a  better 
turnip  soil ;  its  fields  are  larger,  its  fences  better  trimmed,  and 
its  land  generally  requires  less  labour,  and  is  better  adapted  for 
fattening  flocks.  Berwick,  on  the  other  hand,  has  the  best 
wheat  soil,  produces  the  bulkiest  crops  of  beans  and  the  best 
mangold,  has  the  advantage  of  being  bounded  on  the  east  by  a 
maritime  coast,  and  the  flocks  which  depasture  its  mountains 
are  less  liable  to  disease  than  the  mountain  flocks  of  Roxburgh. 
The  hills  in  Roxburgh  are  green  and  grassy;  those  in  Berwick 
are  black  and  heathy.  Both  counties  are  alike  in  having  vari- 
ous modes  of  sheep -farming,  in  having  the  same  system  of  rota- 
tion, in  producing  the  same  varieties  of  crops,  in  invariably 
associating  tillage  and  pasture,  in  adopting  the  same  principles 
and  using  the  same  forces  in  husbandry.  They  agree,  too,  in 
each  having  mountainous  tracts  and  undulating  plains,  diversi- 
fied woodlands,  and  verdant  slopes, — in  fact,  in  having  the  same 
description  of  farms  and  the  same  style  of  farming. 

SYSTEM  OF  ROTATION  AND  HUSBANDRY. 

The  general  system  of  farming  embraces  stock  and  crop  hus- 
bandry, and  the  farmers'  attention  to,  and  profits  derived  from 
each,  are  somewhat  equally  divided.  It  is  the  union  of  these 
two  branches  of  farming  that  is  the  mainspring  of  the  Border 
farmers'  success,  and  which,  indeed,  forms  the  basis  of  all  ad- 
vanced and  successful  fanning.    In  this  respect  either  of  the 
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counties  is  not  equalled  by  any  other  county  in  Scotland ;  for 
they  excel  not  only  on  account  of  uniting  the  two  branches,  but 
in  the  efficient  manner  in  which  both  departments  are  carried  out. 
The  rental  of  arable  land  varies  from  £1,  5s.  to  £3, 10s.  per 
acre ;  35s.  being  about  the  average  rental.  During  the  last 
twenty-five  years  rents  have  risen  35  per  cent,  but  in  most  of 
cases  farmers  have  got  in  return  improved  homestead  accom- 
modation, and  an  increased  number  of  farm  cottages.  The 
average  rental  of  pastoral  land  is  6s.  6d.  per  acre.  This  descrip- 
tion of  land  has  recently  risen,  and  is  rising  very  rapidly,  doubt- 
less attributable  to  the  fact  that  the  store-producing  area  is 
being  rapidly  diminished,  and  that  while  the  British  farmer  suf- 
fers from  foreign  competition  in  grain,  yet  in  the  production  of 
stock — more  especially  sheep — he  has  no  competitor.  Hence  it 
is  that  the  Border  farmer  evinces  sound  judgment  in  his  manage- 
ment; for  while  he  devotes  much  attention  to  the  cultivation  of 
white  crops,  and  regards  this  department  as  an  essential  adjunct, 
yet  he  makes  it  a  subordinate  or  rather  an  auxiliary  branch  of 
stock-farming. 

The  Steadings  are  generally  conveniently  placed  near  to  the 
centre  of  the  farms.  Modern  steadings  are  very  compact,  yet 
commodious,  and  contain  fixed  steam-powers,  with  barn  and 
granaries  attached,  well-ventilated  single-stalled  stables,  with 
every  feeding  convenience  for  hay,  boiled  and  dried  food ;  stalls, 
boxes,  and  courts  for  fattening  cattle ;  boiling  and  turnip  houses, 
cart-sheds,  piggeries,  etc.  On  large  farms  there  are  generally  a 
smithy  and  occasionally  a  saw-mill,  the  latter  driven  by  steam- 
power.  For  the  sake  of  lessening  the  cartage  of  grain  and 
manure,  there  are  occasionally  two  steadings  on  one  farm. 

CROP  HUSBANDRY. 

Wheat  is  the  most  valuable  cereal  crop,  and  in  both  counties 
occupies  a  prominent  place. — Adapted  to  the  strong  clays  of  the 
Merse,  and  to  the  land  more  especially  north  of  the  Tweed  in 
Roxburghshire,  the  wheat  crops  raised,  both  as  regards  yield  and 
quality,  are  not  much  inferior  to  those  of  the  best  wheat-grow- 
ing districts  in  Scotland. 

According  to  the  agricultural  statistics  drawn  up  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Highland  Society  in  1857,  Berwick  takes  the 
sixth  rank  amongst  the  counties  of  Scotland  in  respect  to  the 
proportional  area  under  wheat,  while  Roxburgh  occupies  an  ave- 
rage place. 

Barley. — With  respect  to  acreage  under  this  crop,  Berwick  is 
the  fourth  and  Roxburgh  the  sixth  county  in  Scotland.  The 
quality  is  generally  very  superior. 

Oats. — The  oat  crop,  as  might  be  supposed,  occupies  a  larger 
area  than  any  of  the  other  cereals.  Both  counties  have  a  greater 
acreage  of  oats  than  that  of  wheat  and  barley  combined.    The 


quality  is  generally  superior ;  the  potato  oat  especially,  which 
is  extensively  grown  in  Kelso  district  and  in  the  west  of  Ber- 
wickshire, is  not  surpassed,  if  equalled,  for  quality,  in  any  district. 

Beans  do  not  occupy  a  prominent  place  in  either  county.  The 
Merse  clays  are  well  adapted  for  beans,  and  produce  very  bulky 
crops. 

Peas — Though  less  than  1000  acres,  for  both  counties,  are  under 
this  crop,  yet  either  of  them  has  a  much  larger  area  under  it 
than  any  other  county  in  Scotland.  This  may  be  partly  ascribed 
to  the  demand  for  grey  pease  to  make  peasemeal  and  barley 
bannocks — so  much  used  on  the  eastern  Borders — and  partly 
because  some  of  the  dry  soils  and  sunny  slopes  of  the  Border 
counties  are  singularly  well  adapted  for  the  growth  of  peas. 

Rape. — Next  to  Dumfries,  Berwick  grows  the  largest  area  of 
rape,  and  Roxburgh  follows  as  the  third  rape-producing  county. 

Turnips. — Roxburgh  has  the  largest  proportional  acreage, 
and  Berwick  next,  under  this  crop,  both  counties  having  under 
turnips  about  one-fifth  part  of  their  total  acreage  under  a 
rotation  of  crops.  This  fact  of  itself  is  perhaps  the  highest  eulo- 
gium  that  can  be  paid  to  the  agriculture  of  these  counties ;  for,  as 
a  general  rule,  turnip  culture  and  its  usual  attendant,  sheep  hus- 
bandry, form  the  basis  of  the  highest  farming.  Nor  is  it  only 
with  respect  to  acreage  that  they  excel  in  turnips ;  it  may  safely 
be  affirmed,  that  for  efficient  turnip  culture  and  yield  of  roots 
per  acre  the  county  of  Roxburgh  is  not  surpassed  by  any  county 
in  the  United  Kingdom :  the  same  is  applicable  to  several  dis- 
tricts of  Berwick;  but,  on  the  whole,  the  latter  county,  from 
having  a  larger  area  of  retentive  clays,  is  not  so  well  adapted 
for  the  culture  of  turnips  as  Roxburgh. 

Mangold. — The  small  acreage  Roxburgh  produces  is  not  worth 
noticing.  Berwick  ranks  along  with  Haddington,  as  next  to 
Ayr  and  Wigton,  though  far  short  of  the  area  of  these  mangold- 
producing  counties.  This  reveals  a  singular  anomaly,  as  the 
two  eastern  counties  have  nothing  in  common  with  those  of  the 
west.  In  fact,  the  nature  of  the  respective  soils  is  quite  dif- 
ferent, while  the  much  greater  quantity  of  rain  which  falls  on 
the  west  coast  renders  the  respective  climates  dissimilar.  Depth 
of  soil  is  probably  an  explanation  of  the  seeming  anomaly.  Crops, 
however,  are  not  grown  solelv  for  adaptability  to  soils,  but  their 
extent  is  influenced  by  other  circumstances.  Mangolds,  for  ex- 
ample, are  an  essential  adjunct  to  dairy  farming  or  the  soiling 
of  cattle ;  and  generally  where  these  are  most  carried  out,  there 
are  mangolds  most  grown.  Berwick,  on  the  whole,  produces 
excellent  mangold,  and  several  fields  of  this  root,  which  the 
writer  witnessed  in  the  Merse  this  season  [1862],  could  not  be  far 
short  of  forty  tons  per  acre. 

Potatoes,  as  might  be  anticipated,  from  the  extensive  area  that 
is  allotted  to  the  turnip  crop,  do  not  take  a  prominent  place  in 
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the  husbandry  of  Roxburgh  and  Berwick.  On  the  contrary, 
Roxburgh  has  Ihe  least  proportionate  acreage  of  any  of  the  Scot- 
tish counties  under  this  crop,  and  Berwick  next. 

Of  Carrots,  Cahbatje,  Bere,  Rye,  Flax,  eic.,the  area  under  each 
and  all  is  so  small  in  both  counties,  that  they  belong  more  to 
the  garden  than  the  field. 

Implements  of  Husbandry. — In  this  'department  there  have 
not  been  many  new  introductions,  but  chiefly  improvements 
effected  on  old  inventions.  The  farmers  of  either  county  have 
not  been  carried  away  by  a  mania  for  possessing  new,  and  often 
comparatively  worthless,  implements. 

STOCK  HUSBANDRY 

embraces  several  important  branches  of  Border  agriculture. 
The  solely  pastoral  farming  is  confined  to  the  Cheviot  and 
Lammermuir  ranges,  the  lofty-peaked  fells  of  Upper  Teviot, 
and  the  Liddesdale  hills.  This  kind  of  farming  has  undergone 
little  change  for  a  long  period,  save  that  the  area  under  it  has 
greatly  diminished,  and  is  rapidly  diminishing.  The  breeds  of 
sheep  in  the  pastoral  districts  are  blackfaced  and  Cheviot.  Though 
there  are  a  few  flocks  of  the  former  in  Liddesdale,  yet  this  breed 
is  now  almost  solely  confined  to  the  Lamrnermuirs.  The  Cheviot 
breed  still  prevails  on  its  native  mountains,  the  Cheviot  Hills — 
and  is  also  the  chief  breed  in  Liddesdale,  Teviotdale,  and  on  the 
Lamrnermuirs.  With  the  exception  of  Dumfries,  Roxburgh 
is  not  equalled  for  a  superior  breed  of  Cheviots  by  any  county. 
In  the  absence  of  statistics  it  is  difficult  to  form  a  close  estimate 
of  the  comparative  numbers  of  blackfaced  and  Cheviot  sheep  in 
the  counties,  but  these  may  be  roughly  estimated  as  six  Cheviots 
for  one  blackfaced.  Occupying  the  highest  hills,  the  blackfaced 
breed,  as  improvements  advance,  is  diminishing ;  indeed,  all 
upland  improvements  tend  to  make  the  Cheviot  breed  supplant 
the  blackfaced;  and,  again,  the  half  Leicesters  supplant  the 
Cheviot,  and  the  full-bred  Leicester  goes  on  extending  its 
range.  The  last  and  best  variety  of  breeding  sheep  are  pure- 
bred Leicesters.  These  are  kept  as  regular  stock  by  a  great 
many  farmers  in  the  Kelso  district,  as  well  as  in  the  low  lands 
of  Berwickshire,  for  breeding  rams.  This  system  has  sprung  up 
within  the  last  twenty  years ;  and  so  rapid  has  been  its  progress 
and  so  marked  its  success,  that  at  the  annual  tup  show  and 
auction  sales  held  at  Kelso  in  September,  the  show  of  Leicester 
rams  is  not  equalled  for  numbers  and  quality  at  any  fair  or 
auction  sales  in  Scotland  (see  notice  of  the  Kelso  Ram  Sale  in  the 
lists  for  that  parish).  Considerable  discussion  has  recently  taken 
place  concerning  the  true  Leicester  or  Dishley  breed,  some 
contending  that  the  sheep  of  Kelso  district  are  pure  Leicesters, 
while  others  contend  that  the  srnaller-boned  sheep  south  of  the 
Tweed  are  the  true  descendants  of  the  Dishley  breed.    Both 


parties  are  probably  correct ;  and  the  difference  of  form  now 
manifested  by  the  so-called  different  breeds  is  not  greater  than 
might  be  supposed,  between  two  off  shoots  of  the  same  breed 
having  been  differently  treated  in  different  climates.  As  it  is, 
the  Kelso  farmers  ought  to  stick  to  the  breed  of  sheep  they  have 
adopted,  as  they  yield  more  wool,  and  have  larger  frames,  than 
the  other  off  shoot  from  Dishley ;  and  their  aptitude  to  fatten 
is  borne  out  by  the  unequalled  rapidity  with  which  they  are 
matured  for  the  market.  And  this  brings  under  notice  a  most 
important  branch  of  farming  lately  sprung  up  also — viz.,  the 
fattening  of  hoggs  (one-year-old  sheep) ;  and  here  also,  in  this 
branch  of  farming,  Berwick  and  Roxburgh  take  the  foremost 
position.  In  concluding  these  cursory  statements  regarding 
the  breeds  of  sheep  in  the  counties,  the  writer  has  pleasure  in 
recording  that  |the  Leicester  breed  of  sheep  in  the  counties  of 
Roxburgh  and  Berwick  [known  as  the  Border  Leicester]  is  not 
equalled  in  any  county  in  Scotland ;  that  the  Cheviot  breed  in 
Roxburgh  is  not  surpassed  in  any  other  county ;  and  that  both 
counties,  maintain  a  greater  number  of  sheep,  in  proportion  to 
their  total  acreage,  than  any  two  other  counties  in  Scotland. 

Cattle. — Concurrent  with  sheep  husbandry  in  lowland  dis- 
tricts is  that  of  cattle.  This  department,  too,  occupies  a  pro- 
minent place  in  both  counties,  and  they  both  stand  high, 
especially  in  the  department  of  fattening  cattle :  of  the  cattle 
thus  fattened,  half  are  bred  in  the  district  and  half  bought  in 
from  other  counties.  Dairy  farming  there  is  none,  save  that 
only  which  is  necessary  to  supply  domestic  wants.  Nor  does 
the  Border  farmer  boast  of  owning  a  long-pedigreed  breed  of 
cattle,  such  as  are  only  kept  to  swell  the  successful  lists  of  the 
National  Show.  The  breed  of  cattle  however,  as  shorthorns, 
are  equal  to,  if  they  do  not  surpass,  those  of  any  other  county, 
but  they  are  generally  more  for  profit  than  fancy. 

Horses — The  few  that  are  bred  are  chiefly  for  agricultural 
work,  not  for  sale.  They  are  partly  of  Clydesdale,  and  partly 
of  English  breed,  and  partly  a  cross  between  these  breeds  (see 
Kelso  horse  fair). 

Swine — In  neither  of  the  counties  takes  a  prominent  place. 
Nearly  all  of  them  are  kept  for  home  use — [Kelso  being  the 
only  place  in  the  district  where  pork  curing  is  carried  on  to  any 
extent — which  see ;  see  also  Kelso  fortnightly  cattle  market.] 

PEASANTRY. 

The  wages  of  a  hind,  or  married  ploughman,  average  in  the 
district  about  £35  a  year,  paid  mostly  in  kind — the  proportions 
varying  in  different  localities. 

Unmarried  ploughmen,  boarded  in  the  farmers  kitchen,  receive 
about  £20  a  year.  Servant  girls  for  house  or  out  work  receive 
on  the  average  £6, 10s.  for  the  summer,  and  £3  for  the  winter 
half-year,  including  board. 
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Steward's  wages  average  about  £50,  and  shepherd's  about  £45 
a  year. 

Mr.  Sanderson  concludes  his  Essay  with  well  merited  para- 
graphs on  the  Border  farmers  and  peasantry.  Than  the  latter, 
there  is  perhaps  not  such  a  respectable  and  intelligent  class  of 
labourers  existing  anywhere:  as  for  the  farmers,  their  farms 
vouch  for  the.in. 

[If  further  information  be  required  on  the  subject  of  the  Agri- 
culture of  Berwick  and  Roxburgh  shires,  the  reader  cannot  do 
better  then  consult  Mr.  Sanderson's  Essay.] 

Of  the  Bondage  system,  which  is  universal  in  the  district, 
Mr.  Sanderson  possesses  a  rose-coloured  opinion,  and  passes  it 
with  a  pat  on  the  shoulder ;  but  as  the  system  is  evidently  des- 
tined, sooner  or  later,  to  be  the  means  of  trouble,  and  affect  the 
present  relations  of  farmer  and  hind ;  and  as  many  living  in  the 
district  know  only  of  the  system  by  the  name ;  and  the  name  to 
many,  living  where  the  system  does  not  exist  implying  a  sort  of 
serfdom,  we  may  state  that  the  following  are  its  principles : — 

The  Bondager  (i.e.  stout  lass,  employed  by  the  farmer  in  his 
fields,  at  so  much  per  day  [lOd.  to  Is.],  when  required;  and 
whom  the  bind,  by  use  and  wont,  is  bound — and  hence,  we  pre- 
sume, the  name  of  Bondager — to  provide)  is  by  law  the  servant 
of  the  hind  {i.e.,  married  ploughman,  living  in  his  own  cottage, 
and  having  a  wife  and  family) ;  she  is  hired  by  him,  and  although 
she  is  employed  by  the  farmer,  the  hind  is  responsible  for  her 
wages ;  in  many  instances,  however,  the  hind  finds  a  bondager 
in  his  own  daughter. 

The  present  wages  of  a  bondager,  or  out-worker  as  she  is 
sometimes  called,  [she  has  generally  better  wages  than  a  house 
servant]  average  about  seven  pounds  ten  shillings  for  the  sum- 
mer half-year,  and  four  pounds  in  winter — these  wages  at  all 
events  are  common — and  these  the  hind  is  bound  to  pay  what- 
ever work  may  be  done  by  her;  but  as  she  is  generally  well 
employed,  there  are  comparatively  few  cases  when  her  annual 
earnings  do  not  amount  to  about  fourteen  pounds,  so  that  the 
hind  actually  receives  about  two  pounds  ten  shillings  more  than 
he  pays ;  and  if  by  any  possibility  she  could  be  boarded  on  fifty 
shillings  for  the  year,  the  hind  could  have  no  reason  to  com- 
plain in  a  money  point  of  view.  The  field  has  its  charms  for 
these  women ;  their  general  strength  enables  them  to  do  all  that 
is  expected  of  them;  the  demand  for  their  services  gives  them 
full  independence ;  the  high  wages  furnish  a  dress  agreeable  to 
their  taste ;  and  there  is  a  lightsomeness  in  the  half-yearly  tenure 
and  the  coming  market,  which,  inducing  a  change  of  place  and 
company,  fills  up  an  existence  of  agreeable  excitement. 

There  are  three  stages  in  the  life  of  every  hind  who  keeps  to 
his  calling,  of  very  unequal  circumstances :  first — when  a  young 


man,  boarded  in  the  farmer's  kitchen,  and  having  his  bed  in  the 
stable  loft,  he  receives  £20  a  year,  and  having  neither  house,  wife, 
nor  bondager  to  give  him  trouble  or  expense,  he  lives  an  easy 
thoughtless  life :  at  this  stage  he  is  known  in  the  district  as  a 
ploughman,  as  distinguished  from  a  hind  or  married  ploughman ; 
the  second,  when  he  marries  and  has  a  young  family ;  the  third, 
when  his  family  are  able  to  work.  The  bondage  system  is  felt 
only  when  he  enters  the  second  stage ;  in  the  other  two  he  finds 
himself  rid  of  it,  or  practically  so,  and  his  wages  are  then 
fair  and  adequate;  but  the  second  stage  compels  many  to  abandon 
the  plough  for  the  spade  and  pick ;  others  emigrate  rather  than 
submit  to  the  ordeal  it  entails ;  whilst  others  drag  through  the 
stage  in  poverty  and  wretchedness,  the  effects  of  which  never 
leave  them :  and  this  must  be  apparent  to  any  who  will  take 
the  trouble  to  look  into  his  circumstances  during  this  period  of  his 
hindship.  Allowing  his  wages  to  be  £35,  or  rather  £37 :  10, 
including  the  fifty  shillings  gained  by  his  bondager,  and  from 
that  deduct  the  board  of  the  bondager,  which  cannot  be  esti- 
mated under  fifteen  or  sixteen  pounds,  which  include  lodgings 
and  washing ;  leaving  but  a  little  over  twenty  pounds  for  him- 
self, his  wife,  and  generally  a  large  family — a  family  often  of 
four  or  five  unfit  for  work.  From  these  circumstances  his  whole 
wage  cannot  be  estimated  above  eight  shillings  a-week  on  an 
average ;  in  fact  the  money  received  by  a  youug  man  when 
boarded,  and  having  no  responsibility,  is  just  about  the  same  as 
that  he  has  for  himself  and  family  when  married;  and  has  in- 
curred the  responsibility  of  providing  a  field  hand  for  the 
farmer,  and  of  heing  liable  for  her  wages.  Add  to  this  the  dis- 
comfort of  having  the  continual  presence  of  a  strange  woman  in 
the  cottage — limited  in  many  cases  to  a  single  apartment,  divided 
by  the  beds  into  a  but  and  a  ben  :  with  the  addition  of  a  loft, 
which  may  happen  to  be  habitable  or  not,  but  which  is  seldom 
or  never  used  for  bedroom  accommodation ;  and  the  effect  which 
such  a  circumstance  must  have  in  deteriorating  the  moral  feeling 
both  of  the  hind's  family  and  the  hired  girl.  It  may  be  sug- 
gested, and  occasionally  with  truth,  that  these  circumstances  do 
not,  or  seldom,  affect  the  feeling  of  comfort  or  privacy  in  the  hind's 
family — that  they  are  accustomed  to  the  system,  and  do  not 
mind  the  stranger's  intrusion.  Taking  this  for  granted  it  tells 
the  worse  for  the  system,  as  shewing  in  many  instances  the 
deadening  of  genuine  home  feeling. 

The  third  stage — when  the  hind's  family  has  grown  up,  and 
one  of  his  daughters  can  take  the  bondage  work — may  be  thus 
described  in  Mr.  Sanderson's  words : — 

"  In  such  cases  bondage  is  a  blessing,  as  it  not  only  secures 
employment  for  the  families  of  the  hinds,  but,  along  with  this, 
they  are  kept  under  the  influence  of  parental  example  and  re- 
proof, instead  of  being  sent  abroad  on  tM  world,  away  from  the 
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parental  eye,  and  at  a  time  when  lliey  'are  most  susceptible  of  good 
or  evil" 

These  few  words,  while  they  proclaim  the  blessing  of  the 
system  when  it  assumes  the  limited  parental  form,  imply  also  its 
danger  when  it  assumes  the  aggregate  form  of  service.  Even 
in  its  second  and  best  stage  the  hind's  welfare  must  depend  on 
the  gratuitous  labour  of  his  daughter ;  for  had  he  to  pay  her  the 
wages  he  would  to  a  hired  bondager,  he  would  remain  at  the 
second  stage  level. 

The  Bothy  system,  such  as  exists  in  some  of  the  northern 
counties,  is  unknown  in  the  district. 

In  the  introductory  notice  of  Selkirkshire  a  few  remarks  will 
be  made  on  the  agriculture  of  that  county. 


REMARKS 


UPON  THE 


POPULATION  OF  THE  COUNTIES  OF  BER- 
WICK, ROXBURGH,  AND  SELKIRK. 


We  here  give  a  few  comparative  statements  extracted  from 
the  Population  Returns  of  1861  (published  1862). 

On  the  8th  of  April  1861 ,  the  number  of  persons  in  Scotland , 
including  the  Military,  and  Royal  Navy  and  Merchant  Seamen, 
as  were  in  Scotch  waters  on  that  day,  was  3,062,294.  From  this 
it  appears  that  the  population  of  Scotland,  between  the  years 
1851  and  1861,  increased  only  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent;  while 
during  the  previous  10  years  it  had  increased  at  the  rate  of  10J 
per  cent. 

This  poDulation  of  over  Three  Millions  was  divided  into 
678,584  families,  who  inhabited  393,220  houses,  containing 
are  46  persons  in  every  10  families  (or  rather  over  4J),  17 
1,708,405  rooms  with  windows,  thus  indicating  that  there 
families  in  every  10  houses,  77  persons  in  every  10  houses,  43 
rooms  in  every  10  houses,  25  rooms  for  every  10  families,  17 
persons  to  every  10  rooms.  Of  these  678,584  families,  the 
males  were  1,449,848,  and  the  females  1,612,446  (including  the 
navy  and  merchant  shipping,  which  seems  to  have  had  120 
women  aboard);  being  a  population  of  111  females  to  100 
males.*     The  several  counties  exhibit  the  greatest  possible 

*  These  numbers,  however,  do  not  take  into  account  the  large  number  of 


difference  in  the  proportion  of  the  sexes.  Thus  in  Roxburgh 
there  were  only  102  females  to  each  100  males,  and  it  is  quoted 
as  being  (after  Peebles,  whose  proportion  was  over  10H  to  100) 
the  county  where  the  nearest  equality  of  the  sexes  exist 
[this  is  accounted  for  by  the  influx  of  railway  labourers  at 
the  time] ;  while  in  Shetland  the  females  were  in  such  excess 
that  they  were  slightly  over  142  to  each  100  males.  This  ex- 
cess is  difficult  to  account  for,  except  by  the  supposition  of  the 
greater  proportion  of  males  who  enter  the  mercantile  navy  and 
the  high  male  mortality  from  drowning.  In  three  years 
(1855 '6  and  '7)  no  fewer  then  1263  males  in  Shetland  were 
drowned ;  while  only  238  females  died  from  the  same  cause. 

The  proportions  of  Roxburgh  are  already  stated.  Berwick 
is  near  the  average,  being  110  females  to  100  males  ;  while 
Selkirk  is  und.jr  it,  being  105  to  100.  The  exact  numbers  were 
as  follows : —

The  returns  of  population  for  1861  embrace  some  new  fea- 
tures not  given  in  former  censuses,  which,  from  their  important 
bearing  on  some  of  our  most  interesting  social  enquiries,  merit 
special  notice.  The  first  of  these  is  the  number  of  families  in 
each  county  and  parish  ;  the  second  is  the  number  of  inhabited 
rooms  having  no  windows,  and  one  or  more  windows; — this, 
when  compared  with  the  number  of  inhabited  houses,  affords 
a  means  of  judging  of  the  housing  accommodation  of  the  popu- 
lation, as  they  shew  the  average  number  of  families  and  the 
average  number  of  rooms  to  each  family.  Thus  in  Roxburgh 
223  families  lived  in  rooms  with  no  windows  [see  Castleton, 
Bowden,  and  Cavers  lists].     In  Berwick  24  thus  lived,  and  in 

Scotsmen  who  are  serving  in  the  army,  navy,  and  mercantile  shipping,  and 
who  in  the  census  returns  are  only  represented  by  the  number  of  military, 
or  of  seamen  actually  in  Scotland  or  on  its  coasts  when  the  census  was 
taken.  As  compared  with  England,  however,  where  the  proportion  is  105 
females  to  100  males,  the  proportion  of  females  in  Scotland  is  dispropor- 
tionally  great,  and  must  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  a  much  larger 
proportion  of  men  leave  the  country  than  in  England,  either  aa  emigrants 
to  the  colonies,  foreign  countries,  and  England,  or  to  engage  themselves 
in  the  army,  navy,  and  merchant  shipping.  The  common  belief  is  that 
England  is  the  great  nursery  for  our  seamen  ;  and  so  in  one  sense  she  is, 
if  mere  numbers  be  considered.  But  in  proportion  to  her  population,  Scot- 
land furnishes  62  persons  for  every  25  furnished  by  England,  while  the 
emigration  returns  furnish  a  proof  that  Scotland  sends  out  in  proportion 
to  its  population  nearly  twice  as  many  emigrants  as  England.

Selkirk  2.  The  importance  of  this  information  in  a  sanatory 
point  of  view  cannot  be  over-estimated.  The  third  feature  is 
the  introduction  of  the  number  of  children,  between  the  ages 
of  6  and  16,  in  actual  attendance  at  school  during  the  first  week 
of  April.  The  particulars  of  these  for  each  parish  will  be  found 
in  the  parochial  lists — see  also  comparative  sketches  of  the 
housing  accommodation  of  the  towns  in  the  district  at  the  end 
of  the  Selkirkshire  and  Berwickshire  lists. 

Scotland  exceeds  all  other  countries  in  the  proportion  of  her 
female  population.

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ROXBURGHSHIRE. 


This  county  lies  on  the  south-eastern  horder  of  Scotland,  and 
is  bounded  by  Berwickshire  on  the  north,  by  Northumberland 
on  the  east,  by  Northumberland  and  part  of  Cumberland  on 
the  south,  by  Dumfriesshire  on  the  south-west,  and  by  the 
county  of  Selkirk  on  the  west.  The  figure  of  the  county  is 
very  irregular,  and  measures  from  its  apex  in  the  south,  to  that 
part  which  is  inserted  between  the  counties  of  Berwick  and 
Edinburgh,  upwards  of  forty  miles ;  and  from  east  to  west 
about  thirty  miles.  The  area  of  the  shire  was  formerly  esti- 
mated to  contain  720  square  miles  (see  par.  next  column),  one 
half  being  in  cultivation.  The  county  is  divided,  by  its  rivers, 
into  several  districts,  the  chief  of  which  is  Teviotdale,  being 
that  division  drained  by  the  Teviot  and  its  tributary  streams. 
Liddesdale,  which  forms  the  south-west  corner  of  the  county, 
is  drained  by  the  Liddle  and  its  tributaries.  The  third  division 
lies  between  the  rivers  Gala  and  Leader ;  and  the  fourth,  which 
is  situated  north  of  the  Tweed,  is  included  in  "  the  Merse." 

The  southern  parts  of  Roxburghshire  are  very  mountainous, 
the  hills  frequently  rising  in  beautiful  swells  from  the  rich 
valleys  at  their  base.  The  aspect  of  the  county  is  thus  finely 
diversified,  and  its  beauty  greatly  enhanced  by  many  clear 
rivers  which  pour  through  the  different  vales.  The  soil  of  the 
county  is  various,  but  much  of  it  exceedingly  fertile;  and 
everywhere  the  finest  farming  prevails,  extraordinary  im- 
provements having  been  made  upon  the  capabilities  of  the  land, 
and  in  the  rearing  of  stock  (see  notice  of  the  Agriculture  of 
Berwickshire  and  Roxburghshire,  p.  43).  There  are  many 
antiquities  in  the  county  worthy  of  inspection, — viz.,  the  ab- 
beys of  Melrose,  Dryburgh,  Jedburgh,  and  Kelso;  the  castles 
of  Hermitage,  in  Liddesdale,  and  Roxburgh,  near  Kelso;  and 
many  other  structures  of  modern  celebrity.  The  railway  con- 
nected with  the  county  is  the  North  British  from  Edinburgh 
to  Carlisle,  by  Hawick.  A  branch  line  to  Kelso  strikes  off  at 
Newtown  St.  Boswells,  and  at  Riccarton,  13  miles  beyond 
Hawick,  a  junction  is  formed  with  the  Border  Counties'  Rail- 
way, by  which  this  district  is  brought  into  immediate  connec- 
tion with  Newcastle.  At  Kelso  the  North  British  and  North- 
Eastern  Railways  meet.  A  branch  to  Jedburgh  was  opened 
on  the  16th  of  July  1856  ;  it  commences  at  Roxburgh  Station, 
3  miles  above  Kelso,  and  runs  up  the  vale  of  the  Teviot, 
through  a  fertile  and  beautiful  country,  terminating  close  upon 
the  town,  whose  manufacturing  and  other  resources  it  has  been 
the  means  of  developing. 


The  county  of  Roxburgh  comprises  thirty  parishes,  and  five 
parts  of  parishes ;  it  contains  many  villages,  the  important 
market  towns  of  Kelso,  Hawick,  and  Melrose,  with  one  Royal 
Burgh — Jedburgh,  which,  in  connection  with  Haddington, 
Dunbar,  North  Berwick,  and  Lauder,  returns  one  Member  to 
Parliament,  and  the  county  sends  another. 

The  area  of  the  county,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey, 
just  completed,  is  670  square  miles,  or  428,494  statute  acres, 
which  is  as  near  as  possible  8  statute  acres  to  each  of  the  pre- 
sent population. 

The  population  of  the  county  was,  in  1801,  33,721 ;  in  1811, 
37,230;  in  1821,  40892;  in  1831,  43,663;  in  1841,  46,225;  in 
1851,  51,642;  and  in  1861,  54,119.  The  number  of  inhabited 
houses  was  7255;  uninhabited,  224 ;  building,  50.  Total  annual 
value  of  real  property,  as  assessed  in  April  1815,  was  £254,180, 
in  1849,  £306,315;  in  1855,  £316,131 : 4 :  8| ;  in  1856,  £324,844.

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The  following  explanations  are  necessary  for  the  accurate  un- 
derstanding of  the  statements  connected  with  the  Census 
in  the  following  lists : — 

Census  Definition  of  a  Family. 
"  Without  entering  into  the  question  of  what  constitutes  a 
Family,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  at  the  taking  of  the  Census 
it  was  directed  that  all  who  boarded  together  in  the  same  house 
should  be  considered  as  one  family ;  but  that  lodgers,  who  are 
not  boarders,  should  be  considered  as  separate  families." 

Definition  of  a  House. 

"  A  '  House'  is  defined  by  Johnson,  and  by  all  pure  English 
writers  and  scholars,  as  '  a  place  of  human  abode,'  '  a  place 
where  a  man  lives.'  And  in  conformity  with  this,  a  '  house- 
hold '  is  invariably  defined  as  a  '  Family  living  together ; '  and 
a  *  householder  '  as  'the  master  of  a  family.'  Conform  to 
this  definition  all  our  Acts  of  Parliament  are  drawn  up." 

"  Not  a  little  strange  is  it,  therefore,  to  find  that  in  taking 
the  Census  of  the  population,  where  for  social,  for  sanitary,  for 
political,  and  other  purposes,  it  was  deemed  necessary  that 
exact  information  of  the  number  of  Houses  should  be  procured, 
the  above  definition  has  been  departed  from." 

"The  definition  of  a  'house'  adopted  for  the  Census  of 
England,  was  'a  distinct  building  separated  from  others  by 
party  walls.'  This  definition  was  quite  unintelligible  in  Scot- 
land, where  the  whole  houses  of  a  street  or  square  are  built 
continuously,  on  an  uniform  plan,  and  in  flats,  so  that  from 
the  outside  it  would  be  difficult  to  say  where  one  house  begins 
and  another  ends." 

"  If,  therefore,  the  Returns  for  Scotland  on  this  subject  are 
utterly  worthless,  it  must  be  understood  that  the  blame  lies 
not  with  the  Scottish  officials,  for  they  were,  against  their 
better  convictions,  forced  to  accept  the  erroneous  definition  of 
a  '  house  '  which  had  been  adopted  for  England  in  1851,  and 
re-imposed  in  1861." 

Number  of  Rooms  with  Windows. 

"  Perhaps  one  of  the  most  important  facts  ascertained  at  the 
taking  of  the  Census  in  1861,  was  the  Number  of  Rooms  with 
Windows ;  to  the  facts  brought  out  by  this  inquiry,  Social  Re- 
formers will  look  with  the  greatest  eagerness  and  profit.  The 
mere  number  of  Houses,  or  even  the  number  of  Families  or  of 
Persons  inhabiting  them,  gives  no  idea  whatever  of  the  house 
accommodation  of  the  people." 

"  This  Return  was  specially  ordered  for  Scotland." 
In  the  lists  it  will  be  found  we  make  no  mention  of  the 
number  of  Houses  the  parishes  contain  (the  Return  in  this 
particular  being  valueless),  but  we  have  of  the  window  pri- 
vileges of  its  Families — a  Return  of  much  greater  importance, 
and  allowed  in  the  main  to  be  correct. 


KELSO. 


The  Parish  of  Kelso,  situated  in  the  north-eastern  division  of 
the  county,  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Nenthorn  in  Berwick- 
shire ;  on  the  north-east  by  Ednam ;  on  the  east  by  Sprouston, 
which  intervenes  between  it  and  the  English  Border ;  on  the 
south-east  by  Eckford ;  on  the  south-west  by  Roxburgh  ;  and 
on  the  west  by  Makerstoun  and  Smailholm ;  and  is  beautifully 
placed  on  both  sides  of  the  river  Tweed,  which  divides  it  into 
nearly  two  equal  parts.  The  shape  of  the  parish  is  nearly 
triangular ;  its  greatest  length  is  about  5  miles,  and  its  greatest 
breadth  about  3  miles.  Its  area,  according  to  the  Ordnance 
Survey,  is  5542  acres,  sub-divided  as  follows : — 5227f  acres,  land ; 
158£  acres,  water ;  102J  acres,  nearly,  in  public,  and  19  acres, 
nearly,  in  private  roads;  34  J  acres  are  occupied  by  railway. 
"  Seen  from  the  eminences  at  a  short  distance,  the  parish  appears 
to  be  part  of  an  extensive  and  picturesque  strath,  but  when 
viewed  from  the  vicinity  of  the  river,  it  presents  the  appearance 
of  an  amphitheatre,  diversified  in  its  outlines,  intersected  by  two 
broad.and  noble  rivers,  and  circled  in  the  distance  by  a  boundary 
of  wooded  heights."  "  The  picturesque  scenery  about  Kelso  is 
too  well  known  to  require  any  description.  It  belongs,  indeed, 
to  the  class  of  the  beautiful  rather  than  the  romantic ;  and  its 
pleasing  effect  is  due,  not  so  much  to  the  commanding  character 
of  any  single  object,  as  to  the  blending,  combination,  and  har- 
mony of  the  whole."  In  the  country  part  of  the  parish  cultiva- 
tion is  carried  on  on  the  most  approved  principles,  and  the  surface 
is  ornamented  with  beautiful  plantations. 

The  Town  of  Kelso  occupies  a  beautiful  and  extensive  plain 
on  the  north  bank  of  the  Tweed,  opposite  the  confluence  of  the 
Teviot  with  that  river,  and  is  surrounded  on  all  sides  by  a  de- 
lightful amphitheatre  of  wood-clad  hills.  The  town  is  of  great 
antiquity,  and  has  been  the  scene  of  many  memorable  events, — 
its  border  situation  having  subjected  it  to  continued  warfare,  at- 
tacks, and  conflagrations.  Kelso  now  consists  of  a  spacious 
square  or  market  place,*  from  which  four  handsome  streets  di- 
verge in  different  directions ;  there  are  also  several  minor  streets 
and  two  other  squares,  smaller  than  the  former,  but  containing  a 
number  of  excellent  houses.  Being  situated  in  the  centre  of  a 
rich  and  fertile  district,  and  itself  the  residence  of  a  number  of 

*  In  Mitchell's  "  Newspaper  Press  Directory  for  1S64,"  Kelso  mar- 
ket place  is  stated  to  be  the  finest  in  Scotland. 
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families  in  easy  circumstances,  who  live  in  a  style  of  consider- 
able elegance,  Kelso  is  a  sort  of  provincial  capital,*  possessing 
numerous  handsome  shops,  several  of  which  would  not  be  un- 
worthy of  the  metropolis.  There  is  a  daily  market  for  vege- 
tables; a  weekly  (Friday)  general  and  corn  market  (see  Corn 
Exchange  for  further  particulars),  and  during  the  winter  and 
spring  months  a  fortnightly  (Monday)  market  for  fat  cattle  and 
sheep  (see  Fairs),  where  a  very  extensive  business  is  transacted. 
There  are  also  very  extensive  fairs  for  the  sale  of  ewes  and 
cattle,  and  the  hire  and  sale  of  tups  in  September  (see  Fair  List 
for  that  month,  and  notices  of  the  Kelso  Fairs,  pp.  73-74). 

Kelso  was  one  of  the  first  provincial  towns  in  Scotland  to 
adopt  the  printing  press,  and  the  revival  of  the  art  of  printing  in 
Scotland  was  commenced  in  Kelso  under  James  Ballantyne, 
where  he  printed  the  first  edition  of  Sir  Walter  Scott's  "  Min- 
strelsy of  the  Scottish  Border." 

There  are  two  newspapers  published  in  the  town — viz.,  the 
"  Kelso  Mail,"  twice  a-week,  and  the  "  Kelso  Chronicle,"  once 
a-week.  There  are  two  subscription  libraries,  the  oldest  and 
most  extensive  of  which,  the  "  Kelso  Library,"  was  established 
in  1750,  and  now  contains  a  very  valuable  collection  of  about 
8000  volumes;  it  occupies  a  handsome  building  on  the  Terrace, 
overlooking  the  river,  and  commands  a  most  beautiful  and 
extensive  prospect.  The  other  library,  though  inferior  in  extent, 
possesses  a  considerable  collection  of  valuable  works,  in  the 
various  branches  of  literature.  Attached  to  Kelso  Library,  front- 
ing towards  Roxburgh  Street,  is  the  "  Tweedside  Physical  and 
Antiquarian  Society's  Museum,"  (see  lists),  an  edifice  of  two 
storeys,  of  tasteful  design  and  convenient  arrangement.  This 
society  dates  its  origin  in  1834,  its  object  being  "  to  promote  the 
study  of  the  natural  history  and  antiquities  of  the  district  tra- 
versed by  the  Tweed  and  its  tributaries,  and  to  cause  to  be  pre- 
served, in  a  museum  set  apart  for  the  purpose,  whatever  objects 
may  be  acquired,  illustrative  of  these  branches  of  science."  The 
collection  is  now  a  large  and  valuable  one,  and  is  shown 
gratuitously  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays. 

The  most  striking  object  in  Kelso  is  the  venerable  Abbey, 
founded  by  David  I.  in  1128 ;  it  is  a  noble  specimen  of  the  solid 
and  majestic  style  of  architecture  called  the  Saxon  or  Early 
Norman.  Admission  within  the  burying-ground  rails,  the  better 
to  view  the  interior  of  the  Abbey,  can  be  had  by  applying  to  the 
sexton.    A  broken  dangerous  stair  leads  to  the  Abbey  top,  a 


*  It  may  give  some  idea  of  the  central  position  of  Kelso  when  we 
state  that  its  radia  of  eight  miles  include  two  kingdoms,  three  coun- 
ties, and  twenty  parishes.  All  these  parishes  are  in  the  highest  state 
of  cultivation  ;  and  of  eighteen  of  them,  Kelso  may  be  considered  the 
market  town  and  natural  outlet. 


height  of  91  feet.  Near  to  the  Abbey,  and  its  fit  companion  for 
magnificence  and  beauty,  is  Kelso  Bridge,  built  in  1803 ;  it 
consists  of  five  noble  elliptical  arches,  each  72  feet  span.  The 
singular  elegance  of  this  bridge  is  the  more  fortunate,  as  its 
situation,  when  viewed  from  different  directions,  renders  it  the 
most  prominent  object  in  some  of  the  finest  landscapes  on  the 
Tweed.  Connecting  two  banks,  each  remarkable  for  beauty, 
it  forms  the  centre  of  a  vast  variety  of  pictures ;  and  it  affords 
a  striking  contrast  and  relief  to  the  dark  colour  of  the  wooded 
scenery  on  either  side.  Eennie  was  the  architect,  and  he  is  said 
to  have  made  it  his  model  for  Waterloo  Bridge  (of  which  he  was 
also  the  architect),  across  the  Thames  at  London.  The  prospect 
from  the  Bridge  is  exceedingly  beautiful,  but  perhaps  a  view 
still  more  admired  is  that  from  the  Terrace,  where  the  view  com- 
prehends the  junction  of  the  rivers  Tweed  and  Teviot,  with 
the  river  islet,  around  which  their  waters  flow.  Tradition,  in  its 
goblin  legend,  says,  that  the  long  mill  cauld  stretching  above 
and  below  the  islet,  was  built  by  Michael  Scott  the  wizard,  when 
"  he  bridled  the  Tweed  with  a  curb  of  stone."  The  islet  belongs 
to  the  town  of  Kelso,  and  in  the  summer  it  is  used  as  a  public 
bleaching  and  drying  ground.  But  a  scene  unique  in  the  dis- 
trict, is  the  walk,  on  a  dark  night,  from  Kelso  Bridge  along  the 
river  side  to  Maxwellheugh  Mill,  when  the  hoarse  roar  from 
Michael's  curh,  the  splash  from  the  neighbouring  mills,  and  the 
"dark  and  deathlike  flow"  of  the  broad  and  rapid  river,  have  a 
startling  effect— greatly  heightened  if  the  river  be  in  flood,  and 
its  darkness  made  visible,  at  intervals,  by  the  faint  lights  from 
the  Bridge  and  the  town. 

The  outskirts  of  the  town  are  dotted  over  with  beautiful  resi- 
dences, of  which  foremost  among  them  comes  Floors  Castle,* 
the  seat  of  the  Duke  of  Roxburghe,  on  the  north  bank  of  the 
Tweed,  about  a  mile  from  the  town.  The  grounds  surrounding 
the  house  are  finely  laid  out ;  and  the  gardens,  lately  finished, 
are  unrivalled  in  the  south  of  Scotland.  They  are  open  to  the 
public  every  Wednesday,  by  card,  procurable  from  Mr.  Darling 
of  the  Bank  of  Scotland.  Springwood  Park,  the  mansion  of 
Sir  George  H.  Scott  Douglas,  Bart.,  is  pleasantly  situated  on 
the  south  bank  of  the  Teviot,  where  that  river  sweeps  past  the 
ruins  of  the  ancient  castle  of  Roxburgh ;  the  gardens  and  woods 
here  are  beautifully  laid  out,  the  latter  abounding  with  wild 
flowers  to  a  more  than  ordinary  extent.  The  gateway  forming 
the  main  entrance  into  Springwood  Park  is  very  generally  ad- 

*  Floors  Castle,  a  stately  building  but  severely  plain,  was  erected  in 
1718;  the  architect  was  Sir  John  Vanbrugh,  the  dramatist.  Its  gran- 
deur was  greatly  enhanced  and  its  plainness  relieved  by  alterations 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Playfair  of  Edinburgh,  commenced  in  1849 
and  carried  on  for  some  years.  The  name  Floors  is  a  common  one 
in  various  parts  of  Scotland,  and  is  applied  to  the  flat  parts  of  vallevs. 
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mired.  Ednam  House,  the  residence  of  Mrs.  Robertson,  stands 
conspicuously  a  little  above  Kelso  Bridge  on  the  north  side. 
Wooden  House,  the  residence  of  Admiral  Scott,  occupies  a 
conspicuous  position  on  the  south  side  of  the  Tweed,  below  the 
town.  Near  Wooden  House  is  a  romantic  glen,  in  which,  when 
there  is  water  sufficient,  a  very  pretty  waterfall  is  produced. 
Pinnaclehill  is  prettily  situated  on  the  summit  of  a  rock, 
overhanging  the  Tweed  (south  side),  a  little  below  the  Bridge. 
Through  openings  in  the  woods,  which  here  fringe  the  banks  of 
the  river,  some  of  the  finest  views  of  Kelso  and  the  Bridge  are 
to  be  had.  Rosebank,  a  little  beyond  the  town  to  the  east,  is 
celebrated  as  having  been  for  some  time  the  property  and  resi- 
dence of  Sir  Walter  Scott ;  and  the  tree  which  he  here  fitted  up 
as  an  agreeable  retreat  for  reading,  still  exists  in  a  flourishing 
condition ;  it  is  an  aged  elm  overhanging  the  Tweed. 

For  Hendersyde  Park  House — another  place  of  note,  within 
two  miles  of  Kelso — see  Ednam  parish ;  for  Newton-Don  and  the 
Falls  of  the  Eden — within  three  miles — see  Nenthorn  parish ;  and 
for  Stitchill  and  Stitchill  House,  see  Stitchill  parish. 

At  a  short  distance  from  the  town,  but  in  the  neighbouring 
parish  of  Roxburgh,  are  the  remains  of  Roxburgh  Castle,  already 
mentioned.  A  few  shapeless  pieces  of  wall,  some  of  them  of 
enormous  thickness,  bear  witness  to  the  former  strength  of  the 
castle,  and  are  all  that  remain  of  its  magnificence  and  regal 
grandeur.  From  the  old  walls  beautiful  views  of  the  vales 
of  the  Tweed  and  the  Teviot  are  to  be  had ;  and  from  the  high 
part  of  the  road  leading  to  the  ruins  from  Teviot  bridge  is  the 
best  view  of  Floors  Castle. 

A  great  addition  has  lately  been  made  to  the  beauty  and 
amenity  of  Kelso,  by  Shedden  Park,  a  gift  presented  by  Mrs. 
Robertson  of  Ednam  House,  to  the  inhabitants,  for  their  recrea- 
tion and  enjoyment;  it  is  situated  close  upon  the  town  to  the 
east.  The  inhabitants,  as  a  mark  of  their  gratitude  to  thefliberal 
and  kind-hearted  donor  of  the  Park,  have  erected  a  handsome 
entrance  gateway,  with  suitable  inscription. 

Besides  the  town  of  Kelso  there  is  also  in  the  parish  the 
hamlet  or  suburb  of  Maxwellheugh,  on  the  south  side  of 
the  river  and  on  the  road  to  the  Kelso  station  of  the  North 
British  Railway,  which  is  a  very  short  distance  beyond.  The 
station,  considering  the  amount  of  business  done  at  it,  is  a  very 
shabby  building,  and  its  distance  from  Kelso  is  a  great  incon- 
venience. A  mile  below  Kelso  the  North  British  line  from 
Edinburgh  and  the  west  joins  that  of  the  North-Eastern  from 
Berwick  and  the  south.  The  opposition  between  these  two  lines 
is  the  cause  of  considerable  delay  and  inconvenience  to  pas- 
sengers passing  Kelso,  but  their  competition  has  had  a  favour- 
able effect,  so  far  as  Kelso  and  its  neighbourhood  are  concerned, 
in  lessening  the  price  of  coal,  lime,  etc. 


Though,  upon  the  whole,  mild  and  genial,  the  climate  of  Kelso 
is  scarcely  so  salubrious  as  might  be  expected.  Hoar  frost  is 
prevalent  during  the  winter  months  ;  and  at  almost  all  seasons 
the  atmosphere  is  generally  in  an  unfavourable  condition  with 
regard  to  extent  of  humidity ;  under  ordinary  states  of  the  atmo- 
sphere, the  free  circulation  of  air  is  intercepted  by  the  hills  and 
woods  encircling  the  town,  while  the  gales  from  the  west  often 
sweep  with  great  violence  down  the  vale  of  the  Tweed,  hurting 
vegetation  and  damaging  house  property ;  and  easterly  winds 
are  also  common,  especially  in  the  spring  when  the  blighting 
liaur  is  by  no  means  unfrequent.  Still  the  comparatively  humid 
atmosphere  of  the  immediate  vicinity  agrees  with  many  invalids : 
thus  there  are  a  number  of  persons  living  in  Kelso,  and  enjoying 
a  fair  amount  of  good  health  throughout  the  year,  who  would 
have  been  much  less  comfortable  and  well  in  a  drier,  harder  atmos- 
phere. It  is  expected  that  the  thorough  system  of  sewerage,  and 
water  supply,  at  present  being  carried  into  execution,  will  have 
an  ameliorating  effect  on  the  climate  of  the  town. 

Having  said  so  much  against  and  for  the  salubrity  of  Kelso, 
we  now  go  out  of  our  way  a  little  to  repel  some  splenetic  accu- 
sations against  the  moral  character  of  its  inhabitants,  which 
appeared  in  Fullerton's  "Gazetteer  of  Scotland,"  a  work,  pub- 
lished in  1844,  and  ever  since  widely  circulated  by  means  of 
hawkers ;  and  as  it  is  the  only  Gazetteer  of  the  country  of  any 
account,  it  has  been,  and  is,  largely  employed  as  a  book  of  refe- 
rence. 

The  writer's  remarks,  which  are  written  in  an  ill-natured  spirit 
throughout,  are  especially  objectionable  when  he  refers  to  the 
Kelso  Theatre  (see  No.  10  Horse  Market),  and  to  the  residence 
of  the  French  prisoners  in  the  town  during  the  French  war.  He 
asserts  that  the  "  Kelsonians "  had  with  "  great  facility  im- 
bibed the  spirit  of  French  levity  and  dissipation,"  and  that  they 
had  "  become  innoculated  with  French  laxity  of  morals  and 
fashionable  follies."  As  a  proof  that  the  writer  in  the  Gazetteer 
was  both  ignorant  (wilfully  or  otherwise)  and  ill-natured  when 
he  penned  his  remarks  about  Kelso,  we  have  only  to  draw  atten- 
tion to  the  panegyric  of  Dr.  M'Culloch  (now  of  Greenock),  on 
the  town  and  its  inhabitants,  in  the  "  Statistical  Account  of  Scot- 
land," published  four  years  before  the  Gazetteer  appeared;  and 
to  state  that  at  the  date  these  remarks  were  published  the  Kelso 
Theatre  had  been  converted  to  other  uses  for  more  than  ten 
years,  and  from  that  time  up  till  now  even  a  strolling  player  has 
been  almost  unknown  in  the  town ;  and  of  all  the  towns  in  the 
district  Kelso  is  probably  one  in  which  dissijyated  amusements 
succeed  as  little  as  in  any,  and  where  the  means  of  intellectual 
improvement,  and  recreation,  and  manly  out-door  sports,  have 
been  in  most  request  and  most  steadily  carried  out. 

Without  doubt,  the  town,  like  all  other  towns,  had  and  has 
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its  vices  and  follies,  but  it  should  not  on  that  account  be  gib- 
beted as  a  little  Paris  and  have  its  worth  ignored ;  but  probably 
the  best  disproof  of  the  aspersions,  at  least  so  far  as  the  present 
standing  of  the  town  is  concerned,  is  to  be  found  in  the  number 
of  its  charitable,  humane,  and  provident  societies  in  the  lists  fol- 
lowing. 

The  Tweed  and  Teviot  abound  in  trout ;  and  salmon,  grilse, 
bull-trout,  etc.,  ascend  in  immense  numbers  to  spawn.  The 
linest  rod-fishings  for  salmon,  on  the  Tweed,  are  in  this  parish. 
They  belong  to  the  Duke  of  Roxburghe,  by  whom  they  are 
preserved ;  but  free  grants  to  fish  for  salmon  in  the  Teviot  can 
be  had  by  application  to  Mr.  Darling,  Broomlands,  chamberlain 
to  His  Grace,  or  to  Mr.  Darling,  banker,  Kelso. 

The  trout  fishing  in  the  Teviot  is  all  that  could  be  desired  by 
the  angler,  and  it  is  open  to  everybody — streams  plentiful  and 
good — trouts  ditto.  For  some  miles  above  Kelso  the  Tweed  is 
strictly  preserved  for  trout,  but  below  Kelso  it  is  open  as  far  as 
Carham :  trouts  plentiful  and  large. 

Besides  the  Tweed  and  the  Teviot,  there  are  -within  easy  dis- 
tances from  Kelso,  the  Eden  and  the  Kale,  first-rate  trouting 
streams — see  descriptive  accounts  of  the  parishes  of  Ednam,  Yet- 
holm  and  Morebattle. 

During  the  season  the  Duke  of  Buccleuch's  fox  hounds 
regularly  hunt  the  neighbourhood ;  and  foxes  are  occasionally 
drawn  in  Springwood  Park  policy,  in  close  proximity  to  Kelso, 
but  there  are  no  regular  fox  covers  in  the  parish.  Accom- 
modation can  readily  be  had  by  sportsmen  either  in  the  inns 
or  private  houses  of  Kelso. 

Kelso  General  Holidays — First  Wednesday  of  July,  and  New 
Year's  Day. 

Market  Days — Friday,  weekly  (general  and  corn) ;  Mondays, 
fortnightly  (fat  cattle,  sheep,  and  cows).  Buyers  attend  regularly 
from  as  far  south  as  Manchester  and  Leeds,  and  from  Edinburgh, 
and  occasionally  from  Glasgow :  the  market,  which  takes  place  in 
the  Square  for  cattle,  the  Knowes  for  sheep,  and  the  Wood  Mar- 
ket for  cows,  begins  about  9  a.m.,  and  is  generally  over  by  11. 
The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  quantity  of  fat  stock  de- 
spatched from  the  Kelso  Railway  Station,  north  and  south,  for 
the  three  months  ending  March  1864,  which  may  give  some  idea 
of  the  quantity  raised  and  sold  in  the  locality : — 

2719  cattle.  11,966  sheep.  224  pigs. 

Great  Hiring  Days — Hinds,  first  Friday  of  March;  Young 
Men  and  Women,  first  Fridays  of  May  and  November. 

Kelso  Horse  Fair — second  Friday  of  March ;  still  the  principal 
horse  fair  in  the  district,  although  greatly  fallen  off  in  impor- 
tance, and  at  which  a  good  show  of  valuable  work  horses  are 
exposed,  some  hacks  and  a  very  few  hunters,  besides  a  large 


quantity  of  inferior  animals.  The  animals  sold  are  mostly  draft — 
few  or  none  being  reared  in  the  locality  specially  for  sale ;  buyers 
attend  from  Edinburgh,  Newcastle,  and  Aberdeen.  A  prelimi- 
nary fair  takes  place  on  the  first  Friday  of  March,  and  a  supple- 
mentary one  on  the  third  Friday,  but  the  show  of  horses  on  both 
these  occasions  is  comparatively  small. 

Kelso  Wool  Fair — second  Friday  of  July.  This  fair,  which 
makes  so  little  stir  in  the  town  that  to  ordinary  observers  it 
would  pass  unnoticed,  is  one  of  great  importance;  at  it  the 
greater  part  of  the  Leicester  wool  grown  in  the  district  is  sold, 
principally  to  buyers  from  the  Yorkshire  and  other  Midland 
manufacturing  districts.  Business  generally  begins  in  front  of 
the  Cross  Keys  about  2  p.m.  and  terminates  about  4  (see  St. 
Boswells'  Fair). 

St.  James's  Fair  (on  the  Friars'  Haugh  on  the  Tweed,  opposite 
Floors  Castle,  and  situated  in  the  parish  of  Roxburgh) — Augnst 
5th,  or  the  Monday  following  if  the  5th  be  a  Sunday.  St. 
James's  is  now  almost  entirely  a  pleasure  fair,  where  a  crowd  of 
people  assemble  to  eat  gingerbread  and  drink  ale  and  whisky.  A 
little  real  business  is  done  in  hiring  shearers,  and  settling  wool 
and  manure  accounts :  a  few  old  cows  and  secondary  horses  are 
also  sold.  The  burgh  of  Jedburgh  shares  the  right  of  superiority 
over  the  fair ;  the  provost  of  Jedburgh  and  senior  bailie  of  Kel3o 
conjointly  hold  a  court  during  its  continuance,  and  take  cogni- 
zance of  offences.  Of  the  dues  drawn,  one-third  goes  to  the 
burgh  of  Jedburgh  and  two-thirds  to  the  Duke  of  Roxburghe. 
The  origin  of  St.  James's  Fair  is  lost  in  obscurity ;  and  although 
now  of  very  little  real  importance,  it,  till  the  beginning  of  the 
present  century,  had  for  an  indefinite  period  held  the  most 
important  place  as  &  general  fair  in  the  south  of  Scotland;  and 
it  is  still  recollected  as  a  great  place  for  the  sale  of  linen,  cheese, 
wool,  ready-made  clothes,  and  shoes,  and,  to  a  smaller  extent, 
of  hats,  and  of  books  by  auction ;  while  for  the  sale  of  sheep, 
cattle,  and  horses,  it  ranked  next  to  St.  Boswells.  The  only 
branch  of  its  general  trade  which  seems  to  have  kept  its  place 
is  the  sale  of  crockery  by  the  gipsies,  who,  by  use  and  wont, 
occupy  their  portion  of  the  fair  ground  for  some  days  both 
before  and  after  the  event.    (See  St.  Boswells  Fair.)    • 

The  September  Sale  of  Leicester  and  Half-Bred  Tups  is  the 
largest  of  its  kind  in  the  kingdom,  and  at  it  animals  are  purchased 
for  the  improvement  of  stock,  not  only  in  the  other  parts  of 
Great  Britain,  but  in  Ireland,  Australia,  New  Zealand,  and  the 
Continent.  (For  particulars  of  this  sale,  see  notice  of  the  "  Union 
Agricultural  Society  "  in  the  lists.) 

Lean  Cattle  and  Draft  Ewe  Market  (held  on  a  field  near  the 
railway  station,  generally  onSpylaw  farm)— 24th  September,  or 
the  Saturday  preceding  if  the  date  be  a  Sunday  [the  object  of 
this  being  to  keep  off  the  Jedburgh  Rood  Day  Fair,  which  falls 
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on  the  25th]  ;  established  by  the  Kelso  Farmers'  Club  (Mr.  R. 
Swan,  Kelso,  secretary)  so  lately  as  1854.  At  the  market  of 
1863  the  following  stock  was  exposed  for  sale  :— 

990  Cattle.  157  score  Sheep.  170  Calves. 

This  fair  is  found  to  be  of  great  convenience  to  the  locality  and 
its  importance  is  increasing. 


According  to  the  census  of  1861,  the  population  of  the  town 
of  Kelso  (within  the  burgh  boundaries,  which  include  Maxwell- 
heugh), was  4309 ;  of  the  parish  (including  the  town),  5192.  Ac- 
cording to  the  same  census  the  parish  contained  1264  families, 
one  of  whom  lived  in  a  house  without  windows;  369  in  houses 
of  one  window,  and  the  same  number  in  houses  of  two  windows ; 
leaving  525,  or  rather  more  than  two-fifths  (a  very  high  average 
compared  with  the  other  parishes  in  the  district  or  Scotland 
generally)  living  in  houses  of  three  or  more  windows. 

Assessed  property  in  the  parish  in  1863-4,  £32,848 :  14 : 4. 

The  largest  landed-proprietor  in  the  parish  is  His  Grace  the 
Duke  of  Roxburghe,  who  is  generally  resident  at  Floors.  The 
other  resident  landed-proprietors  are  Sir  George  H.  S.  Douglas, 
Bart.,  of  Springwood  Park,  and  Rear-Admiral  Scott  of  Wooden.

Since  the  Colporteur  began  his  work  five  years  ago,  he  has  sold

James  Jamieson  of  Herdrig,  late  Surgeon  iu  Kelso,  by  his  will, 
dated  7th  July,  1760,  bequeathed  to  the  Heritors  and  Kirk  Session 
£200  Sterling,  the  Interest  to  be  annually  applied  for  behoof  of  poor 
householders  in  the  town  of  Kelso  who  are  not  on  the  pension  roll  of 
the  parish. 

John  Slone,  Kelso,  by  his  will,  dated  15th  June,  1775,  bequeathed 
£50  Sterling  to  the  Minister  and  Heritors,  for  the  use  and  behoof  of 
the  poor  of  the  town  of  Kelso,  as  they  should  see  best  to  apply  it : 
and  £50  Sterling,  for  the  use  and  behoof  of  the  poor,  as  the  Minister 
thinks  fit. 

Alexander  Douglas,  Kelso,  by  his  will,  dated  15th  August,  17S2, 
bequeathed  to  the  Minister  and  Kirk  Session  of  Kelso  £240  Sterling, 
the  Interest  to  be  applied  to  the  educating  of  poor  children  belong- 
ing to  the  parish. 

John  Samson,  Maxwellheugh,  by  will,  dated  10th  April,  178S,  be- 
queathed £100  Sterling  to  the  Minister  and  Kirk-Session  of  Kelso, 
the  Interest  to  be  applied  yearly  towards  maintaining,  clothing,  and 
educating  poor  orphans  in  the  said  parish. 

Mrs  Barbara  Scott  or  Curll,  Kelso  (widow  of  William  Curll,  farmer, 
Yetbyre,  in  the  county  of  Dumfries ;  and  aunt  of  Sir  Walter  Scott), 
who  died  in  1826,  bequeathed  to  the  Minister  and  Kirk  Session  of 
Kelso  £50,  the  Interest  to  be  applied  for  the  relief  of  poor  old  inhabi- 
tants of  the  parish,  chiefly  to  assist  them  in  paying  their  house  rents. 

Miss  Charlotte  Ann  Waldie  (afterwards  Mrs  Eaton),  by  deed  of  gift 
and  mortification,  dated  15th  August,  1822,  paid  over  and  mortified 
£200  to,  and  in  favour  of,  the  Minister  and  Kirk  Session  of  Kelso, 
the  Interest  to  be  applied  in  paying  school  wages,  and  for  relief  of 
poor  aged  or  infirm  inhabitants  of  the  parish  who  are  not  paupers 
on  the  ordinary  poors'  roll. 

John  Robertson,  Esq.  of  Ednam  House,  who  died  in  1842,  be- 
queathed £200  to  the  Kirk  Session,  for  behoof  of  the  poor  of  the 
parish  of  Kelso,  the  Interest  to  be  distributed  annually  as  the  Session 
thinks  fit. 

Miss  Alicia  Dickson  of  Paisley,  who  died  1845,  bequeathed  £150 
to  the  Kirk  Session  of  Kelso,  for  behoof  of  the  poor  and  needy  of  the 
parish,  whether  on  the  ordinary  poors'  roll  or  not,  to  be  distributed 
in  such  manner  as  the  Kirk  Session  may  think  proper,  so  as  not  to 
come  in  place  of,  or  lessen  the  allowance  of  the  Heritors  and 
Kirk  Session  to  the  regular  poor. 

Mr  John  Frater,  sometime  residing  at  Wooden,  by  deed  of  settle- 
ment, dated  2d  January,  1S32,  bequeathed  to  the  Minister  and  Kirk 
Session  of  Kelso  £100  Sterling,  the  Interest  to  be  applied  for  the 
support  or  clothing  of  old  deserving  men  in  the  parish — the  name  of 
Frater  or  Downie  to  be  preferred;  also  £100  Sterling,  the  Interest 
to  be  applied  for  educating  poor  children  at  the  parish  school,  in  the 
town  of  Kelso — the  name  of  Frater  or  Downie  to  be  preferred ;  Mr 
John  Frater  also,  by  his  deed  of  settlement,  bequeathed  the  residue 
of  his  estate,  which  consists  of  lands  in  the  parish  of  Kelso,  to  certain 
Trustees,  under  burden  of  certain  legacies,  to  be  disposed  of  by  them 
for  such  charitable  purposes  as  they  should  think  fit.— [See  Maxwell- 
heugh School.  ] 
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James  Leadbetter,  writer  in  Kelso,  by  his  settlement  and  codicil 
executed  in  1832,  bequeathed  in  Trust  to  the  Minister  of  Kelso,  the 
Ministers  of  the  United  Associate  Congregation,  the  Relief  Congrega- 
tion, the  Original  Seceding  Congregation,  and  the  Reformed  Presby- 
terian Congregation,  the  sum  of  £300,  the  Interest  thereof  to  be  ap- 
plied annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  for  behoof  of  the  poor  per- 
sons in  the  town  of  Kelso. 

The  late  George  Bruce,  Esq.  of  Slogarie,  tenant  in  Greenknowe, 
who  died  in  1S61,  directed  his  trustees  to  invest  in  name  of  thu 
Clergymen  of  the  different  religious  persuasions  in  Kelso  and  their 
successors,  a  tenth  part  of  his  estates,  the  amount  to  be  ascertained 
at  Whitsunday  1862  [over  £1000] ;  the  interest  of  said  tenth  to  be 
accumulated  until  the  price  of  oatmeal  in  Kelso  is  2s.  Sd.  per  stone, 
and  the  4  lbs  loaf  lid.  ;  when  the  accumulated  Interest  is  to  be 
divided  amongst  poor  persons,  members  of  the  different  congrega- 
tions in  the  parishes  of  Kelso,  Gordon,  Stow,  and  Balmaghie.  The 
lists  to  be  reduced  so  that  each  person  shall  receive  5s.  weekly  for 
six  weeks.  In  the  event  of  the  interest,  or  any  part  of  it,  not  being 
required  for  that  purpose,  it  is  to  be  septennially  applied  to  the  pro- 
motion of  education  in  India. 

[Some  difficulties  having  arisen  as  to  the  constitution  and  admini- 
stration of  this  charity,  the  matter  is  at  present  before  the  Court  of 
Session.  ] 

Miss  Janetta  Dods,  lately  residing  in  Kelso,  who  died  in  1862, 
by  a  codicil  to  her  settlement,  bequeathed  to  the  Session  and  Minister 
of  the  Kelso  Parish  Church,  in  connection  with  the  Established 
Church  of  Scotland,  the  sum  of  £100,  for  behoof  of  the  Kelso  Parish 
Sabbath  School.

SICK  AND  BURIAL  YEARLY  SOCIETIES, 
Which  are  all  nearly  alike  in  principle. 

Each  member  pays  Is.  2d.  per  week,  and  is  entitled  to  receive,  while 
sick,  4s.  per  week  for  the  first  three  months,  2s.  per  week  for  the 
nest  three  months,  and  Is.  per  week  afterwards  to  the  end  of  the 
financial  year  of  the  Society,  when  it  breaks  up,  and  the  funds  are 
divided,  no  deduction  being  made  from  the  shares  of  members  on 
account  of  sick  money. 

In  addition  to  sick  money,  when  a  member  dies,  funeral  money  to 
the  amount  of  6d.  from  each  member  is  paid  from  the  funds  to  his 
widow  or  heirs  ;  at  the  death  of  a  member's  wife  he  receives  3d.  from 
each  member ;  and,  in  at  least  two  of  the  societies,  a  payment  is 
made  at  the  death  of  a  child  under  fifteen  years  of  age. 


These  payments  for  sick  and  funeral  money,  and  the  payments  for 
expenses  of  management,  are  expected  never  to  exceed  the  odd  2d. 
per  week  paid  by  each  member. 

All  these  societies  also  advance  small  sums  of  money  out  of  the 
funds  to  members,  on  security,  and  at  legal  interest.

The  Ploughing  Competition  takes  place  in  February.  General 
Exhibition  of  Stock  in  March,  which  is  held  at  Kelso  and  Coldstream 
alternately.  At  the  Show  of  this  year  (1S64)  at  Kelso,  £198  was  given 
in  premiums.  Sheep  Show  and  Tup  Sale  in  September,  second 
Thursday  and  Friday. 

The  prizes  given  at  the  show  are  for  the  Border  breed  of  Leicestei-, 
and  Cheviot  sheep,  and  amount  to  £35. 

The  sale  consists  of  pure  bred  Border  Leicesters  principally,  and 
of  Half-Breds  and  Cheviots. 

The  number  of  Tups  put  up  to  auctiou,  September  1S63,  was  2300, 
the  market  being  topped  as  usual  by  Lord  Polwarth,  four  of  whose 
animals  brought  the  following  prices — £60,  £51,  £50,  and  £41.  His 
average  for  35  animals  was  £21 : 6  : 3.  The  next  highest  average — 
that  of  Mr.  Simson,  Courthill  (whose  Tup  took  the  head  prize  at  the 
Highland  Society's  Show  at  Kelso  in  August  1863,  and  where  Lord 
Polwarth  also  comoeted)  [we  mention  this  circumstance  to  show 
that  although  Lord  Polwarth  generally  tops  the  market,  others  in 
the  neighbourhood  may  have  equally  good  animals] — was,  for  30  ani- 
mals, £11 :  16  : 6.  The  next  highest  was  that  of  Mr.  William  Purves, 
Burnfoot,  100  animals,  £10  :  12  :  3. 

This  sale,  admitted  to  be  now  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  the  world 
\see  introductory  notes  on  the  Agriculture  of  Berwickshire  and  Rox- 
burghshire, page  47J,  has  sprung  into  existence  within  the  last 
twenty  years  :  the  first  sale  of  any  consequence  having  occurred  so 
lately  as  1850  ;  previously  the  animals  had  been  principally  brought 
for  luring  out  and  competition.  The  competition  still  exists,  but  it  is 
of  limited  interest  in  the  proceedings ;  and  the  hiring  has  gone  out 
of  practice. 

In  1845  the  number  of  Tups  put  up  to  auction  was  only  224,  which 
brought  in  prices  averaging  £4,  10s. — over  £9  being  the  highest 
price.  230  other  sheep  were  also  sold,  and  in  the  Kelso  papers  of 
the  date  these  numbers  and  prices  are  quoted  as  remarkably  large. 
In  1851  the  Tups  sold  had  more  than  doubled  in  number,  but  still 
they  only  summed  up  to  652,  and  other  descriptions  of  sheep  had 
fallen  off  to  about  50. 


Up  to,  and  including  the  sale,  etc.  of  1S63,  the  proceedings  wen- 
limited  to  one  day ;  but  for  some  years  this  having  been  found  to 
work  inconveniently — the  auctioneers  being  often  unable  to  get 
through  the  lots  entrusted  to  their  charge — a  new  system  is  to  begin 
with  the  sale  of  this  year  [1S64],  of  which  the  following  minute,  ex- 
tracted from  the  report  of  the  meeting  of  the  members  held  at  Kelso, 
11th  March  1864,  intimates  the  most  important  change — viz.,  "that 
taking  into  consideration  the  increasing  importance  and  extent  of 
the  business  connected  with  the  annual  show  of  sheep,  it  is  expedient 
that  it  should  be  extended  over  the  space  of  two  days.  .  .  .  The 
Show  and  allotment  of  premiums  should  take  place  on  the  first  day. 
with  the  sale  of  all  sheep  other  than  the  high-bred  Leicesters ;  while 
the  Friday  should  be  devoted  exclusively  to  the  sale  of  Leicester 
sheep."  It  was  also  agreed  that  the  entry-money  for  each  sheep  be 
raised  from  6d.  to  9d.,  and  that  the  auctioneers  begin  the  first  day's 
sale  at  noon,  after  the  awarding  of  the  premiums,  etc.,  for  the  animals 
brought  for  show ;  and  that  the  sale  of  the  second  day  begin  at  10 
a.m. 

In  previous  years  the  sale  had  begun  at  9  a.m.  At  that  of  1863, 
four  auction  rinks  had  been  required,  but  so  many  rinks  having  been 
found  to  work  badly  for  both  buyer  and  seller,  that  these  might  tie 
limited  to  two  or  three  was  one  of  the  principal  reasons  for  the  ex- 
tension of  time. 

The  Show  and  sale  ground  are  adjoining  the  Inch  Koad.  Admission 
to  the  public,  6d.  each  day. 

As  a  ride  the  animals  shewn  are  verv  fine,  and  splendid  specimens 
have  in  many  instances  been  brought  forward.  Berwickshire,  Rox- 
burghshire, and  Northumberland  are,  with  few  exceptions,  the 
localities  where  they  are  raised.

(If  this  list  gives  them  in  their  order  of  date, 
Kelso,  contemporary  with  Dumfries,  was  the  first  branch  of  a  joint-stock 
bank  established  in  Scotland].  .  .  ,  Little  specie  is  needed  at  these 
branches,  for  the  Company*s  notes  are  only  payable  at  Edinburgh."  How 
many  of  those  who  daily  handle  noteB  know  that  they  are  still  only  pay- 
able at  the  head  offices  of  the  different  banks,  and  that  legally,  except  at 
the  head  offices,  they  are  no  better  than  waste  paper;  although,  in  fact, 
the  refusal  of  payment  for  these  notes  at  any  of  the  branches  is,  with  rare 
exceptions,  unknown. 

Although  of  so  old  a  date,  a  still  earlier  branch  of  a  bank  existed  in 
Kelso — a  branch  of  the  private  bank  of  Douglas,  Heron  &  Co. ;  having 
been  established  under  the  agency  of  a  Mr.  Scott,  and  that  bank  failing, 
he  left  Kelso,  and  returned  some  years  afterwards  (1774)  as  the  first  agent 
of  the  Bank  of  Scotland.  Mr.  Scott's  successor  was  Mr.  James  Potts,  who 
was  succeeded  (in  1809)  by  Mr.  Darling,  father  of  the  present  senior  agent. 
The  Bank  of  Scotland  agency  in  Kelso  is  thuB  one  of  the  oldest  banking 
establishments  in  the  country,  and  it  is  generally  understood  to  have  been 
one  of  the  most  successful.

Elson's  Bay,  in  long.  154°  W. — about  two  degrees  farther  to  the 
N  E.  than  any  sailing  vessel  had  hitherto  gone.  As  Mr.  Shedden 
died  unmarried,  and  was  the  last  of  his  family,  Mrs.  Robertson, 
to  perpetuate  the  name  of  her  nephew,  presented  the  town  of 
Kelso  with  the  Park,  described  at  p.  85.

ST.  BOSWELL'S. 


This  i9  a  small  parish  lying  to  the  south  of  the  river  Tweed, 
which  forms  its  northern  boundary.  It  is  bounded  on  the  east 
by  Maxton  and  Ancrum,  on  the  south  by  Ancrum  and  Bowden, 
and  on  the  west  by  Bowden  and  Melrose.  The  general  outline 
is  oblong.  It  is  about  3  miles  in  length,  and  1J  in  breadth  ; 
and  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey  its  area  is  3198}  acres 
— 43J  being  occupied  by  railway,  over  60£  by  roads,  public  and 
private,  and  about  43£  by  water. 

"  The  surface  of  the  upper  portion  of  the  parish  is  undulat- 
ing, rising  into  ridges,  or  small  eminences,  with  hollows  or 
flats  intervening.  The  lower  grounds,  however,  approaching 
the  Tweed  are  more  free  from  inequalities.  The  banks  of  the 
river,  with  the  exception  of  the  north-east  boundary,  are  bold, 
precipitous,  and  well  wooded."  The  climate  is  dry,  being 
sheltered  by  hills  both  on  the  north  and  south. 

The  Tweed  is  the  only  river  connected  with  the  parish.  In 
it  are  some  good  salmon  casts  and  trout  fishing.  Some  of  the 
water  is  free  for  trout  fishing,  but  salmon  fishing  is  preserved. 

The  head-quarters  of  the  Duke  of  Buccleuch's  fox-hounds 
are  near  the  village ;  and  foxes  are  drawn  occasionally  during 
the  season  at  the  neighbouring  fox-cover  on  the  Eildon  Hills. 
Very  good  hotel  accommodation  can  be  had  in  St.  Boswell's 
and  its  neigbourhood,  and  private  houses,  during  the  season. 
There  are  several  mansion  houses  in  the  parish,  among  which, 
near  to  the  village,  is  Lessudden  House,  "  the  small  but 
still  venerable  and  stately  abode  of  the  lairds  of  Raeburn  " 
(represented  by  the  present  proprietor,  Robert  Scott,  Esq., 
whose  grandfather  and  Sir  Walter  Scott  were  near  akin),  is 
the  only  one  possessing  more  than  ordinary  interest.  The 
Duke  of  Buccleuch's  fox-hound  kennels,  situated  at  the  end 
of  the  green,  possess  an  interest  of  a  peculiar  kind ;  but  except 
these  two  places  and  the  Fair  green  itself,  there  is  nothing 
in  the  parish  worthy  of  special  notice. 

In  the  northern  part  ot  the  parish,  and  close  to  the  river 
Tweed,  is  the  village  of  Lessudden,  better  known  out  of  the 
district  as  St.  Boswell's,  consisting  of  a  single  street,  contain- 
ing a  number  of  good  houses.  It  was  anciently  a  place  of  con- 
siderable importance,  for,  when  burned  by  the  English  in  1544, 
it  contained  "  sixteen  strong  hastile  houses.''  From  the 
"  Braeheads,"  behind  the  village,  a  beautiful  view  is  obtained 
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of  the  ruins  of  Dryburgh  Abbey,  with  the  Tweed  below  wind- 
ing round  the  peninsula  of  Dryburgh,  and  the  Eildon  Hills 
for  a  background  to  the  scene.  This  view  may  vie  with  any 
in  the  south  of  Scotland. 

The  village  of  St.  Boswell's,  from  which  the  parish  derives  its 
name,  stood  near  the  church,  and  extended  from  the  high  bank 
to  the  east  of  it  overlooking  the  Tweed,  to  a  considerable  dis- 
tance west  of  the  Kelso  turnpike  road  beyond  the  farm  onsteud 
of  '*  The  Temple."  In  many  gazetteers,  etc.,  it  is  said  that 
the  few  houses  near  St.  Boswell's  Green  are  all  that  remain  of 
the  village  of  St.  Boswell's;  but  this  is  a  mistake.  The  last 
house  of  this  village  stood  where  now  stands  Maxton  Cottage. 

Anniversaries. — On  the  12th  March,  or  Monday  after,  a 
hand-ball  match  is  played  on  the  green,  the  sides  being  com- 
posed of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  lying  to  the  east  or 
west  of  that  locality.  Shooting  for  prizes  also  takes  place. 
The  Annual  Holidays  are  the  Fair  day  and  the  day  following, 
St.  Boswell's  Fair  takes  place  on  the  18th  of  July  (or  the 
Monday  following  if  the  date  be  a  SundRy).  As  a  general  fair 
this  has  long  been,  and  still  continues  to  be,  the  most  impor- 
tant in  the  south  of  Scotland,  and  till  within  the  last  twenty 
years  (till  Melrose  Lammas  Fair  overshadowed  it  in  this  par- 
ticular— which  see)  was  the  most  important  also  for  the  sale  of 
sheep  and  lambs,  and  it  is  still  the  second  in  the  district  for  the 
sale  of  that  kind  of  stock.  Soon  after  daylight  (by  which  time 
the  special  trains  have  commenced  to  arrive)  the  fair  begins 
with  the  sale  of  sheep  and  lambs,  many  of  which  had  arrived 
on  the  ground  the  previous  night,  consisting  principally  of 
full  bred  Leicesters,  three-parts  bred,  and  half-breds ;  a  large 
number  of  once-clipped  sheep  are  also  sold.  About  10  the  sale 
of  cattle  begins,  and  that  of  horses  about  12,  the  sale  of  both 
being  large,  particularly  the  horses,  in  which  St.  Boswell's 
ranks  next  to  the  Kelso  March  market  in  the  district.  About 
1  p.m.  the  sale  of  wool  commences,  when  nearly  all  the  diffe- 
rent kinds  of  Leicestfr  wool  left  over  from  Kelso  are  disposed 
of,  also  a  few  clips  of  Cheviot,  but  this  sort  is  principally  sold 
at  Jedburgh  and  Hawick — which  see.  St.  Boswell's  is  also 
the  great  settling  place  for  lime  and  manure  accounts.  To 
facilitate  business  the  agents  of  the  different  branches  of  the 
hanks  established  in  Melrose  attend  the  fair.  The  afternoon  of 
St.  Boswell's  is  pretty  much  like  that  of  St.  James's — devoted  to 
pleasure,  with  this  exception,  that  at  the  former  articles  of 
household  use  are  still  sold  to  some  extent,  especially  ready- 
made  shoes.  Both  fairs  are  alike  in  reference  to  crockery  sell- 
ing by  the  gipsies — see  p.  74. 

There  are  no  means  of  knowing  the  numbers  of  the  stock 
exposed  for  sale,  as  the  dues  belonging  to  the  Duke  of  Buc- 
cleuch  are  leased,  and  the  collector  keeps  no  statement  of  his 


drawings;  the  rent,  however,  to  be  paid  for  the  St.  Boswell's 
dues  for  1864  will  be  £32 ;  while  that  of  Melrose,  for  sheep 
and  lambs  only,  will  be  £36,  10s.  < 

The  nearest  market  town  is  Melrose,  about  4  miles  distant. 

Population  of  the  parish  in  1861,  865;  of  the  village  about 
600.  The  families  in  the  parish  at  the  same  date  numbered  189, 
one  of  whom  was  returned  as  living  in  a  house  of  no  windows, 
and  107  as  living  in  houses  of  one  and  two  windows.

MELROSE. 


This  extensive  parish  forms  the  north -western  extremity  of  the 
county  of  Roxburgh.  Bowden,  St.  Boswells,  and  part  of  Gala- 
shiels bound  it  on  the  south;  Berwickshire  on  the  north  and 
east;  and  the  counties  of  Edinburgh  and  Selkirk,  on  the  west. 
It  stands  out  from  the  rest  of  the  county  like  a  promontory, 
whose  base  may  be  roughly  estimated  at  six  miles,  and  its  out- 
lines at  over  30;  and  it  is  the  only  instance  in  the  county  of  a 
boundary  not  naturally  defined. 

In  extent  it  is  the  fourth  in  the  county,  being  about  9  miles 
in  length,  and  6  broad.  The  area,  according  to  the  Ordnance 
Survey,  is  26,058-}-  acres — 114  1-oth  being  occupied  by  railways, 
324  2-3ds  by  roads,  and  264£  by  water.* 

The  vale  of  the  Tweed  which  flows  through  the  southern  part 
of  the  parish  and  cuts  off  about  a  fourth  of  it,  consists  of  fine  rich 
level  lands,  except  in  one  part  where  the  the  ground  ascends  to 
the  Eildon  Hills.  Along  the  banks  of  the  Leader,  which  bounds 
the  parish  for  a  considerable  distance  on  the  east,  the  lands  are 
level  and  fertile,  and  are  finely  cultivated.  The  rest  of  the 
parish  is  for  the  most  part  hilly,  a  large  portion  of  it  being  pas- 
ture land. 

The  whole  of  the  parish  is  well  watered,  the  Tweed  and  its 
tributaries,  the  Gala,  Alwyn,  and  Leader  waters  bound  or  intersect 
it.  They  are  all,  except  the  Alwyn,  excellent  trouting  streams, 
and  are  much  frequented  by  anglers.  The  Alwyn  is  poorish 
fishing.  There  are  some  excellent  salmon  fishings  on  the  Tweed 
in  this  parish.  The  salmon  fishings  belong  to  the  respective 
proprietors,  and  are  strictly  preserved,  but  permission  to  fish  is 
occasionally  given.  Trout  anglers,  within  the  bounds  of  the 
parish,  are  little  interfered  with.  A  large  fox  cover  exists  on 
the  south  side  of  the  eastern  Eildon  Hill;  and  during  the  hunt- 
ing season  foxes  are  frequently  drawn  there.  His  Grace  the 
Duke  of  Buccleuch's  fox-hounds  have  their  kennels  at  St.  Bos- 
well's,  within  three  miles  of  Melrose. 

A  large  number  of  mansion  houses  are  in  this  parish — especi- 
ally in  thejneigh  hour  hood  of  the  town — the  most  famous,  and  the 
only  one  which  can  be  accounted  a  show  place,  is  Abeotsford 
(open  to  the  public  daily),  famous  as  the  residence  of  Sir 
Walter  Scott,  now  the  residence  of  J.  R.  Hope  Scott,  Esq. 

*  Castleton  first,  Teviothead  second,  and  Southdean  third — being  the 
three  that  precede  Melrose. 
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Not  far  from,  and  on  the  Abbotsford  estate,  lies  the  small 
mansion  of  Criefswood,  which  was  occupied  during  Sir  Walter 
Scott's  lifetime  by  his  son-in-law  and  daughter,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Lockhart.  In  the  same  neighbourhood  is  Huntly  Burn  House, 
the  seat  of  Lord  Henry  Kerr.  The  Huntly  Burn,  a  mountain 
brook,  from  which  the  house  is  named,  finds  its  way  from  Cauld- 
shiels  Loch,  through  the  Rhymers'  Glen,  one  of  Scott's  famous 
retreats,  and  worthy  a  visit  for  its  wild  scenery  and  its  associa- 
tions with  Thomas  of  Ercildoun,  and  Sir  Walter  Scott. 

In  the  south  of  the  parish,  conspicuously  situated  on  a  ledge 
of  the  Eildon  Hill,  is  Eildon  Hall,  the  intended  seat  of  the  Earl 
of  Dalkeith.  It  is  a  building  of  considerable  architectural  pre- 
tensions, in  the  Elizabethan  style,  and  is  a  very  marked  feature 
in  the  landscape. 

Lining  the  Tweed,  and  giving  beauty  to  the  scenery,  other 
mansions  and  their  grounds  follow  in  close  succession  the  entire 
extent  of  the  parish.  (See  seats  of  county  families  for  the  parish 
following  the  town  lists.) 

In  the  southern  part  of  the  parish  is  the  town  of  Melrose,  a 
burgh  of  barony,  delightfully  situated  on  the  south  bank  of  the 
Tweed,  at  the  base  of  the  Eildon  Hills.  Of  late  years  it  has 
been  much  improved  and  enlarged,  many  strangers  having  been 
attracted  to  it  by  the  salubrity  of  its  neighbourhood,  readiness  of 
access,  and  interesting  associations.  In  the  centre  of  the  Market 
Place  stands  the  Cross,  the  shaft  of  which  bears  marks  of  great 
antiquity.  It  is  about  20  feet  high,  with  a  carving  on  its  apex  of 
a  unicorn  sustaining  the  lioyal  arms  of  Scotland;  but  the  great 
attraction  and  ornament  of  Melrose  is  the  magnificent  Abbey, 
which,  from  the  beauty  of  its  architecture,  the  harmony  of  its 
parts,  and  the  extent  of  its  remains,  must  be  regarded  as  one  of 
the  greatest  objects  of  interest  of  which  this  country  can  boast. 
"Viewing  the  exterior  of  this  noble  building  from  the  south,  it 
has  a  most  imposing  effect;  but  on  entering  the  interior,  the 
lofty  Gothic  columns,  in  a  double  row,  supporting  the  arched 
majestic  roof,  the  elegance  and  variety  of  its  sculptures  and 
statues,  the  beauty  of  its  carving,  and  the  symmetry  of  the 
whole,  must  strike  every  observer  with  feelings  of  profound 
admiration.  The  custodier  lives  at  the  Abbey  gate,  and  admis- 
sion can  be  had  any  day  except  Sunday.  Several  modern  erec- 
tious  also  deserve  notice,  from  the  fine  appearance  they  present, 
especially  the  Railway  Station  and  the  Corn  Exchange,  both  of 
which  are  very  spacious  and  handsome ;  the  new  Free  Church, 
with  its  tapering  spire  of  elegant  proportions,  forming  a  beauti- 
ful object  in  the  landscape ;  while  further  to  the  west  of  the 
town,  on  the  high  road  to  Darnick,  stands  the  neat  Episcopal 
Church  and  its  handsome  parsonge.  Abbotsford  is  within  easy 
distance  of  the  town,  and  conveyances  can  always  be  had  to 
visit  this  picturesque  spot.     The  walks  about  Melrose  are  re- 


markably varied  and  interesting ;  one  of  the  finest  is  to  the  top 
of  the  Eildon  Hills— a  task  somewhat  trying  to  the  limbs,  but 
which  is  well  repaid  by  the  magnificent  prospects  obtained  in 
all  directions.  One,  the  Eastern  Hill,  and  close  above  the  fox 
cover,  is  the  site  of  a  Roman  camp,  the  remains  of  which  can  still 
be  distinctly  traced. 

Besides  the  town  of  Melrose  there  are  several  villages  in  the 
parish.  The  largest  is  Gattonside,  situated  on  the  nortli  side  of 
the  Tweed,  and  immediately  opposite  Melrose.  Access  from  Mel- 
rose to  this  village  is  obtained  by  a  chain  bridge  for  foot  pas- 
sengers, and  there  is  a  ford  about  200  yards  below  it.  It  occupies 
a  very  pretty  site  near  the  river,  and  is  surrounded  by  a  large 
number  of  villas  and  mansion-houses.  Gattonside,  which  is 
famous  for  the  extent  of  its  orchards  and  fruit,  is  a  delightful 
village  from  spring  to  autumn ;  but  in  winter,  with  its  twisted 
impracticable  roads,  it  is  rather  the  reverse  of  this.  The  village 
has  about  300  inhabitants. 

Darnick,  about  a  mile  to  the  west  of  Melrose,  and  on  the 
same  side  of  the  river.  Here  is  Darnick  Tower,  the  ancient 
stronghold  of  the  lairds  of  Darnick.  This  exquisite  bit  of  Border 
antiquity  was  the  chief  object  of  Sir  Walter  Scott's  passion  for 
acquisition,  and  so  well  known  was  this  foible  of  his,  that  he  soon 
obtained  the  name  of  the  "  Duke  of  Darnick."  Mr.  Heiton,  the 
proprietor,  though  inclined  to  dispose  of  a  portion  of  the  lands, 
was  unwilling  to  part  with  the  old  tower,  which  had  been  for 
hundreds  of  years  in  his  family.  It  is  well  worthy  a  visit  from 
the  tourist,  in  consequence  of  the  present  proprietor  having 
converted  it  into  a  repository  of  many  remarkable  relics  of 
Border  antiquities.  The  tower  is  at  all  times  open  to  visitors. 
Another  ancient  strong-hold  in  the  village  is  Fisher's  Tower, 
now  modernized  into  a  dwelling  house.  A  third,  designated  as 
the  Little  Peel,  occupied  the  site  of  Darnick  Cottage.  The  num- 
ber of  the  inhabitants  of  Darnick  is  also  nearly  300. 

Newstead  is  the  next  village  in  order,  about  a  mile  to  the 
east  of  Melrose.  It  consists  of  one  long  street,  and  contains 
about  240  inhabitants.  It  is  believed  by  some  antiquaries  that 
this  is  the  site  of  the  Roman  town  of  Trimontium.  At  Leader- 
foot  Bridge,  a  short  distance  below  Newstead,  a  splendid  rail- 
way bridge  is  now  in  course  of  erection.  This,  when  finished, 
will  be  a  most  imposing  structure,  and  will  be  the  highest  bridge 
on  the  river  Tweed — height  133  feet  ahove  water  level. 

Newtown  St  Boswell's,  the  junction  station  of  the  Kelso 
branch  of  the  N.  B.  Railway  with  the  Hawick  and  Carlisle 
branch  of  the  same  Company,  is  in  the  south-east  extremity  of 
the  parish,  about  3  miles  from  the  town  of  Melrose.  Newtown 
St  Boswell's  is  also  to  be  the  junction  for  the  Berwickshire  rail- 
way, now  fast  progressing.  There  are  some  commodious  houses 
in  this  village,  and  a  hotel. 
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A  large  portion  of  the  town  of  Galashiels,  being  all  that  part 
of  it  on  the  north  side  of  the  Gala  water,  is  in  the  parish  of 
Melrose.  The  Directory  for  this  has  been  included  in  that  of 
Galashiels,  as  it  is  included  within  the  police  bounds  for  that 
town. 

Between  Melrose  and  Galashiels,  and  opposite  Lowood,  the 
Alwyn,  Elwand,  or  Allan  Waterfalls  into  the  Tweed.  About 
3  miles  up  the  Elwand  lies  Colmslie,  Hillslop,  and  Langshaw 
Towers,  a  leading  scene  in  the  "  Monastery." 


Annual  Holidays — New  Year's  Day  and  St.  Boswell's  Fair 
Day  (see  p.  121). 

Anniversary. — Fastreen's  E'en,  when  a  foot-ball  match  is 
played  between  the  married  and  unmarried,  in  the  streets  of  the 
town,  for  which  occasion  there  is  a  half  holiday.  (See  Yetholm 
parish). 

Market  Days — Monday  (weekly,  general  and  com).  The 
corn  is  sold  both  by  bulk  and  sample.  A  moderate  business  is 
done.  Mondays,  fortnightly  (fat  cattle  and  sheep),  at  half-past 
9  o'clock.  Originated  by  the  late  Mr.  Walter  Lillico,  and  now 
conducted  by  Mr.  Alexander  Davidson,  auctioneer  and  appraiser. 
Largely  attended. 

Great  Hiring  Days— First  Mondays  of  March,  for  Hinds : 
May  and  November  for  Young  Men  and  Women ;  first  Monday 
of  August,  for  Shearers. 

Fairs.— Sires  and  other  stock  (held  in  the  Green  Yards'  Park), 
Saturday  before  the  last  Tuesday  of  March. 

Cattle  (held  on  the  Green  Yards'  Park),  first  Wednesday  of 
June. 

Lammas,  Lamb  (held  on  the  slopes  of  the  Eildon  Hills,  on  the 
grounds  of  Dingleton  Mains,  and  close  above  Melrose),  on  the  12th 
August,  or  the  Tuesday  after,  if  the  date  fall  on  a  Saturday, 
Sunday,  or  Monday.  The  greatest  lamb  fair  in  the  Border  coun- 
ties. The  lambs  brought  to  this  fair  are  composed  generally  of 
three-parts  and  half-bred  Leicesters  and  Cheviots,  which  come 
from  the  rich  lowland  pastures,  and  the  celebrated  sheep  walks 
of  the  Tweed,  Teviot,  Ettrick,  Yarrow,  and  Gala;  and  every  year 
attracts  flock-masters  from  all  parts  of  the  united  kingdom.  A 
few  aged  sheep  are  also  sold.  The  Ml  bred  lambs  are  so  few  as  to 
be  exceptional— only  one  lot  of  them  is  quoted  as  being  sold  at 
the  fair  of  1863 ;  and  of  the  few  cows  and  kyloes  exposed,  most 
of  them  were  driven  away  unsold.  As  many  of  the  lambs 
arrive  on  the  fair  ground  the  previous  evening — and  the  hill 
side  is  then  an  attractive  and  pretty  sight— the  business  com- 
mences at  daylight,  and  is  over  by  noon.  In  the  afternoon, 
after  the  lambs  are  off  the  ground,  a  pleasure  fair  is  held— 
largely  attended  by  the  inhabitants  of  Melrose,  Galashiels,  and 
Selkirk.    Of  the  definite  number  of  lambs  sold  at  this  fair,  no 


note  has  ever  been  taken,  but  the  supposed  number  is  about 
70,000,  which  must  be  near  the  mark.  The  average  annual  let 
of  the  dues  of  this  fair,  by  the  Duke  of  Buccleuch,  is  £40,  and 
lambs  pay  4d.  per  score  (last  year  the  let  was  over  £40,  this 
year  it  is  under — see  St.  Boswell's  Fair,  p.  121).  The  Melrose 
bankers  attend  at  the  fair  ground.  Although  this  fair  is  of  old 
standing  it  is  only  within  the  last  20  years  it  has  arrived  at  any- 
thing like  its  present  importance ;  previously  it  was  held  on  the 
Green  Yards  where  the  other  Melrose  fairs  are  still  held. 

Draft  Ewes,  Shotls,  and  other  stock  (held  on  the  slopes  of  the 
Eildon  Hills),  first  Tuesday  of  October.  This  fair  is  supple- 
mentary to  that  of  Lammas. 

Cattle,  22d  November  (held  on  the  Green  Yards'  Park).  This 
fair  follows  the  rule  of  the  Lammas  Lamb  Fair  as  to  the  day  of 
holding  it,  and  they  are  the  only  ones  in  the  district  which  follow 
this  rule,  although  it  is  common  with  the  fairs  in  other  parts  of 
Scotland. 

The  population  of  the  whole  of  Melrose  parish,  including  part 
of  the  town  of  Galashiels,  was  7711  in  1861 ;  being  an  increase, 
since  the  previous  census,  of  346,  which  occurred  mostly  in 
Galashiels.  The  following  are  the  census  particulars  of  the 
parish  at  1st  April  1861 : —

These  figures  shew  the  very  large  proportion  of  the  female  popu- 
lation of  Melrose  burgh  over  the  males  to  be  more  than  27  per 
cent— by  much  the  highest  of  all  the  towns  in  the  district  (see 
note  on'the  population,  p.  51).  The  census  of  1861  returns  906 
as  the  number  of  families  in  the  Galashiels  district,  one  of  whom 
lived  in  a  house  having  no  windows,  382  in  houses  of  one  win- 
dow, and  330  in  houses  of  two  windows,  and  the  small  propor- 
tion of  193  living  in  houses  having  three  or  more  windows.  The 
Melrose  district  (town  and  landward)  had  783  families,  7  of 
whom  were  returned  as  living  in  houses  with  no  windows,  169 
in  houses  of  one  window,  and  210  in  houses  of  two  windows, 
and  the  large  proportion  of  397  (or  more  than  one-half)  in  houses 
of  three  or  more  windows  (see  note  on  the  housing  accommoda- 
tion of  the  population,  p.  (17). 

Assessed  property  in  the  parish  (including  part  of  the  town 
of  Galashiels),  £42,344 :  8  :  2— larger  by  nearly  £10,000  than  any 
other  parish  in  the  three  counties.* 

Melrose  is  distant  from  Edinburgh,  by  rail,  37  miles ;  from 
Kelso,  15  miles;  and  16  from  Hawick.    The  North  British  line 

•  The  compavativelv  small  parish  of  Kelso  (of  only  5542  acres)  is  the 
next  in  order,  at  £32,848 :  14 :  i. 
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of  Railway  passes  so  close  to  the  town  that  it  cuts  off  some  of 
the  outskirts.  The  Melrose  Station  is  most  conveniently  situ- 
ated, and  is  one  of  the  finest  on  the  line.

YETHOLM. 


The  parish  of  Yetholm  is  situated  on  the  east  side  of  the 
county,  bordering  on  Northumberland  for  nearly  six  miles. 
Linton  and  Morebattle  bound  it  on  the  north-west,  west,  and 
south.  It  is  about  4  miles  long  and  2  miles  broad  ;  and  the 
area,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  is  6036  acres,  38  of 
which  are  in  roads  and  76£  under  water. 

11  The  general  aspect  and  outline  of  the  parish  is  hilly,  and 
some  of  the  hills  attain  a  great  elevation :  Starough,  or  Sturoich, 
has  an  elevation  of  1629  feet,  Latchley  Hill,  1322  feet,  White- 
law,  1263  feet,  and  Wild  Goose  Hill,  1097  feet.  The  lower  hills 
are  cultivated,  and  the  higher,  which  are  a  portion  of  the  Che- 
viot range,  are  clothed  with  a  rich  green  sward  to  their  sum- 
mits, affording  excellent  pasture  to  many  thousands  of  sheep. 
Several  peaceful  and  romantic  little  valleys  lie  embosomed 
amid  these  hills ;  and  the  vale  of  the  Bowmont  itself,  in  which 
nine-tenths  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish  reside,  is  only  a 
larger  vale  of  the  same  description."* 

The  climate  is  clear,  healthy,  and  milder  than,  from  its  ele- 
vation, might  be  supposed,  and  has  become  noted  in  the  dis- 
trict as  a  rural  sanatarium;    and  considering  the  size  of  the 


*  Although  the  Cheviot  hills  present,  as  a  whole,  a  somewhat  smooth 
surface,  thev  shew  to  the  pedestrian  a  number  of  rugged  glens,  of  which 
the  wildest  Is  Henhole,  situated  on  the  northern  side  of  the  Great  Cheviot. 
On  the  top  of  the  Great  Cheviot  there  is  a  waste  table-land  of  some  five 
or  Bix  square  miles,  from  the  mossy  surface  of  which  a  pretty  large 
quantitv  of  water  flows  into  Henhole;  and  the  glen  from  this  circum- 
stance shews  deep  rocky  banks  to  within  a  mile  or  so  of  the  highest  point 
of  the  mountain.  Within  a  space  of  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  the 
water— in  a  succession  of  cascades: of  from  six  or  eight  to  thirty  feet  in 
height — falls  three  hundred  feet.  It  is  called  Colledge  Water,  and  falls 
into  the  Bowmont.  The  cliffs  at  one  part  near  the  head  of  the  glen 
stand  like  walls  on  each  side  to  the  height  of  nearly  three  hundred  feet : 
and  on  ledges  and  crevices  about  their  summits  the  hunting  falcon  and 
the  raven  breed.  This  is  the  only  place  among  the  eastern  division  of  the 
hills  on  the  Borders  in  which  the  raven,  so  far  as  we  know,  still  resides. 
There  is  a  small  cavern  in  the  face  of  the  highest  cliff  on  the  right  bank 

still  accessible,  though  dangerously  so,  to  the  venturous— into  which  it 

is  said  one  of  the  early  hunting  Percys,  along  with  some  of  his  hounds 
went,  and  never  returned;  and  that  he  and  the  hounds  lie  Bpell-bound, 
and  can  only  be  released  by  the  blast  of  a  hunting  horn  within  thecavern. 
The  Great  Cheviot,  which  is  2676  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea,  lies  in 
Northumberland,  but  is  within  pleasant  excursion  distance  from  Yetholm, 
and  during  the  summer  is  occasionally  the  scene  of  pic-nics.  By  one  of 
the  routes  carriages  can  be  driven  to  within  an  easy  walk  of  the  summit. 
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village  a  considerable  amount  of  accommodation  can  be  had  in 
it  by  visitors. 

The  Bowmont  water,  which  intersects  the  parish  Irom  south- 
west to  north-east,  abounds  with  trout  of  very  fine  quality — 
fishing  unrestricted.  Yetholm  Loch,  a  sheet  of  water  about 
a  mile  and  a  half  in  circumference — half  of  it  being  in  this 
parish — abounds  with  pike  and  perch  (see  Morebattle  parish), 
and  is  the  resort  of  water-fowl  in  great  variety  and  numbers. 

There  are  remains  of  several  British  and  Roman  camps  on 
the  various  hills ;  and  there  were  formerly  two  towers — Thirle- 
stane  and  Lochtower — both  of  which  are  demolished. 

The  principal  landed-proprietors  in  the  parish  are — Andrew 
Wauchope, Esq.,  of  Niddrie  Marischall  [Niddrie,  Edinburgh]; 
the  Marquis  of  Tweeddale;  John  B.  Boyd,  Esq.,  of  Cherry- 
trees;  John  Waldie,  Esq.,  of  Hendersyde  ;  and  Charles  Rea, 
Esq.,  of  Halterburnhead  [Doddington,  Wooler].  J.  B.  Boyd, 
Esq.,  is  the  only  resident  proprietor. 

A  little  to  the  south-west  from  the  centre  of  the  parish  are  the 
village9of  Town-  and  Kirk- Yetholm.  They  are  separated  from 
each  other  by  the  Bowmont  merely,  so  that  perhaps  they  may 
be  considered  as  one  village.  Town-Yetholm  stands  on  the 
west  and  Kirk-Yetholm  on  the  east  side  of  the  stream.  The 
latter  has  long  been  the  head-quarters  of  a  tribe  of  gipsies — a 
singular  race,  formerly  remarkable  for  their  disorderly  lives 
and  dangerous  characters,  and  still  distinguished  to  some 
extent  by  peculiarity  of  habit  from  the  general  body  of  the 
community. 

Anniversaries — Fastren's  E'en*  foot-ball  match  and  athletic 
games  (held  on  the  haugh  at  Town-Yetholm),  once  of  some 
celebrity,  and  attracting  visitors  from  a  distance  ;  but  the  in- 
terest of  the  event  is  now  confined  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
village  and  the  shepherds  from  the  hills.  In  the  evening  balls 
take  place  in  the  villages,  and  a  general  feasting  on  currant 
dumplings,  to  cook  which,  most  of  the  kail  pots  have  been  in 
requisition  during  the  day.  Drinking  tents  are  now  prohibited 
on  the  match  ground. 

Kirk-Yetholm  Sheep  Fair  (held  on  the  hill  side  above  the 
church)— June  27,  or  the  Monday  after  if  the  date  be  a  Sun- 
day. The  class  of  sheep  exposed  for  sale  are  Cheviot  aud  half- 
bred  hogs;  while,  on  the  occasion,  a  few  grazing  cattle  are 
shewn  in  the  village  of  Kirk-Yetholm. 

v  Fastrens  E'en — Shrove  Tuesday — a  moveable  date,  which  occurs 
between  the  2d  February  and  Sth  March,  and  is  thus  fixed  according 
to  a  Border  rhyme — 

"  First  comes  Candlemas, 
Then  the  new  moon, 
The  first  Tuesday  after 
Ib  Fastren's  e'en." 
(See  Melrose,  p.  129). 


The  sheep  shewn  at  the  fair  of  1S6'4  were  64  score,  a  larger 
number  than  had  been  shewn  for  some  years  previously.  This 
fair  (as  are  also  the  others  connected  with  Yetholm)  is  only  of 
local  importance. 

Sheep  Fair  (held  as  above)  24th  October ;  on  this  occasion 
the  business  is  confined  to  the  sale  of  a  few  shotts. 

Town-  Yetholm  FairforLambs,  etc.  (on  the  haugh) — 2d  Wed- 
nesday of  July — may  now  be  considered  as  defunct;  those  of 
Cornhill  on  the  6th,  and  St.  Boswell's  on  the  18th  (which  see) 
having  swamped  it. 

Yetholm  is  distant  from  Kelso  7J  miles,  where  is  also  the 
nearest  railway  station.

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MOREBATTLE. 


The  parish  of  Morebattle  is  situated  in  the  north-eastern  part 
of  the  county,  bordering  on  Northumberland,  which  bounds  it 
on  the  east  and  south.  Its  other  boundaries  are  Yetholm  and 
Linton  on  the  north,  and  Eckford  and  Hounam  on  the  west. 
Its  extreme  length  is  about  9  miles,  and  its  greatest  breadth 
about  6§  miles.  The  area,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey, 
is  22,518  acres ;  nearly  70  of  which  are  public  roads,  and  1S34 
are  under  water. 

"  The  parish  extends  to  the  summit  of  the  Cheviot  ranges 
and,  with  the  exception  of  a  small  portion  of  the  north  and 
west  sides,  consists  almost  entirely  of  hills,  and  the  intervening 
valleys.  The  hills  are  verdant  and  beautiful ;  the  low  grounds 
are  under  cultivation,  as  also  the  sides  of  several  of  the  hills  to 
a  considerable  height,  and  some  of  them  to  the  summits.  The 
principal  vales  are  those  of  the  Kale  and  Bowmont,  neither  of 
them  of  great  breadth,  but  extending  in  length,  the  former 
about  four,  and  the  latter  about  six  miles."  The  principal 
hills  in  the  parish  are — the  Curr,  the  Schell,  Cocklaw,  White- 
law,  Percy  Hill,  Woodside  Hill,  and  Clifton  Hill;  the  last,  a 
beautiful  hill,  rising  from  the  east  side  of  the  Bowmont  in  the 
form  of  a  dome.  Between  the  Bowmont  and  Kale,  are  Swindon, 
Belford,  and  Grubit  Hills ;  and  on  the  west  of  the  Kale  Gate- 
shaw  and  Morebattle  hills.  These  vary  in  height  from  500  to 
2000  feet. 

"  The  climate  is  dry  and  healthy.  In  the  lower  part  of  the 
parish  it  is  mild  and  temperate,  but  in  the  higher  districts  the 
winters  are  severe  and  stormy." 

Yetholm  loch  is  partly  in  this  parish,  and  contains  perch  of 
excellent  quality  and  a  few  pike — fishing  free,  or  may  be  had 
by  application.  There  are  two  small  rivers  in  the  parish,  both 
of  which  take  their  rise  in  the  Cheviot  hills,  and  are  fed  by 
numerous  burns — the  Kale  and  the  Bowmont — both  of  them 
excellent  trouting  streams ;  and  in  the  Kale  fish  of  the  salmon 
kind  are  occasionally  caught.  The  former  joins  the  Teviot  in 
the  adjoining  parish  a  short  way  to  the  west ;  and  its  whole 
course  is  through  a  district  of  great  beauty :  take  it  all  in  all, 
perhaps  there  does  not  exist  a  sweeter  stream  in  the  south  of 
Scotland.     The  Bowmont  enters  the  Till  in  Northumberland. 

Throughout  the  parish  are  many  remains  of  ancient  camps. 
There  are  also  the  remains  of  two  towers — Corbet  House,  on 


Gateshaw  estate,  and  Whitton  Tower,  the  property  of  Sir 
John  Warrender. 

The  village  of  Morebattle  is  prettily  situated  in  the  north- 
western part  of  the  parish,  on  an  eminence  overlooking  the 
Kale.  It  is  entirely  agricultural.  Morebattle  is  4  miles  from 
Yetholm,  and  74  from  Kelso,  which  is  its  market  town.  The 
nearest  railway  station  is  at  Old  Ormiston,  on  the  Jedburgh 
line,  5J  miles,  but  that  of  Kelso  (7  miles)  is  more  convenient. 
Population  of  the  village  in  1861,  341 ;  of  the  parish,  1031. 
Total  number  of  families,  213  ;  one  of  whom  was  returned  as 
residing  in  a  house  with  no  windows,  and  135  in  houses  of  one 
and  two  windows. 

Besides  Morebattle,  there  is  the  very  small  hamlet,  or  rather 
farm-steading  of  Gateshaw  Brae,  situated  on  the  side  of  the 
Kale,  near  to  the  boundary  of  Hounam  parish,  and  memor- 
able as  having  been  the  site  of  the  first  Secession  church 
in  the  south  of  Scotland.  Mr.  Hunter,  their  first  minister, 
was  ordained  in  1739.  The  church  was  many  years  ago  re- 
moved to  the  village.  Situated  in  the  upper  or  hilly  part  of 
the  parish  was  the  separate  parish  of  Mow.  The  village  of 
Mow  has  long  been  extinct.  A  farm-steading  and  a  lately 
erected  side  school  now  occupy  the  site,  and  the  name  has 
been  transformed  into  Mowhaugh.

ECKFORD. 


This  is  an  entirely  agricultural  parish,  intersected  by  the  Kale 
water.  It  is  about  6  miles  long  and  from  4  to  5  miles  broad. 
It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Roxburgh  and  Kelso,  on  the 
east  by  Linton  and  Morebattle,  on  the  south  by  Jedburgh,  and 
on  the  west  by  Crailing.  The  total  area  of  the  parish,  accord- 
ing to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  is  10,0971,  acres,  divided  as  fol- 
lows : — 9897  acres  are  lands  under  cultivation  or  wood,  100  are 
water,  92  are  public  roads,  and  the  railway  occupies  the  re- 
maining 8J  acres. 

The  general  appearance  of  the  parish  is  undulating,  gradu- 
ally rising  towards  the  south,  and  occasionally  into  consider- 
able elevations,  which  command  extensive  views  of  the  sur- 
rounding country.  The  climate  is  mild  and  healthy,  and  the 
prevailing  winds  are  westerly. 

There  is  the  small  village  of  Eckford  in  the  parish,  and  the 
hamlets  of  Cesspoed  and  Caveeton — all  of  them  consisting 
almost  entirely  of  the  houses  of  the  farm-labourers.  The 
church*  and  manse  are  situated  on  the  Kelso  and  Jedburgh 
road,  which  crosses  the  western  extremity  of  the  parish,  a  short 
distance  from  the  village  of  Eckford.  At  Kale  mouth  a  hand- 
some chain  bridge  crosses  the  Teviot. 

In  the  southern  part  of  the  parish  are  the  remains  of  the  once 
famous  Cessford  Castle,  the  ancient  manorial  residence  of  Sir 
Robert  Ker  (better  known  as  Habbie  Ker),  warden  of  the  Scot- 
tish midland  marches — of  whom  the  Dukes  of  Roxburghe  are 
lineal  descendants. 

The  only  mansion  in  the  parish  is  Kiekbanu,  a  small  house 
prettily  situated  on  the  banks  of  the  Teviot ;  for  many  years 
the  hunting  residence  of  the  late  Lord  John  Scott. 


*  "  Close  to  the  eastern  door  of  the  church  iB  appended  an  iron  collar, 
which  iB  in  a  state  of  great  preservation,  and  which  is  commonly  known 
by  the  name  of  the  jugs  (or  jougs).  In  former  times,  church  offenders 
were  sometimes  sentenced  by  kirk  sessions  to  stand  with  it  fastened 
round  their  neck,  and  clothed  in  sackcloth,  for  several  sabbaths,  in  pre- 
sence of  the  congregation,  in  token  of  their  repentance  and  humiliation." 
This  is  the  only  instance  in  the  district  of  the  preservation  of  this  old 
instrument  of  torture  in  its  original  state  and  position :  that  hung  up  at 
Abbotsford  was  merely  one  of  the  curiosities  collected  by  Sir  Walter  Scott, 
and  was  brought  from  Threeve  Castle  in  Galloway,  the  ancient  seat  of 
the  Douglasses. 
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"The  Kale  runs  through  the  parish  in  a  north-easterly 
direction,  and  divides  it  into  nearly  two  equal  parts.  In  Borne 
places  its  banks  are  bold  and  romantic  in  a  high  degree,  and 
beautifully  overhung  with  wood."  The  Teviot  aho  crosses  the 
parish,  cutting  off  a  small  portion  of  it  to  the  west,  and  receives 
the  waters  of  the  Kale  somewhat  to  the  north  of  the  church. 
In  both  rivers  the  trout  fishing  is  excellent,  but  restricted. 
In  the  Teviot  salmon  are  occasionally  caught,  bull-trout  are 
common,  and  whitelings  frequent  the  Kale  {see  Morebattle  and 
Hounam  parishes).  Near  the  village  of  Eckford  is  a  small 
loch  of  about  7  acres,  which  was  plentifully  stocked  with  tench, 
perch,  and  trout,  by  the  Jate  Lord  John  Scott.  It  also  contains 
splendid  eels.  Otters  numerously  frequent  the  mouth  of  the 
Kale. 

The  village  of  Eckford  is  about  5  miles  from  both  Jedburgh 
and  Kelso,  the  latter  being  the  post  town.  Old  Ormiston 
Station  on  the  Jedburgh  Railway  is  about  1£  miles  distant. 

The  population  of  the  parish  in  1861  was  957,  who  com- 
prised 194  families,  one  of  whom  was  returned  as  living  in  a 
house  having  no  windows,  106  in  houses  of  one  window,  52  in 
houses  of  two  windows,  and  35  in  houses  of  three  and  more 
windows.

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LINTON. 


This  parish  is  situated  in  the  north-eastern  part  of  the  county 
and  borders  upon  Northumberland.  Its  length  is  about  6 
miles,  and  2  miles  in  breadth.  Its  boundaries  are— on  the 
north,  Sprouston ;  on  the  east,  Northumberland  and  Yetholm ; 
on  the  south,  Morebattle ;  and  on  the  west,  Eckford.  The  area 
of  the  parish,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  is  nearly 
6428  acres,  of  -which  34£  are  under  water,  67£  are  occupied  by 
roads ;  the  remainder  being  land,  nearly  all  of  which  is  under 
cultivation. 

"  The  western  extremity  of  the  parish  forms  part  of  a  beautiful 
valley  watered  by  the  Kale,  which  here  forms  the  boundary 
of  the  parish.  From  this  valley  the  land  rises  in  a  somewhat 
undulating  ascent  till  it  reaches  its  highest  elevation  on  the 
summit  of  Linton  Hill.  Its  surface  eastward  is  varied  and 
uneven,  and  sometimes  intersected  by  small  hills,  which  con- 
nect those  of  the  Cheviots  with  the  fertile  plain  which  extends 
along  the  southern  bank  of  the  Tweed.'*  The  principal  hills 
in  the  parish  are  Linton  Hill,  in  the  south-east;  Blakelaw, 
Hoselaw,  and  Kiplaw,  in  the  north-west.  With  the  exception 
of  the  first  mentioned,  they  are  all  cultivated  to  the  summits. 
There  is  a  loch  in  the  parish  at  Hoselaw  which  covers  33  acres, 
and  abounds  in  perch  and  eels.  The  loch  is  free  to  the  angler. 
The  parish  church*  and  school-house  are  situated  near  the 
western  boundary  of  the  parish. 

*  The  pretty  little  church  and  churchyard  of  Linton  occupy  a  situation 
on  the  summit  of  a  circular  hill.  This  eminence  is  generally  believed  to 
be  artificial,  and  tradition  reports  it  to  have  been  the  work  of  two  sisters, 
who,  to  expiate  a  heinous  sin  perpetrated  by  their  brother,  removed  the 
soil  from  a  hollow  still  shown  in  the  vicinity. 

Above  the  porch  ofjthe  church  ia  an  ancient  stone  with  a  carving 
of  a  man  on  horseback,  having  a  long  spear  in  Mb  hand,  which  is  thrust 
into  the  mouth  of  an  animal  resembling  a  dragon.     This  stone  is  said, 
also,  at  one  time,  to  have  borne  the  following  inscription  : — 
11  The  wode  Laird  of  Larieston, 
Slew  the  worm  of  Wormieston, 
And  won  all  Linton  paroohine." 

This  refers  to  a  monstrous  serpent,  wolf,  or  bear,  which  infested  the 
neighbourhood  and  committed  great  devastation  ;  itB  den  is  8t  ill  pointed 
out,  under  the  name  of  "  The  Worm's  Hole ;"  and  the  field  in  which  it  is 
situated^  receives  the  name  of  "  Wormington."  The  animal  was  killed 
by  William  de  Somerville,  ancestor  of  Lord  Somerville,  who  obtained 
Linton  as  his  reward, 'and  the  memorial  of  this  event  is  still  preserved 
on  the  crest  of  hia  arms,  which  retains,  among  other  allusions  to  it,  the 
following  inscription—"  The  Wode  Laird." 
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Thomas  Pringle,  a  poet  of  some  note,  and  the  first  editor  of 
Blackwood's  Magazine,  was  a  native  of  this  parish. 

The  nearest  post  and  market  town  is  Kelso,  about  6  miles 
distant  from  the  parish  church.

Elliot,  Esq.,  of  Clifton,  who  owns  nearly  a  half  of  the  whole 
parish;  Robert  Oliver,  Esq.,  of  Blakelaw  (Lochside) ;  Thomas 
Scott,  Esq.,  of  Graden  ;  Andrew  Wauchope,  Esq.,  of  Niddrie- 
Marischall ;  and  G.  Humble,  Esq.,  of  Old  Graden.  Clifton 
Park,  the  seat  of  R.  K.  Elliot,  is  the  only  mansion  house  in 
the  parish.

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SPROUSTON. 


The  parish  of  Sprouston  is  situated  in  the  north-eastern  part 
of  the  county,  and  on  the  south  bank  of  the  river  Tweed. 
Its  boundaries  are  —  Tweed  on  the  north,  Carham  on  the 
east,  Linton  on  the  south,  and  Eckford  and  Kelso  on  the 
west.  In  shape  it  is  nearly  square,  being  about  4  miles  each 
way.  The  area,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  is  a  little 
over  8731$  acres,  of  which  33$  are  occupied  by  the  North- 
Eastern  Railway,  134J  by  roads,  public  and  private,  and  96 
by  water.  Two  elevations  of  gradual  ascent  cress  from  north- 
east to  south-west.  The  soil  is  rich,  especially  near  the  river ; 
indeed  this  parish  is  famous  for  its  fertility,  and  is  everywhere 
highly  cultivated. 

The  salmon  fishings  in  the  Tweed  along  this  parish  are  very 
productive,  and  are  much  resorted  to  by  anglers  from  all 
quarters.     Trout  fishing  is  free. 

The  climate  varies  with  the  elevation,  being  bracing  on 
Lempitlaw, — the  highest  point — bleak  on  Haddenrig,  and  mild 
and  salubrious  along  the  river. 

Hadden  Stank  and  Redden  Burn,  in  this  parish,  were  fre- 
quently chosen  as  meeting  places  betwixt  the  Scotch  and 
Enelish  commissioners  for  settling  disputes. 

There  are  two  villages  in  the  parish — Sprouston  and  Lem- 
pitlaw— the  former  being  the  larger  of  the  two.  Sprouston  is 
situated  in  the  north-western  part  of  the  parish,  near  the  river. 
It  is  almost  entirely  agricultural.  Good  accommodation  can 
be  got  here  for  strangers  who  come  to  fish.  And  here  are  the 
parish  church  and  school. 

The  hamlet  of  Lempitlaw  is  a  very  small  one.  in  the  south- 
eastern extremity  of  the  parish  ;  and  is  also  entirely  agricultural. 
At  one  time  it  was  a  separate  parish.  Its  churchyard  still 
continues  to  be  used  as  a  burial  place,  but  its  church  has  utterly 
disappeared. 

Kelso  is  the  nearest  market  and  post  town — about  2}  miles 
distant  from  the  village  of  Sprouston.  There  is  a  station  of 
the  North-Eastern  Railway  close  to  this  village. 

Population  of  the  parish  in  1861,  1295 ;  of  the  village  of 
Sprouston  only,  379.  Number  of  families  in  the  parish  at  the 
same  date,  274 ;  of  whom  99  were  returned  as  living  in  houses 
of  one  window,  and  110  in  houses  of  two  windows.

EDNAM. 


The  small  pariah  of  Ednam  is  situated  on  both  sides  of  the 
river  Eden,  from  which  it  takes  its  name.  In  shape  it  ap- 
proaches a  square,  being  about  3£  miles  long  and  about  3 
broad.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Eccles,  in  Berwickshire, 
on  the  east  by  Eccles  and  Sprouston,  on  the  south  by  Kelso 
and  Sprouston,  and  on  the  west  by  Stichill  and  Nenthorn. 
The  area  of  the  parish,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  is 
3,919.724  acres — comprising  3784  acres  of  land,  all  either 
under  cultivation  or  laid  out  in  wood;  70.263  of  water;  and 
65. 772  of  roads,  public  and  private.  The  soil  varies,  but  is  for 
the  most  part  rich  ;  and  the  farm  of  Edenmouth,  in  this  parish, 
is  considered  the  earliest  in  the  locality.  "  The  district  is 
embellished  with  plantations,  which  cover  the  chief  elevation 
in  the  parish,  on  which  stands  the  elegant  mansion  of  Hender- 
syde  Park  (J.  Waldie,  Esq.)  Hendersyde  Park  lies  near 
the  Kelso  and  Coldstream  road,  and  is  about  2  miles  from  the 
former  place.  The  grounds  in  which  it  is  situated  are  finely 
laid  out — the  house  itself  is  a  large  four-fronted  building, 
planned  by  the  present  proprietor,  and  built  at  different 
periods,  from  1S03  to  1841.  The  interior  contains  a  fine  col- 
lection of  pictures,  mosaics,  and  classical  antiquities  ;  besides  a 
library,*  which,  as  a  general  collection,  is  "  the  most  extensive 

*Sir  Walter  Scott  (in  Lockhart's  Life)  describes  himself  as  having  been 
greatly  indebted  to  the  Waldie  Library  in  the  time  of  the  present  pro- 
prietor's grandmother,  who,  when  he  was  attending  the  school  at  Kelso, 
generously  allowed  him  its  free  use — hisaunts,  with  whom  Sir  Walter  then 
resided  at  the  Cottage  {see  p.  110),  being  intimate  friends  of  Mrs.  Waldie ; 
a  strong  intimacy  having  existed  between  the  families  for  several  genera- 
tions. Charles  Ormiston,  jun.  (quaker),  maternal  great-grandfather  of 
the  present  proprietor  was  the  originator  of  the  Library,  and  the  pur- 
chaser of  the  Hendersyde  estate,  in  1715  ;  and  although  now  so  beautifully 
wooded,  fertile,  and  renting  higher  than  any  other  estate  of  equal  size  in 
the  county,  was  then  such  a  waste  of  moor  and  morass,  that  in  the  '45, 
when  Prince  Charles  passed  through  Kelso,  the  only  plunder  which 
his  Highland  followers  procured  from  the  then  small  holdings  on  the 
estate,  was  a  few  half-starved  sheep,  oats,  and  oatmeal.  They  shot  the 
sheep,  drank  the  warm  blood,  skinned  and  carried  off  the  carcases ;  the 
oatmeal  they  compelled  the  women  of  the  farms  to  make  into  cakes,  which 
they  ate  half-baked  off  the  fire  as  made ;  and  tradition  states  that  some 
of  the  plunderers  were  lost  in  the  extensive  moss,  which  then  existed 
in  the  neighbourhood,  and  which  was  subsequently  drained  to  form  the 
present  KeUo  race  course  {see  p.  92). 

*'  Mrs.  Waldie  belonged  to  her  father's  community,  and  the  style  of  life 
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and  best  preserved  in  the  county ; "  while,  as  a  Fine  Art 
collection  and  Private  Library,  it  is  perhaps  unequalled  in 
Scotland.  Orders  for  admission  to  see  the  interior  of  the  house 
can  be  procured  from  Messrs.  Smiths  and  Robson,  Kelso. 

The  village  of  Ednam— the  only  one  in  the  parish — a  pretty 
and  clean  little  place,  is  pleasantly  situated  on  the  river  Eden. 
This  village  is  celebrated  as  being  the  birth-place  of  the  poet 
Thomson,  whose  father*  wasministerof  the  parish.  A  stumpy 
looking  obelisk,  52  feet  in  height,  has  been  erected  to  the 
poet's  memory,  on  a  hill  about  a  mile  from  the  village  in  the 
Kelso  direction.  The  village  also  claims  to  be  the  birth-place 
of  the  father  of  James  Cook,  the  famous  circumnavigator. 

The  Eden  is  an  excellent  trouting  stream,  and  from  Ednam 
to  its  mouth,  a  distance  of  over  two  miles,  is  free  to  anglers; 
above  Ednam  it  is  mostly  preserved — {see  p.  73). 

The  village  is  about  2j  miles  north-east  from  Kelso,  which 
is  the  nearest  railway  station,  and  which  is  also  the  post 
town.

and  manners  depicted  in  the  household  of  Joshua  Geddes  of  Mount  Sharon , 
and  his  amiable  sister,  in  some  of  the  sweetest  chapters  of  "  Redgauntlct** 
is  a  slightly  decorated  edition  of  what  he  [Sir  Walter  as  a  boy]  witnessed 
under  her  hospitable  roof."— LockJiart's  Life. 

A  century  Bince  the  community  of  Quakers  was  a  comparatively 
numerous  and  highly  respectable  one  in  the  locality  of  Kelso;  it  has 
since  become  extinct,  and  their  meeting-house  at  Kelso,  after  having 
been  used  as  a  Bchool  of  arts,  mechanics'  institute,  &c,  is  now  the  church 
of  the  small  community  of  Congregationalists  (see  p.  79).  In  the  little 
burial  ground  attached  lie  several  generations  of  the  Ormistons,  including 
Mrs.  Waldie.  The  property  belongs  to  Mr.  Waldie,  of  Hendersyde  Park, 
the  present  representative. 

*  A  recent  writer  in  the  ephemeral  publication,  the  "Border  Maga- 
zine," states  that  the  house  in  which  Thomson  was  born  still  exists  as 
the  outhouse  of  a  farm-steading,  after  having  been  used  for  several  years 
as  the  village  school.  Of  the  poet,  the  parish  cannot  be  expected  to  furnish 
any  traditionary  recollections;  when  he  was  only  nine  or  ten  weeks  old 
hia  father  was  transferred  to  Southdean  parish,  and  it  is  most  improbable 
that  Thomson  had  any  subsequent  connection  with  Ednam.  For  many 
years  the  anniversary  of  Thomson's  birth  used  to  be  celebrated  by  a  number 
of  gentlemen  (the  Ednam  Club)  dining  in  the  village  inn.  The  laBt 
meeting  was  held  September  1819.  A  miniature  of  the  poet,  presented 
to  the  club  by  the  then  Earl  of  Buchan,  is  kept  in  the  manse,  and  handed 
down  from  one  incumbent  to  another.  This  miniature  is  from  a  large 
portrait  of  the  poet  by  Slaughter,  in  the  possession  of  the  Buchan  family.

issue— a  son,  Richard-John,  born  24th  April  1850;  and  a 
daugter,  Moria-Mona.

STICHILL  AND  HUME. 


Of  the  united  parishes  of  Stichill  and  Hume,  the  former  is  in 
Roxburghshire  and  the  latter  in  Berwickshire.  The  united 
parish  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Greenlaw  and  Gordon,  on 
the  east  by  Eccles,  on  the  south  by  Ednam  and  Nenthorn,  and 
on  the  west  by  Nenthorn  and  Earlston.  It  extends  to  about 
5.j  miles  in  length,  and  has  an  average  breadth  of  about  4J. 
The  surface  is  for  the  most  part  elevated,  averaging  nearly  500 
feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea ;  from  this  height  it  gradually 
declines  to  the  south.  The  areas,  according  to  the  Ordnance 
Survey  are — Hume  (including  a  small  detached  portion  in  the 
parish  of  Earlston,  which  measures  nearly  39.J  acres), 4103  acres 
—  of  which  60  acres  are  in  public  and  private  roads,  and  about 
3f  in  water  ;  Stichill,  nearly  2804  acre6- — of  which  nearly  45J 
are  in  roads,  and  5  in  water.  Nearly  the  whole  of  the  parish 
is  under  cultivation.  Near  the  southern  boundary  of  the  pa- 
rish is  the  village  of  Stichill.  It  consists  of  one  street,  and 
has  a  rather  decayed  appearance  ;  but  its  situation  is  beautiful 
and  could  scarcely  be  better  placed  for  health ;  and  yet, 
curiously,  it  was  the  first  place  in  the  county  visited  by  cho- 
lera in  1832,  when  two  fatal  cases  suddenly  occurred  ;  since 
then  the  epidemic  has  not  visited  the  parish; — Hume  it  has 
never  \isited.  For  its  size  the  village  of  Stichill  has  always 
had  a  large  proportion  of  very  old  inhabitants. 

Stichill  has  greatly  decreased  in  population  and  importance 
since  the  end  of  last  century,  when  it  had  double  its  present 
population  and  twice  its  present  extent.  It  was  long  cele- 
brated for  its  open-air  preachings  or  "  Holy  fairs"  in  con- 
nection with  the  Secession  Church.  These  used  to  be  held  on 
the  hill  near  to  the  present  church,  which  was  well  suited  for 
the  purpose  (it  being  then  unplanted),  and  formed  on  the  south 
side  a  sort  of  amphitheatre.  While  the  religious  services  went 
on  at  the  hill,  a  sort  of  secular  fair  was  being  held  at  the  public 
house  in  the  village.  [For  an  exaggerated  account  of  similar 
proceedings,  see  Burn's  Holy  Fair.]  A  relic  of  these  proceed- 
ings existed  to  within  the  last  thirty-five  years  in  the  tent 
preachings  held  on  the  green  at  the  Stichill  U.  P.  Church  on 
sacramental  occasions. 

At  the  west  end  of  the  village  is  the  entrance  to  Stichill 
House.  The  latter,  on  a  beautiful  eminence,  is  a  grand  build- 
ing in  course  of  erection,  on  the  site  of  the  old  Stichill  House, 
long  the  seat  of  the  Pringles,  baronets  of  Stichill,  the  former 
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proprietors  of  Stichill  parish,  and  also  lands  in  Hume,  as  at 
present  possessed  by  George  Baird,  Esq.  The  new  building  is 
intended  to  have  a  tower  of  above  100  feet  in  height,  from  the 
top  of  which  the  view  will  be  grand  and  varied,  commanding 
a  radius  of  over  30  miles. 

The  Eden,  which  forms  the  southern  boundary  of  the  parish, 
is  an  excellent  trouting  stream,  but  in  which  fishing  is  restricted. 
In  its  course  it  forms  the  beautiful  cascade  of  Stichill  Linn  ; 
which  has  a  height  of  about  40  ft.,  and  a  situation  highly  romantic. 
This  and  the  adjacent  grounds  of  Newton  Don  (see  Nenthorn 
parish)  are  often  visited  by  sight-seers  from  Kelso,  from  which 
they  are  distant  about  3  miles,  and  may  either  be  approached 
by  walks  through  the  fields  or  by  the  public  roads.  Above  the 
Linn  the  trouts  of  the  Eden  are  considered  to  be  of  a  better 
quality  than  the}7  are  below  it,  or  in  any  of  the  neighbouring 
streams;  and  their  flesh  has  a  redness  of  colour  nearly  ap- 
proaching that  of  the  salmon.  No  fish  of  the  salmon  genus  sur- 
mount the  fall,  but  eels  make  their  way  up  by  the  help  of  the 
damp  moss  which  covers  the  rocks  at  the  edge  of  the  falling 
water;  and  during  the  season,  at  the  expense  of  a  drenching  by 
the  spray,  small  specimens  may  be  picked  out  by  the  hand  in 
any  quantity.  The  effect  of  the  Linn  depends  very  much  on 
the  state  of  the  river;  it  is  always  picturesque  and  beautiful, 
but  when  the  river  is  in  flood,  it  has  a  considerable  degree  of 
sublimity. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  the  naturalist  to  state  that  the  bul- 
finch,  a  somewhat  rare  bird  in  Scotland,  is  found  in  considerable 
numbers  in  the  woods  of  Stichill.  In  spring  this  bird  is  exceed- 
ingly destructive  in  gardens,  the  flower  buds  of  fruit  trees  being 
its  favourite  food  at  that  season;  and  it  often  completely  strips 
the  apple,  plum,  and  other  trees,  and  small  fruit  bushes. 

The  hamlet  of  Hume  is  situated  in  the  centre  of  its  parish, 
at  the  foot  of  the  rocky  eminence  on  which  Hume  Castle 
stands.  The  castle  was  the  residence  of  the  Earls  of  Home; 
and  was  for  long  a  very  important  fortress.  There  is  nothing 
of  it  now  but  the  walls,  which  are  modern  and  built  upon  the 
old  foundations,  to  resemble  the  old  castle  ;  they  form  one  of 
the  most  prominent  features  in  the  county,  being  seen  from 
all  points. 

Each  parish  has  its  own  parochial  board,  and  in  each  village 
there  is  a  parish  school.  The  church  stands  in  the  village  of 
Stichill,  which  is  over  2  miles  from  the  hamlet  of  Hume. 

Kelso  is  the  nearest  market  and  post  town,  being  about  3  miles 
from  Stichill.  Population  of  the  parish  of  Stichill*  in  1861,

A  small  agricultural  parish  situated  in  the  north-eastern  part 
of  the  county.  It  is  bounded  partly  on  the  <ast  and  south  by 
Kelso,  and  partly  on  the  south  by  Makerstoun  ;  the  county  of 
Berwick  forms  the  remainder  of  its  boundary  on  all  sides. 
The  parish  extends  in  length  to  about  4  miles,  and  its  greatest 
breadth  is  Zh  miles.  Its  area,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Sur- 
vey, is  rather  over  4202  acres,  of  which  Dearly  62  are  occupied  by 
public  and  private  roads,  and  about  8  by  water ;  of  the  re- 
mainder nearly  the  whole  is  either  under  cultivation  or  consists 
of  plantations.  The  surface  of  the  parish  consists  of  a  variety 
of  high  and  low  grounds.  The  greatest  height  to  which  it 
attains  is  about  600  feet  above  the  sea.  The  climate  of  the 
parish  is  peculiarly  healthy  ;  but  it  has  no  accommodation  for 
visitors. 

Nearly  in  the  centre  of  the  parish  is  the  small  ancient  strag- 
gline  village  of  Smailholm,  consisting  of  three  separate  parts 
—East-Third,  West-Third,  and  Overtown, 

The  parish  enjoys  ample  communication  in  all  directions  by 
means  of  its  excellent  turnpike  and  branch  roads.  Kelso,  6 
miles  distant,  is  the  nearest  market  and  post  town.  The  near- 
est railway  station  is  at  Fans  Loanend,  nearly  4  miles  from  the 
village,  on  the  Earlston  and  Dunse  line 

The  river  Eden,  a  first-rate  trouting  stream,  but  in  which 
angling  is  restricted  (see  p.  183),  bounds  the  parish  a  consider- 
able distance  on  the  north-east.  In  the  south-west  corner  of 
the  parish,  perched  on,  and  in  the  midst  of  a  cluster  of  rocks, 
stands  Sandyknowe,  or  Smailholm  Tower.  This  place  was  the 
scene  of  Sir  Walter  Scott's  **  Eve  of  St.  John,"  which  he  has 
also  beautifully  described  in  "  Marmion,"  and  whrre  the  great 
bard  and  novelist  resided  when  a  child  with  his  grandfather, 
who  was  the  farmer  of  Sandyknowe.  It  is  the  property  of 
Lord  Polwarth,  and  has  recently  been  repaired,  so  that  easy 
access  may  be  had  to  the  top,  from  which  an  extensive  and 
delightful  view  may  be  had  on  all  sides.

MAKERSTOUN. 


A  small  agricultural  parish  on  the  north,  bank  of  the  river 
Tweed.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Smailholm,  on  the  east 
by  Kelso,  on  the  south  by  the  river  Tweed,  and  on  the  west 
by  Mertoun.  Its  length  Irom  east  to  west  is  about  4  miles,  and 
its  breadth  from  2  to  3  miles.  Its  area,  according  to  the  Ord- 
nance Survey,  is  nearly  2913  acres,  of  which  46£  are  in  roads, 
and  48  under  water.  The  land  gradually  ascends  from  the 
banks  of  the  river.  It  is  all  in  a  high  state  of  cultivation. 
About  3|  miles  of  the  Tweed  belong  to  this  parish,  and  within 
this  is  contained  some  of  the  finest  salmon  casts  on  that  river. 
Trow  Crags,  the  wildest  part  of  all  Tweed,  is  near  the  foot 
of  Makerstoun  water;  "here  the  water  way;  in  all  ordinary 
states,  is  entirely  within  four  splits  or  gullets  through  the  great 
mass  of  trap  rock  ;  and  the  river  for  a  short  distance  splits, 
chafes,  and  roars,  in  a  manner  similar  to  some  of  the  wild  iron- 
bound  streams  of  the  Highlands."* 

The  church  and  school-house  are  near  the  centre  of  the  pa- 
rish; it  contains  no  village,  and  there  is  only  one  mansion- 
house — Makerstoun  House — a  seat  of  the  late  Lady  Mak- 
dougall  Brisbane.  It  occupies  a  beautiful  and  commanding 
position  on  the  banks  of  the  Tweed.  The  woods  around  it  are 
finely  laid  out.  The  observatory  erected  by  Sir  Thomas,  but 
now  dismantled  of  its  valuable  apparatus,  is  close  to  the  house. 

Nearest  post  and  market  town,  Kelso,  5  miles  distant.  The 
nearest  railway  stations  to  the  parish  are  Rutherford  and  Rox- 
burgh,— access  can  be  had  readily  to  the  former  by  the  ferry- 
boat at  Rutherford ,  but  that  of  Roxburgh  is  not  very  accessible  ; 
and  although  at  a  greater  distance,  that  of  Kelso  is  more 
convenient  than  either.

*  To  step  across  the  river  at  these  gullies  used  to  be  a  frequent  although 
hazardous  feat.  A  poor  woman  having  been  drowned  in  the  attempt,  the 
late  Sir  Thomas  Brisbane,  to  prevent  similar  accidents,  caused  one  of  the 
steps  to  be  blown  up.  The  gullies  can  still  be  crossed  by  a  good  and  dar- 
ing leaper,  and  were  thus  occasionally  crossed  by  old  Rob  Kerss,  lony 
the  favourite  resident  fisherman  on  the  Makerstoun  water.  The  upward 
leap  from  the  north  is  the  most  difficult,  but  Rob  could  accomplish  it 
both  ways.

ROXBURGH. 


A  very  irregularly  shaped  parish  lying  on  the  south  side  of 
the  Tweed.  It  is  bounded  by  Makerstoun  and  Kelso  on  the 
north,  Maxton  on  the  -west,  Ancrum  on  the  south,  and  Crailing 
and  Eckford  on  the  east.  The  extreme  length  of  the  parish  is 
about  8  miles,  and  its  breadth  varies  from  1  to  5  miles.  The 
area ,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  is  7924f  acres,  of  which 
53$  are  occupied  by  the  railway,  99§  in  public  and  private  roads, 
and  143f  are  under  water.  The  surface  of  the  parish  is  gene- 
rally flat,  and  has  a  gentle  Blope  to  the  Tweed  on  the  north, 
with  the  Teviot  intersecting  it  from  north  to  south.  In  the 
south-west  is  Dunse  or  Doune  Law,  a  hill  about  500  feet  high. 
Around  this  height  the  ground  is  moorish,  but  with  this  excep- 
tion the  parish  has  a  rich  soil  and  is  well  cultivated. 

Near  the  centre  of  the  parish  and  close  to  the  Teviot  is  the 
village  of  Roxburgh.  Here  there  is  a  station  on  the  N.  B. 
Railway,  and  a  junction  is  here  formed  with  the  Jedburgh 
branch,  which  here  strikes  off  along  the  north  side  of  the 
Teviot.  On  the  opposite  side  of  the  river,  at  the  distance  of 
about  a  mile,  is  the  village  of  Heiton.  Both  villages  are  en- 
tirely agricultural,  and  both  are  small.  Close  to  the  village  of 
Roxburgh  a  magnificent  and  lofty  viaduct  of  fourteen  arches 
carries  the  railway  across  the  Teviot.  Attached  to  the  viaduct 
and  near  the  water  level  is  a  free  foot  bridge,  which  has  su- 
perseded the  old  ferry  of  Roxburgh. 

The  only  mansion  houses  in  the  parish  are — Sunlaws,  near 
the  centre  of  the  parish,  a  handsome  Tudor  edifice  with  a 
lofty  tower,  the  residence  of  W.  Scott  Kerr,  Esq. ;  and  Fair- 
nington,  near  the  eastern  boundary,  the  residence  of  Henry 
Rutherfurd,  Esq.  The  gardens  and  grounds  of  Sunlaws  are 
laid  out  with  great  taste. 

At  the  north-eastern  extremity  of  the  parish  are  the  ruins 
of  Roxburgh  Castle,  once  the  most  important  stronghold  in 
the  south  of  Scotland  (see  p.  71).*    Close  to  the  village  of  Rox- 


*  A  beautiful  walk  by  the  eide  of  the  river  Teviot  leads  from  the  ancient 
caBtle  of  Roxburgh  to  the  village  which  now  bears  that  name.  The  distance 
is  about  two  miles;  and  in  summer  a  more  delightful  stroll  could  not 
be  found.  In  the  churchyard  of  the  village  is  the  grave  of  Andrew  Gem- 
mels,  the  original  of  Edie  Ochiltree,  the  "  Blue  gown"  of  Sir  "Walter 
Scott's  "  Antiquary."  The  place  is  marked  by  a  tombstone  bearing 
the  following  inscription: — Andrew  Gemmels,  alias  Edie  Ochiltree,  was 
interred  here ;  he  died  at  Roxburgh  Newtown  in  1793,  aged  106  years. 
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burgh  are  the  remains  of  an  old  keep,  which  has  received  the 
name  of  Wallace's  Tower,  but  from  what  circumstance  is  not 
known.    Within  the  policy  of  Sunlaws,  overlooking  the  Teviot, 
are  several  artificial  caves,  supposed  to  be  over  1000  years  old. 

A  fine  stretch  of  the  Tweed  for  salmon  fishing  is  in  this 
parish,  the  greater  part  of  it  running  through  the  Duke  of 
Roxburghe's  property.     [See  paragraph  about  permission  to 
fish  in  the  Teviot  for  salmon  at  p.  73,  which  applies  to  this 
parish,  as  also  do  the  remarks  there  made  about  trout  fishing.] 

Kelso  is  the  nearest  market  towD,  and  is  distant  about  3 
miles  from  the  village  of  Roxburgh  and  2  from  Heiton, 

The  population  of  the  parish  in  1S61  was  1178,  consisting  of 
244  families,  205  of  whom  were  returned  as  living  in  houses  of 
one  and  two  windows.

ANCRUM. 


This  is  an  entirely  agricultural  parish,  delightfully  situated  on 
the  north  bank  of  the  river  Teviot,  and  completely  intersected 
by  Ale  water.  It  is  about  six  miles  in  length,  and  four  in 
breadth ;  and  contains,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Surve 
measurements,  10,389  acres,  of  which  10,102  are  land,  93  water, 
131  public  roads,  25  private  roads,  and  37  occupied  by  railway. 

The  appearance  of  the  parish  is  romantic  and  picturesque  in 
a  very  high  degree.  Although  there  are  no  hills  the  surface 
is  very  irregular,  breaking  out  into  considerable  eminences.  In 
the  southern  part  of  the  parish  the  soil  is  very  rich ;  and  gene- 
rally throughout  the  parish  it  is  good.  The  Teviot  and  Ale 
afford  capital  sport  to  the  angler,  both  for  salmon  and  trout. 
Angling  accommodation  can  be  had  in  the  village,  for  which 
it  affords  a  good  centre.  Otters  numerously  frequent  the 
streams  of  the  parish,  and  are  often  hunted. 

The  somewhat  decayed  looking  village  of  Ancrum,  from 
which  the  parish  takes  its  name,  is  pleasantly  situated  on  the 
south  side  of  Ale  water,  about  a  mile  from  its  confluence  with 
the  Teviot.  In  the  middle  of  the  village  green  stands  the  ruins 
of  the  Cross — supposed  to  have  been  originally  surmounted  by 
the  Arms  of  Scotland.  There  are  three  mansions  in  the  parish 
— all  worthy  of  special  notice — the  proprietors  of  which  are 
all  resident. 

Ancrum  House,  the  seat  of  Sir  William  Scott,  Bart.,  M.P., 
is  a  fine  old  baronial  looking  mansion,  standing  in  the  midst  of 
an  extensive  park, ' '  attractive  with  spots  of  verdant  lawn,  craggy 
knolls,  and  scattered  trees,  some  of  which  are  the  finest  in  the 
south  of  Scotland,  and  whose  picturesque  effect  is  much  in- 
creased by  the  additional  beauty  of  a  numerous  herd  of  deer." 
Chesters,  the  residence  of  William  Ogilvie,  Esq.,  is  a  large 
and  handsome  building,  erected  over  sixty  years  ago,  and  de- 
lightfully situated  on  the  banks  of  the  Teviot.  Kirklands, 
the  seat  of  John  Richardson,  Esq.,  occupies  a  most  romantic 
position  on  a  wooded  height  over  the  water  of  Ale.  This 
is  a  modern  house  in  the  Tudor  style  of  architecture. 

On  the  grounds  opposite  to  Ancrum  House,  and  for  a  con- 
siderable way  up  the  Ale,  are  to  be  seen  various  caves,  amount- 
ing in  all  to  fifteen,  hewn  out  of  the  rocky  banks  of  the  river; 
many  of  them  must  have  been  used  as  places  of  concealment, 
being  not  only  extremely  difficult  of  discovery  and  access,  but 
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having  been  provided  with  fire  places,  with  apertures  in  the 
roof  to  carry  off  the  smoke,  and  commanding  a  plentiful  supply 
of  water  ;  one  of  them  is  known  as  Thomson's  cave,  from  its 
having  been  a  favourite  retreat  of  the  author  of  the  "  Seasons," 
when,  he  was  a  frequent  inmate  at  the  manse  of  Ancrum  during 
the  incumbency  of  his  friend  Mr.  Cranston.  About  a  mile  and 
half  to  the  north  of  the  village  is  the  scene  of  the  battle  of 
Ancrum  Moor,  now  best  remembered  in  connection  with  the 
death  of  "Maid  Lilliard  ;"  there,  in  honour  of  her  memory, 
and  marking  the  spot  where  she  fought  and  fell,  has  been 
raised  a  monument.*  The  locality  is  known  also  by  the  name 
of  Lilliard's  Edge. 

The  nearest  market  and  post  town  is  Jedburgh ,  about  4  miles 
distant  from  the  village  ;  and  the  nearest  railway  stations  are 
Nisbet  and  Jedfoot,  each  about  2  miles  off,  on  the  Jedburgh 
branch  of  the  North  British  Railway.  The  Hawick  line  of  the 
North  British  intersects  the  western  portion  of  the  parish,  and 
has  a  Btation  at  New  Belses,  over  three  miles  from  the  village. 

In  the  north-western  part  of  the  parish  is  the  hamlet 
of  LoNGNEWTON,f  which  once  formed  a  chapelry  for  the 
barony  of  Longnewton.  Of  the  church  there  are  now  no  re- 
mains, but  the  burying  ground  is  still  made  use  of  by  some  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  locality. 

Population  of  the  village  in  1861,  538;  of  the  entire  parish, 
1511,  who  composed  322  separate  families;  7  of  whom  were 
returned  as  living  in  houses  having  no  windows,  153  in  houses 
of  one  window,  and  86  in  houses  of  two  windows.

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SOUTHDEAN. 


A  large  irregularly  shaped  parish  in  the  southern  part  of 
Teviotdale.*  Its  boundaries  are  Jedburgh  on  the  north,  Oxnam 
and  Jedburgh  on  the  east,  Castleton  and  the  county  of  North- 
umberland on  the  south,  and  Hobkirk  on  the  west.  The  area, 
according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  is  27,983J  acres,  of  which 
nearly  104  are  in  roads — the  turnpike  roads  irom  Hawick  and 
Jedburgh  for  the  south,  traversing  the  parish — and  55  are 
under  water. 

The  southern  and  south-eastern  parts  of  the  parish  are  wild 
and  mountainous,  including  some  of  the  Cheviot  range  of  hills. 
The  principal  heights  are — Carter  Fell,  1815  feet;  Carlintooth 
Fell,  1802  feet;  Peel  Fell,  1964  feet;  and  Wolflee  Hill,  1250 
feet.  The  more  northern  part  of  the  parish  is  also  hilly,  but 
in  the  centre  the  ground  is  more  level.  A  considerable  part 
is  under  cultivation,  but  the  bulk  of  the  parish  is  pastoral. 
From  the  Carter  and  one  or  two  more  of  the  high  fells  in  this 
locality  rise  the  rivers  Tyne,  Liddal,  Jed,  Rule,  and  Reed. 

The  Jed  and  several  of  its  tributaries  take  their  rise  among 
the  hills  in  the  southern  district,  and  the  Rule  bounds  the  pa- 
rish to  the  west,  and  some  of  its  sources  are  also  in  the  parish. 
The  trouting  in  both  is  good  and  unrestricted,  and  is  best  with 
the  worm  ;  the  scenery  of  both  streams  is  romantic,  and  they 
have  interesting  associations — (see  Hopekirk). 

Both  the  Jed  and  the  Rule  in  this  locality  are  much  fre- 
quented by  otters.  In  many  of  the  districts  of  Teviotdale  this 
species  of  game  has  greatly  increased  of  late  years. 

There  are  still  in  existence  the  ruins  of  several  towers,  or 
peels  ;  and  also  traces  of  ancient  encampments. 

A  little  north  of  the  middle  of  the  parish  is  the  hamlet  of 
Chesters,  in  which  the  parish  church  and  school  are  situated. 
Several  of  the  residents  occupy  small  farms,  held  of  the  Countess 
of  Home;  but  the  village  has  greatly  decreased  in  popula- 
tion within  the  last  twenty  years.  In  the  manse  of  South- 
dean,  situated  on  the  banks  of  the  Jed,  nearly  a  mile  from  the 
village,  the  poet  Thomson  spent  most  of  his  youthful  days : 
and  underneath  a  thruch-stone  in  the  churchyard  at  Chesters, 
the  inscription  on  which  is  almost  wholly  obliterated   [but

which  the  heritors  are  about  to  renew  in  a  marble  tablet],  rest 
the  ashes  of  the  poet's  father,  who  was  minister  of  the  parish — 
(see  Ednam  parish,  p.  178).  Chesters  is  the  only  village  in  the 
parish.  The  ruins  of  two  old  churches  exist — one  at  Southdean, 
whence  the  name  of  the  parish,  the  other  at  Abbotrule;  and 
there  is  a  churchyard  attached  to  each. 

The  nearest  market  town  is  Jedburgh,  about  8  miles  distant 
from  the  hamlet.

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LILLIESLEAF. 


This  parish  ia  situated  in  the  north-western  part  of  the  county, 
and  ia  about  6^  milea  in  length  and  2J  in  breadth.  It  is 
bounded  on  the  north  by  the  parishes  of  Selkirk  and  Bowden, 
on  the  east  by  Ancrum,  on  the  south  by  Minto,  and  on  the 
west  by  Ashkirk  and  Wilton.  The  total  area,  according  to 
the  Ordnance  Survey,  ia  nearly  G707§  acres,  4}  of  which  are 
occupied  by  the  railway,  61  by  roads,  and  nearly  35  by  water. 

"  There  are  several  elongated  eminencea  in  the  parish,  which 
generally  run  from  east  to  west  a  considerable  distance,  in  the 
form  of  ridge^  the  highest  rising  to  about  600  feet  above  the 
level  of  the  sea.  The  declivities  on  the  sides  of  these  ridgy  emi- 
nences are  fertile  and  well  cultivated.  There  are  also  rich 
valleys  and  gently  sloping  banks,  interspersed  with  thriving 
plantations  and  hedge  rows;"  but  beyond  its  agricultural 
beauty  the  parish  possesses  little  of  interest. 

The  Ale  water,  after  intersecting  the  parish,  forms  its  north- 
ern boundary  for  about  two  miles.  The  angling  in  this  river 
is  good,  and  the  trouts  are  of  a  good  size.  The  climate  of  the 
parish  generally  is  good. 

There  are  traces  throughout  the  parish,  but  more  especially 
in  the  village,  of  many  fortresses  or  peels,  some  of  them  of  con- 
siderable strength.  From  its  retired  situation,  Lilsly  (or  Lil- 
liesleaf)  Moor  was  the  resort  of  numerous  conventicles. 

In  the  northern  part  of  the  parish,  on  the  banks  of  the  Ale, 
is  the  thriving  agricultural  village  of  Lilliesleaf  ("  with  much 
taste  for  floriculture  "),  the  only  one  in  the  parish.  It  consists 
of  one  street,  which  coutains  some  very  handsome  houses  and 
shops.  There  are  no  markets  here  ;  the  nearest  market  towns 
from  the  village  are  Hawick  (8  miles),  Melrose  (7  miles),  and 
Selkirk  (6  miles).  The  nearest  railway  station  is  at  Belses,  3 
miles  distant  from  the  village  on  the  Hawick  line.  Goods  sent 
by  rail  should  be  addressed  to  Belses  station,  and  letters  by 
Selkirk. 

Population  of  the  village  in  1861,  325 ;  of  the  entire  parish, 
772,  who  compoaed  177  families;  65  of  whom  were  returned 
as  living  in  houses  of  one  window,  and  59  in  houses  of  two 
windows,  the  others  in  houses  of  three  and  more  windows.

KIDDELL. 

Situated  a  mile  to  the  west  of  the  Tillage — the  property  and 
residence  of  *Mark  Sprot,  Esq.,  eldest  son  of  the  late  John 
Sprot,  Esq.,  who  purchased  the  estate  about  1820 ;  born  1802 ; 
married,   1829,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  Shewell,  Esq. ; 
and  has,  with  other  issue,  a  son — John,  Captain  83d  Foot; 
born  1830. 

Mr.  Sprot  is  a  Deputy-Lieutenant  for  Roxburghshire,  a  Jus- 
tice of  the  Peace  for  Selkirk  and  Roxburgh  shires,  Lord  of 
the  Manor  of  Riddel],  and  Vice-President  of  the  North  Brit- 
ish Railway  Company. 

COTEFIELD 

At  the  southern  boundary  of  the  parish  on  the  Hassendean 
road — the  property  of  Mrs.  J.  G.  Stewart,  5  Arniston  Place, 
Newington,  Edinburgh;  present  occupant,  J.  C.  Macintosh, 
Esq.,  of  Manchester. 

A  highly  cultivated  and  very  fertile  agricultural  parish,  situ- 
ated to  the  south  of  the  Eildon  Hills,  one  of  them  being  in 
the  parish.  Bowden  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Melrose,  on 
the  east  by  St.  Boswell's,  on  the  south  by  Lilliesleaf,  and  on  the 
west  by  Selkirk.  The  total  area,  according  to  the  Ordnance 
Survey,  is  over  7682  acres  ;  consisting  of  7588J  acrea  land,  15$ 
acres  water,  and  79  acres  public  roads. 

"  The  general  surface  of  the  parish  may  be  well  described  a9 
consisting  of  a  series  of  parallel  ridges,  lying  from  west  to  east, 
and  from  the  parallel  elevations  from  which  the  Eildon  Hills 
arise,  lessening  in  height  towards  the  south, — with  intermediate 
valleys  more  or  less  wide,  each  having  its  own  rill,  which  runs 
eastward  to  the  Tweed,  about  two  miles  distant  from  the 
middle  of  the  parish."  The  Eildon  hill  lying  within  the  pa- 
rish has  an  elevation  of  1216  feet.* 

The  climate  from  the  general  elevation  of  the  parish  is  cold, 
but  healthy.  The  height  of  the  village  of  Bowden  above  the 
level  of  the  sea  is  nearly  600  feet,  and  Bowden  Moor  over  900. 

There  are  two  villages  in  the  parish — Bowden,  close  to  the 
eastern  boundary  of  the  parish,  and  Midlem  (originally 
Midholm),  situated  more  in  the  centre.  Near  the  former 
village,  which  is  the  larger  of  the  two,  is  the  parish  church 
and  school.  In  the  centre  of  this  village  there  is  a  stone  cross 
— when  erected  is  unknown ;  and  a  handsome  fountain  with  a 
good  supply  of  water  has  lately  been  erected  for  the  convenience 
of  the  inhabitants.  The  church  of  Bowden  is  extremely  pret- 
tily placed.  Part  of  it  is  very  ancient,  but  a  new  front  wall, 
erected  last  century  with  common  windows,  mars  its  appear- 

ance. A  vault,  beneath  what  may  have  been  the  chancel, 
contains  the  remains  of  many  members  of  the  ducal  house  of 
Roxburghe,  one  of  whose  ancestors  acquired,  about  the  begin- 
ning of  the  sixteenth  century,  Holydean  in  this  parish,  where 
the  family  no  doubt  once  resided.  The  old  building,  which 
was  strongly  fortified,  is  now  in  ruins.  Some  remains  of  the 
stone  dike  of  the  great  deer  park  of  Holydean,  enclosing  about 
500  acres,  built  about  300  years  ago,  still  exist.  The  Cavers 
gallery  pew  in  the  church  is  a  curious  canopied  seat  of  a  very 

*  The  centre  and  east  hills  lying  within  Melrose  parish  have  eleva- 
tions of  1385  and  1327  feet. 
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antique  character,  with  the  family  arms  and  some  quaint  lines 
on  a  beam  underneath.  The  three  immense  ash  trees  which 
grew  in  the  churchyard  have  all  yielded  (the  last  only  lately) 
to  the  storms  which  for  ages  they  must  have  been  exposed  to. 
The  roots  and  small  portions  of  the  trunks  still,  however,  re- 
main, f 

The  nearest  market  towns  are' — Melrose,  about  3J  miles  dis- 
tant from  Bowden  by  the  turnpike  road  (a  nearer  road  to 
Melrose  for  foot-passengers  is  by  the  Eildon  Hills),  and  Sel- 
kirk, about  3  miles  from  Midlem.

MAXTON. 


A  parish  entirely  agricultural,  and  situated  on  the  south 
bank  of  the  river  Tweed,  which  forms  its  northern  boundary 
throughout  its  entire  length.  Its  other  boundaries  are — St. 
Boswell's  and  Arcrum  on  the  west,  and  Roxburgh  on  the 
south  and  east.  It  is  of  an  oblong  figure,  and  is  about  4  miles 
long  and  If  broad.  Its  area,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Sur- 
vey, is  nearly  4494J  acres.  Of  this  about  36  are  occupied  by 
the  North  British  Railway,  71^  are  in  public  and  private  roads, 
and  72|  are  in  water. 

In  the  southern  part  of  the  parish  the  soil  is  thin,  but  pos- 
sesses at  Muirhouselaw  a  clay  of  excellent  quality  for  the 
manufacture  of  tiles  and  bricks.  In  the  northern  part  where 
it  gradually  slopes  down  to  the  Tweed,  the  soil  is  rich  and  well 
cultivated. 

The  salmon  fishings  on  the  Tweed  in  this  parish  are  very 
valuable.  They  belong  to  Lord  Polwarth  of  Mertoun,  Miss 
Ramsay  of  Maxton  Cottage,  and  Sir  Edmund  Antrobus  of 
Rutherford.  The  Rutherford  salmon  fishings  contain  some  ex- 
cellent casts.  Trout  fishing  is  restricted  in  some  parts  of  the 
parish. 

The  village  of  Maxton,  situated  on  the  turnpike  road  from 
Melrose  to  Kelso,  is  the  only  one  in  the  parish.  Although  at 
one  time  the  village  seems  to  have  been  a  very  considerable 
place,  it  now  possesses  no  features  of  interest,  except  the 
remains  of  a  cross  standing  in  front  of  the  smithy.  A  short 
distance  from  the  village  there  is  a  station  on  the  North  British 
Railway,  and  at  Rutherford,  in  the  north-eastern  extremity  of 
the  parish,  is  another. 

The  school-house  is  situated  about  a  mile  below  the  village, 
as  being  more  central  for  the  parish  generally  Near  to  it  is 
the  ruin  of  Littledean  Tower,  formerly  a  place  of  note,  and 
long  possessed  by  the  Kers  of  Littledean  and  Nenthorn — a 
branch  of  the  Roxburghe  family.  The  situation  is  very  pretty, 
and  near  to  the  river ;  it  is  now  the  property  of  Lord  Polwarth. 
There  is  also  a  circular  camp,  almost  entire,  defended  by  a 
triple  rampart,  on  the  bank  of  the  Tweed,  at  the  north-east 
extremity  of  the  parish — an  outpost  probably  of  a  larger  camp 
which  existed  in  the  large  field  opposite,  and  now  entirely 
obliterated  by  the  plough ;  but  the  tower  is  the  only  place  of 
real  interest  in  the  parish. 
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The  nearest  market  towns  are — Kelso,  Jedburgh,  and  Mel- 
rose— all  about  7  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  parish.   The  post 
town  for  the  village  of  Maxton  is  Newtown,  St.  Boswell's ; 
for  Rutherford  Mains  and  that  locality — K.el60.      Goods  for 
the  village  should  be  addressed  by  Maxton  station. 

Population  of  the  parish  in  1861,  497,  comprising  95  separate 
families,  53  of  whom  were  returned  as  living  in  houses  of  one 
and  two  windows.

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CRAILING. 


The  parish  of  Crailing  occupies  a  delightful  situation  on  both 
sides  of  the  river  Teviot,  which  divides  it  into  two  nearly  equal 
portions.  The  parish  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Roxburgh, 
on  the  east  by  Eckford,  on  the  south  by  Jedburgh,  and  on  the 
west  by  Ancrum.  Its  length  is  about  4  miles,  and  its  breadth 
3f  miles ;  and  its  area,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  is 
60134.  acres,  of  which  5903J  are  land,  78  are  water,  51£  are 
public  roads,  and  10J  are  occupied  by  railway. 

The  parish  is  fertile  and  highly  cultivated,  and  is  well 
watered  both  by  the  Teviot  and  the  Oxnam  waters.  The 
trout  fishing  in  the  parish  is  very  good,  but  is  restricted 
within  the  policies  of  Mounteviot  and  Crailing  House.  The 
general  appearance  of  the  parish  is  that  of  a  wide  basin,  slop- 
ing gently  up  on  either  side  of  the  Teviot,  and  terminating  in 
11  three  considerable  eminences,  on  the  top  of  one  of  which, 
called  Pinielheugh,  a  monument  of  cylindrical  form,  with  a 
spiral  staircase,  was  erected  by  the  late  Marquis  of  Lothian 
and  his  tenantry,  to  commemorate  the  Battle  of  Waterloo." 
In  height  it  is  150  feet,  and  this  altitude,  taken  with  that  of 
the  hill,  which  is  774  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea,  enables 
the  spectator  from  the  summit  to  command  a  magnificent 
view  in  every  direction,  and  embracing  some  of  the  loveliest 
portions  of  Teviotdale.* 

There,  are  two  very  small  villages  in  the  parish — Crailing, 
cm  the  south  side  of  the  Teviot,  where  are  the  church,  manse, 
and  school-house;  and  Nisbet  on  the  north  side,  where  is  the 
railway  station,  and  where  a  bridge  has  lately  been  built,  re- 
placing a  previous  ferry,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  district. 
11  Nisbet  was  formerly  a  place  of  some  importance,  and  a  sepa- 
rate parish.  Of  the  church  scarce  a  trace  remains,  but  the 
churchyard  is  still  used  as  a  burying  ground  by  the  inhabitants 

*  The  nionmument  bears  the  following  inscription :  "To  the  Duke 
of  Wellington  and  the  British  Army.  William  Kerr  VI.  Marquis  of 
Lothian  and  his  tenantry  dedicate  this  monument,  xxx  June, 
mdcccxv."  This  is  the  date  ou  which  the  foundation  of  the  first 
monument  was  laid,  and  which,  owing  to  faulty  construction,  fell, 
when  nearly  completed,  with  the  noise  and  force  nearly  resembling 
that  of  an  earthquake.  As  the  accident  occurred  during  the  night 
nobody  was  injured.  The  construction  of  the  present  monument 
was  then  immediately  commenced,  and  to  this  date  has  never  been 
thoroughly  finished. 


on  that  side  of  the  river ;  it  was  the  scene  of  the  ministry  of 
Calderwood,  the  church  historian,  and  the  birth-place  of  the 
celebrated  Samuel  Rutherfoord  whose  religious  writings  \  his 
'  Letters'  especially]  still  continue  to  be  praised." 

The  parish  contains  nothing  memorable  in  the  way  of  anti- 
quities. Near  Nisbet,  to  the  west,  on  the  Teviot,  is  Moun- 
teviot, a  seat  of  the  Marquis  of  Lothian  who  possesses  the 
entire  north  side  of  the  parish.  Near  to  Crailing  is  Crailing 
House,  the  residence  of  John  Paton,  Esq.,  who  possesses  nearly 
the  entire  south  side  of  the  parish.  Crailing  House  is  a  plain 
modern  building,  and  stands  beautifully  on  a  rising  ground, 
with  the  Oxnam  winding  below  ;  and  the  interest  and  beauty 
of  the  pleasure-grounds  is  much  increased  by  the  course  of  this 
mountain  stream,  which  forms  a  sweet  little  glen,  having  its 
banks  thickly  covered  with  wood. 

On  the  opposite  side  of  the  Oxnam,  over  against  Crailing 
House,  remains  of  caves  have  lately  been  discovered ;  the 
greater  part  of  them  appear  to  have  been  destroyed  by  slips 
from  the  cliff,  caused  by  the  action  of  the  Oxnam  at  its  base. 
There  are  indications  of  some  of  them  having  been  used  for 
cattle,  and  one  for  cooking.  The  cliff  has  not  yet  been  fully 
explored. 

The  branch  line  of  the  North  British  Railway  to  Jedburgh 
intersects  the  parish  by  the  north  side  of  the  Teviot. 

The  nearest  market  town  is  Jedburgh,  about  4  miles  off. 
Kelso  is  the  post  town,  6  miles  off. 

The  population  of  the  parish  in  1861  was  673,  who  com- 
posed 134  families,  2  of  whom  were  returned  as  living  in  houses 
having  no  windows,  and  99  in  houses  of  one  and  two  windows.

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HOUNAM. 


The  parish  of  Hounam,  Bituated  amongst  the  Cheviot  Hills, 
is  bounded  on  the  north  and  east  by  Morebattle,  on  the  Bouth 
by  the  county  of  Northumberland,  and  on  the  west  by  the 
parishes  of  Oxnam,  Jedburgh,  and  Eckford.  In  length  it  is 
about  8  miles,  and  in  breadth  about  6.  Its  area,  according 
to  the  Ordnanoe  Survey,  is  15,1071  acres,  of  which  15.042J  acres 
are  land,  33j  water,  and  31:1  roads. 

"The  appearance  of  the  parish  exhibits,  in  general,  little 
else  than  an  assemblage  of  hills,  chiefly  appropriated  to  pasture ; 
and  forming  part  of  the  range  of  Cheviot  Hills."  The  propor- 
tion of  land  fit  for  cultivation  is  very  small.  The  hills  are 
very  beautiful  and  the  pastarage  on  tbem  is  both  extensive  and 
valuable ;  some  of  the  best  grazing  farms  in  the  district  are 
to  be  found  in  this  parish.  Hounam  Law,  partly  in  More- 
battle  and  partly  in  this  parish,  attains  an  elevation  of  1472 
feet.  Cranshawlaw,  near  the  centre  of  the]  parish,  is  1152 
feet ;  and  Humblemoor  Hill,  more  to  the  south,  is  1191  feet ; 
Beefstand  Hill,  partly  in  Northumberland,  is  1191  feet  The 
parish  is  traversed  by  good  roads,  kept  in  repair  by  the  statute 
labour  fund.  The  parish  is  intersected  by  numerous  burns, 
"  romantio  in  scenery  and  abounding  in  trout,"  which  take 
their  rise  among  the  hills  ;  but  the  only  stream  worth  mention 
is  the  Kale,  flowing  in  a  northerly  direction,  and  cutting 
the  parish  into  nearly  equal  halves.  It  abounds  in  trout,  and 
is  an  unrestricted  resort  for  anglers  [see  Morebattle  parish). 
"A  little  to  the  westward  of  the  village  the  Kale  forms  a 
cascade,  called  'the  Salmon  leap,'  and  which,  when  the  stream 
is  flooded,  becomes  an  object  of  interest.  An  excellent  road 
pursues  nearly  the  whole  line  of  the  stream."  In  no  parish 
in  the  south  of  Scotland  does  the  remains  of  so  many  old 
camps — British  and  Roman— exist,  as  in  that  of  Hounam. 
One  of  them,  especially,  on'  Bughtrig  farm,  is  entire.  The 
Roman  road  bounds  tbe  parish  its  entire  length,  on  the  east. 

The  village,  or  rather  hamlet  of  Hounam,  is  the  only  one 
in  the  parish  ;  it  occupies  a  very  pleasant  and  healthy  site  on 
the  east  side  of  the  Kale.  Here  tbe  parish  church  and  sehool 
are  situated.  Near  tbe  village  is  Gkeenhill,  a  favourite  re- 
treat of  His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Roxburghe.  There  are  no  mar- 
kets or  fairs  held  either  in  the  village  or  parish.  At  Penny- 
muir,  in  tbe  south- western  part  of  the  parish,  but  on  the  Oxnam 
side  of  the  boundary  line,  two  trysts  are  held  [see  Oxnam). 

The  nearest  market  towns  are'  Jedburgh,  about  9  miles  dis- 


tant, and  Kelso  about  12  miles.  The  latter  is  the  most  con- 
venient for  the  hamlet  either  as  a  market  town  or  railway 
station,  and  is  the  post  town.

OXNAM. 


A  LONG  irregularly  Bhaped  parish,  bordering  on  Northumber- 
land, from  which  it  stretches  for  nearly  10  miles  in  a  north- 
westerly direction.  Its  breadth  varies  from  3  to  5  miles  It  is 
bounded  on  the  north  by  Jedburgh,  on  the  east  by  Hounam, 
on  the  south  by  Northumberland  and  parish  of  Jedburgh,  and 
on  the  west  by  Jedburgh  and  Southdean.  The  area,  according 
to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  is  about  21,2234;  acres,  of  which  109 
are  in  roads,  and  33}  under  water. 

The  southern  part  of  the  parish  is  mountainous,  part  of  the 
Cheviot  range  extending  into  it.  To  the  northward  and  in 
the  centre  of  the  parish  the  ground  is  very  much  diversified, 
sometimes  rising  into  considerable  eminences,  which  are  inter- 
sected by  numerous  narrow  ravines.  The  principal  of  these 
eminences  are  Hindhopehill,  1394  feet;  Grindstonelaw,  1535 
feet;  and  Brownhart,  1664  feet.  The  soil  varies,  but  the  pre- 
vailing kinds  are  of  a  loamy,  clayey,  and  gravelly  nature.  The 
northern  portion  of  the  parish,  wherever  the  surface  admits  it, 
is  highly  cultivated — principally  in  the  valleys  of  the  Jed  and 
Oxnam ;  but  the  southern,  and  by  much  the  larger  portion, 
is  entirely  pastoral.  The  breed  of  Cheviot  sheep  receives  great 
attention  in  the  parish,  and  is  probably  brought  to  as  great 
perfection  within  its  limits,  as  it  is  in  any  other  parish  in  the 
district. 

There  are  the  remains  of  some  Druidical  circles  and  old  camps 
in  the  parish,  but  its  principal  antiquarian  object  of  interest  is 
the  remains  of  the  Roman  road  which  bounds  the  parish  to 
the  north-east  for  its  entire  length,  and  dividing  it  from  the 
parishes  of  Hounam  and  Jedburgh.  Within  the  limits  of 
the  parish  this  spacious  road  is  in  many  parts  in  good  order, 
and  is  still  used  as  a  drove  road. 

The  parish  has  no  particular  feature  of  beauty  to  recommend 
it.  The  upper  waters  of  the  Kale  {see  Hounam  parish),  which 
rise  among  the  hills  in  the  southern  part  of  this  parish  are 
pretty,  and  so  are  many  parts  of  the  Oxnam  which  flows 
through  the  parish  almost  its  entire  length.  The  Jed  forms 
part  of  its  western  boundary.  They  all  abound  in  trout,  and 
are  free  to  the  angler  (see  Jedburgh). 

In  the  northern  extremity  of  the  parish,  on  the  Oxnam 
water,  is  the  hamlet  of  Oxnam,  the  only  one  in  the  parish. 

The  nearest  market  and  post  town  is  Jedburgh,  about  4  miles 
distant  from  the  hamlet.  Jedburgh  is  also  the  nearest  railway 
station. 
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Fairs. — Pennymuir  Lambs  and  Wool  (held  at  Pennymuir, 
alongside  of  the  old  Roman  road,  and  on  the  confines  of  Hou- 
nam  parish) — 31st  July,  or  the  Monday  after,  if  the  date  falls 
on  a  Sunday.  The  wool  sold  is  very  trifling  ;  but  for  lambs 
the  fair  is  of  great  local  importance,  and  has  supei-seded  that  at 
the  Rink  {see  Jedburgh),  The  description  of  lambs  princi- 
pally shewn  is  Cheviots  and  three-parts  and  half-bred  Leices- 
ters  ;  the  Cheviot  stock  have  lately  shewn  a  falling  off.  This 
fair  was  established  about  thirty-three  years  ago  on  account 
of  the  want  of  room  and  the  inconvenience  attending  the  Rink 
Fair.  The  ground  is  granted  by  the  Duke  of  Roxburghe,  free 
of  all  dues  for  stock;  and  for  the  accommodation  ofvisitorshehas 
lately  expended  a  considerable  sum  of  money  in  improving  the 
accommodation  and  stabling  at  the  Inn.  The  railway  station 
nearest  to  the  fair  ground,  by  the  direct  route  of  the  Roman 
road,  is  that  of  Jedfoot  on  the  Jedburgh  branch  line,  over  10 
miles  distant.  The  Jedburgh  station,  by  way  of  Oxnam  village, 
is  about  the  same  distance.  For  the  convenience  of  business, 
the  Jedburgh  bank  agents  attend  at  the  fair  ground. 

Pennymuir  Sheep  and  Cattle  (held  as  above)— 15th  October, 
or  the  Monday  after.  Cheviots,  draft  ewes,  and  wethers  are 
the  stock  shewn.  The  cattle  exposed  are  so  few  as  to  be  un- 
worthy of  notice.  As  a  local  fair  this  of  the  sheep  is  of  equal 
importance  to  that  of  the  lambs. 

Population  of  the  parish  in  1861,  592,  who  composed  107 
families,  29  of  whom  were  returned  as  living  in  houses  of  one 
window,  and  41  in  houses  of  two  windows  leaving  37  (or  one- 
third)  living  in  houses  of  three  or  more  windows.

CASTLETON. 


This  is  the  largest  parish  in  the  south  of  Scotland,  being  18 
miles  long,  14  broad,  and  occupying  fully  a  seventh  of  the  map 
of  Roxburghshire.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  parishes 
of  Teviothead,  Hobkirk,  and  Southdean ;  on  the  east  by  Nor- 
thumberland, on  the  south  by  Cumberland,  and  on  the  west 
by  Dumfriesshire.  In  shape  it  is  an  irregular  triangle.  The 
total  area  of  the  parish,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey 
measurements,  is  nearly  68,152J  acres,  of  which  there  are  294 
acres  water,  177f  acres  of  public  roads.  The  remaining  part 
(about  67,680^  acres)  is  mostly  mountainous  and  hilly,  saturated 
with  superfluous  moisture,  and  nearly  all  affording,  as  yet,  only 
excellent  pasturage  for  sheep. 

"  The  parish  has  yet  to  be  brought  under  the  action  of  the 
plough.  Here  is  abundance  of  lime,  and  plenty  of  coal  to  burn 
it,  and  a  strong  clay-soil,  interspersed,  no  doubt,  with  patches 
of  moss — everything,  indeed,  that  the  most  sanguine  reclaimer 
might  wish  for — yet  wide  pastoral  ranges  and  lonely  shepherds' 
cots  attest  that  the  footprints  of  the  reclaimer  are  in  Liddesdale 
yet  unknown.  The  amount  of  rain-fall  in  Liddesdale  would 
doubtless,  in  some  degree,  be  a  barrier  to  cereal  cultivation ; 
but  a  thorough  drainage  would  mitigate  this  evil ;  and  as  it  is, 
turnips  and  grasses — crops  most  luxuriant  in  a  moist  climate — 
are  now  the  most  profitable  crops  to  cultivate.  The  latter 
mode — viz.,  an  alternate  system  of  grass  and  turnip  husbandry 
— has  indeed  been  most  successfully  carried  out  in  some  upland 
districts,  and  holds  out  to  the  land-improver  surer  and  richer 
rewards  for  outlay  than  can  be  obtained  in  the  wide  range  of 
pastoral  farming."* 

Four  years  ago  Mr.  Brackenridge,  Yorkshire,  before  a  com- 
mittee of  the  House  of  Commons,  gave  an  opinion  that  the 
parish  contained  35,000  acres  capable,  with  little  expense,  of 
being  made  fit  for  any  agricultural  purpose,  and  that  mueh 
land  had  already  yielded  to  the  influence  of  the  plough,  bearing 
corn  in  some  instances  to  the  extent  of  60  imperial  bushels  per 
acre. 

Some  of  the  hills  rise  to  a  considerable  elevation — the  prin- 
cipal of  them  are— Tudhope  Fell,  of  1830  feet,  Millenwood  Fell 
and  Windhead,  both  nearly  2000  feet  high ;  Larriston  Fells,

1524  to  1679  feet ;  Din  Fell,  1735  feet ;  Hartsgarth  Fell,  1806 
feet;  Saughtree  Fell,  1421  feet;  Greatmoor  Hill,  1964  feet; 
Hermitage  Hill,  1321  feet;  and  Peel  Fell,  1964  feet. 

The  climate  ib  damp,  but  mild ;  and  except  on  such  hills 
as  Peel  Fell  and  Greatmoor  snow  9torms  are  less  severe  than 
on  the  Cheviots  and  the  Selkirkshire  hills. 

For  romantic  and  interesting  associations,  the  parish  of 
Castleton  (not  even  excepting  the  more  frequented  and  better 
known  parish  of  Yarrow)  excels  any  other  in  the  south  of 
Scotland.  The  remains  of  antiquity  are  very  numerous,  and 
the  halo  of  romance  which  lingers  around  many  of  them  has 
been  perpetuated  by  the  ballads  gathered  up  and  placed  on 
permanent  record,  particularly  by  Sir  Walter  Scott.  Chief 
among  these  antiquarian  remains  is  the  Castle  of  Hermitage, 
founded  in  the  year  1244,  long  a  notable  Border  fortress,  and 
still  one  of  the  finest  specimens  extant  of  ancient  baronial 
architecture.  The  castle  is  pleasantly  situated  on  the  left  bank 
of  the  Hermitage  water,  and  is  surrounded  by  strong  ramparts 
and  ditches.  About  two  hundred  yards  to  the  westward,  is  an 
old  cemetery  with  the  remains  of  a  chapel,  in  which  once  wor- 
shipped the  Lords  of  the  Hermitage  with  their  retainers.  Out- 
side the  wall  of  the  churchyard  is  a  mound  ten  or  twelve  feet 
long,  said  to  be  the  grave  of  the  Cout  of  Keildar,  who  was 
treacherously  murdered  by  Soulis  of  Hermitage ;  and  near  it 
is  the  pool  where  tradition  says  "  the  Cout"  who  was  charmed 
against  steel,  was  borne  down  and  drowned.  Hermitage  is 
five  miles  from  Newcastleton,  and  two  from  Steele  Road  Sta- 
tion, on  the  Border  Union  Railway,  from  which  there  is  a 
good  road.  About  two  miles  from  Hermitage  to  the  north- 
east, on  a  ridge,  designated  "  the  nine-stane-rig,"  is  a  circle  of 
standing  stones,  obviously  Druidical ;  but  on  which,  according 
to  the  ballad,  Lord  Soulis,  the  notorious  chief  of  Hermitage, 
was  boiled  in  a  sheet  of  lead.  The  view  from  this  point  south- 
ward into  Cumberland  and  Westmoreland  is  magnificent. 
Near  Hermitage,  there  lately  stood  the  old  farm-house  of 
Millburnholm,  the  first  Liddesdale  house  that  Sir  Walter 
Scott  entered,  and  in  which  then  lived  Willie  Elliot,  sup- 
posed by  many  to  have  been  at  least  one  ot  the  prototypes  of 
Dandie  Dinmont.  The  farm  is  now  a  part  of  Hermitage,  and 
the  old  house  has  been  replaced  by  a  couple  of  new  houses  for 
farm  servants.  But  the  vale  of  the  Liddell,  even  more  than 
that  of  the  Hermitage,  abounds  in  antiquarian  remains.  Near 
its  source  are  the  ruins  of  the  Wheel  Church.  Farther  down 
stood  Clintwood,  a  residence  of  the  Soulises,  but  of  which 
nothing  now  remains.  Dinlabyre,  an  old-fashioned  mansion, 
now  a  farm  house,  was  the  site  of  another  chapel ;  and  at  the 
junction  of  the  Hermitage  and  Liddell  is  the  parish  church. 
Here  also  was  "the  Castle  of  the  Liddell,"  and  the  "  town" 
which  has  given  its  name  to  the  parish.    The  churchyard  is 


on  an  eminence  about  a  mile  up  the  river.*  Two  miles  farther 
down  the  river  is  the  village  of  Newcastleton.  South  of  the  vil- 
lage is  Caerby  Hill,  on  the  top  of  which  is  a  remarkably  com- 
plete and  extensive  ancient  encampment.  Near  the  village, 
also,  are  the  ruins  of  Mangerton  tower,  the  ancient  fortress  of 
the  Armstrongs ;  and  near  the  road-side  at  Milnholm  is  a  stone 
cross,  eight  feet  four  inches  high,  with  a  sword  and  several 
letters  carved  on  the  south  Bide.  Tradition  says  that  this 
cross  marks  the  spot  where  the  corpse  of  one  of  the  Armstrongs 
of  Mangerton,  who  had  been  murdered  at  Hermitage,  was 
rested  on  its  way  to  be  buried  at  Ettleton,  while  the  re- 
tainers went  for  refreshments  to  the  "  Tower.' '  On  the  hill-side 
above  is  the  churchyard  of  Ettleton,  a  very  old  cemetery, 
and  on  the  tomb-stones  one  observes  the  names  of  Elliots, 
Armstrongs,  Nixons,  Jardines,  and  others  famous  in  the  dis- 
trict. The  salubrity  of  the  climate  is  proved  from  the  fact 
that  some  of  the  dead  have  considerably  passed  100  years  of 
age,  one  reaching  the  extraordinary  age  of  114.  Farther  to 
the  westward  is  the  dwelling-place  of  John  Armstrong,  cele- 
brated in  the  ballad  as  "  Jock  o'  the  Side,"  and  in  the  glen 
beyond  are  the  remains  of  Puddingburn  Ha',  the  scene  of 
another  ballad  called  "  Dick  o'  the  Cow." 

Cut  off  from  Teviotdale  by  a  high  and  stormy  ridge  of  hills, 
and  sloping  gradually  but  uninterruptedly  down  toward  the 
Solway,  Liddesdale  is  naturally  connected  with  England  rather 
than  Scotland,  as  a  consequence  of  which  we  find  an  approxi- 
mation to  the  English  dialect  spoken  in  the  district.  Over 
"  the  edge,"  as  it  is  called,  into  Teviotdale,  there  are  now  two 
main  roads — one  leading  towards  Jedburgh  ;  the  other  towards 
Hawick,  besides  the  railway  opened  in  the  summer  of  1S62,  so 
that  travelling  is  easy  and  comfortable.  But  till  a  compara- 
tively recent  period  there  were  no  roads,  and  persons  little  past 
middle  age  can  remember  since  the  Plashetts  coal  was  carried 
to  Hawick  on  the  backs  of  ponies.  Sir  Walter  Scott  made 
seven  annual  raids  into  Liddesdale,  commencing  with  1792, 
and  on  the  last  occasion  he  drove  a  gig  part  of  the  way,  which 

*  In  the  churchyard  are  some  rather  nice  monuments,  amongst 
which  is  one  to  the  memory  of  Dr.  John  Armstrong  (who  was  a 
native  of  the  parish),  author  of  ' '  The  Art  of  Preserving  Health  ;"  a 
poem  of  considerable  merit  and  celebrated  in  its  day,  but  now  en- 
tombed in  the  voluminous  collections  of  poetry  in  fashion  about  the 
beginning  of  the  century.  William  Scott,  author  of  "Border  Ex- 
ploits," etc.,  is  also  buried  here.  On  the  opposite  side  of  the  road 
from  this  churchyard,  in  a  pasture  field,  is  still  to  be  seen  the  base 
of  an  old  stone  cross,  it  being  the  place  where  the  people  in  the  dis- 
trict used  to  meet  to  hire  their  servants  and  transact  their  public 
affairs,  in  times  long  before  the  village  of  Newcastleton  had  a  be- 
ginning, and  where  many  a  bloody  fight  used  to  be  among  the 
stalwart  lads  of  Liddesdale. 
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is  stated  to  have  been  the  first  wheeled  carriage  seen  in  the 
district.  On  the  first  of  these  -visits  Scott  started  from  Abbot- 
rule,  along  with  Mr.  Robert  Shortreed,  sheriff-substitute  of 
the  county,  who  knew  the  locality  thoroughly ;  and  the  primi- 
tive condition  of  the  inhabitants  is  obvious  from  the  sensation 
which  Scott's  biographer  describes  as  having  occurred  at  Mill- 
burnholm,  the  first  farm-house  that  the  couple  visited.  "When 
informed  that  Scott  was  an  advocate,  the  iarmer  received  him 
with  great  ceremony  and  insisted  on  himself  leading  his  horse 
to  the  stable.  Shortreed  accompanied  Willie,  however,  and 
the  latter,  after  taking  a  deliberate  peep  at  Scott,  "  out-by  the 
edge  of  the  door-cheek,"  whispered,  "  Weel,  Robin,  I  say  deil 
hae  me  if  I'se  be  a  bit  feared  for  him  now ;  he's  just  a  chield 
like  ourselves,  1  think."  Of  this  decent  man  Lockhart  says  : 
"  According  to  Mr.  Shortreed,  this  good  man  of  Millburnholm 
was  the  great  original  of  Dandie  Dinmont.  As  he  seems  to  have 
been  the  first  of  these  sheep  farmers  that  Scott  ever  visited, 
there  can  be  little  doubt  that  he  sat  for  some  parts  of  that  in- 
imitable portraiture;  and  it  is  certain  that  the  James  David- 
son, who  carried  the  name  of  Dandie  to  his  grave  with  him, 
whose  thoroughbred  death-bed  scene  iB  told  in  the  Notes  to 
'  Guy  Mannering,'  was  first  pointed  out  to  Scott  by  Shortreed 
himself,  several  years  after  the  novel  had  established  the  man's 
celebrity  all  over  the  Border ;  some  accidental  report  about  his 
terriers  and  their  odd  names  having  alone  been  turned  to  ac- 
count in  the  original  composition  of  the  tale." 

But  Liddesdale  and  its  neople  have  changed  for  the  better 
since  Scott  and  his  companion  lingered  over  the  punch-bowl 
with  Willie  of  Milburnholtn  till  they  were  "  half-glowrin'." 
Now  there  are  good  roads  and  handsome  conveyances.  The 
farm-houses  are  generally  comfortable  and  elegant,  with  tidy 
well-trimmed  gardens  attached,  and  the  inhabitants  are  not  a 
whit  behind  others  of  the  same  class  in  point  of  intelligence, 
refinement,  and  attention  to  the  comforts  and  amenities  of  life. 
The  working  classes  are  honest,  industrious  and  well  conducted, 
and  young  women  from  Liddesdale  who  come  "  ower  the  edge" 
to  serve,  are  generally  very  highly  esteemed. 

The  principal  rivers  in  the  parish  are  the  Liddell  and  Her- 
mitage, the  former  of  which  gives  to  the  district  the  popular 
name  of  Liddesdale.  The  Hermitage  joins  the  Liddell  in  the 
lower  part  of  the  parish,  at  the  junction  of  which,  and  between 
them,  on  the  banks  of  the  Liddell,  stands  the  Established 
Church.  Besides  the  Liddell  and  the  Hermitage,  the  parish 
contains  the  following  streams — the  Kershope  (which  divides 
the  two  kingdoms),  the  Tweedon,  the  Tinnes,  and  the  Black- 
burn. Till  within  the  last  few  years  these  rivers  were  plenti- 
fully stored  with  trout,  but  from  some  cause  or  other  their 
numbers  have  recently  diminished.  An  association  of  pro- 
prietors of  fishings  in  the  Esk  and  Liddell,  having  its  head- 


quarters at  Langholm,  has  undertaken  to  protect  the  waters, 
and  no  one  above  fourteen  years  of  age  is  allowed  to  fish  with 
rod  and  line  without  leave  granted.  A  small  charge  is  made 
for  the  season.  To  enforce  this  law  a  policeman  is  stationed 
at  Newcastleton.  On  the  Tweedon,  and  Blackburn,  both  of 
which  fall  into  the  Liddell  near  to  Castleton,  are  several 
beautiful  waterfalls — especially  on  the  Blackburn  The  valleys 
of  the  Liddell,  and  the  Hermitage  are  very  beautiful,  and  con- 
tain materials  of  great  interest  to  the  antiquary  and  geologist. 

The  parish  has  long  been  celebrated  for  its  sulphurous 
springs.  The  Dead  water  near  the  head  of  the  Liddell,  and 
"  unfortunately  situated  in  the  middle  of  a  vast  morass,"  used 
to  be  much  frequented  by  persons  affected  by  cutaneous  and 
scrofulous  complaints,  who  received  great  benefit ;  but  for  some 
years  it  has  been  shut  up  by  the  proprietor.  Another  very 
powerful  one,  famous  for  its  petrifying  qualities,  is  on  the 
Tweedon,  and  a  third  is  at  Lawstown;  besides  these  there  are 
others  of  inferior  note  dispersed  over  the  parish. 

The  North  British  Railway  Company  having  completed 
their  Hawick  line  to  Carlisle,  via  Liddesdale  (Waverley  route), 
this  important  district,  rich  in  minerals,  and  capable  of  high 
cultivation,  will  be  opened  up,  and  through  traffic  secured 
between  the  north  of  Scotland  and  the  English  markets.  A 
connection  with  the  Border  Counties'  Railway  has  also  been 
formed  in  this  parish,  by  which  the  valley  of  North  Tyne,  rich 
in  coal  and  iron,  is  available,  and  a  way  opened  up  to  New- 
castle and  other  important  towns  in  the  north  of  England. 
There  are  three  railway  stations  in  the  parish — Riccarton, 
Steel  Road,  and  Newcastleton;  the  first  is  the  junction  of  the 
Border  counties'  with  the  Waverley  route. 

In  the  centre  of  the  lower  part  of  the  parish  is  the  modern 
village  of  Newcastleton,  with  a  population  of  1124.  It  was 
commenced  in  1793  by  Henry  Duke  of  Buccleuch,  is  very 
regularly  built,  and  consists  of  one  principal  street  nearly  a 
mile  long,  in  which,  at  equal  distances,  the  houses  form  three 
squares,  of  which  the  centre  one,  Douglas  Square,  occupies  2 
acres.* 

Newcastleton  by  road  is  26  miles  from  Jedburgh,  20  from 
Hawick,  10  from  Langholm,  and  9  from  Canonbie.  Good 
turnpike  roads  communicate  with  all  these  places.  By  rail  it 
is  24  miles  from  Carlisle,  21  from  Hawick,  17  from  Langholm, 
10  from  Canonbie,  and  50  from  Jedburgh.

The  population  of  the  parish  in  1861  was  3688,  being  an  in- 
crease since  1851  of  1558 ;  but  this  is  greatly  accounted  for  by 
the  influx  of  railway  labourers  into  the  parish  when  the  census 
of  1861  was  taken — 1250  of  the  increase  being  males  (see  remarks 
on  the  population  of  the  district,  p.  52).  The  total  population 
of  the  parish  for  1861,  was  returned  as  constituting  735  families, 
162  of  whom  lived  in  houses  of  no  windows  (labourers'  huts), 
154  in  houses  of  one  window,  and  294  in  houses  of  two  windows, 
which  leaves  125  living  in  houses  of  three  and  more  windows 
— a  small  proportion  compared  to  some  other  parishes,  even 
after  deducting  the  162  huts,  which  may  be  considered  an  ex- 
ceptional incident.

A  house  of  considerable  size  but  antiquated  appearance,  situ- 
ated by  the  side  of  the  Jedburah  road,  near  the  left  bank  of 
the  Liddell,  and_ about  four  miles  from  Newcastleton — the  origi- 
nal seat  of  the  Rutherfurds  of  Edgerston,  now  occupied  by 
♦Robert  Douglas  &  Sons  (* James  and  *George),  farmers,  Din- 
labyre  and  Bridge  House. 

LARRISTON. 

The  property  of  *Jas.  Jardine,  Esq.  (of  Dryfeholm,  Lockerby), 
is  situated  on  the  south  of  the  Liddell,  about  two  miles  above 
Dinlabyre.    Mr.  Jardine  and  family  are  occasionally  resident. 

THORLIESHOPE. 

The  property  of  John  Jardine,  Esq.  (of  Arkleton,  Ewes),  is  also 
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on  the  south  side  of  the  Liddell,  about  a  mile  above  Larriston. 
The  proprietor  is  non-resident. 

REDHEUOH 

Is  pleasantly  situated  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Hermitage 
water,  a  short  distance  above  its  confluence  with  the  Liddell — 
the  property  and  residence  of  *Robert  Elliot,  Esq. 

WHITHAUGH. 

Situated  on  the  south  side  of  the  Liddell,  opposite  to  the  vil- 
lage of  Newcastleton — the  property  and  residence  of  *  William 
Keir,  Esq. 

LIDDELL  BANK. 

The  property  of  Robt.  Jardine,  Esq.  (of  Castle  Milk,  Lockerby) , 
acquired  by  purchase  from  the  Trustees  of  the  late  Archibald 
Maxwell,  Esq. — situated  among  woods  on  the  north  side  of  the 
Liddell,  about  four  miles  below  Newcastleton,  one  of  the  finest 
situations  in  Liddesdale.  Here  the  vale  begins  to  expand,  and 
a  little  farther  on  it  opens  into  the  magnificent  scenery  of 
Canonbie  on  the  one  side  and  Netherby  on  the  other.  The 
estate  is  occupied  by  *  William  Brakenridge,  Esq.,  who  rents 
the  whole  of  the  estate,  including  the  shootings. 


LIDDESDALE  COURSING  CLUB  (Instituted  1864).

JEDBURGH. 


The  parish  of  Jedburgh  consists  of  two  parts,  detached  by 
intervening  portions  of  the  parishes  of  Oxnam  and  South- 
dean.  The  larger  part,  in  which  the  burgh  of  Jedburgh  is 
situated,  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Ancrum,  Crailing,  and 
Eckford;  on  the  east  by  Oxnam  and  Hounam;  on  the  south 
by  Oxnam  and  Southdean ;  and  on  the  west  by  Bedrule.  The 
smaller  portion,  lately  converted  into  a  quoad  sacra  parish,  to 
which  small  portions  of  the  adjacent  parishes  of  Oxnam  and 
Southdean  have  been  attached,  lies  to  the  south.  In  this  por- 
tion the  hamlet  of  Edgerston  is  situated,  and  gives  the  name 
to  the  new  parish.  Its  boundaries  are — north  and  east,  Ox- 
nam ;  west  and  south,  Southdean  and  England.  The  general 
figure  of  the  parish  is  exceedingly  irregular — the  largest  piece 
is  about  7  miles  long,  and  5  miles  broad ;  the  upper  part  is 
about  5  miles  long  and  4  broad.  The  total  area  of  the  civil 
parish  of  Jedburgh,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  is 
22,670}  acres ;  of  which  22,300  are  land,  arable,  and  moor,  135J 
are  water;  221}  are  public  roads;  and  131  are  occupied  by  the 
railway.  The  surface  is  much  diversified — the  southern  part 
extending  to  the  Cheviot  Hills  is  mountainous,  and  includes  the 
following  hills — Greenknowes,  955  feet;  Hareshaw  Knowe, 
965  feet;  Browndean  Laws,  1309  feet;  Lumlair  Edge,  1341 
feet;  Hoplaw  Nip  (or  Hophills  Nob),  1173  feet;  Knock  Hill, 
1176  feet;  Ark's  Edge,  1468  feet;  and  Leap  Hill,  1542  feet. 
This  part  of  the  parish  gradually  descends  with  a  fine  undulating 
surface,  rising  sometimes  into  beautiful  green  hills.  The  northern 
portion  has  the  same  undulating  hilly  surface,  but  has  nothing 
mountainous  in  its  character,  with  the  exception  of  Lanton 
Hill  (923  feet),  lying  on  its  western  boundary  and  encroaching 
on  Bedrule  parish.  The  Dunion,  on  the  north-east  base  of  which 
the  burgh  of  Jedburgh  is  built,  has  its  peak  and  most  of  its 
base  in  Bedrule  parish,  and  is  1095  feet  high.  Almost  the 
whole  of  the  parish,  except  the  most  southerly  part,  is  under  a 
high  state  of  cultivation. 

The  Jed  which  rises  in  the  neighbouring  parish  of  Southdean, 
flows  through  nearly  the  whole  length  of  the  parish.  It  is  a 
tributary  of  the  Teviot,  which  it  joins  about  2  miles  below  the 
town.  The  Oxnam  water,  another  tributary  of  Teviot,  bounds 
the  eastern  portion  of  the  parish.  In  both  these  streams  the 
fishing  is  best  after  a  flood,  and  both  improve  the  nearer  the 
angler  gets  to  their  sources.  In  the  burns  which  flow  into  the 
Jed,  the  fishing  is  very  good. 
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Occupying  a  beautiful  situation  on  the  Jed,  is  the  royal  burgh 
of  Jedburgh,*  situated  in  55°  26'  north  lat,  and  2"  31'  west  long. 
It  is  a  place  of  great  antiquity.  It  was  originally  built  by  Ecgred 
or  Egred,  Bishop  of  Lindisfarne,  in  the  early  part  of  the  ninth 
century :  its  castle  being  mentioned  in  the  earliest  Scottish  annals. 
In  1523,  the  Earl  of  Surrey,  laid  siege  to  the  town,  and  met  with 
a  desperate  resistance.  He  describes  it  as  "  well  builded,  with 
many  honest  and  fair  houses  in  garrison,  and  six  good  towers 
therein."f  During  the  time  of  the  Border  wars  it  was  repeatedly 
assaulted.  Jedburgh  was  a  place  of  considerable  importance, 
from  its  situation  on  the  borders  of  England,  the  strength  of  its 
castle,  the  richness  of  its  abbey,  the  safe  retreat  afforded  to  its 
friends  and  foes  by  its  vast  and  impenetrable  forest ;  but  since 
these  were  destroyed  and  the  changes  that  have  taken  place 
since  the  Union,  it  has  been  reduced  in  importance  to  a  respect- 
able county  town.  The  town  is  in  general  well  built,  and  from 
being  partly  situated  on  the  hillside  possesses  great  diversity 
of  levels.  The  height  above  the  sea  level  at  the  outer  jail  gate 
is  388  feet,  276  feet  at  the  Market  Place,  253  feet  at  the  Town- 
foot  Bridge,  and  219  feet  at  the  Railway  Station.  The  four 
principal  streets  cross  at  right  angles  and  meet  in  a  market  place, 
of  limited  extent,  where  is  situated  the  County  Buildings.'con- 
taining  the  Council  House  and  the  Justiciary  and  Sheriff  Court 
Rooms.  Jedburgh  is  the  county  town  of  Roxburghshire; 
and  the  Circuit  Court  of  Justiciary  for  the  south-east  of  Scot- 
land (which  includes  the  counties  of  Roxburgh,  Berwick,  Selkirk, 
and  Peebles)  is  held  here  twice  a-year.  The  principal  branch 
of  industry  is  the  manufacture  of  woollens,  Cheviot  and  Saxony 
Tweeds,  etc.,  which  are  here  produced  to  a  considerable  extent. 
An  extensive  trade  is  also  carried  on  in  the  buying  in  of  wool 
clips  for  the  Bradford  market. 

Jedburgh,  as  is  well  known,  was  the  place  where  James 
Thomson,  author  of  "  The  Seasons,*'  received  a  considerable 
part  of  his  education  when  a  youth.  The  place  in  which  he 
received  his  first  instalment  of  classical  education  is  said  to 
have  been  the  small  aisle  within  the  abbey,  in  which  Dr. 
Sommerville  now  lies  buried,  it  being  then  used  as  the  "Latin 
School."  It  is  a  fact  also,  that  the  town-councils  of  Dumfries 
and  Jedburgh  were  the  only  two  public  bodies  which  appre- 
ciated the  genius  of  Robert  Burns  during  his  life,  so  far  as

to  bestow  municipal  honours  upon  him.  This  the  Jedburgh 
town-council  did  on  the  occasion  of  the  poet's  visit  in  1787, 
when  he  was  invited  to  an  entertainment,  and  appeared  in  all 
his  eminently  social  and  convivial  qualities.  We  may  mention 
that  the  justly  celebrated  Mrs.  Mary  Sommerville  was  born  in 
the  manse  of  Jedburgh,  and  that  Sir  David  Brewster,  whose 
father  was  rector  of  the  grammar  school,  was  born  in  the  house 
No.  40  Canongate.  The  town-council  recently  conferred  on 
Sir  David  the  freedom  of  the  burgh. 

The  climate  of  the  parish  varies  considerably.  In  Jedburgh 
and  the  valley,  which  are  sheltered  by  the  banks  of  the  river, 
it  is  mild  and  temperate;  whilst  in  the  higher  and  more  ex- 
posed parts  it  is  colder.  The  town  of  Jedburgh  might  he  re* 
markably  healthy  :  the  soil  on  which  it  stands  is  fine  and  dry, 
and  the  situation,  on  the  Bides  and  haughland  of  a  narrow 
valley,  gives  it  the  full  ventilation  of  fresh  south-west  breezes 
from  the  Border  hills.  Ten  years  ago  the  town  was  laid  with 
a  complete  system  of  sewerage  pipes,  at  a  cost  of  £1400.  The 
cholera,  which  in  the  year  1832  severely  visited  both  Kelso  and 
Hawick,  did  not  then  enter  the  parish  ;  but  on  the  two  sub- 
sequent occasions,  when  it  visited  the  locality,  Jedburgh  did  not 
escape,  although  the  visitations  were  mild  compared  with  the 
neighbouring  towns.  As  might  be  expected  from  the  natural 
salubrity  of  the  climate,  numerous  instances  of  longevity  have 
occurred  in  the  parish.  It  must  be  confessed,  however,  that 
the  town  has  not  kept  the  position  in  sanitary  arrangements 
which  might  have  been  expected.  Naturally  the  declivity  of 
the  situation  is  remarkably  well  adapted  for  the  outflow  of 
sewage  impurities;  yet  public  health  has  not  improved.  Disease 
in  several  offensive  forms  has  been  frequent  of  late  years.  By 
the  ordinary  laws  of  health  and  disease  this  must  be  owing 
to  a  laxity  of  police  rule.  The  state  of  the  lodging  houses  ib  bad, 
and  manure  is  allowed  to  accumulate  in  the  closes.  Houses  are 
allowed  to  remain  disconnected  with  the  sewerage  drains, 
thereby  revealing  an  improper  want  of  water-closet  conveni- 
ences ;  and,  above  all,  water  is  quite  insufficiently  supplied. 

A  great  desideratum  is  a  public  park.  This  has  been  oc- 
casionally hinted  at  as  an  object  of  Jedburgh  ambition,  and 
no  more  worthy  object  of  public  good  could  be  aimed  at ;  and 
that  the  inhabitants  could  raise  the  funds  to  purchase  with 
liberality  and  promptness,  is  shown  by  instances  of  their  recent 
surpassing  liberality  in  church  matters. 

The  soil  and  situation  of  the  town  are  particularly  congenial 
to  the  growth  of  fruit  trees,  and  many  old  and  celebrated  or- 
chards exist  in  and  aronnd  it.  The  pears  are  the  most  es- 
teemed. It  must  be  admitted,  however,  that  the  fruit  crop  is 
much  more  uncertain  than  it  used  to  be ;  and  the  district  shares 
in  the  supply  of  foreign  fruit  so  liberally  provided  by  the  trad- 
ing facilities  with  fruit  growing  countries  of  late  years.

The  principal  object  of  attraction  in  the  town  is  the  fine  Abbey, 
of  which  the  best  general  view  is  obtained  from  the  banks  of  the 
river.  It  was  founded  by  David  I.,  and,  though  a  considerable 
part  of  it  is  in  a  ruinous  condition,  it  still  exhibits  an  outline  of 
its  original  magnitude  and  magnificence.  The  nave  has  been 
fitted  up  as  the  parish  church,  or  rather  the  parish  church  has 
been  fitted  up  in  the  nave,  a  combination  which  has  been  much 
condemned  by  critical  visitors.  Still,  however,  this  part  of  the 
ruins  makes  a  most  imposing  place  of  worship,  such  as  is  rarely 
to  be  seen  in  Scotland ;  and  it  is  possible  that  the  abbey  has 
its  present  state  of  careful  preservation  from  the  fact  of  its  con- 
taining the  church. 

In  the  Backdate,  which  runs  parallel  to  the  High  Street, 
there  is  an  object  of  interest  to  the  visitor,  being  no  less  than 
the  mansion  occupied  by  Queen  Mary,  during  an  illness  of 
several  weeks,  in  October  1565,  occasioned  by  fatigue  in  conse- 
quence of  her  visit  to  Bothwell  at  Hermitage  Castle  in  Liddes- 
dale.  The  house  is  of  considerable  size,  and  is  still  in  good 
repair.  It  is  altogether  a  curious  survivor  of  old  times,  and 
has  an  antique  and  venerable  air.* 

To  the  south  the  scenery  of  the  Jed  is  picturesque  in  the 
extreme  ;  the  road  winding  from  side  to  side  of  the  river  for 
several  miles,  sometimes  overhung  with  spreading  boughs,  and 
at  other  times  leading  through  open  haughs.  On  the  south 
side  of  the  town,  and  near  to  it,  opposite  Allars  Factory,  and 
close  on  the  bed  of  the  river,  is  exposed  a  fine  section  of  rock, 
highly  interesting  to  geologists,  as  shewing  the  junction  of  the 
greywaeke  formation  with  the  old  red  sandstone.  It  is  one  of 
the  most  perfect  instances  of  the  combination  to  be  met  with, 
and  was  first  pointed  out  by  Dr.  Hutton  in  1769.  About  a  mile 
on  the  Jedwater  road  stands  the  Capon  Tree  (an  oak),  one  of 
the  largest  and  most  venerable  trees  in  the  district.  Its  age 
has  been  computed  at  more  than  a  thousand  yearB.-)*  About 
a  mile  above  the  Capon  Tree  is  Ferniehirst  Castle,  which 
occupies  a  sequestered  position,  and  is  reached  by  a  road  lead- 
ing off  a  little  to  the  east  of  the  fourth  bridge.  It  was  long 
the  seat  of  the  Kerrs,  ancestors  of  the  Marquis  of  Lothian. 
The  present  pile,  built  in  1598,  presents  a  massive  appearance, 
lifting  its  grey  turrets  above  the  tops  of  the  tall  venerable  trees 
by  which  it  is  surrounded.  It  has  been  long  used  as  a  farm 
house.  Neir  to  Fernieherst  is  another  celebrated  tree  (also 
an  oak),  known  as  the  King  of  the  Wood.  A  short  distance 
below  the  fourth  bridge  is  the  glen  of  Lintalee  Burn,  which,  for 
fine  woodland  scenery  on  a  limited  scale,  is  not  surpassed  by 
any  glen  in  the  district.     Immediately  above  the  fourth  bridge

Blackburn,  a  Bmall  rivulet,  falls  into  the  Jed.  The  scenery  in 
this  glen  is  exceedingly  rich,  and  of  quite  a  different  character 
from  that  of  Lintalee  Burn.  Burns,  when  on  his  Border 
tour,  visited  this  glen ;  and  when  he  afterwards  wrote  of 

"Eden  scenes  on  crystal  Jed," 

there  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  charming  scenery  of  Black- 
burn would  rise  before  bis  memory.  The  Hundalee  Caves  are 
likewise  objects  of  interest,  and  are  supposed  to  have  been  used 
as  hiding-places  in  ancient  warfare.  The  principal  one  is  acces- 
sible from  the  edge  of  the  cliff;  and  although  now  much  ex- 
posed to  view,  it  can  be  observed  how  complete  a  place  of  con- 
cealment it  must  have  been  when  the  rock  was  less  broken  and 
the  quantity  of  brushwood  greater. 

There  are  several  mansions  in  the  parish,  the  principal  of 
whifch  is  Hartkigge,  near  Jedburgh,  approached  by  a  fine 
avenue  of  stately  trees  ;  it  is  a  fine  specimen  of  the  Old  Scotch 
Baronial  style,  formed  out  of  an  older  mansion  of  a  plainer 
style,  by  tasteful  and  extensive  additions.  For  several  years  it 
was  the  residence  of  its  proprietor,  the  late  Lord  Chancellor 
Campbell,  whose  son  now  owns  the  property.  His  lordship 
does  not  reside  at  Hartrigge.  The  next  in  importance  is 
Edgeeston  Hocse,  about  6  miles  from  Jedburgh,  and  in 
the  detached  portion  of  the  parish,  the  seat  of  William  Oliver 
Rutherfurd.  Esq.,  the  sheriff  of  the  county. 

The  burgh  is  governed  by  a  provost,  three  bailies,  a  dean  of 
guild,  a  treasurer,  and  a  council,  elected  by  the  parliamentary 
electors. 

There  are  two  villages  in  the  larger  portion  of  the  parish : 
Bonjedward,  near  the  junction  of  the  Jed  with  Teviot,  and 
Lanton  in  the  western  extremity  of  the  parish.  The  latter  has 
over  200  inhabitants. 


General  Holidays — New  Year's  Day,  and  Wednesday  after 
hiring  day  in  May. 

Handball  Match — Fastern's  E'en  Tuesday.  This  match 
takes  place  in  the  town,  the  opposing  sides  being  those  who 
have  been  born  to  the  west  of  the  cross,  and  those  who  have 
been  born  to  the  east  of  it.  On  this  occasion  there  is  a  half- 
holiday. 

Marhet  Days — Tuesday,  weekly  (corn  and  general) ;  month- 
ly (fat  cattle  and  sheep),  third  Thursday  during  the  season  (No- 
vember to  May).  Jedburgh  does  but  a  small  corn  trade  (sales 
by  sample),  and  its  Corn  Exchange  is  of  importance  principally 
as  a  place  tor  meetings,  exhibitions,  and  sales — see  lists,  Corn 
Exchange. 

Great  Hiring  Days — Hinds,  first  Tuesday  of  March;  Girls 
and  Young  Men,  first  Tuesdays  of  May  and  November.    These 
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hiring  days  rank  in  importance  with  those  of  Kelso,  as  the 
principal  hirine  markets  in  the  district. 

Cattle  and  Horse  Fair  (held  in  the  town) — first  Tuesday 
after  the  26rh  of  May — not  important.

The  Rink  Sheep  Fair,  formerly  of  great 
importance,  is  now  extinct — see  Pennymuir  fair,  p.  229. 

Rood  Day,  Cattle  and  Horses — Sept.  25.  This  old  and  impor- 
tant tryst,  like  the  other  Jedburgh  fairs,  is  held  in  the  streets, 
which,  owing  to  the  throng,  form  an  uncomfortable  place  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  The  mai  ket  causes  much  annoyance 
to  shopkeepers  and  others,  who  have  to  keep  on  their  shutters 
the  whole  forenoon.  The  stock  shown  are  principally  feeding 
cattle  belonging  in  the  majority  of  instances  to  farmers  in  the 
hill  district.  A  few  cows  are  al*o  shown — generally  farrow. 
The  show  of  horses  has  fallen  off  greatly  ;  the  few  still  brought 
forward  are  mostly  young  and  ordinary  work  horses.  It  is  the 
very  general  opinion  amongst  those  interested,  that  it  would 
he  a  great  advantage  if  this  fair  and  the  Ktlso  Lean  Cattle 
Market,  held  the  day  previous,  were  joined  into  one  impor- 
tant tryst,  and  held  in  some  spacious  convenient  locality— such 
as  St.  Boswell's  G-reen.

burgh,  for  the  year  to  Whitsunday  1865,  was  £9855  :  0  :  2.  The 
amount  of  assessed  property  in  the  parish  for  the  vear  1863-4, 
is  £22,168  :  15  :  10. 

Jedburgh  is  46  miles  direct  S.E.  from  Edinburgh,  10  miles  S.W. 
from  Kelso,  and  the  same  distance  N.E.  from  Hawick,  with  all 
of  which  there  is  now  roundabout  railway  communication  by 
way  of  Roxburgh,  where  a  single  line  for  Jedburgh  joins  the 
Kelso  branch  of  the  N.  B.  line.  By  railway  the  distances  are- 
Edinburgh  56^  miles,  Kelso  lOf,  and  Hawick  18J.  To  Carlisle 
by  rail  the  distance  is  64  miles,  to  Newcastle  (by  Hawick)  126 
miles  do.  (by  Berwick)  116  miles,  Berwick  34^,  Newtown  15f, 
Glasgow  104^  miles.  The  Jedburgh  station  is  small  and  in- 
conveniently placed  in  the  outskirts,  beyond  Bongate,  and  over 
half  a  mile  from  the  market  place.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret 
that  the  line  has  not  been  completed  by  being  carried  into  the 
town.

CHARITABLE  BEQUEST 

Mortification  of  Two  Hundred  Pounds  Scots,  founded  by  Dame 
Margaret  Kerr,  Lady  Yester,  and  others,  so  far  back  as  the  17th 
century,  for  the  use  and  behoof  of  the  Schoolmaster  of  Jedburgh 
and  his  successors,  "for  learning  and  instructing  of  12  bairns  of 
such  persons  as  were  not  able  to  pay  for  their  bairns*  learning 
within  the  burgh  of  Jedburgh ;  and  for  helping  to  sustain  the  poor 
within  the  said  burgh."

BEDRULE 


Is  situated  nearly  in  the  centre  of  the  county,  along  the  banks 
of  Rule  water  and  the  Teviot ;  by  these  streams  the  parish 
is  sui  rounded  to  the  extent  of  nearly  one-half  on  the  west 
and  north- west.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Alinto  and 
Aocrum,  on  the  east  by  Jedburgh,  on  the  south  by  Hobkirk, 
and  on  the  west  by  Hobkirk  and  Cavers.  The  length  of  the 
parish  from  north  to  south  is  about  4  miles,  and  its  breadth 
about  2  miles.  The  total  area  of  the  parish,  according  to  the 
Ordnance  Survey,  is  3952J  acres  ;  of  which  3875j  are  land, 
nearly  35  water,  and  41J  public  roads.  In  the  lower  grounds 
the  land  is  fertile  and  well  cultivated ;  the  higher  consist 
mostly  of  pasture  and  moorland.  The  climate  is  in  general  dry 
and  healthy. 

The  antiquities  of  the  parish  are  the  site  of  the  Casile  of  Bed- 
rule  near  the  Church,  formerly  the  residence  of  the  Turnbulls, 
and  the  head  quarters  of  the  family,  a  strong  border  clan,  famous 
for  their  predatory  habits  in  ancient  times  ;  and  Fulton-Peel, 
towards  the  south  side  of  Bedrule  farm.  The  Peel  is  situated 
on  a  grassy  slope  which  gently  descends  to  the  Rule,  on  the 
other  side  of  which  "dark  Ruberslaw"  rears  its  shaggy  crest  : 
the  walls  are  still  tolerably  complete.  The  prospect  of  the 
surrounding  country  is  very  extensive,  and  exhibits  a  com- 
bination of  mountain  and  glen  scarcely  to  be  equalled  in  the 
district.  In  the  parish,  and  also  worthy  of  notice,  are  the  re- 
mains of  a  very  fine  avenue  on  the  property  of  Mr.  Robson 
Scott  of  Newton,  of  very  old  ash  and  elm  trees,  which  are  now 
carefully  preserved. 

The  Dunion,  the  best  known  hill  in  the  parish,  situated 
in  its  eastern  boundary  where  it  joins  the  parish  of  Jedburgh, 
rises  1095  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea.  The  appearance 
of  this  hill  is  very  striking.  Of  a  round  symmetrical  shape, 
and  apparently  stuck  on  to  the  end  of  a  lofty  ridge,  it  suggests 
the  idea  of  a  huge  mole-hill  that  had  been  burrowed  up  in  some 
early  age  of  our  world's  history.  When  visited  the  hill  is  seen 
to  be  very  rocky,  the  trap  being  covered  only  with  a  thiu  cast- 
ing of  earth,  on  which  grows  a  scanty  herbage.  Till  lately  it 
stood  in  an  extensive  moor,  but  the  enterprise  of  modern 
farming  has  now  carried  cultivation  close  up  to  its  ba6e  on  all 
sides.  The  view  from  its  summit  is  one  of  the  most  magnifi- 
cent in  the  Border  counties,  and  will  amply  repay  a  walk  from 
Jedburgh  in  the  immediate  proximity  of  which  it  is  situated. 
The  resting  of  the  clouds  on  the  Dunion  and  Ruberslaw  in 
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moist  weather,  has  suggested  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  district 
the  following  rhyme  : — 

"  "When  Ruberslaw  puts  on  its  hat, 
And  Dunion  on  its  head, 
All  the  old  wives  of  Rule  water 
May  expect  a  flood  " 

There  are  no  villages  in  the  parish.  Bedrule  is  merely  a 
hamlet  consisting  of  the  parish  church,  school  house,  smithy, 
and  a  farm-house,  with  the  attached  cottages.  Jedburgh, 
which  is  over  3  miles  distant  from  the  hamlet,  is  the  nearest 
market,  and  the  post  town.  Jedfoot  is  the  nearest  railway 
station  for  the  east  side  of  the  parish,  and  Hassendean  on  the 
Hawick  line  is  the  nearest  for  the  west  side  of  the  parish.

This  parish  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Bedrule  and  Cavers, 
on  the  east  by  Southdean,  on  the  south  by  Castleton,  and  on 
the  west  by  Cavers.  Its  length  is  about  11  miles,  and  its 
breadth  averages  3  miles.  Its  area,  according  to  the  Ordnance 
Survey,  is  Hi, 242  acres.  This  is  sub-divided  into  16,113j  acres 
of  land,  49  acres  under  water,  and  79  acres  in  roads.  The  gene- 
ral appearance  of  the  parish  is  billy,  especially  in  the  southern 
part,  where  Windbrugh  Fell  rises  to  a  height  of  1662  feet,  and 
Fauna  to  a  height  of  1643  feet.  Near  the  northern  extremity 
is  "darkRuberslaw"— partlv  in  tbis  parish  and  partly  in  Cavers 
— rising  to  an  altitude  of  1392  feet.  Bonchester  Hill,  a  beauti- 
ful grassy,  round-shouldered  emineoce,  near  the  centre  of  the 
parish,  has  an  altitude  of  1059  feet ;  and  near  its  summit  are 
numerous  remains  of  ancient  encampments.  The  larger  portion 
of  the  parish  is  pastoral,  but  in  the  valley  of  the  Rule  the  soil 
is  deep  and  fertile.  A  great  extent  of  pasture  land  has  lately 
been  brought  under  cultivation  with  good  results,  particularly 
on  the  Wolfelee  eBtate  and  on  the  farms  of  Gatebousecote  and. 
Hallrule.  In  all  these  cases  the  hill  sides  are  now  waving  with 
grain,  where  formerly  there  was  only  rough  heather  or  benty 
grass.  Rule  water,  formed  by  the  junction,  in  the  parish,  of 
the  Catlee  and  Harrot  burns,  flows  northward  through  its 
entire  length,  and  some  of  its  scenery  is  very  beautiful.  {See 
Southdean  parish,  p.  203). 

There  is  no  village  deserving  the  name  in  the  parish — the 
only  approach  to  it  being  a  very  small  collection  of  houses  at 
Bonchester  Bridge,  at  a  distance  uf  three-quarters  of  a  mile 
from  which  are  the  church,  manse,  and  achool-bouae,  where 
Thomson  spent  part  of  his  early  life  with  his  friend  the  Rev. 
Robert  Riccalton,  then  minister  of  the  parish  ;  and  he  is 
Baid  to  have  drawn  from  the  neighbourhood  much  of  the 
pcenery  of  his  "Seasons."  Foxes  are  plentiful  in  the  parish, 
and  otters  are  known  to  exist;  and  a  heronry  (the  only  one 
in  the  district)  exists  at  Wells,  on  the  property  of  Sir  William 
F.  A.  Eliott.  As  a  whole,  the  climate  of  the  parish  is  damp, 
the  heights  swampy  and  often  overhung  with  mists. 

Hawick  and  Jedburgh  are  the  nearest  market  towns.  The 
nearest  railway  stations  are — Shankend,  on  the  Border  Union 
line  within  6  miles  of  Bonchester  Bridge  and  close  upon  the 
south-western  extremity  of  the  parish,  and  Hassendean  on  the 
N.  B.  line  is  about  4  miles  from  its  northern  point.

Sir  William,  who  held  a  commission  in  the  93d  Highlanders, 
is  Chief  of  the  ancient  familv  of  Elliot,  from  a  younger  branch 
of  which  the  celebrated  General  Elliot,  the  gallant  defender 
of  Gibraltar,  was  descended.  This  branch  became  extinct  in 
Sir  William's  cousin-german  the  Right  Hon.  William  Elliot, 
M.P.,  in  1818,  when  tbe  late  Sir  William  FranciB  Eliott  suc- 
ceeded to  the  estates  of  Wells  and  Bedrule. — See  note,  p.  281.

The  parish  of  Kirkton  is  a  long  narrow  irregular  stripe  ex- 
tending to  about  8  miles  in  length  from  north-east  to  south- 
west, and  having  an  average  breadth  of  2  miles.  It  is  bounded 
in  all  directions,  except  for  about  4  miles  on  the  south-west,  by 
the  parish  of  Cavers,  in  which  it  is  nearly  embedded ;  Hawick 
and  Teviothead  parishes  forming  the  remainder  of  its  boundary 
Its  area,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  is  Deariy  6223  acres. 
This  is  divided  into  33}  acres  in  public  roads,  21j  under 
water,  the  remainder,  6168,  being  land,  arable  and  pastoral. 
The  surface  of  the  parish  is  undulating,  and  in  the  south- 
eastern part  of  the  parish  there  are  some  hills  rising  to  nearly 
1000  feet. 

There  is  no  village  or  town  in  the  parish.  The  church  and 
school  are  situated  near  the  north-eastern  extremity.  Dr. 
Leyden  received  most  of  the  rudiments  of  his  education  in 
Kirkton  scboel.  The  lonely  cottage  at  Henlawshiel,  on  the 
farm  of  Nether  Tofts,  where  he  spent  his  childhood  and  youth 
in  poverty,  is  now  extinct. 

Nearest  market  town,  Hawick,  3J  miles  distant  from  the 
church.     Hawick  is  also  the  post  town.

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CAVERS. 


CAVER3  is  a  very  long  and  irregularly  shaped  parish ;  its  length 
being  nearly  12  miles,  while  in  some  parts  it  is  not  much  over 
2  miles  in  breadth.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Mioto 
and  Bedrule,  on  the  east  by  Hobkirk,  on  the  south  by 
Castleton,  and  on  the  west  by  Hawick,  Wilton,  Teviotbead, 
and  Kirkton  parishes.  The  last  named  parish  it  nearly  sur- 
rounds aud  by  it  it  is  nearly  cut  in  two.  Previous  to  1850, 
Cavers  included  much  more  than  it  does  at  present;  but  in 
that  year  a  large  piece  of  it  wa3  disjoined  and,  along  with  the 
adjoining  portion  of  Hawick  paiisb,  formed  into  the  separate 
parish  of  Teviotbead.  The  parish  consists  in  its  north  part  of 
rich  arable  and  well  cultivated  lands;  but  in  the  southern 
part,  where  it  marches  with  Castleton  it  is  bleak  and  moorish. 
The  principal  hills  scattered  throughout  the  parish  are — 
"Dark  Ruberslaw,"  with  its  south  side  partly  in  the  adjoining 
parish  of  Hobkirk,  1392  feat  in  height,  Maiden's  Paps  1677 
feet,  Penchrise  1018  feet,  Brunt  Craig  1253  feet,  Shankend 
1219  feet,  and  Leap  Hill  1544  feeet.  The  conical  form,  and 
the  "dark"  aspect  of  Ruberslaw,  as  well  as  its  isolation,  give 
it  altogether  a  peculiar  appearance.  It  is,  unlike  any  other 
hill  in  the  district,  entirely  covered  with  heath,  except  where 
it  has  fallen  under  the  plough ;  and  the  heath,  so  different  from 
the  green  grass  on  other  hills  around,  causes  the  dark  shade  of 
the  hill.  Near  the  summit  are  some  splendid  crags,  one  of 
which  bears  the  name  of  ''Peden's  Pulpit;"  and  from  this 
peculiar  elevation  the  noted  covenanter,  Alexander  Peden,  is 
said  to  have  harangued  the  crowds  collected  on  a  green  grassy 
platform,  nearly  surrounded  by  the  beetling  cliffs.  Hardly 
any  place  could  be  more  suitable  for  such  a  purpose  in  troublous 
times,  as  a  coming  enemy  could  be  seen  at  a  great  distance. 

The  area  of  the  parish,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  iB 
nearly  18,353  acres,  comprising  18,171  acreB  land,  arable  and 
moor,  98f  acres  water,  and  83j  acres  nearly  of  public  roads, 
which  are  kept  in  good  repair. 

The  river  Teviot  divides  this  parish  for  a  considerable  dis- 
tance from  where  it  leaves  Hawick  parish  ;  the  Slitrig  also 
forms  its  boundary  for  a  short  distance — in  both  of  which  are 
good  trout  angling,  and  unrestricted. 

The  only  village  in  the  parish  is  Denholm,  situated  near  its 
southern  boundary,  and  remarkable  alike  for  the  beauty  of  its 
situation,  aud  the  associations  connected  with  it  as  being  the 
birth-place  of  the  far-famed  Dr.  John  Leyden.     The  village  is 


airily  situated  on  an  eminence,  which  is  terminated  abruptly  on 
the  north  by  the  Teviot  and  on  the  west  by  the  streamlet  which 
meanders  down  the  romantic  glen  known  as  Denholm  Dean. 
The  form  of  the  village  is  quadrangular.  Most  of  the  houses, 
are  generally  well  built,  and  face  the  village  green — a  com- 
mon of  considerable  size,  neatly  fenced  with  an  iron  railing, 
in  the  centre  of  which  a  monument  has  been  erected  to  the 
memory  of  Dr.  Leyden.  Through  the  kindness  of  James 
Douglas,  Esq.,  of  Cavers,  a  piece  of  garden  ground  has  recently 
been  allotted  to  each  cottage,  and  every  facility  is  now  afforded 
for  promoting  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  inhabitants. 

But  the  chief  attraction  of  Denholm  to  the  stranger  will 
ever  consist  in  its  fame  as  the  birth-place  of  Dr.  John  Leyden, 
whose  singular  genius  and  melancholy  fate  have  raised  bim  to 
a  niche  among  the  minstrels  of  the  Border.  The  humble  house 
in  which  he  first  saw  the  light  still  existB  on  the  north  side  of 
the  village;  and  the  handsome  obelisk  in  the  green,  with  its 
suitable  inscription  will  keep  hia  name  and  memory  fresh  in 
the  district. 

Terminating  near  the  village,  but  extending  up  to  the  south- 
westward,  is  Denholm  Dean,  a  glen  of  great  beauty,  finely 
overhung  with  hazel,  birch,  and  bramble,  and  known  to  bota- 
nists for  its  fine  specimens  of  fern. 

Two  miles  to  the  west  of  Denholm  is  Cavees  House,  the  resi- 
dence of  James  Douglas,  Esq.,  who  owns  the  greater  part  of 
the  parish.  This  is  a  singular  looking  baronial  residence,  con- 
sisting of  a  large  square  mass  of  buildings,  facing  the  north- 
east, with  enormously  thick  walls  and  small  old-fashioned 
windows.  This  remarkable  old  mansion  virtually  embodies 
the  history  of  the  family  for  centuries,  having  been  altered  and 
enlarged  to  suit  tbe  requirements  of  different  ages,  the  oldest 
portion  being  a  square  tower  erected  about  the  year  1400  by 
Sir  Archibald  Douglas,  then  warden  of  the  marches.  This, 
however,  was  built  on  the  ruins  of  a  still  older  castle,  in 
which  dwelt  during  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth  centuries  some 
generations  of  the  Baliols,  one  of  whom  afterwards  ascended, 
for  a  short  time,  the  Scottish  throne.  In  the  mansion  are 
preserved  the  banner  carried  before  Douglas  at  the  battle  of 
Otterburn,  and  the  trophies  then  captured  from  Percy,  con- 
sisting of  what  seems  to  be  a  pair  of  lady's  gauntletB,  bearing 
the  white  lion  of  the  Percies,  embroidered  in  pearls,  and 
fringed  with  filagree  work  of  silver.  These  gauntlets  seem  to 
have  been  attached  to  the  handle  of  Percy's  spear,  which  was 
won  by  Earl  Douglas,  and  the  attempt  to  retake  which  brought 
on  the  fatal  fray.  In  the  old  square  tower  iB  a  double  staircase 
11  an  architectural  curiosity  so  contrived  that,  two  parties  may 
pass  up  and  down  at  the  same  time  without  meeting  or  scarcely 
even  Beeing  each  other." 

U 
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At  a  little  distance  to  the  north-west  of  the  mansion  is  the 
old  church  of  Cavers,  supposed  to  have  existed  before  the  Re- 
formation, in  which  John  Leyden  studied ;  and  adjoining 
which  is  the  churchyard,  where  the  paternal  t-omb-stone  com- 
memorates the  learned  Doctor  whose  dust  reposes  in  Java.  A 
new  church  and  manse  have  been  erected  about  half-a-mile  to 
the  westward. 

The  nearest  market  towns  are  Hawick,  about  5  miles  from 
Denholm,  and  Jedburgh  about  the  same  distance.  The  com- 
munication with  the  western  part  of  the  country  has  always 
been  much  retarded  by  the  want  of  bridge  accommodation, 
and  the  badness  of  the  fords  across  the  Teviot ;  but  this  has 
now  been  remedied  by  a  handsome  bridge  at  Denbolm,  and, 
in  connection  with  it,  a  direct  road  has  been  made  to  Hassen- 
dean  station,  the  expense  of  which  has  been  raised  chiefly  by 
local  subscription. 

By  the  census  of  1861  the  population  of  the  village  of  Den- 
holm was  766;  of  the  entire  parish,  1824;  who  composed  340 
families,  J3  of  whom  were  returned  as  living  in  houses  of  no 
windows,!  112  in  houses  of  one  window,  and  145  in  houses  of 
two  windows,  leaving  a  balance  of  70  living  in  houses  of  three 
and  more  windows.

OAVERS  (see  p.  290). 

The  property  and  residence  of  James  Douglas,  Esq.,  eldest  son 
of  the  late  James  Douglas,  Esq.,  of  Cavers  (author  of  "  The 
Advancement  of  Society,"  &n) ;  born  1822;  succeeded  1861; 
married,  1858,  Mary,  youngest  daughter  of  the  late  Sir  Andw. 
Agnew,  Bart,  of  Lochnaw,  Wigtonshire. 

This  family  is  descended  from  Archibald  Douglas,  natural 
son  of  James  second  Earl  of  Douglas,  who  was  killed  at  Otter  - 
burn,  1388,  on  which  occasion  Archibald  carried  his  father's 
banner,  still  preserved  at  Cavers,  together  with  the  trophy*  cap- 
tured from  Earl  Percv.  He  was  infeft  in  the  Barony  of  Cavers 
and  appointed  hereditary  Sheriff  of  Teviotdale,  which  office 
{and  sometimes  that  of  Warden  of  the  Marches)  was  held 
with  only  one  short  interruption  by  his  successors  till  1745, 
when  hereditary  jurisdictions  were  abolished.  The  present 
proprietor  is  the  20th  in  regular  hereditary  descent  from  the 
founder.

MINTO. 


The  parish  of  Minto  is  situated  on  the  left  bank  of  the  river 
Teviot,  and  extends  to  about  -U  mileu  in  length,  and  3£  in 
breadth.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Lilliesleaf,  on  the 
east  by  Ancrom,  on  the  south  by  Cavers,  and  on  tbe  west  by 
Wilton.  Its  area,  according  to  tbe  Ordnance  Survey,  is  5620J 
acres,  nearly — 30^  of  which  are  occupied  by  the  North  British 
Railway,  55  by  public  roads,  and  194  by  water. 

*'  A  stripe  of  hangh  in  the  southern  extremity  forms  the  only 
level  ground.  The  surface  in  other  places  rises  in  frequent 
undulations,  with  a  blunt  outline  presenting  considerable 
variety.  The  general  appearance  of  the  country  is  chiefly 
diversified  by  two  green  bills,  tbe  highest  of  which  attains  an 
elevation  of  905  feet ;  and  to  the  east  of  them  by  Minto  Crags, 
a  bold  and  ragged  eminence  721  feet  above  tbe  level  of  the  sea, 
overhanging  the  valley  of  the  Teviot.  These  heights  form  a 
ridge  running  lengthways  east  and  west  through  the  greater 
part  of  the  parish.  To  the  south  the  ground  slopes  to  the 
river,  and  is  further  diversified  by  some  small  glens  or  deans 
watered  by  rivulets."  Minto  Crags,  the  most  conspicuous 
object  in  the  parish,  commands  from  its  summit  a  most  ex- 
tensive view  on  all  sides. 

In  the  centre  of  the  parish,  situated  on  a  pleasant  rising 
ground,  is  the  small  but  beautiful  village  of  Minto — the  only 
one  in  the  parish.  The  nearest  market  towns  are  Hawick 
and  Jedburgh,  from  which  it  is  equally  distant  about  5  miles* 
There  is  a  railway  station  at  Hassendean,  about  1  mile  from 
the  village. 

The  parish  possesses  no  antiquities,  except  the  castlo  of 
Fatljps,  which  the  late  Earl  had  repaired  and  heightened  in 
a  becoming  manner,  romantically  situated  on  the  eastern  and 
most  picturesque  of  the  Minto  Crags ;  and  the  ruins  of  Barn- 
hills  Castle  in  a  glen  to  the  east  of  the  Crags.  The  only  man- 
sion of  any  note  is  Minto  House,  situated  near  the  village, 
tbe  seat  of  the  Earl  of  Minto,  a  fine  building  erected  at  the 
beginning  of  the  century,  but  better  known  to  fame  through 
the  talent  of  its  family  than  from  its  own  peculiar  grandeur 
or  beauty.  Tbe  House  is  four  stories  in  height,  and  the 
uppermost  room  is  fitted  up  as  a  sort  of  museum,  where  many 
interesting  family  relics  are  preserved.  From  the  windows  of 
thiu  room  the  view  is  most  extensive,  and  it  is  doubtful  if 
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there  ia  in  aDy  part  of  Scotland  a  more  varied  and  extensive 
prospect.  The  house  ia  beautifully  surrounded  by  grounds, 
-woods,  and  crags,  including  the  site  of  an  old  burial  place, 
which,  instead  of  being  left  to  desolation  after  it  had  ceased 
to  be  used  as  a  place  of  sepulture,  has  been  tended  with  the 
most  religious  care  ;  and  the  finest  taste,  as  well  as  floricultural 
skill,  haB  contributed  to  make  it  a  most  lovely  retreat.  The 
library  of  Mmto  House  ranks  as  one  of  the  most  valuable 
private  collections  in  the  south  of  Scotland.

General  Sir  Thomas  Hislop,  Bart.,  G.C.B.,  and  has  issue  : —

A  handsome  Elizabethan  villa,  situated  on  the  Teviot,  about 
one  mile  farther  up  the  river,  and  on  the  opposite  side  from 
the  village  of  Denholm — the  residence  of  *Edward  Heron  Max- 
well, Esq.  (who  purchased  the  property  id  1800),  seveuth  son 
of  the  late  Sir  John  Shaw  Heron  Maxwell  of  Sprinkell,  Dum- 
friesshire;  born  1821;  married,  1847,  Elizabeth  Ellen,  only 
daughter  of  Colonel  Stopford  Blair,  of  Penninghame,  Wigton- 
shire;  and  has,  with  other  issue,  a  sou- — John  Shaw,  born  1850. 
Mr.  Maxwell  is  a  Deputy-Lieutenant  for  Dumfriesshire. 

HASSF.NDEANBtlRN.  f

HAWICK  (and  wilto^). 


The  parish  of  Hawick  is  (as  now  constituted — see  introductory 
account  of  Teviothead)  bounded  on  the  north  by  Wilton  and 
Roberton,  on  the  south  by  Kirkton  and  Cavers,  on  the  west 
by  Teviothead,  and  on  the  east  by  Woberton.  It  is  about  6 
miles  in  length,  aod  from  2  to  3  miles  in  breadth.  The  area, 
according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  is  G203£  acres,  of  which 
6017f  are  land,  90|  are  water,  and  94^  are  public  roads.  The 
surface  of  the  parish  is  billy,  rising  to  over  800  feet  in  one  in- 
stance ;  the  banks  of  the  Teviot,  are  more  level,  and  the  soil 
generally  is  rich  and  well  cultivated. 

Situated  near  the  northern  extremity  of  the  parish,  and  partly 
within  the  adjacent  parish  of  Wilton,  is  the  burgh  of  Hawick, 
seated  at  the  confluence  of  the  Slitrig  with  the  Teviot;  by  the 
former  river  the  town  is  divided  into  nearly  equal  parts.  From 
its  proximity  to  the  borders  of  England  and  Scotland,  Hawick 
suffered  severely  in  times  of  ancient  feud,  and  was  thrice  burned. 
The  town  now  consists  chiefly  of  four  long  streets,  on  the  right 
bank  of  the  Teviot,  with  a  number  of  minor  thoroughfares  on 
both  sides  of  the  river,  well  paved  and  lighted. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  century  Hawick  consisted 
of  but  one  parish,  parochial  burghal,  its  population  was  under 
3000,  and  it  was  a  place  of  comparatively  small  importance. 
So  lately  as  1778  its  corn  market  was  established  by  the  Far- 
mer's Club  (founded  two  years  previously — see  lists).  About 
the  same  time  the  town  had  no  post  office.  Previously  "  the 
letters  which  were  brought  from  Jedburgh  by  a  common  hawker, 
once  a  month,  were  exposed  on  a  stall  in  the  streets  on  the 
market,  like  so  many  cakes  of  gingerbread,  and  the  people  used 
to  look  at  them  with  as  much  curiosity  as  the  botai  ists  do  at  a 
few  exotic  plants  from  Van  Dieman's  Land.*"  It  is  now  the 
most  important  town  in  the  district,  consisting  of  the  three 
burghal  parishes  of  Hawick  (parochial),  St.  Man's  (quoad 
sacra),  and  Wilton  (parochial),  with  a  burgh  population  close 
upon  10,500,  and  is  one  of  the  most  eminent  manufacturing  seats 
in  Scotland.  Its  staple  trade  is  lambs'  wool  hosiery  and  Tweeds, 
but  the  manufacture  of  shawls,  plaids,  blankets,  etc.,  is  also  very 
extensive. 

The  environs  of  Hawick  are  much  admired,  the  banks  of  the 
Teviot  being  extremely  picturesque ;  and  there  are  also  many 
beautiful,  wild,  and  romantic  scenes,  and  places  of  historical 
interest. 

Situated  at  the  upper  extremity  of  the  town,  and  overlooking 

*  Wilson's  "History  of  Hawick." 
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the  main  street,  is  a  relic  of  great  antiquity,  which  is  usually 
denominated  the  Moat.  This  consists  of  au  artificial  mound  of 
earth ;  it  is  circular  at  the  base,  it  rises  in  a  conical  form 
to  the  height  of  30  feet,  the  circumference  being  117  feet  at 
the  top  and  312  at  the  base;  it  contains  about  4060  cubic 
yards,  and  is  almost  flat  upon  the  top.  From  the  examination 
of  similar  remains  it  is  believed  to  have  been  originally  formed 
as  a  place  of  sepulture  by  the  early  occupiers  of  the  country, 
and  in  subsequent  times,  courts  for  the  administration  of  justice 
were  held  upon  it.  Sir  Alexander  Ramsay,  while  acting  in  a 
judicial  capacity  upon  its  summit  in  1342,  was  taken  prisoner 
by  the  Knight  of  Liddesdale,  carried  to  Hermitage,  and  there 
starved  to  death. 

The  vestiges  of  several  towers  or  Border  peels,  and  numerous 
earthworks  and  encampments,  are  still  remaining  in  different 
parts  of  the  parish;  one  of  the  most  ancient  of  these  places  of 
strength  now  forms  a  part  of  the  Tower  Inn,  celebrated  as  the 
residence  in  former  times  of  the  Bamns  of  Drumlanrig,  and  at 
a  later  period  of  Anne  Duchess  of  Buccleuch  and  Monmouth, 
whose  husband  was  beheaded  in  1685.  This  tower,  which  was 
anciently  surrounded  with  a  deep  moat  drawn  from  the  Slitrig, 
was  the  only  building  in  the  town  which  escaped  the  devasta- 
tion in  1570.  Another  of  these  peels  is  at  present  attached  to 
the  castle  of  Branxholm,  celebrated  as  the  ancieut  residence  of 
the  family  of  Buccleuch,  and  invested  with  additional  interest  of 
late  in  consequence  of  the  prominent  place  which  it  occupies  in 
the  "  Lay  of  the  Last  Minstrel"  (see  Goldiebinds). 

Probably  no  provincial  town  in  Hcotland  has  undergone  such 
a  change  in  appearance  and  limits  as  Hawick  of  late  years.  It 
has  extended  its  bounds  on  all  sides,  while  internally,  the  new 
erections  which  have  replaced  the  previous  thatched  and  mean- 
looking  houses,  have  so  transformed  and  renovated  the  ancient 
burgh  as  to  give  it — in  its  main  thoroughfares  at  least— much  of 
a  metropolitian  aspect.  The*new  banks  erected,  or  in  course  of 
erection,  and  many  of  the  shops  would  be  a  credit  to  the  principal 
streets  of  any  city  ,•  while  the  well-kept  streets  themselves,  pos- 
sess a  bustle,  never  seen  but  in  large  commercial  marts. 

One  of  the  nearest  tests  of  the  commercial  prosperity  of 
Hawick  is  to  be  found  in  the  rapid  increase  in  the  annual  rental 
of  the  parish,  as  disclosed  by  the  valuation  roll.  Thus  at 
Whitsunday  1843,  the  valuation  was  £12,922:14:3;  while 
at  Whitsunday  1863,  in  the  short  space  of  twenty  years,  it  was 
£29,346 :  16 :  5*

No  two  towns  in  the  district  present  such  contrasts  as  Kelso 
and  Hawick — each  the  representative  of  its  class:  Kelso  of  pros- 
perous country  trade  and  comfortable  social  leisure,  with  energy 
enough,  but  of  a  very  undemonstrative  kind,  and  scarcely  seen 
out  of  doors.  The  very  streets,  public  buildings,  and  shops, 
partake  of  this  character— the  former  systematical  I y  arranged, 
open  and  airy,  but  with  a  pavement  so  rough  as  to  betray  no 
anxiety  for  the  expedition  of  traffic,  and  except  on  extra  occa- 
sions, sparingly  frequented  by  either  town  or  country  people; 
the  houses  and  public  buildings,  as  a  rule,  substantial  but  heavy 
looking;*  the  shops  wealthy,  but  making  no  outside  show  of  it. 
Hawick — of  energetic,  wealth  accumulating,  business  activity — 
features  apparent  in  the  very  thoroughfares,  and  the  bustling 
traffic  frequenting  them.  The  thoroughfares  twisted  and  cut  up 
to  suit  the  exigencies  of  the  day,  and  showing  no  system  of 
arrangement,  but  m.icademized  to  the  smoothness  of  a  bowling 
green;  its  public  establishments,  airy  elegant  structures,  and  its 
shops  outwardly  attractive;  and,  while  Kelso  is  the  head-quarters 
for  corn  Hawick  is  that  for  meal.  In  only  one  feature  do  they 
resemble  each  other — both  towns  hav.e  an  inspector  of  nuisances, 
and  both  are  alike  cleanly  kept— that  is,  apparently,  and  as  seen 
by  a  stranger;  but  it  is  quite  possible  that  in  the  back  slums  of 
both  places  cleanliness  is  not  so  strictly  carried  out  as  it  might  be. 

Being  situated  partly  on  the  haugh  lands  in  the  valleys  of 
the  Teviot  and  Slitrig,  and  partly  on  the  sloping  hill  sides, 
Hawick  is  admirably  well  ventilated  by  the  cool  and  refresh- 
ing breezes  from  the  mountain  ranges  of  the  western  Border. 
The  Boil  is  dry  ;  and  since  the  draining  of  land  became  so 
universal,  the  same  may  be  said  in  a  general  wav  of  the 
atmosphere.  It  is  an  average  healthy  town.  Cholera  visited 
it  pretty  severely  in  1832,  and  very  fatally  in  1S49,  when  a 
great  many  cases  occurred,  about  one-half  becoming  fatal. 
No  epidemic  has  since  assumed  what  may  be  termed  an  alarm- 
ing form,  but  like  all  large  communities,  the  town  has  occa- 
sional visits  of  typhus,  gastric  fever,  and  small  pox  ;  the  latter 
almost  invariably  of  a  mild  type.     Tiie  great  bulk  of  the  popu- 

*  The  Corn  Exchange  and  Town  Hall  are  exceptions ;  but  take, 
for  instance,  the  five  bank  branches  at  present  established.  Three 
of  these  are  old  houses  cobbled  up  in  as  substantial  and  gloomy  look- 
ing a  style  as  possible — and  probably  not  much  more  could  have  been 
made  of  them;  still  they  could  have  been  better;  but  for  the  other 
two,  being  modern  erections,  there  is  no  excuse.  The  Bank  of  Scot- 
land especially,  lately  completed,  is  to  the  spectator  an  offence  both 
against  taste  and  arrangement — the  style  towards  the  street  (the 
bank  department^  being  that  of  a  prison,  plus  windows,  combined 
with  a  great  waste  of  ground  aud  well-built  walls  ;  while  the  style  of 
dwelling-house  seems  the  result  of  an  idea  of  a  modern  dwelling- 
house,  combined  with  some  architectural  features  borrowed  from 
Kelso  Abbey,  towards  which  it  looks. 
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latiua  is  connected  with  the  woollen  factories,  and  the  work 
is  of  a  healthy  character;  it  having  been  proved,  beyond 
doubt,  that  weakly  cbildren  thrive  and  grow  stout  shortly  after 
entering  the  factories.  The  water  supply  bas  for  some  years 
back  been  far  short  of  the  necessities  of  the  population,  and 
the  drainage  is  totally  insufficient;  but  the  new  water  works, 
wbich  are  in  course  of  construction,  will  thoroughly  remedy 
the  first  evil,  and  a  complete  system  of  sewerage  will  follow — 
the  estimated  cost  of  which  is  above  £9000.  Wben  these  are 
carried  out,  the  health  of  the  town  will  no  doubt  be  much 
improved.  The  dwelling  houses  of  the  working  classes  are,  in 
many  of  the  poorer  parts  of  the  town,  much  over-crowded; 
and  tbougn  rents  are  high,  house  property  uf  this  description 
is  not  so  remunerative  as  to  make  building  a  favourite  invest- 
ment for  capital.  There  is  now  plenty  of  ground  in  the  market, 
but  there  seemB  little  disposition  to  purchase  it  fur  building 
purposes.  A  working  men's  building  society — the  object  of 
which  is  to  provide  self  contained  houses,  with  proper  conveni- 
ences and  gardens  for  the  members—  has  been  lately  started, 
and  is  likely  to  prove  successful.  The  health  and  coin  fur  t  of 
the  population  will  be  much  enhanced  when  better  dwellings 
are  put  within  the  reach  of  the  operatives. 

Although  situated  partly  on  slopes  of  the  surrounding  hills, 
Hawick  possesses  in  reality  little  variety  of  levels,  as  the 
following  heights,  snpplied  from  the  Ordnance  Survey  Office, 
will  show  ;  the  heights  given  are  above  mean  water  : —

In  this  respect  however,  for  sanatory  purposes,  it  possesses  a 
great  advantage  over  Kelso,  which  is  nearly  a  dead  level — with 
oue  inconvenient  exception,  where  a  tunnel  was  required.* 


*  The  Kelso  sewerage  having  been  completed  and  fairly  into  opera- 
tion since  our  Kelso  pages  were  printed,  we  may  state  that,  as  yet, 
notwithstanding  the  almost  dead  level,  the  drains  are  working  per- 
fectly, and  some  of  them  have  now  been  in  operation  for  three  years. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  levels  of  the  main  di*ains,  and 
may  be  of  interest  to  other  towns  where  a  system  of  sewerage  is 
about  to  be  carried  out :— The  outflow  into  the  river,  for  nearly  200 
feet,  is  a  fall  of  1  foot  in  40  ;  from  the  outskirts  of  the  town  to  the 
outflow,  it  is  1  in  250 ;  in  the  principal  streets  and  square,  it  varies 
from  1  in  156  to  200 — these  all  consist  of  egg-shaped  brick  culverts 
placed  at  an  average  of  11  feet  below  the  surface.  The  tunnel  under 
the  rise  in  Roxburgh  Street,  is  24  feet  helow  the  surface,  at  its  deepest. 
The  branch  lines  (fire-clay  pipes)  vary  in  their  level  and  depth  accord- 
ing to  circumstances. 

The  entire  cost  of  the  sewerage  was  about  £4000.  To  Mr.  Brunlees, 
C.E.,  London,  a  native  of  the  town,  Kelso  is  indebted,  at  the  cost 


Dr.  Grant's  otter  hounds  regularly  hunt  the  streams  in  the 
district  during  the  season.  The  trout  fishing  in  the  Teviot  and 
Slitrig  is  free ;  the  sport  is  good,  but  the  fishing  is  sometimes 
spoiled  by  netters. 

Anniversary—  Hawick  Common  Riding.  The  common  rid- 
ing and  races  constitute  the  great  annual  festival  of  Hawick. 
It  commences  on  the  last  Friday  of  May  (old  style)*,  and  lasts 
over  two  days;  and  consists  of  the  ceremony  of  riding  the 
marches,  horse  and  foot  races,  leaping,  wrestling,  and  other 
athletic  games.  The  days  are  observed  as  a  holiday  in  the 
burgh.  The  origin  of  the  festival  is  ascribed  to  a  victory 
obtained  by  a  gallant  band  of  Hawick  youths  over  a  marauding 
party  of  English,  the  year  after  the  battle  of  Flodden.  Tradi- 
tion says  the  fight  took  place  by  the  side  of  the  Teviot,  two 
miles  below  the  town,  and  the  youths  resisted  the  marauders 
and  captured  their  standard.  An  unmarried  man  is  chosen 
annually  by  the  town  council  to  carry  a  fac-simile  of  this  stand- 
ard round  the  marches  of  the  town's  lands,  and  is  escorted  by 
a  troop  of  young  men  on  horse-back.  The  burgh  lands,  which 
were  granted  hy  Sir  James  Douglas  of  Drumlanrig,  being  now 
enclosed,  the  riding  of  the  marches  is  a  mere  form  ;  but  the  in- 
habitants take  great  delight  in  having  it  observed  with  all  the 
pomp  and  pageantry  of  by-gone  times.  The  first  mention  of 
races  in  connection  with  the  common  riding  is  in  1723;  in  1725 
the  town  council  voted  a  sum  for  the  racing  plate,  and  in  1727 
a  cup  was  run  for.  Hawick  race  meeting  is  consequently  one 
of  the  oldest  in  the  three  kingdoms. 

Holidays — New  Year's  Day,  and  the  days  following  the  May 
and  November  hiring  fairs  (see following  paragraph);  the  Old 
Year's  Day  is  also  held  by  some  classes,  but  it  is  not  a  close 
holiday. 

Markets. — Thursday,  weekly  (corn,  etc.).  The  corn  is  sold  by 
sample,  and  the  business  done  in  it  is  nest  in  importance  to 
Kelso  in  the  county,  and  next  to  Dunse  in  the  district;  while  as 
a  meal  and  flour  market,  it  is  the  principal  in  the  district.  A  hand- 
some Exchange  is  at  present  in  course  of  erection,  for  the  accom- 
modation of  farmers  and  dealers.  No  established  winter  markets 
for  the  sale  of  fat  cattle  occur,  but  the  energy  of  Messrs.  Oliver, 
auctioneers,  has  raised  Hawick  to  the  highest  rank  in  the  district 
as  an  auction  mart  for  this  class  of  produce.  Their  sales  of  fat 
stock,  milch  cows,  &c,  now  take  place  weekly,  on  Monday,  in  a 
handsome  new  auction  market,  their  own  property,  laid  out  and 

of  mere  outlay,  for  the  plans  and  specifications  ;  and  the  results  prove 
them  to  have  been  carefully  compiled  and  excellently  carried  out. 

The  water  system,  just  completed,  at  an  expense  of  £3000,  the  plans 
for  which  were  also  furnished  by  Mr.  Brunlees,  has  been  in  operation 
too  short  a  time  to  furnish  data  for  general  conclusions. 

*  That  is,  the  Friday  on  or  previous  to  the  26th. 
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built  for  the  purpose.  Besides  the  ordinary  weekly  sales,  Messrs. 
Oliver  hold  three  sales  specially  for  lambs  in  August,  and  one 
in  September ;  two  sales  for  draft  ewes  in  October ;  and  sales 
specially  for  feeding  and  store  cattle  in  May,  October,  and  No- 
vember. At  each  of  these  lamb  sales  from  five  to  ten  thousand 
Cheviot  and  half  and  three-parts  bred  lambs  are  shown ;  in 
fact,  at  the  sale  on  the  25th  August  1864,  the  large  number  of 
11,257  were  disposed  off.  The  draft  ewe  and  cattle  sales  are 
equally  important  in  extent,  from  4000  to  6000  ewes,  and  300  to 
400  cattle  being  sold  at  each.  Messrs.  Oliver's  mart  has  now 
become  the  greatest  market  in  the  south  of  Scotland  for  milch 
cows ;  in  the  spring  months  from  40  to  60,  and  sometimes  100, 
are  sold  weekly.  Buyers  regularly  attend  Messrs.  Oliver's  sales 
from  all  the  towns  in  the  locality,  and  from  Edinburgh  and  the 
south. 

Great  Hiring  Days — Servants  and  Young  Men,  17th  May  and 
8th  November  (when  on  a  Saturday,  Sunday,  or  Monday — the 
Tuesday  after)  ;  Shearers,  first  Thursday  after  26th  July. 

Wool  .Fas')-— first  Thursday  after  St.  Boswell's  (the  18th  of 
July).  At  this  fair  much  of  the  Cheviot  wool  grown  in  the 
locality  is  sold.  Buyers  attend  from  the  Midland  manufacturing 
districts,  and  here  and  at  Jedburgh  (which  see,  p.  249)  the 
manufacturers  of  the  district  buy  in  their  principal  stocks. 

Tup  and  Lamb  Fair  (held  in  the  Brewery  Haugh) — 21st  Sep- 
tember (when  on  a  Saturday,  Sunday,  or  Monday — the  Tues- 
day after).  This  is  one  of  the  oldest  fairs  for  tups  in  Scotland, 
and  one  long  celebrated  for  Cheviots.  Of  late  years  a  good  num- 
ber of  Leicester*  have  been  shown ;  and  these  being  generally  not 
extra  fed,  are  much  sought  after  for  hill  use.  The  late  Mr.  A. 
Oliver,  about  twenty-five  years  ago,  introduced  the  mode  of 
selling  by  auction,  which  has  gradually  got  into  favour,  and 
now  the  greater  portion  are  sold  in  the  auction  ring.  There  are 
also  a  few  lots  of  lambs  shown  at  this  market,  but  Messrs. 
Oliver's  auction,  which  is  held  the  previous  week,  has  curtailed 
the  show  of  these  materially.  The  day  previous  to  this  fair  the 
Tup  Show  of  the  West  Teviotdale  Agricultural  Society  takes 
place — see  lists,  p.  318. 

Tryst  (Horses  and  Cattle)  held  on  North  British  Bailway 
Company's  ground  off  the  Wellgate,  where  a  suitable  siding  for 
trucking  cattle  and  sheep  has  been  erected — third  Tuesday  of 
October. 

Cattle — 8th  November. 


By  rail,  Hawick  has  great  facilities  of  communication  in  all 
directions.  The  main  branch  of  the  North  British  line  here 
joins  that  of  the  Border  Union  (now  jointly  called  the  "  Waver- 
ley  Route") ;  by  the  former  passengers  and  goods  are  conveyed 
to  Edinburgh,  Glasgow,  and  all  parts  of  the  north ;  while  the 


branch  lines  striking  off  at  Newtown,  convey  to  Berwick- 
shire, Kelso,  and  the  east  coast — by  the  latter  to  Carlisle,  the 
south  generally,  and  Dumfriesshire ;  while  the  Border  Counties' 
line,  striking  off  at  Riccarton,  conveys  to  Hexham,  Newcastle, 
the  Midland  districts,  and  south-eastern  coast. 

The  following  are  the  principal  distances  by  rail : — Edinburgh 
53  miles,  Glasgow  99,  Kelso  24£,  Berwick  48,  Carlisle  45J,  Hex- 
ham 55,  Newcastle  97^. 

The  Hawick  station,  situated  in  Wilton,  is  one  of  the  shabbiest 
and  most  incommodious  on  the  "route."  It  also  lies  at  an  incon- 
venient distance  from  the  centre  of  traffic;  but  in  this  respect 
it  is  well  off  compared  with  Kelso  or  Jedburgh. 

According  to  the  census  of  1861  the  population  of  the  town  of 
Hawick  (not  including  the  Wilton  district)  was  8138,  of  the 
burghal  district  of  Wilton  2210,  and  of  that  very  small  part  of 
Hawick  proper  which  lies  within  Wilton,  53  ;  total  of  the  burgh 
of  Hawick  as  at  present  constituted,  10,401.  Population  of  the 
parish  as  parochially  constituted  (Hawick  and  landward),  8,726. 

At  the  census  the  population  of  Hawick  parish  constituted 
1787  separate  families,  3  of  whom  were  returned  as  living  in 
houses  having  no  window,  868  in  houses  having  one  window, 
510  in  houses  of  two  windows,  406  (or  rather  less  than  one- 
fourth)  in  houses  of  three  and  more  windows. 

Assessed  property  in  the  parish  in  1863-4,  £25,115,  18s. 

The  largest  landed-proprietor  in  the  parish  is  His  Grace  the 
Duke  of  Buccleuch.  The  other  principal  proprietors  are — the 
Burgh  of  Hawick ;  James  Douglas,  Esq.  of  Cavers ;  B.  T.  G. 
Anderson,  Esq.  of  Tushielaw;  A.  K.  Lockhart,  Esq.  of  Borth- 
wickbrae ;  and  Thomas  Tunibull,  Esq.  of  Fenwick.

Hawick 
is  a  burgh  of  barony  independent  of  its  Superior.

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Foresters'  Annual  Benefit  Society, 

the  most  important  and  strongest  general  society  in  the  town.  Every 
member  must  pay  2d.  weekly  to  the  sick  fund,  and  may  deposit  6d. 
or  more,  weekly,  if  convenient.  Every  member  when  sick  shall 
receive  six  shillings  weekly  for  the  first  eight  weeks,  five  shillings 
weekly  for  the  six  succeeding  weeks,  and  to  continue  at  three  shil- 
lings weekly  up  to  the  10th  of  May.  Any  member  having  re- 
ceived the  sick  allowance  for  these  two  first  periods  cannot  claim 
them  a  second  time,  whether  he  may  have  received  these  sums  in 
succession  or  at  intervals.  If  a  member  dies,  the  sum  of  £2  shall  be 
given  as  funeral  money,  and  his  heirs  shall  receive  the  full  amount 
of  his  deposits,  exclusive  of  sick  money,  paid  to  the  time  of  his 
decease.  The  funds  of  the  society  shall  be  divided  on  the  16th  day 
of  May,  when  every  member  shall  receive  the  full  amount  of  his 
deposits,  together  with  the  share  of  sick  money  which  may  be  in  the 
fluids,  with  the  exception  of  4d.  to  the  clerk  aud  2d.  to  the  stewards, 
from  each  member.

"This  Club  [the  oldest  existing  club  of  the  kind  in  the  district — 
probably  in  the  kingdom]  has  contributed  in  no  small  degree  to  the 
furtherance  of  the  agricultural  interests."  It  established  the  Hawick 
Corn  Market  in  177S ;  the  Rink  Fair  (in  Jedburgh  parish,  now  ex- 
tinct) in  the  following  year ;  in  1S26  the  Hawick  May  Market  for 
cattle  and  horses ;  and  in  1780,  the  market  for  hiring  hinds.  For 
some  years  it  held  ploughing  matches — "the  first  was  held  on  the 
farm  of  Ashiebank,  15th  April  1786,  when  ten  ploughs  started ;  at 
the  following  year's  match  held  25th  January,  the  second  premium 
was  gained  by  a  servant  of  Sir  Gilbert  Elliot  of  Minto,  who  ploughed 
with  two  oxen  without  a  driver."*  Previous  to  the  establishment 
of  this  Club  the  town  seems  to  have  had  no  market  whatever. 


*  It  was  customary,  when  ploughing  with  oxen,  to  have  a  driving 
boy  to  "goad"  them  on  with  a  pointed  stick. 

We  incidentally  notice  in  a  Berwick  publication  of  the  period 
(January  17S6),  that  the  Jedburgh  Fanners'  Society  were  to  have  a 
ploughing  match  on  the  haugh  lands  of  Mountholy,  on  the  first  Wed- 
nesday of  March  17S6,  when  silver  medals  of  different  values  were  to 
be  given  to  the  first,  second,  and  third,  best  ploughmen,  "bearing  a 
eharacteristical  device  and  the  name  of  the  winner." 

By  a  notice  in  the  British  Chronicle  [Kelso  paper]  of  the  following 
10th  March,  we  find  that  the  Jedburgh  match  had  been  delayed 
owing  to  the  severity  of  the  season,  "the  rivers  Tweed  and  Teviot 
both  being  frozen  over,  and  the  winter  amusements  of  skating, 
curling,  etc.,  being  carried  on  upon  them"  (this  must  have  been  one 
of  the  old-fashioned  winters,  about  which  the  old  folks  talk  so  much 
about) ;  but  the  match  eventually  came  off  on  the  22d  March,  "upon 
Commodore  Elliot's  haugh  lands  at  Mountholy,  when  15  ploughs  and 
ploughmen  contended  for  victory,  by  ploughing  each  several  ridges, 
which  took  up  great  part  of  the  day.  After  they  had  all  finished 
their  tasks,  and  their  work  accurately  examined  by  the  judges 
appointed  by  the  Society,  assisted  by  other  gentlemen,  distinguished 
for  their  knowledge  in  agriculture,  the  preferences  were  decided  as 
follow,  viz. — the  first  prize  or  medal  to  Andrew  M'Lean,  ploughman 
to  Mr.  Alexander  Roberton,  tenant  of  Nisbet ;  the  second  to  Andrew 
Walker,  ploughman  to  Mr.  George  Cranston,  tenant  of  Plowland ;

The  judges,  as  well  as  the  very  numerous  and 
respectable  spectators,  expressed  the  highest  approbation  of  the 
periorniances  in  general,  many  of  which  were  remarkably  well  done, 
and  treated  the  whole  competitors  in  so  proper  and  genteel  a  manner, 
as  gives  reason  to  believe  tins  first  essay  [the  italics  are  our  own]  will 
be  productive  of  others,  and  tend  to  promote  an  useful  spirit  of  emu- 
lation among  the  ploughmen  of  the  country ;  profitable  to  themselves, 
their  masters,  and  society.

The  object  of  this  association  is  to  promote  the  interests  of  agricul- 
ture in  general,  and  more  especially  to  give  premiums  for  the  most 
improved  breeds  of  horses,  cattle,  and  sheep.  The  society  holds  an 
exhibition  of  stock  on  the  day  preceding  the  Hawick  Tup  and  Lamb 
Fair  iu  September  (see  p.  305),  when  prizes  are  given  ;  amounting  in 
1S64  to  nearly  £S0,  including  a  silver  medal  and  money  prizes  given 
by  the  Highland  and  Agricultural  Society  of  Scotland  for  Cheviot 
sheep.  The  exhibition  takes  place  at  the  secretary's  auction  mart 
at  Bourtree  Place.  Of  late  a  keener  interest  has  been  taken  in  this 
show,  and  a  higher  value  has  been  set  on  its  honours,  than  was  the 
case  for  some  years  previously,  when  it  was"  very  indifferently 
patronized  by  those  most  concerned  in  making  it  a  successful 
gathering.

About  3  miles  above  Hawick,  beautifully  situated  on  a  sloping 
bank  of  the  Teviot,  looking  down  on  the  river  at  a  narrow, 
sudden  curve  of  the  glen.  The  present  edifice  looks  more  like 
a  peaceful  mansion  than  a  military  castle;  yet  includes  an  old 
square  tower  of  enormous  strength.  The  ancient  edifice  was 
much  larger  than  the  present  one,  and  had  a  far  more  imposing 
appearance,  and  was  the  master  fort  of  the  district. 

It  has  fi>r  upwards  of  a  century  been  the  residence  of  the 
Duke  of  Buccleuch's  chamberlain,  and  is  at  present  occupied 
by  William  Ogilvie,  Esq.  of  Chesters  (see  p.  201),  who  has  held 
that  appointment  for  several  years.

It  com- 
mands an  extensive  view  of  the  va'e  of  the  Teviot,  from  near 
its  source  at  Teviot  Stones  to  Minto  Rocks  downwards.  It  is  one 
mile  from  Hawick  and  one  from  Branxholm,  which  it  overlooks, 
and  with  which  in  former  times  it  was  intimately  connected.  It  is 
one  of  the  most  perfect  specimens  of  the  Border  keep  or  peel, 
that  has  survived  the  devastations  of  the  district,  but  history 
says  little  regarding  it. 

Goldielands  is  the  property  of  His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Buc- 
cleuch,  by  whom  it  was  fitted  up  as  a  comfortable  residence,  and 
for  several  years  has  been  occupied  by  Adam  Elliott,  Esq.,  M.D. 
(formerly  of  H.E.I.C.  Maritime  Service),  Secretary  to  the  Hawick 
Farmers'  Club  (see  p.  317).

WILTON. 


The  parish  of  Wilton  is  situated  on  the  left  bank  of  the 
river  Teviot,  which  separates  it  from  the  parish  of  Hawick. 
Its  boundaries  are  —  on  the  north  by  Minto;  on  the  east, 
Cavers;  on  the  south,  Hawick;  and  on  the  west,  Ashkirk  and 
Koberton.  It  is  about  5  miles  in  length,  and  its  average  breadth 
about  3£  miles.  The  area,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey, 
is  rather  more  than  8820  acres,  of  which  59£  are  under  water, 
73J  are  in  roads,  and  about  40£  are  occupied  by  the  railway. 
The  surface  of  the  parish  is  irregular,  and  in  some  instances 
hilly.     The  ereater  part  of  it,  however,  is  under  cultivation. 

On  the  left  bank  of  the  Teviot,  and  opposite  Hawick,  is  the 
town  of  Wilton.  It  consists  of  several  streets  containing  very 
handsome  houses.  The  greater  part  of  the  town  is  of  compara- 
tively modern  erection.  Although  distinct  from  Hawick  parochi- 
ally, it  is  incorporated  with  it  in  all  other  respects.  The  two 
towns  are  connected  by  several  bridges.  Several  large  woollen 
factories  are  on  the  Wilton  side  of  Teviot ;  and  the  railway  sta- 
tion, at  least  for  the  present,  is  in  Wilton  ;  but  from  its  being  in 
a  very  inconvenient  and  exposed  situation,  there  will,  in  all  like- 
lihood, be  a  new  one  erected  nearer  the  town  of  Hawick.  There 
has  been  erected  in  the  parish,  during  the  past  year,  a  stately 
and  imposing  edifice,  near  Sillerbithall  (see  p.  345),  the  property 
of  Thomas  Laidlaw,  Esq.  (of  W.  Laidlaw  &  Sons,  Hawick),  |an*d 
another  in  Hawick  parish,  at  Weensland,  the  property 'of  George 
Wilson,  Esq.,  provost  of  the  burgh. 

In  the  parish  there  is  also  the  small  suburb  of  Wilton  Dean,* 
lying  about  one  mile  above  Wilton,  on  the  Teviot  (see  p.  341).

TEVIOTHEAD. 


This  is  a  large  and  cbieflv  pastoral  parish  situated  io  the 
Bouth  western  extremity  of  the  county.  Previous  to  1850 
Teviotbead  formed  the  southern  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Ha- 
wick and  Cavers,  but  was  in  that  year  disjoined  and  erected 
into  a  separate  parish.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Rober- 
ton  and  Hawick,  on  the  eaBt  by  Kirkton  and  Cavers,  on  the 
south  by  Castleton  and  Dumfriesshire,  and  on  the  west  by 
Robertoo.  The  extent  of  the  parish  is  about  10  miles  in 
length  from  east  to  west,  and  8  miles  in  breadth  from  north 
to  south.  The  area,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  is  over 
31,559A  acres,  64£  of  which  are  in  roads,  and  101  under  water. 
The  southern  half  of  the  parish  is  entirely  hilly — the  highest 
being  Cauldcleuch-head  on  the  border  of  Castleton,  which  at- 
tains a  height  of  1996  ftet.  The  following  are  the  other  prin- 
cipal heights: — Millstane-edge  1857  feet,  Skelfbill  Pen  and 
Fell  each  1745  feet,  Dud  Hill  1620  feet,  Wisp  Hill  1950  feet, 
Pikethaw  Hill,  1750  feet,  Causeway  Grain  1607  feet,  Comb 
Hill  1687  feet;  and  there  are  many  others  lens  elevated.  The 
northern  part  of  the  parish  though  Dot  so  elevated  is  also  hilly  ; 
and  except  the  vale  of  the  Teviot,  which  has  its  rise  in  the  ex- 
treme south •  west  and  flows  in  a  north- easterly  direction 
through  the  entire  parish,  the  whole  may  be  said  to  be  pasto- 
ral. In  the  narrow  vale  of  the  Teviot  the  ground  is  lower 
and  is  under  cultivation.  The  Teviot  is  fed  by  innumerable 
burns,  which  all  have  their  rise  in  this  parish.  The  Allan 
water,  a  considerable  tributary,  also  has  its  rise  here  and  joins 
the  Teviot  at  the  extreme  north  of  the  parish.  All  these 
streams  are  free  to  the  angler.  Trouts,  as  a  rule,  are  plenti- 
ful, but  small.  In  the  north-eastern  part  there  are  the  re- 
mains of  a  good  number  of  forts.  The  great  road  from  the  east 
of  Scotland  to  the  west  of  Englaud  traverses  the  parish,  its 
course  being  along  the  defile  of  the  Teviot — "  a  narrow  and  Binu- 
ous  glen  overhung  by  sheep  walks  aud  solitude  " 

There  is  no  village  in  the  parish.  The  church,  manse,  aDd 
school  are  situated  near  its  centre  at  the  confluence  of  the  two 
main  branches  of  the  river  Teviot.

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ASHKIRK. 


The  pariah  of  Ashkirk  is  Bituated  mainly  in  the  county  of 
Roxburgh,  though  it  includes  two  portions  of  the  county  of 
Selkirk.  One  of  these,  comprehending  the  Slnton  estate,  is 
completely  detached  from  Selkirk  and  imbedded  in  Roxburgh. 
"While,  however,  it  forms  part  of  the  county  of  Selkirk  for 
purposes  of  assessment,  it  ranks  with  Roxburgh  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  elective  franchise ;  the  other  and  smaller  Selkirk- 
shire portion  ranks  with  Selkirk  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  fran- 
chise, and  in  every  respect  forms  an  integral  part  of  that 
county.  The  boundaries  are — on  the  north,  Selkirk  parish  ; 
on  the  west,  Kirkhope;  on  the  south  Roberton  and  Wilton  ; 
and  on  the  east,  Minto  and  Lilliesleaf.  It  is  about  7  miles  long 
and  about  3£  in  breadth.  The  area,  according  to  the  Ordnatice 
Survey,  is,  in  Roxburghshire — 8285f  acres  land,  78  acres  water, 
and  nearly  53  acres  public  roads — total,  8416£  acres,  of  which 
2489f  are  arable ;  in  Selkirkshire — 3348  acres  laud,  nearly  16 
acres  water,  and  21  acres  public  roads — total,  3385  acres,  of 
which  1202  acres  are  arable ;  total  for  both  counties,  11,8011 
acres. 

The  Ale,  the  only  river  in  the  parish,  flows  through  its  centre, 
following  a  serpentine  course  through  a  beautiful  valley  of 
varying  breadth  from  south-west  to  north-east.  There  are 
Beveral  lochs  in  the  parish  containing  trout  of  large  size  and 
fine  quality,  like  tho*e  found  in  Loch  Leven  ;  also  perch  and 
pike.  These  lochs  have,  as  well  as  the  river  to  which  they  are 
feeders,  long  been  favourite  resorts  of  the  angler.  The  land  is 
good  turnip  soil,  and,  from  where  the  "haugbs"  terminate  to 
the  water  shed  of  tha  Ettrick  on  the  north  and  the  Teviot  on 
the  south,  presents  an  undulating  surface;  towards  the  south- 
west and  uorth  the  hills  rise  from  800  to  1200  feet  above  the 
level  of  the  sea,*  and  they  afford  excellent  pasture  for  sheep. 
Marl  is  plentiful  in  the  parish,  and  is  of  excellent  quality. 
Skulls  and  horns  of  a  race  of  animals  long  extinct,  as  well  as 
wood  of  different  kiuds,  have  been  found  in  peat  moss  overlay- 
ing the  marl. 

The  climate  is  healthful  and  bracing.  The  village  of  Ash- 
kirk is  pleasantly  situated   in  the  centre   of  the  parish,   in

Roxburghshire,  on  a  sloping  bank  of  the  river,  and  at  the  junc- 
tion of  the  county  roads  from  Roberton  and  Ettrick  with 
the  Edinbulgh  and  Carlisle  road,  which  crosses  the  pariah. 
Ashkirk  is  distant  5J  miles  from  Selkirk  (where  also  is  the 
nearest  railway  station),  and  6J  miles  from  Hawick.  Ashkirk 
was  tormerly  a  vicarage  belonging  to  the  chapter  of  Glasgow. 
The  archbishop  had  a  residence  here,  and  a  place  near  the 
manse  still  retains  the  name  of  "  the  palace  walls.'*  Five  of 
the  present  proprietors  pay  feu  to  the  archbishopric  of  Glasgow.

This  parish  is  situated  partly  in  Roxburghshire  and  partly  in 
Selkirkshire.  The  larger  portion  being  in  the  former  county, 
however,  we  have  placed  it  under  the  head  of  Roxburghshire ; 
and  in  this  notice  of  it  both  parts  are  included.  Its  boun- 
daries are — on  the  north-east,  Wilton,  Ashkirk,  and  a  detached 
part  of  Selkirk,  lying  at  the  head  of  the  Todrig  Burn  ;  on 
the  south-east,  Hawick  and  Teviothead  ;  on  the  south-west 
Dumfriesshire ;  and  on  the  north-west,  Ettrick  and  Kirk- 
hope.  Its  extreme  length  is  about  15  miles,  and  its  average 
breadth  5  miles.  The  area  of  that  part  of  it  which  is  in 
Roxburghshire  is  nearly  18,038^  acres,  about  43.^  of  which 
are  in  roads,  and  102  under  water.  That  part  of  it  in 
Selkirkshire  has  an  area  of  11,6284  acres,  40f  being  in  roads, 
and  nearly  145  under  water — total  for  both  counties,  29,666^ 
acres.  The  parish  is  for  the  most  part  hilly,  though  none  of  the 
bills  attain  any  very  great  elevation.  In  the  centre  of  the  parish 
they  average  about  1200  feet  in  height,  but  the  highest  are  those 
in  the  south-west  near  the  borders  of  Dumfriesshire,  where  Crib 
Law,  in  Selkirkshire,  attains  an  elevation  of  1389  feet,  Knowe- 
bog  Hill  1227  feet,  and  Catgairedge  1421  feet ;  while  in  Rox- 
burghshire'Muckle  Knowe  rises  to  1394  feet,  Ladder  Law  1462 
feet,  Long  Tae  1438  feet,  Archie  Hill  1451  feet,  Stook  Hill  1561 
feet,  Ladshaw  Hill  1527  feet,  and  Craig  Cross  Hill  1482 ;  the 
road  which  crosses  Craig  Cross  into  Eskdale-Muir  rises  to  nearly 
the  same  height,  and  will  be  by  much  the  highest  road  in  the 
three  counties.  "The  soil  in  the  vale  of  Borthwick  is  of  good 
quality.  Upon  the  ascents  on  each  side  of  the  water  it  becomes 
thinner,  gravelly,  and  dry.  Towards  the  summits  of  the  hills, 
especially  in  the  western  part  of  the  parish,  the  soil  is  naturally 
wet  and  boggy,  but  much  has  been  done  lately  to  remedy  this." 
There  are  several  lakes  in  the  parish.  That  of  Alemoor  is  a 
pretty  circular  sheet  of  water,  about  two  miles  in  circum- 
ference, and  of  considerable  depth.  Hellmoor  Loch,  partly  in 
the  parish,  is  three  times  the  extent  of  the  former,  but  more 
shallow.  Eingsmoor  Loch  is  also  a  pretty  large  one.  All  of 
these  lochs  occur  as  expansions  or  remote  sources  of  the  Ale 
water,  and  lie  in  Selkirkshire.  All  abound  in  fiue  perch  and 
pike,  and  Kingsmoor  contains  an  excellent  red  trout  much 
resembling  that  of  Loch  Leven.  Fishing  in  these  lochs,  ex- 
cept in  Alemoor  and  Hellmoor  is  restricted  ;  in  the  Borthwick 
and  Ale,  which  contain  a  number  of  small  trout,  the  fishing  is 
free.  Moodlaw  Loch,  in  the  south-western  part  of  the  parish  h 
equally  divided  between  three  parishes — Roberton,  Eskdale- 


Muir,  and  Ettrick  ;  and  as  each  of  these  is  in  a  different  county, 
we  have  the  curious  coincidence  of  three  parishes  and  three 
counties  meeting  in  the  middle  of  a  loch. 

Throughout  the  parish  there  are  a  number  of  ancient  camps, 
the  largest  and  most  complete  being  that  on  the  farm  of  Broad- 
lee.  "  Harden,  the  ancient  residence  of  the  Scotts  of  Harden 
[represented  by  Lord  Polwarth]  stands  in  the  north-eastern 
part  of  the  parish.  It  has  been  repaire  1  and  added  to  during 
this  summer  (1864),  and  converted  into  a  most  comfortable 
residence.  Some  quaint  specimens  of  stucco  work  adorn  the 
roof  of  the  old  hall,  which  has  been  preserved,  and  the  ceiling 
and  other  peculiarities  have  been  restored  according  to  their 
ancient  pattern.  A  chimney-piece  in  one  of  the  rooms  tells 
of  the  ancient  importance  of  the  lairds  of  Harden,*  for  it 
bears  an  earl's  corenet,  and  the  letters  W.E.T.,  the  initials 
of  Walter,  Earl  of  Terras,  a  title  conferred  on  Walter  Scott  of 
Highchesters  in  1660." 

There  is  but  one  hamlet  in  the  parish — DEANEDBNHAUQH, 
situated  on  the  Borthwick,  about  8  miles  from  Hawick,  near 
the  centre  of  the  parish  and  on  the  boundary  line  dividing  the 
two  counties.  It  contains  about  50  inhabitants.  Roberton 
ohurch,  manse,  and  school-house  are  also  on  the  Borthwick 
water,  but  about  3  miles  nearer  to  Hawick,  and  also  situated 
on  the, boundary  line  separating  the  two  counties. "f* 

The  principal  proprietors  in  the  parish  are — His  Grace  the 
Duke  of  Buccleuch,  who  owns  nearly  half  of  the  parish  ;  Lord 
Polwarth,  Mertoun  ;  William  Richardson  Dickson,  of  Cuis- 
holme  (minor) ;  Mrs.  Stavert  of  Hoscote  (Edinburgh)  ;  Mrs. 
Pringle  Douglas  of  Haining;  Capt.  Hutton  Riddell  of  Muselee 
(16th  Lancers);  Archibald  Scott,  Esq.,  of  Howcleuch  and 
Borthwick  Mains  (Commonside,  Teviothead) — non-resident ; 
A.  E.  Lockhart,  Esq.  of  Borthwiokbrae,  and  Col.  Pott,  of 
Borthwickshiels — resident. 

Hawick,  the  nearest  market  town  and  railway  station,  is 
about  3  miles  from  the  lower  and  18  from  the  upper  part  of 
the  parish.  An  excellent  road  traverses  the  parish  its  entire 
length. 

Population  in  1861,  640;  who  composed  116  families,  18  of 
whom  were  returned  as  living  in  houses  of  one  window,  and 
42  in  houses  of  two  windows,  leaving  nearly  a  half  living  in 
bouses  of  three  and  more  windows — a  very  high  average.

END   OF   ROXBURGHSHIRE. 
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SELKIBKSHIRE. 


This  is  a  small  county,  of  very  irregular  form,  bounded  on  the 
east  by  Roxburghshire,  on  the  west  by  the  counties  of  Peebles 
and  Dumfries,  on  the  south  by  Dumfriesshire,  and  on  the  north 
by  the  county  of  Edinburgh.  It  extends  from  north  to  south 
28  miles,  and  from  east  to  west  17£  miles.  The  area  of  the 
county  was  formerly  estimated  to  contain  266  square  miles,  or 
170,313  acres;  but  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  just 
completed,  it  is  260  square  miles,  or  166,524  Btatute  acres, 
which  is  close  upon  16  statute  acres  to  each  of  the  population. 
Except  towards  the  south  and  south-west,  where  the  water-shed 
of  the  Dumfriesshire  and  Peeblesshire  hills  form  the  boundary 
for  about  one-third  of  its  circumference,  the  limits  of  Selkirk- 
shire are  most  arbitrarily  and  irregularly  defined.  Its  outlines 
form  points,  promontories,  peninsulas,  bays,  islands,  moun- 
tain headlands,  and  level  strands. 

This  county  was  formerly  designated  "  Ettrick  Forest,"  or 
shortly,  "  The  Forest,"  from  being  in  a  great  measure  covered 
with  wood,  of  which  scarcely  a  vestige  now  remains.  It  was 
stocked  with  large  herds  of  deer,  and  formed  a  favourite  place 
of  recreation  for  the  Scottish  monarchs.  "With  the  exception 
of  a  narrow  portion  on  its  eastern  side,  the  county  may  be  said 
to  be  a  continued  alternation  of  hill  and  dale,  many  of  the 
eminences  rising  to  a  considerable  height.*  The  principal 
vales  are  those  of  the  Ettrick  and  Yarrow,  with  a  portion  of 
the  vales  of  the  Tweed  and  the  Gala. 

*  ' '  Viewed  from  a  commanding  height,  the  whole  county  seems 
crowded  with  hills,  among  which  neither  a  house  nor  any  mark  of 
human  life  appears.  In  the  lower  parts  of  the  district,  where  the 
country  is  more  open,  and  the  surface  undulating,  cultivation  occu- 
pies a  considerable  breadth,  covering  the  minor  hills,  and  skirting 
the  base  of  the  mountains;  but  in  the  higher  parts  it  is  confined  to 
narrow  strips  along  the  streams,  and  so  deeply  seated  as  to  be  invi- 
sible to  the  eye  from  any  of  the  adjacent  summits.  The  valleys  are 
too  narrow  to  be  called,  dales,  and  are  simply  named  from  their 
rivers.  That  of  Tweed  being  more  important,  has  obtained  the  name 
of  Tweedside ;  but,  in  the  common  language  of  the  country,  as  if  the 
smaller  rivers  had  not  a  side  on  which  a  habitation  might  be  placed, 
it  is  said  of  the  people,  as  if  they  lived  in  waters,  '  he  lives  in  Cad- 
don,  he  comes  from  Ale,  or  he  belongs  to  Ettrick,  or  to  Yarrow. '  The 
hills  vary  in  elevation  from  a  few  hundred  to  two  thousand  feet, 
They  have  an  appearance  of  sameness  in  their  general  character, 
but  they  have  often  a  considerable  variety;  in  particular  those 


In  the  lower  districts  of  the  county,  including  the  parishes 
of  Galashiels,  Selkirk,  and  the  northern  portion  of  the  parish 
of  Yarrow,  great  attention  is  paid  to  agriculture,  which  iB  here 
carried  out  as  successfully  and  on  exactly  the  same  system  aa 
in  the  counties  of  Berwick  and  Roxburgh  {see  p.  43  et  seq.). 
In  the  upper  districts  sheep  farming  has  been  followed  with 
great  success — Leicesters,  half-breds,  and  Cheviots  being  the 
kinds  raised,  according  to  locality,  to  almost  the  entire  exclu- 
sion of  the  old  black-faces.  "Where  the  pastures  are  coarse  a 
number  of  Highland  cattle  are  grazed.f  "Within  the  last  fifty 
yearB  the  climate  and  condition  of  the  upper  district  of  Sel- 

around  St.  Mary's  Loch  and  the  Loch  of  the  Lowes,  where  they  rise 
in  steep  dark  masses,  especially  towards  the  head  of  the  glen,  having 
their  own  tops  concealed  in  clouds.  The  county  has  also  some  of 
the  least  agreeable  scenery  which  the  eye  of  man  can  endure,  that 
of  a  cold,  plain,  black  heath  ;  which  lies  between  Borthwick  "Water 
and  the  Ettrick,  and  which  is  relieved  only  by  small  lakes  of  no  cha- 
racter, serving  only  to  suggest  the  swampy  nature  of  their  situation." 
— Remarks  furnished  by  the  late  Rev.  N.  Paterson.  minister  of  Galashiels, 
to  the  "  Statistical  Account  of  Selkirkshire,"  published  1S41. 

*  The  following  is  a  comparative  statement  of  the  proportional 
acreage  of  the  principal  crops  of  the  three  counties  of  the  district, 
for  the  year  1S57 ;  extracted  from  the  last  report  issued  by  John  Hall 
Maxwell,  Esq.,  Secretary  for  the  Highland  and  Agricultural  Society  of

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IrirkBhire  have  greatly  improved,*  and  now  a  quality  of  stock 
is  raised ;  crops,  fruits,  and  trees  grown,  and  game  harboured, 
which  were  formerly  never  attempted.  (For  fuller  and  inte- 
resting particulars  as  to  this,  see  account  of  Ettrick  parish.) 

Selkirkshire  is  well  watered  by  the  beautiful  rivers  Ettrick, 
Yarrow,  and  Tweed  ;  it  also  possesses  numerous  lakes — the 
principal  being  St.  Mary's  Loch,  and  the  Loch  of  the  Lowes, 
lying  at  the  head  of  the  Yarrow ;  the  others,  small  and  unim- 
portant, lie  about  the  head  waters  of  the  Ale. 

The  county  has  railway  communication  by  means  of  a  branch 
of  the  North  British  line  from  Galashiels  to  Selkirk. 

Of  the  ten  parishes  constituting  the  county  of  Selkirk,  only 
three  of  them,  viz.— Kirkhope,  Yarrow,  and  Ettrick,  are  com- 
plete within  itBelf ;  of  the  others,  Ashkirk  (see  p.  353)  and 
Roberton  (p.  357)  have  their  larger  portions  in  Roxburghshire; 
Selkirk  (p.  371)  and  Galashiels,  while  their  larger  portions 
are  in  this  county,  have  each  Bmaller  portions  in  .Rox- 
burghshire. Stow  (see  following  pages)  lies  mostly  in  the 
county  of  Edinburgh,  while  Innerleithen  and  Peebles  lie  in 
Peeblesshire,  except  the  out-of-the-way  eorners  of  both,  which 
in  this  county  consist,  in  the  case  of  Peebles,  of  one  moderately 
sized  grazing  farm,  and  in  the  case  of  Innerleithen  of  two 
moderately  Bized  grazing  farms  and  a  gentleman's  mansion  with 
its  surrounding  grounds ;  and  as  if  to  confuse  the  confusion, 
in  one  case  at  least, — in  Ashkirk  parish,  while  one  portion 
ranks  with  Selkirk  for  the  purposes  of  assessment,  it  ranks 
with  Roxburghshire  on  the  voters'  roll.  Situated  as  Selkirk- 
shire is,  in  respect  to  its  parishes,  we  presume  that,  except- 
ing Nairn,  it  is  unique  amongst  the  counties  of  Scotland,  if  not 
in  the  kingdom.

"  The  angler,  or  pedestrian  tourist  visiting  the  wilds  of  Selkirkshire 
should  be  careful  how  he  sets  out  on  any  excursion  without  a  supply 
of  waterproof  protection  from  the  weather.  Amongst  the  hills  rain 
and  wind  come  on  with  a  suddenness  and  fury  unknown  in  the 
plains  ;  the  country  possesses  little  natural  shelter,  while  the  private 
houses  are  few  and  the  inns  fewer  :  of  the  latter  there  are  only  four 
in  the  hilly  district.  He  may  also  find  it  to  his  comfort  to  set  out 
with  a  moderate  supply  of  provisions. 


The  only  towns  are  Selkirk  and  Galashiels,  the  former  being 
a  royal  burgh  and  tbe  county  town.  The  county  returns  one 
member  to  Parliament. 

The  population  of  Selkirkshire  in  1801  waa  5388  ;  in  1811, 
5889  ;  in  1821,  6637 ;  in  1831,  6833  ;  in  1841,  7990 ;  in  1851, 
9809  ;  and  in  1861,  10,449.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses 
was  1331 ;  uninhabited,  25  ;  building,  9.

SELKIRK. 


Two  small  portions  of  the  parish  of  Selkirk  are  situated  in 
Roxburghshire,  but  the  larger  part  is  in  this  county.*  It  is 
bounded  on  the  north,  by  the  parishes  of  Galashiels  and  the 
extreme  south-eastern  point  of  Stow — the  river  Tweed  interven- 
ing ;  on  the  east,  by  Bowden  parish  in  Roxburghshire ;  on  the 
south,  by  Kirkhope ;  and  on  the  west,  by  Yarrow.  The  general 
outline  of  the  parish  is  very  irregular.  The  length  of  the  main 
part  of  the  parish,  north  to  south,  is  7£  miles,  and  its  breadth, 
east  to  west,  is  over  8  miles.  The  area  of  the  parish  (exclusive 
of  the  two  portions  which  are  in  Roxburghshire,  but  including 
the  detached  part  in  Selkirkshire,  which  consists  of  1430f  acres), 
according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  is  about  21,517  acres;  com- 
prising as  follows : — 21,068  4-5th  acres  land,  307  water,  135£ 
public  and  private  roads,  and  6  occupied  by  the  railway.  The 
detached  portions  in  Roxburghshire  have  a  total  area  of  1358J 
acres.  Total  area  of  the  parish  in  both  counties,  22,895$  acres. 
The  parish  is  completely  of  a  hilly  character;  but,  from  being 
all  very  elevated,  the  different  peaks  have  not  that  marked  ap- 
pearance they  otherwise  would  have.  The  most  remarkable  hills 
lie  between  the  Ettrick  and  Tweed.  Of  these  the  Three  Brethren 
Cairn  is  1523  feet,  Broomy  Law  1519  feet,  Foulshiels  Hill  1454 
feet,  South  Height  1493  feet,  aud  Brown  Knowe  are  1718  feet  in 
height.  In  the  detached  portion  of  the  parish,  cut  off  by  Kirk- 
hope, the  ground,  except  along  the  Todrig  burn,  averages  over 
1100  feet  in  height  The  river  Tweed  bounds  the  parish  through- 
out its  entire  length  on  the  north,  and  the  Ettrick  and  Tarrow 
intersect  and  have  their  confluence  in  it.    At  the  extreme  north- 


*  Although,  these  small  portions  form  part  of  the  county  of  Rox- 
burgh, both  of  them  are  undetached  from  the  parish.  The  larger, 
consisting  of  12S0J  acres,  lies  at  the  north-east,  and  coutains  the 
estate  and  loch  of  Whitmuirhall  and  farm  of  Greeuhead.  The  other 
portion,  consisting  of  77£  acres  only,  lies  about  lj  miles  north  of 
the  town,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Ettrick,  which  forms  its  eastern 
boundary.  Its  southern  boundary  is  the  Nettly  Bum,  and  it  iB 
bounded  on  the  north  by  Ettrick  Bank  house  and  grounds.  Between 
these  two  pieces  of  Roxburghshire,  the  Selkirkshire  part  of  Selkirk, 
and  a  long  finger- like  piece  of  the  Roxburghshire  part  of  Galashiels 
(Lindean)  intervenes.  Another  small  portion,  forming  part  of  Sel- 
kirkshire, but  lying  undetached  from  the  county,  although  detached 
from  the  parish,  lies  at  the  head  of  Todrig  Bum,  cut  off  by  Kirkhope 
parish,  and  forming  part  of  the  northern  boundary  cf  Roberton  pariah. 
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east  point  of  the  parish  the  Tweed  and  the  Ettrick  have  their 
confluence.  All  of  these  rivers  abound  in  both  salmon  and  trout. 
Except  a  stretch  of  the  Ettrick  of  five  miles  above  Yarrow  foot, 
all  the  streams  in  the  parish  are  free  to  trout  anglers.  In  the 
parish  are  also  some  small  lochs. 

The  soil  is  in  general  light  and  dry.  The  whole  of  the  parish 
was  in  former  times,  in  common  with  neighbouring  parishes, 
covered  by  an  extensive  forest,  and  was  used  as  a  royal  hunting 
ground,  of  which  scarcely  a  trace  now  remains  (see  Ettrick  parish). 

Near  the  eastern  extremity  of  the  parish,  and  occupying  a  fine 
situation  on  an  eminence  on  a  slope  on  the  right  bank  of  the 
Ettrick,  is  the  town  of  Selkirk.  It  is  a  very  ancient  town,  a 
royal  burgh,  and  capital  of  the  county,  and  was  formerly  a 
place  of  considerable  importance ;  not  less  than  a  hundred  of  its 
citizens  having  followed  James  IV.,  to  the  disastrous  field  of 
Flodden,  where  they  distinguished  themselves  in  the  most  gallant 
manner.  "  In  revenge  for  their  conduct  the  English,  on  some 
subsequent  occasion,  burnt  the  town  to  the  ground ;  but  to  com- 
pensate for  that  Joss  a  grant  of  1000  acres  of  the  adjoining  land 
was  made  over  by  the  crown  to  the  burghers  and  their  peasantry 
for  ever,"  aud  now  constitutes  Selkirk  Common  (see  lists — Sel- 
kirk Races). 

Till  of  late  Selkirk  presented  a  dull  and  decaying  appearance, 
but  a  spirit  of  improvement  has  become  developed.  Several 
large  mills  have  been  erected  on  the  Ettrick ;  and  the  manu- 
facture of  woollens  established  on  an  extensive  scale  contri- 
butes greatly  to  the  prosperity  of  the  town.  Some  elegant 
private  houses  have  lately  been  built :  in  the  Market  Place  is  a 

food  statue  of  Sir  Walter  Scott ;  and  a  similar  monument  to 
lungo  Park,  the  African  traveller,  stands  in  the  High  Street ; 
the  streets  are  well  paved  and  lighted  ;  the  population  has  con- 
siderably increased,  and  the  town  now  presents  altogether  a 
prepossessing  aspect.  As  yet  the  sanatory  arrangements  of  the 
town  are  very  imperfect,  and  consequently  it  has  been  subject 
to  epidemics,  but  at  the  date  of  publication  extensive  works 
were  in  progress  for  providing  a  water  supply,  and  those  for 
sewerage  only  awaited  the  engineer's  plans.  The  adoption  of 
the  cleaning  provisions  of  the  Police  and  Improvement  Act 
would  tend  very  much  to  the  improvement  of  the  closes  and 
bye-ways  of  the  town,  and  under  proper  sanatory  regulations 
Selkirk,  from  its  situation,  should  be,  if  not  the  healthiest,  as 
healthy  a  town  and  one  of  the  pleasantest  in  the  entire  district. 
That  the  town  is  well  situated  for  thorough  sanatory  arrange- 
ments, is  shown  by  the  following  heights,  supplied  from  the 
office  of  the  Ordnance  Survey: —

For  fall  and  outflow  these  levels  surpass  those  of  any  town  in 
the  district.  The  new  Police  Act  of  25  &  26  Vic.  has  been  adopted, 
to  admit  of  carrying  out  the  sewerage  and  water  supply,  and 
levying  an  assessment  for  the  same— rates  not  yet  fixed.  In 
ordinary  police  matters  the  town  has  been  associated  with  the 
county— 3£d.  per  jE.  Other  expenses-connected  with  the  burgh 
have  been  defrayed  by  the  rents  of  the  town  property ;  the 
magistrates  having  had  no  power  to  assess. 

The  town  possesses  few  antiquities  or  associations  of  interest, 
but  its  neighbourhood  is  rich  in  both.  Near  to  it  is  the  Haining 
—  the  seat  of  Mrs.  Pringle  Douglas — delightfully  situated  amidst 
woods,  with  a  beautiful  sheet  of  water  in  front  of  the  mansion. 
Another  seat  of  interest,  and  frequently  visited,  is  Bowhill, 
situated  up  the  Yarrow,  4  miles  from  Selkirk,  and  on  the  tongue 
of  land  near  its  confluence  with  the  Ettrick,  the  hunting  resi- 
dence of  His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Buccleucb  ;  the  house  is  small 
for  a  Duke's  palace,  but  the  grounds  are  fine ;  and  within  their 
circuit,  further  up  the  Yarrow,  is  the  ruin  of  Newark  Castle, 
upon  a  peninsula  cut  out  by  the  surrounding  stream,  in  a  situa- 
tion of  wild  grandeur  and  of  greater  beauty  than  is  possessed 
by  any  other  Border  keep.  Free  access  to  the  ruin  is  to  be  had 
at  all  times  by  the  public ;  and  the  pleasant  walks  along  the 
banks  of  the  river  are,  every  summer,  trod  and  enjoyed  by  a 
large  number  of  visitors.  The  interest  of  this  ruin  is  enhanced 
from  its  being  the  mansion  in  which  Lady  Anne,  Duchess  of 
Buccleuch,  is  made  to  listen  to  the  "  Lay  of  the  Last  Minstrel." 
Nearly  opposite  to  Newark  is  Foulshiels,  the  birth-place  of 
Mungo  Park.  The  house  in  which  the  traveller  was  born  is  now 
uninhabited,  having  stood  for  many  years  in  a  ruinous  condition. 
About  2  miles  from  Selkirk,  on  the  north  side  of  the  Ettrick,  is 
the  plain  of  Philiphaugh  where  in  1645  Montrose  was  defeated 
by  General  Leslie.  "  Close  to  Newark,  on  the  Yarrow,  is  a  field 
called  the  Slain  Man's  Lee,  where  the  Covenanters,  a  day  or 
two  after,  are  said  to  have  put  many  of  th.  ir  prisoners  to  death." 
About  2  miles  farther  up  the  Yarrow  stands  the  mansion-house 
of  Philiphaugh.  On  the  Ettrick,  4  miles  from  Selkirk  and 
at  the  southern  boundary  of  the  parish,  is  Oakwood  Tower,  said 
to  have  been  the  residence  of  the  famous  Sir  Michael  Scott,  of 
Balweary* — now  the  property  of  Lord  Polwarth.     Below  Yair 

*  Traditionally  named  The  Wizard — a  person  of  very  extraordinary 
abilities,  and  who  made  a  remarkable  figure  at  the  time  in  which  he 
lived.  His  extraordinary  discoveries  in  the  science  of  chemistry 
obtained  for  him  the  character  of  a  magician  ;  and  to  this  day  there 
are  marvellous  tales  told  in  the  district  of  his  communings  with  the 
evil  one  (see  p.  76,  and  vide  Hogg's  "  Three  Perils  of  Man ").  Sir 
Michael  is  honourably  mentioned  by  Dante  in  his  "Inferno."  He 
died  about  the  year  1294.  From  him  Sir  William  Scott,  Baronet  of 
Ancrum,  is  lineally  descended  (see  p.  201). 
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House  there  is  a  beautiful  stretch  of  Tweed,  where  it  is  beset  with 
rocks  and  forced  into  rapids  within  the  limits  of  a  hill  pass. 

The  railway  constructed  between  the  burgh  and  the  North 
British  line  at  Galashiels  has  been  the  means  of  opening  up  the 
resources  of  the  district,  giving  a  great  impulse  to  the  trade  and 
manufactures  of  the  town  and  contributing  much  to  its  growing 
prosperity.  The  distance  of  Selkirk  from  Edinburgh  by  rail  is 
40  miles,  7  from  Galashiels,  and  24  from  Hawick.  By  turnpike 
road  Selkirk  is  distant  from  Hawick  12  miles,  Peebles  22,  and 
Moffat  34.  The  railway  station  is  close  under  the  eminence  on 
which  Selkirk  is  built ;  the  distance  though  comparatively  short 
is  fatiguing  to  walk,  but  omnibuses  attend  the  trains. 

Anniversary — Selkirk  Common  Riding  —  a  day  on  which 
races  usually  take  place.  This  is  not  fixed,  but  it  generally  falls 
on  the  Friday  after  Hawick  Common  Riding,  about  the  begin- 
ning of  June  (see  p.  304,  and  p.  380 — Merchant  Company). 

Annual  Holiday — New  Year's  Day. 

Market  Day— Wednesday,  at  which  little  business  of  any  kind 
is  transacted.  The  corn  is  sold  by  sample.  The  burgh  has  lost 
its  old  pre-eminence  for  shoemaking,  and  the  large  trade  it  did 
in  supplying  bread  to  Moffat  during  the  visitors'  season  is  now 
also  gone :  that  branch  of  trade  having  been  extinguished  by 
the  railway  facilities  between  Moffat  and  other  places. 

Hiring  Days—  Shepherds  and  Hinds,  first  Wednesday  in 
March ;  Servants,  5th  April ;  Shearer's  Port,  15th  July;  Women, 
31st  October.  When  any  of  these  dates  fall  on  a  Sunday  the 
hiring  is  held  the  Monday  after.

Formerly  Kirkhope  formed  part  of  the  parish  of  Yarrow, 
but  was  disjoined  and  erected  into  a  separate  parish  in  1851, 
at  the  instance  of  the  Duke  of  Buccleuch.  It  is  bounded  on 
the  north  by  Selkirk  parish,'  on  the  east  by  Ashkirk  parish 
( Eox.)  Eoberton,  and  the  detached  part  of  Selkirk  parish  which 
lies  on  Todrig  burn,  on  the  south  by  Koberton  and  Ettrick,  and 
on  the  west  by  Ettrick  and  Yarrow.  Its  greatest  length  north- 
east and  south-west  is  about  9  miles,  and  its  average  breadth 
5  miles  The  Ordnance  Survey  measurements  are  nearly  22,677 
acres  land,  248J  acres  of  water,  38  acres  of  public  roads,  and  9} 
acres  of  private  roads — in  all  about  22,972$  acres.  The  parish 
is  for  the 'most  part  hilly* — the  exception  being  "  a  cold  black 
heath  "  over  1000  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea— (see  foot-note, 
p.  363)  on  the  east  side  which  is  more  level.  The  river  Ettrick 
intersects  the  entire  pariah  from  north  to  south,  and  is  fed  by 
numerous  tributaries  from  the  hills  on  both  sides.  There  are 
several  small  lochs  in  the  parish— Clearburu  at  the  south,  and 
lying  partly  in  Ettrick  parish,  about  a  mile  in  circumference, 
ia  one  of  the  feeders  of  the  Ettrick.  Shaws,  Helmoor,  and 
Ockermoor,  which  have  an  average  of  the  same  size,  lie  distri- 
buted to  the  east  and  form  part  of  the  group  of  lochs  flowing 
into  the  head  waters  of  the  Ale — (see  Roberton  parish).  Ang- 
ling in  Clearburn  Loch  and  in  the  Ettrick  below  Ettrick 
Bridge  is  stiictly  prohibited,  but  it  is  otherwise  free  in  the 
parish.  Accommodation  can  be  had  at  Ettrick  Bridge.  The 
parish  is  nearly  all  pastoral,  and  partakes  to  the  full  of  the 
climate  of  the  middle  district  of  Yarrow,  from  which  it  was  dis- 
joined (see  Yarrow).  In  itself  the  parish  possesses  little  interest 
except  in  the  fact  of  the  Ettrick  intersecting  it  with  a  line  of 
beauty,  and  that,  with  the  rest  of  Selkirkshire,  it  at  one  time 
formed  part  of  "The  Forest, "  of  which  a  few  remains  still 
exist  on  the  farm  of  Fauldshope.  Witbin  the  limits  of  the 
parish  the  stream  may  be  said  to  have  few  associations.  No 
sooner,  however,  does  it  pass  into  Selkirk,  than  it  takes  up 
the  ancient  reminiscences,  and  tells  the  story  of  Michael  Scott's 
witcheries  as  it  winds  round  the  woods  of  Bowhill.

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YARROW. 


The  parish  of  Yarrow,  in  common  with  the  rest  of  Selkirk- 
shire, is  of  an  entirely  hilly  character.  It  is  buunded  on  the 
north-west  by  Peeblesshire,  on  the  north  by  the  parish  of  Tra- 
quair,  on  the  east  by  Selkirk  parish,  on  the  southeast  by 
Kirkhope,  which  was  formerly  a  part  of  this  parish  (see  p.  399), 
on  the  south  and  east  by  Etirick,  auJ  on  the  west  by  Ettrick, 
and  Jdegget  parish  in  Peeblesshire.  Its  north-western  boundary 
is  very  irregular  in  shape,  some  extremities  being  almost  iso- 
lated from  the  main  portion,  and  one  entirely  so,  where  the  Sel- 
kirkshire part  of  Peebles  parish  wedges  in  and  cuts  it  off— this 
detached  portion  has  its  north-eastern  extremity  resting  on  the 
Tweed,  4J  miles  below  Peebles  and  11  miles  above  Innerleithen 
— both  distances  calculated  in  a  direct  line.  Here  is  the  farm- 
house of  Old  Howford  ;  the  farm-house  of  Birks,  the  only 
other  in  this  detached  portion,  lies  21  miles  due  southwest 
near  the  head  waters  of  the  Quair,*  which  here  has  its  rise  in 
Birkcairn  hill;  5  miles  due  east  the  parish  (undetached  por- 
tion) again  rests  on  the  Tweed,  at  Scrogbauk,  and  contains, 
within  a  stretch  of  4 1  miles,  the  Elibank  and  Ashiesteel  waters, 
with  those  of  Holylee,  in  Innerleithen  parish,  on  the  opposite 
Bide,  "  scarcely  surpassed  on  the  Tweed  for  rippling  streams 
and  pleasant  pools,  and  swarming  with  trout  of  superior  size." 
Here,  too,  clean  salmon  fishing  may  be  said  to  begin,  those 
cau»ht  farther  up  being  generally  foul.  The  greatest  direct 
length  of  the  parish  N.E.  asd  S.W.  is  16  miles,  and  it  is  the 
most  extended  in  the  south  of  Scotland  ;  its  greatest  breadth, 
at  its  north-west  extremity,  is  about  8  miles.  The  area  of  the 
parish,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  is  40,948i  acres  land, 
813  acres  water,  97|  acres  public  and  private  roads— total, 
41,859  acres.  The  detached  portion,  already  mentioned,  con- 
tains 2166J  acres,  and  is  included  in  these  measurements. 
Many  of  the  bills  rise  to   a  considerable   elevation.t      Tiie

greater  part  of  the  parish  is  under  pasture.  The  valley  through 
which  the  Yarrow  flows  is  fertile,  and  there  the  cultivation  is 
in  an  advanced  stale.  The  far-famed  St.  Mary's  Loch  is  in  the 
south-west  extremity  of  this  parish  (it  lies  partly  in  Ettrick — 
which  see) ;  and  the  Yarrow,  rendered  famous  in  song,  inter- 
sects it  throughout  its  entire  length.  "More  poetry,  both  old 
and  recent,  has  been  written  on  Yarrow  than  on  iny  other 
Scottish  vale;  and  most  of  it  is  plaintive  or  wailing."  Anglers 
are  largely  attracted  to  the  vale  of  the  Yarrow,  for  fishing  in 
St.  Mary's  Loch,  and  in  the  Yarrow  itself  and  its  tiibutaries. 
From  St.  Mary's  L'  ch  to  Yariowford,  a  distance  of  11  miles 
to  north-east,  the  Yarrow  is  free  to  the  angler;  beyond  this 
the  Yarrow  is  preserved  to  its  confluence  with  the  Ettrick 
(see  Kirkhope  and  Selkirk  parishes).  A  mile  above  the  "Gor- 
don Arms,"  the  DouglaB  burn,  its  principal  upper  tributarv, 
falls  iDto  the  Yarrow.  This  stream  is  famous  for  its  trout 
fishing.  All  the  other  burns  in  the  locality  are  alao  good.  In 
both  the  Yarrow  and  Ettrick  the  commencement  of  the  fishing 
season  is  late,  and  fishing  with  fly  is  precarious;  but  the  trout 
are  well-sized  and  plentiful,  and  take  readily  with  worm  and 
minnow  (see  p.  Sl^).*  "The  Gordon  Arms,"  situated  on  the 
Yarrow,  3  miles  below  St.  Mary's  Locb,  is  a  good  angling 
centre  for  the  middle  waters  of  both  Ettrick  and  Yarrow; 
and  "Tibby  Shiels',"  at  the  head  of  fit.  Mary's  i3  a  eood  centre 
for  all  the  upper  waters  and  the  two  loebs  (St.  Mary's  and 
the  Lowes).  The  lochs  contain  pike,  perch,  eels,  trout,  and 
salmon,  which  afford  excellent  Bport  to  the  angler  in  early 
spring— the  fishing  is  unrestricted.  Otters  are  found  about  the 
Btreams.

Near  the  lower  extremity  of  St,  Mary's  Loch  is  Drybope 
Tower,  the  birth-place  of  Mary  Scott,  the  celebrated  Flower  of 
Yarrow  (see  p.  358).  A  short  way  farther  up  tbe  loch  is  the 
site  of  8t.  Mary's  kirk.  The  building  itself  has  long  since 
disappeared,  but  its  ancient  and  solitary  cemetery,  now  known 
by  "St.  Mary's  Isle,"  still  continues  to  be  used  as  the  burial 
place  of  several  old  families  in  the  neighbourhood.  Hogg 
"the  Ettriek  Shepherd"  was  in  his  youtu.  a  shepherd  on 
Blackbouse,  2  miles  up  the  Douglas  Burn  ;  he  afterwards  for  a 
few  years  occupied  the  farm  of  Mount  iieDger,  situated  near 
to  the  "Gordon  Arms;"  but  the  greater  part  of  his  life,  till 
his  death,  was  spent  at  Altrive  Lake,  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  river — a  small  farm,  generously  given  him  rent-free  by  His 
G»ace  the  Duke  of  Buccleuch.  Tbe  monument  to  him,  lately 
erected,  is  in  Ettriek  parish  (which  see).  Most  of  the  other 
objects  of  interest  are  connected  with  the  poetry  of  the  district. 
In  the  northern  part  of  the  parish,  where  it  is  bounded  by  the 
Tweed,  is  Ashiesteel,  long  the  residence  of  Sir  Walter  Scott. 
"  While  living  here,  he  won  his  first  laurels,  and  a  small  hillock 
covered  with  trees,  beneath  whose  shade  much  of  his  poetry 
was  penned,  is  still  called  tbe  '  Sherra's  Knowe.'"* 

In  the  higher  districts  of  tbe  parish  the  climate  is  compara- 
tively damp  and  cold;  but  of  late,  like  Ettriek,  Yarrow  has 
been  greatly  improved  in  these  respects  by  drainage  and  plant- 
ing; the  vicissitudes  of  the  weather  are  extremely  frequent 
(see  foot-note  at  p.  365).  Iu  the  lower  districts  adjoining  the 
Tweed  the  climate  partakes  of  the  general  character  of  Rox- 
burghshire. 

At  The  HANGINGSHAW,  near  Yarrowford,  one  of  the  seats  of 
Mr.  Johnstone  of  Alva,  the  grounds  contain  some  of  the  noblest 
trees  that  are  to  be  seen  anywhere  in  the  south  of  Scotland. 

There  is  bo  village  whatever  in  the  parish,  Yarrowford  being 
merely  a  small  collection  of  detached  cottages.  The  church, 
manse,  and  school-house  are  4  miles  farther  up  the  valley  ;  and 
2  miles  beyond  we  come  to  Yarrow  Feus,  which  are  another 
string  of  detached  cottageB,  extending  over  a  mile  in  length, 
and  contain  a  number  of  country  tradesmen — see  list.  Tbe 
road  alongside  the  Yarrow,  extending  from  Selkirk  and  con- 
tinuing on  to  Moffat,  is  one  of  the  beBt,  free  from  toll,  and 
passes  through  tbe  most  picturesque  scenery  in  the  south  of 
Scotland. 

The  nearest  railway  station  is  Innerleithen  for  the  upper

districts,  which  is  8  miles  from  the  "  GordoD  Arms;"  the 
nearest  market  town  and  railway  station  for  the  lower  districts 
is  Selkirk,  about  5  miles  distant  from  Yarrowford,  about  13 
from  the  "  Gordon  Arms,"  and  19  from  "  Tibby  Shiels',"  or  St 
Mary's  Cottage,  as  it  has  lately  been  Darned.

He  was  M. P.  for  the  counties  of  Clackmannan  and   Kinross

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ETTRICK. 


The  pariah  of  Ettrick,  which  has  been  rendered  famous  by 
Boston,  Scott,  Hogg,  Wilson,  and  De  Quincey,  is  situated  in 
the  south-western  part  of  the  county.  It  is  bounded  on  the 
Dorth  by  Yarrow,  on  the  east  by  Kirkhope  and  Roberton,  on 
the  south  by  Eskdale-muir,  and  on  the  west  by  IVloffat,  Dum- 
friesshire. Its  greatest  direct  length  is  about  10  miles,  and 
breadth  11  miles.  The  area  of  the  pariah,  according  to  the 
Ordnance  Survey,  is  42,682jf  acres;  comprising  42,312$  acres 
land,  nearly  296  acres  water,  and  74  acres  in  public  and  private 
roads;  and  since  Kirkhope  was  disjoined  from  Yarrow,  it  is 
now  the  largest  parish  in  the  county,  and,  next  to  Castlefcon, 
the  largest  in  the  district.  The  surface  of  the  parish  is  en- 
tirely mountainous,  and  is  covered  with  rich  pasture  to  the 
hilltops,  which  supports  immense  flocks  of  Cheviot  sheep;  a  few 
Highland  cattle  are  also  grazed  ;  while  very  considerable  num- 
bers of  the  Ayrshire  breed  of  cows  are  kept  in  the  parish,  and 
in  it  excellent  cattle  of  that  breed  and  of  the  short-horned  are 
now  fattened  for  the  market.  There  are  a  few  black-faced 
sheep  in  the  parish,  and  these  are  very  superior. 

The  climate  of  this  parish,  which  used  to  be  cold  and  damp, 
has,  owing  to  the  improvement  of  the  bills  and  vales  by  ex- 
tensive drainage  within  the  last  twenty  years,  been  greatly 
ameliorated.  The  older  inhabitants  say  that  the  winters  are 
neither  so  cold  nor  the  summers  so  moist  as  they  used  to  be. 
In  old  times  the  climate  was  late,  but  cannot  be  said  to  be  so 
entirely  now.  Within  the  last  year  an  attempt  has  been  made 
at  Ramsaycleuch  to  break  up  the  hill-sides  for  agriculture. 
The  cropa — oats  principally,  and  some  barley  grown  in  the 
valleys  and  on  the  slopes — are  of  excellent  quality  and  may  be 
ten  or  fourteen  days  behind  those  in  Selkirk  parish,  but  not 
more;  and  it  has  been  proved  that  excellent  turnips  can  be 
raised  in  the  parish.  All  the  ordinary  kindsof  fruits  and  vege- 
tables grow  in  full  peifection- — black  currants,  particularly, 
are  superabundant,  and  without  failure  as  to  quantity  aDd 
quality.    Gooseberries  come  next  in  order,  succeeded  by  apples. 

*  We  have  gratefully  to  acknowledge  the  hearty  assistance  given 
to  us  in  the  compilation  of  this  parish  by  a  gentleman  resident  in  it 
—all  the  more  valuable,  as  the  previous  published  accounts  of  Ettrick 
are  erroneous  in  the  extreme,  and  such  as  might  have  suited  it  in 
the  days  of  Boston. 


At  thy  end  of  last  century,  except  black  currants,  nothing  would 
ripen  in  the  parish. 

These  remarks  apply  to  the  northern  and  lower  part  of  the 
parish — about  and  above  the  manse  for  some  miles,  and  above 
"Tibby  Sbiels\"  In  the  extreme  upper  district — for  instance 
at  Potburn  and  Upper  Phawhope,  which  lie  at  the  very  head 
of  Ettrick  water — cabbages  and  potatoes  alone  come  to  matu- 
rity. Corn  is  grown  on  these  farms  principally  for  the  Btraw, 
and  is  known  to  have  come  but  once  to  perfection  on  them. 

Some  of  the  hills  in  the  parish  attain  to  considerable  eleva- 
tions.* 

On  the  borders  of  Dumfriesshire  the  Ettrick  takes  its  rise 
and  traverses  the  parish.  The  flanks  of  the  stream  for  a  few 
miles  are  a  sea  of  bills,  high  but  covered  with  the  richest  grass 
to  be  found  at  such  an  elevation, *f*  and  carry  the  healthiest 
stocks  of  sheep  in  all  the  district.  About  a  mile-and-a-balf 
above  Ettrick  church  the  hills  open  to  admit  a  pleasant  vale, 
with  stretches  of  luxuriant  haugh  and  slopes  of  verdant  pas- 
ture. About  a  mile  below  comes  in  the  Tema  water,  the 
principal  upper  tributary  of  the  Ettrick.  Three  miles  down, 
and  the  Hankie  burn  comes  in,  the  next  principal  tributary. 
All  these  Btreams  abound  in  trout  of  average  small  size; 
angling  in  tbem  is  unrestricted,  and  begins  late — the  worm 
is  the  most  suitable  lure  ;  salmon  occasionally  find  their  way 
thus  far  in  winter  only  when  the  streams  are  closed  for  angling. 
Below  Crosslee  the  Ettrick  reaches  Kiikhope  parish — which

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see.  Id  the  valley  and  district  of  the  Ettrick,  where  the  im- 
provements, previously  mentioned,  principally  have  taken 
place,  there  are  aome  very  nice  plantations  of  larch  and  fir 
rising  up,  which,  by  their  variety,  refresh  the  eye  not  a  little 
at  all  Beasons.  In  the  western  side  of  the  pariah,  excepting 
about  "Tibby  Bhiela',"  where  the  farmers,  with  few  excep- 
tions, are  non-resident,  the  country  is  all  under  grass.  Mood- 
law  loch  is  partly  Bituated  in  this  parish,  at  its  south-east  ex- 
tremity— described  at  p.  357;  tbeLocho'  the  Lowes  is  entirely 
within  its  boundaries;  and  a  part  of  the  upper  shores  of  tit. 
Mary's,  on  the  western  side,  is  also  in  Ettrick ;  the  next 
stretch  of  a  mile  and  the  western  Bbore  of  St.  Mary's  liea  in 
Peeblesshire;  within  this  stretch  the  Megget  water  falls  into 
tbe  loch,  "a  very  famous  fishing  ground"  (vide  NocUs  Am* 
brosiance).  On  the  Megget,  abnut  a  mile  from  the  road,  is  situ- 
ated Henderland  Castle,  the  scene  of  the  ballad  of  "  the  Lament 
of  the  Border  Widow."  The  lower  portion  of  tho  locb  and 
the  whole  of  its  western  Bide  are  in  Yarrow  parish — whicb  see.  J 
Both  the  Loch  o'  the  Lowes  and  St.  Mary's  are  well  atocksd 
with  fine  large  trout,  perch,  eels,  and  pike;  and  in  St.  Mury's 
salmon  are  occasionally  plentiful  (see  Yarrow).  From  these 
circumstances  the  locality  has  for  many  years  been  a  favourite 
resort  for  anglers,  who,  along  with  fine  sport,  enjoy  cozy  up- 
putting  at  "  Tibby  ShielsV  Loch  Skene  and  Dobb's  Linn  lie 
in  Dumfriesshire,  but  both  are  most  accessible  from  Birkhill, 
at  the  southern  extremity  of  the  parish.  Falconida?  of  different 
kindB  frequent,  and  some  nest  in,  the  district.  Both  the  golden 
eagle  and  the  OBprey  were  frequent  visitors  long  ago,  but  nei- 
ther have  been  seen  for  a  number  of  years;  and  those  tradition- 
ary swans  which  "  floated  double  swan  and  shadow,"  have  long 
ceased  to  frequent  tbe  lakes. 

In  the  Ettrick,  especially  above  Ettrick  kirk,  the  angler  will 
find  splendid  water  and  unrestricted  fishing.  In  the  Rankle 
burn  and  some  of  the  other  tributaries  the  fishing  is  indifferent, 
but  not  for  the  want  of  trout. 

In  olden  times,  except  a  very  few  grouse,  there  was  no  game 
in  the  parish,  neither  was  there  any  shelter  for  it ;  but  now  the 
plantations  belonging  to  the  Duke  of  Buccleuch  and  tbe  woods 
around  Thiriestane  Oastle  form  excellent  cover,  and  there  are 
considerable  quantities  of  pheasant?,  partridges,  black  game, 
hares,  rabbits,  and  wild  ducks — enough  to  satisfy  the  proprie- 
tors, and  causing  no  complaint  on  the  part  of  the  tenants. 

Slate  of  a  coarse  heavy  quality  is  found  in  the  parish. 

Tbe  parish  baa  no  village.  Hopehouses,  a  mile  below 
Thiriestane  JCastle,  and  beside  which  the  fairs  are  held,  is 
only  a  hamlet  of  some  40  or  45  inhabitants.  The  church  and 
manse  stand  in  a  beDd  of  the  hills,  in  the  midst  of  trees,  on  the 
Kirkburo,  about  a  quarter  of  a  milo  from  the  public  road  and 
half-a-mile  from  the  Ettrick,  and  occupy  the  most  beautiful, 


sunny,  and  desirable  corner  in  the  parish.*  To  the  church  is 
attached  a  heavy  square  tower  which  rises  considerably  above 
the  surrounding  trees  "f*  The  school-house  is  pleasantly  placed 
on  the  side  of  tbe  hill  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  below  the 
church,  and,  like  it,  is  conveniently  situated  near  the  centre  of 
the  parish.  The  scbool-room  is  close  by,  and  is  a  most  excellent 
and  commodious  building  erected  recently.  About  a  mile  below 
the  acbool-house  is  Thirlestane  Castle,  beautifully  situated 
amid  extensive  and  thriving  plantations  of  pine  and  hard  wood 
— the  seat  of  Lord  Napier.  Immediately  behind  the  castle  are 
the  remains  of  the  old  castle,  or  Thiriestane  Tower,  as  it  ib  gene- 
rally called,  surrouDded  by  a  fine  flower  garden.  On  the  opposite 
side  of  the  valley  stand  the  rnius  of  Gamescleuch  Tower,  also 
belonging  to  Lord  Napier. J  About  3  miles  below  Thiriestane 
and  in  tdght  of  GacaeBclench,  near  to  where  the  Rankle  burn  falls 
into  the  Ettrick,  stand  the  extensive  ruins  of  Tushielaw ;  and 
on  the  opposite  side  of  the  vale  stands  the  house  of  Cacra- 
Bank,  the  modern  residence  of  the  proprietor.  The  vale  of  tbe 
Rankle  burn  contains  the  lonely  farm  of  Buccleuch,  supposed 
to  be  the  original  property  of  that  noble  family  ;  but  it  does  not 
appear  to  have  ever  been  the  site  of  a  baronial  residence.  Here 
stood  the  ancient  church  of  Buccleuch,  now  level  with  the 
ground  ;  and  here  was  a  burying-ground  and  very  considerable 
village,  of  which  there  are  abundant  and  clear  traces;  and 
here  the  Covenanters  from  the  neighbouring  parishes  of  Yar- 
row, Kirkhone,  Roberton,  Eskdale-muir,  and  Ettrick,  me^t 
every   third   Sunday  for   public   worship. §      A   quarter  of  a 

*  The  church  occupies  a  very  central  position,  being  in  round 
numbers  19  miles  from  Selkirk,  Hawick,  Moffat,  and  Innerleithen, 
and.  from  these  places  all  medical  assistance  cumes  and  many  et 
cetcras  besides. 

At  one  time  the  Ettrick  ran  near  the  manse  and  close  by  the  foot 
of  the  glebe,  but  not  for  many  years  ;  a  Mr.  Beattie,  then  proprietor 
of  Ettrick  Hall,  cut  a  new  course  for  the  river  at  the  opposite  side  of 
the  vale,  and  in  that  course  the  river  bus  rim  ever  since. 

f  Till  lately  there  was  not  a  tree  round  the  church  and  manse :  the 
late  Rev.  Mr.  Smith  during  his  incumbency  (from  1323  to  1858) 
planted  and  beautified  the  ground  around  very  much,  and  now  in 
summer  both  church  and  manse  are  almost  hid  amid  large  and  beauti- 
ful trees ;  and  around  Thiriestane  Castle  there  was  not  a  tree  till 
those  now  surrounding  it  were  planted  by  the  late  Lord  Napier. 
Their  effect  is  to  render  the  district  very  beautiful,  and,  where  their 
influence  is  felt,  much  more  mild. 

t  Tradition  says  this  tower  was  built  for,  but  never  occupied  by,  the 
then  heir  to  the  estates  and  titles  of  the  Scotts  of  Thiriestane— he 
having  been  poisoned  by  his  stepmother  the  night  before  his  marriage. 

Midway  between  Thiriestane  and  Gamescleuch  stands  the  mill— 
now  used  as  a  cow-byre — in  which  the  miller,  according  to  tradition 
and  Hogg,  to  gain  possession  of  his  goods,  murdered  and  buried  a 
pedler. 

§  At  one  time  the  Covenanters  formed  a  large  proportion  of  the 
population  of  the  parish  of  Ettrick ;  but  owing  to  emigration  and 
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mile  below  Tuahielaw  Tower  is  TuBhielaw  Inn — the  only  one 
in  the  parish  ("  Tibby  Shiels* "  lies  in  Yarrow),  and  an  excel- 
lent centre  fur  anglers.  Tourists  can  also  be  pot  up  at  Birkhill 
(which  lies  in  Moffatdale)  in  a  homely  way.  The  well-known 
Thomas  Boston,  author  of  the  "Fourfold  State,"  died  while 
pastor  of  this  parish  in  1732,*  and  a  handsome  monnment  has 
been  erected  to  his  memory  in  the  churchyard.  The  cottage  in 
which  Hogg  was  born  stood  close  by  the  present  farm-steading 
of  Ettrick  Hall.  It  fell  of  its  own  accord  about  1830,  and  about 
twenty  years  ago  the  stones  of  which  it  was  built  were  removed, 
and  the  spot  on  which  it  stood  now  fornix  part  of  the  garden  at 


other  causes,  they  form  now,  under  the  name  of  Reformed  Presby- 
terians, a  proportion  comparatively  small.  They  are  a  most  intelligent 
and  excellent  little  community,  highly  esteemed  by  their  Established 
Church  neighbours  for  their  superior  intelligence  and  virtue,  and 
beloved  for  their  many  good  qualities.  There  is  very  little  bigotry 
amongst  them  ;  that  spirit  which  is  said  to  have  been  strong  at  one 
time  having  quite  died  away  in  Ettrick,  as  it  has  with  them  in 
other  places.  The  only  congregation  of  Reformed  Presbyterians 
now  in  the  district  is  at  Kelso,  which,  through  "  emigration  and 
other  causes,"  has  also  greatly  fallen  off  within  the  last  thirty  years. 
In  the  west  of  Scotland  they  are  still  a  strong  and  wealthy  body, 
eschewing  pulpit  robes,  choirs,  written  sermons,  the  metre  para- 
phrases, and.  a  service  of  less  than  two  hours'  length. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  inhabitants  of  Ettrick  parish,  Kirkhope, 
and  the  wilder  districts  of  Yarrow,  are  shepherds,  and  are  perhaps 
the  most  intelligent  and  best  read  men,  possessed  of  like  means 
(averaging  £45  a-year — this  sum  including  perquisites,  i.e  ,  right 
to  the  keep  of  a  small  flock — apackasit  is  locally  termed,  that  is  43 — 
of  their  own  sheep,  a  cow's  grass,  and  cottage  rent  free)  in  Scotland 
or  anywhere  else.  Many  of  these  men  have  the  entire  charge  of 
the  farm  and  stock — the  farmer  himself  often  living  at  a  distance, 
generally  on  an  arable  farm  in  the  lowlands ;  but  not  an  instance 
is  known  of  the  shepherd's  gross  abuse  of  his  trust — a  remark  which 
cannot  be  made  as  regards  stewards  having  charge  of  lowland  arable 
farms.  A  correspondent  thus  writes  of  the  shepherds  of  the  district : — 
"  I  believe  that  as  a  class  they  are  amongst  the  most  honourable  and 
faithful  of  servants.  They  continue  generally  very  long  with  the 
same  master,  and  some  of  them  from  father  to  son,  and  scarcely  know 
what  a  'flitting'  is." 

*  The  session  records  of  the  parish  go  back  a  long  way,  and  in  the 
days  of  Boston  were  kept  with  great  care  and  taste.  The  bell  of 
Boston's  kirk  is  preserved  in  the  manse — a  gift  in  his  day  from  one  of 
the  Scotts  of  Thirlestane ;  and  supposed  to  be  the  first  bell  ever  rung 
in  Ettrick.  It  was  rung  at  the  door  of  the  church,  in  the  memory  of 
many  still  living,  and  then  flung  with  a  fearful  bang  into  a  deep 
recess  behind  the  pulpit  by  the  beadle,  who  paid  no  further  attention 
to  his  duty,  but  allowed  the  minister  to  attend  to  himself.  AtCossar's 
hill  are  kept,  in  charge  of  the  housekeeper  and  shepherds,  the  walk- 
ing staff  of  Boston,  and  other  relics  belonging  to  him  and  his  wife  ; 
which,  like  his  grave,  are  viewed  with  great  veneration  by  his  ad- 
mirers. 


Ettrick  Hall.*  A  atone  in  the  wall,  close  by  the  road,  with  the 
poet's  initials  and  date  of  birtb,  marks  the  spot. 

Possibly  few  churchyards — population  considered — contain  a 
larger  number  of  monuments  than  that  of  Ettrick  ;  and  it  is 
remarkable  that  a  very  large  number  of  those  whose  names  are 
recorded  upon  theBe  died  at  ages  varying  from  eighty  to  ninety- 
four.  Besides  the  monument  to  Boston,  there  is  one  to  the  lata 
Lord  Napier,  who  died  in  China,  but  was  buried  in  Ettrick  at 
his  own  request;  one  to  John  Beattie  and  his  father,  who  to- 
gether were  parochial  schoolmasters  in  Ettrick  101  years;  one  to 
the  grandfather  of  Hogg,  who  for  ■'  feats  of  frolic,  agility,  and 
strength,  had  no  equal  in  bis  day  ;"  and  one  to  Cunningham, 
"  the  Curate,"  son  of  the  Earl  of  Glencairn,  who  died  farmer 
of  Midgehope.  Here  Hogg  is  buried,  and  a  neat  and  substan- 
tial monument,  erected  by  his  widow,  marks  the  spot.+ 

Midway  between  the  Loch  o'  the  Lowes  and  St.  Mary's,  and 
near  "  Tibby  Shiels'  "  (which  by  the  way  is  not  an  inn,  pro* 
perly  speaking,  as  it  has  no  licence — see  Yarrow  parish),  stands 
the  public  monument  to  James  Hogg  the  Ettrick  Shepherd, 
upon  a  treelesp,  grassy,  rising  ground  overlooking  both  lochs. 
At  the  head  of  the  Loch  o*  the  Lowes  and  near  by  Chapelhope 
farm-house  are  the  remaiua  of  a  buryins-ground,  and  the  foun- 
dation of  the  ancient  chapel  of  Chapelhope,  which,  according 
to  Hogg,  was  dedicated  to  St.  Lawrence,  and  formed  a  joint 
curacy  with  Kirkhope.  Kirkhope  was  dedicated  to  St.  Irene, 
and  is  now  called  Overkirkhope.  Of  Kirkhope  buryinggronnd 
or  chapel,  there  is  no  trace,  the  plough  having  been  passed 
over  the  ground.  One  Buot  never  fails  to  produce  excellent 
crops  and  first-rate  potatoes,  and  this  is  supposed  to  be  the  old 
churchyard.  Into  the  stone  fence  cIobo  by  the  farm-house  of 
Overkirkhope  is  built  a  whin-stoDe  which  was  picked  up  near 
this  supposed  burying-ground,  and  on  which  is  rudely  carved 


*  At  Ettrick  House,  about  a  mile  above  Ettrick  Hall  and  at  the  op- 
posite side  of  the  stream,  are  the  remains  of  the  foundation  of  one 
of  the  many  "peels,"  or  Border  towers,  which  are  found  in  this 
parish.  In  the  days  of  Boston  43  families  resided  here — (it  then 
constituted  the  village  of  Ettrick);  now  there  is  only  one.  On  this 
house  the  sun  does  not  shine  for  nearly  half  the  year,  being  placed 
on  what  the  people  call  the  dark  side  of  the  water.  The  hill— a  high 
one — comes  between  it  and  the  sun. 

t  Tradition  says  that  the  four  Covenanters  who  were  shot  by  Claver- 
house  at  Birkhill,  lie  in  Ettrick  churchyard  :  but  of  this  there  is  no 
direct  evidence.  Under  the  main  entrance  to  the  church  is  the  vault 
of  the  ancient  family  of  the  Scotts  of  Thirlestane  (who  assumed  the 
name  of  Napier  in  1S05),  closed  after  its  desecration  by  Claverhouse ; 
who,  according  to  Hogg,  having  run  short  of  ammunition  while  in  the 
district,  rifled  the  coffins  to  obtain  lead,  and  scattered  their  contents. 
The  relics  were  shortly  after  gathered  up,  deposited  in  the  chests, 
and  deeply  buried  under  the  aisle  floor. 
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a  Rotuisb  priest  in  full  canonicals  with  upraised  hands  in  the 
act  of  pronouncing  the  benediction. 

Behind  Cacra-bank  and  on  the  slopes  at  the  mouth  of  Rankle 
Burn  are  the  remains  of  part  of  Ettrick  Forest — a  quantity  of 
crooked  stunted  natural  wood;  and  far  up  the  hills  by  tbe 
roadside,  between  Tushielaw  and  the  lochs,  stands  a  fine  but 
solitary  tree,  the  last  of  the  forest  in  that  elevated  region. 
Some  have  denied  that  the  bills  of  Ettrick  were  ever  forest 
lands;  but  those  who  have  been  long  resident  in  the  district 
maintain  that  there  is  abundant  evidence  of  the  fact,  proved 
by  the  placas  on  tbe  hills  on  which  the  wood  bad  been  collected 
and  burnt  when  sheep  farming  became  the  order  of  tbe  day. 

The  parish  is  supplied  with  excellent  roads.*  The  nearest 
convenient  market  towns  are  Hawick  aud  Selkirk — both  19 
miles  distant  from  the  church.  Moff.*t  is  nearer,  but  owing  to 
the  state  of  the  road  by  the  top  of  Bodesbeck  it  cannot  readily 
be  reached. 

Ettrick  labours  at  the  present  day  under  various  difficulties 
and  disadvantages;  (l«t)  The  absence  of  a  daily  letter-carrier 
to  and  from  Selkirk,  there  being  no  letters  brought  from  Sel- 
kirk to  Ettrick  from  Saturday  till  Tuesday  night.  (2d)  Ne- 
glect on  the  part  of  parties  in  power  to  complete  three  miles  of 
road  over  liodesheck  Law  and  thereby  conuect  the  upper  half 
of  Ettrick  with  Moffat,  from  which  it  ia  not  far  distant.  Were 
these  few  miles  of  road,  which  lie  in  Dumfriesshire,  completed, 
pleasure  parties  in  summer  from  Moffat  could  vary  and  in- 
crease the  interest  of  their  drives  by  driving  through  the  inte- 
resting and  beautiful  vale  of  Ettrick,  crossing  into  or  from  the 
loch  districts  by  the  road  from  Tushielaw  instead  of  having, 
as  at  present,  to  drive  to  "Tibbie  Sbiel's  "  from  Moffat  and  back 
again  the  same  road.  (3d)  Tbe  want  of  a  railway  and  tbe  dis- 
tance of  twenty  miles  aud  upwards  from  a  railway  station. 
Were  a  railway  to  cross  the  vale  at  any  point  it  would  confer 
a  great  boon  on  all  parties,  but  particularly  on  the  farmers, 
who  would  improve  their  farms  by  the  application  of  large 
quantities  of  lime,  which  at  present  cannot  be  done  to  the  ex- 
tent they  wish.  (4th)  Absence  of  wood,  particularly  on  estates 
where  tbe  proprietors  and  tenants  are  non-resident.  More 
wood  would  improve  the  climate,  add  to  the  beauty  of  the 
parish,  and  to  tbe  value  of  property. 

Fairs.  — (All  held  at  Ettrick  fair  grounds,  near  the  hamlet 
of  Hopehouses).  Sale  of  ewes  and  the  hiring  of  shepherds,  last 
Wednesday  of  March,  Sale  of  lambs  and  wool  30th  July.  Pale 
of  draft  ewes  and  small  lambs,  and  for  the  purchasing  of  tups 
and  fat  sheep,  24th  September.  Tbe  "little  fair,"  third  Friday 
of  November  for  the  purchasing  of  fat  sheep  for  maris  (i  e  ,  for 

*  Thanks  to  the  late  Lord  Napier,  until  whose  day  there  was 
scarcely  a  bush  or  trace  of  road  in  the  parish. 


salting  down) :  at  this  fair  keeping  stock  is  sometimes  exposed, 
and  servants  occasionally  hired.  These  fairs  have  now  dwindled 
away  to  almost  nothing.  About  thirty  years  ago  an  extensive 
local  business  was  transacted  at  them. 

According  to  the  census  of  1861,  the  population  of  the  parish 
was  454,  who  composed  78  families ;  3  of  whom  were  returned 
as  living  in  houses  having  one  window,  19  iu  houses  of  two 
windows,  and  56  (the  large  proportion  of  two-thirds)  in  houses 
of  three  and  more  windows.

The  seat  and  principal  residence  of  Baron  Napier  (Sir  Francis 
Napier)  of  Merchistouu,  io  the  peerage  of  Scotlaud,  and  a 
Baronet  of  Nova  Scotia;  K.T.  and  a  Privy  Councillor;  born 
15th  September  1819;  succeeded  bis  father,  as  9th  baronet, 
llth  October  1834 ;  married  2d  September  1845,  Anne-Jane- 
Cbarlotte,  only  daughter  of  R.  Manners  Lockwood,  Esq.,  and 
has  issue — 

William-John-George,  Master  of  Thirlestane,  born  1846. 
John  Scott,  born  1848. 
Basil,  born  1850. 
Mark-Francis,  born  1852. 

His  Lordship  haviog  previously,  from  1840,  filled  various 
diplomatic  offices,  was  Ambassador  to  the  Uoited  States  of 
America,  from  21at  January  1857  till  13th  December  1868. 
when  he  was  appointed  Briti.sh  minister  at  the  Hague;  in 
December  I860  he  was  appointed  Ambassador-Extraordinary 
and  Plenipotentiary  to  tbe  Emperor  of  Russia;  and  in  Sep- 
tember 1864  was  appointed  Ambassador-Extraordinary  and 
Plenipotentiary  to  the  King  of  Prussia. 

CAORA-BANK. 

Situated  at  the  junction  of  the  Rankle  Burn  with  tbe  Ettrick 
— the  property  and  intended  summer  residence  of  Benjamin 
Ga«kin  T.  Anderson,  Esq.,  of  Tusbielaw,  and  of  Carterhope, 
in  Tweedsrauir,  in  Peeblesshire  :   at  present  unoccupied. 

Mr.  Anderson  is  a  Magistrate  for  Peeblesshire  and  a  Lien- 
tenaut  in  tbe  Dumfries,  Roxburgh,  and  Selkirk  Militia.  Mr. 
Anderson  resides  principally  in  Edinburgh. 


On  the  shores  of  St.  Mary's  Loch  about  half-way  between  its 
head  and  the  Meggat,  a  haudsume  residence  is  in  course  of 
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'erection  for  John  Scott,  Esq.,  of  Rodono,  and  which  it  is  under- 
'stood  Mr.  Scott  will  call  "  Rodono  "-he  having  revived  the 
Iname  of  that  ancient  barony,  granted  to  the  monks  of .Mehose 
'by  charter  of  king  Alexander  II.   in   1286.      This  house  of 

Rodono  will  occupy  one  of  the  finest  positions  on  St.  Marys 
:  shores,  and  when  the  grounds  are  proper  y  laid  out  and  wooded 

will  form  a  great  ornament  to  the  beautiiul  district  in  which  it 

"  Mr"  Scttt  is  the  eldest  son  of  the  late  William  Scott  of  Teviot 
Bank,  who  was  only  son  of  John  Scott  of  Midgehope  and  Glen- 
ormiston,  who  was  third  son  of  William  Scott  of  Woll,  Sheriff  of 
Selkirkshire;  born  2d  October  1809 ;  married  Anne,  2d  daughter 
of  Henry  Singleton  of  Belpatrick,  County  of  Louth.

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GALASHIELS. 


Tpe  parish  of  Galashiels  is  situated  partly  iD  Roxburghshire 
and  partly  io  Selkirkshire,  the  larger  part  beiog  in  the  latter 
county.  Its  general  outline  is  irregular — its  greatest  length 
N.  "W.  by  S.  E.  being  about  6k  miles,  and  its  greatest  breadth 
over  3  miles.  On  the  north  and  north-east  it  is  bounded,  for 
its  entire  length,  by  Melrose  parish,  on  the  east  by  Bowden,  on 
the  south  by  Selkirk,  and  on  the  north-weBt  by  that  part  of 
Stow  parish  Bituated  in  Roxburghshire.  The  parish  of  Gala- 
shiels was  formed  out  of  twoold  parishes,  Lindean  (in  Roxburgh) 
and  Boldside  (in  Selkirk),  in  the  early  part  of  the  seventeenth 
century.  The  site  of  Lindean  church  is  still  pointed  out  about 
half-a-mile  south  of  the  Liudean  cottages.  It  appears  to  have 
been  the  centre  of  a  somewhat  large  parish,  extending  along  the 
banks  of  the  Tweed  immediately  above  the  embouchure  of  the 
Ettrick.  "Boldsyd"  kirk  and  clachan,  evidences  of  which  still 
remain  in  the  heaps  of  stones  and  house-foundations  that  lie 
amidst  clumps  of  aged  oaks,  stood  on  the  banks  of  the  Tweed 
about  a  mile  above  AbbotBford,  and  on  the  other  side  of  the 
riffer.  The  " deserted  village"  was  a  favourite  haunt  of  Sir 
Walter  Scott,  and  up  to  the  end  of  his  life  he  might  often 
have  been  Been  reclining  under  the  branches  of  a  giant  oak  that 
stood  near  the  only  remaining  cottages,  surveying  the  course 
of  the  river  as  it  emerged  from  the  woods  of  Sunderland  Hall, 
or  perhaps  watchiDg  the  trees  and  lands  of  Abbotsford  as  they 
grew  into  beauty  beneath  his  hand.  The  foimation  of  the 
present  parish  of  Galashiels,  first  mooted  in  1622  by  the  com- 
missioners for  the  plantation  of  kirks,  was  consummated  about 
1640.    Dr.  Douglas,  who  sold  Cartley*hole,*  the  original  name 

*  Newharthaugh,  vulgarly  called  Cartley  Hole,  was  purchased  by 
Dr.  Douglas  about  the  year  1797  or  '98,  and  was  by  him  cultivated, 
improved,  and  laid  out  into  parks ;  and  at  the  time  it  was  sold  to 
Sir  Walter,  in  1811,  it  was  occupied  by  an  improving  tenant. 

Tbe  Doctor  was  ordained  minister  of  Galashiels  (when  23  years  of 
age),  in  1770.  At  that  time  there  was  only  one  slated  house  in  the 
village  besides  the  manse.  He  died  in  1820.  He  was  an  eminently 
philanthropic  man.  and  by  his  advice  and  pecuniary  assistance  ren- 
dered material  aid  to  the  infant  manufacturers  of  Galashiels,  at  the 
time  when  the  predecessors  of  the  present  nourishing  and  wealthy 
mill  owners  were  struggling  into  existence,  from  the  condition  of 
country  weavers,  which  they  had  previously  occupied ;  and  who, 
to  their  honour  be  it  said,  never  gave  the  Doctor  cause  to  regret 
the  work  he  had  undertaken,  or — we  have  authority  for  stating 
— lost  him  a  shilling ;  and  he  was  the  unpaid  banker,  and  sometimes 
broker,  to  the  community  from  before  1790,  when  his  improved 
circumstances  enabled  him  to  render  assistance,  till  those  he  had 
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of  Abbotsford,  to  Sir  Walter,  and  was  for  many  years  honoured 
bv  bis  closest  friendship,  was  minister  of  the  parish  of  Gala- 
Bhiels;  and  "the  manse-garden  "'of  Galashiels  has  been  made 
the  subject  of  a  well-known  work  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Nathaniel 
Paterson,  another  minister  of  the  parish,  now  pastor  of  a  Free 
church  in  Glasgow.  The  parish  presents  that  undulating  aspect 
chatacteristic  of  the  Border  counties  generally,  and  of  Rox- 
burghshire in  particular.  Its  climate  aud  soil  vary  consider- 
ably, from  the  cold  bleak  hill  sides  at  a  high  elevation  above 
the  sea,  to  those  of  the  comparatively  genial  and  fertile  valleys 
that  form  the  beds  of  the  various  rivers  by  which  it  is  traversed. 
Among  these,  the  Tweed,  the  Gala,  and  the  Caddon  may  be 
enumerated,  which  with  numberless  little  mountain  rills  and 
emaller  tributaries,  plentifully  water  the  hills  and  valleys  that 
alternate  from  end  to  end  of  the  parish.  Besides  these,  lying 
in  Selkirkshire,  its  boundaries  include  the  whole  of  Hollybush 
Loch,  a  sheet  of  water  about  a  mile  in  circumference,  and, 
lying' in  Roxbu  ghshire,  half  of  Cauldshiels  Loch,  a  broad  ex- 
panse of  clear  water  lying  like  a  diamond  in  a  nook  of  the  dark 
hills  above  Abbotsford  {see  p.  127).  Sitting  on  the  banks  of  this 
locb,  Sir  Walter  Scott,  after  the  ruin  of  his  fortunes,  composed 
oue  or  two  of  the  most  beautiful  and  affecting  stanzas  that  ever 
fell  from  bis  pen.  Altogether  Galashiels  is  one  of  the  most 
picturesque  parishes  in  the  south  of  Scotland;  and  connected 
as  it  is  with  some  of  the  most  interesting  traditions  of  the  dis- 
trict, a  more  attractive  spot  for  the  tourist,  the  historian,  or 
the  antiquarian  it  would  be  difficult  to  point  out. 

The  total  area  of  the  parish  is  nearly  8589  acres,  of  which 
about  2878$  are  in  Roxburghshire.  According  to  the  census  of 
1861,  the  population  of  the  parish  was  3379;  but  the  additions 
which  have  been  made  since  must  have  increased  it  to  at  least 
3500  (this  of  course  is  only  about  one  half  the  population  of  the 
bnrgb,  the  other  part  being  the  parish  of  Ladhope— see  Melrose 
p.  130).  The  principal  heights  in  the  neighbourhood  are- 
aided  had  in  a  great  measure  ceased  to  require  his  help,  and  his  own 
"increasing  infirmities,  including  his  loss  of  sight,  made  it  requisite 
lie  should  wind  up : — this  would  be  about  1S10  or  '12  ;  but  he  was  a 
man  of  groat  shrewdness,  with  a  keen  perception  of  character,  and, 
with  all  his  goodness,  not  a  subject  to  be  readily  imposed  upon. 
"Wilde  thus  engaged  for  the  temporal  good  of  the  community,  the 
Doctor  was  a  model  clergyman,  who  thoroughly  performed  his 
ministerial  and  parochial  duties. 

The  weavers  of  Dr.  Douglas's  time  held  a  high  social  position  in 
the  community  ;  they  were  numerous,  spirited,  rovthy,  and  the  most 
of  them  were"  bonnet  lands.  As  a  rule,  they  were  shrewd,  and, 
compared  with  the  average  emoluments  of  the  time,  a  well  paid  class 
of  tradesmen  ;  and  not  to  be  confounded  with  the  few  poverty-stricken 
handloom  weavers  now  working  in  the  country  villages  at  sacking 
and  other  rough  jobs,  whose  earnings,  when  fully  employed,  seldom 
exceed  is.  3d.  a  day. 


Meigle  Hill,  1387  feet  (or  two  feet  higher  than  the  Eildons) ; 
Gala  Hill,  904  ;  Rink  Hill  (on  which  there  is  a  singularly  perfect 
Pictish  camp),  638;  Cauldshiels  Hill  (literally  covered  with 
ancient  fortifications),  1076;  Buckbolm  Hill,  1064;  Glendearg 
(scene  of  the  Monastery),  589;  and  Williamlaw,  1315. 

The  parish  of  Galashiels  haB  few  antiquities.  The  principal 
attraction  to  antiquaries  is  the  Cat-rail,  a  Pictish  ditch  with 
earthen  ramparts  on  each  side,  which  runs  a  course  of  nearly 
45  miles,  and  which  is  in  this  neighbourhood  in  remarkably 
good  preservation.  It  seems  to  have  been  a  fence,  capable  of 
being  used  as  a  military  trench,  and  connecting  a  number  of 
the  strong  circular  forts  defended  by  our  barbarian  ancestors. 
The  Rink  Camp,  about  3  miles  from  Galashiels,  is  much  valued 
by  antiquarians  on  account  of  its  perfect  preservation.  Near 
it  is  Fairnielee  Tower,  an  old  Border  peel,  now  in  ruins. 
While  staying  here  Mrs.  Cockburn  (born  Alison  Rutherfoid 
of  Fernylee,  sometime  about  1700)  wrote  the  pathetic  verses 
sung  to  the  *'  Flowers  of  the  Forest/'  and  beginning — 

"  I've  seen  the  smiling  of  fortune  beguiling."  * 
About  4  miles  off,  behind  Langlee  Hill  (in  Ladhope — see  p. 
129),  stands  Hillslap  Tower,  chosen  by  Sir  "Walter  Scott  as  the 
residence  of  the  Glendiuings,  in  his  novel  of  "  The  Monastery." 
and  which  the  present  proprietor— Mr.  Paterson,  Galashiels — 
has  christened  Glendearg,  the  name  given  to  it  by  the  great 
novelist.  There  is  a  tradition  that  the  Covenanters  used  to 
hold  meetings  in  "  Meigle  Pots,"  two  deep  holes  in  the  hill  of 
that  name,  about  a  mile  and  a  half  from  Galashiels. 

The  only  towu  in  the  parish  is  Galashiels,  which  covers  both 
banks  of  the  river  Gala  for  about  two  miles  before  it  falls  into 
the  Tweed.  Though  of  modern  erection  and  of  modern  fame, 
Galashiels,  we  have  good  evidence  for  believing,  was  a  place  of 
some  importance  at  a  very  early  period.  The  "  fayre  forest  of 
Ettrick,"  from  the  earliest  times  a  favourite  hunting-ground 
of  the  kings  of  Scotlaud,  and  apparently  esteemed  a  valuable 
appanage  of  the  crown,  appears  to  have  terminated  somewhere 
about  "  Gallowschel,"  where  a  royal  hunting  station  had  been 
planted.  We  first  come  upon  the  name  in  an  old  charter, 
written  very  early  in  the  14th  century  ;  and  about  a  hundred 
years  after,  in  1416,  we  find  Archibald,  Earl  Douglas,  quelling 
the  quarrelsome  Haigs  of  Bemersyde,  from  his  tower  at  Gallow- 
shiels.  When  the  Princess  Margaret  of  England,  on  the 
occasion  of  her  marriage  with   James  IV.,  received  Ettrick 

*  The  other  song  to  the  same  air — 

"  I've  heard  the  lilting  at  our  yowes  milking," 
was  by  Miss  Jane  Elliot,  daughter  of  Sir  Gilbert,  second  baronet  of 
Miuto,  who  lived  contemporary  with  Miss  Rutherford.     Sir  Gilbert 
was  great-great-grandfather  of  the  present  Earl  of  Minto,  aud  is  said 
to  have  introduced  the  German  flute  into  Scotland. 
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Forest  as  her  dowry,  Sir  John  Murray  gave  her  sasine  of  the 
lauds  uear  the  tower  and  manor  of  Galashiels,  among  tbe  wit- 
nesses being  David  Pringle  of  Galashiels.  Within  the  memory 
of  many  still  living  (1865)  the  old  peel  kuowu  as  "  The  Hun- 
ter's Ha\"  stood  in  some  uf  its  pristine  strength  near  tbe  pa- 
rish school ;  but  the  wants  of  the  growing  population  requiring 
school  extension,  to  make  room,  the  venerable  ruin  was  ruth- 
lessly levelled  with  the  ground.  Part  of  the  old  Tolbootb,  clad 
with  ivy, and  still  a  picturesque  little  ruio,  may  be  seen  at  the 
edge  of  the  Gala  policy,  near  the  residence  of  the  barou  bailie ; 
but  the  Cross  lies  unheeded  and  crumbling  among  the  outhouses 
of  the  lord  of  the  manor. 

Whatever  may  be  said  of  the  claims  of  Galashiels  to  impor- 
tance in  the  olden  times,  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  its  impor- 
tance now.  About  the  beginning  of  the  present  century  the 
introduction  of  certain  new  machinery  for  tbe  manufacture 
of  woollen  cloth  gave  an  impetus  to  the  trade  which  had  been 
pursued  in  Galashiels  from  time  immemorial.  Machines  were 
procured  that  did  the  work  of  the  hand-carders,  others  that  did 
away  with  the  spinning-wheel,  small  mills  began  to  spring  up, 
new  ideas  were  worked  out,  the  factories  were  constantly  en- 
larged, the  machinery  every  year  impioved,  communication 
with  the  cities  quickened ;  the  iail  way-engine  at  length  bounded 
through  the  town ;  and  the  Tweed-trade,  now  becomesuchan  im- 
portant and  valuable  portion  of  this  country's  commerce,  sprung 
into  existence  and  prosperity.  This  trade,  which  has  now  grown 
to  be  the  main  business  of  Hawick,  Selkirk,  Innerleithen, 
Dumfries,  Jedburgh  and  other  towns  in  the  Border,  as  well  as 
of  Galashiels,  is  geuerally  admitted  to  have  had  its  origin  in 
the  latter  place.  It  still  maintains  the  distinction  of  produc- 
ing more  Tweeds  than  any  of  its  rivals;  and  the  proof  of  its 
manufacturers  being  the  founders  of  the  trade  is  still  further 
evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the  mill-owners  in  Selkirk,  Inner- 
leitheu,  and  Walkerburn,  all  hail  from  Galashiels.  There  are 
now  about  twenty  large  factories,  comprising  between  sixty 
and  seventy  setts  of  machines,  each  of  which  is  estimated  to 
represent  a  turn-over  of  £7000  a  year.  In  addition  to  the 
yarn  produced  by  these  machiues.,  large  quantities  are  procured 
from  the  Ochil  district  and  in  tbe  vicinity.  The  yearly  turn- 
over in  manufactured  goods  in  Galashiels  alone  can  be  little 
less  than  £600,000.  A  large  portion  of  that,  again,  may  be  said 
to  be  twice  turned  over,  because  most  of  the  wool  used  in  the 
factories  is  sold  by  firms  having  their  head  quarters  in  the  town. 

In  form  the  town  is  long  and  narrow,  filling  up  the  north 
corner  of  the  valley  formed  by  Meigle  and  Gala  hills  on  one 
side,  and  by  Buckholm  and  Langlee  hills  on  the  other.  Gala 
Water,  or  rather  the  bed  of  the  river  (for  the  water  is  exclu- 
sively carried  down  the  factory-dam  during  half  the  year),  runs 
through  the  centre  of  the  town  from  north-west  to  south-east. 


Tbe  bridges  over  it  are  in  every  way  unworthy  a  town  of  such 
enterprise,  besides  being  highly  dangerous  to  the  inhabitants, 
and  too  narrow  for  the  traffic.  The  centre  parts  of  the  town, 
as  well  as  its  extremities  which  border  the  river  course,,  are 
mainlv  occupied  with  factories,  shops,  offices,  and  workmen's 
dwelling-houses.  Abbotsford  Road,  Melrose  Road,  and  the 
Wiudykoowe  suburbs,  however,  comprise  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  elegant  and  capacious  villas,  the  residences  of  the  manu- 
facturers and  other  principal  inhabitants.  Close  to  the  town. 
and  within  tbe  boundaries  of  the  burgh,  are  Gala  Housk,  the 
residence  of  Major  Scott,  the  lord  of  tbe  manor;  and  Lang- 
HAUGH  (see  p.  152),  the  snu^ly-lying  mansion  of  Captain  Clark. 
The  most  beautiful  house  in  the  neighbourhood  is  undoubtedly 
Langlee,  the  residence  of  James  Dalrymple,  Esq.,  of  Langlee 
and  Greenknowe  (see  p.  153 — Wester  Langlee).  Torwood- 
LEE,  commanding  a  splendid  view  of  the  whole  vale,  is  still  held 
bv  the  Prinzes,  the  present  laird.  Lieut.  J.  T.  Pringle,  R.N., 
being  a  lineal  descendant  of  the  Hoppringle  whojwas  summoned 
by  the  outlaw  Murray  when  terrified  by  the  king's  approach  (see 
Stow  parish — portion  in  Selkirkshire).  Abbotsford  (see  pp. 
126, 149)  is  only  about  a  mile  distant  from  the  burgh  as  tbe  crow 
flies,  but  the  intervention  of  the  Tweed  makes  the  nearest  ap- 
proach to  it  on  foot  more  than  3  miles.  The  rapid  exten- 
sion of  the  town  proper  rendered  necessary  the  widening  of  the 
burgh,  which  was  satisfactorily  managed,  in  spite  of  much  op- 
position from  the  outlying  house  owner?,  in  1864,  in  terms  of 
the  New  Police  Improvement  Act.  The  burgh  may  now  he 
said  to  contain  7500  inhabitants.  New  streets  and  new  villas 
are  being  yearly  added  to  it.  There  is  every  prospect  of  the 
town  continuing  to  increase  rapidly  in  size  aud  in  prosperitv. 
In  1780  Galashiels  contained  only  400  inhabitants;  so  that  in 
85  years  the  town  has  increased  eighteen-fold. 

Galashiels  is  well  looked  after  in  religious  matters,  there 
being  no  fewer  than  eleven  placos  of  worship  in  the  hurgh 
— the  parish  church,  Ladhope  parish  church,  two  Free  tdinrcbes 
two  TJ.  P.  churches,  one  Roman  Catholic  church,  one  Episcopal 
church,  one  Baptist  church,  one  Independent  chapel,  and  one 
Glassite  church.  With  the  exception  of  the  Episcopal  and 
Roman  Catholic  churches,  neither  of  these  present  any  archi- 
tectural beauties,  and  some  of  Miem  are  architectural  eyesores. 

Besides  private  academies,  of  which  there  is  a  great  number 
for  the  instruction  of  both  sexes,  there  are  two  puhlic  schools 
— the  parish  school  and  Gala  subscription  school.  The  defi- 
cient accommodation  provided  in  the  former  has  long  been  a 
source  of  complaint  on  the  part  of  the  inhabitants,  and  a  re- 
proach to  tbe  heritors. 

Galashiels,  as  already  mentioned,  is  situated  in  the  vale  of 
the  Gala,  sbme  of  it  being  built  on  tbe  slopes  of  the  hills,  but 
the  greater  part  on  the  alluvial  deposit  on  both  sides  of  the 
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channel — the  direction  of  which  ia  here  nearly  from  west  to 
east,  and  consequently,  the  town  ia  not  sheltered  from  the  pre- 
vailing east  and  west  winds.  Though  the  atmosphere  does  not, 
as  a  rule,  Etagnate,  yet  occasionally,  especially  duri<  g  the 
nights  of  winter,  a  considerable  fog  settles  over  the  town. 
With  this  exception  the  situation  of  Galashiels  is  a  healthful 
one.  Goitre,  a  disease  peculiar  to  localities  where  the  hills 
are  of  a  height  great  in  proportion  to  the  width  of  the  valleys 
between  them,  is  sometimes  met  with,  but  not  to  any  consider- 
able extent. 

The  water  supply  of  the  town  ia  not  in  &  satisfactory  condition. 
The  greater  part  of  the  water  used  ia  got  from  woIIb  sunk  into 
the  gravelly  subsoil  over  which  most  of  the  town  is  built. 
Thia  water  generally  is  exceedingly  good,  and  though  there 
exist  a  number  of  cesspools,  through  the  porous  walls  of  which 
their  fluid  contents  are  allowed  to  percolate,  yet  no  more  than 
one  or  two  of  the  wells  have  been  rendered  sensibly  polluted — 
the  others  showing  no  indication  of  the  presence  of  organic 
matter,  even  with  the  most  delicate  tests.  A  number  of  the 
houseb  in  the  town  are  served  with  water  by  a  private  water 
company.  This  source  of  supply,  however,  in  a  dry  summer 
always  fails,  and  the  water  ia  not  of  first-rate  quality.  On 
the  whole,  the  water  of  Galashiels  is  defective,  not  bo  much  in 
quality  as  in  quantity.  An  effort  is  being  made  in  the  burgh 
for  the  adoption  of  tbe  water  clauses  of  Mr.  Lindsay's  Act,  and 
the  securing  to  the  town  of  an  abundant  supply  of  water  of 
unexceptionable  purity. 

In  the  matter  •  >f  drainage,  tbe  town  is  also  in  a  bad  condition. 
There  is  no  proper  system  of  drains,  and  many  of  the  houses 
have  no  drains  whatever,  the  refuse  of  some  of  them  being 
simply  allowed  to  subside  into  the  soil.  Of  the  drains  which 
do  exist,  some  empty  themselves  into  the  mill-lead,  but  some 
into  the  bed  of  the  Gala  ;  and  as  during  a  great  part  of  sum- 
mer thia  atream  is  almoat  dry,  all  the  water  being  carried  into 
the  mill-lead,  tbe  Bewage  is  not  carried  away,  but  allowed  to 
remain  a  nuisance,  and,  no  doubt,  a  cause  of  disease.  It  is 
mainly  owing  to  the  defective  drainage,  we  believe,  that  the 
greatest  amount  of  mortality,  for  some  years  back,  baa  occurred 
in  the  dry  est  seasons.  Notwithstanding  these  drawbacks,  Gala- 
shiela  is  a  healthy  town.  This  must  be  partly  owing  to  the 
abundant  work  and  good  wages  attendant  upon  its  thriving 
condition  as  a  manufacturing  place.  There  is  almost  no  desti- 
tution ;  and  wanting  this,  the  town  wants  one  of  the  moat 
frequent  causes  of  an  excessive  mortality.  To  some  extent, 
however,  this  advantage  is  counterbalanced  by  the  excessive 
over-crowding  in  many  of  the  houses  occupied  by  the  working 
classes.  Tbe  rapid  increase  of  Tweed  manufacturers  has  drawn 
to  Galashiels  so  many  mill-workers  as  to  have  made  the  bouse 
accommodation  much  too  small  for  the  population  ;  and  though 


new  buildings  are  rising  up  on  every  side,  it  const  be  some 
time  before  this  source  of  ill-health  i«  fairly  put  an  end  to. 

Tbe  mortality  of  Galashiels  for  1861-2-3  was  less  than  that 
of  any  town  of  similar  size  within  a  radius  of  30  miles.  In 
1864:  the  figures  of  the  Registrar-General  appear  not  so  favour- 
able; but  the  population  has  increase- 1  so  very  much  since  tbe 
census,  that,  in  this  year,  no  accurate  death-rate  can  be  cal- 
culated. As  a  rule,  the  epidemics  visiting  the  town  are  not 
very  severe.  It  has  had  two  visitations  of  cholera,  of  no  more 
than  the  usual  mortality.  Dyphtheria  had  in  the  early  part 
of  1863  a  number  of  victims,  but,  excepting  that  period,  the 
cases  have  not  been  numerous.  Fever  of  the  typhoid  or  enteric 
type  ia  not  an  unfrequent  visitor,  but  typhus  has  not  been  re- 
cognised for  some  years. 

Galashiels  is  a  hurgh  of  barony,  and  up  till  1850  was  governed 
by  the  baron  bailie  representing  Mr.  Scott  of  Gala,  ita  feudal 
superior.  In  that  year,  however,  the  Police  and  Improve- 
ment Scotland  Act  was  adopted  by  the  inhabitants;  and  a 
Commission  of  nine  gentlemen,  elected  by  the  householders, 
under  tbe  chief  magistracy  of  William  Rutherford,  Esq., 
banker,  soon  effected  a  thorough  revolution  in  the  appearance 
of  the  town.  Footpaths  were  constructed  along  the  principal 
streets,  where  formerly  there  were  nothing  but  large  holes — 
dangerous  traps  by  summer  and  pools  of  mud  by  winter.  Tbe 
thoroughfares  were  lit  up  by  numer>us  lamps,  and  in  a  year 
the  dark  and  dirty  village,  with  its  rotbeaps  and  nuisances, 
had  become  a  clean  and  well-ordered  town,  having  all  tbe  mo- 
dern appliances  for  the  promotion  of  the  public  health  and 
comfort.  Much  still  remains  to  be  done;  but  there  are  pror- 
pects  of  tbe  two  greatest  desiderata  (efficient  drainage  and  good 
water)  being  accomplished  in  a  year  or  two. 

At  present  the  burgh  has  no  cen'ral  offices  of  its  own  (see 
note,  Justice  of  Peace  Courts).  The  Police  Court  and  the 
meetings  of  Commissioners  are  held  in  the  Public  Hall,  while 
the  cells  are  rented  from  the  county  of  Roxburgh.  It  ia  pro- 
bable, however,  that  the  Commissioners  will,  at  an  early  period, 
combine  under  one  roof  all  rooms  and  offices  required  for  the 
administration  of  the  burgh  affairs,  including  houses  for  tbe 
superintendent  of  police  and  the  constables  under  him.  The 
erection  of  a  slaughter-house,  to  be  the  property  of  the  burgh, 
ia  also  contemplated.  The  largest  and  the  most  elegant  build  ng 
open  to  the  public,  is  the  Public  Hall,  the  property  of  a  private 
company  of  shareholders.  It  in  of  two  storeys,  the  uppermost 
of  which  is  entirely  occupied  by  tbe  concert  hall,  70  feet  by  40, 
and  24  feet  high.  Beneath  are  committee  rooms,  ladies'  rooms, 
keeper's  rooms,  etc.  The  Corn  Exchange,  facing  the  market 
place,  and  not  two  minutes'  walk  from  the  rail  way  station, 
was  finished  in  I860,  and  has  a  principal  hall  59  feet  long  by 
30  broad.     Both  halls  are  well  used,  and  the  latter,  which  was 
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got  vip  with  least  expense,  now  pays  a  remunerative  dividend. 
The  bank  branches,  like  those  of  Kelso  (see  p.  302,  foot-note), 
are  not  ornaments  tu  the  town.  By  fur  the  most  imposing 
edifice  in  the  town  is  the  Roman  Catholic  Chapel,  which 
stands  at  the  foot  of  Stirling  Street,  in  close  proximity  to  the 
railway  station.  Even  in  its  present  unfinished  state,  it  is 
an  object  of  some  ioterest  and  a  good  deal  of  admiration. 

Besides  the  town  of  Galashiels,  the  following  hamlets  are,  geo- 
graphically or  ecclesiastically,  connected  with  the  parish  : — 
Lindean  Cottages  (in  Lindeau,  Roxburghshire),  now  con- 
sisting of  a  school-house,  smithy,  joiner's  shop,  and  the  old 
churchyard;  Langshaw  (Ladhope),  see  p.  148;  CadhoNFOot 
— the  greater  part  of  this  hamlet  is  in  Stow,  which  see; 
Clovenfords — all  in  Stow. 

In  the  Gala,  on  which  Galashiels  is  (situate',  the  angling  is 
free;  before  the  opening  of  the  railway  it  was  a  splendid 
trouting  stream,  and  above  the  town  is  still  good;  but  now, 
owing  to  its  convenience  of  access  to  Edinburgh  anglers,  it  is 
overfished  ;  in  its  course  of  nearly  2  miles  through  the  town 
there  is  no  fishing.  In  the  Tweed  the  trout  angling  is  good 
and  free.  Cauldsbiels  Loch*  is  well  stocked  with  perch  and 
pike,  and  angling  in  it  is  freely  permitted.  Its  waters  are 
deep  and  i's  bottom  treacherous;  and  the  angler  or  visitor 
should  on  no  account  place  foot  beyond  its  banks.  Holybush 
Loch  contains  trout  and  a  large  quantity  of  eels.  + 

The  nearest  railway  statiou  to  Abbotsford  is  that  of  Abbots- 
ford  Ferry,  the  first  from  Galashiels  on  the  Selkirk  line.  A 
ferry-boat  here  takes  the  visitor  across  and  lands  him  within 
Abbotsford  grouuds.  The  Tweed  can  also  here  be  forded  by 
conveyances. 

Holidays — New  Year's  and  Michaelmas  days,  and  the  after- 
noons of  the  March  and  July  Galashiels  fairs  and  the  Lammas 
fair  at  Melrose. 

Markets — Weekly,  for  grain  in  bulk,  Tuesday,  when  a  small 
business  is  done. 


*  Caulditkiels  Loch,  i.e.,  the  bleak  lake,  or  more  literally,  the  lake 
at  the  bleak  or  unsheltered  folds.  Till  Sir  Walter  Scott  planted 
trees  on  the  Abbotsford  side  of  the  loch,  it  was  entirely  without 
shelter,  and  the  name  then  must  have  been  very  appropriate.  Ex- 
cept on  the  Abbotsford  side,  its  shores  are  still  "  lamentably  bare." 
Hogg,  in  his  "  Three  Perils  of  Man, "  gives  a  different  origin  to  the 
name. 

t  The  bed  of  all  the  streams  of  the  district  literally  swarms  with 
splendid  eels,  mostly  the  Grig  species,  and  some  of  the  broad -nosed  ; 
but  a  very  general  and  strong  prejudice  exists  against  catching 
or  eating  them.  Lampreys,  locally  known  as  Ra.nper  Eels,  also 
frequent  the  Tweed  and  Teviot  during  the  summer  to  spawn ;  they 
are  regarded  with  a  general  and  very  senseless  feeling  of  dread, 
disgust,  and  detestation. 


Fortnightly  Live  Stock  Sales — established  this  year  (1865). 
These  are  conducted  by  MessrB.  Andrew  Oliver  &  Sod  of 
Hawick,  and  are  held  on  the  Saturdays;  at  them  a  great 
part  of  (he  fat  and  other  stock  reared  in  the  district  is  sold . 

Fairs  (at  which  a  very  small  business  is  done— so  small  that 
they  might  almost  be  omitted) — Seed  Coin,  third  Wednesday 
of  March.     Wool,  8th  July. 

By  rnil  Galashiels  is  distant  33£  miles  from  Edinburgh,  81 
from  Glasgow,  6i  from  Selkirk,  19  from  Kelso  and  Hawick,  4 
from  Melrose,  42£  from  Berwick-on-Twe-d,  116£  from  New- 
castle by  the  Border  Counties*  line,  64£  from  Carlisle  by  the 
Waverley  route. 

The  railway  station  at  Galashiels  is  conveniently  situated  in 
the  town  on  the  Ladhope  side,  and  is  the  only  oDe  on  the  lioe 
where  the  comfort  of  the  passengers  has  been  creditably  cared 
for. 

Population  of  the  parish  according  to  the  census  of  1861, 
including  that  part  of  the  town  situated  in  Selkirkshire,  3379  ; 
of  the  town,  including  that  part  of  it  which  lies  in  the  county 
of  Roxburgh,  6433.  The  housing  statistics  of  the  parish  at  the 
same  date — 1  family  sleeping  in  a  house  having  no  window, 
302  in  houses  of  one  window,  262  in  houses  of  two  windows, 
and  the  small  proportion  of  158  (less  than  one-fourth)  in  houses 
of  three  or  more  windows;  total  families  in  the  parish  723  (see 
p.  130  for  the  family  statistics  of  Ladhope). 

The  principal  landed-proprietors  in  the  parish  are — Major 
Scott  of  Gala;  Mrs.  Pringle  Douglas,  of  Fairnilee  (Haining, 
Selkirk);  Charles  S.  Plummer,  Esq.,  of  Sunderland  Hall; 
Nicol  Milne  Esq.  of  Faldonside.

Note.— In  our  foot-note  pp.  422,  423,  the  statement  that  most  of  the 
weavers'  in  Dr.  Dong!  as's  time  were  bonnet  lairds  requires  qualification. 
None  of  the  Galashiels  weavers  who  wrought  at  blankets  and  Galashiels 
Gray  (a  coarse  woollen  cloth)  were  ;  but  nearly  all  the  weavers  of  the 
time  resident  in  Darniok,  Gattonside,  and  Kelso— all  of  whom  wrought 
at  Unen— were  lairds.  Our  present  statement  may  also  require 
qualification,  as  we  give  it  from  hearsay,  and  the  facts  have  al- 
readv  become  almost  traditional  ;  but  if  it  is  correct  it  would  im- 
ply that  the  linen  weavers  had  been  the  better  paid  and  wealthier 
class  of  tradesmen  ;  while  the  fact  that  the  latter  have  either  sunk 
into  poverty  or  died  out,  and  the  former  have  risen  to  be  the  most 
important  trading  community  in  the  locality,  suggests  interesting 
speculations  on  Jhe  ups  and  downs  of  the  world  and  the  causes  which 
lead  to  them.  ,       ,  ■      . 

In  Kelso  the  Corporation  of  Weavers  was  the  oldest  of  the  incor- 
porated trades  ;   it  was  the  strongest,  and,  we  understand,  the  most 


wealthy.     At  this  date  (June  1S65)  there  is  only  one  weaver  in  Kelso 
earning  a  living  by  his  trade. 

The  last  of  the  Darnick  weavers  were  William  and  Thomas  Boston 
(brothers),  who,  finding  then-  trade  fluctuating  and  gradually  falling 
off,  determined,  about  the  year  1S20 — work  at  the  time  having  become 
more  than  ordinarily  scarce — to  visit  a  married  sister  settled  near  Lon- 
don, in  Upper  Canada.  Taking  Sheffield  on  their  way  to  the  place  of 
embarkation,  they  purchased  a  large  stock  of  needles  ;  after  landing  at 
New  York  they  walked  on  to  Canada  and  peddled  the  needles  along 
the  route.  They  thus  saw  the  country,  and,  what  is  more  to  the  pur- 
pose, the  needle  sales  cleared  more  than  their  voyage  and  journey  ex- 
penses. Arrived  at  their  sister's,  they  took  to  the  weaving  as  tem- 
porary employment,  when,  by  their  producing  checked  ginghams  with 
which  to  clothe  theh'  sister's  children,  they  created  quite  a  demand 
for  their  productions.  This  induced  them  to  purchase  land  and 
settle ;  William  returning  the  following  year  to  Darnick,  to  sell  the 
family  property  and  take  away  his  mother  and  a  widowed  sister.  The 
Bostons  aie  a  very  old  family  in  the  looality.  One  of  their  little  laird- 
ships  in  Gattonside  (now  sold  out  of  the  family)  was  held  by  charter 
from  the  monks  of  Melrose.

STOW. 


Of  this  pariah  rather  more  than  a  fourth  is  in  this  county, 
the  remainder  being  in  Edinburghshire.  The  portion  in  Sel- 
kirkshire situated  at  the  northern  extremity  of  the  county, 
measures,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  nearly  10,018 
acres;  of  this  48£  acre3  are  under  water  47  acres  consist  of 
public  and  private  roads  and  12J  acres  are  occupied  by  the  N. 
B.  Railway.  Its  extreme  length  south-east  and  north-west 
is  close  upon  7  miles  ;  its  average  breadth  in  its  north-west  and 
hilliest  district  is  nearly  2  miles ;  at  the  south-east  where  it 
borders  on  Galashiels  parish,  it  expands  to  a  breadth  of  3 1  miles. 
The  surface  is  hilly*  and  pastoral;  "and  consists  almost  solely 
of  the  vale  and  hill  streams  of  the  Caddon  water" — a  stream 
in  which  there  is  unrestricted  angling,  and  in  which  fairish 
sport  may  be  had  after  a  flood.  +  The  only  village  in  the  parish 
is  the  straggling  one  of  Stow,  situated  in  Edinburghshire,  and 
at  which  is  a  station  of  the  North  British  Railway  ;  in  the  Sel- 
kirkshire portion  there  is  the  small  hamlet  of  Clovenfords, 
situated  near  its  southern  border  on  the  Caddon  burn  about 
1  mile  from  where  it  joins  the  Tweed  and  3  miles  by  the  road, 
west  from  Galashiels.  It  is  a  good  centre  for  anglers,  both  for 
the  Caddon  itself,  and  for  the  Tweed,  whose  trouting  streams 
in  the  vicinity  are  amongst  its  best  (see  p.  403).  Caddonfoot 
is  a  locality  which  may  be  considered  as  belonging,  geographi- 
cally, to  Clovenfords ;  it  lies  straggling  a  mile  up  and  down  the 
Tweed,  from  the  mouth  of  the  r'addon,  and  includes  the  ehnrcb,

INNERLEITHEN. 


[As  the  parishes  of  Innerleithen  and  Peebles  have  so  small  an 
area,  and  otherwise  have  so  little  interest  in  the  county,  the  com- 
piler has  not  considered  it  necessaiy  to  insert  any  of  the  officials  of 
these  parishes.] 

Of  this  parish  3578f  acres,  including  19  acres  under  water  and 
12  acres  public  and  private  roads,  are  in  the  county  of  Selkirk. 
It  lies  at  the  northern  extremity  of  the  county,  and  consists  of 
two  portions,  the  smaller  (836^  acres  of  the  lands  of  Priesthope), 
lying  detached — the  county  of  Peebles  cutting  it  off  by  a  belt 
varying  from  half  to  three-quarters  of  a  mile  in  breadth  from  the 
larger  (2472^  acres).  It  is  bonnded  its  entire  length — a  distance 
of  5  miles — north-wept  by  the  Selkirkshire  portion  of  Stow, 
aDd  by  the  Tweed  for  about  2  miles  to  the  south,  which  there 
divides  it  from  Yarrow  parish,  (see  Yarrow,  page  403).  Its 
breadth  is  irregular,  but  averages  1  mile.  Both  portions  are 
almost  entirely  composed  of  hills,  risiDg  in  the  case  of  Glede 
KDowe  to  1936  feet,  and  Prieathill  to  1802  feet,  in  the  detached 
portions;  while  Windlestrawlaw,  in  the  larger  portion,  rises 
to  2161  feet.  The  hills  are  for  the  most  part  covered  with  a 
rich  pasture.  The  village  of  Innerleithen,  which  is  a  favourite 
watering  place,  stands  on  the  Leithen  water,  near  its  junction 
with  the  Tweed,  and  situated  in  Peeblesshire. 

At  the  census  of  1861  the  population  of  this  part  of  the  pa- 
rish was  73.

PEEBLES. 


Of  this  parish  3172^  acres,  including  nearly  7  acres  in  private 
roads,  are  in  the  county  of  Selkirk.  It  lieBatone  of  the  northern 
extremities  of  Yarrow  and  detaches  a  small  portion  of  that 
parish,  the  sources  and  most  of  the  whole  of  the  Glensax  burn, 
a  small  tributary  of  the  Tweed,  is  contained  within  its  limits. 
Its  shape  is  irregular;  it  consists  entirely  of  hill  pasture,  and 
contains  the  following  elevations  : — Deadside  1712  feet,  Kirk- 
hope  Law  1758  feet,  Hundleshope  and  GleDratb  heights  both 
lying  partly  in  Manor  parish,  2349  and  2317  feet;  the  only 
habitation  on  it  is  a  shepherd's  house.  The  town  of  Peebles 
lies  on  the  north  side  of  the  river  Tweed,  and  in  the  county 
of  Peebles. 

At  the  census  of  1861  the  one  bouse  in  this  portion  of  the 
parish  was  uninhabited,  but  at  the  censuB  of  1851  it  contained 
a  population  of  six.

The  returned  rental  has  been  at  the  same  figure  since  we  commenced 
the  publication  of  the  Register  (1850).  We  have  written  to  different 
parties  to  explain  its  insignificance  ;  but,  except  a  suggestion  that  the 
acreage  might  be  erroneous,  we  have  received  none.  We  know  that 
the  acreage  given  is  strictly  accurate,  as  we  had  it  measured  from  the 
plaus  at  the  Edinburgh  Survey  Office,  under  our  own  inspection.  Cu- 
rious to  know  how  the  other  parishes  of  the  two  counties  stood  the 
test  per  acre,  we  compiled  the  following  table  (see  next  page).  We  won- 
der if  any  other  parish,  or  distinct  part  of  parish,  in  Scotland,  south 
of  the  Forth,  has  as  small  a  rental  as  this  piece  of  Peebles?

NOTES 

ON  THE  PRECEDING  TABLE   HAVING  REFERENCE  MORE 

ESPECIALLY  TO  THE  COLUMN, 

"  AGRICULTURAL  VALUE  PER  ACRE." 


Our  arrangement  of  parishes  in  the  preceding  Table  may  ap- 
pear arbitrary,  and  in  some  instances  not  altogether  fair  (see 
note,  7-25 — Ancrum  to  Stichill),  but  it  is  to  the  best  of  our 
judgment.  Our  system  of  arriving  at  conclusions  also  for  the 
net  column  will  to  many  seem  more  ingenuous  than  correct. 
Still,  we  think  that  the  conclusions  arrived  at  will  be  found  so 
near  the  mark,  in  the  main,  as  to  entitle  the  results  to  some 
degree  of  confidence  (and  tested  by  the  burgh  returns  of  Jed- 
burgh and  Selkirk,  they  are).  To  those  admitting  the  conclu- 
sions as  even  possibly  correct,  their  interest  will  be  at  one© 
established  ;  but  whether  or  not  accurately  correct  the  whole 
table  will  serve  as  a  standard  for  future  comparisons  computed 
on  the  same  basis.  It  is  quite  possible  that  some  of  the  items 
are  erroneously  cast  up  ;  but  any  one  can  test  the  parish  in 
which  he  is  i interested,  by  turning  up  the  details,  making  the 
necessaiy  deductions,  and  finally  dividing  by  the  qualified 
acreage. 

The  corresponding  table  for  Berwickshire  will  be  found 
after  the  lists  of  that  county.  A  table  of  the  Comparative 
Sanatory  Condition  of  the  different  towns  in  the  district,  having 
reference  more  especially  to  their  Housing  statistics;  Death 
rate  of  the  different  parishes,  Poor  rates,  Illegitimacy,  etc  — 
appears  at  the  end  of  the  volume. 


1.  Galashiels  (that  part  of  the  tovm  and  parish  situated  in  Selkirk- 
shire only — see  No.  6,  Melrose,  and  No.  20,  Lindean). — Manufacturing 
and  agricultural.  We  arrive  at  the  net  annual  agricultural  value  per 
acre  by  allowing  £2  for  the  house  accommodation  of  each  inhabitant 
and  deducting  the  value  of  71  acres  for  roads  (the  net  amount)  and 
40  acres  for  railways*  (double  the  net  amount).  The  streams  and 
rivers  in  the  parish  we  pass,  as  being  of  equal  value,  on  account  of 
water  privileges  or  fisheries,  with  the  soil. 

*  We  should  mention  that  railways  are  not  included  in  the  parish 
valuations  ;  roads  we  are  not  sure  about,  and  cannot  stop  the  press 
while  we  enquire,  but  take  for  granted  that  they  also  are  not  included. 
[If  we  are  wrong  in  this,  the  agricultural  value  per  acre  should  appear 
proportionally  lower  in  all  the  parishes  ;  but  this  would  leave  their 
comparative  value  little  affected.]  Consequently  our  allowance  of  so 
much  for  roads  is  really  doubling  that  stated,  and  for  railways  four  times 
that  stated  ;  our  reason  for  this  is,  that  the  vicinity  of  reads  and  rail- 
ways adding  gieatly  to  the  rentable  value  of  agricultural  property,  we 
make  a  charge  for  (what  we  may  here  term)  the  fictitious  advantages.

2.  Selkirk,  .all  its  portions. — Manufacturing,  trading,  agricultural, 
and  grazing  The  population  of  this  parish  is  better  housed  than  that 
of  Galashiels  ;  we  presume  house  property  in  it  will  not  have  so  high 
a  rentable  value  ;  but  we  allow  £2,  5s.  for  house  accommodation, 
as  it  contains  many  seats;*  and  while  the  value  of  130  acres  (the  net 
amount  as  before)  is  deducted  for  roads,  we  add  100  for  land  under 
water  (lochs),  as  surface  included  in  the  acreage  but  making  no  rent 
return-  The  0  acres  of  railway  we  pass  unnoticed — its  short  length, 
within  the  parish,  and  recent  construction,  can  have  had  little  effect,  • 
especially  as  yet,  in  adding  to  the  value  of  agricultural  rental.  Streams, 
pass. 

3.  Hawick  and  Wilton. — Manufacturing,  half  agricultural,  and 
half  grazing.  £2  allowed  for  house  accommodation,  and  the  value 
of  16S  acres  for  roads  and  160  for  railways  deducted.  Although  the 
railway  is  but  recently  carried  through  Hawick,  we  conclude,  from 
the  peculiarities  and  energy  of  the  locality,  it  will  already  have  had 
an  effect  on  rental,  especially  on  town  property,  and  have  allowed 
accordingly. 

4.  Jedburgh  (including  Edo&rston,  which  should  have  been  grouped 
in  the  grazing  parishes,  but  we  have  not  its  separate  valuation). —  Ma- 
nufacturing, trading,  partly  agricultural,  partly  grazing,  and,  to  a  small 
extent,  horticultural f  and  suburban.  $  £2  10s.  allowed  for  housing 
accommodation  ;  the  value  of  1S8  acres  for  roads  and  25  acres  for  rail- 
ways deducted. 

5.  Kelso. — Trading,  agricultural,  largely  horticultural,  and  largely 
suburban.  £3  10s,  allowed  for  housing  accommodation  ;  the  value  of 
121  acres  of  roads  and  09  acres  for  railways  deducted  As  yet  the  rail- 
way has  had  no  effect  on  the  rental  of  town  property  in  Kelso  parish  ; 
but  it  has  had  largely  upon  land.  It  wilt  be  observed  huic  Mghly  Ktlso 
igures  in  all  Ike  columns. 

6.  Melrose  (including  the  Ladhope  part  of  Galashiels,  the  valua- 
tion of  which  is  not  separately  given — properly  this  part  of  the  parish 
should  have  been  with  Galashiels). — Manufacturing,  trading,  largely 
suburban  in  the  Melrose  portion,  agricultural,  including  some  por- 
tions horticultural,  and  half  grazing.  £3  allowed  for  the  bousing 
accommodation  in  Melrose,  £2  in  Ladhope;  the  value  of  324  acres  for 
roads  and  120  acres  for  railways  deducted. 

7-25  Ancrdm  to  Sttchill. — Agricultural.  Tn  agricultural  parishes 
the  house  accommodation  has  a  comparatively  small  rentable  value 
(however  really  valuable  it  may  be  as  house  property — although  as  a 
nile  the  population  is  badly  housed),  £1  is  only  allowed  for  each  in- 
habitant ;  but  deductions  are  made  for  roads  and  railways  on  the  same 
principle  as  that  followed  in  the  town  parishes.  This  princip'e  places 
those  parishes  of  this  class,  through  which  the  railway  passes  at  a  dis- 
advantage in  the  net  scale;  in  the  case  for  instance  of  St.  Boswell's, 
Sprouston,  and  Minto,  where  deduction  is  made  for  railway  advantages  ;

compared  with  parishes  so  near  to  the  line  as  to  possess  the  full  advan- 
tages— instance  Bowden  and  Lilliesleaf ;  or  partial  advantages — Lin- 
ton, Ednam,  Makerstoun,  which  have  no  deductions  made  on  that 
score  ;  but  it  will  be  evident  that  we  cannot  go  into  excessive  minutiae 
and  fine  drawn  distinctions,  while  the  arbitrary  rules  we  have  followed 
are  close  enough  for  popular  comparison. 

13,  10,  and  22.  St.  Boswell's,  Ednam,  and  Makerstoun. — Agricul- 
tural, but  being  also  to  some  extent  suburban  or  horticultural.  £2 
allowed  for  each  inhabitant's  house  accommodation. 

17.  Crailing —This  parish  has  the  peculiarity  of  having  fallen  in 
its  rental  since  1850.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  four  of  its 
farms  p  iy  a  grain  rent.  In  the  year  in  question  wheat,  quoting  from 
the  fiars'  prices,  was  49s.  per  boll;  last  year,  the  date  of  the  valua- 
tion returns,  which  we  take  as  the  basis  of  our  calculations  with  the 
Roxburghshire  parishes— (we  take  the  returns  of  the  present  year 
for  those  of  Selkirkshire)— wheat  probably  averaged  30s.  (this  year 
it  is  still  less),  out  the.  real  returned  difference  is  so  small  that  it  is 
evident,  while  grain  rental  has  fallen,  money  rental  has  increased; 
the  net  decrease  per  acre  being  only  6Jd.* 

26-40.  Arukirk  to  Southdean. — Grazing.  In  grazing  parishes  the 
house  accommodation  of  the  population  being  better  than  in  the  agri- 
cultural, and  also  of  higher  rentable  value,  we  allow  £1  10s  for  each 
of  the  population.  For  roads,  nothing  is  deducted  ;  we  let  them  pass 
as  so  much  surface,  which  to  the  parish  is  all  they  are  worth,  although 
of  great  service  to  the  community  at  large — as  in  the  case  of  Yarrow  ; 
but  for  all  the  purposes  of  a  grazing  farmer — as  a  farmer — a  drove  road 
is  as  really  useful  as  a  turnpike.  The  streams  in  the  grazing  parishes 
we  pass  as  of  equal  value  with  the  soil,  but  w«  allow  for  lochs  and 
lakes  making  no  rent  return — in  Ettrick,  296  acres  ;  Kirkhope,  24S 
acres;  Roberton,  144  acres;  and  Yarrow,  813  acres. 

30.  Peebles.  —See foot-note,  p.  462, 

41.  Castleton. — Its  long  continued  isolated  position  has  greatly  re- 
tarded the  condition  of  this  parish  ;  at  present  it  may  be  described  as 
grazing,  but  it  is  capable  of  a  high  state  of  cultivation  (see  p,  232), 
and  the  net  result  of  4b.  Id.  per  acre  must  not  be  taken  as  its  real  agri- 
cultural value.  As  its  houae  accommodation  is  low  in  the  scale,  we 
have  put  it  in  that  respect  on  the  footing  of  agricultural  parishes — 
viz ,  £1  for  each  of  the  population,  which  we  take  at  only  3320,  thus 
excluding  the  1250  influx  of  male  railway  labourers  who  were  in  the 
parish  when  the  census  was  taken.  In  this,  as  in  the  grazing  parishes, 
we  deduct  nothing  for  ioads.  but  as  the  valuation  has  risen  £100  since 
the  railway  opened — supposing  that  the  railway  may  have  caused  the 
rise,  we  deduct  for  that  £100.

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BERWICKSHIRE. 


Berwickshire,  the  most  sooth-easterly  county  of  Scotland,  is 
bounded  on  the  east  by  the  North  Sea,  aud  on  the  west  by  the 
counties  of  Edinburgh  and  Roxburgh  ;  on  the  north  it  is  sepa- 
rated from  the  couuty  of  Haddington  by  the  range  of  the  Lam* 
mermcior  bills;  on  the  south  it  is  hounded  by  Roxburghshire 
and  Northumberland,  having  a  detacher!  portion  of  tbe  countv 
of  Durham  on  its  south-eastern  limits;  and  at  its  sou tti  east 
corner  the  Liberties  of  Berwick-on-Tweed.  Its  form  is  an 
irregular  oblong,  measuring  from  east  to  west  35  miles,  and 
from  north  to  south  22  miles.  The  area  of  the  shire  was  for- 
merly estimated  [see  par.  following)  at  about  483  square  miles, 
or  300,375  acres.  It  is  divided  into  three  districts  :  the  Merse, 
Lammeimoor,  and  Lauderdale — the  largest  aud  most  valuable 
being  the  Merse,*  which  occasionally  gives  name  to  the  whole 
county;  it  is  the  most  compact  and  extensive  piece  of  level 
ground  in  Scotland,  comprising  nearly  130,000  acres  ;  and  being 
everywhere  in  a  high  state  of  cultivation,  presents  the  ap- 
pearance of  a  vast  garden.  Lammermoor,  which  consists  of 
nearly  90,000  acre.-?,  is  chiefly  pastoral,  and  runs  on  the  northern 
border  of  the  Merse,  dividing  tbe  valley  of  tbe  Tweed  from  the 
counties  of  Edinburgh  and  Haddington.  The  district  of  Lau- 
derdale, containing  about  67,000  acres,  ranges  along  the  banks 
of  the  Leader  Water,  and  it  comprises  a  mixture  of  hill  and 
dale,  the  land  in  the  valleys  being  arable.  Many  beautiful 
rivers  aud  streams  flow  through  this  county,  and  include  the 
Blackadder,  Whitadder,  Leader,  and  Eye.  Thete  is  railway 
communication  by  the  North  British  line,  from  Berwick-on- 
Tweed  by  Cockburnspath,  Dunbar,  Haddington,  etc.,  to  Edin- 
burgh, with  a  branch  line  from  Restnn  station  to  Dunse  and 
Earlstoo,  which  will,  when  completed,  join  the  Hawick  branch 

*  "  One  topographical  feature  of  Berwickshire  is  worthy  of  notice. 
The  valley  of  the  Merse  forms  a  great  basin,  having  its  lowest  point 
about  Coldstream,  which  is  some  fourteen  miles  from  the  sea,  and 
from  whence  there  is  a  great  rising  of  the  land  towards  the  seaboard, 
with  the  exception  only  of  the  narrow  gorge  through  which  the 
Tweed  finds  its  outlet.  The  Leet  Water,  for  instance,  flowing  from 
near  Whitsome  to  Coldstream,  has  a  south-westerly  course  from  the 
sea  inwards.  The  Till  river  also,  in  Northumberland,  has  a  similar 
course,  and  falls  into  the  Tweed  near  Coldstream.  The  bed  of  the 
Whittadder,  six  miles  from  the  sea,  is  higher  than  the  bed  of  the 
Tweed  at  Kelso,  which  is  twenty-four  miles  inland.  It  is  to  the 
basin-like  form  of  the  district  that  its  original  water-logged  condition 
was  due,  and  for  which  it  obtained  its  name  Merse — that  is  Marsh." — 
SaJiderson. — (See  Whitsome  lists.) 


of  the  same  lioe  near  to  Newtown  station.  The  coast  line  of 
Berwickshire  has  a  diiect  length  north-westerly  of  8£  miles 
from  >ts  commencement  at  Larobert.on  to  St.  Abb's  Head  ;  or, 
allowing  for  headlands,  9£  miles.  From  St.  Abb's  Head  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Dun^lass  nuru,  where  it  terminates,  is  another 
direct  length,  nearly  due  west,  of  8£  miles;  or  again  allowing 
for  headlands,  9.}  miles.  Most  of  this  coast  is  of  great  geologi- 
cal interest,  aud  consists  of  hold  rocky  precipices,  sometimes 
rising,  as  at  St.  Abb's  Head,  to  an  altitude  of  striking  sub- 
limity. Iu  all  this  stretch  of  nearly  20  miles  there  is  only  one 
harbour  or  safe  refuge  fur  ships  (Kyemoutb) ;  and  a  few  boat 
harbours,  constructed  in  some  instances  at  great  expense  by 
Government  assistance.  From  the  peculiar  geological  con- 
struction of  Berwickshire,  all  its  streams,  except  tbe  Eye  and 
a  few  burns,  find  their  way  to  the  sea  a3  tributaries  to  the 
Tweed  {see  foot-note,  preceding  page). 

Berwickshire  comprises  thirty -one  parishes,  aud  two  parts  of 
parishes  (Stichill  and  Hume — see  p.  182,  and  Oldhamstocks), 
several  towns  aud  villages,  and  one  royal  burgh  (Lauder ), 
which,  in  conjunction  with  Haddington,  Dunbar,  North  Ber- 
wick, and  Jedburgh,  sends  one  member  to  Parliament.  The 
county  returns  another.  Greenlaw  is  the  couuty  town,  and 
contains  800  inhabitants  ;  but  many  of  the  county  offices  having 
been  transferred  to  Dunse,  as  being  more  central,  most  of  the 
county  business  is  now  transacted  there,  and  there  also  most 
of  the  county  officials  reside. 

Thy  white  fishery  on  the  coast  is  of  great  excellence,  and, 
since  the  opening  of  railway  communication  by  tbe  coast  line, 
has  been  energetically  cultivated  at  some  of  the  stations — vide 
Eyemouth  for  particulars. 

The  district  included  in  the  "  Register"  is  entirely  des- 
titute of  mines.  Berwickshire  has  sandstone  of  a  superior 
quality  over  most  of  its  area.  A  red  stone,  which  first 
shows  itself  on  the  Morriston  estate  in  Ladgerwood,  ex- 
tends easterly  through  the  centre  of  the  county  to  the  sea- 
coast.  Of  this  stone  Ayton  Castle,  which  forms  so  conspicu- 
ous a  feature  in  the  landscape,  is  built.  Another  stone, 
more  generally  used  for  outside  walls  and  carvings,  on  account 
of  its  colour  (a  delicate  cream  or  yellowish  gray),  extends  along 
the  vale  of  the  Tweed  from  the  Roxburghshire  boundary  ; 
underlaying  Eccles,  Coldstream,  Lady  kirk.  S  win  ton,  and  Whit- 
some, and  cropping  into  Edrom,  Hutton,  aud  other  sur- 
rounding parishes.  The  quarries  of  this  stone  are  extensive 
and  valuable.  In  the  Lauder  district  of  the  county,  north  of 
Ledgerwood,  whinstone  is  quarried.  The  sandstone  quarries 
of  Roxburghshire  are  of  little  importance.*     There  is  no  want 

*  One  exception  to  this  is  the  quarry  of  Den  holm  Hill  in  Cavers 
parish,  which  has  a  very  durable  and  valuable  atone. 
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of  stone  in  many  localities  ;  but.  as  a  rule,  it  is  poor — often  not 
worth  the  working.  Roxburghshire  possesses  some  very  good 
whinstoue  in  its  higher  districts.  Selkiik  may  be  said  to  pos- 
sess no  Bandstoue,  but  its  whinstone  is  of  the  best  description 
— beautiful  in  colour,  pure  as  possible  in  quality,  aud  cap- 
able of  being  raised  in  very  large  blocks. 

If  we  follow  out  a  aeries  of  compaiisonn  between  the  coun- 
ties of  Berwick  and  Roxburgh,  we  find  that  while  the  former 
has  its  seaboard  with  its  interesting  geological  formations  and 
valuable  white  fishery,  and  extensively  distributed  beds  of 
sandstone  ;  the  latter  takes  precedence  in  most  other  qualities 
of  industry,  produce,  or  interest ;  thus  Berwickshire  iB  greatly 
the  infeiior  in  general  beauty*  aud  its  antiquities,  except 
T)ry burgh — situated  at  an  extreme  point  of  Mertoun  parish, 
which  juts  singularly  into  Roxburghshire — are  of  little  in- 
terest. Neither  has  it  such  names  as  those  of  Scott,  Thom- 
son, or  Leyden  in  its  obituary  of  men  lately  emiuent,  although 
it  cau  boast  of  Boston  and  others  of  more  aucieni  but  now  nearly 
forgotten  date.  As  a  manufacturing  county  it  is  almost  nil,  and 
it  is  almost  the  only  county  in  tbe  empire,  certainly  the  only 
one  of  equal  importance,  which  has  no  newspaper;  "and  Btrange 
to  pay  the  county  of  Berwick  has  no  fairs  of  great  importance. 
Dunse  fairs  for  ewes  and  lambs,  and  Earlstou  for  cattle,  are  all 
gradually  declining. "f  Berwickshire  contains  a  larger  arable 
surface  than  Roxburghshire  by  20,000  acres  ;t-  but,  as  a  rule, 
Roxburghshire  is  now  the  more  successfully  farmed  county  (see 
p.  44,  "  Similarity  of  the  two  counties").  We  say  now,  as  the  re- 
verse was  tbe  c;>setill  within  the  last  "0  or  40  years.  Berwick- 
shite  then,  with  its  superior  wheat  soil  and  the  bigh  prices  ob- 
tained for  grain,  had  inducements  to  high  farming  which  Rox- 
burghshire bad  not,  and  of  which  it  was  indetd  scarcely  con- 
sidered capable  ;  but  the  late  extension  nf  turnip  culture  and  its 
consequent  effect  on  sheep  farming,  combined  with  the  reduced 
price  of  grain,  has  changed  tliiB.  Roxburgh  is  now  the  favoured 
county,  and  has  naturally  gone  a- head.  Berwickshire  also  lab- 
ours under  the  disadvantage  of  an  isolated  position — boxed  up,

as  it  were,  into  a  corner  of  the  kingdom  ;  her  communications  in- 
tercepted by  hills  or  rugged  shores;  she  is  crossed  by  no  great 
lines  of  traffic  ;  and  within  her  borders  she  has  no  kusy  manufac- 
turing hives,  by  the  want  of  which  she  is  free  from  some  dis- 
agreeable phases  of  society,  but  by  it  she  loses  the  energizing 
stimulus  which  such  a  society  creates. 

The  area  nf  Berwickshire  according  to  tbe  Ordnance  Survey, 
just  completed,  is  473  miles,  or  303,000  statute  acres,  which  is 
rather  more  than  8%  acres  to  each  nf  tbe  present  population. 

The  population  of  Berwickshire  in  1801  was  30,206  ;  in  1811, 
30,893;  in  1821,  33,385;  in  1831,  34,040;  in  1841,  34,038; 
in  1851,36,297;  and  in  1801,30,613.  The  number  of  inhabited 
houses  in  1861  was  6385. 

The  total  value  of  real  assessed  property,  an  assessed  in 
1815,  was  £245,379;  in  1849,  £265,890;  in  1855,  £288,963, 
17s.  5^d.;  in  1856,  £302,924: 14: 4£;  in  1857,  £235,564: 14  :8; 
in  1858,  £312,070:15:1;  in  1859,  £313,091:7:3;  in  I860, 
£329,018:4:6;  in  1861,  £332,745 :  14s  ;  and  in  1863  4,  £333,778, 
7s.  9d. 

Following  out  the  series  of  comparisons,  suggested  by  tbe 
valuation  and  population  returns,  we  find  that  while  the  rental 
of  the  two  counties  in  1815  was  nearly  the  same— Roxburgh 
being  £254,180  and  Berwick  £245,379:  a  difference  of  only 
£8801  [or  reducing  each  county  to  its  value  per  acre  we  find 
Berwick  gives  16b.  2d.  and  Roxburgh  lis.  9d.]  In  1849-34 
years — Roxburgh  had  increased  20i  per  cent,  on  the  period, 
while  Berwick  had  only  increased  8^  per  cent;  the  counties 
then  standing— Roxburgh  £306,315,  Berwick  £265,890.  Re- 
ducing these  figures  also  to  the  value  per  acre,  we  have  for 
Berwick  17s.  6d.,  while  Roxburgh  has  got  up  to  14s.  S\d — the 
rise  exceeding  ttat  of  Berwick  by  ]s.  2|d.  Since  1849  the  rise 
in  value  of  both  counties  has  been  greatly  more  uniform  and 
rapid;  the  returns  for  tbe  fourteen  years  ending  1863  from 
Roxburgh  show  an  average  annual  rise  of  £5377  or  24^  per 
cent,  for  the  period;  fioin  Berwick  they  sbow  an  average 
annual  rise  of  £48 '9,  or  nearly  26  per  cent,  for  the  period.  Tbe 
total*  of  each,  then,  are—  Roxburgh  £381,597,  Berwick  £333,778; 
or  per  acre  over  head— Berwick  22s.,  Roxburgh  17s.  9fd.  ;  the 
rise  in  Berwick  on  this  occasion  exceeding  that  of  Roxburgh 
by  Is.  11  *d. 

The  lauded  properties  in  Bi  rwicksbire  are  much  more  equally 
divided  than  those  of  Roxburgh.  Most  of  the  estates  in  tbe 
former  run  from  £5000  to  about  £18,000  per  annum;  in  tLe 
latter  they  run  as  high  as  about  £38, COO  per  annum.  So  far 
as  the  interests  of  the  country  are  concerned  thiB  may  be  con- 
sidered as  an  advnnta^e  to  Berwick. 

The  population  of  the  two  counties  at  the  census  of  1801 — tl  e 
first  taken  under  the  present  system— was,  Roxburgh  33,726 
Berwick  30,206:  a  difference  of  otly  3520.     In  1851  Roxburgh 
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numbered  51,612,  a  deoenoial  increase  of  8  and  four-fifths  per 
cent,  fur  the  period;*  fur  the  decade  coding  1861  the  increase 
was  2477,  or  4  sod  seven- tenths  per  cent.f  In  1851  the  popu- 
lation of  Berwick  numbered  36,237,  a  decennial  increase  of  only 
3J  per  cent.*  The  decade  ending  1861  shows  a  gross  rise  of 
only  316  (306  of  whom  were  an  addition  to  the  female  population 
-see  p.  52),  or  1  and  ooe-eightb  per  cent.f  Total  1861  — Rox- 
lbuign-54,119,  Berwick  36,613.  I 

Not  so  much,  for  the  purpose  of  comparison  as  to  complete 
our  series  for  the  district,  we  add  the  particulars  of  the  rental 
and  population  of  Selkirkshire  (the  cieil  county — which  excludes 
Ladhope,  Lindean,  and  all  the  other  Roxburghshire,  etc  ,  por- 
tions of  parishes,  but  includes  that  portion  of  Ashkirk  which, 
though  civilly  belonging  to  Selkirk,  belongs  polilically  to  Rox- 
burgh— see  p.  353). 

In  1815  the  returned  rental  of  Selkirk  was  £43.584.  or  per 
acre  over  bead,  5s.  3jd.  In  1849  it  had  increased  to  ,£52,839, 
or  6*.  3d.  per  acre  ;  the  rise  per  ceut  for  the  period  being  21 — or 
one-half  per  ceut.  higher  than  Roxburgh  and  12$  higher  than 
Berwick.  We  have  not  the  Selkirk  returns  for  1863  ;  but  tak- 
inf  them  for  tbe  following  year  (1^64-5),  we  find  an  extraor- 
dinarj'  rapid  rise  in  the  value  of  this  county  —  tbe  fifteen 
years  being  equal  to  36  per  cent,  (or,  taking  tbe  average,  33J 
per  cent,  for  the  14  years  ending  1863,  which  is  9}  per  cent, 
higher  than  Roxburgh,  and  7j  per  cent,  higher  than  Bernick 
fur  the  same  period);  per  acre  over  head,  1864-5.,  8s.  3d.

The  population  of  Selkirkshire  in  1801  was  5388;  in  1851  it 
numbered  9809,  having  increased  decennially  with  tbe  follow- 
ing curious  irregularity  : — 1811,  9  per  cent ;  1821, 12  per  oeot. ; 
1831,  3  per  cent,  {all  males — all  the  other  periods  show  a  very 
equal  proportion  of  sexes! ;  1841,  17  per  cent.;  1851,  23  per 
cent. — the  average  decennial  rise  being  12j  per  cent.*  For  tbe 
decade  ending  1861  the  increase  was  640,  or  6J  per  cent.f;  the 
total  then  standing  10,419  — the  population  having  nearly 
doubled  in  60  years.!

COLDSTREAI 


This  palish,  is  situated  on  tbo  banks  cf  the  river  Tweed,  which 
forms  its  eastern  and  south-eastern  boundary  and  here  sepa* 
rates  England  and  Scotland  ;  Swinton  aud  Lady  kirk  parishes 
hound  it  on  the  north-east,  and  Eccles  on  the  west  and  soutl  - 
west.  The  parish  is  of  an  irregular  shape,  and  on  the  map 
looks  not  unlike  a  boy's  kite.  Its  greatest  length  is  Gh  miles, 
and  breadth  about  5  miles;  and,  according  to  the  Ordnance 
Survey,  contains  8534J  acres  ;  of  which  149i  are  in  public  and 
private  roads,  and  214^  are  under  water.  Its  general  appear- 
ance is  flat,  but  well  cultivated  aud  enclosed,  and  sheltered 
at  equal  distances  by  the  Cheviots  and  Lammermoors.  The 
former  name  of  the  parish  was  Lennel ;  and  situated  about  one 
mile  to  the  north  of  the  town  of  Coldstream,  on  a  high  bank 
over/hanging  the  Tweed,  there  is  a  village  called  Lennel  New- 
town, to  distinguish  it  from  the  former  village  of  the  name,  of 
which  nothing  now  remains  except  the  burying  ground  and  the 
rains  of  the  church.  This  burying  ground  is  the  only  one  in  the 
parish,  and  lies  a  short  way  beyond  the  present  village. 

On  the  north  bank  of  the  Tweed,  and  occupying  a  delightful, 
low-lying,  aud  sheltered  situation,  is  the  town  of  Coldstream, 
irregularly  built,  but  containing  a  nam  bur  of  excellent  bouses, 
and  public  buildings,  of  which  the  British  Linen  Company 
Bank,  the  Bank  of  Scotland,  Mechanics'  Institution,  the  .Free 
and  Parish  churches,  are  all  very  creditable  specimens.  The 
Tweed  is  here  crossed  bv  a  fine  bridge,  designed  by  Smeaton, 
the  engineer  ;  commenced  in  July  1763,  and  opened  in  October 
1766.  It  consists  of  five  arches,  which,  though  of  different 
apertures,  are  portions  of  the  same  circle,  by  which  means  they 
were  all  built  on  one  centre.  The  views  both  up  and  down 
the  river  from  the  bridge  are  very  fine;  that  downward  in 
the  direction  of  Lennel  House  being — next  to  that  of  Kelso 
Bridge,  looking  up— one  of  the  be>t  od  the  Tweed.  This  bridge 
forms  a  nominal  division  of  Scotland  and  England,  and  in 
consequeuce  of  the  proximity  of  Coldstream  to  the  latter,  it  was 
long  noted  for  the  celebration  of  runaway  marriages,  and  is  so 
still  to  some  extent,  but  which  a  late  Act  has  now  rendered 
illegal.*     At  the  east  end  of  the  town  is  a  chaste  and  band- 


*  The3e  marriages  generally  took  place  at  the  Coldstream  bridge 
toll-house  (now  a  small  shop) — the  first  house  in  Scotland  ;  occasionally 
also  in  any  convenient  house  in  Coldstream.  It  is  a  remarkable  circum- 
stance that  no  fewer  than  three  Lord  Chancellors  of  England  were 
married  in  this  megular  way,  namely,  Lords  Eldon,  Erskine,  and 
Brougham,  who  was  married  in  the  head  inn.

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some  moDumeDt,  exected  id  1834  to  the  memory  of  Charles 
Marjori batiks,  Esq.,  the  first  M.P.  for  the  county  in  tbe  Re- 
formed Parliament.  About  a  mile  from  Coldstream,  situated 
on  tbe  Leet  water,  is  HlRSEL,  the  seat  of  the  Earl  of  Home 
— a  place  of  much  beauty  amid  a  profusion  of  noble  trees. 
Within  the  grounds  is  a  fine  artificial  lake,  in  which  large 
pike  are  occasionally  caugbt.  The  otber  mansions  in  the 
parish  are — Len'NEL  House,  a  seatofttbe  Earl  of  Hadding- 
ton, a  recent  erection  on  the  site  of  a  previous  mansion,  which 
was  inhabited  for  many  years  by  Patrick  Brydone,  author  of  the 
"Tour  in  Sicily  and  Malta,"  and  father  of  the  present  Countess 
of  Minto ;  Milne  Gratjen,  tbe  seat  of  David  Milne  Home, 
Esq.;  and  LEES,  the  residence  of  Sir  John  Marjoribanks,  Bart. 
In  tbe  parish  some  interesting  vegetable  fossils  have  been  dis- 
covered. "  It  iB  well  known  that  General  Monk,  before  the 
restoration  of  Charles  II. ,  raised  here  the  regiment  of  Foot- 
Gunrds,  which  still  bears  the  name  of  the  parish."  The  house 
occupied  as  the  head-quarters  of  the  regiment,  situated  at  tbe 
east  of  the  market  place,  was  laken  down  and  rebuilt  this  year 
(1S65) ;  it  bears  the  following  tablet — "Head-quarters  of  the 
Coldstream  Guards  1659;  rebuilt  I860."  Across  the  Tweed, 
and  5  miles  south  of  the  town,  in  Northumberland,  is  the  cele- 
brated field  of  Flodden,  memorable  as  one  of  the  most  destruc- 
tive conflicts  recorded  in  British  history;  and  3  miles  east  is, 
by  many,  the  supposed  site  of  Chevy  Chase,  where  Douglas 
went  to  hunt  Percy's  deer,  and  which  led  to  the  battle  of 
Otterburn,  where  both  Percy  and  Douglas  fell — localities  which 
attract  many  visitors  from  Coldstream,  and  excursionists  from 
all  quarters.*  A  ford  of  the  Tweed  in  the  vicinity  of  Cold- 
stream, tbe  first  one  of  moderate  depth  above  Berwick,  was 
the  passage  by  which  Edward  I.  entered  Scotland  in  1296,  and 
by  which  many  armies,  both  English  and  Scotch,  made  inva- 
sion from  that  period  till  1640,  when  tbe  Covenanters  crossed 
it  to  make  war  against  Charles  I.  A  wealthy  Cistercian  nunnery, 
of  which  not  a  vestige  now  remains,  was  founded  at  Coldstream 
by  the  first  Earl  of  Dunbar;  and  the  bodies  of  the  most 
distinguished  of  the  Scottish  heroes  who  fell  at  Flodden 
were  interred  in  its  burying  ground.  The  nunnery  stood  on  a 
spot  a  little  eastward  from  the  market  place,  where  there  are 
still  some  peculiarly  luxuriant  gardens. 


*  "  A  mile  above  Coldstream,  on  the  south  side  of  the  Tweed,  but 
readily  accessible  by  a  ferry  boat,  is  the  ancient  village  of  Wark  and 
the  ruins  of  Wark  Castle.  The  latter  was  demolished  at  the  Union, 
and  now  consists  of  a  few  ruined  fragments  without  any  appearance 
of  strength  or  interest.  Anciently  it  was  a  fortalice  of  great  impor- 
tance and  figured  much  in  the  sieges  of  the  Border  strifes.  Froissart 
assigns  the  origin  of  the  Order  ot  the  Garter  to  an  incident  at  a  ball 
at  Wark  Castle  given  by  Edward  III." 


Coldstream  has  lately  had  tbe  advantage  of  having  had 
a  thorough  sewerage  system  and  water  supply  introduced. 
Owing  to  the  lowness  of  its  level,  Coldstream  is  in  a  consider- 
able degree  exempt  from  rain  and  cold,  and,  compared  with 
some  other  parishes,  does  not  suffer  much  from  the  scourging 
influence  of  the  easterly  blast :  hence  the  climate  is  mild  and 
salubrious.  Coldstream  is  the  head-quarters  of  the  Earl  of 
Wemyes*  fox-hounds,  which  regularly  hunt  both  sides  of  the 
Tweed,  and  is  the  principal  pack  in  the  district.  The  salmon 
fishing  on  the  Tweed  is  good  for  both  rod  and  net.  Trout 
fishing  on  the  Tweed  is  good  and  unrestricted  ;  it  is  also  good  in 
the  Leet,  which  flows  through  the  parish,  but  within  the  limits 
of  the  parish  it  is  mostly  preserved.  The  Leet  also  contains 
pike  and  very  large  eels.*  From  Cornhill  are  also  accessible 
the  Glen,  the  Till,  the  Bowmont,  and  other  streams  in  North- 
umberland. Inn  accommodation  and  lodgings  can  readily  be 
had  in  tbe  town  by  sportsmen  and  visitors. 

CORNHILL,  a  village  about  a  mile  to  the  east  (in  England), 
contains  an  excellent  inn  (the  Colliugwood  Arms),  and  for 
visiting  Chevy  Chase  and  Flodden,  and  for  angling  in  the 
Northumberland  waters,  is  an  excellent  centre. 


General  Holidays — New  Year's  Day,  and  an  unfixed  day  in 
June. 

Market  Days — (fat  cattle  and  sheep,  see  p.  469)  held  once  in 
four  weeks  during  the  winter  months — on  Mondays;  they  are 
fixed  by  the  bailie  so  as  not  to  fall  on  the  Kelso  cattle  market 
day.  Owing  to  the  farmers  in  the  district  selling  their  stock 
at  home,  the  number  of  stock  brought  forward  is  not  so  large 
as  hitherto. 

Fairs  and  Great  Hirings— none  held  in  Coldstream  ;  but  one 
is  at  Cornhill  on  the  first  Monday  of  March  for  hiring  farm 
servants,  and  there  the  following  important  fair  iB  held. 

Cornhill  Lamb  and  Wool  Fair — (held  in  a  field  convenient 
to  the  village  and  railway  station) — July  3  (or  the  Monday  after 
when  the  date  falls  on  a  Sunday).  This  is  tbe  first  fair  of  the 
kind  in  the  district,  anil  its  business  transactions  are  looked 
forward  to  with  considerable  interest  by  farmers  and  dealers, 
as  tbe  prices  realised  here  assist  in  a  great  measure  in  regu- 
lating the  terms  of  the  other  fairs  which  take  place  in  the 
Border  counties  during  the  course  of  this  and  the  following 
month.  The  number  of  lambs  annually  exposed  varies  greatly  : 
thus  in  1862  there  were  shown  over  4000,  in  1363  under  3000, 
and  for  last  year  (1861)  little  over  1000.  This  falling  off  seems 
to  have  been  caused  by  the  farmers  having  had  good  offers  at 
home.  A  few  sheep  and  cattle  are  also  exposed.  The  wool  sold 
is  Leicester,  full,  half,  and  three-parts  bred  ;  and  although  lots 

*  Eels — sec  foot-note,  p.  423. 
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do  not  largely  chanse  bands,  tlie  transactions  are  of  impor- 
tance, as  a  feeler  fur  the  fair  at  Kelso  (which  is  the  priucipal 
fair  for  the  Bort  of  wool  in  the  district — see  p.  74)  on  the  second 
Friday  of  the  month.  The  sale  of  Jambs  begins  about  dawn, 
that  of  wool  about  10  o'clock  forenoon. 

A  little  beyond  Coruhill,  at  a  very  inconvenient  distance 
from  Coldstream,  is  the  nearest  railway  station,  on  the  Ber- 
wick and  Kelso  branch  of  the  North  Eastern  line.  Coldstream 
is  61  miles  from  Edinburgh  by  rail]  12  from  Kelso,  and  14  from 
Berwick. 


According  to  the  census  of  1361,  the  population  of  the  town 
nf  Coldstream  was  1834,  of  the  entire  parish,  2823,  who  consti- 
tuted 670  separate  families  ;  4  of  whom  were  returned  as  living 
in  houses  having  no  wiudow,  289  in  hoses  of  one  window, 
205  in  bouses  of  two  windows,  and  172  (or  rather  less  than  a 
fourth)  in  houses  of  three  or  more  windows.

A  modern  mansion  finely  situated  on  the  Tweed  amidst  ex- 
tensive grounds  at  the  east  end  of  the  parish,  and  about  3^ 
miles  from  Coldstream  —  the  seat  and  principal  residence  of 
David  Milne  Home,  Esq.  of  Billy  and  Wedderburn,  eldest  son 
of  the  late  Admiral  Sir  David  Milne,  G.C.B.,  of  Milne  (rraden; 
born  1803;  succeeded  1845;  married  1832,  Jean,  eldest  daugh- 
ter and  co-heir  of  the  late  William  Foreman  Home,  Esq.,  of 
Paxton  House  (Hutton  parish,  which  see),  and  has  issue —

Mr.  Milne  Home  was  called  to  the  Scottish  Bar  1825;  ap- 
pointed Advocate  Decute  1838;  is  a  Justice  of  Peace  and 
Doputy-Lieutenant  fur  the  county  of  Berwick,  a  Magistrate 
for  Midlothian,  and  author  of  several  treatises  on  astronomy 
and  geology.

LADYKIRK. 


The  parish  of  .Lady kirk,  formed  by  the  ancient  parishes  of 
Horndean  and  Upsettlington,  containing  some  of  the  finest  and 
tidiest  pasturage  in  Scotland,  or  indeed  in  Great  BiitaiD, 
is  situated  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  eouoty,  about  10  miles 
from  the  sea,  on  the  north  bank  of  the  river  Tweed,  which 
there  forms  the  boundary  between  England  <*nd  Scotland.  It 
is  bounded  on  the  north  and  east  by  Hutton,  on  the  north  and 
wost  by  Wuitsome  and  Swinton,  and  on  the  south-west  by 
Coldstream.  Its  length  is  upwards  of  4  miles  and  its  average 
breadth  about  2  miles.  The  area  of  the  pari>b,  according  to 
the  Ordnance  Survey,  is  3446f  acres;  of  this  04^  are  occupied 
by  public  and  private  roads,  &§?  woods  and  plantations.  The 
surface  gently  rises  from  the  Tweed,  and  is  diversified  with 
swelling  slopes,  especially  from  the  river,  which  skirts  the 
pat i.-b.  for  4^  miles.  The  soil  throughout  is  very  fertile,  and 
ucc'tr  a  high  state  of  cultivation.  The  late  Mr.  Robertson  of 
Lad}  kirk  in  1788  introduced  the  famous  short-horned  breed  of 
cattle  into  Berwickshire;  for  which  that  county,  as  well  as 
north  Northumberland  owe  him  a  very  great  debt  of  gratitude. 
The  climate,  from  the  fine  exposure  to  the  south,  and  being 
greatly  protected  from  the  north  and  east  winds,  and  the  land 
being  thoroughly  drained,  is  very  healthful.  On  the  Tweed, 
which  bounds  the  parish  its  entire  length,  there  are  several 
valuable  salmon  fisheries,  one  half  the  extent  of  which — up- 
wards of  2  miles — tho  present  Mr.  Robertson  most  handsomely 
allows  to  be  open  for  angling,  both  for  salmon  and  troofc,  to 
all  the  respectable  residents  or  visitors  iD  the  neighbourhood. 
There  are  three  small  villages  in  the  parish,  viz.  —  llORNDEAN, 
to  the  north,  having  a  population  of  100;  Ladykirk,  in  the 
centre,  merely  a  few  cottages  belonging  to  the  farm  ;  and  UP- 
SETTLINGTON, iD  the  south,  consisting  of  cottages  containing 
the  work  people  on  the  Ladykirk  estate.  Ladykirk  church,  an 
interesting  Gothic  edifice,  especially  within,  was  built  in  the 
year  1500  by  James  IV.  of  Scotland,  who  leturning  with  his 
followers  from  a  raid  on  the  English  Borders,  having  vowed  if  he 
got  safe  over  the  Tweed,  at  the  ford  there,  hr  would  build  a 
church  and  dedicate  it  to  the  Virgin — a  promise  which  he  ful- 
filled—and called  it  Ladykirk.  This  church  has  recently  under- 
gone a  thorough  repair  at  the  expense  of  the  heritors,  and  a 
haudaume  three-light  staioed  window,  by  Wailes  of  Newcastle, 
has  been  inserted  in  the  east  end,  at  the  sole  expense  of  Mrs. 
Robertson.     The  ford  v.a>   always  a  dangerous  one,   and  the 
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present  Mr.  Robertson,  in  lS^O,  with  the  aid  of  Dr.  Gilly, 
Lurd  Home,  Lord  Frederick  Fitzclarence,  Lord  Haddiugton, 
Mr.  Wilkie  of  Ladytbom,  and  others,  completed  the  good  work 
of  building  a  bridge  between  Ladykirk  and  Norham,  of  stone 
piers  with  a  wooden  superstructure.  Within  the  park  are  per- 
haps the  finest  stables  and  riding  school  in  the  kingdom.  The 
house  is  large  and  modern,  and  beautifullv  situated,  commaud- 
jQo  a  fine  view  and  reach  of  the  river.*  Within  the  policies  of 
Ladykirk  House,  a  very  fine  sandstone  quarry  (Bannockburn 
Quarry)  from  which  the  extensive  buildings  on  the  estate 
have  been  wrought.  This  stone  is  part  of  the  valuable  strata 
which  underlays  all  this  part  of  the  county  (see  p.  468).  _ 

The  post  town  is  Berwick-upon-Tweed,  10  miles  distant. 
The  nearest  market  town  is  Coldstream,  about  6  miles  from  the 
centre  of  the  parish.  The  nearest  railway  station  is  at  Nor- 
ham ou  the  south  side  ,of  the  river,  j2  miles  distant  on  the 
Berwick  and  Kelso  branch  of  the  North-Easiern  railway 

The  population  of  the  parish  in  1861  was  565;  who  con- 
stituted 121  separate  families

The  principal  landed  proprietor  in  the  parish  is  —  David 
Robertson,  Esq.,  M.P.,  Lord-Lieutenant  for  Berwickshire. 

*  Connected  with  the  locality,  but  lying  across  the  Tweed,  in 
Northumberland,  is  Norham  village  and  castle.  The  village  is  a 
sin  do  wide  street  of  919  inhabitants,  with  a  green,  queer  pyramidal 
cross  and  church  dedicated  to  St.  Cuthbert,  which  is  a  handsome 
S1;,,,  having  a  massive  tower  and  Norman  zig-zag  arches,  arid 
Se^stataecl  glass  windows.  The  philanthropic  Dr.  Gilly, 
Z hor of  "  Waldeiisiau  Researches,"  was  the  late  rector  of  Norham. 
The  Castle  is  a  massive  red  sandstone  keep,  rising  above  the 
vi«pr  with  many  vaults  and  fragments  of  other  edihees,  enclosed 
within  an  oSer  wall  of  great  circuit  Sir  Walter  Scott's  descrip- 
tion S  this  ancient  fortress  as  it  stood  in  the  days  of  its  strength, 
with  which  his  poem  of  "  Mamiion"  opens  is  familiar  to  all.  Nor- 
ton! Castle  is  chiefly  remarkable  as  being  the  place  where  Edward  I. 
rifsdosed  his  ambitious  designs  against  the  independence  of  Scotland, 
when  the  rival  claims  of  Bruce  and  Baliol  to  the  Scottish  throne  were 
referred  to  his  decision.  The  Scottish  barons  assembled  at  Upse  thng- 
ton  to  weigh  his  claim  to  be  considered  the  Lord  Paramount  otbeot- 
Hnd  and,  however  doubtful  of  its  validity,  being  unprepared  for  re- 
,isteiice  were  forced  to  deliver  into  his  custody  the  whole  fortresses  of 
thTkintrdom.  The  Castle  was  taken,  through  the  advice  of  a  traitor, 
lw  Tnmes  IV  in  1613,  who,  alter  demolishing  its  outworks  and  ravag- 
?L  the  countrv  round,  took  up  a  position  at  Flodden,  six  miles  dis- 
Snt  when  that  fatal  engagement  took  place  in  which  he  fell  with  the 
*  „„ 'Ms  nnbilitv  From  Norham  down  the  bank  of  the  river 
W  through  the  fields,  a  pleasant  foothpath  extends  to  the  village  of 
Horncliff  beyond  which  about  a  mile  the  Union  Chain  Bridge  spans 
the  Tweed  (.«  Button  parish)  close  to  Hornchff  a  glen  strikes  off  the 
Tweed  which  terminates  at  a  picturesque  solitary  mil  and  dripping 
petrifying  spring-a  spot  occasionally  visited  by  tourists  and  others 
from  Berwick.

A  modern  building,  very  finely  situated  on  the  banks  of  the 
Tweed,  and  surrounded  by  a  magnificent  park,  beautifully 
wooded,  extending  to  up  wards  of  150  acres — the  seat  and  principal 
residence  of  David  Robertson,  Esq.,  youngest  son  of  the  late 
Sir  John  Marjoribanks,  Bart.,  M.P.,  of  Lees,  and  uucle  of  the 
present  baronet ;  born  1797 ;  married  1834  Mary  Sarah,  eldest 
daughter  of  the  late  Sir  Thomas  Haggerston,  Bart.,  and  grand- 
daughter and  heiress  of  the  late  W.  Robertson,  Esq.,  of  Lady- 
kirk, whose  name  they  assumed,  and  has  issue- 
Thomas  Haggerston,  born  November  1843,  died  1861. 
Sarah,  married  1856,  Watson  Askew,  Esq.,  of  Pallinsburn, 
Northumberland,  and  has  issue. 

Alicia-Margaret,  married  1862,  to  Henry  Day  Ingilby,  Esq.

EARLSTON. 


This  parish  was  originally  called  Ercildoune,  the  origin  of 
which  is  uucertain.  It  appears  to  have  attracted  considerable 
notice  at  a  very  early  period,  probably  from  its  vicinity  to 
Melrose  and  Diyburgb.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Leger- 
wood  and  Gordon,  on  the  east  by  Smailholm  and  Nenthorn, 
on  the  soutb  by  Mertoun,  and  on  the  west  by  Melrose.  Its 
greatest  length,  from  a  point  west  of  Carolside  to  its  extreme 
north  east  corner,  is  1\  miles;  its  greatest  breadth,  along  its 
western  boundary,  is  4  miles;  and,  according  to  the  Oidnance 
Survey,  it  contains  10,009^  acres,  of  which  lol  are  occupied  by 
public  and  private  roads,  and  41  are  under  water  ;  there  is  also 
a  detached  portion  of  about  the  fortieth  part  of  an  acre  lying 
on  the  west  side  of  the  Leader,  and  on  which  is  situated  a 
thatched  cottage  belonging  to  the  farm  of  Craigsford.*  Part 
of  the  parish  is  hilly,  but  contains  no  elevated  ranges;  the 
only  remarkable  hill  is  "  Earhton  Black  Hill,"  which  rises  to 
the  height  of  1031  feet,  and  bears  signs  of  a  Roman  encampment. 
The  soil  of  the  parish  varies  a  good  deal,  the  arable  part  being  a 
rich  loam,  which  is  in  high  cultivation.  The  climate  of  the 
parish  is  mild,  and  the  atmosphere  dry.  In  the  Leader 
which  separates  the  parish  from  Melrose,  trout  are  plentiful; 
indeed  it  is  one  of  the  best  tributaries  of  the  Tweed  for  the  angler. 
The  Eden,  another  very  good  trouting  stream,  also  flows  through 
part  of  the  pariah.  In  both  these  streams  angling  is  partly 
restricted.  In  the  vale  of  the  Leader  the  Bcenery  on  either  side 
is  very  fine.  The  Edinburgh  and  Kelso  coach  road  intersects 
the  parish  throughout  its  entire  length.  This,  as  well  as  the 
other  roads  (with  which  the  parish  is  very  well  provided)  are 
well  kept. 

Beautifully  situated  near  the  western  boundary  of  the  parish 
is  the  small  towu  of  Earlston,  in  a  rich  valley,  surrounded  by 
bills  of  a  moderate  height.  It  is  celebrated  as  having  been  the 
residence  of  "Thomas  the  Rhymer,"  a  small  part  of  whose 
dwelling,  called  Learmont  Tower  (now  the  property  of  Charles 
Wilson,  Esq.,  manufacturer),  still  remains;  and  Cowdenknowes, 
a  delightful  residence,  the  scene  of  the  ancient  song,  "The 
Bonnie  Broom,"  is  near  the  town.     Earlston  po&sesses  one  ex- 

*  How  this  moiety  of  Craigsford  comes  to  be  part  of  Earlston  par- 
ish we  have  been  unable  to  discover.  The  rest  of  the  farm  belongs 
to  Melrose  parish. 
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tensive  woollen  manufactory,— the  only  one  in  the  county — 
and  also  produces  quantities  of  the  well-known  "EarlstoD, 
ginghams."  There  is  do  other  place  in  the  country  where  the 
same  class  of  gioghams  is  made. 

Earlston  itself  is  remarkably  healthy.  It  is  also  thoroughly 
drained,  and  it  had  a  fine  supply  of  water  recently  laid  down. 

Earldton  is  31  miles  from  Edinburgh  by  the  old  coach  road 
which  passeB  through  the  village,  11  from  Kelso,  and  7  from 
Lauder.  The  new  branch  of  the  North  British  railway  from 
Duuse  to  Newtown,  is  now  open  for  traffic  to  Earlston,  and  that 
part  of  it  extending  to  Newtown  is  in  rapid  progress.  This, 
when  completed,  will  be  of  considerable  service  to  Earlstoun, 
as  well  as  the  whole  county  of  Berwick,  as  it  opens  direct  com- 
munication with  the  north-west  of  England. 

About  2  miles  south  from  the  town  of  Earlston,  in  the  south- 
western p'irt  of  the  parish  on  the  Leader,  is  the  ancient 
hamlet  of  Redpath,  consisting  mostly  of  a  few  thatched  houses. 
Near  to  Fans,  formerly  a  village,  but  now  merely  an  extensive 
farm-steading,  occupying  an  eminence  in  the  north-eastern 
part,  is  a  goods  or  mineral  station  on  the  Berwickshire  branch 
of  the  N.  B.  railway. 

In  the  eastern  extremity  of  the  parish  is  Mellerptain,  a 
seat  of  the  Earl  of  Haddington.  The  house  occupies  a  very 
fiue  position  on  a  rising  ground  close  to  the  river  Eden,  which 
here  widens  into  a  beautiful  loch.  The  grounds  are  very  finely 
laid  out,  and  the  house  is  embosomed  in  magnificent  woods, 
which  surround  it  on  all  sideB.  Cowdenknowes,  already 
mentioned,  is  the  seat  of  R.  Cotesworth,  Esq.  CABOLSIDE, 
the  seat  of  A.  Mitchell,  Esq.,  occupies  a  very  pleasant  and 
pretty  site  on  the  Leader  about  a  mile  to  the  north  of  the  town 
of  Earlston.  There  is  a  fine  well  stocked  deer  park  belonging 
to  it.  This,  and  the  one  at  Ancrum  are  the  only  deer  parks 
in  the  three  counties. 


Holidays.— Few  holidays  are  held,  and  these  at  irregular 
periods. 

Fairs.— The  June  fair  falls  on  the  29th,  or  Monday  after  if 
the  date  be  a  Sunday.  The  October  fair  falls  on  the  third  Thurs- 
dav  of  the  month.  These  fairs  are  for  feeding  cattle,  covs,  and 
horses,  and  are  held  on  the  easter  and  wester  greens  of  the 
town.  Like  moBt  fairs  in  small  towns,  they  have  fallen  off 
considerably  within  the  last  twe've  or  fifteen  years.  At  one 
time  those  were  great  fairs  in  the  district ;  and  for  grazing  cattle 
still  attract  both  buyers  and  sellers  from  a  distance.  The  cows 
and  horses  have  only  a  local  interest.  It  is  confidently  ex- 
pected that  these  fairs  will  revive  their  aDcient  importance  with 
the  through  open  in  g  of  the  railway  (in  Angu>t),  which  will  oppn 
up  a  large  stock  district,  of  which  Earlston  will  then  form  the 


centre.  A  few  early  sales  and  consignments  of  wool  are  made 
at  the  June  fair. 

Lately  a  fortnightly  sale  of  stock  has  been  commenced  in 
Earlston,  conducted  by  Mr.  Alexander  Shiels,  Kedslie.  So  far 
as  it  has  gone,  it  promises  to  be  a  success.  The  sale  is  held 
every  alternate  Saturday. 

Grain  Market. — At  a  large  and  influential  meeting  of  far- 
mers held  in  Earlston  on  24th  August  1864,  among  others,  the 
followiug  resolutions  were  unanimously  passed  . — "That  this 
meeting  resolve  that  a  grain  market  be  opened  at  Earlston;" 
and  ;*  that  the  market  shall  be  weekly,  and  shall  be  opened  on 
the  completion  of  the  Berwickshire  railway."  Mr.  James 
Sinai*,  banker  was  appointed  hon.  secretary  ;  and  a  large  com- 
mittee was  appointed,  with  a  view  to  carrying  out  the  resolu- 
tions at  the  proper  time. 

According  to  the  census  of  1861,  the  population  of  the  town 
of  Earlston  was  980,  and  consisted  of  444  males  and  536  females.* 
The  population  of  the  entire  parish  was  1825,  who  constituted 
399  families,  of  whom  152  were  returned  as  living  in  houses 
having  one  window,  and  130  in  houses  having  two  windows — 
leaving  52,  or  as  nearly  as  possible  a  fourth,  who  lived  in 
houses  of  three  or  more  windows.

This  is  the  largest  parish  in  the  county,  its  greatest  length  being 
10h  miles,  or,  including  a  detached  portion  lying  Boutb  from  the 
larger  portion  and  nearly  surrounded  by  Melrose  parish,  about 
12£  milea  ;  its  greatest  breadth  is  8  miles  (the  detached  portion 
has  a  breadth  of  nearly  2  miles,  and  in  shape  is  nearly  square), 
and  covering,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  34,981  acres 
(this  includes  the  detached  portion  consisting  of  1302|  acres 
which  contains  the  mansion  house  of  Chapel  aud  faim  of  Ked- 
slie);  of  these  164  acres  are  occupied  by  public  and  private 
roads,  and  83  are  under  water.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by 
the  county  of  Haddington,  on  the  east  by  the  parishes  of  Long- 
formacus,  Cransbaws,  and  Westruther,  on  the  south  by  Leger- 
wuod  parish  and  Melrose  in  Roxburghshire,  and  on  the  west  by 
Channelkirk  and  Mid-Lothian;  the  detached  portion  has  the 
Leader  skirting  its  eastern  Bide  of  about  2  miles,  beyond,  which  is 
Earlston  parish.  About  two-thirds  of  the  whole  parish  is  coarse 
moorland,  the  surface  of  the  country  being  almost  one  mass  of 
hills  ;  of  these  the  highest  are  to  the  north,  and  constitute  part 
of  the  Laromermoor  range.*  The  vale  of  the  Leader  is  the 
best  land  of  the  parish.  The  Leader  and  its  tributary  streams 
intersect  the  parish  in  all  directions,  and  afford  good  trout 
fishing,  mostly  unrestricted.  The  climate  of  the  parish,  though 
variab'e,  is  healthy.  Throughout  the  parish  there  art  traces  of 
Roman  and  PictiBh  camps.  There  is  one  town  in  the  parish, 
viz.  —  Lauder.  This  ancient  royal  burgh  jb  situated  in  the  vale 
of  the  Leader,  on  the  main  road  from  Edinburgh  tu  Kelso. 
It  consists  chiefly  of  one  long  street  and  a  shorter  one,  at  the 
intersection  of  which  stands  the  Town  House.  The  charter

By  the  Reform  Act  it  is  joiued  with 
Jedburgh,  Haddington,  Dunbar,  aud  North  Berwick,  in  return- 
ing oue  member  to  Parliament  {see  p.  245).  The  burgesses 
possess  considerable  landed  property,  including  Lauder  Com- 
mon, which  extends  to  about  1700  acres.

CHANNELKIRK. 


This  parish  is  the  most  westerly  of  Berwickshire;  if  is  situated 
in  the  upper  district  of  Lauderdale,  and  is  generally  of  a  hig-h 
and  bleak  nature.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  tbe  parish  of 
Falla  in  East  Lothian,  on  the  east  and  south  by  Lauder  parish, 
and  partly  on  the  south  by  Stow  parish,  and  ou  the  west  by 
Stow  and  Faila.  Its  general  outlire  is  triangular  ;  its  greatest 
direct  length,  measuring  the  base  of  the  triangle  from  its  nor- 
thern point  to  south  of  Collie  Law,  is  nearly  S  miles;  its  greatest 
breadth,  due  east  and  west,  is  exactly  5  miles.  Tbe  total  area, 
according  to  tbe  Ordnance  Survey,  is  14,202£  acres,  of  which 
about  3000  are  under  cultivation,  12  are  under  water,  66  are 
in  roads,  and  tbe  remainder  are  rough  hilly  pasture.  The 
parish  consists  of  hills  and  valleys,  with  a  ^mall  portion  of  flat 
land  in  the  southern  part,  foimiog  the  vale  of  the  Leader, 
many  of  whose  upper  brandies  have  their  rise  in  this  parish. 
The  bills  belong  to  the  Lammermoor  range,  which  here  termi- 
nates. The  must  elevated  points  are  ClintB  Hill  in  tbe  south- 
west, which  ri&es  to  1535  feet,  and  Ninecaim  Edge  in  tbe  north 
extremity,  which  attains  a  height  of  1479  feet.  Hartside  Hill 
and  Headshawlaw,  situated  more  in  the  centre  of  the  parish, 
are  respectively  1340  and  1349  feet  high;  Collie  Law,  near  the 
south,  is  1255  feet;  while  Soutra  Hill,  which  lies  partly  in  the 
parish  on  the  north-eastern  boundary,  is  about  1209  feet  at  its 
highest  point.  The  old  coach  road  from  Edinburgh  to  New- 
castle runs  throngh  the  centre  of  the  parish  from  north-west 
to  south-east,  reaching  a  height  of  nearly  1100  feet,  and  is  the 
only  turnpike  road,  in  the  parish.  The  climate,  although  sub- 
ject to  sudden  changes  of  temperature,  is  healthy.  The  district 
is  well  watered  by  the  many  tributaries  of  the  Leader.  They 
are  all  mere  hill  streams  of  no  great  size,  in  which  trout  are 
plentiful  but  small;  to  angling  there  is  no  restriction.  There 
are  but  few  remains  of  antiquity  in  tbe  parish;  there  are  re- 
mains of  a  few  camps  on  tbe  tops  of  several  of  the  hills,  and 
a  fine  spring  to  the  west  of  the  parish  church,  called  the  Well 
of  the  Holy  Water  Cleugh.  The  road  by  which  the  monks  went 
irora  MelroBe  to  Edinburgh  passes  through  the  western  part  of 
the  parish  ;  and  a  few  miles  west  of  the  church  are  the  ruins  of 
an  old  building  called  "Restlaw  Ha','*  at  which  it  is  said 
monks  and  pilgrims  used  to  stop  for  refreshments.  There  is 
no  market  town  in  the  parish,  the  nearest  being  Lauder,  at  a 
distance  of  over  5  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  parish,  and  4 
from  the  village  of  Oxton.

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The  village  of  OXTON  is  in  the  south-east  part  of  the  parish, 
aud  contains  about  200  inhabitants.  About  a  mile  to  the  west 
of  Oxton  are  the  parish  church  and  manse,  and  near  to  tbem 
are  the  remains  of  the  ancient  village  of  Channelkirk.

LEGERWOOD. 


A  HILLY  agricultural  parish  in  the  western  part  of  Berwickshire. 
It  is  bounded  by  Lauder  and  Westrutber  on  the  north  ;  Gordon 
and  Westrutber  on  the  east  ;  Earlston  on  the  south  ;  and  the  de- 
tached part  of  Lauder  parish,  and  Melrose,  in  Roxburghshire, 
on  the  went.  Its  greatest  length  is  over  5  miles,  its  greatest 
breadth  about  4  miles,  and  its  total  area,  according  to  the  Ord- 
nance Survey,  is  8817  and  one-tenth  acres  ;  107  of  which  are  oc- 
cupied by  public  and  private  roads,  and  27£  are  under  water. 
''The  greater  part  of  the  parish  lies  high,  the  northern  part  espe- 
cially, which  may  be  described  as  forming  with  "Westrutber  on 
the  east,  a  table  land  of  considerable  elevation.  The  surface 
of  this  portion  is  not  level,  but  consists  of  three  ridges  of  hills, 
with  high  valleys  intervening — the  two  southernmost  of  these 
ridges,  Btretcbing  from  east  to  west,  and  the  northern,  striking 
off  from  them,  in  a  northerly  direction,  and  terminating  in  a 
round  massive  height,  named  Boon  Hill,  which  rises  1070  feet 
above  the  level  of  the  sea.  The  aoutbern  part  of  the  parish  is 
entirely  occupied  by  Leaerwood  Hill,  which  rises  to  the  height 
of  about  1000  feet.  The  Boil  varies  considerably,  but  the  greater 
part  of  the  parish  is  under  a  high  state  of  cultivation.  The 
Leader,  which  is  a  good  fishing  water,  skirts  the  parish  on  the 
west ;  the  Eden,  here  quite  a  burn,  takes  its  rise  on  the  farm  of 
Boon.  There  are  in  the  parish  the  remains  of  two  towers — 
Oorsbie  and  Whitslaid — and  traces  of  two  British  encampments. 
The  climate  though  cold  and  unsheltered  is  not  unhealthy. 
Near  the  centre  of  the  parish,  on  a  tributary  of  the  Leader,  is 
the  Biuall  hamlet  of  Legerwood.  The  parish  charch,  manse,  and 
school  house  are  here.  Earlston  is  the  nearest  town  and  railway 
station  for  passengers,  and  is  distant  from  the  bamlet  about  3 
miles.  Fans-loan-end,  for  goods  and  minerals,  is  only  2  miles 
distant.  Between  Fans-loan-end  and  Earlston  stations  the 
Berwickshire  railway  cuts  acroBS  the  extreme  south  point  of 
the  parish. 

The  population  of  the  parish  by  the  census  of  1861  waB  599  ; 
who  constituted  97  separate  families,  1  of  whom  was  returned 
as  living  in  a  house  having  no  window,  57  in  houses  of  one 
window,  25  in  houses  of  two  windows,  and  the  balance  (14)  in 
houaeB  of  three  or  more  windows.

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GORDON. 


An  agricultural  parish,  in  tbe  western  district  of  the  Merse, 
— bounded  on  the  north-west  by  Westruther  ami  Legerwood, 
on  the  east  by  Greenlaw,  on  the  south  by  Earlston  and  Hume, 
and  on  the  west  by  Legerwood.  Its  extreme  length  is  over 
6  miles  from  east,  to  west,  and  its  greatest  breadth  from 
north  to  south  is  4£  miles.  The  general  outline  is  an  irregular 
square.  The  area  of  the  parish,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Sur- 
rey, iB nearly  9739  acres;  of  which  105  are  occvipied  by  roads, 
nearly  2G  are  under  water,  and  of  the  remainder  about  one- 
fourth  consists  of  unreclaimed  moor.  That  part  of  it  which  is 
arable  is  under  a  high  state  of  cultivation.  The  parish  lies 
high,  but  none  of  the  rising  grounds  are  entitled  to  the  name 
of  hills.  The  atmosphere  is  clear  aud  salubrious,  owing  to  the 
general  high  situation.  The  parish  of  Gordon  was  formerly  the 
residence  of  tbe  noble  family  of  tbeaame  name.*  When  tbey 
removed  to  their  possessions  in  the  north  they  seem  to  have 
transferred  some  of  tbe  names  of  their  former  possessions  to 
the  new.  Greenknowe  Tower  is  the  only  ruin  of  any  interest 
in  the  parish  ;  it  stands  in  a  hollow  at  the  foot  of  tbe  hill,  on 
which  is  built  the  village  of  Gordon.  Nothing  now  remains 
but  the  walls,  which,  however,  are  very  entire.  Green- 
knowe was  tbe  residence  of  a  zealous  covenanter  of  the  name 
of  Pringle.  The  Eden  water,  the  only  one  of  importance 
in  the  parish,  divides  from  north  to  south  into  two  nearly 
equal  parts ;  the  trout  fishing  in  it  is  excellent,  but  it  is 
partly  restricted.  The  Blackadder  skirts  the  parish  for 
about  a  mile  at  its  southern  extremity,  and  is  here  a  good 

*  "  Now  represented  by  the  Duke  of  Richmond  and  Lennox  and  the 
Marquis  of  Huntley,  the  male  line  of  Gordon  (of  this  family)terminat- 
ing  in  an  heiress,  who,  by  marriage,  carried  the  estates  into  a  branch 
of  the  Setons;  the  new  line  adopted  the  name  of  Gordon.  They 
acquired  the  Marquisate  of  Huntley,  and  subsequently  the  Dukedom 
of  Gordon  ;  but  the  latter  title  has  become  extinct,  most  of  the  estates 
passing  to  the  Duke  of  Richmond  and  Lennox,  nephew  of  the  late 
Duke ;  while  the  title  of  Huntley  devolved  on  a  collateral  of  the 
Gordon-Seton  line.  The  territory  of  Gordon  (in  Berwickshire)  was 
anciently  of  great  extent,  and  included  Gordon,  Faunys,  Fogo,  Huntly, 
Melowistanes  and  (in  Roxburghshire)  the  barony  of  Stichell.  They 
seem  to  have  settled  about  Gordon  in  the  eleventh  or  twelfth  century ; 
in  the  fourteenth  century  they  began  to  acquire  possessions  in  the 
north,  from  which  date  their  interest  and  possessions  in  Berwickshire 
gradually  decreased  (see  Chirnside  parish,  p.  626,  for  the  only  instance 
of  a  Gordon  estate  now  in  the  district).

fishing  water— trouts  large  and  of  excellent  quality,  but  not 
plentiful ;  it  requires  fine  tackle ;  and  from  here  downward 
do  water  requires  greater  care  on  the  part  of  the  angler, 
to  whose  Bport  there  is  here  no  restriction.  For  some  miles, 
both  above  and  below,  where  tbe  Blackadder  skirts  the  parish, 
the  district  through  which  it  windB  is  very  lonely;  with  the 
exception  of  a  single  farm  house  or  shepherd's  cottage  there  is 
no  sign  of  human  life.  The  turnpike  road  from  Dunseto  Earl- 
ston, and  one  of  the  old  coach  roads  from  Edinburgh  to  Kelso, 
pass  through  the  pariah,  crossing  each  other  at  right  angles  in 
the  centre  of  the  village. 

The  only  village  in  the  parish  is  Gordon,*  already  named  ; 
it  occupies  the  summit  of  a  hill  near  the  Eden.  It  coneista 
of  one  long  street,  in  which  are  Borne  very  good  shops  and 
houses.  The  population  is  for  the  most  part  agricultural. 
Gordon  has  now  a  station  quite  close  to  it,  on  tbe  Berwickshire 
brunch  of  the  North  British  Railway.  From  the  increased 
facilities  thus  opened  up,  the  parish  and  village  may  be  ey.peoted 
to  reap  considerable  advantages.  The  village  is  surrounded 
with  small  enclosures,  the  property  of  the  villagers;  at  the 
foot  of  the  hill,  on  which  Gordon  Btands,  is  a  very  extensive 
mosB,  from  which  peats  to  a  very  large  extent  are  dug  Gor- 
don is  8  miles  from  Kelso,  5  from  Greenlaw,  and  6  from 
Earlston.     Kelso  is  the  nearest  market  and  post  town. 

The  population  of  the  parish  in  1861  was  931,  who  consti- 
tuted 186  separate  families;  of  whom  39  were  returned  as  in- 
habiting houses  of  one  window,  57  in  houses  of  two  windows, 
and  the  remainder  (36)  as  inhabiting  houses  of  three  or  more 
windows.

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GREENLAW. 


The  parish  of  Greenlaw  lies  almost  io  the  centre  of  the  Merse. 
It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  LongformacUB,  on  tbe  east  by 
Polwarth,  Fogo,  and  Eccles,  on  tbe  south  by  Eccles  and 
Hume,  and  on  the  west  by  Gordon  and  Westrutber.  ItB 
length  N.W.  by  S.E.  is  about  8  miles,  aud  itB  average  breadth 
is  leas  than  3  miles;  the  total  area  of  the  whole  parisb,  ac- 
cording to  the  OrdnaDce  Survey,  is  12, 2U0-J  acres  :  of  these 
1214  are  occupied  by  public  and  private  roads,  and  51  are  under 
water.  "  The  surface  of  tbe  parish  is  generally  level,  but  in 
the  north-west  it  is  beatby  and  moorish.  In  the  upper  part 
of  the  parish  a  gravelly  ridge,  about  50  feet  wide  and  30  or  40 
feet  high,  called  tbe  *Kaimes,'  crosses  the  moor,  extending 
nearly  2  miles  in  length.  On  the  north  of  tbis  ridge  the  ground 
iB  boggy,  and  oo  the  south  of  it  is  Dugden  Mobs,  about  500 
acres  iu  extent."  Tbe  Blackadder,  which  is  carefully  pre- 
served over  most  other  parts  of  itB  course,  intersects  the  parish 
for  nearly  5  miles,  and  here  is  free  to  tbe  anglor;  on  itB  banks 
are  extensive  quarries  of  red  sandstone,  from  which  was  built  the 
railway  bridge  at  Leader  foot,  and  most  of  tbe  stones  required 
on  the  Dunse  and  Earlston  Railway  were  procured  from  them 
{see  p.  468).  The  climate  is  generally  good— mild  in  the  south- 
ern part  of  the  parish  ;  but  in  tbe  uortbern  part  tbe  winds  in 
autumn  and  spring  are  keen  and  penetrating.  Near  the  centre 
of  the  parish  is  the  small  town  of  Greenlaw  (of  800  inhabitants), 
the  county  town  of  Berwickshire,  situated  iu  a  valley  on  tbe 
north  bank  of  the  Blackadder,  and  consisting  of  an  extensive 
square  from  which  diverge  three  or  four  sbort  streets,  contain- 
ing a  few  good  houses  and  shops,  and  a  very  handsome  county 
inn.  Iu  the  square  are  also  the  old  county  buildings  and  jail ; 
to  tbe  west  of  tbe  town  a  new  and  commodious  county  jail  has 
been  erected,  and  new  county  buildings  have  lately  been  erected 
at  Dunse,  Being  near  the  centre  of  tbe  shire,  it  was,  by  Act 
of  Parliament,  in  16U6,  ordained  bead  burgh  of  the  county,  but 
by  an  Act  lately  passed,  part  of  its  privileges  was  transferred 
to  Dunse,  wbere  most  of  the  county  officials  reside,  and  some 
of  the  courts  are  beld.  Greenlaw  is  36  miles  from  Edinburgb, 
21  from  Berwick,  10  from  Kelso,  and  8  lrorn  Dunse.  It  has 
a  railway  station  on  the  Berwickshire  branch  of  the  North 
British  line. 

Pairs— Half-yearly,  on  2'2d  May  and  last  Thursday  of  Oc- 
tober, principally  for  the  sale  of  cows ;  they  are  only  of  local 


importance.  No  other  fairs  for  Greenlaw  exist,  although  several 
appear  in  tbe  different  almanacs. 

According  to  the  census  of  1861,  the  population  of  the  entire 
parisb  was  1371 ;  who  constituted  318  separate  families,  111  of 
wbom  were  returned  as  living  in  houses  of  one  window,  89  in 
houses  of  two  windows,  and  tbe  large  proportion  of  118  as  living 
in  houseH  of  three  and  more  windows.

DUNSE. 


This  is  an  irregularly  shaped  parish,  extending  from  the  Lam- 
mermoor  Hills  southwardiuto  the  rich  fertile  valeof  theMerse. 
Iu  leugth  it  is  about  6  miles  from  north  to  sooth,  aud  its  mean 
breadth  is  ahout  3^  miles.  T<  e  area  of  the  pariah,  according 
to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  is  11,474£  acrps,  of  which  78^  acres 
are  annVr  water,  120  at  e  roads,  public  aud  private,  and  24]  are 
u-,cupied  by  the  railway.  The  uorthern  part  into  which  the 
sou'-beru  ridi:e  of  the  L^mmermoors  extends,  consists  of  rough 
hilly  pasture,  uufit  for  cultivation.  Here  Cockburu  Law,  the 
highest  hill  in  the  parish,  rises  to  1065  feet.  The  remainder 
ot  the  parish  is  ieitile  and  highly  cultivated.  The  Blackadder 
and  Whitadder,  both  of  which  skirt  the  parish  for  a  consider- 
able distance,  abouud  in  trout  of  a  very  fine  quality.  Salmon 
ascend  the  Whitadder  in  considerable  numbers,  but  are  seldom 
seen  in  the  Blackadder.  The  former  of  those  streams  is  free  to 
the  angler;  the  latter  is  partly  restricted. 

Near  the  centre  of  the  parish  is  the  town  of  Dunsf,  with  a 
population  of  2256 — a  burgh  of  barony,  a*d  the  principal  town 
iu  Berwickshire.  It  lies  nearly  iu  the  centre  of  the  county,  on 
a  fine  plain,  under  the  skirts  of  Dun --e  Law,  a  beautiful  hill, 
which  rises  to  the  height  of  700  feet.  The  to  vn  is  of  great  an 
tiquity  aud  was  frequently  destroyed  iu  the  Border  wars.  Jt 
now  contaius  a  number  of  excellent  shops  and  houses,  an  elegant 
town  hall,  which  stands  iu  the  centre  of  the  Market  Piace,  acorn 
exchange  and  new  county  buildings  in  Newtown  Street.  The 
suburbs  are  very  pretty,  and  contain  several  handsome  villa 
residences;  about  half  a  mile  to  the  north  is  Dunse  CASTLE, 
the  seat  of  Mr  Hay,  a  splendid  modern  mansion  in  the  castel- 
lated style.  The  grounds  surrounding  Dunse  Castle  are  very 
beautiful,  and  contain  an  aitificial  loch  of  small  dimensions, 
which  is  well  stocked  with  tench,  perch,  and  eels,  and  at  certain, 
seasons,  is  greatly  frequented  by  wild  fowl.  Dunse  has 
beeu  the  birth-place  of  several  eminent  men,  among  wbom 
were  the  Rev.  Thomas  Boston,  author  of  the  "  Fourfold  State" 
and  other  works;  Abraham  Robertson,  LL.D.,  Regius  pro- 
fessor of  astronomy  at  Oxford;  Thomas  M  'Orie,  D.D.,  the 
historian;  and  Jobs  Black,  late  editor  of  the  Morning  Chro- 
ri'di-;  and  it  is  generally  acknowledged  that  here  Joannes 
Duns  Scotus  was  born  in  1274.  The  house  where  Boston  was 
born  still  exists  in  Newtown  Street,  where  a  tablet  in  the  wall 
points  it  out.*  The  town  is  governed  by  a  baron  bailie;  the 
feuars  manage,  by  a  council  of  nine,  the  property  vested  in  them;

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and  the  police  commissioners  superintend  the  business  of  light- 
ing, paving,  cleaning,  etc.,  and  other  matters  connected  with 
the  burgh. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  town  may  be  regarded  as  very 
good.  Epidemic  fevers  in  the  form  of  typhus  are  rare;  and 
the  district  altogether  will  vie  with  themost  favoured  localities 
in  this  respect.  It  must  be  confessed,  however,  that  the  death 
rate  of  the  parish,  as  bIiowu  by  the  Registrar-General's  returns, 
is  unfavourable — see  Table.  The  town  is  well  supplied  with 
water. 

The  North  British  Railway  Company  is  progressing  rapidly 
with  its  DuDse  extension  hue  to  Newtown,  St.  Boswell's. 
It  is  now  open  as  far  as  Earlston,  and,  when  finished,  will,  fr<  m 
the  facility  of  communication  with  England,  prove  of  immense 
benefit  to  the  towti  aud  district.

Fairs*—  Cattle,  Sheep,  and  Horses,  first  Thursday  of  June. 
This  fair  is  the  oldest,  aud  for  long  was  the  most  important  in 
Dunse.  Owing  to  the  establishment  of  the  nmnthly  cattle 
markets  it  has  greatly  decreased  within  the  last  eight  or  ten 
years,  bat  it  is  still  an  important  fair,  and  excites  a  general 
interest.  It  is  of  a  very  miscellaneous  character;  the  cattle 
shown  being  of  all  kinds — fat,  feeding,  grazing,  and  generally  a 
few  lots  of  Irish  ;  sheep — fat  and  lean  clipper),  ditto  rough — bred, 
half-bred,  aud  blackfaced;  cows  — a  plentiful  supply  of  good 
and  ind  fferent ;  horses — generally  a  .-mall  and  inferior  supply. 

Lambs,  Wool,  and  Cattle,  second  Tuesday  of  July.  The 
lambs  exhibited  are  principally  three-parts  and  half-bred 
Leicesters ;  very  few  cattle  are  shown  of  any  kind  ;  the 
wool  sold  is  of  a  very  miscellaneous  description  —  including 
Leicester,  Cheviot,  and  black-face  ).  1  his  fair  is  attended  by 
a  gouil  number  of  wool  merchants  from  the  south.  The  sale  of 
lambs,  &c,  begins  early  ;  that  of  wool  about  2  p.m. 

Cattle,  Lambs,  and  II,  rse,  and  for  Hiring  of  Shearers  (hence 
the  name  of  Hook  fair,  by  which  it  is  known) — 26th  August,  or 
Tuesday  after  when  the  date  falls  on  a  Saturday,  Sunday,  or 
Monday.  The  most  important  feature  of  'his  fair  is  a  sale  of 
tups  by  auction  at  its  termination.    The  show  of  horses  in  gene-

rally  good,  but,  as  it  invariably  happens,  the  demand  for  them 
is  dull.  In  cattle,  "  no  business  of  note"  occurred  at  the  market 
of  1864  ;  and  lambs  showed  a  falling  off  from  the  previous  year. 

Ev:e  Tryst,  third  Thursday  of  September.  Ibis  is  probably 
the  most  important  fair  in  Berwiekthire ;  and  being  the  first 
of  the  ewe  fairs  in  the  district,  its  transactions  are  regarded 
with  considerable  general  interest.  Ewes — half  and  three- 
parts  bred  Leicesters,  and  Cheviots  are  the  stock  mostly  showD  ; 
lambs  of  the  Bame  kinds  follow  in  importance,  then  grazing 
cattle.  After  the  fair,  in  the  afternoon,  an  important  district 
tup  sale  takes  place;  at  the  fair  of  1864,  61  Leicester  rams 
wtre  thus  sold. 

Cattle  $$c.,  17th  November,  or  Tuesday  after  when  that  date 
falls  on  a  Satu-day,  Sunday,  or  Monday.  For  the  sale  of 
wintering  cattle  (principally  stirks  aid  two-year  olds)  and 
horses,  and  w  hen  a  small  and  irregular  trade  in  Iambs  and 
sheep  takes  place. 

According  to  the  census  of  1861,  the  population  of  the  entire 
parish  of  Dunse  was  3595 ;  who  constituted  857  separate 
families,  3  of  whom  were  returned  as  living  in  houses  having 
no  window,  315  in  houses  of  one  window,  225  in  houses  of 
two  windows,  leaving  314  (or  rather  leBs  than  two-fifths)  livin« 
in  houses  of  three  or  more  windows.

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LANGTON. 


This  pariah  lies  partly  in  the  Merge  and  partly  among  the 
LammermoorB,  a  range  of  which,  called  Langton  Edge,  runs 
through  its  northern  part  from  east  to  west.  Langton  is 
bounded  on  the  north  by  Longformaeus  and  DunBe,  on  the 
east  by  Dunse  and  Edrom ;  on  the  south  by  Polwarth,  Fogo, 
and  Edrom;  and  on  the  west  by  Polwarth  and  Longformaeus. 
Its  greatest  length  pointing  N.  W.  is  over  6  miles,  and  breadth 
over  3  miles.  Its  area,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey, 
is  nearly  7151  acres,  of  which  58  acres  are  occupied  by  roads, 
and  nearly  12  acres  are  under  water.  The  northern  half  of  the 
parish  is  used  as  pasture  land,  and  some  of  the  hills  in  this 
portion  have  a  considerable  elevation — Harden  Hill  is  1056 
feet,  BlackBmill,  905  feet;  the  remainder  varying  from  500 
to  900  feet  in  height.  The  lower  part  of  the  parish  has  a 
fertile  soil,  and  is  all  well  cultivated  and  finely  enclosed. 
The  atmosphere  is  clear,  and  the  climate  is  healthy.  There 
are  one  or  two  small  hill  streams  in  the  parish,  but  none 
of  any  size.  There  is  one  village  in  the  parish — Gavinton, 
so  called  in  honour  of  Mr.  Gavin,  maternal  grandfather  of 
the  late  Marquis  of  Breadalbane,  who  built  the  village  in 
1760,  to  supersede  the  ancient  village  of  Langton,  which  Btood 
half-a-mile  to  the  north.  The  village  is  a  neat  place,  and  laid 
out  on  a  regular  plan.  In  the  immediate  neighbourghood  of 
Gavinton,  Bituated  on  the  Langton  burn,  and  surrounded  by 
extensive  woods,  is  Langton  House,  a  grand  edifice  in  course 
of  erection  ;  commenced  in  1862  by  the  late  Marquis  of  Bread- 
albane, after  designs  by  David  Bryce,  Esq.,  R.S.A.  It  will  con- 
tain, in  virtue  of  a  special  bequest  by  his  lordship,  a  Bplendid 
gallery  of  pictures,  which  he  recommended  his  heirs  to  allow 
to  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  lovers  of  art.  Nearest  market 
town  to  the  village  is  Dunse,  distance  2  miles  north-east,  where 
is  also  the  nearest  railway  station;  the  nearest  railway  station 
in  the  west  or  Earlston  direction  is  at  Marchmont,  a  little 
over  2  miles.

Earl  ot  Breadalbane,  in  the  peerage  of  Scotland.

EDROM. 


This  parish  lies  aloDg  the  south  bank  of  the  "Whitadder.  Its 
general  outline  is  irregular,  its  greatest,  length  S.W.  by  N.E., 
is  8  miles;  greatest  breadth  at  its  southern  boun  lary  6  miles. 
Its  boundaries  are — on  the  north  tbe  parishes  of  Bunkle  and 
Chirnside  ;  on  the  east  Hutton  ;  on  the  Boutb  Whitsnme,  Swin- 
ton, aad  Fogo  ;  and  on  tbe  west  Dunse.  The  total  area  of  the 
parish,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  is  9634^  acres  ;  of 
which  19£  are  occupied  by  railway,  Dearly  152  by  roads,  public 
and  private,  and  about  89£  are  under  water ;  the  remainder, 
except  what  is  laid  out  in  beautiful  plantations,  consists  mainly 
of  arable  land  in  a  high  state  of  cultivation.  Immense  boulders 
are  scattered  about  in  the  alluvial  soil.  On  the  estate  of  Kim- 
merghame, there  is  a  shell  marl  bog  of  considerable  extent. 
The  climate  throughout  the  parish  is  good.  The  Whitadder 
which  skirts  tbe  parish  on  the  north,  and  the  Blackadder, 
which,  after  cutting  the  parish  in  two,  falls  into  the  Whitadder, 
abound  in  good  trout.  Salmon  and  sea  trout  also  are  plentiful 
in  tbe  Whitadder — angliog  restricted. 

The  mansion-house  on  the  estate  of  Broomhouse  was  built 
in  1813,  on  the  site  of  an  ancient  castle  of  the  same  name. 
Several  skeletons  were  found  in  digging  the  foundations.  The 
mansioB-house  of  Nisbet  is  a  6ne  old  building  iD  the  castel- 
lated form.  Kimmerghame,  on  the  banks  of  tbe  Blackadder, 
is  a  fine  edifice,  erected  by  the  present  proprietor  in  1851,  after 
a  design  by  David  Bryce,  Esq.,  R.S.A.  At  BLACKADDER 
House  there  is  a  fine  conservatory,  built  in  the  form  of  a  Gothic 
chapel,  the  frame-work  of  which  is  entirely  of  cast-iron,  and 
part  of  the  glass  beautifully  stained.  The  situation  of  Edrom: 
House  and  tbe  parish  church  is  very  beautiful. 

The  hamlet  of  Edrom — *' a  place  of  much  antiquity" — is  situ- 
ated on  the  Whitadder  near  the  south-western  extremity  of  the 
parish.  Here  are  the  parish  church,  manse,  and  school-house  ; 
and  close  at  hand  is  Edrom  House  (already  noticed).  The  dis- 
tance south  east,  of  Edrom  from  Dunse,  is  about  3£  miles.  Two- 
and-a-half  mileB  east  from  the  hamlet  of  Edrom,  and  about  5 
from  Dunse,  situated  at  the  junction  of  tbe  Blackadder  and 
Whitadder  is  the  village  of  Allanton.  Near  Allanton  is 
Chirnside  Bridge  paper  mill,  used  for  the  manufacture  of  the 
highest  class  of  printing  and  plate  papers.  The  DuDse  branch 
of  the  North  British  Railway  crosses  the  parish,  and  has  a 
station  about  balf-a-mile  east  from  the  hamlet  of  Edrom. 
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Population  of  the  pariah  in  1861,  1592,  who  composed  301 
families ;  of  whom  78  were  returned  aa  liviDg  in  houses  with 
one  window,  and  127  in  houses  with  two  windows,  leaving  96 
living  in  houaes  of  three  or  more  windows.

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WHITSOME. 


This  parish,  entirely  agri cultural,  is  situated  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  Merse.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Edroni,  on 
the  east  by  Hutton,  on  the  south  by  Ladykirk  and  Swinton, 
and  on  the  west  by  Swinton  and  Edrom.  It  measures,  east  by 
west,  4f  miles  long,  and  is  2|  broad.  It  oontaius,  according  to 
the  Ordnance  Survey,  4896f  acres  ;  of  which  over  75i  are  occu- 
pied by  public  and  private  roads,  and  little  more  than  1  is  under 
water.  The  easterly  and  northerly  parts  of  the  parish  are 
generally  flat ;  a  belt  of  low  land  also  stretches  along  the  course 
of  the  Leetf  (which  rises  in  the  parish),  while  an  undulating  sur- 
face diversifies  the  remainder.  Hilton  churchyard,!  which  lies 
about  a  mile  east  from  the  village,  is  the  highest  point  in  "  the 
How  of  the  Merse."  The  parish  has  everywhere  the  beautifully 
enclosed  and  richly  cultivated  appearance  which  so  generally 
distinguishes  the  district.  The  road  from  Berwick  to  Dunse, 
and  the  north  road  from  Berwick  to  Kelso,  both  traverse  the 
parish.  There  is  but  one  small  village  in  the  parish — "Whit- 
some,  which  is  exactly  in  the  centre,  and  contains  93  inhabitants. 
At  short  intervals  to  the  westward  of  the  village  are  the  school- 
house,  oburch,  and  manse.  Whitsome  is  10  miles  from  Ber- 
wick, 9  from  Coldstream,  15  from  Kelso,  6£  from  Dunse,  and 
4  from  Chirneide,

This  parish  is  situated  in  the  midst  of  the  Lammermoor  Hills, 
la  shape  it  is  irregular,  and  is  cut  into  two  by  a  detached  por- 
tion of  the  parish  of  Longformacns ;  it  has  also,  lying  quite 
detached  in  the  north  of  Cockburnspatb  parish,  another  small 
portion.  Its  average  length  is  Si  by  2J  miles  broad ;  and  it 
contains,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  nearly  4827  acres, 
including  all  the  portions.*  Its  boundaries  are — on  the  north, 
the  parishes  of  Innerwick  in  Haddingtonshire,  and  Oldham- 
etocks  and  Cockburnspatb  in  Berwickshire;  on  the  east,  Cold- 
ingham  and  Bunkle  ;  on  the  south  Bunkle  and  Dunse;  and  on 
the  west  Longformacus.  Though  in  the  Lammermoor  district, 
none  of  the  remarkable  elevations  of  that  range  are  in  the 
parish.  The  higher  grounds  rise  to  a  height  of  300  or  400 
feet  above  the  level  of  the  plains ;  while  Abbey  Hill  and  Barn- 
side  Hill  (respectively  943  and  865  feet  above  the  sea  level) 
are  the  most  elevated  points.  In  the  higher  parts  of  the  parish, 
tbe  surface  is  for  the  most  part  barren,  and  covered  with  coarse 
heathy  pasture.  Tbe  lower  grounds,  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
the  small  streams  which  drain  the  parish,  are  generally  fertile 
and  well  cultivated.  The  Whitadder,  here  a  considerable 
stream,  winds  through  the  parish  in  an  easterly  direction,  and 
is  fed  by  numerous  hill  streams.  It  abounds  in  trout  of  the 
best  quality.  The  banks  are  beautifully  wooded  to  a  consider- 
able height.  The  roads  are  generally  narrow  and  in  some  places 
steep,  but  are  kept  in  tolerable  repair.  In  a  beautiful  valley, 
watered  by  the  Whitadder,  lies  the  hamlet  of  Abbey  St. 
Bathans,  sheltered  on  every  side  by  finely  wooded  hilU.  A  fine 
wood  and  iron  bridge,  suspended  on  strong  stone  piers,  spans 
the  broad  channel  of  the  Whitadder,  and  forms  a  pleaBing  object 
in  tbe  landscape.  On  the  south  side  of  the  water  are  the  old 
parish  church,  the  manse  on  the  height  above  among  the  trees, 
the  farm-house,and  farther  to  the  east,  Abbey  St.  Bathans 
HOUSE,  an  elegant  building  in  the  cottage  style,  lately  erected  ; 
while  on  the  other  side,  the  school  and  school-house  stand  in  a 
pleasant  situation,  where  a  little  stream  joins  the  Whitadder. 
The  east  and  north  walls  of  the  church  are  the  only  remains  of 
the  anoient  abbey,  from  which  the  parish  took  its  name.  The 
style  of  architecture  is  that  of  the   13th  century.     On  the

CRANSHAWS. 


A  pastoral  and  thinly  populated  parish  in  the  northern  part 
of  the  county,  and  in  the  heart  of  the  Lammermoor  hills. 
It  consists  of  two  distinct  pieces  of  the  county,  separated  by 
the  parish  of  Longformacus;  the  northern  part  is  in  shape 
pentagonal,  measuring  over  2  miles  in  every  drection — this 
part  is  bounded  on  the  south  and  east  by  LoDgformacas.  All 
its  other  boundaries  are  in  Haddingtonshire.  The  southern  part 
is  of  an  irregular  shape,  measuring  about  5  miles  long,  by  2  miles 
broad — this  part  is  bounded  by  Longformacus  parish  for  fully 
two-thirds  of  its  circumference;  its  other  third,  south  and 
Buutb*west,  is  bounded  by  Westruther  and  Lauder  respectively 
— over  more  then  half  its  length  towards  the  west,  but  gradu- 
ally expanding  to  a  breadth  of  over  3  miles  at  its  eastern 
boundary.  The  total  area  of  both  portions,  is  8738£  acres  ;*  of 
this  8£  acreB  are  in  roads,  and  30£  are  under  water;  the  re- 
mainder, with  the  exception  of  about  900  acres,  which  are  under 
cultivation,  consists  of  hills  belonging  to  the  Lammermoor 
range.  Some  of  these  hills  have  a  considerable  elevation. 
The  principal  of  them,  Cranabaws  Hill,  in  the  northern  division 
of  the  parish,  is  1245  feet  high.  The  northern  peak  of  this  hill, 
known  as  the  Doglaw,  is  1049  feet,  the  southern  peak,  or 
Mainslaughterlaw,  1381  ;  and  in  the  southern  and  larger  part 
are  DunBide  Hill,  1298 ;  Scarlaw,  1185  ;  and  Blyth  Edge, 
partly  in  the  parish,  1522.  The  climate  is  cold  and  damp,  being 
subject  to  very  dense  fogs,  especially  in  the  spring  and  autumu 
months,  but  it  is  decidedly  salubrious.  The  only  streams 
of  any  size  are  the  Whitadder,  which  bounds  the  northern 
portion  of  the  parish,  and  the  Dye,  which  boundB  the  southern 
portion.  Both  streams  unite  a  little  to  the  south-east,  in  Long- 
formacus parish.  The  "Whitadder  and  its  tributaries  at  thiB 
point  swarm  with  small  trout  ;  fishing  begioB  late ;  worm  is  the 
best  lure.  The  waters  of  the  Dye,  which  rises  in  Longformacus 
parish,  are  famous  for  small  trout. f  CBANSHAWS  CASTLE, 
once  a  hold  of  the  Douglasses,  is  in  the  northern  portion  of 
the  parish,  the  property  of  the  Earl  of  Morton.     The  parish

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COCKBURNSPATH 


This  pariah  ie  situated  in  UieN.W.  part  of  Berwickshire.  It  is 
bounded  on  the  north  by  the  German  Ocean,  on  the  west  by 
East  Lothian,  on  the  south  by  Abbey  St.  Bathans,  aLd  un  the 
east  by  CoJdingbam.  In  outline  the  parish  may  be  described 
as  very  nearly  a  square  of  4.}  miles;  although  its  greatest 
length  is  nearly  7£  miles.  The  total  area,  according  to  the 
Ordnance  Survey,  is  12,951$  acreB ;  of  which  81|  are  in  roads, 
18^  are  under  water,  50£  are  occupied  bv  thu  railway  (the 
North  British)  and  231£  are  "  Fore  Shore." 

"The  general  aspect  of  the  parish  is  varied  and  uneven, 
being  diversified  by  hill  and  dale,  and  intersected  by  occasional 
deep  and  picturesque  ravines,  through  each  of  which  a  little 
river  works  its  troubled  way  into  the  sea.  But  though  thus 
generally  uneven,  a  very  marked  distinction  in  point  of  scenery 
is  apparent:  that  part  of  the  parish  lying  nearest  to  the  sea 
being  arable  and  highly  cultivated,  while,  as  it  recedes  from 
the  coast  it  becomes  more  billy  and  is  principally  adapted  for 
pasture.  Tbis  latter  division  may  be  considered  aa  a  continua- 
tion of  the  range  of  hills  known  aa  the  Lammermoors,  tbe 
north-east  of  which  terminates  a  little  beyond  the  boundaries 
of  tbis  parish,  in  the  bold  rocky  promontory  of  St.  Abbs"  (see 
Coldingham).  The  general  appearance  of  this  hilly  tract  is 
smooth  and  rounded,  the  hills  rise  from  500  to  700  feet,  and  in 
one  instance(Ecclaw  Hill)  to  909  feet;  and  theseare  intersected 
by  deep  valleys,  some  of  them  very  picturesque.  The  most 
remarkable  of  these  valleys  are — Douglass  Dean,  which  is  here 
the  boundary  betweeu  the  counties  of  Berwickand  Haddington, 
and  is  crossed  by  a  magnificent  railway  viaduct  of  six  arches,  of 
which  the  one  that  spans  the  Dean  is  124-1-  feet  in  height  from 
the  bed  of  the  stream  to  the  top  of  the  parapet,  and  has  a  span 
of  135  feet.  This,  with  tbe  exception  of  the  celebrated  viaduct 
at  Ballochmyle  in  Ayrshire,  is  the  loftiest  and  greatest  in  Scot- 
land.* The  whole  work  is  executed  in  the  most  substantial 
manner,  and  forms  an  object  of  great  architectural  beauty; 
the  scenic  effect  being  heightened  by  the  presence  of  two  other 
bridges  over  the  Dean,  one  on  each  side,  ou  the  old  and  new 
roads,  and  by  tbe  picturesque  accessories  of  wood  and  water. 
The  Tower  Dean,  so  named  from  an  old  castle  over-hanging  it ; 

*  The  viaduct  of  Balloirhmyle  has  a  span  of  1S4  feet  an.3  a  height 
of  103  The  span  ot  Chester  bridge  over  the  Dee  is  200  feet,  and  is 
probably  the  greatest  stone  arch  in  Britain,  but  its  want  of  height, 
by  throwing  it  out  of  proportion,  mars  its  effect  and,  besides,  gives  it  an 
a;ipearauce  of  weakness. 


Edmond's  Dean  ;  and  tbe  Pease  or  Peath's  Dean,  the  most  re- 
markable of  all,  from  its  great  depth  and  bold  rocky  heights 
which  rise  ou  either  side.  Across  this  gleu  or  ravine  is  the  Pease 
Bridge.  This  bridge,  built  iu  1786,  is  300  feet  in  length,  15 
feet  wide,  and  127  teet  in  height  above  the  stream  over  which 
it  passes,  and  was  long  celebrated  as  the  highest  bridge  in  Scot- 
land, and  for  any  thing  we  know  it  may  be  so  still.*  Ou  the 
eastern  slopes  of  the  high  ground  above  the  Pease  burn  is  pro- 
bably the  most  extensive  oaken  coppice  in  the  three  counties. 
Throughout  the  parish]  but  especially  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
deans  just  meutioued,  are  the  remains  of  many  British  camps. 
Besides  being  rich  in  natural  beauty,  along  the  sea-line  ot  the 
parish  occur  sume  very  interesting  and  striking  pieces  of  coast 
scenery.  Of  these,  one  of  the  most  picturesque  is  the  Cove 
Harbour,  situated  about  a  mile  from  the  village  of  Cock  bur  us- 
patb,  a  little  bay  sunounded  by  precipices  of  above  100  feet. 
* '  Various  other  very  interesting  coast  scenes  might  be  described, 
one  especially  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Redheugh  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  parish,  named  Siccar  poiut,  the  geological  pheno- 
mena of  which  are  celebrated.  The  natural  and  scientific 
beauties  of  this  place  have  been  rendered  accessible  to  strangers 
by  means  of  a  winding  foot  path  cut  along  the  sides  of  the  steep 
sea-bank.  Here  the  geological  appearances  are  remarkable  as  to 
strike  at  once,  even  those  who  are  least  acquainted  with  geology 
aa  a  science;  no  wonder,  therefore,  that  they  were  (bought  suffi- 
cient to  attract  at  one  time  three  of  the  most  eminent  men  of 
their  day — we  mean  Dr.  Hutton,  Profesbor  Playfair,  and  the 
late  Sir  James  Hall,  Bart,  of  Dunglasa."f  Near  to  Siccar 
point  are  the  ruins  of  St.  Helen's  Church — a  piece  of  simple 
Saxon  architecture,  supposed  to  have  been  erected  so  early  as 
the  seventh  century;  its  position,  in  a  field  not  far  from  the 
steep  sea  bauk.  commands  an  extensive  and  fascinating  view. 

Cockburnspath  is  well  provided  with  good  public  roads  which 
traveise  it  in  ali  directions.  In  the  north-west  of  the  parish, 
close  tu  the  North  British  Railway,  wbich  has  a  sta  ion  here, 
is  the  neat  little  village  of  Cockburnspath,  containing  261 
inhabitants.  Although  small,  it  is  of  considerable  importance 
to  the  neighbourhood,  there  being  no  town  of  any  consequence 
nearer  than  Dunbar  on  one  aide,  8  miles  off,  and  Dunae  and 
Ay(tun  on  the  other,  both  of  which  are  about  14  mites  distant. 
Its  distance  from  Edinburgh  by  rail  is  3G-J  miles;  Berwick  on- 
Tneed,  21  miles.

weed from  the  shore  ;  the  charter  was  granted  by  Sir  James  Hal], 
Bart,,  of  Dunglass  (Lord  of  the  Manor,  and  grandfather  of  the 
present  baronet),  and  to  this  date  the  rules  and  regulations  have 
been  strictly  enforced.  It  is  limited  to  the  Dunglass  barony,  and 
at  each  meeting  two  farmers  require  to  be  present.  Sea-weed 
being  very  much  used  for  manure  in  the  locality,  the  collecting 
and  driving  of  it  is  a  matter  of  importance.

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AYTON. 


This  parish,  situated  on  the  coast  of  Berwickshire,  is  about  4 
miles  long  by  4  broad.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the 
parishes  of  Eyemouth  and  Coldiagham,  on  the  east  by  the 
German  Ocean,  on  the  south  by  the  parishes  of  M'  rdiugtun 
and  Foulden,  and  on  the  west  by  Chirnside  and  ColdiDgham. 
The  eastern  boundary  of  the  parish  comprehends  about  2  miles 
of  a  bold  rocky  sea-coast,  which  at  one  place  rises  to  the  height 
of  339  feet.  The  south-western  part  of  the  parish  is  hilly,  the 
highest  point  being  Ayton  Hill,  654  feet,  above  sea-level.  In 
the  northern  part  of  the  parish  the  ground,  although  elevated, 
is  much  lower  than  in  tbe  southern.  The  area  of  the  parish, 
according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  is  6832  acres  ;  of  which  26k 
are  under  water  (£  of  an  acre  being  tidal),  96^  are  public 
roads,  37  are  occupied  by  the  railway,  and  nearly  106  consist 
of  "  foreshore."  The  remainder,  in  the  lower  districts  of  tbe 
parish,  is  under  the  highest  state  of  cultivation;  the  billy 
portions  are  covered  with  fine  plantations. 

The  streams  iu  the  parish  are — the  Eye,  which  skirts  at  first 
its  southern  boundary,  then  flowing  north  intersects  the  parish; 
and  the  Ale,  which,  before  joining  the  Eye,  skirts  the  boundary 
from  the  parish  of  Eyemouth.  Tbo  Eyecontainsa  few  trout 
of  good  quality;  the  scenery  on  its  banks  is  very  pretty  and 
varied.  'J  he  roads  to  Eyemouth  from  Ayton,  on  either  side 
of  the  Eye,  are  very  pleasing ;  and  there  are  some  fine  views 
to  be  had  from  Elemiugton,  Millerton,  and  Camp  Hills— all 
within  a  mile  from  the  village.  In  the  parish  are  some  British 
remains. 

Near  the  centre  of  tbe  parish,  and  situated  on  the  Eye,  is  the 
cleanly  and  pleasant  village  of  Ayton.  It  is  about  a  quarter 
of  a  mile  from  the  station  of  the  same  name,  on  the  North 
British  Railway.  It  is  very  regularly  built,  and  contains  a 
number  of  good  houses  and  shops.  Good  accommodation  is 
also  to  be  had  in  the  different  inns.  The  neighbourhood  of  the 
village  is  dotted  over  with  some  very  fine  residences— among 
which  are  Ayton  Castle,  the  seat  of  Alexander  Mitchell  Innes, 
Esq.,  occupying  nearly  the  Bite  of  the  ancient  castle,  which 
was  formerly  a  place  of  considerable  importance.  The  new 
building,  which  was  finished  in  1851,  is  a  splendid  mansion  in 
tbe  Scottish  Border  style,  beautifully  Bituated  in  the  midst  of 
fine  woods,  and  from  its  commanding  position,  forms  a  very 
prominent  object  in  the  landscape  {see  p.  468).     Gunsgreen 


House,  an  excellent  mansion,  is  situated  close  to  tbe  sea-side, 
at  a  short  distance  from  the  harbour  of  Eyemouth.  This  house 
is  said  to  have  been  built  by  a  wealthy  smuggler.  Nether- 
byres,  formerly  the  property  of  Captain  Brown,  whose  name 
is  well  known  in  connection  with  suspension  bridges,  now  the 
residence  of  John  R.  L'Amy,  Esq. 

A  new  parish  church  is  at  present  being  built  to  hold  750 
sitters.  The  site  is  the  field  between  the  toll  and  the  bridge, 
which  Mr.  Innes,  with  his  well  known  liberality,  haB  gifted 
for  the  purpose.  The  bnildiDg  is  to  be  in  the  pure  Gothic  style, 
richly  carved,  with  a  spire  1G0  feet  high,  and  to  have  painted 
windows  of  the  Nativity,  etc.  The  heritors  give  £1500,  and 
Mr.  Innes  contributes  the  remainder,  which  it  is  supposed  will 
cost  him  upwards  of  £3000 — in  all,  besides  the  field,  £4500. 
It  is  expected  to  be  opened  in  about  six  months  from  this  date 
(August  1865). 

About  21  miles  from  AytoD,  on  the  coast,  is  the  Bmall  fishing 
village  of  Burmuouth.  It  is  romantically  situated  in  a  deep 
cove  at  the  bottom  of  a  steep  ravine,  and  has  a  good  boat  har- 
bour ;  also  a  station  on  the  N.  B.  Railway.  The  fishery  is 
thriving,  and  consists  of  cod,  ling,  haddock,  whiting,  flounders, 
halybut,  turbot,  mackerel,  and  other  kinds,  which  are  sent  off 
to  the  English  markets. 

Ayton  is  about  7  miles  fiom  Berwick-on-Tweed,  and  about 
11  from  Dunse — with  both  of  which  there  is  communication 
by  rail,  the  North  British  line  intersecting  the  parish  from 
east  to  west.

FOGO. 


An  agricultural  parish  in  the  eastern  district  of  the  Meree, 
bounded  ou  the  north  by  Dunse  aud  Edrum,  on  tne  east  b? 
Swintou,  on  the  south  by  Eccles  and  Greenlaw  and  on  the  west 
by  Polwarth.  Its  greatest  length  is  5  miles,  and  average 
breadth  about  2  miles.  Its  area,  according  to  the  Ordnance 
Survey,  1b  46G8  4-5ih  acres,  of  which  9b"  are  in  public  or  private 
roads,  and  17  are  under  water.  The  remainder,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  what  is  laid  out  in  plantations,  is  under  a  high 
Btate  of  cultivation.  "The  surface  of  the  parish  may  be  de- 
scribed as  consisting  of  two  long  paiallel  ridges  of  small  eleva- 
tions separated  by  the  Blackadder— the  south  ridge  sloping 
gradually  into  a  level  of  considerable  breadth.  The  higher 
ground,  which  is  a  deep  black  loam,  is  the  most  valuable  and 
productive;  the  lower  and  flai,  ground  being  thinner,  aud 
having  a  tilly  and  stiff  bottom."  The  Blackadder,  which 
intersects  the  parish  about  half  its  length  in  a  north-easterly 
direction  and  then  bounds  it  from  Edrom,  is  here  a  good 
trout  fishing  stream,  free  to  the  angler.  Fogo  is  much  exposed 
during  the  spring  months  to  north  and  east  winds,  accompanied 
by  cold  chilling  fogs  or  rain.  The  climate  is,  however,  on  the 
whole,  good.  The  parish  is  intersected  by  good  turnpike  roads 
— that  from  Duuse  to  Coldstream  crossing  it  in  the  east,  aud 
that  from  Dunse  to  Kelso  passing  through  it  from  north  to  south. 
Iu  the  northern  part  of  the  parish,  situated  on  the  south  hank 
of  the  Blackadder,  is  the  small  hamlet  of  Fogo,  which  is  all  the 
appearance  of  a  village  in  the  parish.  It  consists  of  the  niauae, 
church,  school  house,  aud  a  few  cottages-  the  church  is  ancient 
and  beautifully  situated.  Fogo  is  about  4  miles  by  the  road 
from  Dunse  (in  a  direct,  line  it  is  only  3  miles),  and  8  by  the  road 
from  Coldstream.  The  nearest  railway  station  is  that  of 
Marcbmont,  in  Polwarth  parish,  2  miles  distant  from  the 
hamlet.

SWINTON. 


This  parish,  to  which  in  1761  was  united  that  of  Simprin,  is 
situated  on  the  eastern  part  of  the  Merse.  The  boundaries 
are — on  the  north  Whitsome  and  Edrom,  on  the  east  Lady- 
kirk,  on  the  south  Coldstream,  and  on  the  west  Eccles.  The 
outline  of  the  parish  is  slightly  inclined  to  oblong ;  having  a 
length  from  east  to  west  of  about  4  miles,  and  a  breadth  of 
about  3  miles.  The  area  of  the  parish,  according  to  the  Ord- 
nance Survey,  is  5571J  acres ;  of  which  96£  nearly  are  occupied 
by  roads,  and  11  are  under  water.  "  The  surface,  neither 
perfectly  level  nor  yet  at  all  billy,  consists  cf  a  succession  of 
low,  parallel,  wave-like  ridges,  ranging  from  east  to  west,  with 
interjacent  level  spaces  of  considerable  extent,  the  soil  beii  g 
in  general  deep  and  productive."  Tbe  Leet,  a  small  stream, 
and  a  tributary  of  tbe  Tweed,  having  its  confluence  at  Cold- 
stream (which  see),  intersects  the  parish  (see  Whitsome,  p.  579, 
foot-note).  Situated  in  the  centre  of  the  parish,  on  the  Leet 
water,  is  the  pleasant  and  important  village  of  Swinton.  It 
is  built  round  a  large  green,  in  which  stands  an  ancient  cross. 
Its  population  in  1861  was  431.  The  old  village  of  Simprin 
has  long  been  extinct.  From  1699  until  his  translation  to 
Ettrick  (see  pp.  414-416)  in  1707  the  parish  of  Simprin  was 
under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Boston,  and  in  its  church 
be  first  preached  the  substance  of  his  "  Fourfold  State."  Sim- 
prin lay  along  and  within  the  eastern  boundary  of  tbe  present 
parish.  The  post  town  is  Coldstream,  about  6  miles  distant 
from  the  village  by  the  road.  Tbe  most  accessible  railway 
stations  are  at  Norham,  on  the  Berwick  and  Kelso  line,  6  miles 
distant ;  and  at  Dunse,  which  is  the  nearest  market  town,  on 
the  Berwickshire  line,  about  5  miles  distant.  The  main  road 
from  Berwick  to  Kelso  passes  tbrongh  the  village. 

Fairs — Quoted  in  tbe  Edinburgh  Almanac  as  taking  place  on 
the  3rd  Thursday  of  June  and  4th  Tuesday  of  October,  have 
been  defunct  tor  many  years',  but  the  custom  of  "crying" 
them,  as  of  old,  is  kept  up.

MERTOUN. 


THIS  parish,  which  jute  like  a  peninsula  into  Roxburghshire, 
is  beautifully  situated  on  the  north  bank  of  the  Tweed,  in  the 
south-west  part  of  Berwickshire.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north 
by  Earlston,  on  the  east  by  Stnailholm  and  Makerstoun,  on  the 
suuth  and  west  the  Tweed  bounds  it  from  Maxtoo,  St.  Bos- 
well's,  and  Melrose  parishes  in  Roxburghshire.  Its  average 
length  is  6  miles,  and  breadth  from  2  to  3  miles;  and  its  area, 
according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  iB  6536  acres — rather  more 
than81£  of  which  are  occupied  byroads,  and  J  62  are  under  water. 
"  The  Tweed,  wearing  its  richest  dress  of  sumptuous  beauty, 
flows  along  the  whole  western  and  southern  boundary,  and  in 
its  progress  makes  three  large  and  unusually  fine  reduplica- 
tions;  one  of  which  sweepB  round  Dryburgh  Abbey,  another 
round  the  church  of  Mertoun,  and  the  third  round  the  beautiful 
peninsula  of  Old  Melrose,  on  the  opposite  bank.  The  ground 
rises  in  a  great  variety  of  gradient  and  outline,  eastward  and 
northward  from  the  river,  and  is  agreeably  diversified  with 
fine  hedgerows  and  thriving  plantations. — and  exhibits,  in  its 
diversity  of  haugh  and  bold  bank,  cliffy  steep,  and  gentle 
ascent,  rolling  surface,  and  level  table-land — a  scene  of  great 
picturesquenesa  within  narrow  limitB.  The  view  which  meets 
the  eye  in  passing  from  the  village  of  Newtown,  on  the  opposite 
bank,  to  visit  Dryburgh  Abbey  is,  for  its  smallness  of  scope, 
one  of  the  most  delightfully  impressive  in  Scotland.  But 
from  the  summit  of  Bemersyde  hill,  in  the  west  where  the 
ground  in  general  is  high,  the  parish,  while  picturesque  in  itself, 
commands  a  prospect  of  the  vale  of  Melrose,  and  of  a  long  east- 
ward strip  of  the  basin  of  the  Tweed,  a  near  view  of  the  Eildon 
hills,  and  a  distant  one  of  the  CheviotB,  unitedly  a  landscape 
of  exquisite  loveliness,  and  many  a  romantic  feature.*  (See 
foot-note,  p.  469.)  The  soil,  towards  the  Tweed,  especially  in 
the  haughs,  is  sharp,  with  a  gravelly  bottom ;  elsewhere  it  is, 
with  few  exceptions,  a  stiff  clay,  on  a  til  1  y  bottom,  of  excellent 
quality  for  brick  and  tile  making.  Along  the  banks  of  the 
Tweed  a  fine  red  bard  sandstone,  capable  of  taking  a  fine  polish, 
abounds."  Dryburgh  Abbey,  finely  embosomed  in  trees, 
is  in  the  south-west  part  of  the  parish.  Dryburgh  Abbey,  in 
one  of  the  aisles  of  which  is  the  tomb  of  Sir  Walter  Scott,  is  a 
great  resort  of  tourists,  and  is  much  admired.     In  its  imme-

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diate  vicinity,  erected  by  David  Stuart,  11th  Earl  of  Bucban, 
<m  a  commanding  height,  is  a  rude  colossal  statue  of  the  patriot 
Wallace,  chiefly  remarkable  as  being  the  "workmanship  of  a 
common  stone-mason  who  never  learned  sculpture.  Near  to 
Dryburgb  is  the  old  stronghold  of  Bemerstde,  one  of  the  for- 
talices  so  common  on  the  Borders,  built  in  conformity  to  an  Act 
of  Parliament  in  1535,  *'for  biggiug  of  streugthis  on  the  Bor- 
ders;" to  which  has  lately  been  made  extensive  additions,  and 
now  converted  into  a  comfortable  baronial  residence,  but 
still  retaining  in  a  great  measure  its  ancient  appearance. 
Next  in  interest  among  the  Beats  in  the  parish  is  MERTOUN 
Hod  E,*  the  mansion  of  Lord  Polwarth — a  superb  building 
occupying  a  situation  upon  the  banks  of  the  Tweed,  in  an  ex- 
tensive park  studded  with  tine  old  trees.  The  library  is  of 
great  extent  and  value,  and  contains  many  documents  relating 
to  the  Marcbmont  family,  barons  of  Polwarth  {see  p.  622  foot- 
note). Upon  the  Mertoun  estate,  a  litie  below  the  mansion 
house,  on  the  opposite  bank  of  the  river,  are  the  ruins  of 
Littledean  Tower,  (see  p.  218).  The  father  of  the  present 
Lord  Polwarth,  beBt  known  as  Hugh  Scott  of  Harden,  was  one 
of  the  first  to  introduce  the  Border  breed  of  Leicester  sheep 
into  the  locality,  and  helped  very  materially  to  bring  it  to  its 
present  perfection  and  fame  t"  For  many  years  the  rams  from 
Mertnnn  hnvp  topped  the  prpat  sales  of  Kelso  (s-e  p.  89),

At  the  first 
sale  in  which  his  Lordship  exposed  his  sheep  (1S52)  his  average  was 
only  £4:8: 7 — Mr.  Thomson,  then  of  Haymount.  and  some  others  get- 
ting higher  prices ;  but  the  prices  then  realized,  by  any  one,  were, 
compared  with  those  now  obtained,  very  small

of  1865  (September  7  and  S). 

The  number  of  sheep  brought  forward  was  2186,  being  an  increase  of 
161  over  those  of  last  year.  ISO  of  these  consisted  of  half-breds,  which 
were  sold  on  the  first  day;  they  created  little  interest,  and  realized 
comparatively  small  prices.  The  prices  realized  on  the  second  day 
for  the  pure  breds  was  beyond  all  precedent — Lord  Polwarth  again 
topping  the  market  with  rams  at  £95  and  £S3.  Others  he  sold  for

On  this  occasion  a  lot  of  five  prize  gimmers  belonging  to  Mr.  Purves, 
Burnfoot,  were  sold  at  100  guineas— 20  guineas  each— to  go  to  Ireland. 

The  Scotsman,  in  its  report  on  this  sale,  makes  the  following  re- 
marks : — "  Breeders  who  expose  their  Btock  at  this  sale  have  certainly  a 
rare  chance  of  a  market,  and  the  prices  obtained  were  certainly  in 
many  cases  very  handsome.  The  advantage  of  such  a  market  for 
sellers  and  buyers  is  mutual,  for  if  the  prices  obtained  by  breeders  are 
high,  the  quality  transferred  to  the  possession  of  buyers  is  of  the  high- 
est class.

NENTHORN. 


An  irregularly  shaped  parish,  extending  into  Roxburghshire, 
which  nearly  cuts  it  in  two,  near  the  centre,  into  a  shape 
somewhat  resembling  the  figure  8.  It  is  hounded  on  the  north 
by  Stichill  and  Hume,  on  the  west  by  Earlston,  on  the  east 
by  Stichill  and  Kdnain,  and  on  the  south  by  Kelso  and 
Sniailholm.  Its  greatest  length  is  about  4i  miles,  and  breadth 
nearly  2  miles.  Its  area,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Sur- 
vey, is  34784  acres,  of  which  58|  are  occupied  by  public  and 
private  roads,  and  24f  are  under  water.  The  soil  of  the  northern 
part  rests  chiefly  on  a  wet  reddish  clay;  the  southern  part 
being  more  iu  the  valley  of  the  Tweed,  is  richer,  being  for  the 
most  part  a  mixture  of  clay  and  gravelly  loam.  The  climate 
ia  Balubrious.  The  river  Eden,  here  preserved,  which  divides 
and  bounds  the  parish,  abounds  in  trout,  but  salmon  are  stopped 
by  Stichill  Linn,  at  the  eastern  extremity  of  the  parish  (see 
Stichill  parish  p.  182).  At  the  eastern  extremity  of  the  parish 
is  situated  Newton  Don,  the  seat  of  Charles  Balfour,  Esq.,* 
a  fine  mansion  with  richly  embellished  grounds,  and  command- 
ing a  prospect  embracing  the  entire  vale  of  the  Tweed  to  the 
Cbeviots  on  the  south,  and  to  the  east  as  far  as  the  eye  can 
reach.  Visitors  to  the  grounds  of  Newton-Don  are  admitted 
at  all  times.  The  flower  garden  behind  the  house  is  laid  out 
with  great  taste,  and  the  Eden,  after  its  precipitation  over  the 
Lmn,  winds  romantically  betwixt  forest-clad  banks  around  and 
through  the  demesne.  There  is  no  village  in  the  parish,  a 
small  hamlet  bearing  the  same  name,  and  where  are  the 
church  and  school  house,  is  situated  nearthe  centreof  theparish. 
NeareBt  market  town,  Kelso — distance  from  the  church  hamlet, 
4  miles.  Kelso  is  the  nearest  railway  station  for  the  hamlet, 
and  Gordon  for  the  northern  districts  of  the  parish.

NEWTON-DON.* 

The  principal  residence  of  Lady  Eleanor  Balfour,  3d  daughter 

*  Newton  Don  was  formerly  the  seat  of  the  Dons,  baronets  of  New- 
ton, now  represented  by  Sir  John  Don  Wauchope  of  Edmonstone 
(Mid-Lothian),  who  ie  lineally  descended  from  Patrick  3d  and  youngest 
son  of  Alexander  of  Newton,  1st  baronet  (created  1667),  who  married, 
1683,  Anne  Wauchope,  eldest  daughter  of  Mir  John  Wauchope  of  Ed- 
monstone. The  Wauchope  male  line  becoming  extinct,  the  estates 
devolved  eventually  on  James  the  second  son  of  thiB  Patrick  and  Anne, 
who  thereupon  assumed  the  name  of  Wauchope.  The  present  baronet, 
great-great-grandson  of  Patrick,  succeeded  as  heir-male  to  the  title  on 
the  death,  at  Hobart  Town,  Tasmania,  19th  March  1862,  of  William 
Henry,  7th  baronet,  and  comedian,  who  had  been  twice  married,  and 
left  two  daughters. — The  extensive  and  valuable  estates  of  the  Dons, 
extending  almost  in  a  continuous  line  from  the  lower  extremity  of 
Ednarn  parish  (Highridgehall)  to  beyond  Rutherford*  in  Maxton  pa- 
rish, had  all,  previous  to  the  succession  of  the  last  baronet,  been  sold 
piecemeal,  except  the  family  seat,  grounds,  and  surrounding  farms, 
which  were  purcha>ed  by  Mr.  Balfour  in  1S47  (see  foot-note,  p.  219). 

On  Sunday,  June  7,  1795,  two  of  the  Misses  Don,  Elizabeth  and 
Mary,  (daughters  of  Sir  Alexander  Don,  grandfather  of  the  last  baronet, 
and  his  wife  Lady  Harriet  Cunningham,  sister  of  Burns'  Earl  of 
Glencairn)  ;  and  Miss  Agnes  Wilson  (daughter  of  the  late  Dr.  WilBon 
of  Abbey  Gardens,  Kelso),  were  accidentally  drowned  in  the  Eden, 
near  to  the  house.  The  incident  is  thus  meagrely  described  in  the 
British  Chronicle  (Kelso  paper)  of  the  Friday  following  : — 

"On  Sunday  afternoon  a  most  melancholy  accident  happened  at 
Newton-Don,  the  particulars  of  which  are  very  imperfectly  known, 
and  are  likely  to  remain  so.  but  the  most  authentic  we  have  been  able 
to  obtain  are  as  follows :  The  two  Misses  Don,  accompanied  by  Miss 
Agues  Wilson,  second  daughter  of  Dr.  Wilson,  physician  in  this  town, 
and  a  Miss  Ramsay,  from  Edinburgh,  went  for  a  walk,  by  the  bridge, 
to  the  island  in  the  Eden.  On  their  return  home,  they  resolved  to 
cross  the  water  at  the  nearest,  although  considerably  swelled  by  the 


*  One  of  the  Dons  was  Sir  Alexander  of  Rutherford,  contemporary 
with  his  brother  James  2nd  baronet  of  Newton.  Sir  Alexander  died 
ton*  posterite,  and  the  two  estates  were  joined.

rains,  rather  than  go  round  by  tbe  bridge.  Mies  Don  got  safely 
through,  but  Miss  Ramsay,  in  following  her,  was  carried  down  by  tbe 
current,  when  Miss  Don  rushed  in  to  her  assistance,  and  unfortunately 
perished.  This,  it  is  said,  is  all  that  Miss  Ramsay  recollects,  and  she 
cannot  even  tell  how  she  herself  was  saved.  Miss  Maiy  Don  and  Miss 
Agnes  Wilson,  there  iB  no  doubt,  ran  in  to  their  assistance,  and  both 
shaved  the  unfortunate  fate  of  Miss  Don.  The  distracted  state  of  Miss 
Ramsay  on  getting  out  of  the  water,  and  missing  her  companions,  pre- 
vented any  discovery  of  the  fatal  accident  till  a  woman,  going  to  cross 
the  Eden  by  the  bridge,  saw  the  body  of  Miss  Mary  Don  floating  down 
the  rivulet,  who  immediately  gave  thealarm.  but,  alas  !  too  late  to  save 
their  lives,  as  every  means  used  for  their  recovery  proved  ineffectual. 
The  untimely  fate  of  these  three  ladies,  thus  suddenly  cut  off  in  their 
bloom  of  youth,  in  the  generous  attempt  to  save  their  companions 
from  perishiDg,  has  thrown  an  air  of  melancholy  over  almost  every 
countenance  in  town  and  country — What  then  mutt  their  parents  and 
relatives  feel  !  the  distress  of  the  former  is  beyond  the  power  of 
language  to  express,  and  such  as  even  but  few  hearts  are  able  to  con- 
ceive." 

After  a  lapse  of  70  years  this  melancholy  and  almost  mysterious 
accident  has  still  its  impression  in  the  locality. 


POLWARTH. 


A  SMALL  agricultural  parish  in  the  centre  of  the  county, 
forming  part  of  the  boundary  between  the  upland  district  of 
the  Lamoaermoors  and  the  lower  district  of  the  Merse.  The 
form  of  the  parish  is  triangular,  and  is  bounded  on  the  north 
bv  Langton,  on  the  south-east  by  Fogo,  on  the  south-west  by 
Greenlaw,  and  on  the  north-west  by  Longformacus.  Its  great- 
est length  east  and  weat  is  4  miles,  and  its  greatest  breadth 
north  and  south,  near  its  western  extremity,  is  over  2  miles  ; 
it  contains,  according  to  4he  Ordnance  Survey,  3013  acres  ; 
of  which  nearly  34  are  occupied  by  roads,  and  12£  are  under 
water.  About  one-third  of  the  parish  is  of  a  hilly  natuie,  and 
is  covered  with  heath.  Kyles  hill,  the  highest  point  in  the 
parish,  is  1100  feet  above  the  level  of  tbe  sea.  The  southern 
part  is  undulating,  and  the  soil  is  more  fertile  than  in  the 
northern  part.  The  only  streams  aie  some  of  the  small  tribu- 
taries of  the  Blackadder.  The  climate  is  generally  verv  healthy. 
Near  the  northern  boundary  is  tbe  ancient  village  of  Polwarth  ; 
the  only  one  in  the  paiish.  It  has  been  built  without  any  idea 
of  regularity,  being  mostly  clumps  or  rows  of  two  or  three 
houses,  and  is  situated  on  very  wet  and  swampy  ground, * 
now  considerably  improved  by  draining.  The  parish  church 
stands  on  a  beautiful  knoll,  on  the  lands  of  Marchmont,  nearly 
a  mile  south-east  of  the  village.  From  an  inscription  on  the 
wall  it  seems  to  have  been  originally  built  prior  to  tbe  year 
900,  and  repaired  in  1378. f     It  was  rebuilt  on  the  old  founda- 

*  Two  old  thorn  trees  formerly  stood  in  the  centre  of  the  village 
green,  and  the  bridal  party  at  every  marriage  in  the  village,  for  up- 
wards of  three  centuries,  till  about  tbe  beginning  of  the  present 
century,  danced  round  them.  Hence  the  well  known  Border  song, 
"  Polwarth  on  the  green." 

t  It  was  in  the  vaults  of  the  old  building  that  Sir  Patrick  Hume, 
the  eminent  protestant,  lay  concealed  for  six  weeks,  stealthily  attended 
by  his  daughter  Lady  Gnzzel  (afterwards  Baillie— see  p.  510),  whence 
he  removed  to  Redbraes  Castle  (the  former  seat  of  tbe  family,  on  the 
site  of  whicii  the  present  mansion  of  Marchmont  was  built  by  Hugh, 
the  late  Earl),  where,  having  a  place  of  concealment  beneath  the  floor 
in  one  of  the  rooms,  he  remained,  till  at  length  he  was  enabled  to 
escape  to  Holland.  After  the  Revolution,  in  which  he  had  been  very 
instrumental,  he  returned  to  Scotland,  and  was  advanced  to  the  dig- 
nities of  Lord  Polwarth  and  Earl  of  Marchmont ;  he  was  also  constituted 
Sheriff-Principal  of  Berwickshire,  one  ot  the  Extraordinary  Lords  of 
Session,  and  Lord  High  Chancellor  of  Scotland,  &c,  &c.  Diana,  the 
great-grand* daughter  of  Sir  Patrick  Hume,  in  1754,  married  Walter 
Scott,  10th  baron  of  Harden  (she  was  the  respected  Lady  Di  of  Wood- 
side,  Kelso),  and  it  was  through  her  that  the  late  Hugh,  Lord  Pol  warth, 
her  son,  succeeded  to  the  title  of  Polwarth.   The  earldom  of  Marchmont 
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tions  in  1703.  The  only  mansion-bouse  in  the  narish  is  Mabch- 
MOKT.+  situated  in  a  large,  well-wooded,  and  tastefully  disposed 
park,  in  tbe  southern  district  of  the  parish,  and  about  21  miles 
north-east  from  Greenlaw.  In  front  of  tbe  house  is  an  avenue 
over  a  mile  long,  100  yards  broad,  and  grandly  lined  with  lofty 
trees.  The  Marchmont  station  on  the  Berwickshire  branch  of 
the  North  British  Railway  is  near  to  tbe  bouse,  and,  in  a 
southerly  direction,  over  a  mile-and-a-half  from  the  village, 
the  line  skirts  the  parish,  and  for  over  a  mile  hounds  the 
Marchmont  policy.  The  nearest  market  town  is  Dunse,  about 
4  miles  north-east  from  the  village.  Greenlaw  lies  about  the 
same  distance  south-west. 

Population  in  1861,  251 ;  who  comprised  51  separate  families, 
10  of  whom  were  returned  as  living  in  houses  of  one  window, 
21  in  bouse  of  two  windows,  and  the  remainder  (14)  in  bouses 
of  three  or  more  windows.

Sir  Hugh  H.  Campbell,  Bart.,  is  proprietor  of  the  entire 
pariah,  and  is  the  ouly  resident  g'  ntlemau.

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CHIRNSIDE. 


THIS  parish  is  situated  on  the  east  Bide  of  the  Morse.  It  is 
bounded  by  ColdiDgham  on  the  north,  Foulden  and  Aytou 
on  the  east,  Edroru  on  the  south,  and  BuDkle  on  the  west. 
It  is  o.j  miles  long,  by  about  3  miles  broad  ;  its  area,  according 
to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  is  559-t  acres,  of  which  73  are  in 
roads  (public  and  private),  15  are  occupied  by  the  railway,  and 
16^  are  under  water.  The  appearance  of  the  parish  is  a  iich 
plain,  the  only  eminence  being  Chirnside  Hill,  from  which  one 
of  the  richest  and  most  extensive  viewB  in  the  south  of  Scot- 
land is  obtained  on  all  sides.  This  hill,  which  is  one  of  the 
detached  eminences  belonging  to  the  Lammermoor  range, 
bas  rather  a  remarkable  appearance.  "  It  is  distinguished 
by  its  elevation  above  the  surrounding  plain,  and  semi- 
circular aspect  to  the  south,  joined  with  the  great  expan- 
sion of  its  summit,  and  its  gradual  declination  to  the  Whit- 
adder."  Its  extreme  height  above  the  level  of  the  sea.  is  466 
feet,  while  that  of  the  Whitadder  at  its  base  is  about  100. 
The  landscape  from  the  hill  is  that  of  a  plain,  waved  with 
long  ridges,  running  chiefly  in  one  direction,  of  more  than 
25  miles  in  extent— from  the  bay  of  Berwick  to  the  Teviot- 
dale  Hills,  on  the  west;  while  directly  south,  and  at  almost 
the  Baine  distance,  the  hills  and  chains  of  Cheviot  form  a 
very  striking  boundary.  The  soil  throughout  the  paiish  iB 
rich,  and  for  the  most  part  is  under  a  very  high  state  of  culti- 
vation. The  turnpike  roads  from  Dunse  to  Ayton  and  from 
DunBe  to  Berwick  intersect  the  parish  ;  they  are  both  in  good 
repair,  as  are  also  the  various  cross-roads  with  which  Chirnside 
in  well  provided.  The  "Whitadder,  which,  after  being  joined 
by  the  Blackadder  at  Chirnside  Bridge,  is  here  a  considerable 
stream,  and  skirts  the  southern  boundary  the  entire  length 
of  the  parish,  abounds  in  salmon  and  trout,  and  is  much  re- 
sorted to  by  anglers.  **  The  temperature  of  the  atmosphere  is 
generally  mild,  the  soil  dry,  and  the  climate  healthy."  In  the 
southern  part  of  the  parish,  situated  on  the  road  from  Ayton 
to  Dunee,  is  the  small  town  or  village  of  Chirnside,  9  miles 
from  Beiwick,  6  from  Dunse,  and  4  from  ReBton.  It  lies 
along  the  brow  of  the  hill,  on  a  fine  healthy  situation,  and 
consists  of  two  streets,  the  longer  of  which  is  about  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile  in  length.  Since  the  opening  of  the  railway 
the  village  has  been  much  resorted  to  by  summer  visitors  from 
Edinburgh.  The  parish  also  contains  the  small  bamlet  of  Ed- 
ingtox,  which  lies  over  2  miles  due  east  from  the  village,  on  the 


Berwick  road.  The  Berwickshire  branch  of  the  North  British 
line  has  a  length  of  nearly  2  miles  within  and  along  the  western 
boundary  of  the  parish.  Chirnside  station,  by  the  road,  lies  a 
little  over  a  mile  from  the  centre  of  the  village,  due  west.  Close 
to  the  village,  and  occupying  a  fine  situation  on  the  Whit- 
adder, is  Ninewells  HOUSE,  once  the  occasional  residence  of 
Hume  the  historian,  whose  father,  and  afterwards  whose  elder 
brother,  possessed  the  estate,  which  is  still  held  by  their  lineal 
descendant;  the  present  mansion,  built  in  1840-41,  is  in  the 
Tudor  style,  and  is  embosomed  in  fine  woods.  The  only  other 
mansion  in  the  parish  is  Maines,  built  in  1834,  situated  on 
the  Bide  of  Chirnside  Hill,  about  1  mile  north-east  from  the 
centre  of  the  village.  The  Rev.  Henry  Erskine,  father  of  the 
founders  of  the  Secession,  was  the  first  minister  of  the  parish 
after  the  Revolution  ;  he  died  in  1696.  Situated  in  the  east 
side  of  Chirnside  churchyard,  is  a  monument  to  his  memory, 
25  feet  high,  erected  by  subscription  in  1S26. 

Fair — Last  Thursday  of  November — obsolete  for  all  practical 
purposes. 

The  population  of  the  village  by  the  census  of  1861,  was 
901 ;  405  of  whom  were  males  and  496  were  females — the  largest 
disproportion  of  the  sexes  of  any  town  or  village  in  the  county, 
equal  to  20  per  cent.*  (see  Earlston,  p.  506,  and  Melrose,  p.  130). 
The  population  of  the  entire  parish  was  1502,  who  constituted 
323  families,  140  of  whom  were  returned  as  living  in  houses 
of  one  window,  72  in  houses  of  two  windows,  and  111  (the  full 
average)  in  bouses  of  three  or  more  windows.

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BUNKLE. 


THIS  parish,  like  many  others  in  the  south  of  Scotland,  com- 
prises what  was  formerly  two  distinct  parishes — the  parish  of 
PrestoD  having  been  united  to  tbat  of  Bunkle  about  the  year 
1720.  The  boundaries  of  Bunkle  as  now  constituted  are — on 
the  north  by  part  of  Longformacus,  Abbey  St.  Bathans,  and 
Coldingham  ;  on  the  east  by  Coldingham  and  Chirnside ;  on  the 
south  by  Edrom  and  Dunse  ;  and  on  the  west  by  Dunse.  The 
outline  of  the  parish  is  very  irregular,  but  taken  as  a  whole,  re- 
sembles a  triangle  ;  its  greatest  length  from  east  to  west  is  over 
5  miles,  and  its  greatest  breadth  north  and  south  is  over  4  miles. 
The  area  of  the  parish,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  is 
nearly  9256J  acreB,  of  which  100£  are  in  roads,  67J  are  under 
water,  and  over  3^  are  occupied  by  the  railway — the  Dunse 
branch  of  the  North  British  line  crossing  tbe  extreme  east 
corner  of  the  parish.  Tbe  lower  part  of  the  parish  is  nearly 
level,  gradually  sloping  to  the  south-east.  The  northern  part 
is  hilly,  a  ridge  of  the  Lammermoors,  under  tbe  name  of 
Bunkle  Edge,  traversing  it.  One  of  these  hills,  the  most 
elevated  spot  in  tbe  parish,  rises  to  the  height  of  879  feet 
above  the  sea.  Copper  has  been  wrought  in  the  parish,  but 
with  only  partial  success  ;  it  is  the  only  instance  of  a  mine  in 
the  district.  The  soil  on  the  high  lands  was  at  one  time  poor, 
but  has  been  much  improved  by  lime  and  marl ;  the  reBt  of 
the  parish  is  fertile  and  well  cultivated.  Dr.  John  Brown, 
the  celebrated  medical  theorist,  was  born  in  the  parish  in  1735, 
and  Dr.  James  Hutton  in  1754  here  introduced  on  his  farm  of 
Sligh-houses,  the  improved  mode  of  husbandry,  f  *'  The  atmo- 
sphere is  generaly  clear  and  salubrious,  though  sometimes, 
especially  in  spring  and  autumn,  subject  to  a  thick  haze  or 
mist."  The  church  and  manse  are  situated  near  the  centre  of 
the  parish,  about  5  miles  north  east  from  Dunse  (which  is  the 
nearest  market  town)  by  the  road,  and  about  the  same  distance 
north-west  from  Chirnside — tbe  railway  station  of  the  latter 
being  the  nearest.  J:     The  school-house  is  at  Lintlaw — 1^  miles

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FOULDEN. 


A  SMALL  agricultural  parish  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  Merse, 
bounded  on  the  north  by  Ayton,  on  the  east  by  Mordington, 
on  the  south  by  Hutton,  and  on  the  west  by  ChirnBide.  In 
form  it  is  nearly  a  square,  and  measures  about  2$  miles  each 
way.  It  contains,  according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  an  area 
of  '3298J  acres,  of  which  nearly  36  are  in  roads,  and  20  are 
under  water.  The  appearance  of  the  parish  is  that  of  an  in- 
clined plane,  rising  gently  northwards  from  the  banks  of  the 
Whitadder.  Near  its  northern  boundary  are  one  or  two  hills 
having  an  elevation  of  from  500  to  600  feet.  The  soil  is  in  the 
south  a  strong  clay,  near  the  middle  of  the  parish  it  is  of  a 
sandy  loam,  and  in  the  north  it  is  light  and  moorish,  which 
however  is  under  cultivation.  The  climate  is  mild,  being 
protected  from  north  winds  by  the  chain  of  hills  in  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  parish.*  "  Along  the  southern  boundary  runs 
the  Whitadder  water,  between  remarkably  acclivitous  banks, 
which  rise  from  120  to  150  feet  above  the  level  of  the  stream, 
and  which  on  the  Foulden  side  are  repeatedly  cloven  by  deep 
and  wild  ravines,  bringing  down  rills  and  drainings  from  the 
central  or  northern  districts.  Near  the  upper  end  of  two  of 
these  ravines  or  '  deans,'  which  deepen  as  they  approach  the 
Whitadder,  stands  the  parish  church  of  Foulden."+  The  vil- 
lage of  Foulden  which  is  close  by,  was  formerly  of  considerable 
size,  and  was  a  burgh  of  barony,  but  it  has  now  gone  to  decay, 
there  being  only  about  70  inhabitants  in  it.  Two  fairs  which 
used  to  be  held  here  have  long  been  defunct.  Very  handsome 
and  attractive  school-bouse  accommodation  has  lately  been 
erected  here  by  Mr.  "Wilkie  and  the  other  heritors ;  while  the 


*  The  Statistical  Account  of  Berwickshire  (dated  Oct.  1834)  represents 
the  parish  of  Foulden  as  insalubrious  and  having  a  high  death  rate ;  but 
the  last  issued  Reports  of  the  Registrar-General  (being  for  the  years 
1860  and  1861)  show  that  the  parish  has  now  a  death  rate  far  below 
the  average  of  our  "  Register,"  district,"  being,  for  the  entire  popula- 
tion only  two  deaths  a  year ;  or,  by  comparison  with  the  health  table, 
if  Foulden  had  a  population  of  1000,  its  annual  death  rate  would  not 
be  5  whereas  Berwickshire  on  the  average  has  a  death  rate  of  16  per

WESTRUTHER. 


This  parish  which  lies  between  the  Lammermoor  and  Lauder- 
dale districts,  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Cranshaws,  on  the 
eaBt  by  Longformacus  and  Greenlaw,  on  tbe  south  by  Leger- 
wood  and  Gordon,  and  on  tbe  west  by  Lauder.  The  outline  of 
the  parish  is  irregular,  slightly  inclined  however  to  circular  ;  its 
length  from  north  to  south  ia  above  6  miles,  and  its  greatest 
breadth  is  about  5  miles.  The  area,  according  to  the  Ordnance 
Survey,  is  nearly  14,644  acres;  of  which  94  are  occupied  by 
roads,  and  about  14  are  under  water.  The  whole  of  tbe  northern 
quarter  presents  the  appearance  of  a  continuous  ridge  of  hills, 
whose  bleak  and  barren  summits  are  destitute  of  every  attrac- 
tion, save  that  of  affording  a  wide  prospect  of  tbe  rich  and  beauti- 
ful scenery  of  Merse  and  Teviotdale.  Of  these  hills,  Twinlaw 
Cairns  (the  highest)  has  an  elevation  of  1466  feet — a  black  hill 
with  two  cairns  or  pyramidal  piles  of  stone  on  the  top  of  it, 
with  which  a  legend  is  connected,  and  from  which  the  name  of 
the  hill  iB  derived ;  Raeoleuch  hill  rises  to  1255  feet ;  and  The 
Flass  to  1246  feet.  The  Blackadder  rises  in  this  parish,  and 
its  trout  are  good.  Descending  from  this  northern  boundary 
the  parish  appears  an  extended  valley,  unbroken  by  hilly 
eminences,  and  intersected  by  spots  of  heath,  pasture,  and 
arable  land  ;  in  the  centre  it  rises  throughout  tbe  whole  extent, 
from  west  to  east,  to  a  considerable  elevation,  and  again  inclines 
to  a  gentle  slope  at  the  southern  extremity  at  BasBendean. 
The  general  quality  of  the  Boil  is  light,  with  a  rocky  and  gra- 
velly subsoil.  About  3  miles  of  the  Edinburgh,  Newcastle,  and 
London  mail-coach  road  skirts  the  southern  border  of  this  pa- 
rish, and  it  is  generally  well  supplied  with  roads.  There  are 
two  small  villages  in  the  parish — the  smaller,  Westruther,  con- 
taining about  100  inhabitants,  is  situated  near  its  centre  on 
the  road  between  Dunse  and  Lauder,  10  miles  from  the  former 
and  8  from  tbe  latter,  and  about  6  from  Gordon,  which  is  the 
nearest  railway  Btation ;  HOUNDSLOW,  rather  the  larger,  lies  on 
the  Lauder  and  Greenlaw  road,  about  2  mileB  to  the  south  of 
Westruther.  Tbere  are  three  mansions  in  the  parish — Wed- 
deblie  House,  situated  about  a  mile  north-east  from  the  vil- 
lage of  Westruther,  a  large  ancient  house  peeping  out  from 
the  midst  of  woods,  formerly  the  properly  of  the  Edgars  of 
Wedderlie,  a  noted  family  in  the  district  150  years  ago ;  Bas- 
SENDEAN,  a  baronial  looking  house,  at  one  time  an  old  Border 
tower,  situated  at  its  southern  extremity ;  and  Spottiswoode 
on  the  western  boundary,  a  splendid  new  house  in  the  Elizabe-

than  style ;  it  is  surrounded  by  a  very  handsome  terrace  300  feet 
in  length,  ornamented  by  handsome  balustrades,  pedestals,  and 
vases.  The  corridor  is  lighted  by  a  well  proportioned  tower 
in  the  centre  of  the  building.  The  tower  itself  has  a  very  strik- 
ing effect,  when  viewed  from  a  distance,  overtopping  the  tall 
trees.  The  new  house  is  connected  with  the  old  family  mansion, 
which  has  undergone  very  important  alterations,  so  that  the 
whole  has  a  unique  appearance. 

At  Bassendean  are  the  remains  of  a  church,  formerly  used 
by  the  Cistercian  nuns,  now  the  burial  place  by  the  Homes  of 
Bassendean.  Evelaw  Tower,  which  is  still  pretty  entire,  was 
one  of  those  castellated  houses  that  were  common  on  the  Bor- 
ders before  the  union  of  the  two  kingdoms.  HariVs  Dyke  (more 
properly  a  trench  or  ditch),  which  must  have  been  a  work  of 
considerable  labour,  ran  from  N.W.  to  S.E.  through  this  parish 
to  the  north  of  the  village  of  "Westruther,  and  said  to  have  ex- 
tended from  Berwick  westward  along  the  whole  county.  The 
end  to  the  north  of  "Westruther  may  still  be  traced;  elsewhere 
it  is  obliterated  by  agricultural  operations.  There  seems  to 
be  no  history,  or  even  tradition,  as  to  when,  or  for  what  pur- 
pose, it  was  made. 

The  nearest  market  towns  are  Lauder,  distant  7  miles  from 
the  village  of  Westruther;  and  Dunse,  distant  9  or  10  miles. 
The  nearest  and  most  convenient  railway  stations  are  Gordon, 
5  miles  ;  Greenlaw,  7  miles  ;  and  Stow,  11  miles  distant.

a  wretched  tenement,  and  inhabited  by  as  wretched  a  population,  has 
this  year  (1S65),  been  rebuilt  by  Adam  Black,  Esq..  publisher  (late 
SI  P.  for  Edin  burgh),  and  desipiated  "  SpottiBwoode  Buildings." 

*  The  late  Lord  Blantyre,  who  was  a  Lieut. -General  and  O.B  ,  after 
undergoing  all  the  dangers  of  the  Peninsular  campaigns,  perished  by 
an  accidental  shot  in  the  commotions  at  Brussels  in  1830.  A  monu- 
ment, erected  to  his  memory  by  the  County  of  Renfrew,  80  feet  high, 
and  conspicuously  seen  from  the  Clyde,  surmounts  the  swell  of  a  ridge 
hill  near  to  Erwkine  House  (situated  opposite  Bawling),  a  splendid  man- 
sion in  the  Tudor  style,  built  in  1828  after  a  design  by  Sir  R.  Smirke. 

Erskine  was  the  original  Beat  of  the  Lords  Erkine,  Earls  of  Mar, 
from  whom  the  Erskines  of  Dryburgh  are  descended  (see  note,  p.  61G). 


MORDINGTON. 


This  parish  is  situated  in  the  south-east  corner  of  Berwick- 
shire. It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  parish  of  Ay  ton  and 
the  German  Ocean,  on  the  east  by  the  liberties  of  Berwick  and 
the  German  Ocean,  on  the  Bouth  by  Hutton,  and  on  the  west 
by  Fouldeo.  Its  general  outline  is  irregular,  resembling  a 
sand  glass.  Its  extreme  length  is  nearly  6  miles,  and  the 
extreme  breadth  is  less  than  2  miles.  The  total  area,  accord- 
ing to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  is  3069  4-5th  acres,  of  which 
nearly  26  are  occupied  by  railway,  114^  are  "foreshore,"  34 
are  in  roads,  and  16  are  under  water.  The  north  and  north- 
western parts  of  the  parish  consist  of  high  grounds,  which  slope 
gradually  to  the  south.  The  shore  presents  an  unbroken  line 
of  rugged  sandstone  rocks,  in  which  are  a  great  many  caves 
formerly  used  for  smuggling  purposes  (see  Coldingbam  pariah); 
its  surface  in  the  southern  part  is  generally  fiat,  with  a  slight 
declination  to  the  Wbitadder,  which  forms  the  southern  boun- 
dary of  the  parish,  and  here  abounds  in  palmon  and  trout; 
the  trout  fishing  is  very  good  and  unrestricted.  Excellent  floun- 
ders come  up  with  the  tide  and  are  freely  caught  with  worm. 
The  soil  for  Borne  distance  from  the  Whitadder,  is  a  stiff  clay, 
well  adapted  for  wheat  and  beans;  thence  to  the  coast  it  is  in 
general  a  light  loam,  excellent  for  raising  turnips  and  for  graz- 
ing ;  but  on  the  loftiest  parts  of  the  high  grounds  it  is  thin  and 
poor,  and  includes  considerable  tracks  of  heath,  bog,  and 
moBS."  The  Northumberland  coal  field  crops  into  this  parish, 
and  accessible  seams  exist  of  moderate  thickness.  On  the 
Lamberton  estate  one  of  these  seams  ha-  a  thickness  of  three 
feet  and  another  of  twenty  inches,  both  of  which  have  been 
wrought,  but,  we  believe,  not  profitably.  The  parish  also  pos- 
sesses fire  clay  and  limestone.  The  climate  is  generally  healthy  ; 
the  winds  most  prevalent  are  south  and  west,  which  are  fre- 
quently violent;  cold  east  winds  also  prevail  on  the  coast. 
The  ruins  of  Edrington  castle — a  place  of  no  small  note  in  its 
day — are  situated  on  the  top  of  an  almost  perpendicular  rock, 
overhanging  the  Whitadder.*     The  romantic  and  Bequestered 


"  Queen  Margaret  is  said  by  tradition  to  have  been  married  here  to 
James  IV.  of  Scotland,  but  she  was  really  married  at  Holyrood  ;  and 
it  was,  however,  stipulated  that  she  should,  without  any  expense  to  the 
bridegroom,  be  delivered  to  the  Scottish  king's  commiusioners  at  Lam- 
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fishing  hamlet  of  Ross,  at  the  north-western  extremity  of  the 
parish,  is  too  much  an  object  of  interest  to  the  admirers  of 
picturesque  scenery  not  to  be  noticed  ;  it  stands  at  the  foot  of 
an  almost  perpendicular  ledge,  divided  by  a  rivulet,  which  in 
rainy  seasons  forms  many  beautiful  cascades  ;  while  the  Bea  foam 
beneath,  and  the  cottages  standing  almost  close  upon  high  water 
maik,  give  the  scene  a  very  striking  appearance.  The  coast 
has  been  long  famed  for  its  white  fi -h  ;  and  at  Ross  the  fish- 
ing is  pursued  with  considerable  energy  {see  FJBhing  Board 
Returns).*  There  is  also  a  salmon  fishing  station  on  the 
coast,  which  rents  at  £60  per  annum.  Some  of  the  heights 
in  the  parish  command  varied  and  beautiful  prospects  — 
extending  to  the  Eildons  on  the  south,  the  Lammermoors 
on  the  west,  and  to  Bamhorough  on  the  east — the  north 
is  the  wide  ocean.  "An  abrupt  hillock,  near  to  Mordington 
House,  called  the  Witches'  Knowe  (height  6i9  feet,  and  the 
highest  point  in  the  parish),  was  the  scene  nf  one  of  the  last 
burnings  for  impnted  witchcraft  in  Scotland. "+  In  the  north- 
east of  the  parish,  just  inside  the  bouudary  line  from  the 
liberties  of  Berwick,  is  the  small  hamlet  of  LAMBERTON  ;  near 
it  is  Lamberton  Toll  Bar,  where  marriages  were  formerly  cele- 
brated in  the  Gretna  Green  style,  and,  we  may  add,  still  are, 
although  now  rendered  illegal  and  void  by  a  late  Act  (see  p. 
482).  In  the  northern  part  of  the  parish  is  the  Lamberton 
race  course  ;  no  races  have  been  run  on  it  for  some  years,  but 
they  had  a  local  celebrity  at  one  time.  Close  to  the  eastern 
boundary  of  the  parish  is  the  small  hamlet  of  Mordington, 
where  are  the  church  and  school  house;  further Bouth,  but  also 
on  the  eastern  boundary, is  the  Free  church  and  manse.  "  Tibbie 
Fowler*s  Glen,"  often  visited,  and  connected  with  which  there 
is  a  Bong  of  much  local  celebrity,  lies  in  the  south  part  of  the 
pariah,  not  far  from  Edrington  House.  The  nearest  market 
town  and  railway  station  to  Mordington  and  Lamberton  is  Ber- 
wick-on-Tweed,  from  each  about  4  miles  distant ;  the  nearest 
railway  station  to  Ross  is  Burnmouth,  about  1  mile  distant  by 
the  road. 

herton  Kirk  (the  ruins  of  which  are  uow  the  burial  place  of  the  Rentona 
of  Lamberton).  In  the  time  of  the  present  proprietor'a  grandfather, 
Edrington  caatle  was  four  stories  high,  and  close  by  there  was  a  aniall 
village,  the  site  of  which  is  yet  to  be  seen. 

*  Ross  and  Burnmouth  (see  p.  596),  lie  very  near  to  each  other  and 
in  the  Fishery  Board  Returns  are  treated  as  one  pla«e.  The  fishermen 
of  Rosb  and  Burnmouth  are  very  industrious,  provident,  and  compara- 
tively wealthy  ;  each  head  of  a  family  is  proprietor  of  his  own  house, 
built  on  a  feu  ;  and,  it  is  said,  no  young  man  of  the  village  thinks  of 
marrying  till  he  is  possessed  of  a  house. 

f  This  is  repeated  in  all  the  works  on  the  district,  but  dates  or  par- 
ticulars we  have  been  unable  to  trace: — "So  late  as  the  seventeenth 
century,  U  is  alleged,"  is  the  most  definite  of  the  many  indefinite  as- 
sertions.

HUTTON.* 


This  parish  lies  between  the  Whitadder  and  the  Tweed — the 
eastern  boundary  being  about  a  mile  west  from  the  junction  of 
these  riverB.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  parishes  of 
Cbirnside,  Foulden,  and  Mordington  ;  on  the  east  by  Mording- 
ton and  the  liberties  of  Berwick  ;  on  the  south-east  by  Eng- 
land (a  detached  part  of  the  county  ot  Durham) ;  on  the  south- 
west by  Ladykirk  ;  on  the  west  by  Wbitsome  and  Edrom. 
The  Whitadder  skirts  it  on  the  whole  of  the  north  and  H  mileB 
ot  the  east ;  the  Tweed  skirts  it  on  the  south-east  and  separates 
it  from  England.  The  greatest  length  of  the  parish  ib  4:,  miles, 
and  greatest  breadth  3$  miles.  Its  area,  according  to  the  Ord- 
nance Survey,  is  5648£  acreB  ;  nearly  102!  being  occupied  by 
public  and  private  roads,  and  132  being  under  water.  The  soil 
on  the  banks  of  the  Tweed  is  a  rich  deep  loam,  but  in  the 
centre  of  the  parish  it  is  thin  and  moorish.  The  climate  is  very 
healthy.  There  are  several  valuable  fishings  at  this  part  of 
the  Tweed.  "  There  are  no  antiquities  of  particular  interest  in 
the  parish.  The  mansion-house  of  Hut  ton  Hall,  in  ruins,  is 
rather  a  curious  specimen  of  an  ancient  Border  keep.  It  is 
situated  on  the  brink  of  an  eminence  not  far  from  the  Whit- 
adder and  overlooking  that  stream  ;  the  site  is  striking  and 
uncommon."  Mr.  Philip  Kedpath,  the  editor  of  the  Bwd&r 
History  (written  by  his  brother  George,  minister  of  Stichill), 
was  minister  of  this  parish.  There  are  two  villages — Hutton 
and  Paxton.  The  former  having  a  population  of  198,  is  situ- 
ated a  quarter  of  a  mile  south  of  the  Whitadder.  The  pariah 
church  and  schools  are  here.  Paxton,  having  a  population  of 
227,  lies  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  parish,  also  on  the  AVhit- 
adder.  About  2^  miles  south  from  this  village  is  the  Union 
Suspension  Bridge  across  the  Tweed,  built  in  1820,  under  the 
superintendence  of  the  late  Sir  Samuel  Brown,  and  which  was 

*  "  The  parish  of  Fish  wick  was  united  to  Hutton  in  1614 ;  and  theBe 
two  now  form  one  parish.  In  this  district  the  parishes  must  origi- 
nally have-been  very  small,  as  most  of  the  present  oneB  formed  two 
\e.g  .  Whitsome,  Buiikle,  and  Swinton,  etc.],  and  still  are  by  no  means 
large  either  in  extent  or  population  Fishwick  parish  was  situated  on 
the  north  bank  of  the  Tweed  ;  the  ruins  of  the  church  and  churchyard 
yet  remain.

There  are  occasionally  burials  in  the  churchyard. 
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the  6rafc  of  the  kind  erected  in  this  country.  The  bridge  is 
361  feet  in  length,  and  weighs  about  100  tons.  It  is  much 
admired  by  visitors  for  its  apparent  lightness  and  great 
strength.  Near  the  bridge  and  well  Been  from  it  iB  Paxton 
House,  an  imposing  edifice,  built  in  the  latter  half  of  the  last 
century.  It  contains  a  very  fine  gallery  of  paintings,  and  is 
surrounded  by  an  extensive  policy  and  gardens  within  a  high 
park  wall. 

Berwick  is  the  nearest  market  town,  distant  about  5  mileB 
from  Paxton  and  7  from  Hutton.  The  turnpike  roads  from 
Berwick  to  DunBe,  and  to  KoIbo  by  Swinton,  cross  the  parish. 
These  and  the  parish  roads  are  all  kept  in  excellent  repair.

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ECCLE§. 


EoCLES  is  a  rich  agricultural  parish  in  the  southern  part  of 
the  Merse,  skirted  for  about  3  miles  by  the  river  Tweed, 
which  forms  the  boundary  from  Northumberland  on  the  south. 
Its  other  boundaries  are — on  the  north  Fogo,  on  the  east  Swin- 
ton  and  Coldstream,  on  the  west  Ednam  and  St) chill  parishes 
{in  Roxburghshire),  and  on  the  west  Hume  and  Greenlaw.  ItB 
extreme  length  in  a  north-easterly  direction  is  about  6|  miles, 
and  its  extreme  breadth  about  5J  miles.  According  to  tbe 
Ordnance  Survey,  it  contains  12,488  acres;  comprising  70§ 
which  are  under  water,  and  nearly  230^  which  are  in  public 
and  privata  roads,  with  which  perhaps  Eccles  is  better  provided 
than  auy  other  parish  in  the  county.  "The  whole  of  the  parish, 
with  the  exception  of  some  slightly  elevated  parallel  ridges 
called  Cocket  Ridge,  Brae  Dunstan,  Bartlehill,  Wormerlaw,and 
Eccles  Hill,  consists  of  a  fine  fertile  plain,  beautifully  fenced, 
wooded,  aod  cultivated."  The  only  antiquity  of  interest  in 
the  parish  is  a  curious  monumeut  of  white  sandstone,  with  an- 
tique sculpture,  but  without  any  inscription,  standing  at  Cross- 
hall,  about  a  mile  to  the  north  of  the  village  of  Ecolea.  Of  the 
origin  or  object  of  this  monument  there  is  no  record.  There  are 
numerous  springs  in  the  parish,  moBt  of  which  are  impregnated 
with  sulphate  of  lime.  The  Leet  water  partly  skirts  the  parish 
on  the  east,  and  there  are  various  small  burns  intersecting 
the  parish  in  all  directions.  Fishing  restricted.  The  parish 
contains  several  fox  covers,  and  it  is  otherwise  finely  situated 
for  fox  hunting — the  Berwickshire  hounds  having  their  head- 
quarters in  the  next  parish  (Coldstream),  while  the  Duke  of 
Buccleuch's  hunt  ie  generally  accessible.  "Wild  ducks  largely 
frequent  a  partially  drained  bog  near  Birgham,  both  as  a  breed- 
ing and  feeding  place. 

The  parish  contains  three  villages.  Eccles,  in  the  south- 
west of  the  parish,  consisting  of  one  street,  and  resembling 
any  other  country  village.  It  has  no  particular  trade.  The 
parish  church  is  here.  Of  its  ancient  nunnery,  tbe  only  re- 
mains are  part  of  a  wall  and  two  vaulted  cells  contiguous  to 
the  churchyard.  Leitholm,  about  2  miles  to  the  north-east 
of  Eccles,  is  a  much  pleasanter  village,  the  houses  being  supe- 
rior, aud  having  some  very  good  shops  ;  it  is  the  largest  village 
in  the  parish,  and  has  a  population  of  305—142  males  and  163 
females.  In  the  south  of  tbe  parish,  situated  on  a  gentle  rise 
overlooking  the  Tweed,  is  Birgham,  once  a  very  noted  place, 


but  now  sadly  decayed.  It  Btill  has  its  grave-yard,  situated 
in  the  SL>uth  side  of  the  village,  tbe  largest  in  the  parish,  and 
still  in  use  by  the  farmers  and  villagers.  Fifty  years  ago  the 
remains  of  a  church  or  chapel  could  be  seen  in  the  churchyard  ; 
no  traces  of  it  now  remain  above  ground,  but  the  spot  is 
marked  by  a  solitary  elder  tree.  It  was  here  that  in  1291 
Edward  I.  met  the  twelve  competitors  for  the  Scottish  throne 
to  decide  their  claims.  In  1298  a  meeting  of  the  estates 
of  Scotland  was  held  here  to  consider  a  proposal  of  marriage 
between  Prince  Edward,  son  of  Edward  I.,  and  Margaret  of 
Scotland  ;  and,  according  to  Mack  ay  "Wilson  (vide  "  Border 
Tales"),  it  waB  here  that  some  ignomiuious  act  occurred  on  the 
part  of  the  Scottish  nobles,  long,  long  ago,  from  which  aroBe  the 
saying,  "  Go  to  Birgham,'**  which  is  a  term  of  reproach  in  tbe 
district  to  this  day.  The  parish  also  contains  the  hamlet  of 
Hassington,  which  lies  over  a  mile  due  west  from  the  village 
of  Eccles. 

The  nearest  market  town  is  Kelso,  about  6  miles  distant 
from  the  village  of  Eccles.  Coldstream,  abuut  the  Bame  dis- 
tance, is  the  post  town. 

Total  population  of  the  parish  in  1861,  1861,  who  composed 
399  families  ;  of  whom  233  were  returned  as  living  in  houses  of 
one  window,  and  100  in  houses  of  two  windows,  which  leaves 
the  small  proportion  of  66  as  living  in  houses  of  3  or  more 
windows.

Robert  Cosens  Weir,  Lieut.  1st  Royals,  born  4th  March  1840,

Karnes  was  at  one  time  the  residence  and  property  of  Henry 
Home,  Lord  Karnes.  Here  he  was  born  in  1696,  and  from  it 
he  assumed  the  title  as  Lord  of  Session.  Here,  too,  he  was 
visited  in  1759  by  Dr.  BeDj'amin  Franklin  and  son ;  rind  here, 
it  is  believed,  some  of  bis  famous  essays  on  agriculture  were 
written. 

After  the  death  of  Lord  Karnes,  the  property  was  purchased 
by  a  Capt.  Riddel,  who  changed  the  name  to  Besborough  (the 
name  of  the  ship  be  commanded).  When  the  property  was 
purchased  by  the  late  Mr.  Wrir  (in  1825),  father  of  the  present 
proprietress,  the  original  name  was  resumed. 

Karnes  is  a  delightful  residence,  built  in  the  old  Scottish 
gabled  style,  and  is  surrounded  by  very  fine  old  trees.

LONGFORMACUS.* 


An  irregularly  shaped  and  hilly  parish,  situated  entirely  among 
the  Lammermoors.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  East- 
Lothian  ;  on  the  east  by  the  parishes  of  Dunse  and  Abbey  St. 
Bithans  ;  on  the  south  by  Langton,  Polwarth,  Greenlaw,  and 
Westruther;  and  on  the  west  by  Cransbaws  and  Lauder.  Its 
greatest  length,  from  Willies  Law,  at  the  extreme  north-west, 
to  the  boundary  of  Dunse  or  Abbey  St.  Batbans  parishes,  is 
over  10  miles ;  its  greatest  breadth,  from  where  the  Whitadder 
skirt*  it  at  the  north  to  its  point  penetrating  into  Greenlaw 
and  Polwarth  parishes,  is  nearly  8  miles.  ItB  total  area,  in- 
cluding a  detached  portion  (of  1149$  acres,  which  formed  part 
of  the  old  parish  of  Ellem)  lying  in  Abbey  St.  Bathans  (see 
paragraph.  The  Retreat,  p.  665),  is,  according  to  the  Ordnance 
Survey,  19,604^  acres,  t 

The  whole  of  the  parish  is  hilly,  and  mostly  pastoral.  The 
greatest  elevation  is  that  of  Willies  Law  1626  feet,  one  of  the 
highest  of  the  Lammermoor  range  ;  Meikle  Law,  a  little  to  the 
east,  rises  to  1518  feet ;  Byrecleuch  Ridge,  more  easterly,  1335 
feet,  Wether  Law,  1379  feet ;  while  the  highest  point  of  Brown 
Law,  at  the  extreme  north,  has  a  rise  of  1032  feet.  The  two 
fine  hills — the  Great  and  Little  Dirrington  (the  former  1309 
feet  in  height)  lie  near  the  southern  extremity  of  the  parish, 
and  form  conspicuous  landmarks.  The  detached  part  of  the 
parish  has  no  heightB  of  note.  The  climate  of  the  parish  is  cold 
but  healthy.  The  small  streams — the  Dye  and  Watch,  inter- 
sect the  parish;  the  Whitadder  skirts  it  for  over  2  miles  to 
the  north ;  and  the  Fasney  touches  it  at  one  of  the  northern 
points.j  The  district  is  an  excellent  trouting  one,  and  gives 
its  name  to  the  celebrated  Ellem  Fishing  Club,  whose  head- 
quarters are  at  Dunse  (see  p.  479).  The  parish  of  Longf-rmacus 
contains  excellent  grouse  shooting— that  on  Byrecleuch  being 
esteemed  as  good  as  any,  if  not  the  heBt,  in  the  Lammermoors. 
We  may  add  that  the  grouse  shooting  on  the  Berwickshire  bills 
far  surpasses  that  of  the  Cheviots  or  Selkirkshire  hills;  the 
former  being  beathy  affords  better  cover  and  abundance  of 
food,  while  on  the  latter  heath  scarcely  exists  (compare  with

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p.  44) ;  bat  the  black-cock,  which  likes  cover  and  feed*  largely 
on  the  seeds  of  the  coarse  grass,  and  prefers  the  green  hi  Us 
abounds  in  the  Cheviots  and  Selkirkshire;  while  on  the  Lam- 
mermoor8  very  few  are  met  with,  and  those  few  principally 
about  Spottiswoode,  where,  of  late,  they  have  been  decreasing. 
The  heath  of  the  Lamoiermoors,  too,  affords  shelter  to  the 
viper  (locally  known  as  the  adder) ;  it  is  met  with  frequently 
in  this  parish,  and  is  more  or  less  common  along  both  sides  of 
the  range.  We  believe  it  is  unknown  on  the  Cheviots.*  In 
the  Whitadder  otters  abound,  and  are  sometimes  hunted.  At 
The  Retreat,  in  the  detached  part  of  the  parish,  as  many  as 
three  have  been  observed  in  one  pool. 

On  the  side  of  Byreoleuch  ridge,  about  a  mile  north-west 
from  Byrecleuch,  is  a  ourious  collection  of  stones.  Although 
of  immense  extent,  no  tradition  as  to  its  origin  exists,  but  it  is 
supposed  to  mark  the  scene  of  some  ancient  conflict.  It  is 
known  by  the  name  of  "Mutiny  Stones." 

Near  the  centre  of  the  parish,  situated  on  the  Dye,  about 
2  miles  west  from  where  it  joins  the  Whitadder,  is  situated 
the  small  village  of  Longformacus—  a  6ne  centre  for  anglers. 
The  nearest  market  town  is  Dunse,  7.4  miles  distant  from  the 
village,  where  is  also  the  nearest  railway  station.  The  road 
accommodation  of  the  parish  is  bad  ;  in  the  upper  grounds  it  is 
wretched.

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COLDINGHAM. 


This  parish,  which  po  litically  and  parochially  (see  foot-note),  is 
next  to  Lauder,  the  largest  in  Berwickshire,  lies  on  the  north- 
eastern coast  of  the  county.  It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the 
German  Ocean,  on  the  east  by  the  German  Ocean  and  parisbeB 
of  Ayton  and  Eyemouth,  on  the  Bouth  by  Chirnaide,  and  on  the 
west  by  Cockburnspatb.  In  figure  itia  very  irregular ;  its  ex- 
treme length,  from  a  point  about  a  mile  west  of  Grant's 
House  to  another  point  near  Ayton  Mill,  is  8  miles,  its  breadth 
averages  7  miles.  The  total  area  of  the  pariah,  ae  given  in 
the  Ordnance  Survev,  is  24,325£  acres  (including  a  detatcbed 
portion,  situated  in  Eyemouth  parish,  containing  the  mansion 
of  Highlaws,  which  is  80£  acres)  ;  of  this  71|  acres  are  under 
water,  236J  are  in  roads  (public  and  private),  106£are  occupied 
by  the  railway,  and  233  are  "foreshore."  At  one  time  thiB 
parish  was  much  larger  than  it  is  at  present ;  it  then  included 
all  the  parishes  which  now  form  its  boundaries,  and  was 
termed  Coldinghamshire.  The  surface  of  the  pariah  is  gene- 
rally uneven,  a  part  of  the  Lammermnor  range  of  hills  run- 
ning in  parallel  lines  from  east  to  west  throughout  its  entire 
length.  Between  these  hills  ate  many  valleys  of  considerable 
extent,  nearly  all  of  them  having  its  small  stream  flowing 
through  it.  None  of  the  bills  rise  to  a  great  height;  the 
principal  of  them  are— Crosa  Law  743  feet,  Laverlock  Law  715 
feet,  Drone  Hill  738  feet,  Horsley  Hill  860  feet,  and  several 
others  varying  from  500  to  600  feet.  A  great  part  of  the  parish 
consists  of  moorland  unfit  for  cultivation,  and  is  used  for 
pasture.  The  lower  grounds  are  fertile,  and  in  a  high  state 
of  oaltivation.  The  climate  from  its  being  very  much  exposed 
to  east  and  north-east  winds  is  cold.  Although  abounding  in 
small  streams  the  only  one  worth  mention  is  the  Eye,  which 
intersects  the  parish  throughout  its  entire  length.  Most  of  the 
small  streams  are  tributaries  of  the  Eye. 

The  great  object  of  interest  in  the  parish  is  its  bold  and 
rooky  coast — a  length  of  fully  9  miles,  allowing  for  headlands. 
Forming  part  of  this  coast  is  the  celebrated  promontoiy  called

St.  Abb's  Head,  which  presents  a  perpendicular  face  to  the  Ger- 
man Ocean,  of  nearly  200  feet  high  ; — its  extreme  height  is  310 
feet.  Tbe  Head  is  separated  from  the  mainland  by  a  valley  which 
fifty  years  ago  was  a  quagmire,  and  at  some  unknown  time  was 
crossed  by  a  bridge.  Tbe  bead  consists  of  three  hills.  On  the 
middle  hill  (Hare  Law)  a  lighthouse  200  feel  high  was  erected 
three  yeais  ago.  About  150  yards  to  the  north  of  tbe  light- 
house the  porphyry  rocks  have  been  gronnd  down,  smoothed, 
grooved,  and  serrated.  A  portion  of  these  rocks  was  bared  for 
the  inspection  of  the  Berwickshire  Naturalists'  Club  on  their 
June  field  day  of  this  year,  and  have  been  left  exposed  ;  the 
direction  of  the  grooves  are  from  "W".N  W.  to  E.S.E.  in  one  part, 
and  fr<un  N.W.  to  S.E.  in  another.  It  was  the  opinion  of  tbe 
geologists  present  on  the  occasion,  that  ice  moving  from  about 
N."W.  over  the  surface  bad  produced  tbe  effect.  At  Pettico- 
wick,  the  lauding  place  for  tbe  lighthouse,  may  be  Been  a  fine 
example  of  tbe  junction  of  tbe  greywacke  rocks  and  tbe  por- 
phyry ;  here  tbe  precipice  is  300  feet  high.  Tbe  eastern  hill 
(Kirkhill)  has  on  its  top  the  remains  of  a  chapel  and  a  burial 
ground.  Tbo  chapel  is  known  to  have  been  erected  by  a 
prior  of  Coldingbam,  about  tbe  year  1380.  The  western  bill 
(Fowlis)  has  on  it  nothing  of  interest.  The  old  town  of  St. 
Abb's  was  situated  between  the  Kirk  Hill  and  what  was  tbe 
quagmire;  and  on  the  neck  of  land  called  the  Ramfolds,  are 
the  supposed,  by  some,  remains  of  St.  Ebba's  Nunnery,  from 
which  tbe  name  of  St.  Abb's  is  derived.  "  Numerous  caves 
and  fissures,  formerly  the  haunts  of  smugglers,  exist  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  St.  Abb's  Head  ;  some  of  them  of  considerable 
dimensions,  excavated  out  of  tbe  solid  rock,  are  inaccessible  by 
land,  and  can  only  be  approached  at  low  water  and  in  the 
calmest  weather.  Their  narrow  entrances  are  completely 
blocked  up  by  the  rising  tide,  and  a  gentle  breeze  from  the  east 
speedily  creates  a  dangerous  surf."  "The  extraordinary  contor- 
tions of  the  Silurian  strata,  which  form  part  of  these  precipitous 
heights  have  long  attracted  the  attention,  and  supplied  ma- 
terials for  speculation  to  some  of  our  most  eminent  geologists. 
They  extend  from  Siccar  Point  {see  p.  590)  to  Buromouth,*  on 
each  side  of  the  igneous  rocks,  which  are  intruded  about  St.  Abb's 
Head.j    The  appearance  of  the  promontory,  when  lashed  with 


*  At  Bummouth  the  rocks  of  the  Carboniferous  era  begin — the  lower 
coal  measures  showing  themselves  slightly  in  Lamberton  parish  (see  p.

wick.  Joint -Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Berwickshire  Naturalists' 
Club  (see  Transactions,  vol.  iv.  p.  127)  : — 

"  Coldingham  stands  on  porphyry  (a  fire-formed  rock),  which  rangeB 
from  the  Eye  water  to  the  north  Bide  of  Coldingham  Sands.  This  rock 
is  seen  in  the  Eye,  and  it  forms  cliffs  in  the  narrow  glen  in  which  flows 
the  Cole  Murn  The  bold  headland  of  St.  Abb's  is  also  porphyry, 
which  extends  from  Coldingham  Sands  northward,  about  two  mites, 
to  Petticowick  Cove,  forming  a  promontory  jutting  into  the  sea ;  and 
more  effectually  resisting  the  wasting  action  of  the  German  Ocean  than 
the  softer  greywacke  rocks,  which  it  has  pierced  through  and  uplifted. 
The  porphyry  is  usually  of  a  reddish  colour,  having  a  clay  stone  base, 
through  which  are  scattered  a  few  crystals  of  felspar  ;  at  the  north-east 
it  is  amygdeloidal,  and  not  unfrequantly  contains  green  earth  ;  in  the 
more  southern  parts  amygdeloidal  tufa  occurs.  Some  parts  of  the  rock 
are  softer  than  others,  especially  where  there  is  tufa  ;  and  theBe  por- 
tions have  been  hollowed  out  and  caverned  and  worn  into  deep  chasms  ; 
here,  even  in  moderate  weather,  there  iB  a  heavy  roll  of  the  tide,  and 
a  hoarse  gurgle  is  heard  resounding  among  the  caverns.  The  scenery 
is  wonderfully  varied,  picturesque,  and  impressive.  In  front  of  the 
lofty  cliffs  are  many  detached  masses  of  rocks.  Some  are  single,  sur- 
rounded by  the  sea,  others  are  in  groups  ;  all,  however,  are  fashioned 
by  the  elements  into  peculiar  and  not  unfrequently  grotesque  forms  ; 
not  a  few  re.-emble  rained  building*  and  towers.  One  rock  in  Petti- 
cowick bay,  had  for  its  old  name  "The  Auld  Wife;  its  now  modern 
name  ia  "  Lord  Brougham."  from  an  odd  likeness  to  that  distinguished 
orator  ;  there  are  his  wig,  his  marvellous  nose,  his  projecting  and 
heavy  underlip,  and  a  vivid  imagination  can  even  see  the  judge's  robe. 

"The  stratified  rocks  in  thio  district  are  greywacke  and  greywacke 
slate,  being  part  of  that  formation  which  extends  across  Berwickshire 
in  a  west-south-west  direction,  and  which  has  been  ranked  as  lower 
Silurian  by  Murchison,  and  Cambrian  by  Sedgwick.  These  rocks  are 
seen  at  the  mouth  of  the  Cole  Burn  and  at  Coldingham  Sands,  on  the 
south  side  of  the  porphyry;  they  appear  again  at  the  north  side  in 
Petticowick  Cove,  where  they  form  a  series  of  remarkable  foldings  and 
curvatures,  in  one  part  dipping  north  by  north-west  50  degrees,  and  at 
a  short  distance  making  a  complete  bend,  and  dipping  50  degrees  to  the 
south-east  westward  of  St.  Abb's  Head.  Greywacke  forms  the  Raven's 
Brae.  A  deep  swampy  valley  here  separates  the  stratified  from  the 
igneous  rocks.  Most  probably  this  had  been  scooped  out  when  the  dis- 
trict was  under  water,  for  beneath  the  soil  is  a  considerable  accumula- 
tion of  rounded  water-worn  Btones.  A  natural  cause  was  however  not 
sufficient  for  the  old  chroniclers  ;  one  relates  that,  in  the  seventh  cen- 
tury, the  sea  flowed  miraculously  into  this  valley,  and  that  for  seven 
days  St.  Abb's  Head  was  converted  iuto  an  Island,  in  order  that  the 
Virgin  Queen  Edelthyra  and  hertwo  Holy  Virgins,  Sewennaand  Sewara, 
might  be  protected  from  her  husband  King  Egfrid.  He  had  given  her 
permission  to  become  a  nun  in  the  sanctuary  of  Ebba,  but  changing  his 
mind,  he  followed  her  to  bring  her  back  by  force  ;  but  the  miraculous 
flow  of  the  water  evidenced  to  him  that  the  Deity  waB  unfavourable  to 
his  purpose,  and  he  therefore  abandoned  the  attempt  and  returned  to 
York.    Viewed  on  a  fine  day  with  a  clear  blue  sky  above  and  a  bright 


Castle  and  the  Fsrn  Islands  on  the  south.*  Along  the  whole 
length  of  the  coast,  but  about  St.  Abb's  especially,  which  is  a 
great  breeding  place  for  them,  Bea  birds  abound.  Of  these  the 
principal  are,  the  Guillemot  or  Scout,  the  Razor-bill,  the  Puffin 
or  Tammy  Norry,  the  Kittiwake,  the  Herring  Gull,  the  Black- 
backed  Gull,  the  Greater  and  Green  Cormorants,  the  Raven,  the 
Kestril,  the  Jackdaw,  the  Martin  or  White  ruroped  Swallow, 
the  Shore  Pipet,  the  Domestic  Pigeon  in  a  wild  state,  and  in  the 
winter  season  various  kinds  of  Ducks.  Owing  to  the  visits 
of  mischievous  sportsmen  and  reckless  fusilades  from  passing 
steam-boats,  the  number  of  birds  is  gradually  diminishing. 
The  rar«  red-legged  Crow  or  Chough  which  ouce  frequented 
the  Head  is  now  extinct.  On  Earosbeugh,  one  of  the  neigh- 
bouring peaks,  the  Common  Gull  and  the  Peregrine  Falcon 
breed.  Porpoises  are  numerous  orl  the  coast  in  the  summer 
season,  and  the  bottle  nosed  whale  and  seal  are  occasional 
visitants — the  porpoiseB  and  whales  being  attracted  by  the 
droves  of  herrings,  on  which  they  prey.  Otters  frequent  the 
Eye  and  the  rocky  coves  of  St.  Abb's  Head. 

Two  miles  west  from  St.  Abb's  Head  are  the  promontory  and 
ruin  of  Fast  Castle.  To  the  land  side  the  only  access  is  by  a 
rocky  path  of  only  a  few  feet  wide,  bordered  on  either  hand  by 
a  deep  precipice.  The  castle — a  donjon  tower  of  moderate  size, 
surrounded  by  flanking  walls  which  rise  without  interval  and 
abruptly  from  the  very  verge  of  the  precipice — corresponds 
in  some  respects  to  the  "Wolf's  Craig"  of  Sir  Walter  Scott's 
"  Bride  of  Lammermoor." 

About  one  mile  west  from  St.  Abb's  Head  lies  ColdiDgham 


sun  illuminating  rock  and  sea.  there  is  ever  much  beauty  in  the  scene. 
Columns  and  broken  masBes  of  rock  rise  on  the  north  side  of  the  plat- 
form, whereupon  the  building  stood  ;  but  through  the  opening  between 
them,  we  look  down  a  deep  chasm,  bounded  on  the  north  by  lofty  cliffs, 
adorned  by  lichens  and  mosses,  here  and  there  relieved  with  patches  of 
the  bright  sea  pink,  and  of  the  sea  campion  with  its  white  flowers  and 
glaucous  green  leaves.  Isolated  pillars  and  masses  of  rock  stand  in  the 
midst  of  the  sea,  and,  resembling  a  group  of  buildings,  they  have  been 
named  the  Barn  Yard.  According  to  Scott,  Melrose  should  be  visited 
by  moonlight,  and  I  am  told  that  when  these  rocks  are  viewed  by 
moonlight  the  illusion  is  complete— the  farm  house  with  its  chimney 
is  seen,  and  beside  it  may  be  recognised  the  various  buildings  usually 
clustered  around  a  farm  house.  Few  spots  would  therefore  benioie 
fitted  for  recluses  than  ihia.  Shut  out  from  the  world  and  placed 
amid  impressive  natural  objects,  they  had  around  them  abundant  ma- 
terials sugestive  of  thought,  and  calculated  to  excite  the  feelingB ;  and  if, 
in  the  calm  and  sunshine,  there  is  much  to  minister  to  fancy,  and  gra- 
tify taste,  how  powerfully  would  such  a  scene  impress  the  mind,  when 
the  wild  wind  blew,  and  the  ocean  was  lashed  into  a  storm." 

*  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  attempts  have  been  made  of  late  to  pre- 
vent tourists  and  others  going  to  St.  Abb's  Head.  We  obseive  legal 
measures  are  being  taken  by  the  public  in  the  matter. 
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Loch,  about  30  acres  in  extent;  it  is  within  300  yards  of  the 
sea,  and  is  250  feet  above  its  level.  Its  waters  are  pellucid, 
several  fathoms  deep,  and  it  abounds  in  perch  and  water  plants  ; 
but  its  exposed  position  prevents  it  beiug  ornamented  with 
trees  or  shrubs.  Four  hundred  yards  north  of  the  loch,  on  the 
top  of  Earnsheugh,  as  it  is  commonly  called,  are  two  oblong 
British  camps,  each  having  three  well  marked  ramparts  on  the 
S.  W,  or  land  side.  There  are  other  British  camps  on  the 
adjoining  hills." 

Situated  in  a  valley  about  a  mile  distant  from  the  sea,  is 
the  small  town  of  Coldingham,  with  a  population  of  836;  it 
meets  the  eye  of  the  stranger  only  on  his  near  approach  by  the 
several  descents,  and  with  striking  and  picturesque  effect. 
The  bouses  present  a  scattered  appearance,  these  on  the  north- 
ern side  called  Boggan  being  percbed  in  the  steep  bank  of  a 
streamlet  bearing  the  name  of  Rickleside  Burn.  On  the  other 
side  flows  another  stream  called  Court  Barn,  both  in  deep  chan- 
nels, the  main  part  of  the  town  being  situated  on  the  rising 
ground  between  them.  On  a  gentle  eminence  to  the  south  of 
the  town  stauds  the  remains  of  the  ancient  priory,  recently  re- 
paired at  great  expense,  and  occupied  as  the  parish  church. 
It,  with  the  surrounding  ruins,  from  their  beauty  and  an- 
tiquity, are  much  resorted  to  by  visitors,  especially  during  the 
summer  and  autumn  months.* 

Situated  about  one  mile  to  the  north  on  the  sea  coast,  is  the 
fishing  village  of  Coldingham  Shore.  Its  population  (of  131)  is 
included  in  that  of  Coldingham.  The  inhabitants  are  mostly 
engaged  in  Ashing  for  cod,  haddocks,  turbot,  lobster,  and 
crabs;  and,  in  their  season,  herrings,  which  are  here  exten- 
sively cured  t  (see  Fishery  Board  Returns).  Coldingham  is  be- 
coming a  place  of  repute  foi  sea-bathing  and  summer  visitors. 
Half-way  between  the  town  and  the  "  shore"  (half-a-mile 
from  each)  m  a  beautiful  beach  called  Coldingham  Sands,  one 
of  the  finest  bathing  places  in  the  kingdom. 

Formerly  the  town  of  Coldingham  used  to  be  kept  in  a  very 
filthy  condition  :  the  streets  were  unswept,  dunghills  accumu-

lated  before  the  doors,  and  pig-Btyes  containing  pigs  were  every- 
where. This  is  now  all  changed  for  the  better,  and  the  town 
bas  not  only  its  scavengers,  but  it  has  its  inspector  of  nuis- 
ances. The  parish  of  Coldingham  is  very  healthy,  as  is  shown 
by  the  great  age  of  many  of  the  paupers,  as  also  by  the  average 
of  deaths  daring  the  five  years  ending  1864,  viz.  —56  (nearly), 
which  gives  a  death  rate  of  rather  leas  than  17  per  1000  per 
annum  of  its  population,  which  is  a  low  rate  of  mortality  (see 
Death  Bate  Table,  and  compare). 

The  trade  of  Coldingham  is  principally  dependent  on  agricul- 
ture and  fishing. 

The  pariah,  quoad  civiliat  also  contains  the  following  vil- 
lages : — RESTON  (with  a  population  of  over  200),  situated 
about  4  miles  south  of  Coldingham  and  at  the  junction  of  the 
Berwickshire  and  the  North  British  railways  ;  here  is  an  im- 
portant railway  station.  AUCHENCRAW  (having  a  population 
of  over  150),  near  the  southern  boundary  of  the  parish,  and  2 
miles  south-west  from  Reston  station.  The  hamlet  of  Hound- 
wooD,  where  are  the  quoad  sacra  church  and  manse  and  Free 
church,  consists  of  a  few  detached  bouses,  embracing  about 
half-a-mile  in  length,  pleasantly  situated  on  the  north  fide  of 
the  Eye,  not  far  from  the  line  of  railway  and  about  mid-way 
between  the  Grant's  House  and  Reston  stations.  Within  the 
parish  there  is  also,  at  its  western  boundary,  the  hamlet  and 
station  of  Grant's  House. 

A  considerable  portion  of  the  lands  in  the  parish  of  Colding- 
ham were  formerly  Runrigg*  but  were  divided  by  decreet  of 
the  Court  of  Session,  at  the  instance  of  Patrick  Home,  Esq., 
of  "WVdderburn,  and  others.  The  process  originated  in  the 
Sheriff  Court  of  Berwickshire,  at  the  instance  of  Alexander 
Hay,  Esq.,  of  fluntingtower,  and  others,  and  was  advocated 
to  the  Court  of  Session  conform  to  four  several  letters  of  advo- 
cation. The  decreet  of  division,  which  is  of  va-t  importance 
to  the  holders  of  property  in  and  around  Coldingham,  is  dated 
23th  July  1770  and  6th  August  1772.  f 

*  "  liunrigg- Lands  are  lands  where  the  alternate  ridges  of  a  field  be 
longed  to  different  proprietors.  By  the  Act  lb90,  c.  23,  a  division  of 
such  lands  was  authorized  to  be  made  between  the  different  proprietors 
according  to  their  respective  interests,  with  the  exception  of  lands  be- 
longing to  boroughs  or  incorporations.  This  decision  may  be  insisted 
in  before  the  Judge  Ordinary  or  Justices  of  the  Peace.  Under  the  de- 
scription of  ' '  Bunrigg-laDds  "  are  comprehended  lands  where  the  por- 
tions consist  not  of  ridges  only,  but  of  alternate  portions  of  several 
acres  each."

The  railway  station  at  Reston  is  about  3^  miles 
distant  from  the  town.  A  survey,  however,  of  a  branch  line 
from  Reston  to  Eyemouth,  via  Coldingham,  in  connection  with 
the  K.  B.  R.  has  been  made,  and  it  is  expected  that  when  the 
harbour  at  Eyemouth  is  enlarged  (see  Eyemouth),  this  line  will 
be  proceeded  with.

OLDHAMSTOCKS. 


The  parish  of  Oldhamstocks  belongs  properly  to  Haddington- 
shire, but  two  small  portions  of  it  belong  to  the  county  of 
Berwick.  The  larger  part — in  shape  nearly  a  square,  measuring 
1 J  mile  on  each  side,  and  consisting  of  1418}  acres,  of  which  5J 
are  occupied  by  the  N.  B.  railway — lies  quite  detached 
from  the  rest  of  the  parish,  and  is  surrounded  by  the  parishes 
of  Cockburnspath,  Coldingham,  and  Abbey  St.  Bathans; 
the  smaller  part,  consisting  of  928  acred,  lies  undetached  from 
the  rest  of  the  parish,  but  is  surrounded  on  three  of  its  sides 
by  Berwickshire,  where  the  parishes  of  Abbey  St.  Bathans 
and  Cockburnspath  form  its  boundaries.  In  the  larger  portion 
is  the  farm  of  Butterdean  and  the  railway  station  of  Grant's 
House  {see  p.  679);  in  the  smaller  is  the  estate  of  Nether 
Monynut,  and  Luckie  Sheil,  belonging  to  the  estate  of  Billie. 
In  Haddingtonshire  is  the  village  of  OldhamBtocks,  the  prin- 
cipal one  in  the  parish  {see  p.  591 — "Free  Church")  and  the 
mansion-house  of  Dunglass,  &c. 

The  total  area  of  the  two  Berwickshire  portions  is  2347 
acres ;  71  of  which  (besides  the  5i  occupied  by  the  railway)  are 
in  public  and  private  roads,  and  a  little  over  2  are  under  water 
The  larger  portion  is  fertile  and  mostly  under  cultivation ;  the 
smaller  portion  partakes  of  the  characteristics  of  the  upper 
part  of  the  parish  generally  which,  inland,  is  barren  and  moor- 
ish. This  portion  is  hilly — one  point,  Laughinglaw,  rises  to 
1108  feet ;  and  Coarselaw,  lying  partly  in  Cockburnspath,  rises 
to  1042  feet. 

The  rare  bird  the  Dotterel  is  a  summer  visitant  (of  about  a 
fortnight  in  May)  to  the  larger  portion  of  this  parish,  and  to  the 
adjoining  portion  of  Abbey  St.  Bathans.  It  loves  to  settle  and 
feed  upon  the  new  ploughed  moors.  It  is  easily  shot,  and  is 
most  delicate  eating  {see  note,  p.  663). 

According  to  the  census  of  1861  the  Berwickshire  portions 
of  Oldhamstocks  contained  125  inhabitants.  The  returns  do 
not  give  their  housing  accommodation  apart  from  that  of  the 
entire  parish.

EYEMOUTH. 


This  is  a  small  parish  on  the  sea-coast,  formerly  a  dependancy 
of  Coldingbam,  of  which  a  detached  portion  (Highlaws)  is  still 
in  the  centre  of  this  parish.  Eyemouth  is  bounded  by  Cold- 
ingham  on  the  west,  by  the  German  Ocean  on  the  north,  and 
by  Ayton  on  the  south  and  east.  Its  general  outline  is  square, 
and  measures  about  1 J  miles  on  all  sides.  The  area  of  the  parish, 
according  to  the  Ordnance  Survey,  is  10794  acres,  of  which  21£ 
are  public  roads,  5  are  under  running  water  and  6£  under  tidal, 
while  64  consist  of  "foreshore";  the  remainder  boyond  the  limits 
of  the  town  is  mostly  under  cultivation.  The  coast  line,  allow- 
ing for  headlands,  which  extends  in  length  to  about  1^  mileB, 
is  rocky  and  precipitous,  averaging  about  eighty  feet  above 
the  level  of  the  sea.  The  Crimels,  Killiedraught,  and  Eye- 
mouth bay  are  the  only  accessible  points.  At  the  mouth  of  the 
Eye  is  the  town  of  Eyemouth,  an  ancient  seaport,  and  burgh 
of  barony,  with  a  small  but  excellent  harbour  opening  into  a 
Bafe,  picturesque,  semicircular  bay,  admitting  vessels  of  small 
burthen  at  every  Btage  of  the  tide.  This  is  the  only  seaport 
town  in  the  county  of  Berwick,  The  port  is  of  great  antiquity, 
having  been  known  as  early  as  tbe  reign  of  Alexander  II., 
when  it  was  resorted  to  by  the  monks  of  that  age,  as  a  com- 
modious harbour  for  importing  supplies,  and  for  shipping  wool, 
hides,  etc.,  in  which  they  trafficked.*  "  The  town,  though 
not  elegant,  contains  many  good  houses,  possesses  a  neat  spire 
towering  up  from  its  church,  is  well  supplied  with  water,  and 
the  streets  are  well  kept;"  but  it  has  no  Bystem,  properly  bo 
called,  of  either  water  or  drainage,  while  its  streets  are  moBtly 
narrow  and  twisted — not  suited  for  free  ventilation  or  the 
promotion  of  sanitary  meaBureB  generally.  Despite  of  these 
drawbacks,  to  which  we  may  add,  poor  housing  accommodation, 
the  town  stands  out  favourably  in  the  Death  Rate  or  Poor  Roll 
Tables  (Nos.  3  and  4).    Although  the  parish  may  be  said  to  con- 

*  lu  history  he  town  is  iudirjctly  connected  with  tbe  Gowne  Conspi- 
racy; for  centuries  it  was  noted  for  the  extent  of  its  smuggling  operatious  : 
"  it  has  a  dark  and  cunning  look,"  almost  every  house  having  been  erected 
with  adaptations  for  the  concealment  of  contraband  goods. 

The  first  honour  bestowed  on  John  Churchill,  who  afterwardB,  in 
Queen  Anne's  time,  became  the  great  Duke  of  Marlborough,  was  the  Lord- 
ship of  Eyemouth,  in  the  Scotch  Peerage;  this  was  through  the  influence 
of  the  Duke  of  York,  afterwards  James  II.  This  honour  seems  to  have 
been  held  only  by  the  first  Duke.

sist  merely  of  the  town  (its  qualifying  country  district  is 
almost  nil),  its  death  rate  is  about  the  smallest  per  annum 
of  all  the  town  parishes  in  the  district ;  its  legitimate  birth. 
rate  is  the  highest  of  all  the  parishes,  and  its  illegitimate 
birth  rate  is  the  Bmallest.  Its  poor  on  the  roll  are  a  fair 
average,  but  not  one  of  them  is  insane.*  Can  any  other 
town  in  the  Empire  of  like  population  show  the  same  results? 
Up  till  now  the  entire  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  town  have 
heen  under  the  management  of  the  parochial  board,  and  the  ex- 
penses, met  chiefly  by  a  sanitary  rate,  were  collected  along  with 
the  poor  rate.  With  the  means  at  their  disposal,  the  board  have 
done  their  utmost  to  promote  the  amenity  of  the  place ;  but 
as  it  cannot  enforce  either  measures  or  rates,  the  population 
have  adopted  the  Burgh  Act  of  1862,  by  which  the  Commis- 
sioners are  bound  to  light,  repair,  cleanse,  and  drain  every 
lane  and  street  within  the  limits.  When  the  commissioners 
have  accomplished  their  work,  it  will  be  curious  to  compare 
the  then  death  rates  with  those  at  present  existing.  + 

The  principal  sources  of  employment  in  Eyemouth  ore  the 
white  and  herring  fisheries,  which  are  here  largely  and  ener- 
getically followed.  As  a  haddock  fishing  station  the  town  is 
said  to  be  now  the  most  important  and  noted  in  the  kingdom. J

the  best  haddock  fishing  grounds  south  and  north,  and  at  a  moderate 
distance  from  land ;  and  have  alao  the  means  of  conveyance  by  rail — 
from  Burnmouth  or  Ayton  stations — to  the  best  markets  in  the  king- 
dom. The  fishermen  are  steady,  industrious,  ami  enterprising,  and, 
we  may  add,  wealthy,  many  of  them  being  house  proprietors  and  Regis- 
tered Voters.  Their  boats  are  of  the  moat  approved  clasB  and  build, 
and  the  fishing  materials  of  the  finest  description. 

With  such  natural  and  acquired  advantages,  the  success  of  the  fish- 
ing is  almost  a  matter  of  certainty,  and  has  rapidly  increased  in  extent 
and  importance.  About  25  years  ago  there  were  only  10  boats  employed, 
worth,  with  the  lines,  about  £700;  and  the  estimated  value  of  fish  landed 
during  the  year  did  not  exceed  £2000.  From  a  reference  to  the  Returns 
given  at  page  697,  it  will  be  seen  that  34  boats  are  now  employed, 
of  680  tous,  valued  at  £7000,  manned  by  215  fishermen,  and  that  the 
value  of  the  fish  landed  is  no  less  than  £15,000.  The  fish  are  of  superior 
quality,  and  are  prepared  with  the  greatest  care  by  the  curers,  who,  as 
a  class,  are  noted  for  their  skill,  and  command  the  highest  price  in  all 
the  markets  (Glasgow  principally)  to  which  they  are  sent. 

The  trade  having  outgrown  the  original  harbour  accommodation,  with  a 
view  to  its  improvement  and  enlargement  by  cid  of  a  Government  grant, 
a  careful  and  minute  survey  of  it  was  made  in  September  of  this  year  (1865) 
by  the  Messrs.  Stevenson,  C.E.,  Edinburgh  ;  and  should  funds  be  obtained 
sufficient  to  complete  the  projected  improvements,  Eyemouth  Harbour 
will  become  one  of  the  most  accessible  and  commodious  on  the  coast. 


Eyemouth  is  53  miles  from  Edinburgh,  8  from  Berwick,  and 
3  from  Ayton,  where  is  the  nearest  railway  station.  The  rail- 
way station  at  Burnmouth  is  about  the  same  distance  as  that 
of  Ayfcon.  It  has  been  proposed  to  form  a  railway  from  Reston 
station,  via  Coldingham,  to  Eyemouth,  and  we  believe  the  line 
has  been  surveyed. 

The  population  of  the  town  of  Eyemouth,  hy  the  census  of 
1861,  was  1721;  of  the  entire  parish,  1804,  who  composed  378 
families ;  177  of  whom  were  returned  as  living  in  houses  of  one 
window,  and  114  in  houses  of  two  windows,  leaving  the  small 
propoition  of  less  than  one-fourth  living  in  houses  of  three  or 
more  windows.

NOTES  ON  THE  WHITE  FISHERY  TABLE. 


The  boats  used  at  Eyemouth  and  Burn  mouth  and  Ross,  in  the  white 
fishery,  are  all  of  large  size,  measuring  from  48  to  55  feet  in  length,  and 
from  17  to  19  in  breadth.  Witli  one  or  two  exceptions,  they  are  lull  decked, 
and  in  value  they  average  about  £200,  while  the  lines  will  cost  £40  more. 
All  the  boats  are  manned  by  six  or  seven  men  each.  Although  Had- 
docks are  good  in  August,  the  fishing  for  them  does  not  begin  till  late  in 
September,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  herring  fishing,  and  is  most  ener- 
getically prosecuted  from  October  to  February  (inclusive).  In  January  they 
are  in  prime  condition.  In  February,  although  the  fishing  is  still  energeti- 
cally prosecuted,  tbe  fish  spawns,  falls  off  in  flesh  and  quality,  and,  till  April, 
is  out  of  season.  In  May  it  again  becomes  good,  and  in  June  is  once 
more  at  its  best;1  but  by  this  time  it  has  got  scarce,  not  from  want 
of  fish,  but  owing  to  the  men  being  then  engaged  preparing  for  the  herring 
harvest. 

In  England,  especially  away  about  Yarmouth,  the  haddocks  are  caught  by 
trawling— a  rough  process  which  deteriorates  their  quality  by  bruising  and 
breaking  them.  The  Berwickshire  coast  will  not  admit  of  trawling,  the 
ground  being  too  rocky.2  Next  to  Dublin  Bay,  where  haddocks  of  enorm- 
ous size  are  caught,  we  believe  those  of  the  Berwickshire  coast  are  esteemed 
as  of  most  value  in  the  market.3  The  haddock  does  not  take  on  salt  so 
well  as  the  cod,  but  is  well  adapted  for  smoking  and  curing  in  a  half-dried 
state ;  and  thus  we  have  the  Finnan  Haddock,  the  superiority  of  which,  pro- 
duced at  Eyemouth,  has  brought  it  such  wealth  and  repute. 

The  bait  used  along  the  coast  is  principally  the  mussel,  and  it  has  been 
calculated  that  1400  tons  of  this  sliell-fish  are  annually  imported,  prin- 
cipally from  Basten-deep  and  Lynn,  into  Eyemouth  alone,  to  be  thus 
used,  at  a  cost  of  £2  per  ton.4 


Lobsters  and  Crabs  do  not  coDstitue  a  part  of  the  white  fishery ;  they 
form  a  distinct  branch  which  is  prosecuted  only  by  a  few  old  men.

NOTES  ON  THE  HERRING  FISHING  TABLE.

The  Herring  fishery  is  carried  on  with  entirely  different  and  distinct 
materials  from  the  white  fishery;  the  boats  are  smaller — mostly  hall- 
decked — and  nets  are  used.  The  fishing  on  the  coast  generally  begins  in 
June,  and  is  continued  till  the  middle  of  September. 

The  nets  used  in  June  and  July,  when  the  herrings  are  still  far  off-shore 
are  made  of  fine  cotton  cord  or  stout  thread,  the  herring  then  being  wild 
in  habit  and  small  in  size,  (in  its  richest  state  for  eating  fresh,  but  not 
suitable  for  curing).  As  the  season  advances,  and  the  shoals  get  in-shore, 
a  net  of  fine  twine  is  used,  worked  into  meshes  of  an  inch  square.  Each 
net  is  about  50  yards  long  by  33  feet  in  depth.  These  nets  which  are  now 
woven  by  machinery,  were  formerly  made  by  the  fishermen's  families;  but 
so  many  are  now  used  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  make  them  by  hand, 
each  boat  having  a  train  of  from  30  to  40  nets,  which,  when  cast,  stretch 
a  mile  or  more  in  length ;  the  nets,  suspended  about  18  feet  from  the  sur- 
face by  bladder  or  dog-skin  floats  are — one  end  attached  to  the  boat — al- 
lowed to  drift  with  the  tide,  and  the  herrings  are  caught  by  striking  against 
the  nets,  in  which  they  are  entangled  by  the  head. 

It  was  at  one  time  supposed  that  herrings  were  migratory,  and  only 
visited  the  coast  in  shoals  at  certain  seasons  of  the  year  for  the  purpose 
of  spawning;  but  it  is  now  the  generally  received  opinion  that  they 
exist  around  our  coasts  all  the  year  over ;  they  are  often  seen  in  the 
winter  months,  but  at  a  great  distance  from  land.  In  February  and 
March  they  are  sometimes  caught,  but  generally  of  a  poor  quality. 

The  herring  fishing  partakes  greatly  of  the  nature  of  a  lottery  [for  indi- 
vidual boats,  but  in  the  aggregate  the  returns  are  very  large  and  certain]. 
One  boat  will  sometimes  get  a  large  haul  of  herrings,  and  the  one  next 
may  count  its  take  by  dozens,  and  this  entirely  independant  of  quality 
of  nets  or  other  material  employed;  and  it  sometimes  happens  that 
the  herrings  striking  the  nets  with  a  downward  course  carry  them  to  the 
bottom,  when  the  nets  are  either  lost  or  partially  destroyed.  At  other 
times  rough  weather  may  set  in  and  the  nets  of  different  boats  become 
inextricably  entangled  and  destroyed;  but  the  certain,  although  irregu- 
lar, chances  of  lucky  hauls,  and  the  bustle  and  excitement  attending 
this  branch  of  his  calling  give  to  it  an  overpowering  charm  to  the 
fisherman.  To  the  sea-side  visitor  the  herring  fishery  possesses  great 
novelty — few  sights  being  more  picturesque  than  the  departing  fleet 
of  boats  leaving  the  harbour  at  sunset,  with  their  sombre- coloured  sails 
set,  spreading,  some  out  to  sea  till  lost  in  the  distance— others  along  the 
coast,  or  under  the  precipitous  headland;  or  of  more  interest  than  the 
same  fleet  returning,  straggling  in  from  sunrise  till  mid-day — some  light, 
and  sailing  carelessly  with  the  wind — others,  heavy  with  fish  and  sunk 
to  gunnels,  and  assisted  by  the  heavy  oars ;  then  comes  the  unloading  :  the 
silvery  fish  shovelled  into  baskets  *  and  emptied  into  carts  for  conveyance 
to  the  curing  house,  where  women  begin  the  process  of  guttingfby  a  quick 
insertion  of  a  pointed  knife  under  the  head,  a  wrench,  and  out  comes  the 
gills  and  entrails,  leaving  the  melt  or  roe),  immediately  followed  by  a  won- 
der fully  rapid  arrangement  in  barrels — herrings  and  saltinalternate  layers. 
A.  woman  will  thus  pack  a  barrel  containing  600  fish — each  fish  carefully 
arranged  on  its  back,  the  layer  forming  a  neat  circle  in  the  barrel — in  15 
minutes.    After  packing,  the  barrels  are  on  the  following  day,  or  as  early 

*  Four  of  these  baskets  form  the  cean,  the  official  measure. 
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a3  possible,  headed  up  by  the  cooper.  After  lying"  ten  days  the  barrels  are 
re-opened  and  completely  filled  up  and  pickled  ;  they  are  then  ready  to  re- 
ceive the  Government  inspection  and  braud,  and  forthwith  may  be  shipped 
to  Germany  or  the  Mediterranean,  where,  aa  the  best  of  Scotch  Herrings, 
they  command  the  highest  price  in  the  market.  Instead  of  lying  the  10  days 
necessary  for  thorough  curing  and  Government  inspection,  vast  quantities 
are  sent  off  ungutted— mostly  to  large  inland  towns,  to  cure  themselves  by 
the  way,  or  be  consumed  at  once  in  a  half-fresh  state;  or,  by  smoking, 
be  converted  into  bloaters,  as  may  best  Buit  the  fishmongers'  requirements. 

Mackerel  are  caught  during  the  Herring  season,  but  only  to  a  trifling 
extent,  and  are  not  valued  in  the  official  returns.

EXPLANATORY  NOTES  ON  PRECEDING  TABLE. 


In  compiling  these  returns  from  two  Reports,*  we  have  en- 
deavoured to  strike  more  reliable  averages.  It  will  be  observed 
we  give  the  parishes  having  small  populations,  in  classified 
groups.  This  was  necessary  to  prevent  details  needlessly  minute  ; 
and  we  also  found  that  the  averages  of  such  parishes  were,  indi- 
vidually, very  unreliable,  the  accidental  circumstance  of  a  few 
additional  deaths  or  illegitimate  births  being  apt  to  convey 
very  erroneous  ideas  of  their  sanitary  condition  or  morality : 
theFe  accidents  are,  however,  modified  in  the  aggregate.  In  cal- 
culating the  illegitimate  birth  rates,  we  have  departed  from  the 
general  system  of  giving  a  comparison  between  them  and  the  le- 
gitimate births.  We  prefer,  as  being  more  just,  to  give  each  rate 
in  its  proportion  to  the  population.  Take,  for  instance,  Lauder 
(No.  13),  whose  legitimate  birth  rate,  compared  with  population, 
is  tbe  smallest  of  all  town  parishes  in  the  district,  and  whose 
illegitimate  birth  rate  is  much  below  the  average.  If  births 
were  here  to  be  compared  with  births,  it  is  evident  that  the 
proportion  of  illegitimates  would  be  very  materially  raised, 
and  give  an  erroneous  and  unjust  impression  of  their  number. 
By  the  same  mode  of  comparison,  to  compare  the  illegitimate 
birth  rate  of  an  agricultural  county  with  that  of  a  manufactur- 
ing one  would,  as  an  evidence  of  moral  laxity,  be  decidedly 
unjust  to  the  former;  and  yet  such  is  generally  done.  Thus 
Renfrew  belongs  to  a  group  of  counties  only  7.9  per  cent, 
of  whose  births  are  illegitimate ;  while  Berwick  belongs  to  a 
group  giving  the  high  per  centage  of  14,  or  nearly  double ; 
but  if  we  calculate  illegitimates  by  population,  we  find  that 
for  each  1000,  Renfrew  has  2.7,  or,  compared  with  Berwick- 
shire, having  considerably  over  three-quarters  instead  of  over  a 
half  merely ;  while  Ayr,  which  belongs  to  the  same  7.9  per  cent, 
group,  has  the  high  rate  of  3.5,  or  close  upon  that  of  Roxburgh- 
shire. Lanark,  which  belongs  to  the  same  group,  and,  with  Ayr 
and  Renfrew,  forms  a  subdivision,  designated  the  South-Western 
Counties,  stands  at  3.2,  or  equal  to  Selkirkshire  minus  Ladhope. 
But  we  think  that  illegitimacy  is  a  very  unfair  test  of  the  moral 
laxity  of  a  town,  parish,  or  district,  unless  it  be  taken  in 
conjunction  with  the  existence  of  the  social  evil.  Now,  as 
a  rule,  the  social  evil  largely  exists  in  the  7.9  per  cent,  group, 
while  in  many  of  the  14  per  cent,  group  it  is  awanting,  or 
exists  only  in  a  small  degree — as,  for  example,  our  own  dis- 
trict,  and  of  the  district  the  least  so   in   Berwickshire.    In 


*  These  reports  are  the  last  issued  by  the  Registrar-General,  and 
in  date  their  details  correspond  with  the  census  and  housing  statii- 
tic*  given  in  the  body  of  the  Register. 
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further  estimating  the  causes  of  illegitimacy,  and  comparing 
such  births  with  legitimates,  it  should  be  further  taken  into 
account  that  "  wherever  the  proportion  of  women  in  a  married 
state  is  small  [as  it  generally  is  in  agricultural  districts], 
legitimate  births  must  be  few;  but  where  the  proportion  of 
married  women  is  high,  the  proportion  of  legitimate  births 
must  be  high ;  "^and — moral  laxity  and  the  robustness  (or  child- 
bearing  condition)  of  the  women  being  equal— the  illegitimates 
should  be  high  or  low  in  the  inverse  ratio;  and  here  the  com- 
paratively greater  robustness  of  the  agricultural  population 
also  tells  against  it.* 


*  Of  late  It  haa  been  the  frequent  habit  to  write  down  the  agri- 
cultural counties  on  the  score  of  moral  laxity  :  the  writers  j  udging  by 
the  per  centage  of  illegitimate  births  in  the  returns,  while  the  qualify- 
ing causes  are  overlooked.  So  far  as  our  own  district  is  concerned, 
it  wilt  be  fuuad  by  an  inspection  of  Table  No.  3,  that  the  partly 
manufacturing  one  of  Roxburgh  is  the  most  lax  ;  Selkirk  (which, 
intact,  may  be  desoribed  as  pastoral)  the  least  lax;  but  with  the 
manufacturing  population  of  Ladhope  included,  the  second;  while 
Berwick,  strictly  agricultural — where  the  bondage  system  exists  in 
greatest  intensity  (which  is  universally  allowed  to  be  a  great  cause  of 
moral  laxity) — may  be  reckoned  as  really  the  most  virtuous.  Or  take 
the  town  parishes,  and  it  will  be  observed  that,  as  a  rule,  according  to 
their  manufacturing  population  so  is  their  illegitimate  proportion  of 
births.  It  should  be  further  stated,  as  bearing  on  the  above  (and 
telling  all  the  more  in  favour  of  Berwick),  that  in  the  parishes  of  that 
county  generally  the  proportion  of  wnmarrted  women  is  large.  Calculat- 
ing from  the  returns  of  the  Registrar-General  on  this  head,  we  find 
that  the  proportion  of  unmarried  women  from  16  to  45  years  of  age 
(the  child  bearing  age)  in  every  100  was,  in —

Judging  from  these  figures,  Berwickshire  should  have  a  small  pro- 
portion of  legitimate  births  (and  the  table  Bhews  this  result)  while  ol 
illegitimate  births  it  is  entitled  to  have  as  high  a  proportion  as  lb. a* 
of  its  unmarried  women,  which  it  has  not. 

We  think  that  a  series  of  calculations  gone  into  over  the  Scotch 
counties,  shewing  the  proportions  of  illegitimacy  compared  with  the 
unmarried  female  population,  would  bring  out  results  tending  greatly 
to  qualify  present  received  opinions  on  the  subject,  and  prove  the  old 
saying,  that  figures  can  be  made  to  read  both  ways.  It  should  be 
further  borne  in  mind,  in  estimating  the  comparative  moral  laxity  of 
country  compared  with  town — as  shewn  by  the  illegitimate  births  in  the 
Registrar's  returns — the  well-known  fact  that  the  mothers  expectant  of 
illegitimate  children  very  frequently  migrate  from  their  resident  piirish 
to  some  distance  previous  to  the  birth  of  the  child  ; — for  instance,  in  the 
case  of  servant  girls,  to  their  country  homes,  principally  from  necessity, 
and  partly  for  concealment;  and,  wherever  it  is  at  all  practicable,  the  chi.d 
will  be  boarded  thereafter  in  a  rural  parish.  Wherever  this  system  is 
Carried  out,  it  may  readily  be  observed  that  the  rural  parishes  thus 


2.  Roxburghshire. — The  county  intact  as  returned  in  the  Reports, 
viz.— including  the  Ladhope  portion  of  Melrose  parish,  all  ABhkirk 
parish  but  excluding  the  part3  of  Roberton,  Selkirk,  and  Galashiels 
parishes  situated  in  this  county. 

3.  Selkirkshire.  — Intact,  as  returned  in  the  Reports,  which  include 
all  Roberton  and  Selkirk  parishes  but  exclude  the  Selkirkshire  portions 
of  Stow,  Peebles,  Innerleithen,  and  the  Roxburghshire  portions  of 
Roberton  and  Galashiels. 

Selkirkshire. — This  line  of  calculation  includes  Ladhope  in  Roxburgh 
shire,  which  parochially  forms  part  of  Melrose  parish.  This  district, 
containing  part  of  the  town  of  Galashiels,  and  belonging  to  it  socially, 
should,  in  a  matter  of  morals  and  death  rate,  be  so  calculated.  It  will 
be  observed  how  this  addition  of  a  manufacturing  population  raises  the 
averages  of  both  the  county  and  parish. 

6.  Galashiels. — Intact. 

Galashiels  and  Ladhope — See  note,  Selkirkshire. 

7.  Hawick  (including  Wilton).— Observe  the  high  rate  here  given 
in  all  the  averages — those  of  deaths  and  illegitimate  births  being  the 
highest  in  the  district  and  much  above  the  average  of  Scotland,  while 
the  legitimate  birth  rate  is  the  highest  but  one — Eyemouth,  No.  14  (see 
pp  802  and  306,  on  the  sanitary  condition  and  housing  accommodation 
of  Hawick,  and  page  340,  for  the  housing  accommodation  of  Wilton). 

8.  Jedbdroh. — This  town  had  the  advantage  of  a  system  of  drain- 
age, but  one  not  well  executed  {see  p.  246)  when  the  returns,  from 
which  we  have  calculated  the  averages,  were  compiled  (1860-61).  Since 
then  Kelso,  Hawick,  etc. ,  have  introduced  both  thorough  drainage  and 
water,  and  we  expect  to  shew  the  results  arising  therefrom,  by  a  com- 
parison with  the  present  table,  when  our  next  issuo  is  published  ;  "the 
object  of  all  these  improvements  being  primarily  to  supply  a  purer 
atmosphere  to  the  dwellings  of  the  working-claases,  and  to  afford  their 
inmates  the  means  of  cleanliness  ;  failing  to  do  this,  the  end  for  which 
they  were  established  has  miscarried."* 

become  libelled  with  the  immorality  which,  strictly  speaking,  had  its 
source  in  the  towns. 

The  reverse  system  of  mothers  expectant  migrating  to  the  lying-in 
hospitals  of  large  towns  does  not  obtain  in  thiB  district,  although,  we 
believe,  it  does  in  some  counties  more  conveniently  situated  for  the 
purpose. 


*  We  append,  for  the  consideration  of  municipalities  and  proprietors 
of  house  property,  the  following  suggestive  remarks  by  Dr.  Stark, 
Superintendent  of  the  Statistical  Department,  Registrar -General's 
Office,  on  the  operation  of  the  Sanitary  Acts : — 

"  These  Acts  reqnire  that  a  water-closet  and  sink  be  introduced  into 
'every  house  or  part  of  a  house  occupied  by  a  separate  family,'  (25  and 
26  Vict.,  cap.  101,  clause  210)  and  it  seems  desirable  to  ascertain  what 
may  have  been  the  practical  result  of  the  enactment.  The  old  houses 
in  most  of  our  towns  are  of  a  peculiar  construction,  with  flats  above 
one  another,  occupied  by  different  families.  Now,  if  under  the  direc- 
tions of  the  clause  above  referred  to,  water-closets  and  more  especially 
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9.  Kelso. — It  will  be  observed  that  the  illegitimate  birth  rate  of 
Kelso  is,  next  to  Eyemouth  (No.  14),  the  smallest  in  the  district,  and 
fully  a  fourth  below  the  average  of  Scotland.  If  judged  by  this  stan- 
dard, the  town  cannot  now  be  blamed  for  laxity  of  morals — seep,  72, 
and  Appendix,  Kelso  v.  Fullerton's  Gazetteer. 

10.  Melrose  (excluding  Ladhope,  see  Selkirkshire  and  foot-note). — 
The  small  death  rate  of  Melrose  would  seem  to  prova  its  reputation 
for  salubrity  to  be  well  founded. 

12.  Dunse.— See  foot-note  to  No.  8. 

13.  Lauder. — The  smallest  death  and  legitimate  birth  rates  in 
the  District  (see  remarks  on  the  illegitimate  averages,  page  70S). 
The  high  and  airy  position  of  the  entire  parith  must  tend  greatly  to 
reduce  its  death  rata,  which  will  Le  further  affected  by  the  smallnesa 
of  its  birth  rate  causing  a  comparatively  small  infantile  mortality. 

14.  Eyemouth. — This  town  may  be  considered  an  anomaly  ;  its 
streets  are  narrow,  twisted,  and  not  over  clean  (like  those  of  most 
small  sea-ports);  its  population  is  poorly  housed  (see  p.  690 ),  and 
it  had,  at  the  date  of  the  returns,  no  system  of  drainage,  and  yet  its 
death  rate  is  very  small  (next  to  Lauder,  the  smallest  of  all  town 
parishes  in  the  district ;  and,  be  it  remembered,  that  Ey mouth  parish 
is  nearly  all  town) ;  its  legitimate  birth  rate  is  the  highest,  and  its 
illegitimate  birth  rate  the  smallest;  and  of  its  poor  on  the  roll,  not 
one  of  them  is  insane  (see  p.  609).  * 


sinks,  have  to  a  considerable  extent  been  introduced  either  into  the 
apartments  where  the  families  live,  or  into  their  immediate  vicinity,  is 
it  not  possible  that  the  increased  vitiation  of  the  air  caused  by  their 
emanations  may  be  one  cause  of  the  increased  mortality  manifested  by 
the  Returns?  This  statement  is  only  conjectural,  but  it  appears  to 
merit  consideration  and  inquiry.  Even  under  the  most  favourable 
circumstances,  it  is  notorious  that  unless  sinks  and  water-closets  have 
abundant  ventilation,  and  are  kept  clean  and  in  good  working  order, 
it  is  not  easy  to  prevent  the  escape  of  noxious  vupours.  How  much 
more  may  this  be  expected  to  occur  in  the  close,  confined  dwellings 
occupied  by  large  numbers  of  our  town  populations  ? 

**  It  must  be  remembered  that  by  the  Census  of  1861,  upwards  of  73 
in  every  100  families  live  in  houses  of  one  or  of  two  rooms;  and  if, 
instead  of  removing  all  sources  of  vitiation  of  the  air,  we  introduce  a 
new  source  of  vitiation  to  their  limited  dwellings,  no  other  effect  can 
follow  than  an  increased  mortality." 

We  may  add  to  the  above,  that  of  all  town  parishes  in  the  district, 
Kelso  (p.  75),  Melrose  (excluding  Ladhope,  p.  130),  and  Dunse  (p.  550), 
are  the  only  ones  in  the  district  whose  housing  accommodation  is  up 
to  the  average  of  Scotland.  While  these  facts  seem  to  tell  favourably 
on  the  death  rate  averages  of  Kelso  and  Melrose,  they  by  Borne  cause 
are  modified  in  Dunse  (No.  12)  whose  death  rate  is  the  highest  in  the 
district  next  to  Hawick  (No.  7).

tions,  at  short  length,  might  be  made  on  the  small  death  rate  and  the 
freedom  of  the  population  of  Eyemouth  from  Insanity  and  Illegiti- 
macy. 

"We  presume  the  population  of  Eyemouth  is  principally  a  fishing 
population. — If  565  men  and  boys  are  employed  all  the  year  round 
(see  Herring  Fishing  Returns),  the  proportion  of  women  and  children 
added  would  make  this  class  sum  up  to  over  1200,  while  the  entire 
population  of  the  town  is  only  1721  ? 

"  Are  the  fisher  class  of  Eyemouth  given  to  intermarrying  (like  that 
of  Newhaven  for  instance)  ?  Are  they  physically  robust,  and,  barring 
the  dangers  and  hardships  of  the  profession,  long  lived?  Do  you 
know  if  they  are  more  or  less  than  ordinarly  subject  to  deafness 
scrofula,  and  consumption  (said  to  be  the  results  of  marriage  con- 
sanguinity)? A  reply  to  these  queries  might  tell  curiously  on  the 
interesting  question  at  present  agitating  the  philosophers  as  to 
whether  the  supposed  ill  effects  of  marriage  consanguinity  is  not  a 
delusion.  Anyhow,  it  is  a  curious  circumstance  that  Eyemouth,  pro- 
bably the  worst  built  town  in  the  district  for  sanitary  measures,  and 
one  whose  population  is  perhaps  the  worst  housed,  should  have  so 

high  a  life  and  birth  rate  and  be  so  free  from  laxity  and  insanity 

results  which  seem  contrary  to  all  rule  in  these  matters. 

"Do  the  queries  here  made  apply  also  to  the  fishing  villages  of  tho 
coast . 

•'  Does  the  one  insane  pauper  now  on  the  roll  belong  to  the  fisher 

class,  and  do  the  fisher  class  give  their  proportion  to  the  poor  roll?

It  will  be  observed  that  the  reply,  while  interesting,  accounts  for 
the  pecularities  in  a  very  natural  way  : — 

"  A  combination  of  favourable  circumstances,  in  my  opinion  accounts 
for  the  state  of  matters  you  mention.  Eyemouth  is  built  upon  a  foun- 
dation of  beach  and  sand,  and  is  thus  naturally  drained  and  dry  The 
occupation  of  the  people  is  healthy  and  remunerative,  enabling  them  to 
obtain  and  use  a  full  amount  of  nourishing  food.  They  are  at  an  early 
period  of  life  able  to  provide  for  themselveB,  and  they  marry  young* 
there  is  consequently  little  temptation  to  moral  laxity.  The  offspring 
of  young  healthy  people  are  stronger  than  the  children  of  old  people 
The  town  is  almost  exclusively  fisher.  The  people  live  to  a  good  old  ace  * 
are  robust  and  vigorous  in  health  and  constitution.  They  must  have  sprung 
from  a  good  race,  as  there  are  no  symptoms  of  nervous  debility  •  they  are 
generally  intellectual.  There  is  a  considerable  mixture  in  the  marriages 
many  fishers  having  for  their  wives  the  daughters  of  small  farmers  and 
tradesmen.  Few  paupers  are  from  fishers— more  generally  from  farm 
labourers  and  tradesmen.  Old  people  are  of  much  use  to  a  fisherman  and 
can  do  many  pieces  of  light  labour  when  very  feeble,  and  thus  keep  off 
the  roll.  The  insane  pauper  on  the  roll  is  not  a  fisher  (see  note  p  689) 
Burnmouth  and  Coldingliam  are  not  so  healthy  as  Eyemouth.  The  people 
in  the  three  towns  are  superior  as  fishers  to  most  towns  I  have  known— 
and  1  have  had  much  experience  over  the  Eaat  Coast."

COMPARATIVE  NOTES  ON  TABLE  No.  3. 


The  average  death  rate  for  England  generally,  for  the  years  in 
question  (1860-61),  per  1000,  was  26.1  [for  Scotland  genera'Uy,21.3 
see  Table] ;  while  the  average  of  its  four  greatest  cities — London, 
Liverpool,  Manchester,  and  Birmingham—  was  40.7.  It  was 
highest  in  Liverpool  [there  the  infantile  mortality  is  enormous], 
where  the  average  rate  for  the  two  years  was  48.5.  In  Man- 
chester it  was  42.5;  in  Birmingham,  39;  and  in  London,  33; 
in  the  burghs  of  Edinburgh  and  Leith  conjointly  it  was  24.6 ; 
for  the  burgh  of  Glasgow,  29.5 ;  Greenock,  26.9.  In  Wiltshire 
the  rate  did  not  exceed  18 ;  in  Berkshire,  Dorsetshire,  and  West- 
moreland it  was  18.5.  In  the  whole  of  the  English  agricultural 
counties,  taken  collectively,  the  average  for  the  two  years  was 
21.1.  Compare  again  with  table,  by  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
death  rate  of  Scotland  generally  is  almost  equally  favourable 
with  that  of  the  agricultural  counties  of  England,  taken  col- 
lectively; while  Selkirkshire  intact  (see  No.  3)  is  greatly  below 
the  most  favourable  of  them  (Wiltshire),  and  is  only  very 
slightly  higher  when  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  manufac- 
turing population  of  Ladhope.  If  the  comparison  be  extended 
to  Berwickshire  (No.  4),  the  result  ia  still  more  in  favour  of  the 
district 


_  From  these  statements  it  would  appear  that  the  prospects  of 
life  in  Engiand  are  nearly  twice  as  favourable  to  the  dwellers  in 
rural  districts  as  to  their  brethren  in  the  towns ;  while  in  Scot- 
land, taking  Selkirkshire  and  Greenock  as  fair  averages,  the 
difference  in  favour  of  country  may  be  roughly  fixed  at  a 
third. 

Natural  increase  of  population  could  not  be  appealed  to  as  any 
test  of  comparative  value  of  life  in  different  places.  It  was 
greater  in  towns  than  in  rural  districts  ;  marriages  more  nume- 
rous, young  men  earlier  in  a  position  to  marry,  and  a  far  larger 
proportion  of  adults  of  a  marriageable  age  were  settled.  The 
per  centage  of  persons  of  the  productive  age  (fifteen  to  forty- 
five)  amounted  in  the  four  great  towns  to  49  ;  but  in  the  agricul- 
tural counties  [England  is  here  quoted— but  a  like  disproportion, 
larger  rather  than  less,  obtains  in  Scotland],  taken  collectively, 
it  did  not  exceed  42.5.  Thus  there  are  in  the  towns  about  13 
per  cent,  more  persons  of  a  marriageable  age  than  are  to  be 
found  among  the  rural  districts.  The  marriage  and  birth  rate 
for  the  two  years  in  the  four  great  cities,  as  compared  with 
those  in  the  agricultural  counties,  unmistakably  shewed  that 
the  natural  increase  of  population  was  materially  influenced  by 
different  conditions  of  life.  In  Manchester  the  average  number 
of  marriages  was  18.5  in  every  1000 ;  in  the  agricultural  county 
of  Hertford  it  was  5.8.  In  Scotland  generally  the  marriage 
rate  was  6.8;  in  Selkirkshire  (wj/ac(-pastoral),  4.7;  Rox- 
burghshire, 5.7;  Berwickshire,  5.8.  The  rate  of  Kelso  (parish) 
was  5.3;  that  of  Hawick  and  Wilton  (parishes),  6.8;  Edin- 
burgh and  Leith,  8.9 ;  Glasgow,  8.9.  Lauder,  whose 
legitimate  birth  rate  was  so  small,  had  the  small  marriage 
rate,  for  the  same  years,  of  5.  In  Manchester  the  average 
number  of  births  in  every  1000  was  37.5 ;  in  Hertford,  30.5 ; 
the  marriages  in  the  English  city  being  nearly  fourfold  more 
numerous  than  in  the  county ;  while  the  births  there  only 
exceeded  the  latter  by  about  one-sixth.  Comparing  town  with 
county  in  Scotland,  we  have  the  births  shewing  about  the  same 
proportion  as  the  marriages— Glasgow  having  a  birth  rate  of  41 
per  1000 ;  Greenock,  40.3 ;  and  by  a  reference  to  the  table  it  will 
be  seen  that  Hawick  and  Wilton,  whose  marriage  rate  is  not 
above  the  average,  have,  excluding  illegitimates,  the  high  birth 
rate  of  42.*  As  an  instance  of  English  inequality  between  town 
and  county,  in  the  matter  of  births,  we  may  quote  that  in  Man- 
chester there  were  but  two  children  to  every  married  couple, 
while  in  Hertford  there  were  five. 

*  Qualified  by  its  exceBsive  death  rate  of  27. 6,  thus  reducing  the  pro- 
portion of  births,  compared  with  deaths,  belozc  the  average ;  or,  while 
Scotland  generally  has  one-third  more  births  than  deaths  per  annum 
(the  district  generally  has  a  proportion  considerably  higher),  Hawick 
has  only  one-fourth. 
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We  regret  we  hare  Dot  the  return  of  children  to  each  mar- 
ried couple  for  Scotland,  but  the  following  foot-note  bearing 
on  the  subject  is  interesting,  and  it  seems  to  be  corroborated 
by  the  statements  above.*  "  The  three  causes  adverse  to 
health  in  towns  were,  vitiated  air,  constitutional  syphilis, 
and  the  abuse  of  alcohol.  The  employment  of  married  women 
also,  especially  when  the  mothers  of  young  children,  should 
in  every  way  be  discouraged.  Cellar  dwellings  should  be 
closed  up,  and  alleys  cleared  out,  and  the  sites  which  they 
occupied  left  open  to  serve  the  double  purpose  of  air-shafts  and 
play-grounds.  Factories  and  workshops,  instead  of  being  piled 
up  in  the  centre  of  our  towns,  should  be  scattered  over  the 
country  in  airy  and  healthy  localities.  If  these  suggestions 
were  in  any  degree  practicable,  it  would  be  admitted  they  could 
not  be  too  often  or  too  urgently  pressed  on  those  who  had  the 
power  of  enforcing  them." 


*  "  It  appears  that  the  married  women  of  Scotland  are  more  prolifio 
than  those  of  England,  seeing  that  during  the  year  1861, every  314 
wives  at  the  child-bearing  age  gave  birth  to  100  children  in  Scotland  ; 
whereas  it  required  355  wives  of  the  same  age  for  every  100  births  in 
England.  As  like  results  appear  year  after  year,  it  may  be  assumed 
as  proved  that  the  Scottish  married  female  is  more  proline  than  the 
English  married  female." — Dr.  Stark  in  Report  for  1861.

Here,  again,  we  have  results  greatly  in  favour  of  the  Ber- 
wickshire women. 

Of  all  the  counties  in  Scotland,  Peebles,  by  this  test,  stood 
highest  in  the  elementary  education  scale,  where  100  percent,  of 
the  men,  and  96.9  per  cent,  of  the  women  married  in  1861  wrote 
their  names  in  full.  Berwickshire  came  next  with  98.9  per  cent, 
of  the  men,  and  96.7  per  cent,  of  the  women  (see  table).  If,  how- 
ever, we  turn  to  the  Register  of  1860  we  find  that  Berwickshire 
for  that  year  stood  the  highest,  having  98.9  per  cent  of  the  men 
and  96.3  of  the  women,  Peebles  being  behind  at  92.3  of  the  men 
and  94.2  of  the  women  ;  but  the  lower  position  of  the  latter 
county  that  year  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  influx  of  railway 
labourers  (see  p.  52)  and  be  considered  exceptional.} 


Comparing  the  education  of  England  with  Scotland,  we  give 
the  following  items  compiled  from  different  sources  :— 

During  the  year  1861,  of  the  20,896  men  who  married  in 
Scotland,  18,679  signed  their  names  in  the  marriage  registers, 
and  2217  signed  by  mark.  Of  the  20,896  women  who  married, 
16,439  signed  their  names  in  full,  while  4457  signed  by  mark. 
These  numbers  shew  that  89.4  per  cent,  of  the  men,  and 
78.7  per  cent    of  the  women  who  married  during   the    year 


*  Including  Ladhope.        t  Excluding  Ladhnpe. 
%  In  both  these  years  100  per  cent  of  the  men  in  Kinross  signed 
their  names  in  full,  but  its  average  of  women  was  only  89. 
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were  able  to  sign  their  names  in  full ;  while  10.6  per  cent  of  the 
men, and  21.3  per  cent,  of  the  women  were  obliged  to  sign  by 
mark.  This  is  a  very  much  larger  proportion  of  both  men  and 
women  able  to  write  their  names  than  in  England,  where,  in  the 
marriage  registers  for  1S63,  132,218  men  and  116,091  women 
wrote  their  names  at  marriage;  while  41,262  men  and  57,461 
women  Bigned  with  marks.  These  numbers  shew  that  in  the 
aggregate  76  per  cent,  of  the  men,  and  67  per  cent,  of  the 
women  wrote  their  names  in  full,  while  24  per  cent,  of  the  men 
and  33  per  cent,  of  the  women  made  marks.  It  would  appear 
therefore  that  more  women  can  write  in  Scotland  than  men  in 
Kngland,  and  the  same  results  are  shewn  year  after  year. 

The  proportions  of  the  population  who  can  and  who  cannot 
■write  vary  greatly  in  different  localities ;  thus,  in  London,  89 
per  cent,  of  the  men  and  82  per  cent,  of  the  women  sign  their 
names.  In  Monmouthshire  and  Wales  the  state  of  education 
estimated  by  this  standard  is  very  defective,  where  half  the 
women  who  married  signed  with  marks.  Half  the  women  also 
signed  with  marks  in  Lancashire.  Glasgow  furnishes  upwards 
of  15  per  cent,  of  males- unable  to  write,  while  the  proportion  of 
men  in  Edinburgh  unable  to  write  is  only  4  per  cent. 

In  Scotland  the  counties  of  Koss,  Cromarty,  and  Inverness 
seem  to  be  in  the  most  backward  state  as  to  elementary  educa- 
tion, seeing  that  31.9  per  cent,  of  the  men  in  Inverness,  and 
42.7  per  cent,  in  Ross  and  Cromarty  were  obliged  to  sign 
their  names  by  mark;  while,  to  correspond  with  this,  52.8  per 
cent,  of  the  women  in  Inverness,  and  61.8  per  cent,  in  Ross 
and  Cromarty  signed  by  mark  [these  counties  showing  an 
inferiority  to  even  "Wales  or  Lancashire].  In  some  counties 
and  towns  the  large  number  of  Irish  in  the  population  increases 
the  proportion  of  persons  who  *ign  by  mark.  This  is  notably 
the  case  in  the  counties  of  Dumbarton ,  Renfrew,  Lanark,  and 
Wigton ;  and  is  the  main  cause  why  the  male  population  of 
Glasgow,  who  cannot  write,  figures  at  15  per  cent. 


We  had  also  compiled  a  Comparative  Table:  No.  6  on  the 
Poor  on  the  Roll  and  the  Insane  Poor  of  the  District,  but 
fouud,  after  considerable  labour  with  figures  and  much  corres- 
pondence and  investigation,  that  it  proved  nothing,  except  per- 
haps that  the  town  and  open  village  parishes  were  subject  to  an 
infiuxof  poor  from  theclose*  village  and  purely  country  parishes, 
while  in  the  case  of  the  insane  this  circumstance  did  not  even 
rule ;  their  accumulation  in  different  localities  being  the  result  of 
purely  accidental  causes. 

We  have  also  discovered  that  the  published  Returns  of  the 
Board  of  Supervision  afford  very  erroneous  data  for  Comparative 
Calculations,  as  some  parishes  very  freely  insert  in  their  returns 
of  poor  on  their  roll  what  in  other  parishes  would  be  returned  as 
casual  poor  ;  while  some,  reversing  this  proceedure,  return  an 
entire  family  on  the  roll  as  one  individual.  On  these  accounts, 
and  as  the  table  occupied  room  to  no  reliable  purpose,  scarcely 
even  to  the  gratification  of  curiosity,  we  have  caused  it,  and  it3 
notes,  to  be  expunged. 


*  By  close  villages,  we  mean  those  where  a  man  or  family  likely  to 
become  a  burden  on  the  parish  is  turned  out  or  refused  admittance, 
to  seek  shelter  in  some  town  or  village  where  the  system  is  not 
enforced — a  system  thus  described  by  Dr  M'Culloch  in  his  Statistical 
Account  of  Eelso  :  — 

' '  To  prevent  the  aged  and  infirm  becoming  burdens  on  the  poor 
rate,  it  is  the  practice  of  some  of  the  heritors  of  purely  landward 
parishes,  to  demolish  every  cottar-house  which  is  not  absolutely 
necessary  as  accommodation  for  the  needful  complement  of  farm- 
labourers  and  country  artisans.  In  this  way,  infirm  labourers  and 
widows  are  compelled,  the  moment  they  cease  to  be  available  workers, 
to  leave  their  parishes  in  despite  of  all  the  ties  of  local  attachment 
which  may  bind  them  to  the  spot,  and  to  take  their  chance  of  an 
uncertain  livelihood  among  strangers  and  in  the  unhealthy  lanes  and 
closes  of  a  town." 

A  comparison  of  the  different  Parochial  Rates  (see  the  headings 
Parochial  Board  in  each  parish)  will  supply  suggestive  ideas  as  to 
how  this  system  of  eviction  has  been  carried  out,  and  the  extent  to 
which  the  town  and  some  village  parishes  are  thereby  burdened.

ABSTRACT  OF  THE  ACT  (17  &  18  VIC,  CAP.  80).* 

Arranged  for  the  Southern  Counties  Register  by  the  late  Walter 
Hilson,  Registrar  of  Kelso  Parish,  1848  to  1865. 

Inserted  for  its  use  in  connection  with  the  List  of  Registrars,  and  the 
universal  individual  responsibility  "which  it  entails — responsibility 
from  which  there  is  no  appeal. 


Change  of  System. — From  and  after  the  1st  January  1855, 
Public  attention  is  earnestly  called  to  the  following  instructions 
relative  to  the  Law  as  it  is  now  in  force. 

Under  the  new  system,  all  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages,  if 
intimated  to  the  Registrar  within  the  periods  prescribed  by  the 
Act,  as  follows,  will  be  Registered  without  any  Fee  being 
charged : — 

BIRTHS. 

On  occasion  of  the  birth  of  any  Child,  the  Parents  or  Parent 
(or  the  Mother,  in  the  case  of  an  illegitimate  Child)  must  within 
Twenty-One  Days  thereafter,  and  under  a  Penalty  of  Twenty 
Shillings,  in  case  of  failure,  attend  Personally,  and  give  infor- 
mation to  the  Registrar  of  the  Parish  or  District,  within  which 
the  Birth  occurred. 


*  The  Act  for  England  is  different ;  it  is  briefly  as  follows  : — 

Births.— An  infant  should  be  registered  within  six  weeks  after  its 
birth.  In  this  case  no  fee  is  payable ;  if  after  six  weeks,  a  fee  of  7s.  Cd. 
is  exacted. 

Marriages. — In  the  Established  Church  the  registration  virtually 
forms  the  last  part  of  the  ceremony ;  the  parties  adjourning  to  the  vestry 
and  there  making  the  requisite  entries  in  the  presence  of  witnesses. 
When  the  marriage  takes  place  in  a  registered  dissenting  chapel,  or  at 
the  registrar's  office,  the  registrar  must  attend  personally,  and  secure  the 
requisite  registration,  else  the  marriage  is  invalid  (see  note,  next  page — 
"To  those  about  to  Marry  "  in  England). 

Deaths. — Notice  should  be  given,  of  deaths  to  the  district  registrar. 
Let  this  bo  done  early  (no  fixed  time),  that  a  certificate  may  be  had 
to  give  the  minister  who  performs  the  funeral  service,  else  he  (the 
minister)  may  refuse  to  bury  the  bod}/, 

Note. — "With  reference  to  the  time  within  which  a  death  must  be 
registered,  no  time  is  fixed  by  the  Act ;  but  any  irregularity  this 
might  occasion  is  obviated  by  the  provision  in  the  Act— that  every 
person  who  shall  bury  or  perform  any  burial  service  for  the  burial  of 
any  dead  body,  for  which  no  Certificate  of  Registration  shall  be  de- 
livered, and  -who  shall  not,  within  7  days  thereof,  give  notice  to  the 
Registrar,  shall  forfeit  £10  for  every  such  offence. 


In  case  of  the  death  or  inability  of  the  Parents,  the  Person  in 
charge  of  any  Child  born,  the  Occupier  of  the  House  or  Tene- 
ment in  which  the  birth  has  taken  place,  and  the  Nurse  present 
at  the  Birth,  must  attend  and  give  information  to  the  Registrar. 

In  the  event  of  a  failure  to  give  the  Notice  above  specified, 
the  Parents,  or  other  Persons  above  specified,  and  also  any 
others  having  knowledge  of  the  Particulars,  shall,  upon  being 
required,  Personally  or  in  Writing,  to  do  so,  within  three 
Months  from  the  date  of  the  birth,  attend  and  give  information 
to  the  Registrar,  under  a  Penalty  of  Forty  Shillings. 

Any  Person  who  shall  find  exposed  any  New  Born  Child,  or 
the  Dead  Body  of  any  New  Born  Child,  shall  forthwith  give 
notice  of  the  fact  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Parish  or  District,  or 
to  the  Inspector  of  the  Poor,  or  to  the  District  Constable,  under 
a  Penalty  of  Forty  Shillings. 

In  all  cases  where  Three  Months  shall  have  expired  after  the 
Birth  of  a  Child,  it  is  not  lawful  to  Register  such  Births,  except 
under  the  Provisions  of  the  31st  Section.  The  nature  of  these 
may  be  learned  on  application  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Parish  or 
District. 

DEATHS. 

The  nearest  relatives  present  at  the  Death  of  any  person,  and 
the  Occupier  of  the  House  or  Tenement  in  which  the  Death  took 

"To  thuse  about  to  Marry"  in  England,  the  following  is  of 
importance: — In  England  the  marriage  ceremony  must  take  place 
in  a  church,  or  licensed  chapel  (many  dissenting  chapels  being  licensed 
for  this  purpose),  or  in  the  registrar's  office  or  registered  building  ;  and 
where  a  clergyman  of  the  Establislied  Church  does  not  perform  the 
ceremony,  the  Registrar  must  be  present  and  two  witnesses.  There 
must  be  open  doors  in  all  cases.  It  is  felony  to  celebrate  a  marriage 
in  a  private  house,  unless  by  special  license  (from  the  Arch  bishop) — an 
expensive  proceeding. 

If  the  marriage  takes  place  in  a  church  or  chapel  of  the  Church  of 
England,  the  service  must  be  in  conformity  with  the  rubric  prefixed 
to  the  office  of  matrimony  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.  But 
where  the  parties  contract  marriage  in  a  registrar's  office,  no  religious 
ceremony  can  be  used,  the  exchange  of  consent  required  for  the 
civil  contract  only  being  necessary.  If,  however,  the  mam  age  takes 
place  in  a  registered  dissenting  chapel, there  maybe  superadded  to  the 
civil  contract  whatever  religious  ceremony  the  minister  of  such  church 
or  persuasion  is  authorised  by  his  church  to  use. 

Note. — As  to  Marriages  in  the  Register  Office,  religious  service  may,  if 
the  parties  desire  it,  be  added  after  the  ceremony,  but  not  as  apart 
of  it. 

The  marriage  must  be  celebrated  in  canonical  hours,  i.e. — between  8 
and  12  forenoon,  unless  it  is  by  special  licence,  which  dispenses  with 
such  hours. 

If  any  persons  knowingly  and  wilfully  marry  without  conformity  to  the 
preceding  regulations,  tJte  marriage  is  absolutely  null  and  void. 
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place,  must  personally  give  notice  of  the  Death  to  the  Registrar 
uf  the  Parish  or  District,  within  Eight  Days  thereafter,  under  a 
Penalty  of  Twenty  Shillings. 

Should  the  Parties  above  specified  fail  to  give  notice,  such 
Persons,  or  any  other  having  knowledge  of  the  particulars,  are 
bound,  within  Fourteen  Days,  from  the  date  [of  the  Death, 
upon  being  required  to  do  so,  Personally  or  in"  Writing,  to 
attend  and  give  the  necessary  information  to  the  Registrar, 
under  a  Penalty  of  Forty  Shillings. 

In  the  event  of  any  Person  Dying  not  in  a  House  or  Tenement, 
the  Occupier  of  the  House  or  Tenement  in  which  he  was  at  the 
time  lodging  or  residing,  shall,  upon  receiving  information  of 
such  Death,  give,  or  cause  to  be  given,  notice  to  the  Registrar 
of  the  Parish  or  District  within  which  the  Deceased  lodged  or 
resided,  under  a  Penalty  of  Forty  Shillings,  in  case  of 
failure. 

Where  the  Person  deceased  was  himself  the  Occupier,  then 
the  inmates  of  such  House  or  Tenement  shall  give  the  notice. 

In  cases  where  the  residence  or  lodging  of  the  Deceased  is 
not  known,  then  any  Person  present  at  the  Death,  or  at  the 
finding  of  the  Body,  and  any  Parish  or  Public  Officer,  or  any 
Party  to  whom  the  Body  shall  be  brought,  must  in  like  manner, 
and  under  the  like  Penalty,  give  the  required  notice. 

Section  xli.  provides  for  the  transmission  to  the  Registrar 
of  Certificates  of  Death,  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Act,  by 
Medical  Attendants,  within  Fourteen  Days,  under  a  Penalty  of 
Forty  Shillings,  in  case  of  failure. 

The  Undertaker  or  other  Person  having  charge  of  the  Inter- 
ment of  any  person,  shall,  within  Three  Days  after  such 
Interment,  and  under  a  Penalty  of  Forty  Shillings,  transmit  a 
Certificate  nf  such  Interment  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Parish 
within  which  the  Death  took  place. 

MARRIAGES. 
In  all  cases  of  Regular  Marriage,  when  the  Certificates  of  the 
Proclamation  of  Banns  are  produced  to  the  Registrar,  the 
Parties  will  receive  a  certain  Form  to  be  filled  up  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  Act,  which  Form  must  be  produced  to  the 
Minister  solemnizing  the  Marriage,  and  Signed  in  his  presence 
by  the  Contracting  parties,  by  Witnesses,  Male  or  Female, 
present  thereat,  not  being  less  than  Two  in  number,  and  by  the 
Minister  officiating.  These  Forms  so  authenticated,  must  be 
delivered  to  the  Parties  contracting  the  Marriage,  who  shall 
within  Three  Days  thereafter,  either  deliver  or  send  them  by 
Post  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Parish  within  which  the  Marriage 
was  solemnized.  In  the  event  of  a  failure  so  to  deliver  or  send 
these  Forms,  the  Husband,  and  failing  the  Husband  the  Wife, 
is  liable  to  a  Penalty  of  Ten  Pounds. 


The  Registrar  of  a  Parish  or  District  is  bound,  on  receiving 
Forty-eight  Hours'  notice,  in  writing,  to  attend  Parties  at  the 
Solemnization  of  a  Marriage  with  his  Register-Book,  and  to 
make  the  proper  entry  therein,  for  which  he  is  entitled  to  certain 
Fees. 

Sections  xlviii.  and  xlix.  contain  provisions  relative  to 
Marriages  Irregularly  Conti  acted,  the  nature  of  which  may  be 
learned  on  application  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Parish  or  District. 

Genebal,  Instructions. 

Where  parties  fail  to  attend  and  give  any  notice  required  by 
the  Act,  after  receiving  Two  Intimations  to  that  effect  from  the 
Registrar,  the  Sheriff  is  directed,  upon  receiving  Evidence  of 
such  failure,  to  issue  his  Warrant  for  Compelling  Attendance — 
the  Expense  of  which  will  fall  on  the  Party  in  Default. 

Printed  Forms,  setting  forth  the  various  particulars  of  the 
information  required  to  be  given  under  tke  Statute,  are  issued 
to  the  different  Registrars  by  the  Registrar-General,  and  will 
be  furnished  gratis  to  all  Persons  entitled  to  receive  them  ;  and 
the  Registrars  will  also  afford  every  necessary  Instruction  as  to 
the  proper  mode  of  filling  up  the  Forms  prescribed  by  the  Act. 

Where  several  Parties  are  required  by  the  Act  to  give  any 
notice,  it  will  be  sufficient,  to  prevent  liability  for  Penalties,  if 
One  of  them  shall  give  the  notice  required,  and  such  notice 
may  competently  be  sent  by  Post,  if  within  the  time  prescribed 
by  the  Act. 

COMPULSORY  VACCINATION  ACT  FOR  SCOTLAND.* 

(26  and  27  Vict.  cap.  8.) 


EXPLANATORY  STATEMENT. 

(A  copy  of  which  is  given  by  the  Registrar  to  the  Informant  of  every 

child's  birth  at  the  time  of  its  registration.) 

The  duty  of  having  Vaccination  effected  is  imposed  on  the 

child's  Father  or  Mother  (in  the  case  of  an  illegitimate  child  on 

the  Mother),  and  in  the  event  of  the  death,  illness,  absence,  or 

*  For  England,  in  brief,  as  follows  : — 

"  Vaccination  Act  for  England. — It  is  imperative  by  law  that 
parents  should  have  every  child  vaccinated  within  three  calendar 
months  after  birth,  either  by  the  appointed  public  vaccinator,  or  by 
a  Ugalhj  qualified  practitioner.1  If  other  than  the  parents  are  left  in 
charge  of  the  child,  the  vaccination  must  then  be  within  four  months 
of  birth.  If  the  child  be  not  taken  in  eight  days  after  vaccination  to 
be  examined  by  the  medical  practitioner  in  order  to  ascertain  the 
result  of  the  operation,  parties  not  complying  incur  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  20s.  The  Registrars  of  each  district  are  required  to  send 
1  See  note  N.B.,  next  page. 
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inability  of  both  Father  and  Mother,  on  the  person  who  has  the 
care,  nurture,  or  custody  of  the  child.  Such  Father,  Mother,  or 
other  person  must  cause  the  child  [within  six  mouths]  to  be  Vac- 
cinated by  a  registered  Medical  Practitioner.*  Immediately  after 
the  Successful  Vaccination  of  the  Child,  the  Operator  i9  required 
to  deliver  a  Certificate  in  the  form  of  Schedule  A  [supplied  by 
the  Registrar  along  with,  and  annexed  to,  the  Explanatory 
Statement],  to  the  Father,  Mother,  or  person  in  charge  of  the 
child,  by  whom  it  must  be  delivered  or  transmitted  to  the 
Registrar  of  the  Parish  (or  District)  in  which  the  Birth  of  the 
child  is  registered,  within  three  days  after  its  date,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  being  recorded  in  terms  of  the  Vaccination  Act. 

Where  the  Medical  Practitioner  considers  the  child  to  be  in 
an  unfit  stale  for  Vaccination,  he  is  required  to  deliver  to  the 
Father,  Mother,  or  person  in  charge  of  the  child,  a  Certificate 
in  the  form  of  Schedule  B  [also  annexed  to  the  Statement.] 
This  Certificate  remains  in  force  for  two  months  from  the  date  of 
its  delivery,  but  no  longer.  At  the  termination  of  that  period, 
and  of  every  succeeding  period  of  two  months,  the  Certificate 
must  be  renewed  until  the  child  shall  have  been  successfully 
Vaccinated. 


notices  to  the  parents  or  guardians  of  children  whose  births  they 
have  registered,  stating  also  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  public 
vaccinators,  and  the  hours  of  attendance." 

*  N.B. — Certificates  of  Vaccination  by  Midwives  and  non-registered 
Medical  Practitioners  are  quite  invalid,  and  cannot  be  accepted  by 
the  Registrar  as  evidence  of  the  operation  having  been  performed. 


If,  after  three  successive  Vaccinations,  the  Operator  shall 
consider  that  the  child  is  Insusceptible  of  the  Vaccine  Disease, 
he  is  required  to  deliver  to  the  Father,  Mother,  or  person  in 
charge  of  the  child,  a  Certificate  in  the  form  of  Schedule  C, 
[also  annexed  to  the  Statement.] 

These  Certificates  [B  and  C]  must  be  delivered  or  transmitted 
to  the  Registrar  within  the  same  time,  [three  days]  and  for  the 
same  purpose  as  the  Certificate  of  Successful  Vaccination  [A]. 

Where  one  or  other  of  the  Certificates  is  not  transmitted  or 
delivered  to  the  Registrar  within  six  months  after  the  Birth  of 
any  child  taking  place  within  his  Parish  (or  District),  the 
Registrar  is  required,  within  a  period  not  exceeding  one  month, 
to  intimate  such  failure,  by  a  Notice  through  the  Post  Office, 
to  the  Father,  Mother,  or  person  in  charge  of  the  child  ;  and  if 
the  required  Certificate  is  not  furnished  to  the  Registrar  within 
ten  days  from  the  despatch  of  the  Notice,  the  party  at  fault  will 
be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  Twenty  Shillings,  and  the 
further  sum  of  One  Shilling  to  be  paid  to  the  Registrar  in 
respect  of  such  Notice.  Failing  the  payment  of  either  of  these 
sums,  the  said  party  will  be  liable  to  Imprisonment  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  ten  days. 

[A  certain  latitude  is  allowed  beyond  these  dates  in  wild  and 
outlying  highland  districts,  but  the  exceptions  do  not  apply  to 
any  portion  of  the  Southern  Counties.]

GAZETTEER.* 


In  reference  to  the  aspersions  on  Kelso,  in  Fullerto-rCs  Gazetteer, 
noticed  at  pp.  72,  73,  we  have  received  the  following  letter: — 

Edinburgh,  IZth  Oct.  1865. 
Messrs.  J.  &  J.  H.  Rutherfurd,  Kelso. 

Gentlemen, — Let  me  request  your  attention  to  a  passage  respecting 
Messrs  A.  Fullerton  &  Co.'s  "  Gazetteer  of  Scotland  "  on  pageB  72  and 
73  of  your  "  Southern  Counties*  Register  and  Directory"  of  this  year. 

That  passage  speakp  so  of  "  Fullerton's  Gazetteer"  as  to  imply  that 
it  has  always  been  strictly  one  work — that  it  first  appeared  in  1844— 
and  that  just  what  it  was  in  that  year,  it  continues  to  be  in  1S65.  But 
Messrs,  Fullerton  &  Co. 'a"  Gazetteer  of  Scotland  "  has  really  been  two 
successive  works,  called  respectively  the  "  Topographical,"  and  the 
"  Imperial ; "  and  the  former  was  first  issued  in  1S40,  and  ceaBed  to  be 
issued  in  1854 ;  while  the  latter  was  in  main  degree  a  new  work  of 
1854-7,  was  first  issued  in  these  years,  and  underwent  extensive  revi- 
sion in  1S62.  The  facts  of  reconstruction  and  revision,  done  at  great 
expense  and  with  great  care — facts  so  creditable  to  the  publishers,  and 
so  essential  to  a  correct  account  of  the  "  Gazetteer" — these  your  "  Re- 
gister" entirely  overlooks  ;  and,  at  the  same  time,  it  does  not  know  the 
"  Gazetteer"  as  a  book  sold  to  subscribers  or  by  order,  but  speaks  of  it 
as  "circulated  by  means  of  hawkers." 

Tour  "  Register  "  also  speaks,  and  "  goes  out  of  its  way"  to  Bpeak  of 
the  Gazetteer5?  account  of  Kelso  as  containing  "  some  splenetic  accusa- 
tions against  the  moral  character  of  the  inhabitants"— remarks  *' writ- 
ten in  an  ill-natured  spirit  throughout" — remarks  penned  by  a  writer 
"  both  ignorant  (wilfully  or  otherwise)and  ill-natured'' — "aspersions" 
— things  which  "  gibbet  Kelso  as  a  little  Paris  and  ignore  its  worth." 
Nothing  of  the  sort.  The  articles  on  Kelso  in  both  the  old  Gazetteer 
and  the  new  are  genial  and  almost  complimentary  ;  they  speak  cor- 
dially of  the  many  good  properties  of  Kelso  ;  and  they  contain  not  a 
word  arising  from  either  heedlessness  or  unkindness.  Your  Register 
represents  the  Gazetteer's  remarks  as  "especially  objectionable  when 
referring  to  the  Kelso  theatre."  But  the  old  Gazetteer  states  only  such 
facts  about  the  theatre  as  are  recorded  by  Haig,  and  as  seen,  in  sub- 
Btance,  to  be  tacitly  admitted  by  your  Register  itself;   and  the  new 

*  We  may  mention,  for  the  benefit  of  the  general  reader,  that  the 
following  is  of  little  interest  except  to  those  who  belong  to,  or  are 
connected  with,  Kelso,  or  have  associations  or  dealings  with  it — a  de- 
scription which  we  find  1b  wide  enough  to  include,  with  very  few  excep- 
tions, all  our  subscribers. 


Gazetteer  contains  not  a  syllable  about  a  theatre.  Tour  Register  fur- 
ther represents  the  Gazetteer  aB  asserting  that,  when  the  French  pri- 
soners were  in  the  town  during  the  French  War,  the  "  Kelsonians" 
had,  with  "  great  facility,  imbibed  the  spirit  of  French  levity  and  dis- 
sipation." But  the  old  Gazetteer  says  only  that  "many  of  them  had 
with  facility  imbibed  that  spirit,"  and  the  new  Gazetteer  says  not  a 
word  on  the  subject.  The  Gazetteer  is  further  represented  as  Baying 
th:it  the  Kelsonians  had  tken  "  become  inoculated  with  French  laxity 
of  morals  and  fashionable  follies."  But  the  old  Gazetteer  says  only 
that  the  French  prisoners,  "  to  a  very  noticeable  degree,  inoculated 
the  place  with  their  fashionable  follies,  and,  even  in  some  instances, 
tainted  it  with  their  laxity  of  morals  ;"  while  the  new  Gazetteer  re- 
tains only  the  portion  of  that  statement  which  respects  the  fo'lies,  and 
cancels  that  portion  which  respects  the  morals.  The  Register's  cri- 
tique, too,  implies  the  Gazetteer's  alleged  "  aspersions"  and  "gibbet- 
ings"  to  refer  to  present  time.  But  both  Gazetteers  speak  only  of  the 
time  from  1810  to  1814  ;  and  the  old  one  expressly  acids  that,  in  years 
subsequent  to  these,  the  town  had  "assumed  a  more  sedate  character." 
Dr.  M'Culloch  himself,  in  1838,  in  the  very  "  panegyric"  which  your 
Register  attempts  to  set  off  against  the  Gazetteer,  niakeB  mention  of 
improvement  in  the  town — improvement,  too,  in  fully  as  grave  matters 
as  levity  and  dissipation  ;  for  he  speaks  of  decrease  in  irregular  mar- 
riages, decrease  in  the  proportion  of  illegitimate  births,  and  a  return, 
in  habits  of  economy  among  the  common  people,  to  a  better  course  of 
feeling  and  conduct.  The  Gazetteer  agrees  throughout  with  Dr.  M'Cul- 
loch ;  it  does  as  ample  justice  to  Kelso's  excellences  as  he  does  ;  and  it 
makes  fair  and  full  note  of  the  various  institutions  which  your  Register 
itself  regards  as  the  best  evidences  of  the  town's  good  character.  Even 
the  old  Gazetteer  said  on  the  very  page  on  which  the  writer  of  your 
Register  mainly  had  his  eye,  ' '  Proportionately  to  the  bulk  of  its  popu- 
lation, Kelso  is  not  a  little  wealthy  in  literary,  social,  patriotic,  philan- 
thropic, and  religious  institutions  or  societies." 

I  might  have  spared  you  the  trouble  of  reading  what  I  have  now 
written.  I  might  have  simply  Bent  to  you  a  copy  of  the  article  on 
KelBO,  Though  I  have  chosen  to  speak  of  the  old  Gazetteer  as  well  as 
of  the  new,  I  did  not  need  to  do  so.  The  Gazetteer,  as  it  exists  now, 
or  as  it  has  existed  since  its  issue  of  1854-7,  is  devoid  of  all,  or  very 
nearly  all,  the  matter  on  which  your  Register  animadverts.  I  send 
you  a  copy  of  its  article  on  Kelso  ;  and  I  cannot  doubt  that,  on  reading 
it,  you  will  see  the  propriety  of  inserting,  in  the  second  part  of  your 
Register  a  paragraph  counteracting  the  passage  on  which  I  have  com- 
mented. Let  me  state,  in  conclusion,  that  another  revision  of  the 
Gazetteer  is  now  in  progress,  and  that,  if  you  will  favour  me  with  facts 
or  suggestions  for  improving  the  article  on  Kelso,  I  shall  be  most  happy 
to  receive  them. — I  am,  etc.,

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We  gladly  insert  Mr.  Wilson's  letter  iu  full,  as  we  thereby 
have  an  opportunity  of  going  into  and  exhausting  the  question. 

In  justification  of  our  remarks  at  pp.  72  73,  we  may  state 
that  our  edition  of  Fullerton's  Gazetteer  is  dated  1844.  Of  the 
"  Topographical "  edition,  issued  under  the  editorship  of  Mr. 
"Wilson,  we  had  no  knowledge.  The  copy  we  have  was  got  for 
the  purpose  of  reference ;  and  although  the  work  is  largely 
distributed  over  the  country,  it  is  the  only  copy  but  one  we 
have  had  the  opportunity  of  examining;*  the  other  copy— a 
well  fingered  one — we  chanced  to  come  upon,  some  years  ago, 
in  an  hotel  at  Kilmarnock,  and,  curiously  turning  up  Kelso, 
we  had,  there  and  then,  both  our  curiosity  and  horror  gratified ; 
for  we  read  the  article  as  if  it  wished  to  convey  the  impression 
that  the  town  had  been  and  was  bad.  Mr.  Wilson  quotes  Haig's 
History  of  Kelso  (published  so  long  ago  as  1825)  for  the  facts 
concerning  the  Theatre  contained  in  the  old  Gazetteer.  From 
a  close  examination  of  Haig  we  find  only  the  following  para- 
graphs that  have  a  reference  to  it : — 

"  Government  having  selected  Kelso  as  a  most  eligible  place  for  the  re- 
ception of  prisoners  taken  during  the  late  war,  who  were  admitted  to  their 
parole,  a  considerable  number  were  sent  thither  in  the  month  of  November 
1810,  where  they  remained  till  June  1814;  when,  upon  the  conclusion  of 
the  general  peace,  they  were  sent  home.  During  their  stay,  they  conducted 
themselves  with  great  propriety,  and  received  the  most  civil  find  hospitable 
treatment  from  the  inhabitants,  which  they  repaid  by  contributing  not  a 
little  to  their  amusement,  by  their  theatrical  and  other  exhibitions,  to 
which  the  more  respectable  classes  were  invited.  The  greatest  number  of 
prisoners  on  parole  stationed  at  Kelso  never  exceeded  280." — Haig,  p.  97. 

"  Mr.  Dubbs,  of  the  Theatre-Royal,  Edinburgh,  as  far  as  we  have  learned, 
was  the  first  who  introduced  this  polite  amusement,  by  appearing  with  a 
respectable  company  of  actors  during  the  race-week  in  the  year  1774 ;  and, 
shortly  after,  a  house  in  the  Horse  Market,  built  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  inhabitants  when  they  could  not  obtain  the  Assembly-Room,  at  the 
Cross-Keys,  for  their  balls  or  assemblies,  was  usually  let  to  the  manager, 
who  fitted  it  up  as  a  theatre  on  his  occasional  visits.  But,  to  the  French 
prisoners,  who  were  here  on  parole  during  the  late  war,  the  inhabitants 
are  indebted  for  having  this  place  converted  into  a  theatre,  which  they  did 
at  a  very  considerable  expi-nse,  for  their  own  amusement,  performing  in  it 
occasionally,  and  distributing  tickets  of  admission  gratis  ;  and  at  their  de- 
parture, as  a  mark  of  their  gratitude  for  the  polite  attention  and  kind 
treatment  they  had  experienced,  left  the  whole  standing,  with  all  their 
scenery  and  decorations." — Haig,  p.  139. 

But  as  a  reverse  picture  to  the  old  Gazetteer's  statements,  we 
may  quote  that  Haig  has  also  this  to  say  of  Kelso : — 

"  The  manners  of  the  inhabitants  of  Kelso  in  general  are  more  polished 
than  in  most  country  towns,  which  in  a  great  measure  may  be  accounted 
for  by  its  delightful  situation,  which  constitutes  it  the  resort  of  all  the 

*  It  belongs  to  a  class  of  books  that  do  not  find  their  way  much 
into  the  hands  of  either  country  or  town  booksellers  in  the  regular 
trade. 


fashion  in  the  vicinity,  and  of  numerous  visitors  of  the  first  rank  in  both 
kingdoms. 

"  The  higher  class  are  affable  and  courteous  in  their  address,  and  benevo- 
lent and  liberal  in  their  dispositions.*  The  middle  class  are  polite  and 
obliging,  hospitable  and  friendly.  The  lower  class,  in  general,  are  sober, 
honest,  and  industrious  ;  attentive  to  the  interest  of  their  employers,  with 
a  becoming  deportment  toward  their  superiors. 

"The  upper  ranks  dress  in  the  first  style  of  fashion,  and  the  balls  and 
assemblies  present  an  elegance  of  female  "attire  not  to  be  exceeded  out  of 
the  metropolis. 

"The  merchants,  who  form  a  most  respectable  class  of  the  inhabitants, 
are  just  and  honourable  in  their  dealings,  and  are  a  credit  to  the  station 
they  occupy  in  the  community.  Indeed,  it  may  be  said  of  all  ranks,  that 
they  perform  the  duties  belonging  to  their  different  spheres  with  the 
strictest  propriety  and  decorum. 

"The  community  at  large  are  also  highly  to  be  commended  for  a  strict 
regard  to  their  religious  duties.  Public  worship  is  very  generally  attended, 
and  the  other  exercises  of  the  Sabbath  performed  in  a  most  exemplary 
manner,  so  that  the  scenes  which  too  often  disgrace  the  streets  of  the 
metropolis  on  that  holy  day,  are  quite  unknown  there."— p.  104. 

In  Mr.  Wilson's  letter  we  have  italicized  the  little  word  then  ; 
and  we  may  mention  that  this  word,  which  so  materially 
qualifies  the  sentence,  neither  appears  in  our  account  of  Ke'so 
in  the  "  Register  "  (p.  72),  nor — in  the  sense  used  by  Mr.  Wilson 
— in  our  edition  of  the  old  Gazetteer.  In  the  latter,  the  para- 
graphs— the  first,  which  occurs  in  vol.  n.  p.  84,  is  qualified  with 
faint  praise  — are  literally  thus : — 

"A  small  theatre  was  fitted  up,  at  considerable  expense,  by  the  Trench 
prisoners  during  the  last  war,  and,  while  they  stayed,  was  conducted  gra- 
tuitously by  some  of  their  own  number;  and,  at  their  departure,  it  was 
left  with  all  its  appliances  as  an  expression  of  delight  with  the  Kelsonians 
on  account  of  the  facility  with  which  many  of  them  had  imbibed  the  spirit 
of  French  levity  and  dissipation.  But,  in  the  aggregate,  the  town  lias  of 
late  assumed  a  more  sedate  character  than  belonged  to  it  during  years 
when  it  incurred  some  hazard  of  being  distinguished  chiefly  by  fashionable 
follies." 

The  second,  occurring  at  p.  87,  and  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
article,  Kelso  is  written  down  without  any  qualification  : — 

"From  November  1810  till  June  1814,  Kelso  was  the  abode  of  a  body, 
never  more  than  230  iu  number,  of  French  prisoners  on  parole,  who,  to  a 
very  noticeable  degree,  inoculated  the  place  with  their  fashionable  follies, 
and  even,  iu  some  instances,  tainted  it  with  their  laxity  of  morals." 

We  think  that  the  words  inoculated  and  tainted,  here  inserted, 
imply  a  state  of  matters  scarcely  temporary,  and  when  read  in 
the  Gazetteer,  in  conjunction  with  the  few  sentences  which  fol- 
low, are  such,  we  think,  as  would  cause  any  ordinary  reader  to 
conclude  that  Kelso,  not  only  had  been,  but  still  was  a  place  of 
moral  laxity  and  fashionable  follies — seeing  that  the  paragraph 

*  "Kelso  weel  b  egg  it  is  worth  fifteen  shillings  ony  time,"  is  an  old 
vagrant  saying,  and  to  this  day  its  charities  (oltsu  very  indiscriminate) 
are  almost  notorious  over  the  empire. 
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quoted  does  not  stand  in  the  Gazetteer  apart,  but,  as  it  were,  an 
incidental  sentence  and  mixed  up  with  the  names  of  worthy 
individuals  still  living  when  the  paragraph  was  published.* 

As  specimens  of  the  grudging  way  in  which  the  writer  in  the 
Otld  Gazetteer  treats  Kelso,  we  may  quote  the  following: — 

"Kelso  was  the  birth-place  of  the  famous  Ballantyne  Press,  and 
Qie  scene  in  which  was  printed  the  first  edition  of  the  '  Minstrelsy  of 
the  Scottish  Border ; '  and  at  various  periods  it  has  displayed  an  energy 
Brad  amount  of  literary  enterprise,  altogether  beyond  the  proportion, 
either  of  its  population  or  the  advantages  of  its  position." — Old  Gazet- 
teer, and  partly  quoted  in  the  new. 

Merit,  of  a  presumptive  kind,  is  here  admitted,  but  it  might 
have  been  added  that  Kelso  was  one  of  the  first,  if  not  the  very 
Jirst,  provincial  town  in  Scotland  to  adopt  the  printing  press 
(see  foot-note),*!"  and  we  have  shewn  it  was  the  second  to  publish 
^newspaper  (see  note,  "Kelso  Chronicle,"  p.  96). 

*  The  French  had  left  Kelso  before  our  time,  but  the  older  inhabi- 
tants recollect  them  as  possessed  of  many  amiable  qualities,  of  which 
•'great  mannerliness''  (?  good  breeding)  and  buoyancy  of  spirits  —  in 
many  instances  under  the  depressing  effects  of  great  poverty — were  most 
conspicuous.  Of  their  peculiarities,  the  most  singular,  to  the  natives, 
was  their  habit  of  gathering  for  use  different  kinds  of  wild  weeds  by  the 
road  sides,  and  hedge  roots,  and  killing  small  birds  to  eat — the  latter  a 
practice  considered  not  much  removed  from  cannibalism.  That  they 
were  frivolous,  we  will  admit,  as  many  of  them  wore  ear-rings,  and  one 
—a  Pole — had  a  ring  to  his  nose  ;  while  all  were  boyishly  (fond  of 
amusement,  and  were  "merry  good-natured  creatures."  But  to  assert 
that  they  were  lax,  is  merely  to  state  what  any  other  body  of  men, 
similarly  situated,  would  have  been :  English  soldiers,  for  instance,  are 
not  immaculate,  and  they  have  a  coarseness  superadded  from  which  the 
French  were  utterly  free;  but  when  they  left  Kelso,  we  assert  that  their 
frivolity,  such  as  it  was,  and  their  laxity,  went  with  them. 

t  The  first  Scottish  printers  were  Walter  Chapman  and  Andrew 
Millar ;  who,  in  consequence  of  a  patent,  established  a  press  at 
Edinburgh  in  the  year  1507.  (Chalmers,  life  of  Ituddiman,  p.  80.) 
In  1508,  they  are  known  to  have  printed  various  pamphlets,  a  col- 
lection of  which  may  be  found  in  the  Advocates'  Library.  The  first 
volume  of  the  Breviarium  Aberdonense  issued  from  their  press  in 
1509  ;  the  second  in  1510.— Of  this  very  rare  book  a  complete  and 
well-preserved  copy  belongs  to  the  library  of  the  University  of 
Edinburgh. 

The  establishment  of  printing-presses  in  the  other  principal  towns 
Of  Scotland  cannot  so  easily  be  traced.  Knox's  Faythful  Admonition 
ffnto  the  Frofessours  of  God's  Truthe  in  England  was,  if  we  may  credit 
the  title-page,  printed  at  Kalykow  or  Kelso.  [Is  there  any  reason  for 
not  crediting  the  title  page?— J.  &  J.  H.  R.]  This  work  appeared  in 
1554.  Aberdeen,  the  s«at  of  a  university,  could  not  boast  of  a 
printing-press  till  a  much  later  period.  In  the  colophon  of  a  poem 
on  the  death  of  Bishop  Forbes,  Edward  Raban  styles  himself  ' '  Master 
printer,  the  first  in  Aberdeen."  (Funerals  of  Bishop  Forbes,  p.  429, 
Aberd.  1635,  4to.) — David  Irving's  lives  of  the  Scottish  Posts,.  &c.t 
foot  note,  vol  1,  p.  75. 


When  the  general  trade  is  mentioned  it  is  with,  the  following 
depreciatory  fling : — 

"  Kelso  is  as  poor  in  the  aggregate  productiveness  of  its  manu- 
factures, as  it  is  showily  rich  in  their  variety.  The  dressing  of  skins, 
the  tanning  of  hides,  the  currying  of  leather,  the  weaving  of  flannel, 
woollen  cloth,  and  linen,  the  making  of  hats  and  of  stockings,  the 
working  of  iron,  and  the  manufacture  of  candles,  shoes,  tobacco,  and 
other  articles,  all  havs  a  place  in  the  town  ;  but  tkey  do  not  jointly 
employ  200  workmen,  and  are  all,  with  the  exception  of  currying, 
stationary  or  declining,  The  number  of  looms  in  1828  was  70 ;  and  in 
1838,  it  had  become  reduced  to  41.  Yet  the  place  has  a  very  important 
trade  in  corn  and  cured  pork. 

Thus  in  the  old  Gazetteer,  and  transferred  verbatim  to  the 
new. 

At  the  date"of  the  old  Gazetteer—  25  years  ago — the  paragraph 
was  passibly  applicable  to  Kelso ;  then,  almost  every  town  of 
the  size  in  Scotland  was  "  poor  in  the  aggregate  productiveness 
of  its  manufactures,  and  showily  rich  in  their  variety;"  it  had 
been  the  normal  state  of  things  for  centuries  ;  but  we  question  if 
any  other  town  described  in  the  Gazetteer  gets  sneered  at  for 
this.*  Most  of  the  small  towns,  since  characterised  for  energy, 
were  then  in,  or  had  already  passed  through,  a  transition  state, 
and  taking  advantage  of  their  suitableness  to  progress  in  manu- 
factures (in  the  modern  sense  of  the  word — for  example  Hawick 
and  Galashiels)  or  traffic  (e.g.  Kelso — Jedburgh  from  its  position, 
partly  in  both);  and  now  (when  the  information  of  the  new  Gazet- 
teer ought  to  apply)  we  have  Kelso  keeping  a  good  front  position 
in  the  locality,  while  its  speciality  is  shop-keeping  and  the 
handicrafts  or  manufactures  connected  therewith.  In  its  list  of 
trades  enumerated  in  the  paragraph,  may  still  be  mentioned, 
dressing  skins  and  making  caudles ;  but  hand-loom  weaving 
(see  note,  p.  454),  making  stockings,  hats,  or  tobacco,  or  currying 
leather  (the  trade  quoted  as  the  only  one  not  declining)  are  all 
virtually  defunct.  A  hat  has  not  been  made  in  Kelso  for  ten 
years,  and,  for  a  longer  period,  a  skin  has  not  been  curried  for 
the  purposes  of  trade  ;  but  while  the  town  is  thus  credited  with 
manufactures,  to  which  it  has  little  or  no  right,  the  rpally 
extensive  manufactures  of  saddlery  and  coach  building 
(both  of  very  old  date)  are  entirely  omitted.  Shoes, — 
although  the  manufacture  is  declining,  —  are  now  made 
both  for  home  and  wholesale  trade  and  export ;  saddlery  is  also 
extensively  exported :  this  export  trade  in  both  has  existed  for 
over  twenty  years.  The  other  handicrafts  of  Kelso  may  be 
described  as  adjuncts  to  its  shops  ;  but,  as  such,  we  question  if, 

*  Not  only  is  Kelso  the  only  town,  so  far  as  we  have  investigated  the 
Gazetteer,  which  $;ets  sneered  at  for  its  want  of  manufactures,  but  it  is 
also  the  only  one  against  which  such  charges  as  we  bnve  endeavoured  to 
|     repel  are  made.     This  proves,  if  not  ill-nature,  at  least  partial  justice.

in  any  town  of  its  size  in  the  kingdom,  better  or  more  varied 
work  can  be  produced  ;*  while  in  its  shops  a  class  of  goods  will 
be  found,  suitable  for  a  polished  and  wealthy  community,  which 
no  other  town  of  its  size  can  surpass  (see  p.  302). 

As  an  instance  of  changes  in  trade  we  may  mention  that  forty 
years  ago  the  shoe  trade  of  Kelso  was  equal  in  importance  to 
that  of  Selkirk,  and  from  it  many  localities  in  Berwickshire  and 
Northumberland  drew  their  supplies.  At  that  time  it  was  the 
most  important  trade  in  the  town,  and  employed  most  hands  ; 
now  we  believe  it  has  not  a  shoemaker  apprentice;  even  the  home 
manufacture  of  shoes  seems  to  be  dying  out,  and  the  same  is 
the  case  in  all  the  other  Border  towns. 

"The  Place"  does  a  very  large  pork  curing  trade  (see  note,  p. 
97),  for  which  it  deseives  credit;  and  it  is  the  centre  of  an 
enormous  corn  (see  p.  91,  Corn  Exchange)!  and  cattle  trade  (see 
pp.  73,  75,  89,  and  note,  613) ;  but  the  credit  of  these  belong 
rather  to  its  position  and  the  energy  and  enterprise  of  the  sur- 
rounding farmers. 

Mr.  Wilson  draws  a  distinction  between  the  "  Kelsonians  "  and 
"the  place;"  and  we  do  seem  to  have  transposed  these  words 
in  our  Register.  But  who  constitute  "the  p'ace"  but  the 
"Kelsonians?"  In  writing  on  the  morals  of  a  place,  the  streets 
are  surely  not  meant,  nor  the  walls  of  the  houses,  nor  the 
cattle  within  the  gates.  As  a  rule,  whenever  the  morality 
of  a  place  is  mentioned,  the  good  or  evil  is  understood  to  refer 
to  its  inhabitants — the  "onians  ;  "  and  our  impression  is,  that 
the  effect  of  the  statements  published  in  the  Gazetteer  since  1840, 
has  been  to  the  prejudice  of  the  inhabitants  of  Kelso. 


*  It  is  hut  due  to  the  workmen  of  Kelso  to  state  that  as  a  class  tliey 
are  peculiarly  pruvident.  Although  neither  numerous  nor  extravagantly 
paid,  they  have,  as  Odtl  Fellows,  accumulated  funds  (Feby  1866)  to  the 
amount  of  £185'),  and  as  Foresters  £1013 — a  fact  winch  speaks  directly 
and  indirectly  for  their  funeral  healthiness  and  regular  habits  of  living  ; 
while  as  members  of  the  Benefit  Societies  they  annually  divide  weekly  sav- 
ings amounting  to  over  £500. 

The  Kelso  societies  of  Odd  Fellows  and  Foresti-rs — like  all  the  other 
early  branches — were  established  on  an  erroneously  small  system  of  pay- 
ments. When  this  was  exposed  by  the  Ratcliffe  and  other  Tables,  the 
members,  instead  of  following  the  example  of  all  the  other  local  societies 
— dividing  the  funds,  and  breaking  up — increased  their  payments  to  a 
safe  rate — that  of  the  Manchester  statement— and  held  their  position. 

t  At  Kelso  Corn  Exchange,  p.  91,  we  give  a  reported  statement  that 
more  Corn  is  sold  in  it  by  the  grower  than  in  any  other  building  in  the 
Empire.  SiDce  that  paragraph  was  printed  we  have  had  its  accuracy 
questioned ;  it  is  asserted  that  the  Berwick-on-Tweed  Exchange  pre- 
cedes Kelso  as  a  grower's  Market,  but  that  Kelso  comes  second  in  the 
Empire,  and  is  the  first  in  Scotland. 

Owing  to  the  Corn  Sales  in  each  being  by  sample,  the  quantities 
really  sold  cannot  be  accurately  ascertained. 


Of  Dr.  M'Culloch's  reference  to  irregular  marriages  [(which 
he  designates  "the  bane  of  the  working  classes"),  we  may  state 
that  when  he  wrote,  these  marriages  were  very  frequent  over 
the  entire  district,  while  in  some  agricultural  parishes  they 
were  almost  the  rule  In  fact,  the  woman  thought  it  a  want  of 
gallantry  in  the  man  if  a  "run-away"  marriage  was  not  pro- 
posed;* but  is  it  not  a  little  curious,  that  but  for  the  Doctor's 
notice  of  the  fact  in  connection  with  a  parish  in  no  way  notorious 
for  it,  this  blot  in  our  social  system  would  have  passed  un- 
noticed in  the  statistical  accounts  of  the  three  counties  !  From 
which  we  conclude  he  had  an  honest  pride  in  referring  to  a 
matter  which  all  the  other  ministers  thought  best  to  ignore. 
And  so  with  illegitimacy  ;  while  he  quotes  improvement  in  that 
ugly  feature,  the  others  quote  improvement  in  the  smuggling  or 
poaching  habits  of  their  parishioners,  or  state,  that  "as  a  body, 
they  are  sober-minded,  honest,  and  contented ;"  but  the  very 
few  who  allude  to  illegitimacy  at  all  (only  other  7  in  Roxburgh- 
shire, 10  in  Berwickshire,!  none  in  Selkirkshire),  do  so  merely  to 


*  In  1838,  when  the  doctor  wrote,  a  ruu-away  marriage  was  scarcely 
considered  a  social  misdemeanour  ;  in  reality  it  was  merely  an  ecclesiastical 
offence,  and  as  such  the  contracting  parties  were  debarred  from  church 
privileges  till  they  had  been  re-married  by  an  ordained  minister,  or 
acknowledged  their  irregularity  before  the  Kirk-session.  These  marriages, 
although  still  frequent  in  some  localities  of  the  district,  are  now,  as  a  rule, 
coneidered  disreputable  by  all  classes ;  and  owing  to  a  penalty  being 
attached  to  them  (thus  practically  holding  out  to  the  contracting  parties 
a  strong  temptation  to  ignore  their  maniage),  they  are  seldom  registered, 
consequently  are  a  greater  evil  than  ever  in  some  respects,  as  they  leave 
the  p;irties  really  married  in  the  eye  of  the  law,  and  as  such  liable  to 
serious  legal  responsibilities,  while,  at  the  sam^  time,  the  law  practically 
acts  as  if  they  had  no  legal  married  position.  Of  all  the  Border  Marriages 
in  the  district  for  the  year  1861,  only  one  pair  paid  the  penalty  (of  20s.), 
and  got  (by  authority  of  the  Sheriff)  legally  registered;  but  it  is  to  be 
presumed  that  many  couples  preferred  the  old  way — the  easier  and 
cheaper — of  bciug  proclaimed  in  church  and  getting  regularly  married  and 
registered.  One  of  our  correspondents  (in  Berwickshire)  quoting  "  five 
or  six  "  such  marriages  as  having  occurred  in  his  pariBh  since  the  passing 
of  the  Act  (February  1S56) — says,  "all  were  subsequently  married  again, 
and  registered  in  the  regular  way."  At  pp.  432-645  we  have  stated 
these  Border  Marriages  to  be  now  illegal — perhaps  actionable  would  have 
been  a  more  siutable  word,  as  illegality  may  imply  invalidity.  At  p. 
645  we  have  inadvertently  stated  these  marriages  to  be  void — a  mistake  it 
will  be  observed. 

Not  only  is  Dr.  M'Culloch  the  only  writer  in  the  statistical 
accounts  of  the  district  who  takes  notice  of  the  Border  marriageB, 
but  he  also  is  the  only  oue  to  notice  the  evictions  of  the  poor  from 
country  parishes  (see  note,  p.  716)  which  have  been  going  on  for  the  last 
fifty  years,  till  now  villages,  once  populous,  have  dwindled  into  mere 
hamlets. 

t  Out  of  33  in  Roxburghshire  and  32  in  Berwickshire.  In  Selkirkshire 
(4  parishes)  the  subject  ia  ignored  entirely. 
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mention  the  number  of  birlhs  which  had  occurred  in  so  many 
years  ;  and  we  are  sorry  to  observe  that,  comparing  these  quo- 
tations, of  thirty  years  since,  with  the  Registrar's  returns  of 
the  present  day,  illegitimacy  seems  largely  on  the  increase.* 

By  our  references  to  the  new  Gazetteer,  it  will  be  observed  we 
have  read  Mr.  Wilson's  amended  description  of  Kelso.  The 
only  difference  between  the  accounts  seems  to  have  been  made 
with  the  scissors — those  portions  that  appear  in  the  new  Gazet- 
teer being  mostly  reduced,  but  otherwise  unaltered,  from  the 
old  ;  even  the  following  careless  account  of  Kelso  streets  being 
reprinted  verbatim,  except  witli  the  insertion  of  a  still  more  er- 
roneous date.     The  italics  are  our  own. 

"The  town  consists  of  a  central  square  or  market-place,  and  divergent 
streets  and  alleys.  The  square  is  Bpucious  and  airy,  very  lar^e  for  a  pro- 
vincial town,  presided  over  ou  the  east  side  by  the  elegant  Townhouse, 
and  edificed  with  neat  modern  houses  of  three  stories,  some  of  which  have 
on  the  ground-floor  good  and  even  elegant  shops.  From  the  square  issue 
four  thoroughfares—  Roxburgh-street,  Bridge-street,  Mill-wynd,  and  the 
Horse  and  Wood  Markets.  Roxburgh-street  goes  off  from,  the  end  of  the 
Totenhousc,  and  runs  sinuously  parallel  with  the  river,  sending  down  its 
back-tenements  on  one  side  to  the  edge  of  the  stream.    Though  irregular, 

*  Which  is  further  proved  by  the  following  returns : — the  proportion  of 
illegitimates  for  Scotland  during  the  year  1859,  was  per  cent.

"To  whatever  cause,  then,  it  may  be  owing,  it  would  appear  that 
illegitimacy  is  on  the  increase."— -Report  for  1860. 

In  connection  with  the  birth  rates  for  Scotland,  the  report  for  1861 
announces  the  curious  fact,  proved  by  the  observations  and  averages  of 
6eTen  years  (1855  to  1861  inclusive),  that  of  illegitimate  boys  born,  there 
is  107.3  to  each  100  girls;  while  of  legitimate  boys  born,  there  is  only 
105.2  to  each  100  girls. 


and  not  anywhere  elegant  in  its  buildings,  it  has  a  pleasing  appearance, 
and  bears  the  palm  of  both  healthiness  and  general  favour .'  At  present, 
it  is  upwards  of  \  a  mile  in  length  ;  but  formerly  it  reached  to  what  is  now 
the  middle  of  the  Duke  of  Roxlmrghe's  garden,  having  been  curtailed  at 
the  further  end  to  make  improvements  on  the  pleasure-grounds.  Bridge- 
street  goes  off  from  the  square  opposite  the  exit  of  Roxburgh-street;  and 
though  inferior  to  it  in  length,  is  superior  lii  general  appearance,  and  con- 
tains many  elegant  houses.  This  street  sends  off  Oven-wynd,  hading  to 
Sdnam-house,  and  the  Abbey-close,  anciently  the  thoroughfare  to  the  old 
bridge.  Mill-wynd  leaves  the  square,  and  pursues  a  course  parallel  with 
Bridge-street,  The  street  called  the  Horse  and  Wood  markets  goes  off  in 
a  direction  at  right  angles  with  the  other  thoroughfares,  and  points  the  way 
to  Coldstream  and  Berwick.  At  one  time  it  was,  over  part  of  its  extent, 
very  narrow  and  inconvenient;  but  about  35  [the  old  Gazetteer  says  20] 
years  ago  it  was  widened  and  otherwise  improved." 

The  narrowness  and  inconvenience  here  mentioned,  we  sup- 
pose, alludes  to  an  improvement  which  took  place  at  Leadbetter 
Row,  about  the  year  1803,  then  known  as  part  of  the  Wood 
Market.  In  the  quotation  will  be  observed  the  mixture  made 
of  the  Horse  and  Wood  markets — streets  leading  in  quite  different 
directions.  The  paragraph  seems  10  have  been  carelessly  copied 
from  Haig,  in  the  first  instance.  In  the  new  Gazetteer  the  im- 
portant suburb  of  Forest  Field,  the  "west-end"  of  Kelso,  is 
not  even  mentioned. 

Mr.  Wilson's  argument  of  the  new  edition  of  the  Gazetteer 
having  superseded  the  old  one  is  to  no  purpose  ;  the  one  has  only 
superseded  the  other  in  present  safe,  but  the  different  editions 
of  the  old  still  remain  dispersed  over  the  country  to  misrepresent 
the  town ;  and  therefore  it  is  the  more  requisite,  whatever  the 
present  or  future  intended  editions  he,  that  we  put  on  record  a 
protest  against  all  inaccurate  statements,  in  whichever  edition 
they  may  appear. 
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ADDENDA, 


THE  BONDAGE  SYSTEM. 

Since  the  paragraphs  on  this  subject,  at  pp.  49-51,  were 
written  (in  1864),  the  system  has  been  greatly  altered  for  the 
better.    Last  autumn  the  peasantry  of  the  district  began  in 


earnest  to  agitate  for  its  removal,  and  with  a  great  amount  of 
ability  and  prudence  have  not  only  carried  their  purpose, 
but  have,  as  a  rule,  earned  with  them  the  sympathy  of  the 
public,  and  the  goodwill  of  the  farmers  in  the  change. 

The  new  system,  which  is  variable  and  cannot  be  considered 
as  yet  definitely  settled,  beginning  with  the  May  term  of  this 
year  (1866),  is,  that  the  hind  having  daughters  engages  them 
(the  daughters)  to  do  the  ordinary  field  work,  but  at  increased 
wages — thus,  some  farmers  have  engaged  the  whole  family  by 
paying  the  father  60s.  or  60s.  for  each  daughter  he  keeps  at 
home,  who  are  to  be  paid  lOd.  to  Is.  a  day  as  formerly  ;  while 
others  have  hired  with  this  difference— the  dauchters  to  he  paid 
at  the  rate  of  fourteen  or  fifteen  pence  per  day,  but  with  no  gra- 
tuity to  the  father,  which  brings  their  wages  almost  equi- 
valent. In  some  instances  strangers  have  been  hired  at  the 
increased  wage,  but  these  cases  are  exceptional.  Without 
doubt,  the  system  now  lies  with,the  hinds  themselves,  to  abolish 
or  otherwise. 

The  agitation  received  considerable  impetus  by  the  Rev. 
John  Thomson,  of  Rosalee,  Hawick,  offering  a  prize  of  £30  for 
the  best  essay  by  "  farm-stewards,  shepherds,  ploughmen,  and 
their  sons  and  daughters,  in  the  counties  of  Roxburgh,  Selkirk, 
and  Berwick,  on  the  Evils  of  the  system,  and  suggestions  for 
their  removal,"  which  was  still  further  advanced  by  the  publica- 
tion of  two  of  the  essays.* 

If  proof  were  wanted  of  the  superior  intelligence  of  our 
border  peasantry,  we  could  give  no  better  examples  than 
the  essays  quoted,  the  speeches  delivered  at  Kelso  and  elsewhere 
by  hinds  and  other  workmen  on  the  subject,  aod  their  many 
communications  to  the  local  newspapers.  Of  the  speeches  it 
may  be  said,  that  for  good  taste  and  moderation — and  in  some 
instances  for  point — they  would  have  done  credit  to  any 
ordained  minister.  The  consequence  is,  that  not  only  may  they 
be  said  to  have  got  rid  of  the  system,  but,  along  with  the

respect  of  the  community. 

In  connection  with  the  above,  and  for  the  grand  truth  which 
It  asserts,  we  quote  the  following  paragraph  which  appeared  in 
the  London  Field  of  March  10,  while  reviewing  Fairbairn's 
essay: — .

nature,  evils,  and.  proposed  remedy  for  the  *  Bondage  System,' as 
well  as  an  example,  in  the  author's  person,  oj  tlie  blessings  of  a  sound 
system  of  national  education.

Situated  near  to  the  eastern  corner  of  Ancrum  parish  and  within 
the  grounds  of  Mounteviot — which  occupy  a  considerable  portion 
of  biith  Crailing  (see  p.  224)  and  Ancrum  parishes.  Hare- 
stanes  is  supposed  to  have  been  the  site  of  Druidical  stones, 
some  trace  of  which  were  visible  within  living  memory.  The 
etymology  of  the  name  strengthens  this  belief,  it  signifying 
temple  or  holy  stone.  The  place  has  been  the  haunt  of  the  early 
races.  A  fine  specimen  of  a  stone  hammer  or  hatchet  was  found 
near  it  some  years  ago.  The  possessor  left  the  Marquis  of  Lo- 
thian's employment  for  the  south  of  England,  carrying  the 
ancient  implement  with  him,  thus  separating  it  from  the  district 
whose  early  history  it  illustrated. 


HAWICK  HAND-BALL  MATCH. 

This  game  is  played  on  a  Monday  in  the  end  of  February,  ruled  by  the 
moon's  changes.  The  opposing  players  are  the  residents  east  and  west 
of  the  Slitng,  locally  known  as  the  Eastla'  and  Westla'  Water  Men.  The 
rivers  are  frequently  the  area  of  the  sports,  and  the  players  engage  in 
these  games  with  an  ardour  which  the  often  flooded  wintry  streams  can- 
not chill.

ON  THE  BINDING  OF  STATIONERY  BOOKS. 
Extracted  from  tlm  "  Paper  Tkade  Review.  " 

.  .  .  "  It  is  of  course  proper  that  stationery  books 
shall  have  the  plainness  which  ought  to  characterise  busi- 
ness books.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  we  think  there  should 
be  an  absence  of  clumsiness,  and  the  evidence  of  neatness 
and  good  taste  about  them.  But  the  first  great  excellence 
to  which  the  attention  of  the  stationery  binder  should  be 
directed,. is  the  substantiality  and  fikmness  of  stitching 
and  glueing  of  the  book  before  boarding.  This  is  of  the 
first  importance  in  the  binding  of  stationery  books.  In 
letterpress  books  it  is  not  so  essential  as  in  a  stationery 
book.  Business  books  receive  greatly  more  wear  and 
fatigue  than  letterpress  books,  and  there  is  a  greater  size 
of  leaf,  which  weakens  a  stitch  easier  than  a  small  one. 
But,  perhaps,  the  cause  [of  the  frequent  inferiority  of  this 
class  of  bookbinding]  is  mainly  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
stitching  of  these  books  is  performed  by  girls,  and,  conse- 
quently, there  is  in  their  work  a  feebleness  and  weakness 
to  which  no  amount  of  good  boarding  and  finishing  can 
give  strength.  How  completely  does  the  reputation  of  good 
binding  rest  upon  good  stitching.  The  little  sins  of  this 
department  tell  on  every  book.  Many  a  handsome  Russia- 
banded  ledger  has  disappointed  its  owner  by  the  faulty 
and  careless  manner  of  its  stitching.  The  entire  success  of 
the  work  depends  on  the  manner  and  faithfulness  in  which 
this  stitching  is  performed.  Too  much  pains  cannot  be  be- 
stowed to  make  this  work  secure  and  trustworthy.  It  should 
be  the  duty  of  every  binder  to  winnow  out  every  careless 
and  insufficient  worker  in  this  department,  and  raise  the 
status  of  the  stitcher's  work  by  sufficient  encouragement. 
But  it  is  to  be  feared  that  even  good  stitching  [often]  suffers 
from  bad  thread." 

[To  secure  the  effects  of  good  stitching,  we  use  a  nine-ply  lint 
thread,  manufactured  expressly  for  ourselves.— J.  &  J.  H.  K.] 


TO  THE  CUSTOMER. 
Extracted  from  the  "  Paper  Trade  Review." 

"  The  Binder  has  very  often  but  scant  justice  in  doing  a 
book,  on  account  of  the  inconsiderate  haste  in  which  it  is 
sometimes  wanted.  Nothing  is  more  common  than  for 
business  people  to  forget  the  ordering  of  their  books  until 
they  are  wanted,  and  of  course  they  must  be  got  up  in 
American  quickness.  In  such  circumstances,  the  Binder 
has  no  chance  of  giving  the  book  that  time  and  attention 
which  good  work  requires.  When  such  a  book  is  in  use, 
it  gives  way,  of  course,  but  the  fact  of  its  being  got  tip  in 
such  speed  is  forgot,  and  the  fact  of  inferiority  and  insuf- 
ficiency only  remembered. 

.  .  .  It  is  unfair  to  the  .Ruler,  the  Binder,  and  the 
Stationer  to  have  their  work  hurried  through  their  hands  in 
the  time  that  ivould  barely  suffice  to  page  it  well." 


ON  THE  QUALITY  OP  STATIONERY  BOOK  PAPER. 

Note  by  J.  &  J.  H.  Rutherfurd. 

If  it  be  important  that  the  binding  of  stationery  books 
be  thoroughly  executed,  it  is  still  more  important  that  the 
Paper  of  which  they  are  made,  be  of  good  quality — that  it 
be  tough  enough  to  stand  tear  and  wear,  and  have  compact- 
ness and  fibre  to  stand  erasures  without  becoming  spongy 
— merits  whicli  are  not  insured  by  mere  thickness — indeed, 
excess  of  thickness  is  a  suspicious  quality,  implying  an 
abundance  of  material  not  always  derived  from  linen  rags. 
Paper  of  whatever  thickness,  if  it  shows  the  least  appear- 
ance of  crack  or  fraying  out  at  the  back  of  a  fold,  is  totally 
unfit  for  the  making  up  of  heavy  stationery  books,  intended 
to  be  in  use  for  some  years.  This  especially  applies  to 
Ledgers,  etc.,  whose  leaves  get  frequent  turning  over.   With. 
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day-books,  which  have  more  tossing  about  than  turning 
over,  and  are  generally  a  shorter  time  in  hand,  the  binding 
becomes  of  equal  or  primary  importance  ;  but  an  inferior, 
especially  if  a  thick  paper,  let  its  binding  be  ever  so  good, 
Will  not  stand  much  knocking  about,  as  the  thread  cuts  it 
at  the  stitohing. 

Heal  hand-made  paper  of  good  quality — such  as  What- 
man's or  Ansell's  (and  of  such  only  should  heavy  impor- 
tant stationery  books  be  made) — feels  between  the  fingers, 
according  as  it  is  thick  or  thin,  like  vellum  or  parchment, 
and  itswear  will  be  somewhat  similar.  Second  qualities 
of  hand-made  paper,  and  even  the  best  occasionally,  are  apt 
to  have  a  partially  loose  fibre  on  the  surface,  which,  by 
catching  the  pen,  and  causing  a  blot,  may  make  the  writer 
think  he  has  got  inferior  stuff  to  work  upon ;  but  it  really 
proves  that  the  paper  has  the  grand  quality  of  fibre,  and 
is  not  composed  of  merely  machine-made  pulp. 

Low  qualities  of  machine-made  paper,  generally  made  up 
with  a  portion  of  pipeclay  or  Derbyshire  spar  (sometimes 
equal  to  50  per  cent.)  can  now  be  sent  out  with  a  fineness 
of  finish  and  an  appearance  of  quality  very  deceiving  to 
the  uninitiated.  This  paper,  which  always  feels  hard  and 
stiff,  and  often  of  a  glassy  smoothness,  breaks  or  cracks  if 
folded,  runs  the  ink  like  blotting  paper  after  any  attempt 
at  erasure ;  and  although  often  made  up  into  massive  ser- 
viceable looking  books,  is  quite  unfit  for  the  purpose,  as 
the  purchaser,  sooner  or  later,  generally  finds  out. 

The  smaller  class  of  business  books — such  as  quarto  Cash 
books — require  neither  the  expensive  binding  nor  paper  of 
the  class  of  books  already  treated  of;  but  the  purchaser 
will  find  it  to  his  comfort,  and  a  real  economy  in  the  end, 


to  have  a  good  quality  of  both,  however  small  the  size  of 
the  book  may  be. 

A  really  good  business  book,  like  everything  else  good, 
can  only  be  purchased  at  a  fair  price.  We  make  this  re- 
mark, as  purchasers— especially  those  who  renew  their 
business  books  but  seldom — (for,  as  a  rule,  the  heavier  the 
customer's  account  is  for  business  books,  the  more  he  values 
quality,  and,  that  given,  the  less  he  grudges  price)  often 
seem  taken  aback  by  the  price  of  a  well-bound  book  made 
of  Whatman's  or  Ansell's  paper,  and  purchase  one  of  an 
inferior  class,  which  proves  no  satisfaction  in  the  using, 
and  no  credit  to  the  producer. 

For  really  good  second-class  papers,  suitable  for  the 
smaller  and  less  important  sizes  of  business  books,  we  find 
none  so  satisfactory  as  those  of  Annandale,  who  keeps  his 
papers  of  this  quality  remarkably  free  from  adulteration 
(see  Nos.  6  to  8  of  our  List);  and  it  is  from  these  that 
all  our  medium  Paper  Books  are  made.  Papers  No.  1  to  5 
are  more  suitable  for  correspondence  than  for  making  up. 


A  HINT  ABOUT  FASTENING  ENVELOPES. 

Wet  slightly  both  sides  of  the  flap,  and  press  down.  If 
the  Envelope  be  very  thick  and  stiff,  wet  the  upper  side 
again  after  pressing  down. 

The  most  expeditious,  cleanest,  and  safest  process  is  to 
use  the  lips.  Treated  thus,  a  thousand  Envelopes  may  be 
closed  in  a  few  minutes,  and  not  a  grain  of  gum  transferred 
from  its  proper  use. 

There  is  philosophy  in  wetting  both  sides  of  the  flap. 

The  same  rule  applies  to  fastening  Postage  Stamps  or  Ad- 
hesive Labels  of  any  kind.
